All-wool,  long-wear  fabrics — tweeds,  home- 
spuns, worsteds — new  models  and  styles,  cut 
and  made  the  way  young  fellows  like  'em. 
New  patterns,  new  colorings. 
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"Our  new  women's  citizenship  is  not 
going  to  be  very  valuable  unless  it  be- 
gins at  home,  knowing  and  caring  tor 
all  the  phases  of  life  about  us,  and  mak- 
ing us  consciously  responsible  for  all 
the  actual  workings  of  the  wonderful 
machinery  of  government  and  social 
life  right  at  our  own  door." 

The  above  very  valuable  little  paragraph  is 
taken  from  the  story  "The  Quick  or  the  Dead," 
written  by  Airs.  Thomas  G.  Winter,  President- 
General  of  the  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs, 
for  the  September  number  of  the  Ladies'  Home 
Journal.  Sounds  as  though  we  were  getting 
right  down  to  the  roots  of  our  problems,  which 
are  quite  as  important  as  aiming  for  stars  and 
constellations  in  American-Citizenship  advance- 
ment. 

Haven't  you  often  wondered  why  we  are  so 
insistent  on  talking  to  Mars  when  some  of  us 
are  not  even  on  speaking  terms  with  our  next 
door  neighbor,  who  might  be  needing  us  so 
badly? 

To  do  the  close-at-home  necessary  thing,  and 
to  progress  are  synonymous  terms ;  as  will  be  un- 
derstood by  these  further  paragraphs  from  Mrs. 
Winter's  pen. 

"Our  women's  clubs  began  a  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury ago  as  self-cultural  bodies.  At  that  time 
they  stood  for  progress.  Some  of  them  are  con- 
tinuing to  stand  for  progress,  standing  in  the 
same  place  and  never  progressing.  The  great 
body  has  gone  forward.  But  we  can  put  our 
fingers  on  clubs  which  have  absorbed  the  best 
women  of  their  communities,  and  then  held  them 
in  a  little  isolated,  self-complacent  group  which 
actually  stands  as  a  barrier  to  all  fine  activities 
in  their  own  town,  since  no  other  group  has  the 
power  or  prestige  to  take  the  initiative. 

"There  is  a  certain  beautiful  clubhouse,  dec- 
orated and  tapestried  and  furnished  to  perfection, 
where  membership  in  the  club  means  social 
cachet,  a  club  which  boasts  that  it  has  never  been 
active  in  its  own  town,  never  had  its  name  in 
the  newspaper,  and  admitted  a  new  member  only 
about  once  in  five  years.  The  small  politics  of 
the  select  club  loom  bigger  to  its  members  than 
the  baby  death  rate  in  that  town.  No  wonder 
that  one  of  its  officers  recently  said :  "We  are 
in  danger  of  dying  out."     (Why  call  it  danger?) 

"There  is  plenty  of  room  for  the  cultural  club. 
When  we  speak  of  cultivating  the  ground,  we 
mean  getting  the  ground  ready  for  bringing  forth 
the  crops.  Culture  makes  soil  fertile.  Culture 
of  human  beings  ought  to  do  the  same  thing.  Its 
true  function  is  to  develop  the  brain-and-soul  soil, 


on  which  great  things  may  grow.  We  make  a 
stupid  mistake  when  we  use  culture  as  a  sort  of 
modern  version  of  asceticism,  namely,  a  with- 
drawal from  all  the  realities  of  life  for  the  sake 
of  saving  our  own  souls. 

"Organization,  power,  time,  energy  and  wis- 
dom are  only  the  preparation  for  service.  We 
complain  of  the  foreign  languages  in  America ; 
but  of  all  alien  tongues  the  most  foreign  to  the 
United  States  is  the  language  of  snobbery  or 
withdrawal  from  other  human  beings  to  wrap 
ourselves  in  complacent  superiority.  Every  club 
ought  to  be  both  a  study  club  and  a  service  club. 

"Most  of  the  crazy  cativities  that  we  see  about 
us  come  from  unbalanced  thinking  and  lack  of 
information.  We  need  to  know  the  great  cur- 
rents of  thought  and  the  great  currents  of  life. 
Sometimes  Dante  or  Greek  tragedy  may  help  us 
as  much  as  Tolstoy  or  Bernard  Shaw.' 

Living  Clubs  are  Many 
"In  the  San  Joaquin  district  of  California,  un- 
der the  leadership  of  the  district  president  of 
clubs,  seven  county  federations  called  conven- 
tions at  their  respective  county  seats,  on  consecu- 
tive days  of  the  weak  beginning  April  twenty- 
fourth.  At  the  request  of  the  state  superinten- 
dent of  public  instruction,  county  superintendents 
closed  their  schools  on  the  days  specified  for  their 
local  meeting  and  requested  the  teachers  to  as- 
semble with  the  clubs  at  the  county  seat.  A 
team  of  speakers,  state  authorities  on  socialized 
and  physical  education,  Americanization,  which 
included  recreation  and  community  organization, 
legislation  and  thrift,  were  transported  from 
county  to  county,  where  they  held  all  day  ses- 
sions, introducing  subjects  which  were  developed 
by  the  audiences.  One  day  two  counties  were 
covered  by  dividing  the  team  and  speeding  up  the 
transportation.  Audiences  varied  from  two  hun- 
dred to  one  thousand,  and  the  entire  valley  was 
reached  through  the  press. 

"Not  only  was  this  unique  experiment  success- 
ful as  propaganda,  but  a  fine  spirit  was  developed 
throughout  the  district ;  teachers  and  club  women 
of  these  seven  counties  now  understand,  as  never 
before,  their  duty  to  each  other  and  to  the  com- 
munity. Confusion  of  thought  has  been  cleared 
up  and  an  interdependence  developed  that  prom- 
ises for  the  new  year  concerted  and  thoughtful 
action  by  the  schools  and  clubs  on  a  sane  Ameri- 
canization program." 


In  Seven-League   Boots 
The  California  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs, 
seemingly   always   striding   onward   with    seven- 
league  boots,  gathering  to  itself  today  what  yes- 
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terday  seemed  well-nigh  impossible ;  undergoing 
transformations  over  night  as  startling  as  the 
apparition  of  Alladin's  Palace ;  begins  the  new 
club  year  with  a  progressive  and  expanding  spirit 
that  is  very  encouraging.  The  unusually  big 
harvest  of  last  year's  accomplishments  is  to  be 
of  great  benefit  to  this  year's  beginning.  Al- 
though the  women  are  building  on  last  year's 
foundation  they  are  wisely  profiting  by  the  ex- 
perience of  Mrs.  James  P.  Lot  of  Sodom,  and 
there  will  be  no  looking  backward,  but  a  right- 
face-about  policy  adhered  to  in  all  lines  of  work. 

In  all  of  her  messages  to  the  clubwomen  of 
California,  Mrs.  William  Fitzgerald,  State  Pres- 
ident C.  F.  W.  C,  urges  the  onward  march. 
"The  coming  year  is  beckoning  to  us,  it  is  filled 
with  magnificent  opportunities  for  our  organiza- 
tion," says  Mrs.  Fitzgerald.  "Let  us  resolve  to 
avail  ourselves  of  our  privilege  to  serve  the  pres- 
ent needs  in  a  manner  we  shall  be  proud  to  re- 
count at  our  'We  Are  Twenty-One'  convention 
next  spring." 

There  is  a  big  meaning  in  that  last  paragraph 
of  the  President's  Message  that  sort  of  puts  new 
red  corpuscles  into  club  veins. 

Not  to  step  over  one  duty  to  perform  another, 
not  to  be  satisfied  with  past  performances,  "but 
avail  ourselves  to  serve  the  present  needs."  It  is 
one  of  the  most  important  marching  orders  ever 
given  to  the  California  clubs.

California  clubwomen  who  have  had  the  oppor- 
tunity of  hearing  and  reading  Mrs.  Winter's 
disarmament  views  have  been  deeply  impressed 
with  her  appreciation  and  understanding  of  the 
vital  importance  of  the  coming  conference,  and 
they  will  hasten  to  join  clubs  of  other  states  in 
asking  President  Harding  to  appoint  our  General 
Federation  President  as  a  member  of  the  advisory 
delegation  at  the  disarmament  meet.  Recent 
meetings  of  the  Alameda  County  unit  and  the 
Humboldt  County  Federations  enthusiastically 
endorsed  Mrs.  Winter  as  their  choice  for  woman 
member  at  the  conference.  Under,  "The  Presi- 
dent Asked  to  Appoint  Mrs.  Winter"  will  be 
found  copies  of  letters  and  telegrams  sent  out  by 
Mrs.  Jennings  of  the  General  Federation. 


Mrs.  Marx  Obendorfer,  chairman  of  Music 
in  the  General  Federation,  asks  you  co-operation 
to  prevent  the  proposed  tax  on  all  musical  instru- 
ments, which  would  place  them  in  the  luxury 
class.  Realizing  the  importance  of  music  in  the 
life  of  all  our  people,  we  must  strive  to  make  it 
accessible  to  the  poor  as  well  as  the  rich.  Your 
representatives  should  be  informed  of  the  opinion 
of  your  organization  on  this  matter. 

It  has  been  my  privilege  to  attend  many  meet- 
ings of  individual  clubs  during  the  past  month.

When  Charles  Farwell  spoke  on  music  re- 
cently before  a  convention  of  California  club- 
women, and  said:  "The  reunion  of  musical  evo- 
lution and  spiritual  evolution  is  now  coming  to 
pass,"  his  words  sounded  like  the  message  of  a 
prophet  addressed  to  a  troubled  musical  world. 

"The  only  possible  evolution  in  music  is  for  it 
to  be  given  a  new  spirit.  Music  is  a  passive  thing 
that  waits  for  the  creative  power 'of  thought.  It 
is  most  infinitely  responsive.  Always  ready,  but 
it  awaits  direction,"  said  Mr.  Farwell. 

Prominent  among  the  disciples  of  this  theory 
that  music  is'  an  evolution  of  the  spirit,  are  found 
the  names  of  Gloria  Mayne  and  Agnes  Osborne 
Carter,  chairman  of  music  and  altrustic  chair- 
man respectively  of  the  Los  Angeles  District 
C.  F.  W.  C. 

In  an  age  of  musical  blasphemies,  when  jazz 
with  its  blatant  harmonies  has  taken  a  strangle 
hold  of  the  popular  imagination,  the  plan  of 
these  two  brilliant  women  will  do  much  towards 
beating  back  across  the  lines  the  rag-time  tid-bits 
and  the  so-called  popular  music  of  the  day.  We 
have  been  told  so  often  that  America  has  no  folk 
lore,  no  tales,  no  musical  legends,  and  we  began 
to  feel  ourselves  bankrupt  of  the  dreams  and 
visions  of  the  past  that  other  nations  hold  dear. 
But  it  is  not  so,  We  are  finding  a  great  deal  of 
what  we  thought  we  never  possessed.  We  are 
finding  the  song  and  balladry,  the  minstrelsy,  the 
folk-lore,  the  ritual  and  pageantry  of  our  own 
country ;  and  women  like  Mrs.  Mayne  and  Mrs. 
Carter  have  blown  this  feeble  spark  of  splendid 
tradition  into  a  living  flame. 

Mrs.  Carter,  who  was  a  pupil  of  the  great 
Theodore  Leschetzky,  has  a  powerful  message  to 
give  to  the  clubs  this  year,  and,  much  to  their 
delight,  includes  illustrating  her  talks  by  piano 
numbers. 

One  cannot  speak  of  the  plans  of  these  two  fine 
musicians  and  scholars,  without  being  drawn  into 
the  atmosphere  of  their  studio,  one  of  the  most 
interesting  places  in  Southern  California.  The 
room  is  big  and  low-raftered  with  the  windows 
opening  towards  the  mountains  and  the  sea.  The 
curios  and  embroideries  which  Mrs.  Carter 
brought  home  with  her  from  Egypt,  the  Holy 
Land,  Turkey  and  Greece  are  of  rare  value,  but

SAY  THE  WOMEN  IN  INDUSTRY 

"We  do  not  ask  the  club  women  to  work  for 

us,  but  with  us,"  said  Mrs.  Frances  Noel  to  the 

State  Board  Conference  in  Los  Angeles  on  Satur- 


day September  8.  "You  can't  legislate  for  us 
unless  you  know  us  and  our  problems.  We  must 
come  together  in  an  effort  to  lay  down  the  tradi- 
tional prejudices  existing  between  the  club 
women  and  the  women  in  industry." 

Mrs.  Noel,  president  of  the  newly  organized 
Federation  of  Women  In  Industry,  appeared 
before  the  conference,  presided  over  by  Mrs. 
Sidney  Thomas  Exley,  asking  that  the  club 
women  co-operate  with  the  women  of  industry  in 
finding  some  articulate  common  ground  for  work- 
ing together.  "The  industries  serve  all  of  social 
life,"  said  Mrs.  Noel,  "and  it  is  a  fallacy  for  the 
producing  element  and  the  consuming  element  to 
feel  themslves  so  far  apart,  when  both  have  the 
same  interest  in  stamping  out  the  economic  sin 
that  lies  hidden  deep  in  our  social  structure." 

Mrs.  Noel  talked  straight  from  the  shoulder, 
giving  the  women  to  understand  that  the  game 
of  success  is  never  a  game  of  solitaire.  That 
they  must  all  play  together  if  they  hope  to 
accomplish  anything. 


"BAND  TOGETHER  FOR  DISARMAMENT,"  ASKS 
FEDERATION  CHIEF

In  November,  at  the  summons  of  the  Presi- 
dent, there  will  come  men  (and  we  hope 
women)  from  the  ends  of  the  earth  to  discuss 
something  more  than  a  technical  question.  We 
call  it  Reduction  of  Armament,  but  it  means 
readjustment  of  all  human  relations.  Shall  we 
glare  like  wild  beasts  from  nation  to  nation, 
or  shall  we  shake  hands  like  gentlemen ;  shall 
we  spend  our  energies  in  hate  or  shall  life  go 
on  unafraid  and  normal ;  shall  our  money  and 
our  time  be  used  for  destroying  or  unbuilding ; 
does  the  future  hold  war  filled  with  horrors 
worse  than  we  have  known  before,  or  shall  we 
take  one  more  step  toward  human  brotherhood  ? 

Many  of  us  have  been  interested  in  a  recent 
article  by  the  president  of  China,  in  which  he 
finds  that  the  Christian  nations  are  destroying 
each  other  and  sees  in  the  Oriental  the  future 
masters  of  the  earth. 

We  have  seen  conferences  before — conferences 
that  met  with  high  hopes  and  fell  apart  or  were 
side  tracked  into  minor  issues,  or  became  the  prey 
of  public  or  private  selfishness.  The  success  of 
this  great  conference  is  going  to  depend  on  the 
public  opinion  that  surrounds  it  and  the  efficiency 
with  which  that  public  opinion  makes  itself  felt. 
It  is  not  only  "up  to"  the  official  representativs 
who  gather  formally,  but  it  is  "up  to"  you  and 
me.  We  are  the  creators  of  that  public  opinion. 
Let  us  stand  by  the  President  in  his  efforts  in 
behalf  of  the  future,  sanity  and  safety  of  the 
world. 


A  Call  To  Club  Women 

All  the  things  that  we  club  women  work  for 
— citizenship,  education,  public  health,  good  insti- 
tutions, conservaton,  home  life,  child  welfare, 
art  music,  literature — are  arts  and  activities  of 
peace.   War  sweeps  them  into  the  dust  heap. 

Now  we  are  told  on  all  sides,  the  next  war 
will  be  infinitely  more  effective  in  cruelty  and 
destruction  than  the  last.  It  may  easily  become 
one  of  the  most  hideous  cataclysms  that  wipe  out 
a  civilization — that  destroy  a  race.  The  very 
permission  to  live  at  all,  the  very  existence  of 
our  children,  the  building  up  of  all  that  makes 
life  worth  living  depend  on  choking  it  down. 

Can  we  play  only  with  the  small  things — the 
minor  interests — when  the  world  is  making  its 
choice  ?  Which  shall  it  be,  war  or  peace — sanity 
or  insanity — life  or  death  ? 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  people  of  the 
United  States  believe  in  peace,  and  fight  only 
when  honor  and  safety  drives  them  into  war. 

Will  you  not  see  that  every  convention  held 
in  your  state  this  fall  keeps  up  this  issue  ?  Will 
you  not  urge  every  club  in  the  state  to  give  a 
November  meeting  to  its  consideration?  And 
more.  Will  you  see  that  the  delegates  to  the  Con- 
ference, the  President  of  the  United  States,  who 
has  called  the  Conference,  and  your  representa- 
tives and  senators  know  where  you  stand  ?  You 
are  a  great  element  in  "the  voice  of  the  people." 
And  the  voice  of  the  people  must  speak  clearly 
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and   persistently  just   now,   to   those   who   hold 
destiny  in  their  hands. 

Remember:  Ten  united  people  have  the 
strength  of  a  hundred  who  stand  singly ;  one 
hundred  in  a  phalanx  can  overpower  a  thousand 
stragglers.  Let  us  band  together,  an  invincible 
million,  and  more,  to  back  the  leaders  of  our 
government  in  their  attempt  to  secure  the  future 
safetv  of  the  world!

in  banking  and  bond  houses,  while  hardly  any 
profession  or  high  class  business  was  without 
them.  "Do  we  like  women  college  graduates?" 
repeated  one  merchant.  "We  like  them  so  well 
that  we  have  a  special  group  of  them  being 
trained  for  our  business  ail  the  time,  ready  to 
place  them  in  whatever  branch  of  work  they  are 
best  fitted  for.  And  they  seem  fitted  for  pretty 
nearly  all  of  it.  Three  Vassar  girls  are  in  that 
little  group  right  now,  all  ready  to  take  good 
managerial  positions.  They  are  well  balanced, 
sane  girls,  every  one  of  them."

What  power  and  force  there  are  in  the  singing 
of  the  people!  Deeply  hidden  in  the  human  heart 
are  forces  which  cause  our  sorely  tried  humanity 
to  strive  ever  onward  and  upward  into  the 
spiritual  and  eternal.  Our  problem  must  be  to 
seek  the  simplest  and  most  direct  approach  to 
these  tremendous  hidden  emotions,  the  expression 
of  which  raises  our  courage  to  surmount  the  daily 
cares,  toils,  heartaches  and  seeming  mysteries  of 
life.  The  real  man  comes  smiling  through,  and 
the  great  realities  which  before  seemed  hidden 
mystical  forces  and  desires  become  wonderful 
realities  and  serve  us  actuating  our  whole  lives. 

Let  us  make  music  a  loving  servant,  a  real 
pathfinder  to  release  the  self-conscious  soul 
which  may  suffer  from  lack  of  expression. 

By  all  means,  let  us  have  our  club  choruses, 
not,  however,  to  be  enjoyed  solely  by  a  few  of 
the  select,  but  to  be  used  as  a  nucleus  for  a  great, 
wonderful  civic  body  or  community  chorus  which 
will  attract  all  sorts  and  conditions  of  people. 
Let  all  be  invited  to  come  and  drink  deeply  of 
this  great  spiritual  uplift  which  must  invariably 
result  in  the  harmonious  union  of  heart  and  voice. 

The  great  masses  will  desire  and  demand  bet- 
ter civic  conditions.  Anarchy  and  labor  troubles 
will  cease  and  instead  of  the  dreadful  plague 
spots  defacing  our  cities  and  menacing  the  health 
and  morals  of  our  people,  there  will  arise  beauti- 
ful art  centers  adorned  by  the  creative  genius  of 
the  many  here-to-fore  middle-class  people  whose 
souls  are  awakening.  A  Renaissance  greater  than 
the  early  centuries  will  usher  us  into  the  great 
coming  spiritual  age. 

It  is  the  very  earnest  wish  of  this  Department 
to  encourage  and  help  promote  the  study  of 
primitive  American  music.    We  cannot  help  but 


contrast  the  pure  melodic  value  of  the  music  of 
our  American  Indian,  the  first  American,  with 
that  of  much  of  the  modern  music.  To  be  sure 
most  of  our  tribles  are  sun  worshippers,  but  to 
them  the  sun  is  just  a  symbol  of  the  Great 
Father,  Mother,  God.  Their  beautiful  legends 
and  splendid  ceremonial  music  are  finding  a  place 
among  the  world's  classics.  The  white  man 
knows  so  little  of  their  rich  storehouse  of  art, 
literature  and  music  which  antidates  any  of  that 
in  Europe  and  which  has  been  hidden  away  by 
those  people  whose  tragedy  must  be  a  continual 
rebuke  to  us  of  so-called  civilization.  It  has  taken 
such  men  as  Thurlow  Lieurrence,  Charles  Cad- 
man,  Homer  Grumm,  and  last,  but  perhaps  the 
greatest  pioneer,  the  late  Carlos  Troyer,  to 
delve  deeply  into  their  storehouse.  The  latter,  at 
great  personal  risk,  spent  much  of  his  early  life 
in  discovering  and  transcribing  our  songs  of  the 
Cliff  Dwellers  and  also  the  songs  and  cere- 
monials of  the  Incas  Indians  of  Chile,  South 
America.  These  latter,  by  the  way,  were 
destroyed  by  fire  before  they  were  given  to  the 
Among  Carlos  Troyer's  Tuniland  songs  and 
dances  is  the  Fire  Drill  song  reminiscent  of 
Wagner.  The  Apache  Ghost  Dance,  both  of 
which  have  been  used  by  Rudolf  Ganz,  Mrs.  H. 
O.  Beach,  and  others.  "Tuni  Lover's  Wooing," 
"The  Coming  of  Montezuma,"  "Sunrise  Call," 
or  "Echo  Song,"  and  the  very  lovely  "Invoca- 
tion to  the  Sun  God,"  sung  by  the  Indian  mother 
over  her  sleeping  child  are  now  being  used  by 
our  greatest  singers  on  the  most  formal  programs. 
In  the  last  two  years  especially  the  writer  has 
found  great  interest  among  the  press  and  public 
whenever  these  songs  were  presented,  whether  in 
club,  concert,  or  theatre.

This 
is  a  determined  effort  to  bring  into  every  home, 
no  matter  how  humble,  an  opportunity  to  study 
music  in  all  its  branches  under  the  personal  di- 
rection of  the  exponents  of  the  world's  best 
teachers,  with  the  idea  that  those  who  prove 
worthy  may  automatically  be  promoted  to  the 
very  fountain  head.  The  banner  bearing 
"Eurydiceum"  we  hope  to  plant  firmly  in  every 
American  home  in  every  American  city. 


EXECUTIVE   BOARD    MEETING 


In  speaking  before  the  Executive  Board  meet- 
ing C.  F.  W.  C.  in  San  Francisco,  Dr.  Rachel 
Ash,  Chairman  of  Public  Health,  outlined  her 
plans.  She  stated  that  she  would  specialize  upon 
Child  Welfare  and  Children  in  Industry,  and 
would  include  a  study  of  the  public  and  private 
agencies  that  control  the  public  health  and  pub- 
lic welfare  throughout  the  State ;  that  every 
community  should  become  acquainted  with  the 
various  health  agencies,  national,  state  and 
municipal,  and  learn  the  laws  regarding  the  most 
common  diseases.  Dr.  Bertola  commended  the 
plan  of  Dr.  Ash,  referred  to  the  well-equipped 
sanitary  auto  camping  grounds  in  various  coun- 
ties, and  suggested  that  more  sanitary  precau- 
tions be  taken  in  our  rural  schools. 


On  Education 
Mrs.  Lawhead,  of  Woodland,  Chairman  of 
Education,  gave  an  account  of  the  aims  of  her 
department.  She  advocated  publicity  of  the  wid- 
est kind  in  order  to  educate  our  women  as  to  the 
national  budget ;  education  for  citizenship ;  edu- 
cation in  the  home  life;  our  schools  and  teachers 
should  be  given  more  attention ;  the  child  labor 
law  should  be  supported ;  she  thought  that 
women  should  be  educated  for  a  broader  citizen- 
ship and  for  home  and  community  interests. 

For  the  Service 

Mrs.  A.  D.  McLean,  Chairman  of  Coopera- 
tion with  Ex-Service  Men  and  Women,  called 
attention  to  the  fact  that  many  nurses  were  sent

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to  hospitals  where  men  were  confined  without 
having  separate  quarters  assigned  to  them ;  she 
said  her  committee  was  trying  to  arrange  a  sep- 
arate place  for  the  nurses  of  tubercular  patients, 
and  had  visited  the  different  hospitals  to  that 
end ;  also  to  furnish  recreational  centers  and  en- 
tertainment for  the  shut-in  boys. 

The  Beauty  Corner 

Mrs.  Holway,  of  Berkeley,  Chairman  of  Art, 
stated  that  the  war  had  changed  a  great  many 
things,  and  nothing  more  than  the  world  of  art. 
Now  the  whole  attention  of  art  seemed  to  be 
given  to  war  memorials  in  the  shape  of  inartistic 
statuary,  etc. ;  that  the  Art  Department  hoped 
to  counteract  that  movement  by  turning  the  di- 


rection of  the  women's  clubs  to  the  establishment 
of  living  memorials.  Also,  she  advocated  attract- 
iveness in  the  home  and  garden ;  that  in  the 
great  civic  work  women  were  doing  they  needed 
cultural  work  as  a  balance ;  that  there  should  be 
a  little  corner  in  every  woman's  heart  and  mind 
for  the  radiance  of  the  beautiful. 

Home  Economics 
Miss  La  Ganke,  Chairman  of  Home  Econom- 
ics, said  it  was  the  aim  of  her  department  to 
organize  a  council  or  rural  life  club  in  each 
county,  and  place  a  home  economics  section  in 
at  least  one  rural  and  one  urban  school ;  also  have 
a  home  demonstration  agent  in  each  counyt.

Are  all  law 
breakers  caught  and  punished?  Laws  and  ordi- 
nances, particularly  ordinances,  are  irksome  many 
times  and  to  our  minds  foolish,  useless,  deserv- 
ing of  many  other  descriptive  words.  It  is  our 
privilege  to  seek  to  change  those  we  do  not  like, 
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brut  as  long  as  they  exist  they  are  our  laws  and 
our  ordinances.  We  must,  in  the  name  of  good 
citizenship  observe  them.  How  many  do  you 
disregard   in   a  day? 

One  nation,  indivisible — what  is  that  nation, 
the  "government"?  It  is  just  you  and  I  and  the 
other  fellow.  The  glories  are  ours  and  so  are 
the  mistakes.  Individual  but  indivisible,  and 
therein  lies  our  salvation.  A  composite  of  self- 
reliants,  independents  of  mind,  in  the  bonds  of  a 
mutual  surrendering  of  self  for  the  benefit  of  all. 
Do  we  do  it  honestly,  are  you  sure  that  we  never 
cheat  in  the  surrender? 

With  liberty  and — ah,  there's  the  rub !  We 
want,  we  love,  we  will  have  our  liberty.  What 
does  that  liberty  mean  to  you,  to  me ;  freedom 
from  restraint — or  poicer  of  choke? 

Our  leaders  are  directing  this  program  of 
American  Citizenship  in  thoughtful  application 
to  every  activity  of  our  lives.  Theirs  will  be  a 
thankless  task  and  a  more  or  less  chaotic  turmoil 
will  continue  to  characterize  our  national  life 
until  we  separately  and  individually  accept  our 
part  of  the  responsibility ;  until  we  squarely  face 
our  obligation  and  honestly  try  to  fulfill  it. 

Then,  and  then  only,  will  there  be  justice  for 
all,  for  "Justice  is  Truth  in  action."

DEPARTMENT  OF  AMERICAN   CITIZENSHIP 

By  Sue  D.   Barnwell 

Chairman  of  American  Citizenship,  C.  F.  W .  C. 


The  aim  of  the  department  of  American  Citi- 
zenship for  this  year  is  two-fold :  first,  to  en- 
deavor to  bring  home  the  responsibilities  of 
American  citizenship  to  the  members  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  and 
through  them  to  the  whole  state,  and  second,  to 
make  the  conferring  of  citizenship  an  act  of  su- 
preme importance  in  the  life  of  every  community. 

Citizenship  comes  in  a  different  way  to  three 
different  groups  in  our  communities.  To  the 
foreign  born  citizen  it  comes  most  often  as  the 
accomplishment  of  years  of  idealistic  longing  for 
freedom  and  opportunity  for  self-expression ; 
to  his  wife  it  is,  at  best,  a  vicarious  honor  which 
seldom  brings  a  realization  of  personal  oppor- 
tunities or  responsibilities ;  to  the  American  born 
youth  it  comes  without  even  the  formality  of 
court  papers,  it  bears  no  challenge  to  new  en- 
deavor, to  unselfish  service,  it  is  rather  lost  in 
thoughts  of  newly  acquired  personal  privilege  re- 
sulting from  the  attainment  of  majority. 

How  can  this  department  best  serve  these 
three  groups? 

First — By  recognizing  our  own  privileges  and 
responsibilities  as  American  citizens  not  only  in- 
dividually but  collectively  in  conference  programs 
and  study  groups. 

Second — By  training  a  chosen  number  of  our 
members  to  become  organizers  and  leaders  of 
study  groups  among  all  three  classes  of  new  citi- 
zens. This  will  mean  the  development  of  three 
types  of  leadership,  since  every  group  because  of 
its  individual  needs  demands  certain  individual 
qualifications  of  its  leadership. 

Third — By  organizing  wherever  possible  small 
groups  of  prospective  citizens  for  citizenship  edu- 
cation under  the  direction  of  leaders  who  are 
not  only  trained  to  impart  citizenship  education 
but  who  also  have  an  understanding  of  the  par- 
ticular group  with  whom  they  are  to  work. 

Fourth — By  establishing  in  every  community 
the  custom  of  a  public  recognition  day  for  all 
new  citizens  whether  foreign  or  native  born.  The 


General  Federation  has  sent  out  a  call  for  the 
observation  of  such  a  Citizenship  Day,  suggesting 
July  4th  as  the  most  appropriate  time. 

A  most  valuable  part  of  citizenship  education 
will  be  the  completion  of  the  nationality  maps 
started  last  year  by  the  Department  of  American- 
ization, and  the  holding  of  the  Immigrant  Arts 
and  Crafts  exhibits  which  were  also  a  part  of 
last  year's  program. 

The  state  map  can  not  be  completed  until  all 
the  county  maps  are  in  and  many  clubs  have  not 
yet  been  heard  from.  Let  us  make  this  our  first 
work  for  this  year.  A  model  county  map  has 
been  prepared  which  will  be  furnished  upon  re- 
quest. Many  districts  that  held  Arts  and  Crafts 
exhibits  last  year  are  already  making  plans  for 
even  greater  exhibits  this  year.  Shall  we  not 
work  for  an  exhibit  in  every  community  some 
time  during  the  club  year?  Until  you  have  held 
one  you  can  not  realize  its  inestimable  value  to 
the  whole  community,  American  and  foreign 
born  alike. 

This  is  indeed  a  program  which  calls  for  the 
cooperation  of  every  department  of  our  work 
because  American  citizenship,  if  it  measure  up 
to  our  ideal,  must  embrace  every  activity  in 
which  we  are  concerned.

The  past  ten  years 
show  most  forcibly  the  unlooked-for  and  sudden 
changes  in  world  administration  and  changes  of 
thought,  and  with  every  advance  in  thought 
comes  a  general  progress  in  methods  of  doing 
things,  and  in  promoting  new  ways  of  living  and 
of  thinking.  Therefore  we  feel  sure  that  with 
the  present  administration  our  hope  for  a  pro- 
gressive steady  advance,  with  the  co-operation  of 
every  club  woman,  will  be  realized. 

New  departments,  with  the  old  ones,  will  as- 
sist us  in  acquiring  not  only  a  wider  concept  of 
public  and  private  enterprise,  but  also  a  broaden- 
ing out  and  fostering  of  the  beautiful  that  lies  un- 
developed at  our  doors. 

The  keynote  of  work  for  the  coming  year  will 
be  American  Citizenship  Training,  each  depart- 
ment contributing  its  share  of  training  for  the 
foreign  born  and  alien  in  our  midst,  and  for  the 
benefit  of  our  American  born  citizen  and  young 
voters,  who  are  our  future  governors. 

It  gives  much  gratification  to  note  the  many 
requests  that  the  Fine  Arts  be  featured,  which 
have  been  submerged  owing  to  National  and 
world  wide  service.  So  the  Northern  District, 
recognizing  that  a  finer  appreciation  of  the  beau- 
tiful means  better  citizenship,  will  promote  all 
that  pertains  to  a  development  of  the  beautiful, 
and  to  make  love  of  beauty  an  essential  part  of 
every  day  life. 

A  tour  is  arranged  for  Mrs.  W.  A.  Fitz- 
gerald, state  president,  and  Mrs.  A.  L.  Miller, 
district  president,  to  visit  all  County  Federations 
in  the  district  trom  October  20th  to  November 
1st,  and  it  is  hoped  to  add  a  number  of  new 
counties  during  this  tour.  Clubs  are  requested 
to  leave  numerous  dates  open  during  the  year 
so  they  may  engage  speakers  who  are  on  tour. 

Dr.  Mariana  Bertola,  state  vice-president,  will 
go  north  in  February  and  speak  in  three  centers 
in  the  Northern  District,  where  all  clubs,  county 
and  ctiy  officials,  welfare  workers,  the  bar,  and 


other  professionals  will  assemble  for  a  mass 
meeting  which  Dr.  Bertola  will  address. 

Department  chairmen  have  been  selected  with 
the  greatest  care,  each  being  an  experienced  ex- 
pert in  her  subject.  Many  of  them  have  from  six 
to  ten  lectures  ready  for  a  constructive  program 
to  give  clubs. 

The  district  board  will  meet  in  accessible  club 
towns  and  in  Sacramento.  Mornings  will  be  de- 
voted to  the  executive  board  meeting,  afternoons 
to  a  program  given  by  department  chairmen  and 
other  speakers,  which  will  be  open  to  the  public. 

Clubs  are  recommended  to  select  fewer  sec- 
tions so  that  more  time,  and  better  work,  will 
result  in  something  definite  and  worthwhile. 
Standards  of  the  highest  will  be  encouraged. 

The  Press  will  be  very  active  in  keeping  clubs 
informed  concerning  available  speakers,  depart- 
ment chairmen,  and  other  information  beneficial 
to  the  district. 

Let  BENEFICIAL  CONSTRUCTION  be 
our  slogan,  and  IF  "we  do  not  forget  to  be 
kind,"  we  shall  construct  works  in  our  beloved 
Northern  District  that  will  leave  the  world  bet- 
ter for  our  passing.

Notwithstanding  the  fact,  that  a  long  list  of 
laws,  beneficial  to  women  and  children,  have 
been  written  into  the  statutes  of  California  since 
equal  suffrage  in  the  State  went  into  effect,  the 
clubs  of  Imperial  Valley  have  not  heretofore 
stressed  legislation  to  a  very  great  extent.  This 
coming  year,  however,  promises  more  programs 
and  more  extensive  educational  work  along  the 
lines  of  citizenship  and  law  enactment,  under 
the  enthusiastic  leadership  of  Mrs.  Genevieve 
Williams,  Chairman  of  Legislation  of  the 
County  Federation.  Mrs.  Williams  became  con- 
vinced of  the  importance  of  these  subjects  dur- 
ing her  incumbency  the  past  year,  as  president  of 
the  Imperial  County  organization. 

Mrs.  J.  W.  Glassford,  president  of  the  Ten 
Thousand  Club,  has  expressed  keen  interest  in 
the  subjects  referred  to,  and  promises  that  due 
time  shall  be  given  in  her  programs  of  the  year  to 
study  such  questions  along  these  lines  as  may 
develop.  It  is  certain  that  all  of  the  clubs  of  Im- 
perial County  will  fall  in  line  with  the  State  and 
National  organizations  in  their  aim  to  make  bet- 
ter citizens  of  native  Americans,  and  understand- 
ing citizens  in  fact,  of  the  alien  residents  of  the 
County. 

The  Ten  Thousand  Club  is  expecting  to  have 
two  or  more  celebrities  for  programs  during  the 
year.  It  has  several  study  sections,  and  every- 
thing seems  propitious  for  more  than  a  successful 
reason.  The  president  expects  to  bend  every  ef- 
iort  toward  the  building  of  the  long  projected 
club  house,  the  beautiful  site  for  which  was  pur- 
chased some  years  ago. 

At  its  first  fall  meeting,  the  Fullerton  Ebell 
■Club  launched  a  movement  which  can  not  but 
commend  itself  to  the  entire  community  of  that 
progressive  little  city.  It  is  proposed  to  build  by 
public  support  a  plunge  and  swimming  pool  for 
the  benefit  of  everybody,  but  serving  more  par- 


ticularly as  a  permanent  memorial  to  the  soldiers 
and  sailors  who  went  from  Fullerton  to  do  their 
part  in  the  tragic  World  War,  still  so  vivid  in 
the  memory  of  us  all.  So  unselfish  a  project 
should  succeed  beyond  the  most  sanguine  expecta- 
tions of  the  club  women  who  are  sponsoring  it. 

The  Club  women  of  the  Southern  District  are 
wholly  in  sympathy  with  the  movement  to  pre- 
vent Congress  from  putting  a  tax  on  musical 
instruments  along  with  other  things  designated 
or  considered  by  the  Congressional  Committee  as 
luxuries.  In  recent  years,  music  has  come  to  be 
universally  recognized  as  fundamental  to  the 
proper  education  of  the  child.  It  is  aptly  called 
the  universal  language  of  the  world,  and  surely 
no_  let  or  hindrance  should  deprive  the  people  of 
its  inspiration,  or  place  musical  instruments  be- 
yond the  reach  of  the  common  people.

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THE  SCOPE  OF  HOME  DEMONSTRATION  WORK  IN  CALIFORNIA  ENLARGED 
THROUGH  THE  PASSAGE  OF  SENATE  BILL  981 


California  may  well  be  proud  of  her  status 
in  Home  Demonstration.  Mrs.  Thomas  G. 
Winter,  President  General  Federation  of  Wom- 
en's Clubs,  in  her  address  in  San  Francisco  last 
June,  stated  that  California  ranked  among  the 
foremost  states  in  this  work.  A  larger  area  is 
covered  by  Home  Demonstration  Agents  in  Cali- 
fornia than  in  any  other  state.  This  is  the  only 
state  in  which  there  has  been  an  annual,  steady 
increase  in  the  number  of  Agents.  In  1917  when 
federal  funds  devoted  to  this  work  during  the 
war  period  were  withdrawn,  other  states  suf- 
fered a  decrease  in  the  number  of  Agents  sup- 
ported. That  the  demand  for  such  workers  in 
California  'was  not  only  sustained,  but  increased 
was  probably  due  largely  to  the  good  judgment 
of  Home  Demonstration  Leaders  in  California 
in  that  the  program  offered  during  the  war 
period  was  one  recognized  as  desirable  also  in 
time  of  peace. 

The  California  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs 
was  instrumental  last  May  in  having  incorpor- 
ated in  Senate  Bill  981  an  appropriation  for 
Home  Demonstration  without  which  no  expan- 
sion of  this  service  would  have  been  possible  dur- 
ing the  next  two  years. 


Mrs.  Clarence  M.  Haring,  State  Club  Direc- 
tor Home  Demonstration,  takes  pleasure  in  pre- 
senting the  following  letter  in  which  the  present 
status  of  Home  Demonstration  in  California  is 
concisely  outlined  together  with  opportunities  for 
club  cooperation : —

My  dear  Mrs.  Jennings : 

Doubtless  a  report  may  have  already 
reached  you  through  club  channels  of  the 
fine  work  which  the  California  Federation 
of  Women's  Clubs  has  done  in  furthering 
home  demonstration  work  in  this  state.  It 
is  a  real  pleasure,  however,  to  me  to  report 
also  to  you  the  happy  and  valued  coopera- 
tion which  has  been  given  at  all  times  and 
in  all  places  by  the  organization.  When 
Your  circular  letter  of  December  7,  1920, 
was  sent  out  the  State  Federation  here  very 
promptly  got  in  touch  'with  Agricultural 
Extension    and    wished    to    know    of    what 
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service  they  might  be  in  enlarging  the  op- 
portunities of  home  demonstration.  It  was 
found  after  careful  consideration  that  very 
definite  assistance  might  be  given  and 
would  be  greatly  appreciated  along  two 
lines :  ( 1 )  Informing  club  women  as  to  the 
exact  purpose  and  scope  of  home  demonstra- 
tion work;  (2)  Supporting  any  proposed 
legislation  for  additional  funds  to  place 
home  demonstration  workers. 

Both  of  these  lines  of  cooperation  have 
been  followed  so  enthusiastically  and  con- 
sistently that  as  a  result  home  demonstra- 
tion work  in  California  is  better  and  more 
sympathetically  understood  than  it  has  ever 
been  before ;  and  as  a  direct  result  of  per- 
sistent work  by  the  Federation  an  appropri- 
ation has  been  secured  for  at  least  five  ad- 
ditional home  demonstration  agents  and 
one  specialist.  Four  counties  have  already 
claimed  this  appropriation  and  a  fifth  will, 
we  expect,  very  soon.  As  a  result  we  now 
have  in  California  fifteen  home  demonstra- 
tion agents  and  three  specialists. 

In  California  agriculture  is  not  always  an 
interest  as  we  have  many  mining  counties. 
Hence  it  has  not  seemed  practicable  to  adopt 
the  policy  of  working  for  a  home  demon- 
stration agent  in  every  county  but  rather  of 
working  for  a  home  demonstration  agent  in 
every  agricultural  county  as  fast  as  an  un- 
derstanding sentiment  can  be  developed. 
This  sentiment  the  State  Federation  is  very 
much  interested  in  furthering.  In  Califor- 
nia also,    Agricultural    Extension  is  a  very 


definite  unit  with  all  three  lines  of  work — 
farm  advisor,  home  demonstration  and  club 
work — all  so  closely  united  that  the  interest 
of  one  is  the  interest  of  all  and  there  is  no 
thought  of  one  faring  any  better  than  the 
other.  As  a  result  club  work  is  cared  for  as 
thoughtfully  in  budgeting  the  appropriation 
as  our  other  two  activities.  There  would, 
therefore,  be  no  advantage  to  club  work  to 
be  placed  under  home  demonstration  work 
since  it  would  then  have  to  receive  only  a 
share  of  the  home  demonstration  budget, 
whereas  now  it  is  considered  rather  as  a 
third  of  the  entire  family. 

Agricultural  Extension  appreciates  very 
deeply  the  understanding  cooperation  which 
the  California  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs 
has  given  to  it  and  we  are  glad  indeed  to 
have  this  opportunity  to  have  you  and  other 
members  of  the  General  Federation  of  the 
Women's  Clubs  know  of  our  satisfaction. 
We  feel  very  glad  that  the  General  Federa- 
tion saw  its  way  clear  to  undertake  the  fur- 
thering of  home  demonstration  work  and  we 
assure  you  that  we  shall  be  glad  to  do  every- 
thing possible  to  maintain  the  trust  which 
you  have  thus  imposed  in  it.

President  Warren  G.  Harding  has  received 
from  the  General  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs 
a  request  that  its  president,  Mrs.  Thomas  G. 
Winter,  head  of  what  is  acknowledged  to  be  the 
most  powerful  woman's  organization  in  the 
world  and  which  is  composed  of  approximately 
2,000,000  leading  women  from  every  state  in 
the  Union  and  the  American  possessions,  be 
named  a  member  of  the  World  Disarmament 
Conference  called  to  meet  in  Washington,  No- 
vember 11. 

The  request  was  made  in  the  name  of  Mrs. 
W.  S.  Jennings,  first  vice-president  of  the  Gen- 
eral Federation  ad  was  in  the  form  of  a  day 
telegram  followed  by  a  verification  letter.  The 
messages  were  as  follows : 

To  His  Excellency, 

Honorable  Warren  G.  Harding, 

President  of  the  United  States  of  America: 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  name  of 
Airs.  Thomas  G.  Winter,  President  of  the 
General  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs, 
2617  Dean  Blvd.,  Minneapolis,  Minnesota, 
and  urge  your  Excellency's  consideration  of 
her  in  the  appointment  of  a  woman  on  the 
Advisory  delegation  to  represent  the  Uni- 
ted States  in  the  Armament  Conference. 
The  General  Federation  has  a  membership 
of  more  than  one  million  seven  hundred  and 
fifty-eight  thousand  and  is  international  in 
the  scope  of  its  policies  and  work,  having 
clubs  in  twelve  foreign  countries.  Its  mem- 
bership includes  sixteen  women's  National 
affiliated  organizations.  Mrs.  Winter  has 
served  several  years  as  chairman  Depart- 
ment of  Literature,  four  years  as  Second 
Vice-President  and  Director  of  Americani 
zation  of  the  General  Federation  ad  is  emi- 
netly  qualified  to  do  full  credit  to  your  ap- 
pointment, the  United  States  and  the  wom- 
anhood of  America,  whom  she  is  so  ably  rep- 
resenting, at  the  present  time,  as  the  chief 
executive  of  the  greatest  women's  organiza- 
tion of  its  kind  in  the  world.

Please  find  attached  copy  of  telegram  sent 
you  of  this  date.  May  I  be  permitted  to  add 
some  further  information  in  regard  to  the 
General  Federation  ?  It  was  organized  in 
1890  and  was  incorporated  by  Act  of  Con- 
gress March  3rd,  1901,  and  the  charter  is- 
sued December  12th,  1904.  It  is  made  up 
of  fifty  State  Federations  which  include  41,- 
001  distinct  clubs. 


The  foreign  countries  covered  by  the 
General  Federation  activities  are :  Canada, 
Canal  Zone,  Cuba,  China,  England,  France, 
Hawaii,  Japan,  Philippine  Islands,  Sweden, 
West  Australia  and  West  Indies. 

The  work  of  the  organization  is  carried 
on  through  five  departments,  American  Citi- 
zenship, Applied  Education,  Fine  Arts,  Leg- 
islation, Press  and  Publicity  and  Public 
Welfare.  The  affairs  of  the  departments 
are  administered  through  Divisions  and 
Committees. 

The  organization  is  non-sectarian  and 
non-political,  but  is  bi-partisan,  working 
with  both  parties,  supporting  measures,  not 
men.  At  the  recent  Council  meeting  in 
June,  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  a  resolution 
was  adopted  urging  upon  the  President  of 
the  United  States  and  Congress  the  reduc- 
tion of  Armament  and  the  calling  of  an  In- 
ternational Conference. 

The  General  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs  will  feel  signally  honored  if  Your 
Excellency  finds  it  possible  to  name  Mrs. 
Thomas  G.  Winter,  the  President,  as  a

The  tax,  according  to  Mrs.  Marx  Oberndorfer, 
chairman  of  music,  General  Federation  of  Wom- 
en's Clubs,  "if  passed,  will  legally  place  music 
in  the  luxury  class  and  would  be  a  serious  men- 
ace to  the  development  and  progress  of  music 
in  America." 


HOLLYWOOD  CLUB  BUSY 

WITH   BUILDING  PLANS 

Members  of  the  Woman's  Club  of  Hollywood 
ai'e  anticipating  with  especial  pleasure  the  early 
completion  of  plans  which  have  been  under  con- 
sideration by  the  Building  Committee  during 
the  summer  vacation. 

The  contemplated  improvements  which  in- 
clude enlarging  the  office  and  dining  room,  con- 
verting the  present  auditorium  into  a  reception 
room  and  adding  a  kitchen  and  spacious  audito- 
rium at  the  south,  are  made  imperative  by  the 
growth  of  the  Club  and  will  add  greatly  to  the 
comfort  and  convenience  of  its  members. 

As  outlined  in  the  original  plans  for  the  club 
house,  the  large  reception  room  will  open  into  the 
patio,  French  doors  giving  easy  access  to  the 
auditorium  beyond. 

In  the  new  building  the  Club  will  have  prob- 
ably the  finest  auditorium  in  Hlolywood,  a  slop- 


ing floor,  a  stage  25x46,  modern  lighting,  heat- 
ing and  ventilating  systems,  ample  toilet  facili- 
ties and  seating  capacity  of  1000,  giving  it  this 
pre-eminence. 

In  conformity  with  the  present  Club  House 
the  exterior  will  be  of  simple  design,  the  main 
entrance,  with  its  approach  of  green  lawn  and 
shrubbery,  being  made  the  principal  decorative 
features. 

Interior  plans,  as  designed  by  the  architects, 
Walker  &  Eisen,  show  the  early  Italian  Renais- 
sance influence.  The  walls  shade  from  the  warm 
brown  of  the  Italian  walnut  base,  through  a 
high  wainscoating  of  Caen  stone,  to  the  simple 
frieze  at  the  ceiling.  Recessed  windows  and 
ornamental  skylight  of  opalescent  glass  give  am- 
ple light,  which  while  heavy  doors  of  Italian  de- 
sign, hand  wrought  electric  fixtures  and  soft  blue 
hangings  complete  the  artistic  effect. 

Provision  has  been  made  for  additional  class 
rooms  for  Departmental  work  and  a  large  room 
for  the  use  of  Directors  and  Committees  and  for 
Janitor's  quarters,  special  attention  having  been 
given  to  these  indespensable  features  of  an  up  to 
date  Club  Building. 

The  improvements  which  will  cost  approxim- 
ately $50,000,  are  in  charge  of  the  President, 
Mrs.  H.  T.  Wright  and  the  Building  Commit- 
tee: Miss  Jessica  Lawrence,  Chairman;  Mrs.  L. 
Frank  Baum,  Mrs.  R.  B.  Lane,  Mrs.  Cassius 
M.  Smith,  Mrs.  Charles  T.  Hovey,  Mrs.  Thos. 
F.  Cooke,  Mrs.  Walter  G.  Hudson,  Mrs.  W. 
A.  Nickell,  Mrs.  W.  T.  S.  Hammond,  Mrs. 
Charles  R.  Tan  Tillburgh,  Mrs.  Mary  L.  Dice, 
Mrs.  Maude  Davis  Baker,  Mrs.  John  F.  Mead, 
and  Mrs.  A.  W.  Williamson.

On  Oct.  3rd  Ebell  Club  opened  its  year's  ac- 
tivities, prepared  to  do  a  big  constructive  work, 
the  keynote  of  which  is  Citizenship.  Every  de- 
parement  will  work  to  advance  this  idea  and  im- 
plant the  seed  of  social  consciousness  in  its  work- 
ers' minds  and  hearts. 
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The  most  directly  active  department  in  this 
field  is  the  Social  Science,  together  with  its  social 
service  work.  This  department  headed  by  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  McManus,  will  study  the  conditions 
that  directly  influence  and  effect  the  citizen. 

The  usual  Monday  programs,  although  not 
wholely  devoted  to  this  subject,  will  at  all  times 
give  place  to  such  speakers  as  will  further  the 
movement,  even  as  early  as  this,  the  Executive 
Board  is  discussing  resolutions  regarding  many 
important  facts,  one  for  instance  to  the  effect 
that  foreign  newspapers  printed  in  this  country 
should  be  induced  to  print  their  columns  in  Eng- 
lish as  well  as  the  other  language,  and' in  this  way 
aid  in  a  better  understanding. 

Concerted  action  to  uplift  and  uphold  all  civic 
and  social  movements  are  to  be  stressed  at  all 
times. 

Few  radical  changes  have  been  planned,  the 
established  Departments  will  carry  on  their  work 
as  usual,  Rest  Cottage  hopes  to  soon  realize  their 
dream  and  enlarge  its  accommodations,  The 
Scholarship  Department  is  making  good  its  prom- 
ise to  its  many  beneficiaries. 

The  Art  and  Travel  section  will  have  many 
fine  exhibits,  the  first  October  Exhibition  of 
Painting  is  from  the  brush  of  James  G.  Swinner- 
ton,  popularly  known  as  Jimmie  Swinnerton,  a 
New  York  journalist  and  cartoonist,  who  may 
be  said  to  have  literally  "burst  into  color"  dur- 
ing his  residence  in  the  desert. 

Books  and  current  literature  have  fine  book 
reviews  ahead  and  the  Drama  section  is  to  in- 
troduce some  new  plays.  An  inovation  in  the 
year's  work  is  the  change  of  dates  for  the  larger 
sections  instead  of  the  usual  Thursdays  the  meet- 
inbs  will  be  held  on  Wednesdays,  and  all  lunch- 


eons will  be  held  following  the  Wednesday  meet- 
ings but  instead  of  section  luncheons,  they  will 
all  be  special  guest  luncheons  and  many  mem- 
bers not  curators  will  serve  as  hostesses. 

The  year  book,  being  compiled  under  the  di- 
rection of  Mrs.  Oscar  A.  Trippet,  will  be  by  far 
the  most  elaborate  ever  made  for  the  club. 

However,  the  most  ambitious  piece  of  work 
for  the  year  seems  to  be  the  monthly  bulletin, 
from  a  small  folder  of  only  the  month's  work, 
this  has  grown  to  a  booklet  of  16  pages  contain- 
ing not  only  the  month's  activities  but  personal 
contributions  in  the  shape  of  letters  and  articles, 
regarding  the  world,  the  state,  and  the  clubs  in 
general.  Mrs.  John  Sterns  Thayer,  the  editor, 
reports  splendid  things  for  the  October  number. 
A  foreword  from  Mrs.  Toll  Ebell's  President,  a 
greeting  from  Mrs.  Urquhart,  President  of  the 
District,  and  Mrs.  Fitzgerald,  State  President  ;

After  spending  six  years  in  the  Philippines  and 
in  army  post  at  home,  Dr.  Miller  located  in 
Marysville,  California.  Here  Mrs.  Miller  or-

MRS.  GUILD  HEADS  NEW 

STATE  WELFARE  BOARD 

Governor  Campbell  of  Arizona  has  appointed 
an  "all-woman"  State  Child-Welfare  Board 
with  Mrs.  H.  A.  Guild,  club  leader  of  Arizona 
and  auditor  of  the  General  Federation,  as  chair- 
man. 

Immediately  after  her  appointment  Mrs. 
Guild  took  up  her  office  at  the  state  house  and 
sj'Stematically  outlined  the  work  in  which  she 
had   wide   experience  in  the  east  before  coming 


to  Arizona.  At  the  present  time  she  is  engaged 
in  preparing  the  budget,  apportoining  to  the  14 
counties  in  the  state  their  quota  of  the  $30,000 
appropriated  by  the  legislature  which  created  the 
act. 

Out  of  this  amount  is  paid  the  $200  a  month 
salary  of  Mrs.  Guild,  her  traveling  expenses,  the 
traveling  expenses  of  the  four  remaining  mem- 
bers of  the  board  and  the  traveling  expenses  of 
the  members  of  the  county  boards  to  their  county 
seats.  The  office  expense  of  the  secretary  is  also 
paid  from  this  fund. 

Mrs.  Guild  estimates  that  $5000  will  cover 
all  this  expense,  and  the  remaining  $25,000  will 
be  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  children  under  16 
who  come  under  the  protection  of  the  board. 
The  parents  of  the  child  must  be  Americans  and 
they  must  have  lived  in  the  state  not  less  than  one 
year. 

"The  ultimate  purpose  of  the  board  is  to  pro- 
vide permanent  homes  for  the  children  by  adop- 
tion," said  Mrs.  Guild  in  an  interview  with  a 
representative  of  the  Arizona  Republican. 

She  said  that  after  her  work  is  thoroughly 
organized  she  will  make  a  state-wide  tour  of  the 
state,  getting  in  touch  with  the  judges  of  the 
superior  courts  and  the  county  child  welfare 
boards  which  will  work  in  cooperation  with  the 
state  board. 

"If  the  child  is  an  orphan,  or  a  dependent  or 
waif  and  also  a  delinquent  and  sent  to  the  in- 
dustrial school  at  Fort  Grant,  she  is  still  under 
our  care,"  said  Mrs.  Guild  who  believes  that  a 
personal  interest  must  be  taken  in  every  child 
if  the  board  is  to  carry  on  its  work  effectively. 

The  Republican  continues: 

She  is  particularly  pleased  with  that  section  of 
the  bill  creating  the  cases  where  if  not  feasible 
to  board  the  child  in  her  own  home  it  can  be 
placed  in  some  other  suitable  home  by  the  board. 

Mrs.  Guild  came  to  Phoenix  1 1  years  ago 
from  Chicago  where  she  was  a  Friendly  Visitor 
under  Judge  Mack's  juvenile  court.  She  was 
also  interested  in  the  Associated  Charities  while 
in  Illinois  where  she  first  made  the  acquaintance 
of  Julia  Lathrop  of  the  Bureau  of  Child  Welfare 
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who  was  among  the  first  to  write  from  her  head- 
quarters in  Washington  congratulating  Mrs. 
Guild  on  her  appointment. 

Gov.  Campbell  was  required  to  appoint  but 
two  women  on  the  board  of  five  and  his  action 
in  making  it  an  "all  woman"  board  is  being  ap- 
plauded by  Arizona  club  women  in  particular 
who  worked  under  Airs.  Guild,  a  former  presi- 
dent of  the  State  Federation.

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GROWTH  HANDICAPS  AND 

RATIONAL   FEEDING 


By  Dr.  Everett  C.  Beach 
Director   of   the   California   Home   for   Crippled 
Children;  Director  of   the   California   School 
of  Physical  Education. 


The  great  span  between  infancy  and  maturity 
is  today  bridged  through  a  multiplicity  of  experi- 
ences in  a  more  complex  system  of  living  than 
has  existed  at  any  other  time  since  the  dawn  of 
civilization.  This  journey  of  the  child  through 
immaturity  is  made  with  injurious  influences 
constantly  present,  each  operating  according  to 
its  character,  to  a  greater  or  less  degree  to  mod- 
ify the  potential  growth  and  power.  Defects 
often  appear  and  continue  as  injurious  agents. 

The  function  of  infancy  and  youth  is  the 
building  of  an  organism  which  will  at  maturity, 
have  full  control  over  all  the  physical  and  men- 
tal resources  with  which  the  individual  is  by 
nature  endowed.  Rare  indeed  is  the  individual 
who  achieves  this  goal.  The  degree  of  impare- 
ment  which  takes  place  cannot  be  estimated. 
There  are  no  standards  by  which  individual  ef- 
ficiency can  be  measured  or  potentialities 
determined.  The  high  percentage  of  physical 
unfitness  known  to  exist  among  the  adult  popu- 
lation, can  be  attributed  to  conditions  re- 
sulting from  preventable  defects  of  childhood. 
A  searching  investigation  in  a  given  instance, 
usually  reveals  evidences  that  point  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  individual,  as  a  child  suffered 
from  malnutrition,  decayed  teeth,  enlarged  ton- 
sils or  adenoids,  or  some  other  condition  that  pre- 
vented his  normal  growth  and  development  or 
rendered  him  more  susceptible  to  the  diseases  of 
childhood  and  their  complications. 

So  extensive  and  prevalent  are  the  results  of 
defective  childhood  that  one  sees  very  little  to  be 
proud  of  in  the  motley  array  of  young  adults  as 
they  pass  in  review  on  the  busy  street  of  an 
American    metropolis.     They,     with     their     de- 


formed bodies  and  misshapen  features,  present  a 
sad  commentary  upon  our  efforts  in  improving 
child  life.  The  tragedy  of  the  situation  lies  in 
the  psychology  of  reconciliation  without  effort 
toward  rehabilitation  or  improvement ;  in  some 
instances  even  going  so  far  as  to  create  popular 
styles  in  costumes  to  fit  the  various  classes  of 
deformities.  The  "Debutante  Slouch"  owes  its 
popularity  solely  to  the  fact  that  it  coincides 
with  the  physical  conformations  of  so  many.  The 
depressed  chests,  protruding  abdomen,  unde- 
veloped hips,  spinal  deformities,  knock  knees, 
and  pronated  ankles,  which  characterize  this 
style,  are  but  pathalogical  conditions  resulting 
from  malnutrition,  undeveloped  muscles  and 
faulty  posture  during  childhood  and  youth.  They 
produce  misplacement  of  internal  organs  and 
impair  their  functions.  I  have  yet  to  observe 
this  class,  a  single  instance  in  which  there  is 
exhibited   continued   vigor   and   joyous   health. 

Over  sixty  per  cent  of  the  children  today 
are  suffering  from  removable  handicaps  or 
growth  deviations  of  a  serious  nature.  In  one 
institution  for  dependent  children,  one  hundred 
percent  were  found  to  be  so  afflicted. 

Removal  of  the  growth  defect  is  not  always 
sufficient  to  restore  the  child  to  normal :  as  a  rule 
a  regulation  of  the  diet,  rest  and  exercise  are 
essential.  The  failure  of  a  child  to  show  the 
expected     improvement     following     removal     of

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tonsils  and  adenoids  is  sometimes  due  wholly  to 
nutritional  deficiencies.  Phenominal  results 
have  been  obtained  in  one  institution  through 
the  regulation  of  the  diet  and  exercise.  Experi- 
ments and  investigvations,  both  here  and  else- 
where lead  to  the  inevitable  conclusion  that  milk, 
while  it  is  not  a  complete  food  for  late  infancy 
and  childhood,  is  indispensible  to  normal  growth 
and  development.

Aside  from  the 
recently  assembled  standards  for  academic  de- 
terminations and  the  tables  of  averages  in  weight 
and  height,  there  are  none. 

The  burden  of  carrying  forward  this  work 
must  rest  with  the  social  organizations  of  the 
community.  Because  of  limited  resources  and 
active  antagonism  by  a  small  public  minority,  the 
public  agencies  cannot  function  in  this  respect. 
Mothers  crave  intelligent  leadership  and  in- 
struction in  the  care  and  training  of  their  chil- 
dren. This  instruction,  however,  must  be  based 
upon  scientific  truths  and  free  from  sect  preju- 
dice  and   selfish   motives.

WOMEN  WILL  MAKE  NO  SPIRITUAL  COMPROMISE,  IS 

THOUGHT  OF  COUNCIL 


The  first  Presidents'  Council  for  the  new  club 
year  of  the  Los  Angeles  District  C.  F.  W.  C. 
was  held  in  the  Clubhouse  of  the  Women's  20th 
Century  Club  of  Eagle  Rock.  Tuesday,  October 
18.  Clubwomen  came  away  from  the  meeting 
much  richer  in  thought  and  much  more  fit  for 
action  than  before. 

Perhaps  the  outstanding  inspiration  gained 
from  that  important  meeting  was  the  firmly  in- 
trenched idea  that  women  will  make  no  spiritual 
compromise.  It  is  both  an  answer  and  a  rebuke 
to  those  who  have  felt,  and  said,  that  clubwomen 
were  but  enthusiasm-intoxicated,  with  a  some- 
thing that  would  wear  off  after  a  few  months  or 
years. 

Not  a  single  vision  went  to  waste  in  that  large 
audience,  as  each  speaker  held  up  the  mirror  of 
time  in  which  one  could  see  a  long  succession  of 
roads  to  travel,  some  stony  and  rough,  others 
filled  with  soft,  long  shadows  and  a  welcoming 
light  when  the  day  is  done. 


The  Fight  Still  On 

Mrs.  John  C.  Urquhart,  President  Los  Ange- 
les District  C.  F.  W.  C,  presided,  and  in  her 
opening  talk  of  the  meeting  spoke  briefly  of  the 
great  battle  of  Armaggeddon  yet  to  be  fought  to 
a  finish  —  the  war  between  the  right  and  the 
forces  of  evil. 

"We  can't  solve  all  the  great  problems,"  said 
Mrs.  Urquhart,  "but  we  must  do  our  best,  our 
faces  are  turned  towards  the  right,  and  we  can 
do  no  harm  by  acting  from  our  highest  principles. 
If  we  act  from  our  highest  concept  of  right,  God 
will  show  us  how  to  take  the  next  step." 
American  Born 

Miss  Mary  Workman,  American  Citizenship 
Chairman  of  the  District,  outlined  in  a  few 
words  the  hopes  of  her  department  to  bring  to- 
gether a  closer  harmony  between  the  elements  of 
this  and  foreign  countries,  by  reason  of  the 
broad  humanitarian  education  all  club  depart- 
ments are  offering  this  year.  She  spoke  of  last 
year's  objective,  the  devotion  to  the  foreign  born  ; 
and  of  this  j'ear's  plan  to  make  particular  point 
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of  reaching  the  native  born  new  voters,  and  im- 
press on  them  the  value  and  dignity  of  their  new 
citizenship. 

Coming-of-Age  Clubs 

Mrs.  Frank  Gibson,  "a  frail  little  torch  carry- 
ing a  great  light,"  laid  before  her  audinece  the 
embryo  plan  for  leadership  of  the  "Coming-of- 
Age  Clubs,"  with  which  the  American  Citizen- 
ship plan  is  to  be  closely  interwoven  in  the  near 
future.  Through  the  Extension  Division  of  the 
University  of  California,  in  co-operation  with 
the  League  of  Women  Voters,  it  has  been  made 
possible  to  establish  this  branch  of  American  Citi- 
zenship development,  which  means  that  leaders 
will  be  trained  'to  carry  forward  the  work  of 
planting  in  the  fertile  minds  of  coming-of-major- 
ity  American  boys  and  girls  the  highest  ideals  of 
American  life.  These  boys  and  girls  are  to  be 
taught  to  lay  the  foundations  for  that  growth  of 
fraternal  world  relations  necessary  to  the  fullest 
understanding  and  the  highest  conception  of  the 
true  brotherhood  of  mankind.  The  rumble  of 
battle  cannot  drown  the  Voice  which  speaks  from 
out  of  these  temples  of  learning.  "We  have  been 
waiting  for  a  great  evangelist  to  lead  the  way," 
said  Mrs.  Gibson,  "and  now  comes  the  word  that 
we  will  have  John  Collier  come  to  us  for  a  course 
of  ten  consecutive  lectures,  to  tell  us  how  to  put 
our  plan  into  practical  use."  As  soon  as  the 
leaders  are  ready,  coming-of-age  classes  will  be 
organized,  and  the  young  people  invited  to  join. 
This  will  lead  up  to  the  great  joint  celebration 
on  July  4th  of  next  year,  when  all  American- 
born  who  have  attained  their  majority  since  July 
4th,  1921,  and  all  foreign  born  who  have  received 
their  citizenship  papers  during  the  year  past,  will 
come  together  to  mark  an  epoch  in  the  history  of 
California. 

To  Abolish  War 

That  the  sentiment  for  peace  does  not  need 
defense,  but  does  need  utteance — impressive  and 
repeated  utterance — found  expression  in  Mrs. 
Shelly  Tolhurst's  message  from  the  League  of 
Women  Voters.  Mrs.  Tolhurst  urged  that  the 
women  lift  up  their  voices  in  a  mighty  plea  for 
the  abolishing  of  the  hideous  system  of  war,  and 
of  the  extreme  importance  that  there  should  be  a 
wide-spread  expression  of  public  sentiment  sup- 
porting President  Harding  in  his  endeavor  to 
bring  about  a  reduction  of  armament  by  means  of 
the  great  conference.  "We  are  beginning  to 
realize  the  extreme  solemnity  of  November  1 1th," 
said  the  speaker.  "If  the  conference  works  in  the 
spirit  to  help  the  human  race,  and  not  on  the  side 
of  political  materialism,  we  can  hold  it  the  most 
fitting  of  all  memorials  to  our  men  who  fought 
and  died  in  the  World  War.  If  public  sentiment 
on  the  side  of  peace  is  profound,  exalted,  intense, 
then  the  governments  at  Washington  will  heed 
the  cry." 

Mrs.  Tolhurst  said  that  capital  and  labor  have 


both  been  the  tools  of  selfish  and  private  interests ; 
that  the  newspapers  have  failed  to  express  public 
opinion,  and  that  the  great  hope  lies  in  the  organ- 
ized group  of  women  who  represent  the  enormous 
mass  of  people  standing  between  capital  and 
labor,  and  who  are,  as  she  says,  "the  mouthpiece 
of  the  great  middle  zone  of  the  people.  The 
President  stands  at  the  parting  of  the  ways,  be- 
tween the  great  forces  of  army  and  navy  selfish 
interests ;  and  the  more  socialistic,  humanitarian 
side." 

Pan-Pacific  Conference 

"I  make  no  race  distinctions ;  there  is  to  me 
only  one  race — the  human  race,"  said  Dr.  David 
Starr  Jordan,  speaking  before  the  Pan-Pacific 
Conference  held  in  Honolulu  last  summer.  Bits 
of  inspiration  were  brought  from  the  conference 
to  the  clubwomen  by  Miss  Iverson,  of  the  City 
Teachers'  Club,  and  delegate  from  that  organiza- 
tion to  the  Conference.  The  meetings  were  most 
vital  in  their  import,  as  shown  by  the  speaker. 
They  announced  to  the  world  that  the  countries 
touching  the  Pacific  ocean  are  banded  together 
by  ties  stronger  than  ritualistic  rules  or  statutory 
laws,  are  a  bringing  together,  in  a  new  under- 
standing of  each  other,  peoples  whose  misunder- 
standing was  largely  a  matter  of  geography.

Turning  to  her  audience  "a  face  in  which  all 
the  candles  of  her  soul  were  lit,"  Mrs.  H.  A. 
Atwood  of  Riverside,  chairman  of  Indian  Wel- 
fare hoth  for  the  General  Federation  and  the 
California  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,  made 
an  impassioned  plea  for  her  enslaved  neighbors, 
a  plea  that  swept  like  a  mighty  tide  through  the 
consciousness  of  her  listeners.  You  could  have 
heard  a  pin  drop  in  the  auditorium  of  the  club- 
house, as  Mrs.  Atwood  —  not  urged  — but  de 
manded  that  clubwomen  take  up  the  work  in 
behalf  of  the  American  Indians;  "the  only 
American  that  hasn't  the  vote.  That  is  a  slave 
in  his  native  land.  The  native  of  American  that 
is  the  most  foreign  that  comes  to  our  shores. 
Without  the  rights  or  privileges  of  the  American 
citizens  who  came  to  this  country  long  after  he 
was  born  on  American  soil.  The  question  is  so 
big.  and  the  ramifications  so  many,"  she  said, 
"it  means  everything  that  comes  into  the  life  of 
human  beings.  He  is  one  of  our  greatest  assets. 
He  is  an  asset  from  the  standpoint  of  art,  the 
standpoint  of  history  and  of  music.  His  care 
means  much  in  the  economics  of  our  country.  I 
insist  that  you  help  him.  1  ask  for  programs  in 
your  clubs  for  the  education  of  the  women  on 
what  the  Indians  are,  and  of  their  needs.  There 
are  many  laws  enacted  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Indians  that  are  never  enforced.  He  has  means 
of  redress  but  he  does  not  know  ho  wto  use 
them." 

As  an  example  of  the  inadequacy  of  the  gov- 
ernment's care  of  the  Indians,  she  said,  Navajos 
are  dying  by  the  score  on  their  reservations  from 
preventable  diseases  and  even  from  malnutrition 
when  they  are  living  on  land  that  has  a  huge 
supply  of  coal,  asbestos  and  oil  undeveloped. 

"Until  America  ceases  the  exploitation  of  the 
Indian  and  substitutes  development,  every  citizen 
is  morally  guilty  of  the  great  injustice  done  this 
red  man  who  preceded  us  in  the  occupancy  of 
this  continent,"  she  said. 

The  Music 

The  music  by  Gloria  Mayne  and  Agnes 
Osborne  Carter  brought  a  delightful  response 
from  the  audience;  and  Mrs.  Mayne's  Indian 
numbers  created  just. the  right  atmosphere  for 
Mrs.  Atwood's  address. 

The  Luncheon 

Between  the  morning  and  afternoon  sessions,  a 
prettily  appointed  luncheon  was  served  in  the 
club  dining  room. 

The  visiting  clubwomen  were  made  welcome 
in  a  gracious  little  address  by  Mrs.  M.  T.  Lee, 
president  of  the  Woman's  Twentieth  Century 
Club  of  Eagle  Rock.

There  was  deep  rejoicing  among  the  women 
of  the  nation  when  the  news  came  that  President 
Harding  had  appointed  Mrs.  Thomas  G.  Winter, 
General  Federation  President,  a  member  of  the 
American  Advisory  Committee  to  take  part  in 
the  International  Conference  on  Limitation  of 
Armaments. 

Telegrams  from  all  over  the  country  have  been 
pouring  in  on  President  Harding  and  our  repre- 
sentatives in  Congress  presenting  the  name  of 
our  General  Federation  President,  Mrs.  Thomas 
G.  Winter,  2617  Dean  Boulevard,  Minneapolis, 
Minnesota,  and  urging  that  she  be  considered  in 
the  appointment  of  a  woman  to  represent  this 
country  as  a  delegate  on  the  Advisory  Board  of 
the  International  Reduction  of  Armament  Con- 
ference which  will  be  held  in  Washington  on 
Armistice  Day,  November  11th. 

Such  an  endorsement  went  out  from  the  State 
Board,  California  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs, 
when  that  organization  met  at  its  headquarters 
on  October  15th. 

Mrs.  Winter  is  the  choice  of  the  federated 
clubwomen  of  America,  numbering  nearly  two 
million  strong.  She  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the 
best  qualified  women  of  the  nation  to  represent 
her  country  at  this  Conference,  the  most  import- 
ant in  the  history  of  the  world. 

Mrs.  Winter  has  devoted  many  years  to  public 
work  of  great  moment,  having  served  as  Vice- 
President  of  the  General  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs,  and  Director  of  Americanization  in  that 
body. 

The  General  Federation  is  international  in  its 
scope,  having  clubs  in  many  foreign  countries, 
Canada,  the  Canal  Zone,  China,  Cuba,  England, 
France,  Hawaii,  Japan,  Philippine  Islands,  West 
Australia,  Sweden,  and  the  West  Indies. 

Belonging  to  the  General  Federation  is  our 
little  sister  away  up  in  the  icy  north, — the  State 
of  Alaska  Federation.  This  white  federation  has 
four  clubs, — the  Anchorage  Woman's  Club, 
Douglas  Island  Woman's  Club,  Juneau  Woman's 
Club,  and  Kegoayah  Kozya  (Aurora  Club)  of 
Nome ;  these  clubs  number  two  hundred  women, 
and  all  doing  splendid  work.      How  much   they 


ought  to  accomplish  with  the  days  six  months 
long 

Another  matter  of  importance  taken  up  at  the 
State  Board  meeting  was  the  discriminative  tax 
on  all  musical  instruments  now  under  consider- 
ation in  Congress.  Mrs.  Max  Oberndorfer, 
General  Chairman  of  Music,  is  communicating 
with  all  of  the  federated  clubs,  urging  them  and 
the  women  individually  to  write  to  their  senators 
and  representatives  at  Washington,  protesting 
against  the  passage  of  this  bill,  which,  if  carried, 
will  place  music  in  the  luxury  class  and  work  a 
terrible  hardship  to  its  progress. 

Mrs.  W.  S.  Jennings,  who  is  First  Vice-Pres- 
ident in  the  General  Federation,  and  also  Direc- 
tor of  Home  Demonstration  work,  sent  her  mes- 
sage to  the  California  clukwomen,  congratulating 
them  on  their  headway  in  this  work,  and  urged 
that  a  special  place  on  convention  programs  be 
made  for  home  demonstration  speakers ;  she  also 
asked  that  clubwomen  be  appointed  directors  of 
Home  Demonstration  in  each  county. 

An  affair  of  interest  to  clubdom  is  the  Conven- 
tion of  the  Southern  District,  Mrs.  A.  W. 
Wohlford,  of  Escondido,  President,  which  will 
be  held  at  Santa  Ana,  November  15  to  18,  in  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church.  A  reception  at  the 
St.  Ann  Hotel  to  the  State  President,  Mrs. 
William  A.  Fitzgerald,  Mrs.  Sdiney  Thomas 
Exley,  Vice-President  at  Large,  and  the  delegates 
and  visiting  clubwomen,  is  arranged  for  Tuesday 
evening,  November  15,  and  a  banquet  will  also  be 
held.  The  Southern  District  hopes  also  to  pre- 
sent the  film  of  the  Pageant  at  this  Convention. 

Three  of  the  state  chairmen  reside  in  the 
Southern  District,  Miss  Alice  Lee,  of  San  Diego, 
having  charge  of  the  California  History  and 
Landmarks  Department,  Mrs.  H.  A.  Atwood, 
of  Riverside,  Chairman  of  the  Indian  Welfare 
Committee,  and  Mrs.  Genevieve  Williams,  of 
Calexico,  Chairman  of  Conservation. 

Mrs.  Williams,  from  the  sunny  southland,  sent 
up  some  timely  suggestions  regarding  the  work 
of  her  department.  She  advises  that  each  district 
chairmen  prepare  a  map  of  her  district,  indicat- 
ing thereon  all  national  preserves  which  are  at 
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present  completed  and  set  apart,  using  a  certain 
color  to  distinguish  this,  another  color  to  indi- 
cate all  other  timbered  areas,  and  with  still  an- 
other color  to  show  the  rivers,  lakes,  waterfalls, 
etc. ;  the  map  to  record  also  all  areas  where  wild 
life  is  protected  ;  also  all  timbered  areas  destroyed 
by  fire  during  the  last  five  years.  Water  power 
and  irrigation  projects  could  also  be  included, 
and  laws  affecting  conservation  now  pending 
indicated  on  the  margins.  Indian  reservations 
might  also  be  included  in  the  map. 

Dr.  Mariana  Bertola,  Vice-President  of  the 
State  Federation  and  Chairman  of  the  Vigilant 
Committee  of  San  Francisco,  gave  one  of  her 
deeply  earnest  addresses  upon  the  work  of  that 
committee,  and  advocated  the  organizing  of  such 
a  committee  in  every  city  of  the  United  States. 
The  California  Federation  at  its  Convention  in 
the  Yosemite  Valley  last  May  endorsed  the  work 
of  the  Vigilant  Committee. 

All  the  way  from  Boston  came  a  letter  from 
Mrs.  Bagley,  Chairman  of  Women's  Organiza- 
tions, National  Committee,  Department  of  Edu- 
cation, announcing  a  National  Education  week, 
December  4  to  10,  intended  to  arouse  public 
attention  throughout  the  country  to  the  need  of 
education. 

Mrs.  Amanda  Schlesinger,  Chairman  of  Child 
Welfare,  gave  an  outline  of  her  work  for  the 


coming  year,  which  when  elaborated  will  be 
given  publicity  for  it  contains  many  valuable 
ideas. 

The  new  Department  of  the  State  Federation, 
Cooperation  with  Ex-Service  Men  and  Women, 
is  presided  over  by  a  very  energetic  chairman, 
Mrs.  A.  D.  McLean.  She  stated  that  there  were 
seven  thousand  ex-service  men  out  of  work  in 
California,  and  about  sixty  thousand  in  the  hos- 
pitals. It  is  her  aim  to  establish  a  recreational 
service  department  in  each  club  to  work  among 
these  men  and  women,  with  certain  committees, 
hsopital,  relief,  visiting  and  entertainment. 

From  education  and  the  care  of  ex-service  men 
to  the  Wise  Selection  of  Women's  Clothing 
would  seem  rather  a  long  jump,  but  the  depart- 
ment of  Home  Economics  is  quite  as  important  as 
any  other.  Miss  Florence  La  Ganke,  of  Oak- 
land, is  the  chairman  of  this  department,  which 
perhaps  comes  nearer  to  the  hearts  of  the  women 
than  any  other.  Monthly  bulletins  of  her  work 
are  being  prepared  by  Miss  La  Ganke,  and  will 
soon  be  sent  out.  The  November  issue  deals 
with  the  subject  above  quoted.  Others  in  prep- 
aration are  The  Wise  Selection  of  Christmas 
Gifts,  House  Furnishings,  House  Decorations, 
Food  for  Child  of  Pre-School  Age,  Food  for 
Growing  Child,  Food  for  Adults,  Festivities  and 
Food,  the  last  subject  opening  up  very  sweet  or 
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very  painful  memories!  "When  is  a  Woman 
Becomingly  Dressed?"  "The  Right  Clothing  in 
the  Right  Place,"  "Color"  and  "Line"  are  taken 
up  and  all  these  subjects  are  cleverly  handled. 
"How  Much  Should  Clothes  Cost? — another 
question  that  is  adding  "lines"  of  the  wrong  kind 
to  women's  faces  and  sprinkling  powder  in  their 
hair. 

"Does  it  Pay  to  Make  Clothes  at  Home?" 

"Is  it  Really  True  that  a  Stitch  in  Time 
Saves  Nine?" 

These  and  many  other  puzzles  Miss  La  Ganke 
discusses  and  solves. 


An  Outline  Handbook  of  all  the  departments 
of  the  Federation  is  in  press  and  copies  will  soon 
be  in  the  hands  of  every  clubwoman  in  the  state. 

It  is  expected  that  the  December  Board  meet- 
ing will  be  augmented  by  the  presence  of  the 
chairmen  from  the  Alameda  and  San  Francisco 
districts. 

The  State  Board  holds  its  meetings  on  the 
third  Saturday  of  each  month.  One  meeting  a 
year  is  held  in  each  of  the  different  districts.  A 
meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  in  Sacramento  at 
the  invitation  of  the  Northern  District,  on 
October  25,  and  the  November  meeting  will  be 
held  in  Los  Angeles,  on  the  19th  of  the  month. 


FEDERATION    SPIRIT    BROADENED  AND   HEARING 
QUICKENED  AT  VENTURA  CONVENTION 

To  attend  a  big  Convention  meeting  in  a 
natural  park  that  seemed  carved  out  of  the  sun-lit 
day ;  to  feast  both  mentally  and  gastronomically ; 
to  thrill  with  a  new  patriotic  fervor ;  and  to  go 
home  through  a  wild-rose  sunset  when  the  day 
was  done,  was  the  happy  experience  of  the  women 
of  the  Ventura  County  Federation  C.  F.  W.  C. 
on  Friday,  October  21st. 

The  picnic  meeting  was  held  in  Foster  Park, 
a  great  natural  park  given  by  E.  P.  Foster  to  the 
City  of  Ventura  in  the  memory  of  his  little  son 
who  loved  so  dearly  all  the  friendly  old  trees, 
and  was  on  speaking  acquaintance  with  the  birds 
that  made  their  homes  in  the  branches.  The 
picnic  luncheon  was  spread  under  a  huge  oak 
tree — "a  tree  that  may  in  summer  wear  a  nest 
of  robins  in  her  hair." 

The  affair  was  in  charge  of  Mrs.  Bret  H. 
Brigham  of  Simi,  President  of  Ventura  County 
Federation,  who  presided  at  luncheon,  and  at 
the  program  following.  The  introduction  to  the 
program  was  a  charming  little  original  patriotic 
poem  given  by  Mrs.  Brigham.  Mrs.  Mollie 
Bloom  Flagg,  Chairman  of  County  Life  C.  F. 
W.  C. ;  and  Mrs.  John  C.  Urquhart,  President 
Los  Angeles  District  C.  F.  W.  C,  were  the 
speakers  of  the  afternoon. 


Mrs.  Flagg  Speaks 
The  Federation  vision  has  been  immensely 
broadened  and  the  hearing  quickened  to  catch  the 
voices  wafted  across  the  mountain  tops  and 
through  the  valley  spaces  of  the  small  country 
club,  which  Mrs.  Flagg  calls  the  backbone  of 
the  Federation.  She  told  the  women  of  the 
country  clubs  that  they  are  the  mothers  of  com- 
munities ;  that  the  county  conventions  send  them 
back  to  their  homes  to  be  new  inspirations.  That 
they  are  great  clubs — great  in  spirit  if  not  in 
size ;  and  are  often  much  more  vital  than  the 
large  clubs  of  big  cities.  She  spoke  of  what  it 
meant  to  the  country  women  to  gather  at  the 
convention.  Of  the  early  rising  so  that  the  work 
on  the  ranches  might  be  accomplished  before  leav- 
ing home.  Of  the  hours  of  labor  that  went  into 
the  delectable  picnic  lunch,  the  caring  of  the 
children  who  must  be  brought  along;  and  the 
cooperative  good  will  of  the  good  husbands  who 
drove  many  miles  to  bring  their  women-folk  to 
the  convention.  "Something  splendid  in  family 
life  and  family  cooperation  has  gone  into  this 
meeting  that  many  larger  clubs  may  well  envy," 
said  the  speaker.  "You  are  the  women  repre- 
senting the  most  earnest  clubs ;  exhilerated  by  the 
consciousness  of  your  own  desire  to  be  of  service."

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Mrs.  Flagg  spoke  earnestly  of  the  value  of  the 
Home  Demonstrator  and  urged  the  women  to 
avail  themselves  of  every  opportunity  offered 
them  along  Home  Demonstration  lines.  With 
her  marshaling  of  concrete  facts ;  her  delicate 
though  keen,  razor-like  blades  of  humor,  Mrs. 
Flagg  drove  home  her  points.  Her  words  were 
like  hardy  annuals  grown  in  the  open  next  to 
the  wind  and  weather. 

At  Work  and  At  Play 

Her  brief  but  brilliant  little  talk  on  American 
Citizenship  at  Work  and  At  Play  gave  Mrs. 
Urquhart  the  opportunity  to  point  with  pride  to 
the  Ventura  County  women  and  their  exempli- 
fication of  American  citizenship  in  action. 
Greater  love  hath  no  woman  than  this  that  she 
devote  her  life's  work  to  humanity ;  might  be 
truly  said  of  Mrs.  Urquhart  who  is  carrying  her 
intelligent  interpretation  of  Americanism  to  the 
clubs  of  the  district.  She  spoke  of  the  sturdy 
American  citizenship  of  Mr.  Foster,  who  gave 
the  magnificent  park  and  many  other  community 
treasures  to  Ventura.  She  spoke  of  the  Coming- 
of-Age  Clubs,  and  of  the  plans  this  year  to  pre- 
pare American-born  Americans  for  worth-while 
citizenship. 

The  Pageant 

Pageantry  found  its  finest  and  best  flowering 
in  the  entertainment  which  followed  the  talks  of 


the  day.  The  stage  was  set  against  a  background 
of  live  oak  trees.  A  royal  carpet  of  leaves  spread 
at  our  feet.  In  a  nearby  sapling  two  tiny  birds 
were  noisily  engaged  in  preparation  for  their 
annual  flight  southward;  but  ceased  their  chatter 
when  the  music  began  and  Uncle  Sam  and 
Columbia  made  their  appearance  and  took  their 
places  beside  an  altar  almost  hidden  beneath 
American  flags.  The  Pageant  had  begun.  From 
the  trees  and  across  the  ravines  and  down  the 
sloping  hillsides  came  the  nations  of  the  world 
each  carrying  her  own  flag  which  she  deposited 
in  Uncle  Sam's  care  and  received  the  Stars  and 
Stripes  in  return.  It  was  a  pretty  picture,  made 
up  of  historical  and  symbolic  ideas  embodying 
inter-national  ideals.  There  were  dancers  and 
singers  and  violinists  and  pianists,  and  the  cos- 
tumes and  customs  of  all  nations.  They  typified 
a  new  from  of  reverence  for  this  and  other  coun- 
tries, and  engendered  a  quickening  of  our  his- 
torical imagination.  The  closing  picture  was  one 
to  be  long  remembered.  As  the  audience  arose 
to  sing  'America"  two  beautiful  white  doves 
winged  their  way  through  the  trees  and  settled 
on  the  shoulders  of  Columbia.  For  a  moment 
you  could  have  heard  a  pin  drop  in  that  forest 
cathedral,  and  then  the  voices  took  up  the  refrain 
again,  "Protect  us  by  Thy  might,  great  God  our 
King."

The  San  Francisco  District  at  its  last  meseting 
on  October  10th  endorsed  the  work  of  the 
Vigilant  Committee,  and  commended  the  women 
for  the  stand  they  have  taken,  and  the  good  work 
they  are  doing  in  San  Francisco.

Various  chairmen  reported  that  the  clubs  had 
settled  down  to  good  steady  work  in  all  lines, 
and  the  chairman  of  Civics  suggested  that  lines 
of  work  adaptable  to  most  communities  be  fol- 
lowed out,  such  as  parks,  playgrounds,  libraries 
and  tree  planting  and  to  work  for  the  elimination 
of  the  obnoxious  signs  along  the  highway. 

Mrs.  J.  M.  Vickerson,  President  of  the  San 
Mateo  County  Federation,  spoke  of  the  work 
that  the  various  clubs  under  her  jurisdcition  are 
doing.  The  Burlingame  Woman's  Club  is  plan- 
ning to  present  to  the  public,  the  operetta  "Sultan 
of  Sulu,"  which  promises  to  be  as  great  a  success 
as   "Cherry   Blossom,"   put  on  last  year.     The 


funds  are  to  be  used  as  a  building  fund  for  the 
enlargement  of  the  present  club  house,  which  is 
entirely  too  small  to  house  the  growing  club. 

The  twenty  thousand  dollar  club  house  being 
built  by  the  San  Mateo  Club  will  soon  be  ready 
for  occupancy.  It  is  a  credit  to  the  community 
that  there  is  such  an  enterprising  club  in  its 
midst. 

Mrs.  W.  A.  Fitzgerald,  President  of  the  C.  F. 
W.  C,  'was  an  honored  visitor  and  spoke  for  the 
"Clubwoman,"  asking  all  to  help  to  make  it  a 
successful  magazine  to  spread  the  "gospel"  of 
women's  doings  before  the  community  at  large. 

Mrs.  Aaron  Schloss,  past  President  C.  F. 
W.  C,  gave  an  account  of  the  Yosemite  Pageant 
Picture,  which  will  soon  be  ready  to  be  shown, 
and  asked  that  each  district  appoint  a  committee 
to  look  after  its  part  in  the  picture. 

Mrs.  Penny  announced  that  the  luncheon 
scheduled  for  October  15th  had  been  postponed 
to  Saturday,  December  10th.  The  luncheon  is 
in  honor  of  Mrs.  W.  A.  Fitzgerald,  President, 
and  Dr.  Mariana  Bertola,  First  Vice-President 
C.  F.  W.  C.  It  was  laso  decided  that  there 
would  be  no  Board  meeting  in  December  unless 
urgent  business  should  arise,  and  then  it  would 
be  called  on  the  morning  of  the  10th  just  prior 
to  the  luncheon.

KEYNOTE 


The  City  and  County  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs  of  San  Francisco  began  the  autumn  cam- 
paign on  the  last  Friday  in  August  at  the  Fair- 
mont Hotel.  Miss  Jennie  Partridge,  who  was 
elected  President  at  the  close  of  the  year  which 
ended  in  May,  presided.  It  was  her  first  appear- 
ance in  the  chair,  but  she  filled  it  with  grace  and 
ease,  handling  the  immense  volume  of  business 
efficiently  and  quickly.  There  was  a  good  attend- 
ance, much  work  being  accomplished.  The 
motto,  "Civic  Pride,  Cooperation  and  Progress," 
was  the  keynote,  and  this  first  meeting  showed 
the  observance  of  the  slogan. 

The  second  meeting  was  held  in  September, 
and  it  was  decided  that  the  various  departments 
should  give  an  occasional  luncheon  as  a  feature 
of  the  year's  work.  The  Educational  Depart- 
ment, of  which  Mrs.  Archibald  J.  Cloud  is  the 
capable  Chairman,  took  the  initiative,  and  inci- 
dentally, the  luncheon  came  off  according  to 
schedule  and  was  a  brilliant  success. 

Child  Welfare  has  been  receiving  much  mer- 
ited attention  of  late,   the  Associated   Charities 


urging  the  "adoption"  of  babies  for  a  year.  This 
has  proved  a  popular  idea,  many  of  the  clubs 
"adopting"  one  or  more  babies.  Miss  Florence 
Musto,  the  earnest  Chairman  of  Child  Welfare 
Work  in  the  City  Federation,  has  undertaken  a 
card  party  to  be  given  early  in  November  to 
help  finance  the  City  Federation's  "adoption"  of 
two  babies  for  a  year. 

The  City  and  County  Federation  of  Woman's 
Clubs  held  the  fourteenth  Convention  at  the 
Fairmount  Hotel  on  Saturday,  October  22.  The 
huge  ballroom  held  a  large  assemblage  of  inter- 
ested women  who  had  gathered  for  the  event. 
The  morning  was  devoted  to  club  reports  from 
eight  well-established  clubs  and  splendid  reports 
from  seven  new  ones,  among  them  being  two 
foreign  ones — The  Serbian  Czecho  Slovak  Club 
and  the  Jugo  Slav  Club.  This  shows  that  the 
foreign-born  women  are  awakening  to  their 
opportunities  and  are  taking  great  interest  in 
woman's  work — slowly,  but  surely,  proving  that 
Americanization  is  taking  strong  hold. 

Several    important    resolutions    were    adopted. 
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Mrs.  W.  B.  Hamilton,  former  President  of  the 
City  Federation,  and  an  active  member  of  the 
Vigilant  Committee,  presenting  one  urging  the 
appointment  of  fifty  additional  patrolmen,  and 
the  equipping  with  motor-cars  the  police  officers 
in  the  outlying  sections  of  the  city.  This  was 
carried  unanimously. 

A  resolution  that  touched  the  heart  of  every 
woman  present  was  one  relative  to  the  suppres- 
sion of  the  narcotic  evil.  In  this  plea  over  12,000 
clubwomen  are  vitally  interested,  and  it  was 
resolved  that  the  City  and  County  Federation 
gave  hearty  approval  of  every  step  which  can  be 
legally  taken  to  eradicate  the  evil,  and  be  it, 
further 

Resolved,  that  the  San  Francisco  City  and 
County  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  does 
hereby  pledge  its  full  strength  and  effort  to  co- 
operate with  the  civil  authorities  of  the  state  and 
nation  to  work  for  the  elimination  of  the  drug 
traffic. 

Trenchant  addresses  on  this  point  were  made 
by  Miss  Partridge,  the  President,  and  Miss  Mar- 
garet Curry,  the  Corresponding  Secretarq. 

Another    resolution    of    importance    was    one 


indorsing  the  commendation  of  the  purposes  of 
the  Veterans'  Bureau,  and  a  pledge  of  co-opera- 
tion in  the  improvement  of  the  hospitals  for 
veterans. 

Mrs.  Parker  Maddux,  President  of  the  San 
Francisco  Center,  presented  a  resolution  advo- 
cating a  concerted  pledge  and  support  of  the 
women  of  the  state  in  an  appeal  to  President 
Harding  for  the  reduction  of  armaments,  and  a 
request  that  all  of  the  meetings  of  the  Peace 
Conference  be  given  full  publicity. 

The  morning  session  then  adjourned  for 
luncheon.  The  afternoon  was  devoted  to  an 
interesting  and  varied  entertainment  of  songs, 
addresses  and  discussions.  Pioneering  in  Rural 
Communities  was  a  fine  address  given  by  Dr. 
Ethel  Watters,  who  is  the  Director  of  Child 
Hygiene  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  Bureau. 
Public  Health,  Health  Centers,  Civics,  and  an 
address  on  Women  as  Jurors,  Juries  and  Crim- 
inal Law,  Better  Films  and  Woman  Citizenship 
were  some  of  the  topics  discussed.  The  excellent 
music  was  given  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  M. 
E.  Blanchard,  Chairman  of  Music.

An  extension  of  motherhood  is  a  term  that 
might  be  consistently  applied  to  the  plan  of  work 
of  the  Santa  Barbara  County  women  whose 
recent  convention  placed  before  the  clubwomen 
of  California  so  big  and  fine  a  new  social  ideal. 

The  Convention  was  held  in  Santa  Maria 
October  22nd,  with  Mrs.  John  C.  Urquhart, 
District  President,  as  guest  of  honor. 

Presidents,  delegates,  and  members  from  Car- 
penteria,  Goleta,  Santa  Barbara,  Lompoc,  Or- 
cutt,  Betteravia,  Guadalupe,  and  Santa  Maria 
registered.  Speakers  included  Mrs.  John  C. 
Urquhart,  Mrs.  Frank  A.  Conant,  Mrs.  Blanche 
Friend  Austin,  Miss  East,  Miss  Dimmick,  Miss 
Pearl  Chase,  Miss  E.  Kidd,  Mrs.  C.  C.  Wilkin, 
Mrs.  F.  J.  Goble,  Mrs.  Dolph  Tuggle,  Mrs. 
Humphrey,  and  others. 

One  brought  away  from  that  meeting  the  feel- 
ing that  the  thing  not  in  the  spot-light,  nor  in 
the  bold  headlines  on  the  first  page,  are  the  ones 
that  try  the  metal,  and  that  carry  the  workers 
far  afield,  to  be  an  inspiration  to  all  with  whom 
they  come  in  contact. 

The  reports  were  impersonal  records  of  per- 


sonal achievements.  These  clubwomen  have 
been  the  bulwarks  of  their  schools  and  commun- 
ity interests.  They  have  inaugurated  community 
welfare  associations,  have  founded  children's 
protective  associations ;  have  taken  a  stand  for 
better  motion  pictures,  encouraged  their  business 
men  to  cooperate  with  them  in  enforcing  the 
part-time  school  law.  They  are  teaching  health 
and  citizenship,  and  love  of  humanity  all  through 
their  club  work ;  and  their  communities  are  proud 
of  them  and  anxious  to  help. 

President  Presides 
Mrs.  M.  O.  Winters,  President  of  the  County 
Federation,  presided,  and  in  her  opening  address 
made  plain  to  her  listeners  that  the  women  of 
today  are  all  bound  together  in  the  bundle  of 
life.  "Women  no  longer  call  to  each  other  across 
the  mountain  tops,"  said  Mrs.  Winter.  "Today 
they  are  working  side  by  side  and  shoulder  to 
shoulder,  -taking  a  place  in  the  world's  work  they 
have  never  taken  before.  On  the  foundation  that 
we  lay  today  depends  what  our  citizenship  of  the 
future  will  be."  She  spoke  briefly  of  the  County 
Federation's    objective  —  that   all   clubs   of    the 
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county   might   unite    to    promote    the    ideals   for 
which  the  womanhood  of  the  country  stands. 
Community  Welfare 

Miss  Pearl  Chase  of  Santa  Barbara  spoke  of 
the  Community  Welfare  Association  of  Santa 
Barbara  and  vicinity,  known  as  the*  Community 
Club.  The  work  will  be  done  under  the  direc- 
tion of  a  neighborhood  recreation  center,  and  the 
National  Community  Service  Association  will 
send  a  leader  for  three  months  to  each  center 
asking  for  same.  One  of  the  activities  of  these 
centers  is  to  advertise  in  the  schools  the  good  and 
worth-while  moving  pictures  showing  in  the 
theaters  of  the  community. 

School  Nurse 

"The  good  in  them  makes  it  so  worth-while, 
and  it  is  an  inspiration  to  go  into  these  homes 
and  feel  they  need  you,"  said  Miss  E.  Kidd,  who 
spoke  on  her  work  as  a  school  nurse.  Mrs.  Kidd 
talked  particularly  close  to  life,  and  told  many- 
interesting  bits  about  her  department. 
American  Citizenship 

Mrs.  C.  C.  Wilkin  spoke  of  the  comprehensive 
plan  of  American  Citizenship,  of  carrying  their 
activities  into  the  part-time  school  work ;  and  of 
the  campaign  to  get  hold  of  the  older  aliens  for 
classes  in  American  citizenship. 

Americanization  Factories 
"Our  public  schools  are  our  biggest  American- 


ization factories,"  said  Miss  East,  County  Super- 
visor of  Attendance.  Miss  East  told  of  her  visits 
along  the  highways  and  byways  of  the  county  in 
search  of  young  people  who  should  be  in  school, 
and  how  it  was  oftimes  necessary  to  use  a  great 
deal  of  diplomacy  in  gathering  them  into  the 
school  fold. 

County  Nurse 

The  County  Nurse,  Miss  Dimmick,  has  found 
the  most  unique  and  effectual  may  of  preaching 
the  gospel  of  good  health.  She  teaches  health 
through  the  means  of  native  little  stories.  She  is 
often  called  upon  to  nurse  sick  minds  and  sick 
souls ;  and  even  helps  to  settle  family  difficulties, 
etc. 

The  Luncheon 

Following  the  morning  session  luncheon  was 
served  in  the  ball  room  of  the  Santa  Maria  club 
house.  Mrs.  F.  J.  Coble,  President  of  the 
Minerva  Club  of  Santa  Maria,  presided  at 
luncheon  and  very  cleverly  introduced  Mrs. 
Dolph  Tuggle,  toastmistress  of  the  day,  who  in 
turn  made  a  delightfully  distinguishing  an- 
nouncement of  each  person  to  speak. 
On  Citizenship 

Mrs.  Urquhart  crowded  into  a  very  few  min- 
utes the  wisdom  of  a  lifetime  in  her  talk  on 
citizenship,  and  her  explanation  of  the  purpose 
in  forming  the  Coming-of-Age  Clubs. 
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On  Motion  Pictures 

Mrs.  Conant  had  some  deep-biting  arguments 
to  offer  on  the  question  of  the  motion  pictures. 
She  said  that  the  peril  in  most  of  them  is  their 
vulgarity  ;  making  them  especially  dangerous  for 
the  boys  and  girls  of  from  14  to  16  years  of  age. 
In  quoting  from  a  writer  in  one  of  the  high  class 
magazines,  she  said,  "The  movies  have  so  under- 
mined the  people's  power  of  thinking,  that  even 
teachers  and  preachers  are  reaching  down  to 
them." 

Mrs.  Austin  took   for  her  subject,  "Publicity 
All  Dressed  Up  and  No  Place  to  Go." 
The.  Music 

Mrs.  Sink,  flutist;  Miss  Little,  violinist,  and 
Mrs.  Marshall  at  the  piano  were  generously 
applauded  for  their  musical  numbers,  and  they 
fairly  won  all  the  priase  they  received. 

The  musical  program  of  the  afternoon  was 
given  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  G.  Harston,  vocal- 
ists Miss  Ramona  Little,  violinist,  and  Mrs.  E. 
L.  Marshall  at  the  piano.  And  again  the  praise 
of  the  audience  was  lavishly  bestowed. 
"Unfinished  Pyramid" 

Mrs.  Urquhart  was  the  speaker  of  the  after- 
noon, her  subject,  "The  Unfinished  Pyramid." 
Her  speech  was  a  ringing  declaration  of  unfal- 
tering faith  in  the  American  Citizenship  work 
which  is  going  to  add  year  by  year  and  day  by 
day     to     the     unfinished     pyramid — a     symbolic 
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figure  on  the  under  side  of  the  United  States  seal. 
Mrs.  Urquhart  brought  with  her  a  bronze  copy 
of  the  seal  from  which  she  drew  her  word 
picture. 

An  informal  tea  followed  the  afternoon  session.

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A  VISION  OF  FAIR  WOMEN,    A    PAGEANT    BY    CLUB 
WOMEN  FOR  MILLS  COLLEGE  BENEFIT 


Under  the  able  leadership  of  Mrs.  Minna 
McGauley,  prominent  society  woman  and  club 
leader  of  Oakland,  a  movement  has  been  launched 
for  the  giving  of  a  pageant  to  swell  the  endow- 
ment fund  of  Mills  College. 

As  this  college  is  the  only  woman's  college 
west  of  the  Mississippi  and  is  now  crowded  to 
its  capacity,  with  a  long  waiting  list  ahead,  the 
University  of  California  also  being  greatly  over- 
crowded, it  has  become  vitally  necessary  t  orelieve 
the  situation. 

The  General  Education  Board  of  New  York 
City,  with  its  Rockefeller  Fund,  has  become 
interested  in  Mills,  and  certain  conditions  being 
filled,  will  donate  the  sum  of  $350,000,  the 
interest  of  which  may  be  used  for  the  payment 
of  teachers'  salaries.  That  our  California  Mills 
College  is  big  enough,  educationally,  to  attract 
this  eastern  Board,  is  gratifying  indeed,  and  it 
behooves  the  entire  state  to  become  interested  in 
securing  this  large  sum  of  money  while  the  oppor- 
tunity is  open.  Through  the  efforts  of  the 
Alumnae  Association  of  Mills  College,  $217,000 
has  already  been  pledged.  To  raise  the  one 
million  dollars  towards  which  the  institution  is 
working,  $433,000  additional  will  be  required, 
together  with  the  Rockefeller  endowment. 

To  reach  this  goal,  the  branches  of  the  Mills 
Alumnae  Association  are  earnestly  working,  and 
the  above  plan,  mentioned  in  the  opening  para- 
graph of  this  article,  provides  a  very  definite 
means  of  raising  a  large  sum.  It  is  suggested 
that  each  community,  alert  to  the  need  of  higher 
education  for  budding  womanhood,  lend  them- 


selves to  this  effort,  or  a  similar  plan,  for  the 
raising  of  money  for  Mills.  It  is  a  matter  which 
might  well  be  taken  up  by  the  women's  clubs 
of  the  entire  state,  from  the  standpoint  of  profit 
for  our  youth,  sentiment,  pride  in  a  splendid 
educational  institution,  as  well  as  the  necessity 
for  expansion,  if  it  is  to  meet  the  demands  which 
its  success  has  brought  upon  it. 

The  state,  district  and  county  organizations 
of  woman's  clubs  are  endorsing  the  movement 
as  rapidly  as  it  is  brought  before  them.  It  will 
be  recalled  with  what  success  the  women  of  the 
Alameda  District  "put  over"  the  the  Amazonian 
period  in  the  pageant  during  the  Convention  in 
the  Yosemite  Valley  last  May.  Many  of  these 
same  women  will  particupate  in  the  one  outlined 
below  and  this  alone  bespeaks  success. 

The  pageant  will  be  called  "A  Vision  of  Fair 
Women"  or  "A  Fashion  Festival,"  and  will  be 
in  the  form  of  a  Period  Fashion  Show,  with  a 
program  lasting  about  two  hours.  Music  appro- 
priate to  the  time  and  subject  will  be  given. 
Professional  talent  has  been  secured  for  the  prom- 
inent parts.  Age,  Maturity  and  Youth  will  be 
portrayed,  with  the  accompanying  divisions  of 
Winter,  Drama  and  Tragedy,  Summer  and 
Song,  Youth  with  its  Springtime,  Dance  and 
Comedy.  Mills  students  will  be  well  represented. 

The  City  Administration  of  Oakland  is 
heartily  backing  this  effort,  together  with 
women's  organizations  of  the  East  Bay  region. 
The  Council  has  donated  the  Municipal  Audi- 
torium.    It  will  be  given  in  March,  1922.

With  the  opening  of  October,  club  work  in 
the  San  Joaquin  Valley  District  has  started  with 
a  cheer  for  improvement  during  the  coming  club 
year.  Two  things  have  been  launched  particu- 
larly that  are  a  "long  step"  toward  federation, 
one  being  the  cooperation  of  the  Parlor  Lecture 
Club  with  the  smaller  clubs  of  Fresno  on  the 
matter  of  lectures,  the  other,  the  endorsement  of 
the  San  Joaquin  Valley  District  of  better  movies. 

To  assist  the  smaller  clubs  that  are  no  finan- 
cially able  to  secure  lecturers,  the  Parlor  Lecture 
Club  is  offering  a  course  of  lectures  by  Anna 
Little  Barry  on  current  events.  A  group  of  ten 
or  more  from  any  club  may  obtain  tickets  at  half 
price. 

In  endorsing  the  better  movie  plan,  the  clubs 
of  the  district  are  to  cooperate  in  every  way  with 
motion  picture  houses  that  show  the  better  films. 
The  Liberty  Theater  in  Fresno  features  a  Sat- 
urday morning  show  for  school  children  and  each 
performance  is  attended  by  Mrs.  W.  L.  Potts, 
Chairman  of  the  Better  Movie  Committee  from 
the  Parlor  Lecture  Club. 

The  Women's  Club  of  San  Joaquin  has  been 
taken  into  the  district. 

A  district  board  meeting  was  held  on  Septem- 
ber 29  in  Fresno,  which  was  attended  by  about 


sixty,  representing  clubs  as  far  south  as  Bakers- 
field  and  as  far  north  as  Turlock.  This  was  the 
first  regular  meeting. 

Mrs.  George  Turner,  District  President,  vis- 
ited nine  clubs  during  the  last  month  and  at- 
tended the  State  Board  meeting  in  San  Francisco 
on  October  15th.

Although  their  points  of  view  might  diverge  in 
lesser  matters,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  in 
some  of  the  more  important  issues  the  pathway 
of  the  General  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs, 
and  that  of  the  League  of  Women  Voters  are 
converging,  to  go  as  one  along  the  highway  of 
constructive  education  and  legislation. 

California  Club  executives  are  in  receipt  of  a 
joint  letter  signed  by  Mrs.  Thumas  G.  Winter, 
president  of  the  General  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs,  and  by  Mrs.  Maud  Wood  Park,  president 
of  the  National  League  of  Women  Voters,  in 
which  the  two  great  organizations  are  asked  to 
work  together  in-so-far  as  both  and  all  may  be 
benefited. 

The  letter  reads : 

Dear  Club  and  League  State  Presidents: 

There  are  before  us  at  this  time  so  many 
important  issues  that  it  is  even  more  than 
usually  wasteful  of  strength  for  women 
agreeing  upon  great  issues  not  to  get  the  full 
force  to  be  derived  from  co-operation. 

The  General  Federaton  of  Women's 
Clubs  and  the  National  League  of  Women 
Voters  are  both  organizations  of  progress- 
ive women  interested  in  the  right  develop- 
ment and  the  right  conservation  of  our 
country's  resources;  they  are  both  organized 
in  each  one  of  the  forty-eight  states ;  they 
are  both  supporting  certain  state  and  federal 
legislation,  in  many  instances  the  same  bills. 
It  is  to  be  regretted  that  there  are  a  few 
individuals  here  and  there  who  see  in  these 
facts  reasons  for  friction  "and  complaints  of

duplication  of  effort.  And  it  is  a  matter  for 
rejoicing  that  these  few  persons  represent  an 
infinitesimal  percentage  of  the  interested 
women.  Obviously,  since  the  work  of  the 
General  Federation  is  primarily  sociological 
and  educational,  and  the  work  of  the  League 
concerns  itself  with  women  as  voting  citi- 
zens, there  is  a  good  and  sufficient  reason  for 
co-operation  instead  of  discord. 

These  differences  are  in  emphasis  only  and 
not  in  sharp  distinction.  The  Federation 
has  always  done  legislative  work,  and  the 
League  is  doing  educational  work  ;  but  the 
"overlapping"  should  be  used  to  promote 
mutual  strength  and  understanding,  never 
rivalry  or  antagonism. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure,  therefore,  that 
we,  the  National  Presidents  of  these  two 
organizations,  announce  to  our  auxiliarv 
members  our  mutual  understanding  of  the 
value  of  both  organizations  and  our  earnest 
desire  that  the  most  cordial  leiations  of  co- 
operation shall  exist  between  all  state  and 
local  branches  and  the  members  in  general 
of  the  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  and  the 
League  of  Women  Voters,  to  the  end  that 
the  work  in  which  we  are  all  interested  may 
be  forwarded  with  the  least  possible  waste 
of  effort.

INSTITUTE 


The  Emerson  Institute,  which  is  to  be  held  in 
California  during  November  and  December, 
comes  upon  the  stage  at  the  psychological 
moment. 

The  interest  in  better  nourished  children  is 
nation  wide,  and  as  a  result  there  is  a  constantly 
increasing  demand  for  worker.,  in  this  field  of 
endeavor. 

At  a  recent  California  Teachers'  Institute  the 
main  topic  under  consideration  was  the  question 
of  school  lunches  and  other  factors  for  the 
improvement  of  the  physical  condition  of  the 
children. 

Dr.  William  F.  P.  Emerson  of  Boston,  who 
will  conduct  the  Nutrition  Institutes  in  San 
Francisco  and  Los  Angeles,  is  a  graduate  of  Har- 
vard Medical  School  and  occupies  the  Chair  of 
Pediatrics  in  Tuffts  Medical  College. 

For  years  Dr.  Emerson  has  devoted  himself  to 
the  conduct  of  nutrition  classes  for  delicate  chil- 
dren in  Boston  and  has  acquired  a  nation  wide 
reputation  for  his  efficient  work. 

Nutrition  classes  organized  on  the  Emerson 
plan  have  been  successfully  conducted  in  a  num- 
ber of  cities  in  California  and  in  others  bread 
and  milk  lunches  have  been  served  during  mid- 
morning  recess  to  children  found  to  be  under 
weight. 

These  endeavors  have  proven  so  satisfactory 
that  they  are  being  extended  as  rapidly  as  funds 
and  workers  are  available. 

The  Emerson  Institutes  will  materially  assist 
in  the  advancement  of  the  work  by  training  such 
workers.

But  by  far  the  most  beneficial  and  far-reach- 
ing results  of  these  institutes  will  be  the  stimula- 
tion of  interest  in  child  betterment  in  the  minds 
of  parents. 

With  the  improvements  in  the  feeding  of  cat- 
tle and  stock  during  recent  years  it  is  a  surprising 
fact  that  similar  improvement  in  the  nourish- 
ment of  humans  has  been  so  slow  of  development. 
\  et  it  is  a  fact  that  on  farms  whose  owners  pride 
themselves  on  the  condition  of  the  stock  one 
often  finds  poor,  under-nourished  little  children, 
literally  starving  to  death  in  the  midst  of  plentv. 

I  have  often  remarked  on  viewing  parades  of 
calf  and  pig  clubs  that  an  ornery,  miserable  ani- 
mal will  be  led  by  a  child  equally  poor  and 
wretched,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  a  well-cared- 
for  animal  is  not  necessarily  led  by  a  well-fed 
child.     In  fact,  this  is  the  exception. 

It  is  not  unusual  to  find  no  cream  or  butter 
on  the  table  of  well-to-do  dairy  farms,  and  canned 
milk  is  often  served  together  with  margarine  of 
some  sort. 

There  is  a  definite  part  for  the  Women's 
Clubs  to  perform  in  the  promotion  of  these  two 
institutes,  a  service  which  will  be  of  the  greatest 
benefit  to  child  welfare  work  in  California.  This 
is  for  each  Club  to  furnish  scholarships  in  pro-

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portion  to  its  size  and  financial  ability,  which 
will  make  possible  the  attendance  of  welfare 
workers  and  public  health  nurses  who  would 
otherwise  be  unable  to  have  the  advantage  of 
this  course  of  intensive  training.  These  scholar- 
ships are  $15  and  include  all  materials  required 
for  the  work. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Parent-Teacher 
Clubs  will  see  that  one  member  is  delegated  to 
take  the  course  and  report  back  to  her  organiza- 
tion, so  that  the  mothers  will  be  stimulated  to 
co-operate  with  the  school  departments  in  carry- 
ing on  nutrition  work  in  all  schools  in  the  state. 

This  should  be  as  much  a  part  of  the  school 
curriculum  as  the  three  R's.  Children  who  are 
under-nourished  are  in  no  condition  to  absorb 
knowledge.  Indeed,  this  has  been  proven  without 
the  shadow  of  a  doubt. 

Under-nourished  bodies  house  under-nourished 
brains,  and  school  money  is  being  wasted  in  the 
attempt  to  educate  them.  Bringing  these  little 
bodies  up  to  normal  by  proper  feeding,  food  and 
living  habits  has  put  many  children  in  their  right- 
ful places  who  had  been  long  looked  upon  as 
being  of  subnormal  intellect. 


Childhood  is  surely  coming  into' its  own,  and 
such  efforts  as  the  Emerson  Institutes  are  stimu- 
lating and  accelerating  the  event.

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PRESIDENT'S   MESSAGE 


Dear  Clubwomen  of  California: 

Very  soon  we  shall  be  observing  that  most  sacred 
of  all  holidays,  the  birthday  of  the  Prince  of  Peace. 

Surely  the  real  spirit  of  Christmas — "Peace  on 
earth;  good  will  to  men" — will  pervade  our  coming 
observance  more  universally  than  ever  before.  That 
the  leading  powers  of  the  world  have  met  in  con- 
ference to  discuss  the  limitation  of  armament  encour- 
ages us  all  to  believe  and  hope  that  the  time  is 
approaching  when  some  basis  may  be  found  for  the 
establishment  of  a  world  peace. 

We  are  gratified  that  four  women  of  our  nation 
were  named  as  members  of  the  Advisory  Council, 
and  we  are  particularly  proud  and  happy  that  our 
brilliant  President  of  the  General  Federation  of 
Women's  Clubs,  Mrs.  Thomas  G.  Winter,  and  Mrs. 
Katherine  Phillips  Edson,  prominent  California  club- 
woman,  were   thus   honored. 

"What   will   education   in    citizenship   and   improved 


legislation  matter  if  we  are  not  able  to  build  a  govern- 
mental structure — to  establish  a  world  order  which 
shall  make  impossible  a  repetition  of  1914  and  the 
social  chaos  which  followed. 

"Woven  will  have  to  keep  the  world  out  of  war. 
It  will  tax  all  their  powers  to  the  utmost,  but  the 
game  is  worth  the  candle,  for  civilization  itself  is 
the  candle." 

Carrying  out  a  resolution  adopted  at  the  mass 
meeting  hold  in  the  Hollywood  Bowl  on  Armistice 
day,  Mrs.  J.  C.  Urquhart  has  called  a  meeting  of 
the  women  of  Los  Angeles  "to  mobilize  for  peace."  I 
hope  this  movement  will  spread  throughout  the  state 
and  that  the  women  of  California  will  feel  it  as 
great  an  obligation  to  organize  for  the  winning  of 
peace  as   they  did  for  winning  the  war.

THE    STATE    PRESIDENT 

Federation  co-operation  is  the  treasure.  It  is  the 
pot  of  gold  found  at  the  end  of  the  rainbow  of  long 
seeking.  One  sense  that  fact  in  the  intimate  little 
talks  with  Mrs.  William  Fitzgerald,  President  of  C. 
F.  W.  G,  whose  visit  to  Southern  California,  accom- 
plished much  in  bringing  together  in  closer  bonds 
of  federation  the  clubs  and  districts  of  the  Southland. 

Mrs.  Fitzgerald  is  the  mental  dynamo  of  the  State 
Federation;  sufficient  to  pilot  the  flagship  of  the 
Federation  and  tow  along  a  number  of  smaller  craft 
that  might  suffer  for  lack  of  power  except  for  her 
broad   spirit   of   helpfulness. 

To  the  clubs  and  conventions  where  she  spoke,  the 
president  had  the  persuading  power  of  the  Pied  Piper 
of  Hamlin.  Where  the  Federation  spirit  had  lain 
dormant  it  awakened,  rubbed  the  sleep  from  its  eyes, 
and  was   up   and  following  the   indomitable   leader. 

"I  am  delighted  with  the  broad  Federation  idea 
prevalent  among  the  women  of  the  districts  through 
which  I  have  traveled,"  said  Mrs.  Fitzgerald.  "One 
feels  a  new  mental  stimulus  after  attending  the  splen- 
did meetings  and  hearing  the  women  talk  and  give 
their  amazing  reports.  I  shall  take  home  with  me 
rich  memories  that  can  be  laid  away  for  future 
feasts." 

AN  OLD  ACQUAINTANCE 
Lest  old  acquaintance  be  forgot,  Mrs.  Fitzgerald  is 
emphasizing  the  importance  of  the  endowment  fund 
drive  scheduled  for  the  month  of  February,  at  which 
time  an  intensive  campaign  will  be  launched  for  the 
purpose  of  stimulating  the  fund  to  a  sufficient  amount 
necessary  for  carrying  on  the  Federation  work. 

TO  BE  VIGILANT 
The  President  speaks  earnestly  in  favor  of  vigilant 
committees.  Not  something  to  be  born  of  any  personal 
animosity,  not  in  the  spirit  of  retaliation  or  revenge, 
but  for  the  purpose  of  throwing  a  protective  influence 
about  our  young  people;  and  a  force  to  drive  back 
the  terrible  advancement  of  commercialized  Ivice, 
gaining  a  foothold  in  the  beautiful  state  of  California. 
The  morals  of  our  young  people  are  being  endangered 
by  unclean  pictures  that  twist  right  and  wrong  in 
queer  directions;  by  loose  standards  of  modesty  that 
have  grown  out  of  a  disgusting  fashion ;  and,  most 
insidious  of  all,  by  organized  groups  of  moral  perverts 
who  are  selling  "dope"  to  children  of  school  age.  We 
can't  live  lavender-scented  lives  in  our  clubs  todav, 
was    the    thought    left   by    Mrs.    Fitzgerald. 


The  right  to  be  useful  is  one  of  the  most  important 
of  the  inalienable  rights  spoken  of  in  the  Declaration 
of  Independence  of  the  United  States,  according  to  the 
President    of    the    California    Federation. 


A    CORRECTION 

John  Muir  was  certainly  right  when  he  said,  "Don't 
tote  too   heavy   a   pair  of   blankets." 

The  Editor  of  the  Clubwoman,  ex-officio  proof 
reader,  housekeeper,  jury-woman,  club  habitue,  lady- 
in-waiting  to  the  dish  mop  and  paring  knife,  etc.,  etc., 
seems  to  be  toting  a  pair  of  blankets  that  make  the 
way  hard  and  the  traveling  rough.  Though  you  may 
not  recognize  it,  this  preamble  is  an  apology  for  an 
error  that  appeared  in  the  October  number  of  the 
Clubwoman  and,  like  all  apologists,  the  Editor  uses 
an  alibi  to  cold-cream  her  conscience.

They  walked  with  God.  Those  women  who  met 
in   the    Hollywood   Bowl    on    November    11. 

As  the  Star  or  Bethlehem  blazing  out  of  the  dark- 
ness of  Eastern  skies  led  the  wise  men  to  the  cradle 
of  the  Prince  of  Peace,  so  did  love  of  the  world  lead 
the  women  of  Southern  California  to  that  Armistice 
day  observance;  there  to  offer  up  a  mighty  prayer 
that  the  hands  of  peace  may  roll  the  great  stone  away 
from  the  sepulcher  of  war,  and  love  may  come  forth 
to   bless   a  troubled   world. 

The  keynote  of  the  exercises  of  the  day  was  struck 
by  Mrs.  John  C.  Urquhart,  chairman  of  the  day,  in 
the  opening  words  of  the  afternoon,  which  she  gives 
to   the   Clubwoman    as   her   Christmas   message. 

"Though  I  speak  ivith  the  tongues  of  men  and  of 
angels  and  have  not  love,  I  am  become  as  sounding 
brass,  or  a  tinkling  cymbal."     1   Corinthians,   13 :1. 

To  speak  for  thei  women  i'of  America  iat  this 
important  hour  is  at  once  a  great  privilege  and  a 
still  greater  responsibility.  As  an  individual  I  am 
incapable  of  doing  it,  but  as  a  simple  searcher  for 
truth  and  a  firm  believer  in  the  supremacy  of  right, 
I  humbly  accept  the  honor,  and  speak  from  the  depths 
of   my   love  for   mankind. 

Today  America  becomes  the  host  to  the  most  power- 
ful group  of  men  in  the  world;  the  men  in  whose 
hands  lies  the  destiny  of  civiligation.  While  it  is 
given  to  the  men  of  these  potential  nations  to  meet 
in  conference,  and  upon  them  rests  the  burden  of 
decision,  the  responsibility  for  that  decision  rests 
equally  if  not  more  upon  the  women  of  the  world,  for 
it  is  said  that  women  can  put  an  end  to  war  whenever 
they  wish.  The  women  of  today  are  thinking  of  this 
responsibility,  thinking  of  it  with  high  and  prayerful 
resolve  to  leave  nothing  undone  which  is  within  their 
power  to  bring  about  the  longed  for  condition  of  peace. 

Women  cannot  forget  all  the  anguish  and  all  the 
evil  that  war  has  brought  to  the  human  race.  Women 
cannot  forget  that  they  are  the  natural  guardians  of 
life;  that  they  bear,  nurture  and  foster  life,  and 
that  their   mission   is   preeminentl)'   to  conserve   life. 

Human  life  is  most  sacred  to  her,  and  far  out- 
weighs commercial  gain  or  political  advantage. 

Woman  has  always  been  and  will  continue  to  be  a 
spiritual  force,  a  silent  force,  for  good,  but  she  feels 
the  time  has  come  when  she  must  add  her  voice  and 
political  force  to  her  spiritual  power  and  send  out 
her  demand  that  never  again  shall  such  teriffic  sacri- 
fice of  life  and  happiness  as  has  swept  over  the  world 
through  the  past  great  war,  be  possible. 

Our  women  have  done  valiantly.  They  played  the 
game  of  war  squarely.  The  nobility  in  them  never 
wavered  when  called  upon  to  give,  give,  give  of  the 
precious  lives  of  their  loved  ones;  but  we  in  America 
know  the  sacrifice  was  made  not  to  feed  the  outworn 
glory  of  the  war  gods,  but  with  the  abiding  conviction 
that  our  own  flesh  and  blood  might  vicariously  put 
an  end   to   future   slaughter. 

Armistice  day,  1918,  came  with  its  promise  of  peace. 
Three  years  have  passed.  Our  hearts  are  sick — the 
assurance  of  peace  has  not  come.  But  today,  hope 
dawns  on  the  horizon.  It  is  not  only  a  day  of  sacred 
memories,  but  a  day  of  resurrected  hopes.  We  honor 
our  President  for  having  made  possible  the  conference 
on  limitation  of  armaments.  We  realize  the  task 
before  the  representatives  at  that  peace  table.  We 
know  we  must  help  as  women  have  always  helped, 
by  wise  counsel,  brave  assurance,  and  constant  prayer. 


And  so  today,  in  this  great  temple  not  made  with 
hands,  the  invisible  forces  of  Life  have  called  us 
together  to  enable  the  mother-heart  of  the  world  to 
send  up  its  mighty  prayer  to  the  Author  and  Giver 
of  Life,  that  the  nations  of  the  world  might  so  under- 
stand each  other  that  confidence  would  be  restored, 
and  through  the  knowledge  of  the  omnipotence  of 
God,  the  Father  of  mankind,  that  we  might  be  per- 
mitted to  live  in  peace  and  amity  each  with  his 
brother. 

We  call  upon  these  great  men  of  all  nations 
assembled  at  Washington  to  hear  this  cry  of  humanity. 
We  ask  a  blessing  on  their  deliberations;  but  as 
thoughtful  people  we  know  that  no  elaborate  structure 
of  peace  documents  can  really  bring  peace.  We  know 
peace  is  the  fruit  of  the  spirit.  We  know  it  is  hatred 
and  suspicion  and  fear  and  lust  that  are  constantly 
making  for  war.  We  know  peace  and  confidence 
must  come  from  within,  must  be  born  in  the  heart  of 
every  living  being,  and  that  nothing  but  love,  love  of 
God  and  his  image,  man,  can  bring  lasting  peace. 

For  nearly  two  thousand  years  we  have  uttered  the 
prayer  taught  us  by  -the  gentle  Nazarene,  "Thy 
kingdom  come,  Thy  will  be  done,  on  earth  as  it  is  in 
heaven."  Is  it  not  time  were  expecting  an  answer 
to  that  prayer?  That  prayer  which  prays  for  the 
reign  of  love  and  harmony  to  be  manifested  here  and 
now?  Perhaps  there  has  been  something  lacking, 
something  which  has  kept  the  world  from  realizing 
the  fulfillment  of  that  prayer.  The  wise  man  of  old 
prayed  for  an  understanding  heart,  that  he  might 
know  his  great  people.  It  is  the  understanding  heart 
we  need  today,  and  the  understanding  heart  will 
enable  us  to  think  rightly,  to  think  righteousness. 
And  the  prophet  Isaiah  tells  us 

"Rise  up  ye  women  that  are  at  ease ;  hear  my 
voice  ye  careless  daughters;  give  ear  unto  my 
speech. 

"Many  days  and  years  shall  ye  be  troubled, 
ye  careless  women;  for  the  vintage  shall  fail, 
the  gathering  shall  not  come  until  the  spirit  be 
poured  upon  us  from  on  high,  and  righteousness 
remain    in   the   fruitful    field. 

"And  the  work  of  righteousness  shall  be  peace; 
and  the  effect  of  righteousness,  quietness  and 
assurance   forever." 

"And  my  people  shall  dwell  in  a  peaceable  habita- 
tion, and  in  sure  dwellings,  and  in  quiet  resting 
places." 

Soon  we  will  be  celebrating  the  birth  of  the  Prince 
of  Peace.  The  birth  of  the  greatest  idea,  the  greatest 
thought  of  the  world — the  advent  of  love  into  the 
hearts   of  men. 

Let  us,  women  of  America,  put  so  much  love  and 
understanding  and  confidence  into  life  between  this 
and  Christmas  morn  that  not  only  the  wise  men  at 
Washington,  who  like  the  wise  men  of  old  have  seen 
the  star  and  followed  its  leadings,  will  feel  the  cour- 
ageous support,  but  the  angels  bending  low  to  catch 
the  harmonies  of  earth  will  hear  the  glad  tidings, 
that  the  Prince  of  Peace  has  entered  into  His  rightful 
kingdom,  the  hearts  of  men,  and  that  wars  itnll  end. 

This  is  what  we  want,  this  is  what  we  pray  may 
come;  that  all  of  the  nations  of  the  earth  may  sing 
with  one   accord 

"Glory  to  God  in  the  highest.  Peace  on  earth.  Good 
will  has  come  to  men. 
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CALIFORNIA    WOMAN    ON     ADVISORY     COMMITTEE 
OF    GREAT   WORLD    CONFERENCE

The  announcement  that  President  Harding  had 
selected  Mrs.  Katherine  Philips  Edson  of  Los  Angeles 
to  be  one  of  the  four  women  members  of  the  advisory 
coudciI  to  the  United  States  delegation  for  tbe  limita- 
tion of  armaments  conference  was  received  with  pleas- 
ure and  satisfaction   by  her  friends. 

In  all  California  there  is  no  woman  more  loyal  to 
the  cause  of  the  welfare  of  women  and  children  than 
Mrs.  Edson,  and  her  activities  relating  thereto  have 
been   inspirational    as   well    as   practical. 

Coming  from  good  American  stock — English  and 
Dutch  (Holland)  with  a  trace  of  Spanish — and  being 
the  daughter  of  a  prominent  Ohio  physician  who  was 
an  ardent  advocate  of  woman's  suffrage  and  of  public 
health  measures  that  have  only  in  recent  years  been 
mentioned  in  polite  society,  Mrs.  Edson  proves  the 
truth  of  the  statements  that  we  are  the  result  of 
heredity  as  well  as  of  environment,  and  that,  for- 
tunately, the  melting  pot  does  not  fuse  racial  char- 
acteristics into  smooth  and  monotonous  products. 

With  such  an  inheritance,  Mrs.  Edson's  interest  in 
public  welfare  work  was  early  aroused  and,  I  have 
no  doubt,  was  fostered  and  directed  by  her  association 
with  the  Friday  Morning  Club,  first  as  Secretary  in 
1901,  and  later  as  Vice-President.  This  Los  Angeles 
club  h2s  been  the  source  of  inspiration  of  many  fine 
California  women,  and  it  was  upon  its  platform  Mrs. 
Edson  found  to  her  great  astonishment  she  could 
speak  and  think  at  the  same  time! 

Possessing  a  mind  quick  to  grasp  causes  and  effects, 
Mrs.  Edson  was  convinced  early  in  her  club  work 
that    without    the    power    of    the    ballot    nothing    con- 


structive could  be  brought  about  without  great  loss 
of  time  and  effort,  and  in  order  to  secure  this  power 
she  entered  into  the  1910  campaign  for  equal  suffrage 
with  the  intensity  of  purpose  that  causes  her  to  remain 
with  all  her  undertakings  until  the  end,  be  it  bitter 
or    sweet. 

As  a  member  of  the  executive  committee  of  the 
California  Political  Equality  League,  as  chairman  of 
organization  and  as  a  campaign  speaker,  Mrs.  Edson 
did  efficient  and  lasting  work,  very  often  under  most 
trying  conditions.  She  was  the  league's  best  vote 
getter — a  convincing  speaker  because  of  her  clearly- 
stated  arguments,  her  enthusiasm  and  absolute  sin- 
cerity, and  a  personality  that  brought  her  closely  in 
touch  with  her  audience.  In  these  activities;  as  the 
official  representative  of  the  league  before  the  Cali- 
fornia state  legislature,  where  she  remained  through- 
out the  session;  as  a  worker  at  the  polls  when  the 
suffrage  amendment  was  voted  upon  by  the  people, 
she  never  spared  herself,  but  at  any  time  performed 
any  kind  of  work  that  would  help  to  win. 

Votes  for  women  being  won,  Mrs.  Edson  in  1912 
turned  her  attention  to  municipal  affairs  instead  of 
to  partisan  politics,  being  loath  to  give  up  her  pleasant 
relations  with  women  of  different  political  parties,  and 
having  a  vision  of  what  co-operation  with  them  in 
work   for   the   common    good   would   mean. 

During  this  period  of  work  for  municipal  reform, 
Mrs.  Edson  was  chairman  of  the  public  health  depart- 
ment of  the  California  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs, 
one  of  a  committee  of  the  Los  Angeles  County  Medical 
Milk  Commission,  and  the  executive  secretary  of  the 
Los  Angeles  Pure  Milk  Campaign  Committee.  In 
this  latter  and  unsuccessful  campaign  to  protect  chil- 
dren   from    the    bad    effects    of    milk    from    tubercular 
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cows,  she  was  the  leading  spirit,  and  even  personally 
placed  posters  in  store  windows  and  tacked  them 
on  walls. 

In  this  same  year,  1912,  she  was  elected  as  the 
first  woman  to  serve  on  the  executive  council  of  the 
National  Municipal  League.  In  the  California  Outlook 
about  this  time,  Mrs.  Florence  Collins  Porter,  one  of 
the    two    women    delegates    in    1912    to    the    national 


Republican  convention,  said,  "Mrs.  Edson  has  honestlv 
won  this  distinction  because  of  the  unselfish  work  she 
has  given  for  municipal  reform.  Sufficiently  aggressive 
to  press  to  victory  the  measures  she  advocates,  brilliant 
in  mind  and  personality,  and  with  an  alertness  to 
grapple  with  problems  presented,  Mrs.  Edson  will  be 
unquestionably  an  influential  member  of  the  council." 
Since   1912,  Mrs.  Edson  has  been  activelv  interested 
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in  the  betterment  of  industrial  relations  between 
employer  and  employe,  and  today  is  a  member  and 
executive  secretary  of  the  California  State  Industrial 
Welfare  Commission,  which  adjusts  wages  and  work- 
ing conditions  of  women  in  industry.  To  this  work 
she  has  brought  the  unfailing  sincerity  and  devotion 
that  distinguished  her  previous  activities,  and  the 
investigation  of  the  wages,  hours  of  labor  and  work- 
ing conditions  of  women  doing  continuous  work  was 
done  by  her  in  an  absolutely  open  way  and  with  a 
sympathetic  understanding  of  the  problems  confront- 
ing both  employer  and  employe.  When  entering  upon 
this  new  and,  naturally,  somewhat  difficult  work,  she 
expressed  her  intention  of  "going  in  at  the  front  door 
of  establishments  and  not  in  at  the  back,  and  that 
she  would  not  hold  up  to  public  criticism  those  who 
could  not  or  who  did  not  live  up  to  the  standards 
set,  but  would  commend  those  who  did."  Consequentlv 
a  minimum  wage  and  an  eight  hour  day  for  working 
women       were       established       without       antagonizing 


employers   of   labor. 

In  politics  Mrs.  Edson  is  a  Republican  and  a  sincere 
and  honest  progressive.  She  is  a  member  of  the 
executive  committee  of  the  Republican  National  Com- 
mittee. She  is  also  a  member  of  the  League  of 
Women   Voters. 

Through  her  political  experiences,  Mrs.  Edson  has 
become  convinced  that  the  vote  is  not  enough  even 
when  used  intelligently,  and  advises  women  to  affiliate 
with  the  political  party  of  their  choice,  and  to  work 
through  and  with  it.  She  may  be  right;  and  the 
50-50  millenium  may  be  at  hand.  The  admission  of 
four  women  to  a  committee  of  twenty-one  of  the 
arms  conference  may  show  that  the  powers-that-be 
are  beginning  to  realize  that  women  are  in  political 
life  to  say,  and  that  Mrs.  Edson,  Mrs.  Bird,  Mrs. 
Winter  and  Mrs.  Egan  are  but  representatives  of  a 
great  body  of  equally  capable  women  determined  to 
take   part  in   the   world's    affairs. 


WOMEN     FOR    WORLD     PEACE 


"Los  Angeles  women  of  many 
every  race,  creed  and  color  in  mass  meeting 
assembled — "  these  were  the  opening  words  of  the 
message  sent  to  President  Harding  from  the  woman's 
mass  meeting  in  the  Hollywood  Bowl  on  the  afternoon 
of  Armistice  day,  and  they  were  literally  true,  for 
never  was  there  a  more  cosmopolitan  or  more  inter- 
esting group  than  that  which  gathered  among  the 
Hollywood  hills  to  express  interest  in  and  support 
for   the   ideals   and   principles   of  world   peace. 

Though  arranged   and  called   by  women,  there  was

organizations  and  no  lack  of  men  among  the  picturesque  Russians, 
Japanese,  Chinese,  Negroes  and  other  foreigners  and 
Americans.  They  came  by  thousands,  and  all  the 
benches  and  the  stage  seats  were  filled  long  before 
the  scheduled  time  for  the  beginning,  and  still  the 
people  poured  in   and  sat  on  the  hillsides. 

It  was  thrilling  and,  aside  from  the  beautiful  pro- 
gram of  singing  and  the  sincere  and  moving  words 
that  were  spoken,  the  audience  was  an  inspiration 
and  an  uplift.  It  was  their  meeting  where  they  had 
come    to    take    solemn    and    consecrated    part,    and    to 
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demonstrate     their     demand     for     disarmament     and 
against  war. 

There  could  have  been  no  more  beautiful  setting 
for  such  an  inspired  gathering  than  the  Hollywood 
Bowl.  The  people,  seated  in  the  form  of  a  cross, 
faced  a  beautiful  peace  flag  which  crowned  the  sum- 
mit of  a  hill,  on  the  side  of  which,  in  large  letters 
formed  of  white  roses,  was  the  word  "Peace."  On 
the  platform  was  massed  a  chorus  of  about  a  thousand 
women,  who  led  in  the  community  singing  under  the 
able  direction  of  Mrs.  A.  C.  Gates.  A  half  hour  of 
music,  selections  on  a  pipe  organ  played  by  Mrs. 
Inez  Jacobson,  and  the  singing  of  the  "Negro  Spir- 
ituals" by  one  hundred  women  jubilee  singers,  pre- 
ceded the  meeting,  and  created  an  idealistic,  religious 
atmosphere,  which  at  no  time  during  the  afternoon 
was   lost. 

The    meeting    opened    with    the    hearty    singing    of 
America     by    everyone,     followed     by    this    'beautiful 
praper   for   peace,    offered   bv   Mrs.    S.    H.   Creager: 
PEACE 

Today,  oh  God, 

The  women  of  the  world 

Lift  up  their  hearts  to  Thee 

In    mighty,    self-annihilating   prayer 

That   war   forevermore    shall    vanish 

From  the  face  of  this,  Thy  footstool. 

That  man  shall  nevermore  be  called 

To   slay   his   brother   man ; 

That  never,  never  shall  the  sweet,  brown  earth 

Be  drenched  again  with  human  blood, 

Nor   rivers  run  a  crimson,  burning  tide 

Down  to  the  sea. 

That   ne'er    again   shall    fertile    fields   be   white 

With   new-made   crosses 

That   lift  their   slender   fingers

Mrs.  J.  B.  Stearns,  chairman  of  the  committee  on 
arrangements,  called  the  meeting  to  order,  and  intro- 
duced Mrs.  John  C.  Urquhart,  who  presided  and 
made  the  opening  address,  which  is  given  as  her 
Christmas  message  to  the  Clubwoman  in  another  part 
of  the  magazine. 

The  international  roll  call  was  most  interesting, 
twenty-four  women  responding  for  their  different 
countries,   each   displaying  her  national   flag. 

The  international  speakers  were,  for  Great  Britain, 
Mrs.  Thompson  of  the  Daughters  of  the  British 
Empire;  for  France,  Miss  Madeleine  Letessier;  for 
Japan,  Mme.  U.  Inui;  for  China,  Miss  Katherine 
Chan,  and  for  Russia,  Mme.  Nadine  Borodin.  The 
same  thoughts  in  differing  language  were  spoken  bv 
each  of  these  women.  On  behalf  of  the  women  of  their 
countries  they  expressed  sympathy  with  the  movement 
of  women  for  world  peace;  they  deplored  the  heart 
rending  results  of  war,  and  said  that  women  all  over 
the  world  were  uniting  in  protest  against  war  and 
in   an  effort   to  maintain   peace. 

Mrs.  Shelley  Tolhurst  described  the  economic  con- 
sequences of  war,  showing  the  victor  and  vanquished 
alike  suffer  in  the  burdens  that  the  war  system 
imposes.  She  spoke  of  the  industrial  depression  and 
unemployment,  universal  throughout  the  world;  the 
misery    and    suffering    and   the    staggering,    increasing 
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cost  of  armaments  as  a  direct  result  of  the  war.  She 
showed  clearly  that  the  world  was  organized  and 
ready  for  war,  so  that  it  was  only  a  question  of 
mobilization  of  all  resources  at  the  time  war  was 
declared.  Women,  she  said,  were  called  on  to  support 
their  country  at  war;  to  take  a  program  and  follow 
it  without  question  or  analysis.  The  climax  of  her 
powerful  speech  was  reached  when  she  called  on 
women  to  mobilize,  and  to  work  as  hard  for  peace 
as   they   had   worked   for  war. 

At  the  close  of  her  remarks  a  motion  was  imme- 
daitely  made,  seconded  and  carried  unanimously  that 
a  meeting  should  be  called  to  form  a  permanent 
organization    of    Women    for    World    Peace. 

The  following  message  was  read  by  Mrs.  Seward 
A.  Simons,  and  on  motion  was  ordered  sent  to 
President  Harding: 

"In  mass  meeting  assembled,  women  of  Los  Angeles 
of  many  organizations  and  every  race,  creed  and 
color,  express  to  you  hearty  appreciation  of  your 
action  in  calling  the  international  conference  which 
opens    in    Washington    tomorrow. 

"We  pray  and  we  know  that  millions  of  women 
all  over  the  world  are  praying  with  us  that  this  con- 
ference  will    lead   to    disarmament   and   world    peace. 

"This  is  America's  great  hour.  It  is  her  mission 
to  demonstrate  to  a  world  in  shattered  misery  the 
futility  of  reliance  on  force  to  settle  international 
disputes.  Today  the  world  faces  starvation  and 
bankruptcy  as  a   result  of  war  and  armaments. 

"What  more  fitting  memorial  could  we  set  up  for 
the  millions  of  men  who  gave  their  lives  in  a  war  to 
end  war  than  the  establishment  of  international  under- 
standing and  co-operation  as  a  substitute  for  war. 

"Mothers  of  the  world  believe  it  of  far  greater 
importance  to  feed  the  millions  of  starving  children 
and  to  rehabilitate  humanity  than  to  build  battleships. 

"We  call  on  you  to  show  to  mankind  that  America 
is  brave  enough  to  trust  her  neighbors,  and  wise 
enough   to   plan   for   peace. 

"May  God  bless  you  and  the  deliberations  of  the 
conference." 

Mme.  Schuman-Heinck  then  entered,  bearing  the 
American  fiag.  Her  path  to  the  platform  was  strewn 
with  flowers  from  the  baskets  of  the  little  children 
who  lined  the  way.  The  audience  rose  en  masse  to 
greet  the  great  singer  as  she  sang  "The  Star  Spangled 
Banner",  waving  it  gracefully  in  time  to  the  music. 
After  she  had  sung,  she  spoke  in  words  of  deep  feeling 
of  her  sympathy  with  the  women's  movement  for 
peace,  and  pledged  herself  to  do  all  in  her  power 
to  help.  In  an  interview  the  next  day,  she  said  she 
was  so  overcome  with  emotion  she  could  hardly  sing 
or  speak.  What  mother  heart  could  long  more 
ardently  for  peace  between  nations  than  that  of  Mme. 
Schuman-Heinck,  whose  sons  fought  on  both  sides  of 
the  great  war? 

Interspersed  through  the  program  of  speaking  was 
community  singing  of  well  known  and  loved  songs; 
"America  the  Beautiful";  "All  Hail  the  Power  of 
Jesus'  Name";  "Onward  Christian  Soldiers";  "The 
Battle  Hymn  of  the  Republic",  etc.  The  Jamison 
Quartet  sang  "Peace  Rests  Upon  the  Hills  of  God", 
words  by  Corrine  Dodge  and  music  by  Charles  Wake- 
field Cadman.  This  was  the  first  time  it  had  been 
sung  in  public,  and  it  is  dedicated  to  the  cause  of 
Women  for  World  Peace. 

The  meeting  closed  by  singing. the  doxology,  while 
an  aeroplane  sailed  overhead  and  dropped  leaflets 
bearing  the  words  "Women  for  World  Peace." 
Women  won  the  suffrage  cause  through  combined 
efforts.  Today  they  can  win  this  greater  cause, 
which  has  for  its  keynote  the  sacredness  of  human 
life.  Failure  is  impossible  if  women,  co-operating 
one   with   the   other,   demand    it. 
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CLUB      PAGEANT      FAITHFULLY      PORTRAYS 
QUESTING    SPIRIT    OF    WOMAN

Unfolding  an  epic  of  California  history  and  sur- 
rounding it  with  a  mystic  halo  of  the  rennaisance  of 
womanhood,  the  film  showing  the  pageant  of  the 
California  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,  held  last 
May  in  the  Yosemite,  was  given  its  first  showing  at 
Walker  Theatre,  Los  Angeles,  Monday  night, 
November  14. 

It  was  essentially  a  ''clubby"  crowd  that  filled  the 
auditorium.  Groups  of  club  members  gathered  in 
the  lobby  for  informal  chats,  and  many  visited,  as  it 
were,  between  the  reels.  The  picture  deserves  far 
more  commendation  than  as  merely  a  faithful  repro- 
duction of  the  wonderful  pageant.  It  stands  for  a 
new  field  of  endeavor,  and  the  clubwomen  of  the 
state,  as  was  finely  expressed  by  the  State  President, 
Mrs.  W.  A.  Fitzgerald,  must  praise  the  good  in  motion 
pictures  as  well  as  condemn  what  seems  objectionable. 

And  in  order  to  justly  criticize  films,  it  is  well  for 
the  women  themselves  to  take  part  in  such  scenes  as 
those   taken    last   spring    in   the   lovely   Yosemite. 

The  women  know  that  by  means  of  motion  pictures, 
history,  art,  travel,  the  love  of  the  beautiful;  all 
can  be  inculcated  in  the  young.  And  with  the  mothers 
undergoing  the  experience  of  being  filmed  amid  the 
lush  meadows  of  the  Yosemite,  with  the  sentinel 
mountains  in  the  background,  and  lacelike  waterfalls 
sounding  their  accompaniment,  the  picture  was  taken 
amid  ideal  surroundings. 

The  series  of  pictures  were  finely  grouped  and  coor- 
dinated,   so    that   the    real    sense    of   the    allegorv   was 


never  lost  sight  of.  It  was  the  quest,  the  searching 
for  woman's  real  place  in  the  world.  It  took  the 
white-robed  wanderer  into  the  camps  of  Indians ; 
it  halted  her  beside  the  marching  Spaniards;  it  caused 
her  to  gaze  at  the  Amazons,  and  made  her  shake  her 
head  in  disapproval  over  the  care-free  life  of  the 
early   Californians. 

Woman's  place,  woman's  mission,  woman's  sphere. 
No  one  could  fail  to  be  impressed  by  the  picture  itself. 
And  with  the  words  of  the  State  President,  Mrs.  Fitz- 
gerald, and  the  District  President,  Mrs.  Urquhart,  to 
form  fitting  prelude,  one  beheld  the  prologue  with  an 
understanding  spirit.  And  the  dances  that  filled  in 
each  wait  between  reels  were  a  part  of  the  picture, 
so   it  seemed. 

It  would  be  unfair  to  judge  the  pageant  film  by 
the  same  standards  as  those  applied  to  the  modern 
opulent  drama  with  artificial  stage  settings  and  played 
by  actors  of  experience.  The  producer  was  no  doubt 
alive  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  film,  as  one  of  the 
subtitles  suggested.  But  the  main  thing  is  the  purpose 
back  of  the  picture.  What  will  it  accomplish  as  it 
is  shown  to  thousands  of  clubwomen?  What  is  its 
message?  Just  how  shall  the  women  aid  in  this 
growing  motion  picture  industry  that  can  be  made 
one  of  the  greatest  educational  factors  of  tomorrow? 
Everyone  interested  in  the  early  history  of  California, 
in  the  upward  climb  of  womanhood  in  the  growing 
Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,  in  the  spiritual  meaning 
of  it  all,  should  see  the  film.  It  can  be  made  an 
annual  affair,  just  like  the  Mission  Play. 
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THE  FEATURES 

Mrs.  William  M.  Mabee,  president  of  Wa  Wan 
Club,  was  in  charge  of  the  features  which  accom- 
panied the  showing  of  the  film  and  took  the  chief  part 
in  the  "Spirit  of  Music",  a  repetition  of  the  episode 
given  by  that  club  at  Yosemite.  The  songs  sung  by 
Mrs.  Mabee  represented  music  in  four  different  moods, 
and  the  episode  harmonized  with  the  verse  by  Lillian 
Badger  and  Mary  Scriber.  The  music  was  by  Ger- 
trude Ross  and  the  dances  by  Maude  Fischer,  who 
interpreted  anger,  humility-,  hope,  and  lastly  happiness 
through  love  and  service.  She  was  clad  in  diaphanous 
scarfs  as  she  danced. 

Eleana  Sepulveda  danced  a  Spanish  dance,  and 
Florence  Lewis  an  Indian  dance.  Marion  Shipp  pre- 
sented her  pupils  in  a  rainbow  dance,  and  Margaret 
Eichelberger  in  a  hoop  skirt  dance  of  the  Forty-niners. 
Mrs.  Guy  Bush  was  at  the  piano  throughout  the  show- 
ing of  the  picture. 


THE  DREAM  AND  THE  VISION 
Mrs.  Aaron  Schloss,  state  president  at  the  time  of 
the  Yosemite  convention,  dreamed  the  dream  and  saw 
the  vision  that  made  the  pageant  possible.  She  wished 
for  all  the  clubwomen  of  the  state  to  have  a  part  in 
the  great  living  picture  of  the  "Questing  Spirit  of 
Womanhood."  She  wanted  the  clubs  to  do  something 
worthy,  something  that  would  leave  footprints  on  the 
sands  of  time;  and  the  pageant  was  conceived  and 
born  of  an  unselfish  idea. 

In  her  little  speech  before  the  showing  of  the  film. 
Mrs.  Fitzgerald  used  the  picture  as  an  objective  in 
making  her  point,  that  women  are  to  have  a  part 
in  ushering  the  day  when  California  will  be  one  of 
the  leading   art  centers   of  the  world. 

Mrs.  Urquhart  used  the  occasion  to  point  to  the  need 
of  good  pictures.  "The  fruits  of  a  man's  labor  go 
into  his  pocket-book,  but  the  fruits  of  his  leisure  go 
into   the   making    of    his    character,"    she    said.

The  first  annual  competitive  exhibition  of  paintings 
by  California  artists  was  opened  November  1  at  the 
Southwest  Museum,  46th  and  Marmion  Way,  Los 
Angeles.  With  the  opening  of  this  art  gallerj',  this 
city  has  added  a  new  gallery  for  the  exhibition  of 
western  work,  and  the  Museum,  through  this  initial 
effort,  takes  an  advanced  position  in  the  community 
in    the    development    of    art    appreciation. 

While  many  names  familiar  to  the  local  art  world 
are  to  be  found  among  the  eighty-five  exhibitors,  a 
number  of  new  names  have  been   added   to  the  list. 

A  popular  feature  of  the  exhibition  has  been  the 
awarding  of  a  prize  of  One  Hundred  Dollars  to  the 
artist  whose  painting  received  the  highest  number  of 
popular  votes,  this  prize  being  given  to  William  Lees 
Judson  for  his  picture  entitled  "Morning."  The  other 
prizes  were  awarded  by  the  jury  which  was  selected 
by  the  art  committee  because  of  their  special  training 
and  experience  in  art  appreciation.  Three  of  them 
have  served  on  juries  of  award  at  world's  fairs.

Edgar  Alwin  Payne's  painting  "Topmost  Krags" 
received  the  first  prize  of  $250  and  Hansen  Put- 
huff's  painting  "Exaltation"  received  the  second  prize 
of  $100.00.  The  first  prize  for  figure,  $50,  was  award- 
ed to  Maynard  Dixon  for  his  painting  "The  Navajos", 
and  second  prize  for  figure  was  given  to  F.  Carl 
Smith    for    his    picture    entitled     "Angelus." 

First  prize  for  water  color  was  awarded  Rowena 
Meeks  Abdy  for  her  picture  entitled  "From  My 
Balcony."  Honorable  mention  was  given  to  John 
Frost  for  his  painting  entitled  "Live  Oaks"  and  to 
Orrin  White  for  his  picture  "Sunshine   and  Shadow." 

The  exhibition  is  noted  for  the  predominance  of 
its  landscapes,  which  is  but  an  added  proof  of  the 
growing  popularity  of  California  scenery.  One  of 
the  prize  pictures  will  be  shown  in  the  next  issue 
of   the   Clubwoman.

PEACE    AND    DISARMAMENT   CENTRAL   THEME    OF 
SOUTHERN    DISTRICT   CONVENTION

With  "Peace  and  Disarmament"  as  its  central 
theme,  the  twentieth  annual  convention  of  the  Southern 
District,  California  Federated  Women's  Clubs,  was 
brought  to  a  close  on  Friday  morning,  November  18, 
after  a  four  days  sessions  in  Santa  Ana,  as  the  guests 
of  the  Orange  County  Federation. 

Thirty-three  clubs  in  the  district  were  represented, 
three  state  officers,  three  past-president,  and  the  entire 
executive  board  were  in  attendance. 

Mrs.  William  A.  Fitzgerald  of  San  Francisco,  state 
president  of  Federated  Women's  Clubs,  was  an  honored 
guest  at  every  session. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  held  on  Thurs- 
day, the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Thomas  Wohlford  of 
Escondido,  district  president,  was  received.  Mjs. 
Wohlford's  resignation  was  received  with  sincere  reget, 
as  she  is  immensely  popular  with  club  women  through- 
out her  district,  but  because  her  resignation  was  due  to 
the  serious  illness  of  Mr.  Wohlford,  it  was  accepted, 
to  take  effect  on  December  15.  The  Executive  Board 
will  meet  on  that  date  in  Riverside,  and  the  vacancy 
will  then  be  filled. 

St.  Ann's  Inn,  Santa  Ana's  uniquely  beautiful  hos- 
telry, was  the  convention  headquarters,  with  most  of 
the  visiting  clubwomen  as  its  guests,  and  the  conven- 
tion sessions  were  held  in  the  auditorium  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church. 

The  convention  opened  on  Tuesday  afternoon  with 
greetings  from  Mrs.  W.  A.  Moore  of  Fullerton,  County 
President,  and  address  of  welcome  by  the  Rev.  Perry 
F.  Schrock  of  the  First  Congregational  Church,  to 
which  Mrs.  Percy  Evans  of  Escondido  responded. 

Reports  of  officers  and  a  "Friendly  Hour,"  during 
which  greetings  from  state  officers,  district  chairmen 
and  club  presidents  were  exchanged,  brought  the  first 
session  to  a  close. 

The  reports  of  District  Department  Chairmen,  ans- 
wering the  question,  "What  does  my  department  offer 
to  the  American,  by  which  he  thinks,  works,  plays  and 
worships?"  came  first  on  the  Wednesdav  morning  pro- 
gram, followed  by  a  conference  on  "Child  Welfare," 
conducted  by  the  chairmen,  Mrs.  Frank  McCarroIl  and 
Dr.  Louise  Harvey  Clarke. 

The  speaker  of  the  morning  was  Milton  A.  McRae, 
of  San  Diego,  head  of  the  Scripps-McRae  league  of 
newspapers,  and  National  Vice-President  of  the  Boy 
Scouts.  Mr.  McRae  has  just  returned  from  an  ex- 
tended tour  of  Great  Britain  and  Europe,  where  he 
interviewed  the  leading  diplomats,  statesmen  and  rul- 
ers of  the  world,  and  his  talk  on  "America — Prototype 
of  Nations"  was  a  thoughtful  treatise  upon  the  atmos- 
phere and  psychology  of  Europe  today,  which  gave  to 
his  hearers  a  feeling  that  they  were  reeciving  first- 
hand information  from  one  who  had  seen  the  inner 
workings  of  the  great  world  problem,  and  whose 
trained  mind  made  his  impressions  of  more  than  usual 
value.  Making  an  eloquent  plea  that  the  united 
strength  of  club  women  make  itself  felt  in  the  great 
world  movement  for  peace,  Mr.  McRae  in  closing 
prophesied: 

"Mark  what  I  say,  if  Germany  fails,  if  the  disarma- 
ment conference  fails,  the  first  time  Germany  fails  to 
make  her  indemnity  payment  to  France,  France  will 
march  her  army  into  Germany.'' 

The  president  of  Czecho-Slovakia  was  declared  by 
Mr.  McRae  to  be  the  most  remarkable  man  in  Europe, 
a  man  who,  if  given  a  chance,  will  be  the  George 
Washington  of  Europe.  That  man  knows  America 
thoroughly.  He  was  a  professor  at  Chicago  and  Yale. 
To  him  America  is  a  prototype  of  nations.    He  is  even 


having  his  home  painted  white  to  be  the  White  House 
of  the  new  nation. 

After  detailing  observations  in  visits  in  Belgium, 
Vienna,  and  other  European  places,  Mr.  McRae  closed, 
declaring  that  "nobody  can  tell  what  will  happen  in 
Europe  tomorrow."  and  that  "the  United  States  by  rea- 
son of  the  war  is  the  richest  nation  on  earth  and  there- 
fore has  a  great  responsibility  in  this  world  crisis — may 
its  leadership  in  the  disarmament  conference  bring  the 
results  we  all  hope  for." 

ON  WEDNESDAY 

The  first  speaker  on  Wednesday  afternoon's  program 
was  Dr.  Bromley  Oxnam,  head  of  the  Department  of 
Religious  Education,  University  of  Southern  California, 
and  pastor  of  the  Church  of  All  Nations  in  Los  An- 
geles. Dr.  Oxnam  is  a  forceful  and  eloquent  speaker, 
and  his  address  on  "The  Supreme  Duty  of  the  Ameri- 
can People"  was  one  that  thrilled  his  hearers,  and 
planted  deep  in  their  hearts  and  minds  his  ringing  dec 
laration,  "America's  supreme  duty  today  is  to  throw  her 
full  force  into  the  effort  to  secure  lasting  peace." 

Dr.  Oxnam  spent  the  last  summer  in  Europe  as  the 
member  of  a  commission  sent  by  the  United  States  to 
investigate  industrial  conditions  there,  and  he  met  there 
the  great  labor  leaders,  and  the  great  employers  of 
labor,  as  well  as  crowned  heads  and  presidents  of  the 
new  republics. 

"There  are  40,000  crosses  in  France  that  mark  the 
graves  of  the  American  boys  alone;  there  are  countless 
miles  of  crosses — white  crosses  for  the  soldiers  of  the 
Allies,  black  ones  for  those  of  Germany — seven  million 
young  men  lying  there,  young  men  we  need  today.  It 
must  not  happen  again!  War  is  not  glorious,  it  is 
beastly.  The  nation  that  knows  how  to  kill  most  effici- 
ently wins.  The  next  war  will  mean  the  extermina- 
tion of  the  white  race.  America  dares  not  stay  out  of 
international  affairs.  We  cannot  follow  a  selfish  policy 
of  splendid  isolation.  I  say  to  you  women,  that  when 
the  mothers  of  men  speak  the  politicians  will  listen — 
use  your  balance  of  power!  If  the  women  of  the  world 
make  up  their  minds  that  there  will  never  more  be 
war — war  will  cease. 

Dr.  Oxnam  was  followed  by  Mr.  Edward  L.  Hardy, 
president  of  the  State  Teachers'  College  of  San  Diego. 

Mr.  Hardy  declared  that  the  educational  system  in 
America  today  fails  to  place  a  proper  emphasis  upon 
elementary  school  education.  Before  the  child  is  ten 
years  of  age,  the  human  system,  physical  and  mental, 
develops  far  more  rapidly  than  afterward.  There- 
fore, the  proper  foundation  for  an  education  should 
be  laid  before  that  time,  declared  the  speaker.  "I 
would  not  give  the  high  school  or  the  college  student 
less,  but  I  would  give  the  grade  pupil  more,"  said 
Mr.  Hardy.  "The  average  student  quits  school  at 
the  eighth  grade.  Our  methods  make  education  a 
selective  affair.  The  children  of  those  who  have 
money  are  able  to  go  on  beyond  the  eighth  grade 
to  high  school  and  college.  We  should,  therefore, 
give  greater  opportunity  and  more  careful  training 
to  the  children  in  the  lower  grades." 
PRESIDENTS  REPORTS 

Reports  of  county  presidents,  answering  the  ques- 
tion "What  are  the  gifts  my  county  federation  gives 
to  my  community?"  were  given  on  Thursday  morning 
by  Mrs.  George  Phelps,  Imperial ;  Mrs.  W.  A.  Moore, 
Orange;  Mrs.  Robert  Kirkpatrick,  Riverside;  Mrs. 
Jacob  Jesson,  San  Bernardino;  Mrs.  Blanche  B.  Bates, 
San  Diego.  Individual  clubs,  through  their  presidents, 
reported  upon  "What  My  Club  Is  Stressing  this  Year." 

"The  Movie  World;    a   Close-Up,"  was  the  subject 
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of  a  talk  by  Wycliffe  A.  Hill,  president  of  the  Photo- 
playwrights   League   of   America. 

That  the  reform  of  the  films  is  a  matter  more  of 
education  than  of  censorship,  and  that  the  clubwomen 
can  get  the  kind  of  films  they  want  if  they  go  after 
them  unitedly,  was  the  statement  of  Mr.  Hill,  who 
declared  that  the  producers  had  no  desire  to  corrupt 
public  morals,  their  only  object  being  to  make  their 
productions  pay,  and  when  good  films  pay  better  than 
bad   films,  good  films  will   be  the  rule. 

The  chief  speaker  on  the  Thursday  afternoon  pro- 
gram was  Mrs.  W.  A.  Fitzgerald,  the  State  President. 
Mrs.  Fitzgerald  combines  great  charm  of  person  with 
a  fine  and  thoughtful  mind,  and  she  is  a  gifted  speaker. 
Mrs.  Fitzgerald  made  a  strong  appeal  for  closer 
supervision  of  the  amusements  and  pursuits  of  the 
children  of  today,  declaring  that  "while  we  take  a 
very  great  deal  of  thought  as  to  our  children's  physical 
well-being,  we  are  sometimes  sadly  neglectful  of  their 
moral,  spiritual  and  intellectual  well-being." 

Mrs.  Fitzgerald  spoke  of  the  horrors  of  the  present- 
day  traffic  in  drugs,  referring  to  several  instances 
recently  uncovered  of  "dope"  being  peddled  on  the 
very   steps    of   high    schools. 

The  speaker  deplored  the  present-day  interpretation 
of  recreation  as  "going  out  somewhere  and  doing 
something"  and  urged  that  cultivation  of  the  finer 
faculties  whereby  a  fire,  a  book,  and  a  quiet  room  with 
the  family  gathered  'round  might  once  more  be  the 
source  of  happiness  it  was  in  days  gone  by. 

"Don't  shut  your  eyes  and  ears  to  the  evil  things 
in  the  world  today.  Take  your  courge  in  both  hands 
and  go  to  meet  them,  and  you  will  conquer  them. 
Don't  be  merely  good — be  good  for  something.  Be 
articulately  and  positively  good,  and  the  men  who 
make  the  laws  must  listen  to  you." 


Mrs.  Sidney  Thomas  Exley  of  Los  Angeles,  State 
Vice-President-at-large,  and  Mrs.  John  Urquhart, 
president  of  the  Los  Angeles  District  Federation,  also 
spoke  on  Thursday  afternoon. 

The  convention  closed  on  Friday  morning,  when 
the  resolutions  were  adopted  and  other  routine  business 
attended  to. 

Important  resolution  included  one  earnestly  urging 
the  California  senators  to  devote  their  sincere  efforts 
to  the  support  of  the  disarmament  conference  to  aid 
in  the  consummation  of  universal  peace,  and  another 
thanking  President  Harding  for  the  appointment  of 
Mrs.  Thomas  Winter,  National  President  of  Federated 
Women's  Clubs,  and  Mrs.  Katherine  Edson  members 
of  the  conference. 

The  music  of  the  convention  was  a  notably  enjoy- 
able feature,  being  in  charge  of  Mrs.  H.  M.  Sammis 
of  Santa  Ana.  Organ  recitals,  piano  and  violin 
numbers,  vocal  and  community  singing  were  featured. 

Social  features  were  the  reception  at  St.  Ann's  Inn 
on  Wednesday  night,  with  some  exceptionally  fine 
music,  and  a  dinner  on  Thursday  night.  A  ride 
through  the  country  by  automobile  followed  the  Wed- 
nesday afternoon  session;  and  an  all-day  tour  of 
the  county  on  Friday  included  a  visit  to  the  apple 
orchards  at  Costa  Mesa,  a  ride  on  Newport  bay, 
luncheon  at  the  Orange  County  Country  Club,  tea 
at  the  Round  Table  Club  House  at  Placentia,  and  a 
visit  to  the  famous  Knight  Avocado  orchard  at  Yorba 
Linda.

"THE    RICHEST    LITTLE    COUNTY 
ON    EARTH" 

Delegates  to  the  district  convention  of  Federated 
Women's  Clubs  held  at  Santa  Ana,  November  15  tn 
18,  had  the  opportunity  to  look  over  portions  of  what 
is  described  as  "the  richest  little  county  on  earth." 

Santa  Ana,  as  county  seat  of  that  county,  was  found 
to  be  an  exceedingly  prosperous  city.  It  is  asserted  in 
Santa  Ana  that  in  proportion  to  its  population,  Santa 
Ana  has  more  new  homes  being  built  than  has  any 
other  city  in  California.  Whether  that  be  strictly  true 
cannot  be  said  positively  without  making  a  statistical 
survey,  perhaps,  but  certain  it  is  that  Santa  Ana 
is  building  very  rapidly,  and  at  that  the  demand  for 
houses  exceeds   the   supply. 

While  the  census  of  1920  gave  Santa  Ana  a  popula- 
tion of  15,500,  it  is  not  questioned  that  the  population 
is  now  20,000.  School,  building:,  and  directory  figures 
bear  out  the  estimate. 

Situated  in  a  beautiful  valley  between  the  foot- 
hills and  the  sea,  Santa  Ana  has  a  back  country  of 
widely  varying  soils,  producing  a  variety  of  crops. 
Santa  Ana  is  not  dependent  upon  any  one,  two  or 
three  crops.  There  are  a  number  of  agricultural  and 
horticultural  industries  of  the  county  that  produce 
from  $2,000,000  to  $18,000,000  a  year.  For  instance, 
the  Valencia  orange  crop  is  worth  from  $15,000,000 
to  $18,000,000  a  year.     The  county  is  ideal  for  grow- 


ing Valencias,  a  fruit  that  enters  the  eastern  markets 
in  May  and  can  be  found  there  until  Thanksgiving. 
This  county,  where  summer's  heat  is  tempered  by 
ocean  breezes,   is  ideal  for  this  crop. 

Lemons,  lima  bean,  blackeye  beans,  sugar  beets, 
sugar,  walnuts,  poultry,  live  stock,  hay,  grain, — an 
enumeration  of  the  county's  products  thus  far  given 
is   a  mere  fraction   of   its   "fifty-seven   varieties." 

The  greatest  producer  in  wealth  is  the  county's  oil 
fields.  In  the  last  two  years  a  great  new  field  at 
Huntington  Beach  has  been  brought  in,  making  a  third 
field   in  the  county. 

But  the  county  is  not  to  be  measured  entirely  by 
dollars,  as  desirable  as  they  are  for  certain  purposes. 
Santa  Ana  asserts  special  claims  for  beauty  of  setting. 
It  is  but  twenty  or  thirty  minutes  by  automobile  to 
any  one  of  several  beautiful  beaches.  One  may  select 
either  a  long  sandy  beach  where  waves  roll  in  quietly, 
or  a  rocky,  rucked  beach  where  the  breakers  pound 
unceasingly.  Or,  no  further  awa)'  than  the  beaches, 
are  beautiful  canyons  where  oaks  and  sycamores  hold 
forth   an   invitation   to   picnickers. 

But  above  all  things,  Santa  Ana  prides  itself  upon 
its  citizenship,  its  homes,  and  its  schools.  Its  orchards 
make  ideal  country  homes. 

A  very  large  proportion  of  the  residents  of  Santa 
Ana  own  their  own  homes,  and  that  alone  is  a  point 
upon  which  judgment  of  the  kind  of  city  Santa  Ana 
is  may  be  passed.

The  Woman's  Club  of  Indio  has  grown  to  such 
proportions  that  it  can  no  longer  be  accommodated 
in  the  homes  of  its  members,  and  henseforth  will 
meet  in  permanent  quarters  to  be  secured  by  a  com- 
mittee. The  last  meeting  of  the  club  heard  a  program 
on  legislation,  timely  and  interesting  subject. 

Child  Welfare  was  the  subject  of  a  most  interesting 
program  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Hemet  Woman's 
Club.  Miss  Reynolds,  county  nurse  of  Riverside,  gave 
an  interesting  account  of  her  work.  "Sources  of 
Information  for  Child  Study"  was  the  subject  of  a 
paper  read  by  Mrs.  G.  S.  Otis  at  the  same  meeting. 
The  executive  board  of  the  Imperial  County  Federa- 
tion held  a  most  inspiring  meeting  the  last  of  October 
at  the  Barbara  Worth  hotel,  attended  by  almost  the 
entire  membership.  The  department  of  program  and 
entertainment,  Mrs.  Kenneth  Oliver,  chairman,  will 
endeavor  to  awaken  interest  in  the  spoken  drama  by 
urging  that  each  club  in  the  county  give  at  least 
one  program  of  the  year  to  the  production  of  a  short 
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play,  all  to  be  assembled  for  an  entire  evening  of 
entertainment  in  each  of  the  towns  at  a  late  season 
program. 

The  keynote  of  the  after-dinner  speeches  was  Citi- 
zenship. Co-operation  of  clubs  with  other  organiza- 
tions for  the  promotion  of  the  public  welfare,  exchange 
of  programs  on  Community  Service  subjects,  helping 
to  create  a  larger  interest  in  citizenship  duties — these 
and  many  more  points  bearing  on  the  subject  were 
brought  out  by  the  speakers. 

The  County  Federation  of  Riverside  County  held 
its  semi-annual  meeting  in  Hemet,  with  a  large  attend- 
ance and  a  most  interesting  program.  Robert  Lee 
of  Los  Angeles  spoke  on  the  moving  picture  industry 
from  the  standpoint  of  the  producer,  opposing  censor- 
ship of  the  films.  Rev.  Mr.  Thomas  of  Hemet  and 
Mrs.  Hamilton  of  Riverside,  a  member  of  the  censor 
board  of  that  city,  took  exceptions  to  the  conclusions 
of   Mr.   Lee,   and   a    lively   discussion    resulted. 

Disarmament  had  the  right  of  way  at  the  afternoon 
session,    Prof.    Henry    Nelson    of    Occidental    College 
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giving  the  principal  address.  In  a  set  of  resolutions, 
the  Riverside  County  Federation  expressed  approval 
of  the  reduction  of  armament  conference,  and  urged 
that  it  be  an  open  one  to  the  end  that  the  people,  who 
are  the  supreme  source  of  power,  may  know  what 
negotiations  are  conducted,  and  what  conclusions 
reached. 

The  Mothers'  Club  of  Brawley  will  furnish  all 
essential  equipment  for  the  serving  of  hot  school 
lunches  at  two  of  the  school  buildings,  with  girls  of 
the  domestic  science  department  in  charge. 

The  Ten  Thousand  Club,  under  the  new  administra- 
tion, is  taking  a  larger  part  than  for  years  past  in 
community  affairs.  It  has  made  definite  pledges  of 
funds  for  Y.  W.  C.  A.  and  Red  Cross  work,  and  has 
assisted  with  the  Red  Cross  roll  call  in  a  most  helpful 
manner.  A  program  on  Community  Service  has  been 
given,  dealing  with  local  government  problems  and 
chamber  of  commerce  ideals  for  El  Centre  The 
latter  subject  was  treated  by  Mr.  L.  P.  Sargent,  promi- 
nent in  chamber  of  commerce  activities. 

The  Woman's  Study  Club  of  Holtville  has  just 
issued  its  Year  Book,  which  indicates  a  year  of  earnest 
endeavor.  The  club  is  prospering  and  growing  in 
interest  and  usefulness. 

The  Riverside  Woman's  Club  listened  to  a  most 
interesting  treatment  of  the  subject  of  co-education 
by  members  of  the  city  school  board  and  others,  the 
discussion  being  the  outgrowth  of  a  movement  to  con- 
solidate the  boys'  and  girls'  high  schools  of  that  city, 
which  have  been  maintained  for  some  time  as  separate 
institutions.  At  another  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Club, 
Dr.  Peters  gave  an  address  bearing  on  public  health, 
with  special  reference  to  diet  in  its  effect  on  the 
human  body.  "Watch  Your  Weight"  and  "Count 
Your  Calories"  are  favorite  themes  of  the  doctor,  who 
says    the    time    is   coming    when    people    who    are    too 


lean  or  too  fat  will  be  looked  upon  as  victims  of 
ignorance. 

The  Perri's  Woman's  Club  has  had  most  delightful 
meetings  this  fall.  The  disarmament  question  has 
been  ably  discussed  by  Mr.  Cocking,  and  other  subjects 
of  general  interest  have  been  ably  treated.  An 
American  flag,  presented  by  Mr.  Cash,  was  accepted 
at  the  last  meeting  and  will  float  from  a  flag  pole 
to  be  erected  by  the  club  committee.  Community  sing- 
ing has  a  prominent  place  in  the  programs  of  the 
Perris  Club,  which  also  deals  largely  with  Com- 
munity  Service   subjects   at   its   sessions. 

The  Wednesday  Club  of  Riverside  recently  heard 
Miss  Marie  De  Armond  on  the  work  of  the  county 
clinic.  Practically  all  dentists  and  physicians  of 
Riverside  contribute  to  this  work,  and  patients  who 
are  unable  to  pay  for  such  treatment  are  treated  free. 

Mrs.  Mary  Sheriff  Fowler's  life  is  to  be  commem- 
orated by  the  San  Jacinto  Woman's  Club  in  co-opera- 
tion with  other  organizations  of  th|e  ciity.  Mrs. 
Fowler  was  a  pioneer  of  that  section.  The  club 
recently  had  a  delightful  program  on  the  life  and 
works   of   Ralph   Waldo   Emerson. 

"Executive  Reorganization"  was  the  subject  of  an 
interesting  afternoon  of  the  Elsinore  Woman's  Club 
at  a  general  meeting.  "The  Art  of  Greece"  and 
"Education  in  Appreciation"  were  discussed  at  the 
meeting  of  the'  literary  section,  held  later  in  the 
month. 

The  Palo  Verde  Woman's  Civic  League,  Mrs. 
Alice  Hamlin,  President,  met  for  its  first  meting  of 
the  year  in  a  new  club  house.  The  club  has  installed 
a  drinking  fountain  for  public  use.  Programs  dealing 
with  varied  subjects  have  been  outlined.  These 
include  drama,  dancing,  literary,  musical  and  social 
numbers,  as  well  as  those  dealing  with  civic 
promotion.

RED  LETTER  DAY  WITH  STATE  PRESIDENT  C.  F.W.C.

Red  letter  day  in  the  History  of  the  Echo  Park 
Mother's  Club  was  the  Federation  program  presented 
by   Dr.   Luna   Phelps,    Nov.    18th. 

Mrs.  William  A.  Fitzgerald,  President  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  spoke  on  "The 
Relation  of  the  Club  Woman  to  the  State  and  the 
Development  of  Her  Social  Conscience." 

She  said: — "We  must  be  conscious  of  our  obligation 
to  our  fellow  men  and  know  our  nation  humanly.  We 
are  living  in  this  1900  and  now  we  must  keep  up  with 
the   procession. 

People  are  divided  into  four  classes.  First: — Con- 
servatives, who  think  that  what  is  good  enough  for 
their  parents  is  good  enough  for  them.  Second: — 
Those  that  live  in  the  present  moment,  they  do  not 
understand  the  past  or  what  is  to  follow  us.  Third: 
— Dreamers;  so  carried  away  in  the  far  off  future 
that  they  don't  see  what  is  right  at  the  door.  Fourth: 
— Contemporary  minded,  to  live  in  the  age  of  today, 
to  think  of  the  present  day  life,  realizing  what  we 
owe  to  the  past,   and  to  pass  on  to  heritage." 

Mrs.  Fitzgerald  made  a  strong  accusation  of  the 
sins   of   omission   of   which   she   said   the   club   women 


are  most  often  guilty,  particularly  the  sin  of  omitting 
to  vote  when  great  issues  that  effect  the  welfare  of  the 
State  are  before  the  .people.  She  also  belittled  the 
attitude  of  mind  in  a  woman  which  emphasized  the 
good  of  the  past  and  ignored  the  good  of  the  present. 

We  club  women  must  rally  to  the  support  of  the 
Vigilante  Committee  of  women  of  San  Francisco  and 
not  be  to  fearful  of  the  striking  thing  that  will  cause 
public  comment.  We  must  be  the  chief  moulders  of 
Public   opinion. 

Mrs.  J.  S.  Trewhella's,  vice-president  of  the  dis- 
trict, subject  was,  "The  Club  Woman's  Relation  to 
the  Home."  She  said,  that  the  only  way  to  solve 
problems  is  from  the  home  and  that  parents  must  keep 
the  home  interest;  also  carelessness  that  exists  in  an- 
other home  affects  your  home.  Another  of  Mrs.  True- 
hella's  thoughts  is  that  every  club  woman  who  is  not 
a   natural   mother   should  be   a   foster  mother. 

Mrs.  Harry  B.  Schultz,  District  Emblem  Chairman, 
emphasized  the  necessity  of  wearing  the  emblem  and 
urged  all  members  to  buy  them. 

Mrs.  J.  B.  Lorbeer,  District  Conservation  Chairman 
spoke  on  conservation  of  natural   resources  as  primar- 
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ily  a  patriotic  subject.  Mrs.  Lorbeer  stressed  in 
numerous  ways  the  necessity  of  our  being  interested  in 
protective  measures  for  saving  our  natural  scenerv 
and  resources — helping  form  public  opinion  which 
will  result  in  necessary  legislation.  She  paid  high 
tribute  to  Col.  Hedges,  Senator  Kent,  Stephen  Mather 
and  others  instrumental  in  saving  our  National  Parks. 
Mrs.  H.  L.  Boesche,  District  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary, urged  the  club  to  send  an  expression  to  U.  S. 
Senator  Shortridge  declaring  our  desire  for  a  de- 
partment of  education  with  a  Secretary  in  the  Presi- 
dent's Cabinet  and  not  have  education  as  a  sub- 
division  in   Department  of  Public  Welfare. 


Mrs.  Charles  A.  Wiley,  State  Auditor,  responded 
with   a   clever   little   story. 

Other  speakers  of  the  day  were  Mrs.  I.  W.  Gleason, 
President  of  the  Gleason  Parliamentary  Club,  Mrs. 
Clara  Woodruff,  President  Gardena  Wednesday  Pro- 
gressive Club,  Mrs.  George  Salm,  President  of  the 
South  Side  Ebell,  Mrs.  Wm.  Ravmond  Myers,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Highland  Park  Ebelf  Club  and  Mrs.  J.  B.

A  new  experiment,  found  extremely  successful,  was 
illustrated  at  the  last  Convention  of  the  Federation 
(its  second  quarterly  meeting)  held  at  Suisun,  on 
November  4,  Mrs.  F.  A.  Steiger,  President. 

This  was  the  rendering  of  an  effective  number  by 
a  quota  of  singers  sent  by  each  club  in  the  county 
to  join  the  Solano  County  Federation  Choral,  con- 
sisting of  thirty  members.  Rehearsals  were  held  in 
sections  in  five  different  towns,  yet  became  one  har- 
monious whole  under  the  efficient  leadership  of  Mrs. 
Meredith,  who  wielded  the  baton. 

The  Wednesday  Club   of  Suisun,   Mrs.  Henry   Goo-

sen,  President,  was  hostess  to  the  convention,  and  en- 
tertained the  Executive  Board  and  special  guests  at 
an  elegantly  appointed  luncheon,  following  the  busi- 
ness session,  and  in  the  afternoon  served  light  refresh- 
ments in  the  lovely  central  court  of  the  commodious 
new  Crystal  Grammar  School  building,  where  the 
meeting  was  held. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Associations  of  the  County 
were  especially  invited  to  be  present,  and  valuable 
interchange  of  thoughts  and  ideas  was  had.  The 
Federation  went  on  record  as  opposed  to  any  future 
showing  of  the  Arbuckle  films  in  Solano  County.  It 
also  sent  a  representative  from  the  Executive  Board 
to  join  representatives  from  other  organization  and 
civic  bodies  to   request   the  supervisors   to   enforce  the 
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Volstead   act  in  Solano   County. 

The  Child  Welfare  department,  Mrs.  A.  P.  Finan, 
of  Suisun,  Chairman,  put  on  a  wood  program,  designed 
to  show  the  need  of  local  health  centers  for  children, 
which  the  department  proposes  to  establish  in  every 
town  in  Solano   County. 

The  Baby  Welfare  Center  of  Vallejo,  which  was 
organized  by  the  Federation  about  seven  months  ago, 
has  proved  so  extremely  valuable  that  the  city  of 
Vallejo   has   taken   over   its    financial    support. 

Another  splendid  achievement  is  the  Henrv  ]. 
Widenman  County  Health  Center  for  Children.  This 
Center  a  memorial  to  the  late  Henry  J.  Widenman, 
has  taken  the  form  of  a  model  children's  ward  in  the 
new  $150,000  Solano  County  Hospital.  The  ward  in- 
cludes eight  beds,  sun-porch,  reception  room  and  diet- 
kitchen.  Dr.  S.  G.  Bransford,  physician-in-charge, 
Solano  County  Hosnital,  presented  the  completed  plans, 
and  explained  fully  their  object. 

While  the  above  program  was  going  on  in  the  audi- 


torium of  the  Crystal  Grammar  School,  in  another 
part  of  the  building  the  Baby  Welfare  Center  of 
Vallejo  was  giving  a  demonstration  of  its  methods, 
examining  a  large  number  of  Suisun's  little  ones  of 
pre-school  age.  The  following  physicians,  who  freelv 
gave  their  services  to  the  Center  together  with  a  force 
of  nurses  and  aids,  fifteen  in  all,  conducted  the  work: 

Dr.  Lilliam  Dempsey,  Chairman  and  Consulting 
Physician ; 

Dr.  E.  Todd,   eye,   ear,   nose   and   throat; 

Dr.  Franke,   teeth; 

Dr.  R.  Bangle,   optometrist. 

Two  special  guests  were  Chairman  from  the  San 
Francisco  District  Federation,  Mrs.  Morgan  Jones,  of 
Vallejo,  San  Francisco  District  Chairman  of  Child 
Welfare,  and  Mrs.  F.  L.  Morehouse,  San  Francisco 
District  Chairman  of  Social  and  Industrial  Conditions 
and  President  of  the  Napa  New  Century  Club,  which 
boasts  a  membership  of  over  four  hundred.  Mrs. 
Morehouse  gave  a  fine  address  upon  the  work  of  her 
department. 


VIGILANT    LEAGUES    NOT 
VENGEANCE     OR 

In  response  to  a  request  of  the  State  Board  that  she 
send  an  article  to  the  Clubwoman  setting  forth  a  plan 
suitable  for  the  formation  of  Vigilant  Leagues,  Dr. 
Mariana  Berthola  has  kindly  allowed  the  magazine  the 
privilege  of  using  her  address  given  before  the  State 
Convention  last  summer;  to  which  she  has  appended  a 
plan  that  may  be  of  use  to  the  Clubs.  The  address 
follows : 

In  speaking  to  audiences  for  the  past  number  of 
years  I  have  usually  spoken  without  notes;  but  this 
time  the  subject  is  too  vital  to  be  left  to  any  lapsus 
linguae. 


FORMED    IN    SPIRIT    OF 
RETRIBUTION 

I  know  that  in  the  last  few  months  every  word  has 
been  carefully  taken  out  and  criticized  and  opposition 
made  to  the  movement  from  that.  We  have  tried  to 
put  down  in  writing  our  words  so  that  if  any  impu- 
tation arises  we  will  have  in  black  and  white  what 
we  have  said. 

The  Enforcement  of  the  Law  as  Seen  by  the 
Vigilant    Committee 

Since  the  world  began  there  has  been  the  necessity 
for  law  and  there  has  been  as  well  the  infringement 
of  the   law. 

The  oldest  code  in  existence  is  said  to  be  the  Babv- 
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Ionian,  the  Khammurabi.  Of  Grecian  law  but  frag- 
ments remain.  The  Roman  law  still  survives  as  the 
foundation  of  law  in  England  and  elsewhere.  The 
old  idea  of  sentence  was  of  expiation.  An  eye  for 
an  eye.  A  well  known  English  jurist  says,  "There  is 
fixed  in  human  nature  a  moral  indignation  against 
the  perpetrator  of  an  anti-social  act  which  demands 
punishment  when  there  is  full  responsibility  for  the 
deed,  and  it  is  a  fallacy  to  call  such  a  healthy  moral 
sentiment  a  desire  for  vengeance  or  to  confound  it 
with  the   old   idea  of  expiation." 

The  idea  of  retribution  or  vengeance  is  fading  in 
the  background  but  we  are  studying  more  and  more 
the  cause  of  crime,  whether  heredity,  as  Dr.  Lom- 
broso,  of  Italy,  says  plays  the  most  important  part, 
or  environment,  or  disease,  or  trauma,  or  impaired 
nutrition,  or  temptation  found  in  social  customs,  or 
lack   of   religious   or   educational   training. 

Our  chief  concern  is  the  child,  and  how  he  is 
affected  by  all  of  this.  Everywhere  there  is  com- 
plaint as  to  the  increase  of  young  criminals.  It  is 
said  that  crime  is  most  numerous  between  the  ages 
of  18  and  21.  In  some  countries  it  is  said  that  this 
holds  good  where  there  is  lack  of  education,  and  yet 
in  other  countries  we  have  found  that  education  has 
had  no  part.  We  have  found  that  an  educated  crim- 
inal is  the  worst  criminal.  Girls  and  young  women 
form  from  six  to  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  these  crim- 
inals, according  to  the  part  of  the  country  in  which 
they  live.  Scientists,  physicians,  social  workers,  law- 
yers, and  the  best  people  everywhere  have  endeavored 
to  study  the  causes,  to  make  laws  that  would  punish 
the  genuine  criminal,  and  segregate  the  mentally  de- 
ficient in  a  class  by  themselves  that  justice  might  be 
done. 

This  is  such  a  big  question.  Where  shall  we  draw 
the  line  where  responsibility  begins  and  ends?  How 
much  is  due  to  inheritance — inheritance  of  a  most 
terrible  disease  to  which  we  shut  our  eyes.  I  refer  to 
syphilis.  It  is  the  foundation  of  many  cases  in  our 
insane  asylums.  It  has  been  proved  many  .times  by  an 
examination  of  the  brain.  We  are  so  complacent.  We 
shut  our  eyes  to  all  of  this.  After  we  have  worked 
a  certain  amount  of  time  on  measures  that  in  our 
opinion  ameliorate  the  conditions,  we  go  into  a  state 
of  coma.  Criminals  of  the  baser  sort  conspire  with 
base  officials,  judges  and  other  administrators  of  the 
law,  resulting  in  practices  more  in  keeping  with  bar- 
baric times.  Such  conditions  were  existing  when  the 
"gangster"  atrocities  were  given  publicity.  It  is  the 
fact  that  such  orgies  have  existed  for  a  Ion  time, 
and  had.it  not  been  for  the  revelations  made  by  one 
of  these  unfortunate  girls  nothing  would  have  been 
done. 

Attention  has  been  called  time  and  time  again  to 
the  outrages  upon  young  girls.  Nothing  has  been 
done;    and   it  was   not  until   the  men   themselves  were 


killed  in  that  terrible  tragedy  that  they  took  action. 
But  we  have  faced  that  condition  with  our  young 
girls;  and  there  is  something  more  than  that  causes 
the  mind  to  stagger  and  makes  the  heart  sick  when 
we  think  that  these  outrages  are  perDetrated  upon 
our  young  boys, — most  unnatural  practices  to  which 
every  woman  should  not  shut  her  eyes  but  look  at 
it   strongly   and   with    a   stiffening   backbone! 

Houses  where  these  practices  were  carried  on  were 
not  closed  by  the  authorities.  If  the  crim.nals  were 
arrested  and  brought  before  the  bar  of  justice,  bail 
was  soon  furnished  and  they  were  allowed  to  go,  one 
by  one.  It  was  found  that  some  officials  were  parti- 
ceps  criminis  by  receiving  the  bribes  in  these  cases, 
and  for  these  reasons  the  Vigilant  Committee  came 
into   existence. 

You  have  just  heard  why  it  came  into  existence, 
and  now  let  us  see  what  it  is. 

The  Vigilant  Committee  is  composed  of  representa- 
tives of  over  fifty-nine  organizations,  women's  clubs, 
mothers'  clubs,  parent-teacher  clubs,  fraternal  organi- 
zations, men's  clubs,  and  by  the  way,  I  want  to  say 
that  we  have  been  misnamed.  We  have  been  called 
the  Woman's  Vigilant  Committee,  and  it  is  not  the 
Woman's  Vigilant  Committee,  I  am  happy  to  say,  be- 
cause we  have  found  there  are  just  as  many  good  men 
ready  to  join  us,  and  we  have  the  representation  of 
some  of  the  best  men's  organizations  in  the  country. 

Now,  its  objects:  The  prime  object  was  the  en- 
forcement of  the  law.  We  have  laws  that  will  fit 
almost  every  condition,  but  they  lie  dormant  and  are 
only  pulled  out  of  their  Rip  Van  Winkle  sleep  when 
it  suits  the  purpose  of  some  judge  or  some  criminal. 
The  better  people  who  are  unorganized  do  not  take 
the  trouble  to  find  out  that  there  are  laws,  but  simplv 
sit  back  and  say,  "What  can  you  do  about  it?" 

Then  the  prime  movement  is  to  enforce  the  law. 
The  second  thing  is  to  see  that  the  judicial  enforces 
that  law.  If  he  does  not  do  his  duty  you  have  the 
ballot,   and   remember  it  the  next  election  dav. 

It  is  not  organized,  this  Vigilant  Committee  of  ours, 
— it  is  not  organized  to  grind  any  private  axes.  It  is 
not  organized  to  espouse  any  private  grudges,  but  it 
stands  for  the  law  especiallv  where  the  young  are 
concerned. 

I  want  to  call  your  attention  to  this  chart:  The 
state  wards  in  our  six  state  hospitals  where  we  have 
10,355  people,  cost  us  last  year  $3,230,652.52.  The 
two  homes  for  the  feeble-minded,  1,381  persons,  cost  us 
$693,007.99;  one  home  for  the  adult  blind,  140  per- 
sons, costs  us  $111,634,733. 

Our  county  wards,  the  hospitals,  with  6,634  per- 
sons, cost  us  over  $4,494,000,  all  making  a  total  of 
over  $8,578,000.  I  have  put  this  in  this  particular 
chart,  not  because  the  feeble-minded  and  insane  are 
criminals,  but  that  they  are  the  result  of  many  of  our 
criminal  practices,   and  that  is  the  cost  we  pay  for  it. 
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In  the  State  wards,  institutions  harboring  2,836, 
the  cost  was  $1,616,404;  the  Corrective,  three  state 
schools,   harboring  799  the  cost  was  over  $775,000. 

The  county  wards,  jails,  1006  persons,  over  $465,000. 
Detention  homes  harboring  347  (estimated)  costing 
us  over  $3,147,000,  making  a  grand  total  of  23,498 
persons,  at  a  total  cost  of  $11,378,985.74. 

I  have  brought  out  these  figures  because  you  cannot 
reach  some  people  unless  you  touch  their  pocketbooks. 

Now  you  may  ask  by  what  method  does  your  Vigi- 
lant Committee  work? 

First,  its  members  visited  the  court  rooms  every  day 
while  the  "ganster"  cases  were  in  progress,  and  by 
their  very  presence  encouraged  these  girls  who  were 
testifying,  encouraged  decency  and  justice,  and  put 
the  fear  of  the  Lord  into  some  people. 

We  have  with  us  here  some  of  those  women  who 
have  been  doing  such  a  wonderful  work,  women  from 
Corona  Club,  To  Kalon,  Bertola  Assembly,  Vittoria 
Colonna,  Laurel  Hall,  La  Mesa  Redonda;  all  of  these 
clubs  have  worked  well.  It  is  enough  to  make  one 
tread  on  the  clouds  to  hope  that  something  will  be 
done. 

Letters  are  written  to  officials,  notifying  them  of 
infringements  of  the  law.  That  is  the  first  step.  Con- 
ferences are  held  with  the  officials. 

When  no  notice  is  taken  of  communications  they 
are  then  given  to  the  press,  and  wide  publicity  given 
to  them;  and  in  all  honor  to  our  press,  I  say  here 
that  they  have  stood  by  us  most  nobly.  We  need 
the  newspapers.  We  must  have  them.  They  have 
carried  our  message  to  the  good  men  and  to  the  good 
women  of  the  community.  That  is  our  method  of 
operating. 

What  Do    We  Find. 

Now,   what   evils  do   we  disclose? 

The  first  is  that  vice  is  well  organized,  extending 
into  every  town  and  city.  Let  no  city  think  that  she 
is  "chemically  pure."  Let  no  city  think  that  she  is 
better  than  her  sister.  For  it  has  been  demonstrated 
over  and  over  again  that  crime  is  thoroughly  organ- 
ized, and  that  squads  of  women  devoted  to  crime  go 
on  a  circfiuit,  just  as  the  Orpheum  has  a  circuit,  they 
move  from  one  city  to  another,  gathering  in  their 
base   toll-  the  youth  of  our   land. 

Gambling  dens  where  a  certain  per  cent,  is  given 
to  the  house,  and  where  the  professional  gambler  gets 
the  rest,  and  where  the  poor  dupe  leaves  his  hard- 
earned  money. 

Soft  drink  places  where  liquor  is  sold  which  is  rank 
poison. 

Massage  parlors  where  old  men  go,  and  where  vile 
women  ply  their  trade.  Men  of  high  standing  have 
been  found  in  such  places.  For  some  reason  we  are 
unable  to  get   evidence.     Will   you   think   about  that? 

Other  places,  under  the  guise  of  a  small  business 
in  front;  and  in  the  rear  and  in  the  attics  the  worst 
of  crimes  are  committed. 

Places  where  stolen  goods  are  unloaded. 

Brokers  who  make  it  their  business  to  furnish  bail 
to  criminals,  and  through  dishonest  judges  get  back 
their  bail  with  large  interest. 

Dance  halls  that  lure  our  young  men  and  women. 

I  wish  I  could  read  to  you  some  of  the  letters  we 
receive,  but  I  have  in  mind  one  letter  from  a  young 
University  student,  who  said,   "Do  not  give  my  name 
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The  CLUBWOMAN 


to  your  committee,  but  tell  them  that  in  such  and 
such  a  hall,  at  such  a  number,  in  such  a  street,  I 
was  accosted  and  lured.  I  can  use  no  other  name.  It 
has  brought  me  down  to  my  knees  in  shame  and  self- 
loathing.  I  send  you  this  that  it  may  help  to  save 
some   other   young  man." 

Municipal  evils,  the  greatest  of  which  is  the  diffi- 
culty of  fixing  the  blame  on  the  exact  party,  there  is 
such  a  division  of  authority.  Beware  of  the  division 
of   authority,   for  you   cannot   place   the   responsibility. 

Lack  of  co-operation,  and  to  my  mind  this  is  very 
important, — lack  of  co-operation  between  the  big  busi- 
ness,  labor  and  the  officials. 

Exploitation  of  children  on  the  stage.  If  you  could 
have  seen  about  twenty  little  children  ranging  from 
three  to  twelve  years  og  age,  almost  nude,  aping  in 
gesture  the  vilest  of  creatures,  performing  upon  the 
stage  for  the  edification  of  an  audience,  I  am  sure 
that  you  wonderful  women  would  have  your  hearts 
dilate  with  indignation,  and  you  would  form  in  your 
communities  vigilant  committees  that  would  band  to- 
gether over  this  State  of  ours,  that  will  put  down  the 
exploitation    of    our   young   children. 

We  need  money  for  these  things.  Organized  crime 
is  the  richest  organization  in  the  country.  They  do 
not  hesitate  to  spend  millions  in  elections;  they  do  not 
hesitate  to  spend  millions  to  have  paid  dodgers  going 
about  dogging  your  footsteps  and  see  that  vou  are 
watched.  They  do  not  hesitate  to  have  people  watch 
your  home  to  see  who  goes  in  and  who  goes  out,  and 
some  other  things  that  we  will  not  give  voice  to.  But 
it  shows  to  us  that  we  need  some  money.  How  many 
of  you  squander  your  money  on  playing  cards?  How 
many  of  you  squander  your  money  on  useless  candy, 
— when  you  could  put  it  to  some  wonderful  use  and 
bring  into  play  the  talents  that  God  Almighty  blessed 
you  with  that  you  might  be  of  service  to  this  world. 
I  want  to  say  here  that  one  club  (the  Corona  Club) 
has  been  most  magnificent  in  its  self-denial,  in  its 
coming  up  and  meeting  the  monetary  side.  We  need 
a  paid  secretary.  We  need  a  paid  investigator, — some 
one  who  is  incorruptible,  and  that  paid  investigator 
must  live,  must  have  enough  to  live  on  decently,  and 
that  one  club  that  has  realized  this  is  the  Corona 
Club.  It  has  upheld  officials  who  have  put  down 
gambling  and  who  have  enforced  the  law,  and  we 
take  a  deep  breath  of  thankfulness  that  we  do  have 
judges  and  officials  who  are  not  only  kind,  but, 
mirabile  dictu,  who  are  honest.  It  has  called  the 
attention  of  the  authorities  to  so-called  gentlemen's 
clubs  the  are  nothing  in  the  wide  world  but  gambling 
dens.  We  are  accused  of  trying  to  keep  the  poor 
man  from  pleasures  that  the  rich  man  may  enjoy  un- 
molested at  the  big  hotels;  but  it  is  not  the  man  him- 
self we  are  trying  to  save  so  much  as  it  is  the  wife 
and  children  who  are  dependent  upon  his  pay  roll  at 
the  end  of  the  week.  One  instance:  A  man  went 
into  one  of  those  places.  This  is  true.  This  is  not 
imagination  ;  it  is  the  absolute  bleeding  truth.  A  man 
went  into  one  of  these  places,  spent  everything  he  had; 
he  had  to  borrow  carfare  to  take  him  home.  In  a 
short  time  his  wife  appeared  before  the  proprietor, 
weeping,  bringing  with  her  four  children,  saying  she 
had  nothing  to  eat  in  the  home,  that  she  was  depend- 
ent upon  that  pay-roll,  that  forty-five  dollars  that  had 
been  spent  in  that  infamous  den.  And  let  me  say  for 
the  proprietor  that  there  was  some  good  there  which 
always  bears  out  my  theory,  that  it  makes  no  differ- 
ence how  bad  one  is  there  is  some  redeeming  good 
there;  he  gave  her  back — not  all  of  her  money,  that 
was  too  much  to  expect,  but  he  gave  her  a  third  of 
it  to  go  home  on. 

There  have  been  police  officers  who,  anxious  to 
clean  up  the  city,  have  been  circumvented  by  that 
wonderful   institution  we  call   the  injunction,   and  that 


injunction   has  been  held  up   and  has  been   allowed  to 
stand. 

We  have  insisted  upon  having  some  sort  of  a  gar- 
bage system,  but  it  is  far  from  perfect,  but  we  are  all 
far  from  perfect. 

We  have  assisted  in  closing  some  of  the  baser  dance 
halls,  the  dance  halls  that  are  called  "closed,"  where 
no  one  is  allowed  to  enter  save  certain  patrons;  we 
have  also  tried  to  get  up  a  certain  supervision  of 
dance  halls. 

We  have  assisted  in  checking  up  lax  judges  who 
are  afraid  of  public  opinion,  and  glory  be,  we  have 
on   our  side  what  is  good   and   what  is  clean. 

We  have  committees  to  watch  criminal  cases  in 
coup^  committees  to  visit  the  Supervisors,  those  men 
who  are  in  great  power.  It  is  not  easy  to  fight  Super- 
visors who  juggle  with  words  and  consume  hours  of 
daylight  simply  tiring  out  the  women  who  are  there 
watching,  taking  it  into  the  dinner  hours  and  going 
on  into  the  night.  We  have  here  some  women  who 
have  sat  it  out. 

We  have  a  committee  to  zone  the  city — I  ask  you 
if  you  have  this  in  your  city,  that  each  zone  may  have 
its  captain  to  whom  may  be  reported  crime?  We 
have  many  cases  that  are  not  reported  because  of  the 
present  method  of  placing  on  trial  the  plaintiff  in- 
stead of  the  defendant.  Many  a  mother  has  endured 
in  silence  the  outrage  upon  her  daughter,  because  she 
knew  that  she  would  not  get  redress,  but  much  no- 
toriety, and  the  innoccl  t  child  would  be  made  to 
appear  a  vulgar  vampire. 

Many  a  father  has  refrained  from  using  the  law 
when  his  fourteen-year-old  boy  has  been  outraged 
because  he  knew  the  most  unpleasant  notoriety  would 
be  used,  that  stigma  would  be  attached  to  the  young 
boy  for  life. 

A  house  where  young  adult  men  met  for  unnatural 
sexual  practices  was  raided,  and  then  one  by  one 
each  man  was  let  off. 

It  appears  that  no  large  city  or  small  town  has  the 
right  to  proclaim  itself  holier  than  the  next,  because, 
as  stated  before,  crime  is  well  organized  and  extends 
itself  into  many  cities  and  towns  in  a  strong  circuit. 
I  ask  you,  is  it  not  worth  your  attention?  We  spend 
$33,000,000  for  education,  and  we  spend  $55,000,000 
for  crime.  Can  we  not  do  what  our  best  physicians 
are  constantly  doing,  working  for  prevention  rather 
than  cure,  and  cannot  we  prevent  crime,  cannot  we 
stand  together  and  force  the  light  of  day  upon  the 
law  and  the  officials  who  are  elected  to  enforce  the 
law,  that  there  may  not  be  so  much  crime,  that  boys 
and  girls,  these  beautiful  boys  and  girls,  that  they  may 
be  safe  on   their  way  to   school  ? 

Will  you  assist?  Will  you  scrutinize  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  law  in  your  community  and  see  that  it  is 
enforced  ? 

If  every  woman's  club  realized  the  importance  of 
co-operating  with  other  clubs,  if  all  joined  hands  for 
a  clean-up  of  the  vice  in  the  community,  if  the  laws 
were  enforced  these  figures  on  this  chart  would  not 
be  as  they  are;  we  would  have  the  whole  scheme  of 
things  reversed.  It  should  be  $55,000,000  for  education 
instead  of  crime. 

Much  insanity  comes  fro,m  drink,  from  s'-ihilis.  In- 
heritance cannot  be  evaded.  We  must  see  that  inheri- 
tance offers  cleanliness  of  body,  cleanliness  of  mind, 
cleanliness  of  soul.  And  let  me  say  to  you  adults 
here  that  you  never  will  impress  the  youn-  unless  you 
have  within  yourselves  that  cleanliness  of  mind  and  of 
soul.  We  must  offer  to  these  people  who  will  work 
with  us,  self-reliance;  we  must  offer  respect  and  the 
sense  of  responsibility,  and  the  innate  obedience  to 
law,  the  innate  education  towards  the  enforcement  of 
the  law. 
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Plan  jor  Forming  Vigilant  Committees,  or  Vigilant 
Leagues 

A  meeting  is  called  by  some  one  interested  who 
knows  the  various  organizations  in  the  community 
that  represent  the  best  citizenry. 

Representatives  of  each  organization  shall  compose 
the  meeting. 

Officers  shall  be  nominated   and  elected. 

Officers  shall  be  representative  of  the  various  or- 
ganizations, for  instance  the  San  Francisco  Vigilant 
Committee  officers  represent  the  State  Federation,  the 
City  and  County  Federation,  C.  F.  W.  C,  the  Council 
of  Jewish  Women,  the  S.  F.  Civic  Center,  the  Juvenile 
Protective  Association,  and  the  Executive  Committee 
represent  also  the  Salvation  Army,  the  West  of  Powell 
St.  Association,  the  Downton  Retail  Association,  the 
American  Legion,  National  League  for  Women's  Ser- 
vice, and  Collegiate  Alumnie. 

Objects  to  be  set  forth: 

1.  Every  member  shall  pledge  himself  to  use  his 
best  endeavors  to  enforce  the  law,  whether  it  touches 
him  directly  or  indirectly,  or  not  at  all. 

2.  No  action  shall  be  tolerated  against  creed,  na- 
tionality,  race  or  politics. 

3.  No  action  shall  be  taken  in  politics  to  further 
the  aspirations  of  any  particular  candidate;  when 
laws  have  not  been  enforced  by  office  holders  suitable 
action  mav  be  taken  bv  the  Executive  Board  to  en- 
force such  laws  THROUGH  THE  OFFICE  HOL- 
DER. If  said  office  holder  is  guilty  of  not  enforceing 
the  law,  the  Executive  Board  shall,  on  good  and  re- 
liable evidence,  take  steps  necessary  to  depose  said 
official. 

4.  The  Vigilant  Committee  shall  appoint  members 
to    attend   every   Court,    especially   where   women    and 


children   are  concerned  either  as   plaintiffs  or  defend- 
ants. 

5.  Careful  selection  shall  be  made  so  that  men 
and  women  of  calm,  sane  judgment  shall  compose 
these  committees,  in  order  that  the  Truth  may  come 
to  light,  and  that  Justice  may  prevail. 

6.  The  town  or  city  is  to  be  divided  into  Zones,  or 
Districts,  following  the  lines  of  the  Assembly  Dis- 
tricts and  precincts.  A  captain  shall  be  appointed 
for  each  Zone  to  whom  any  infirngement  of  the  Law 
may  be  reported  by  the  citizens  of  the  Zone.  Each 
Captain  may  have  as  many  in  his  squad  as  he  desires 
to   assist   in   keepink   the   law   in   his   district. 

7.  The  Captain  shall  report  to  the  Executive  Board 
and  to  the  general  meeting  before  taking  any  action 
in  his  district  in  regard  to  any  especial  violation  of 
the  law. 

8.  The  captain  shall  report  ever}'  week  to  the  Exe- 
cutive Board,  or  oftener  as  his  judgment  dictates. 

9.  Officials  shall  be  encouraged  and  upheld  in  the 
discharge   of  their   duty  as   officials. 

DUES: 

Each  organization  may  contribute  any  sum  it  de- 
sires. Individuals  must  belong  to  some  reputable 
association  and  their  dues  shall  be  at  least  fifty  cents 
per   year.      Many    individuals    contribute    much    more. 

INVESTIGATION : 

Any  complaint  that  is  signed  shall  be  investigated. 
The   name   of   signer   shall    not   be   divulged. 

A  paid  investigator  may  be  necessary  on  some 
cases,  but  it  is  of  prime  importance  that  his  name 
shall  not  be  known,  as  it  will  be  readily  seen  that  he 
will  be  of  no  use  if  he  is  known  to  the  violators  of 
the  law. 
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RESOLUTIONS  OF  MOST  VITAL  IMPORTANCE  PASSED 
AT  SANTA  MARIA  CONVENTION

Chase,  Chairman  of  the  Resolutions  Committee  of  the 
Santa  Barbara  County  Convention,  were  passed  in 
the    recent    convention    held    at    Santa    Maria. 

No.  1.  WHEREAS  the  greatest  work  before  our 
generation   is   the   abolition   of   the   War    System;    and 

WHEREAS  the  abolition  or  abatement  of  the  War 
System  will  be  the  most  fitting  of  all  Memorials  to 
our  men  who  fought  and  died  in  the  World  War — 
which  they  prayed  might  be  a  war  to  end  war;   and 

WHEREAS  the  stupendous  burden  of  modern  com- 
petitive armaments  not  only  promotes  mutual  sus- 
picion but  is  leading  all  countries — including  our  own 
— towards  bankruptcy,  with  its  possible  consequences 
of   anarchy   and    Bolshevism;

RESOLVED  that  we  members  of  the  Santa  Bar- 
bara County  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  assembled 
at  Santa  Maria  hereby  express  our  deep  appreciation 
to  President  Harding  for  calling  an  Interational  Con- 
ference at  Washington  next  November,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  planning  for  a  reduction  of  armaments  by  all 
nations,  and  for  the  consideration  of  all  similar  prob- 
lems which  must  be  solved  if  civilization  is  to  be  pre- 
served, and  we  wish  to  assure  the  President  that  we 
stand  heartily  behind  him  in  his  desire  that  the  ses- 
sions of  the  conference  shall  be  open.

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PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 


Dear  Members  of  the  California  Federation : 

Greetings  and  best  wishes  for  a  very  Happy  New 
Year.  May  we  be  able  to  put  into  everyday  life  our 
best  New  Year's  Resolutions,  always  bearing  in  mind 
that  "Each  day  is  a  fresh  beginning,  each  day  is  the 
world  made  new." 

ENDOWMENT  MONTH 
Convinced  of  the  success  of  educational  campaigns 
by  the  gratifying  results  that  have  followed  a  number 
of  those  recently  conducted,  your  State  Board  heartily 
endorsed  the  plan  of  Mrs.  D.  W.  Mott,  Chairman  of 
Endowment,  to  set  aside  the  month  of  February  as 
Endowment  Month,  asking  all  clube  to  feature  pro- 
grams on  the  value  and  necessity  of  such  a  fund  and 
requesting  that  25  cents  per  member  be  raised  to  add 
to  our  present  fund.  The  plan  of  securing  the  money 
will,  of  course,  be  decided  by  individual  clubs,  but  how 
easily  the  entire  amount  might  be  raised  if  every  club 
member  in  making  out  her  budget  for  the  coming  year 
would  just  allow  25  cents  as  her  subscription  to  the 
Endowment  Fund. 

If  you  but  knew  the  calls  that  come  in  each  mail 
from  clubs  in  remoe  districts  asking  for  visits  from 
officers  and  State  Chairmen  to  give  addresses  and 
advice  in  Federation  work,  you  would  at  once  appre- 
ciate how  our  usefulness  is  handicapped  by  a  lack  of 
funds.  I  firmly  believe  if  we  were  able  to  finance  this 
very  important  part  of  our  work — make  personl  visits 
to   the  clubs   needing   our   assistance — we   would    in   a 


comparatively  short  time  greatly  increase  our  mem- 
bership. And  the  interest  of  the  Endowment  Fund 
iiiill  be  devoted  to  department  work. 

Many  of  the  State  Federations  have  endowment 
funds  of  sufficient  size  to  enable  them  to  accomplish 
tremendous  undertakings,  and,  if  we  are  to  keep  up 
with  the  procession,  we  must  seriously  consider  a  more 
adequate  financing  of  our  organization.  Very  few  of 
the  States  have  as  small  an  Endowment  Fund  as 
California. 

And  now,  dear  readers,  as  this  the  open  season  for 
resolutions,  may  I  submit  the  following  for  your  con- 
sideration: 

"Whereas,  We  believe  that  the  California  Federa- 
tion of  Women's  Clubs  might  be  a  far  more  useful 
and  effective  organization  in  its  field  of  service  if 
adequately  financed;  and  whereas,  the  amount  of  25 
cents  if  subscribed  by  each  member  of  the  organization 
will  materially  add  to  the  much-needed  Endowment 
Funds;  therefore,  be  it 

"Resolved,  That  we  pledge  our  support  (moral  and 
financial)  in  helping  to  make  'Endowment  Month'  an 
unqualified  success." 

I  move  the  adoption  of  this  resolution.  I  hope  that 
Mrs.  Mott's  report  at  our  State  Convention  will  be 
"unanimously  carried."

BRINGS    HOME    GREAT    NEWS   FROM  THE  SEAT  OF 
THE  MIGHTY  AT  WASHINGTON 


There  is  no  longer  any  need  to  keep  this  secret  from 
each  other — that  if  we  wish  to  keep  in  touch  with  our 
General  Federation  Director,  Mrs.  Clara  Burdette, 
we  must  start  out  on  the  wings  of  the  morning,  and 
just  keep  a-going,  a-going,  a-going.  Here  today; 
gone  tomorrow ;  Mrs.  Burdette  fares  forth  to  every 
great  world  adventure  with  an  energy  that  makes 
most  other  folks  appear  to  be  classed  among  the  "lilies 
of  the  field." 

Mrs.  Burdette  dropped  in  at  the  December  board 
conference  in  Los  Angeles,  and  brought  with  her  such 
encouraging  news  from  the  great  conference  at  Wash- 
ington, where  she  saw  the  mental  giants  of  nations 
playing  their  parts  in  the  building  of  a  new  heaven 
and  a  new  earth.     Each  man  a  player,  and  no  pawns. 

Her  visit  to  the  capital  was  filled  with  epochal 
events.  She  saw  the  great  leaders  look  into  each 
others  eyes  with  perfect  truth  mirrored  in  their  own. 
The  time  had  passed  in  the  world's  history  for  plati- 
tudes uttered  in  the  form  of  mother-of-pearl  epigrams; 
men  spoke  straight  from  the  shoulder,  with  convictions 
so  clearly  defined  there  could  be  no  misunderstanding. 

"The  burial  services  for  the  unknown  soldier,  the 
day  preceding  the  convening  of  the  conference,  had  a 
most  powerful  psychological  effect,"  she  said.  The 
night  before  the  parade  and  ceremonies  for  the  hon- 
ored dead,  Washington  was  the  city  of  unrest.  Men 
who  had  arrived  from  foreign  lands  to  attend  the 
conference  were  carrying  a  great  responsibility  into 
an  unknown  land.  The  air  was  charged  with  doubt 
and  fear.  But  the  next  day  all  was  changed.  When 
the  procession  for  the  unknown  dead  began  in  the 
morning,  a  great  peace  seemed  to  settle  down  over 
Washington ;  and  by  evening  God's  benediction  had 
fallen  on  the  city,  and  it  was  in  a  receptive  mood  for 
fhe  next  day's  conference. 

"The  services  for  the  unknown  dead  were  simple 
but    impressive.     President    Harding's    voice    was    su- 


preme in  its  mellowness.  Every  woman  who  knew  not 
where  her  Suldier  boy  lay  buried  lifted  her  head 
proudly  in  the  hope  this  might  be  her  son  so  tenderly 
reverenced." 

While  in  Washington,  Mrs.  Burdette  was  the  inspi- 
ration for  a  luncheon  given  by  Mrs.  Herbert  Hoover, 
where  she  met  women  that  one  can  meet  in  no  other 
place  except  at  the  nation's  capital.  Among  the  most 
interesting  of  the  guests  was  a  woman  phvsician  jus 
back  from  India,  who  opened  the  eyes  of  ner  listeners 
as  to  the  splendid  advancement  of  the  women  of  India 

On  November  28th  the  General  Federation  of  Wom- 
en's Club  and  the  District  ot  Columbia  Federation 
gave  a  luncheon  of  500  covers  to  the  wives  and  women- 
folk of  the  delegates  to  the  conference  and  the  foreign 
attaches,  at  which  Mrs.  Burdette  was  a  guest  of  honor. 

"The  outstanc'ing  woman  of  the  Gener  I  Federation, 
md  one  of  the  outstanding  figures  of  American  woman 
hood,  is  Mrs.  Thomas  G.  Winter.     She  is  a  woman  of 
inspirational   vision,   who   leads   women   out   to   bigger 
things,"  says  Mrs.  Burdette. 

MUST  BE  HOUSED 

In  an  interview  with  Mrs.  Burdette  in  the  Los  An- 
geles "Times,"  she  says: 

"Could  you  have  been  with  me  a-nd  seen  the  inade- 
quacy of  our  present  office  room  for  our  organization, 
if  you  could  have  seen  the  honors  that  were  heaped 
upon  Mrs.  Winter  at  the  Limitation  of  Armaments 
Conference,  you  would  have  felt  that  the  need  for  new 
headquarters  is  imperative." 

Mrs.  Winter  is  compelled  to  receive  wives  of  notable 
men  from  all  over  the  world  in  a  hotel  parlor  or  ill 
the  homes  of  other  women's  organizations.  The  Fed- 
eration of  the  District  of  Columbia,  with  Mrs.  Winter 
presiding,  gave  a  luncheon  for  women  of  letters  and 
the  wives  of  the  delegates  to  the  conference.  Yet  the 
place  for  the  luncheon  was  in  the  dining-room  of  one 
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of  the  lesser  hotels. 

Of  the  four  women  appointed  by  Presidenting  Hard- 
ing on  the  Limitation  of  Armaments  Conference  advi- 
sory committee  of  twenty-one,  Mrs.  Winter  is  the  only 
one  who  heads  a  great  organization.  She  says  of  her 
appointment,  "The  President  has  honored  the  Federa- 
tion, not  me." 

"This  may  be  true,"  Mrs.  Burdette  agreed,  but  she 
added  that  every  one  of  the  2,000,000  women  may  be 
justly  proud  of  their  representative. 

"This  plan  of  ours  should  not  be  confused  with  other 
building  projects  by  women  in  Washington  at  the  pres- 
ent time,"  said  Mrs.  Burdette.  "There  is  the  Woman's 
National  Foundation  and  the  Washington  Memorial, 
but  the  aims  of  both  these  organizations  are  very  dif- 
ferent from  those  of  the  General  Federation.  In  a  way 
General  Federation  conveys  a  wrong  impression.  There 
are  few  who  realize  that  we  are  international,  that  we 
have  clubs  in  China,  Mexico,  Norway,  Italy,  Alaska, 
Honolulu,  the  Philippines,  South  America  and  Canada. 
And  we  should  have  a  place  to  confer  in  keeping  with 
the  dignity  and  standing  of  the  Federation. 

"If  every  woman  in  the  Federation  would  give  only 
10  cents  there  would  be  a  fund  of  $200,000,  more  than 
twice  the  sum  we  are  seeking." 

This  is  indicative  of  Mrs.  Burdette's  plan  to  raise 
the   money,   and  she   emphasized  this  point  before  the 


State  board  yesterday. 

"There  is  every  reason  to  expect  that  the  board  will 
act  favorably  upon  the  plan  and  action  of  the  com- 
mittee of  three,"  said  Mrs.  Burdette,  and  went  on  to 
add  that  formerly  she  with  many  others  had  thought 
that  the  headquarters  should  be  in  Chicago,  but  since 
the  Arms  Conference,  where  so  many  women  from 
France,  Japan,  China,  Great  Britain  and  Italy  looked 
to  the  General  Federation,  she  agreed  wholly  with 
Mrs.  Winter,  who  said  in  this  connection : 

"Something  wonderful  has  been  happening. in  Wash- 
ington in  the  past  four  years.  It  is  rapidly  becoming 
more  than  a  city  where  the  President  lives  and  Con- 
gress sits.  It  is  becoming  the  nation's  thinking  capital. 
There  is  a  steady  tendency  for  all  active  organizations 
to  center  ther  work  there." 

"We  cannot  afford,"  Mrs.  Burdette  added,  in  plead- 
ing for  these  headquarters,  "to  disassociate  ourselves 
from  other  groups  of  women  such  as  the  Daughters  of 
the  American  Revolution  in  whose  dignified  and  glori- 
ous Memorial  Hall  the  sessions  of  the  present  Disarma- 
ment Conference  are  held,  nor  from  the  Association  of 
College  Women  who  have  a  fine  building,  nor  from 
the  League  of  American  Penwomen.  All  of  these  sub- 
let rooms  and  pay  all  overhead  expenses.  The  gen- 
eral Federation,  which  is  larger  and  more  powerful 
than  any  of  them,  can  surely  do  so,  too." 


STATE  CHAIRMAN  OF  ENDOWMENT  SOUNDS   THE 

CALL  FOR  ALL  CLUBS  TO  RALLY 

TO  THE  CAUSE

The  month  of  February  has  been  set  as  the  time  for 
concerted  action  among  members  of  the  State  Federa- 
tion of  Women's  Clubs,  to  attain  their  desired  goal  for 
an  endowment  fund  of  $50,000.  This  amount  is  to  be 
used  as  a  sinking  fund,  to  stabilize  the  financial  opera- 
tions of  the  Federation,  and  its  interest  is  to  be  used 
to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  organization. 

Mrs.  D.  W.  Mott,  of  Santa  Paula,  State  Chairman  of 
the  Endowment  Fund,  has  asked  for  the  appointment 
of  subchairmen  in  every  district,  so  that  during  the 
month  of  February  every  club  in  the  Federation  will 
raise  its  quota  of  the  amount.  So  far  only  about 
$8,000  has  been  raised  by  the  placing  of  names  on  the 
carious  branches  of  the  Endowment  Fund  Roll.  The 
payment  of  $100  places  the  name  of  a  clubwoman  on 
Founders'  Roll;  $10  places  a  name  on  the  Honor  Roll; 
$5  places  a  name  on  the  Mothers'  Roll ;  $1  on  the  Mem- 
ory Roll,  and  a  donation  of  any  amount  will  place  a 
name  on  the  General  Roll  of  the  fund.  These  dona- 
tions will  continue  as  a  part  of  the  method  for  raising 
money  for  the  purpose,  but  in  addition  to  this  method, 
Mrs.    Mott   has    announced    another    plan    which    will 


permit  of  any  club  member  in  the  State  Federation 
giving  her  proportion  to%vards  the  Endowment. 

During  the  coming  February,  every  woman  in  every 
Federated  Club  is  asked  to  give  twenty-five  cents 
toward  the  Endowment  Fund.  The  money  may  be 
raised  by  donation,  by  appropriation  from  the  club 
treasury,  by  entertainment,  or  by  any  method  desired. 
This  plan  will  not  work  a  hardship  on  any  club  or 
any  member,  but  will  allow  every  one  to  have  a  share 
in  a  work  which  will  enable  the  Federation  to  advance 
to  a  broader  and  more  permanent  usefulness. 

Such  an  organization  as  the  State  Federation  can 
only  hope  to  attain  its  full  measure  of  service  by  being 
established  on  a  sound  and  firm  financial  footing.  The 
interest  on  this  $50,000  will  take  care  of  the  demands 
of  the  Federation,  and  the  principal  will  maintain  a 
sure  and  permanent  financial  position.  By  this  plan 
outlined  for  concentration  during  the  month  of  Febru- 
ary, every  woman  may  do  her  share  towards  reaching 
this  goal.  Mrs.  Mott  has  written  to  her  subchairmen 
throughout  the  State,  asking  for  their  co-operation  in 
making  the  Endowment  a  success. 


THE  BIRTH  OF  THE  STATE  ENDOWMENT  FUND 


MRS.   VIOLETTE    S.   CAMPBELL 


It  is  a  matter  of  justifiable  pride  to  the  clubwomen 
of  the  Southern  District  that  the  idea  of  a  State  En- 
dowment Fund  was  born  in  the  heart  and  mind  of 
their  own  Lillian  Pray-Palmer,  beloved  and  honored 
among  clubwomen  of  the  entire  State. 

Mrs.  Palmer,  it  will  be  recalled,  was  State  Presi- 
dent, and  wielded  the  gavel  at  the  San  Francisco  Con- 
vention in  May,  1915.  That  convention  has  been 
referred  to  as  a  big  drama,  with  a  splendid  director, 
and  indeed  it  was  such,  marking  a  distinct  epoch  in 
Federated  Club  procedure. 

In  her  President's  address,  Mrs.  Palmer  recommended 


that  "in  view  of  the  growth  and  importance  of  our 
organization,  that  in  the  nearest  future  possible  the 
California  Federation  incorporate  and  establish  head- 
quarters, with  a  salaried  executive  secretary  in  charge, 
where  the  business  of  the  Federation  shall  be  trans- 
acted, and  the  records  and  files  shall  be  kept.  This 
suggestion  is  made  in  the  hope  of  an  adequate  Endow- 
ment Fund,  and  for  the  sake  of  efficiency,  which  is  at 
this  time  greatly  impaired  for  the  lack  of  these  two 
things,  an  adequate  income  and  permanent  headquar- 
ters. These  two  progressive  steps  forward  will  bring 
us  to  a  place  of  self-respect  and  business  ability  com- 
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mensurate  with  our  high  ideals  and  unselfish  motives." 

Later  in  the  sessions,  Mrs.  Palmer  launched  the 
project  with  eloquence  that  brought  tears  to  the  eyes 
of  delegates.  It  was  said  that  had  time  been  given 
after  this  address  to  take  pledges,  thousands  of  dollars 
would  have  been  pledged,  so  moved  were  the  delegates 
present 

For  years  the  need  of  adequate  funds  had  been  dis- 
cussed throughout  the  Federation.  At  the  State  Con- 
vention of  1914,  held  in  Riverside,  Mrs.  B.  F.  Walton 
of  Sacramento  pledged  $100  to  start  a  State  Endowment 
Fund,  and  there  the  matter  rested.  The  General  Fed- 
eration was  raising  a  $25,000  fund  and  California  had 
raised  her  full  quota  plus  $7,000  bonus,  which  was  to 
be  sent  to  the  Chicago  Biennial  meeting  in  June,  1914. 

A  splendid  guard  of  honor,  headed  by  Mrs.  Lillian 
Pray-Palmer,  carried  this  munficient  gift  to  the  Gen- 
eral meeting.  Mrs.  E.  G.  Demiston,  State  Chairman 
of  Endowment,  and  one  hundred  delegates  from  Cali- 
fornia clubs  accompanied  Mrs.  Palmer. 

Mrs.  Pamer  lost  no  time  in  launching  her  plan  for 
State  Endowment  on  her  return  to  California,  present- 
ing it  first  to  her  executive  board  and  later  to  the  State 
Convention  at  San  Francisco  in  1915. 

The  name  originally  offered  by  Mrs.  Palmer  was 
"the  Mothers'  Memorial  Endowment  Fund,"  but  on 
the  death  of  Mrs.  Caroline  Severance,  "Mother  of 
California  Clubs,"  the  name  was  changed. 

The  objective  is  to  raise  a  State  Endowment  Fund 
of  $50,000,  the  fund  to  be  divided  into  distinguishing 
rolls.  One  hundred  dollars  will  place  the  name  of  a 
person  or  club  on  the  Founders'  Roll.  Ten  dollars 
places  the  name  of  a  person  or  club  on  the  Honor 
Roll,  and  for  a  sum  undesignated  the  name  of  one's 
monther  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll. 

It  is  a  most  commendable  plan,  and  an  effort  will 
now  be  made  to  consummate  it.  It  is  thought  that  the 
subject  has  not  received  due  attention  at  District  and 
State  Conventions  in  these  last  years,  but  a  renewed 
interest    is    manifesting    itself,    clubwomen    coming    to 


realize  that  such  a  fund  would  give  the  Federation  a 
more  dignified  and  assured  place  in  the  affairs  of  the 
State,  and  would  relieve  the  embarrassment  of  officers 
and  leaders  who  are  and  have  been  hampered  for 
essential  means  to  carry  on  the  work  to  which  they 
are  giving  their  services. 

One-fifth  of  the  sum  raised  from  the  sale  of  Federa- 
tion emblems  goes  to  the  Endowment  Fund,  a  thing 
to  be  remembered  by  those  buying  the  lovely  little  em- 
blem. The  sum  sought  is  not  large  when  it  is  recalled 
that  the  entire  big  State  of  California  is  honey-combed 
with  Federated  Clubs.  It  was  and  is  the  desire  of  the 
first  promoter  of  the  cause,  that  no  tax  be  levied  on 
the  clubwomen  for  the  fund.  "The  gift  without  the 
giver  is  bare."  With  every  dollar  contributed  should 
go  the  thought  of  love  and  service.  A  small  sum  given 
in  the  name  of  your  sainted  mother,  a  larger  sum  to 
place  the  name  of  a  self-sacrificing  club  president  on 
the  Honor  Roll,  or  one  hundred  dollars  to  place  a 
name  or  a  club  on  the  Founders'  Roll.  With  every 
clubwoman  visualizing  the  result,  the  task  should  be 
quickly  done.

ENDOWMENT  MONTH

The  old  type  of  Federation  spirit  is  passing.  The 
old  said,  "How  much  do  we  get  out  of  the  Federation." 
The  new  says,  "How  much  can  we  put  in  and  how 
much  force  do  we  place  back  of  our  State  motto: 
"Strength  united  is  stronger." 

The  State  and  District  Federation  is  just  as  strong 
as  we  have  the  vision  to  make  it. 

It  requires  vision  to  see  the  need  of  the  Endowment 
Fund.  It  grew  out  of  a  definite  need,  and  that  need 
has  increased  with  each  year  swelling  the  membership 
of  the  Federation. 

Just  a  little  history,  that  the  various  clubs  may 
know  something  of  its  origin  and  what  it  should  mean 
today.  The  Memorial  Endowment  Fund  was  founded 
in  1915,  in  memory  of  Carolina  Severance,  beloved 
by  clubwomen  as  one  who  worked  unceasingly  in  their 
behalf.  Surely  it  is  fitting  that  her  name  should  live 
on  in  this,  the  work  of  the  Federation.  The  plan  grew 
out  of  a  growing  need  for  a  larger  income  for  the 
State  Federation.  It  was  proposed  to  either  raise  the 
dues  or  raise  an  endowment.  Larger  dues  might  shut 
out  some  clubs  from  membership,  and  the  women  who 
decided  the  Question  realized  the  value  not  only  to  the 
clubwomen  themselves,  but  to  the  State  as  whole  of 
that  body  of  women  coming  together  from  every  part 
of  our  glorious  California  and  from  almost  every 
condition  of  life  to  plan  for  the  common  welfare. 

A  plan  for  an  endowment  was  adopted  and  an   en- 


dowment committee  appointed.  The  work  is  done  by 
a  chairman  in  each  district,  the  money  sent  to  the 
chairman,  who  sends  it  to  the  District  Treasurer,  that 
proper  record  may  be  kept  in  each  district,  the  Treas- 
urer remitting  to  State  Treasurer. 

Our  aim  is  $50,000  in  the  next  two  years,  the  princi- 
pal of  which  is  not  to  be  touched,  but  the  interest  to 
help  maintain  State  expenses;  60  per  cent  to  be  used 
for  departmental  work,  the  remaining  40  per  cent  for 
general  purposes. 

We  are  planning  to  ask  the  clubs  to  set  aside  the 
month  of  February  as  Endowment  month,  asking  that 
they  raise  in  any  way  that  they  see  fit  25  cents  per 
capita.  In  this  way  it  will  not  work  hardship  upon 
anyone,  and  every  woman  in  every  club  will  feel 
she  has  given  her  part  for  this  much  needed  fund. 

We  ask  every  President  to  appoint  a  chairman  for 
this  fund,  as  we  are  desirous  that  every  club  have  a 
part. 

Place  the  name  of  your  President  on  the  roll,  or 
some  other  member  who  has  given  of  her  time  and 
talent.  The  Los  Angeles  district  stands  high  in  the 
list  of  loyal  women  whose  activities  have  been  inspira- 
tional in  the  cause  of  women.  Honor  their  names  and 
by  so  doing  aid  in  the  efficiency  of  your  District  and 
State  Federation.  The  different  rolls  are:  Found- 
ers', $100  per  name;  Honor,  $10  per  name;  Mothers', 
$1  per  name;  general,  any  sum;  Memorial,  $5.

USE  CALIFORNIA  PRODUCTS,  MAKE  WORK 

FOR  UNEMPLOYED  AND  LESSEN  CRIME,  IS 

NEW  CAMPAIGN  OF  STATE  FEDERATION 


One  of  the  most  notable  of  the  recent  undertakings 
of  the  California  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  is  de- 
scribed in  the  Los  Angeles  Times  as  follows: 

"The  California  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,  com- 
posed of  some  55,000  of  the  most  influential  women  in 
the  State,  has  launched  a  campaign  of  unique  char- 
acter to  simultaneously  provide  work  for  the  unem- 
ployed of  the  State,  thereby  notably  lessening  crime, 
and  to  further  the  interests  of  State  industries  by 
greatly  increasing  the  popular  demand  for  California- 
made  products. 

"According  to  word  received  yesterday  from  Mrs. 
W.  A.  Fitzgerald  of  San  Francisco,  president  of  the 
federation,  the  State  executive  board  of  the  organiza- 
tion proposes  to  place  the  immense  buying  power  of 
the  aggregate  federation  membership  behind  California 
products.  A  preliminary  survey  of  the  field  indicates, 
according  to  the  announcement,  that  the  demand  for 
these  products  will  be  so  stimulated  that  California 
factories  will  be  able  to  give  employment  to  many 
more  workers  than  at  present,  in  order  to  supply  it. 
In  some  lines  it  is  regarded  as  probable  that  present 
manufacturing  facilities  will  have  to  be  enlarged  and 
new  factories  built.  It  is  hoped  that  a  secondary  ef- 
fort will  be  the  bringing  of  manv  new  industries  to 
the  State  to  share  the  unique  market  to  be  afforded. 

The  police  authorities  of  various  large  California 
cities  who  have  been  consulted  about  the  scheme  be- 
lieve, the  women  say,  that  if  it  can  be  successfully 
carried  out  it  will  do  much  to  solve  the  crime  problem 
in  California,  especially  during  the  winter  months. 
This  is  on  the  theory  that  a  considerable  percentage 
of  lawbreaking  is  committed  by  men  out  of  jobs  who 
would  not  be  criminals  if  they  had  steady  work  in  their 
own  particular  lines.  Chief  of  Police  Jones  informed 
a  representative  of  the  women  that,  in  his  opinion,  the 
plan  would  do  much  to  diminish  crime  in  Los  An- 
geles. 

"Manufacturers  who  have  been  consulted  express 
themselves  as  sanguine  of  the  results,  the  announce- 
ment says,  believing  that  the  consistent  use  of  home 
products  by  the  people  of  California  would  make 
every  factory  in  the  State  work  to  enlarged  capacity 
every  day  in  the  year- 

"The  club  women  do  not  propose  to  put  their  in- 
fluence back  of  inferior  products  merely  because  they 
are  Californian,  they  say.  Their  belief  is  that  Cali- 
fornia industries  can  produce  goods  of  a  quality  equal 
or  superior  to  those  of  any  similar  factory  in  the 
country.  If  any  such  products  are  inferior  they  would 
be  automatically  forced  to  improve  in  quality  in  order 
to  profit  by  such  a  campaign  as  is  proposed. 

An   indirect   but   equally  great   benefit   to   accrue   to 


the  State,  the  announcement  says,  will  be  in  the  re- 
taining in  circulation  here  of  the  millions  of  dollars 
annually  sent  East  for  products  which  can  be  just  as 
well  bought  in  California.  The  women  believe  that 
business  of  every  kind,  whether  manufacturing  or 
not,  will  be  stimulated  by  this  condition,  in  itself  a 
guarantee  of  independence  from  eastern  financial  de- 
pression. 

"The  campaign  will  begin  with  the  membership 
itself,  according  to  the  plan,  representatives  of  the 
State  central  organization  visiting  in  turn  each  of  the 
500-odd  clubs  in  the  State  and  personally  enlisting  the 
individual  members  in  the  work.  Each  of  these  mem- 
bers is  to  undertake  to  influence  as  many  as  possible 
of  potential  users  of  home  products  in  her  own  cricle 
of  influence,  outside  of  club  work.  It  is  proposed  to 
have  the  federation  district  presidents  in  general 
charge  of  the  work  of  education  in  their  respective 
sections  of  the  State. 

"These  district  presidents  are:  Northern  district, 
Mrs.  A.  L.  Miller,  Marysville;  San  Francisco  district, 
Mrs.  H.  M.  Tenney,  Watsonville;  Alameda  district, 
Mrs.  George  A.  Rigg,  Oakland;  San  Joaquin  Valley 
district,  Mrs.  George  W.  Turner,  Fresno;  Los  Angeles 
district,  Mrs.  John  C.  Urquhart,  Los  Angeles;  south- 
ern district,  Mrs.  A.  W.  Wohlford,  Escondido.

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BRILLIANT  PRESS  CLUB  REPRESENTATIVE  RETURNS 
FROM  THE  LAND  OF  HAUNTING  MUSIC

Every  session  of  the  Southern  California  Woman's 
Press  Club,  which  meets  at  the  Ebell  clubhouse,  Los 
Angeles,"  is  interesting;  but  that  of  December  13 
proved  especially  so,  marking  as  it  did  the  return  of 
its  President,  Mrs.  Georgina  S.  Townsend,  to  active 
duty  after  a  delightful  trip  to  Honolulu.  As  a  rep- 
resentative to  the  World's  Press  Congress  convening 
recently  in  that  "Paradise  of  the  Pacific,"  Mrs.  Town- 
send  was  the  recipient  of  much  courteous  recognition 
of  her  own  standard  of  ability  as  well  as  that  of 
her  club.  Invited  to  address  the  Congress,  she  com- 
plied, offering  solutions  of  the  present  press  situation 
so  well  as  to  command  respect  for  woman's  viewpoint. 
She  was  quoted  by  Mark  Cohen,  Member  of  Parlia- 
ment and  Editor  of  New  Zealand,  a  few  days  later 
in  an  address  of  his  own  before  the  Pan  Pacific 
Congress.  At  Governor  Wallace  Farrington's  solici- 
tation, Mrs.  Townsend  and  her  Club  appeared  in 
the  columns  of  the  Honolulu  Star-Bulletin  of  October 
8.  The  Governor  is  that  paper's  part  owner.  Mrs. 
Townsend's  report  of  the  Congress,  given  December 
13,  proved   a   treat,   and  is  in  part  as  follows: 

"As  a  host,  Honolulu  is  without  peer;  lavishly  gen- 
erous, including  in  the  schedule  of  entertainment  a 
five  day's  boat  trip  about  the  islands  for  the  entire 
delegation.  From  Governor,  Mayor,  and  Command- 
ant, down  to  the  smallest  newsie,  every  human  encoun- 
tered was  on  the  reception  committee  and  anxious 
to  serve  the  "Malihini  hauli  wahim,"  white  woman 
visitor.  The  Congress,  although  essentially  a  man's 
Congress,  paid  due  respect  to  the  twenty  women 
delegates,     although     public     recognition     was     only 
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airman 

extended  to  Mrs.  Townsend  and  her  hostess,  Mrs. 
Grace  Tower  Warren,  head  of  the  Honolulu  Press 
Club  and  an  ex-President  of  the  Southern  California 
Woman's  Press  Club  here.  Mrs.  Warren  read  a 
paper  on  "Interviewing"  before  the  Congress  which 
was  well  received.  Another  delegate  from  this  club 
was  Mrs.  Emma  Livingston  Reed.  The  Woman's 
Press  was  the  most  important  woman's  club  repre- 
sented. The  deep  notes  sounded  were  "Peace"  and 
"A  Clean  Press",  first  by  President  Harding  in  his 
opening  address,  read  by  Governor  Farrington,  and 
adhered  to  throughout  the  Congress  by  each  speaker. 
Yellow  journalism  was  deplored  by  the  foreign  dele- 
gation as  well  as  by  our  own,  many  of  whom  were 
brilliant  speakers,  and  ALL  of  whom  used  good 
English   in    addressing  the   Congress.

Bettata,  Spanish-America;  Gregoria  Nieva,  Manila, 
and  others,  all  showing  much  knowledge  of  Ameri- 
can Press  and  American  policy.  Col.  Frederick  Law- 
son,  Editor  London  Daily  Telegraph  and  a  war  hero, 
proved  most  able,  and  our  own  notables  were  James 
Wright  Brown,  New  York;  H.  L.  Bridgman,  Brook- 
lyn Etandard,  and  V.  S.  McClachty  of  the  Sacramento 
Bee.  Honolulu's  contribution  were  Governor  Farring- 
ton, Colonel  Riley  H.  Allen,  Editor  Star-Bulletin; 
Alex  H.  Ford(  Mid-Pacific  Magazine.  Twenty-five 
of  the  States  sent  representatives;  New  York  heading 
the  list  in  numbers;  California,  second.

While  no  Board  meeting  is  to  be  held  during  the 
month  of  December,  the  activities  of  the  San  Francisco 
District  are  in  no  wise  slackening  up. 

The  District  President  has  within  the  past  three 
months  visited  ten  counties  out  of  our  fourteen,  and 
everywhere  the  spirit  of  co-operation  in  the  various 
departments  of  women's  work  is  apparent. 

In  Child  Welfare,  our  women  have  been  very  active. 
In  Vallejo,  through  the  efforts  of  the  Solano  County 
Federation,  memorial  rooms  in  the  City  Hall  have 
been  thoroughly  equipped  for  Baby  Clinics.  In  Santa 
Rosa,  a  Dental  Clinic  has  been  established  through  the 
joint  efforts  of  our  clubwomen  and  the  Red  Cross.  In 
Monterey,  our  club  is  supplying  milk  in  the  schools 
when  parents  are  unable  to  meet  the  expense.  The 
Watsonville  Club  put  on  a  Fall  Festival  lasting  three 
days,  from  which  over  $2,000  was  netted,  and  pre- 
sented to  the  city  for  the  purpose  of  further  equipment 
of  the  Public  Playground.  The  Sorosis  Club,  Fort 
Bragg,  Mendocino  County,  with  a  membership  of  less 
than  twenty,  has  just  completed  the  raising  of  $750  as 
the  one-fourth  of  one  year's  expense  of  a  community 
nurse.  The  San  Francisco  Clubs  are  active  in  Christ- 
mas preparation  for  children  of  our  unfortunate.  One 
large  club  keeps  in  plain  sight  at  all  meetings  a  tin 
box  marked  "Shoes,"  where  the  members  may  deposit 
their  extra  quarters  or  small  change,  that  needy  little 
feet  may  be  shod. 

In  San  Francisco  our  women  are  displaying  to  a 
marked  degree  their  determination  to  make  American 
citizenship,  count  under  the  leadership  of  our  State 
Vice  President,  Dr.  Mariana  Bertola,  who  is  also 
Chairman  of  the  Vigilante  Committee.  Our  prominent 
clubwomen  are  unobtrusively  but  effectively  appearing 
at  court  trials  affecting  the  morals  of  the  city,  among 
them  the  notorious  Arbuckle  case.  The  San  Francisco 
District  and  San  Francisco  City  and  County  Federation 
have  each  passed  resolutions  protesting  against  the 
further  showing  of  the  Arbuckle  films  anywhere. 

American  Education  Week  gave  a  new  stimulus  to 


our  American  Citizenship  workers  through  the  pro- 
gram of  education  which  our  Chairman  of  American 
Citizenship,  Mrs.  J.  N.  Godfrey,  ararnged. 

Through  our  Conservation  Chairman,  Mrs.  William 
Kent,  a  protest  is  being  made  against  the  threatened 
imminent  destruction  of  the  redwood  forest  in  Hum- 
boldt County,  known  as  Bull's  Creek  Grove.  May  it 
be  that  our  women's  protest  will  not  be  too  late  to 
save  this  splendid  forest,  which  has  helped  to  make 
our  State  distinctive  and  wonderful. 

A  Law  Section,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Theresa 
Meikle,  Chairman  of  Legislation,  is  a  new  feature  of 
one  of  our  San  Francisco  Clubs.  The  meetings  thus 
far  have  been  well  attended,  and  the  lectures  of  Dr. 
Meikle  are  proving  of  great  practical  value. 

Our  Chairman  of  Literature,  Mrs.  Josephine  Wilson, 
who  is  California  representative  of  the  League  of 
American  Pen  Women,  also  President  of  the  San 
Francisco  Auxiliary  of  the  League  of  American  Pen 
Women,  has  inaugurated  a  series  of  book  conferences, 
or  Open  Book  Forum,  to  be  held  at  the  Fairmont 
Hotel,  in  San  Francisco,  on  the  second  Friday  of  each 
month,  for  the  clubwomen  of  the  district.  The  first 
one  proved  a  great  success,  several  hundred  women 
enjoying  the  excellent  program  which  our  chairman 
had  arranged,  which  included  readings  by  Grace 
Hyde  Time,  poet  and  author  of  pageantry  and  musical 
compositions,  written  by  the  late  Mrs.  Crothers. 

November  3rd  marked  the  opening  of  the  splendid 
$25,000  Woman's  Club  House  at  San  Mateo.  This 
edifice,  an  architectural  gem,  is  the  outcome  of  an 
unusual  community  spirit.  The  President,  a  leader  in 
civic  activities,  invited  to  be  with  the  club  on  the 
joyful  day  of  opening,  not  only  representatives  of  the 
State,  District  and  neighboring  Women's  Clubs,  but 
the  pastors  of  the  churches,  the  Secretary  of  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  and  the  Prnicipal  of  the  High  School, 
thus  recognizing  the  wide  interests  of  the  club,  but 
emphasizing  its  local  loyalty.

CLUBWOMEN    HAVE    HELPED    MAKE    MATERNITY 
COTTAGE  A  CRADLE  OF  HUMANITY 


One  doesn't  know  how  much  good  there  is  in  the 
world  until  someone  starts  some  good  a-going.  On 
November  6,  1906,  Mrs.  William  Baurhyte  visited  the 
Utah  Street  School,  Los  Angeles,  and,  at  the  request  of 
the  teachers,  interested  the  Unitarian  Church  in  start- 
ing a  rummage  sale  in  the  vicinity  of  the  school.  This 
mite  of  a  beginning  led  to  the  establishment  of  the 
Maternity  Cottage,  which  was  organized  March  28, 
1907,  by  the  Woman's  Alliance  Maternity  Cottage 
Association.  The  first  cottage  was  dedicated  May  24, 
1907;  incorporated  April  9,  1909. 


THE  COTTAGE 
The  new  cottage,  dedicated  June  27,  1920,  is  a  semi- 
fireproof  building,   with   sixteen   beds,   which,   together 
with   furnishings,   cost  over  $30,000.     The   furnishings 
were  contributed  by  individuals  and  organizations.

The  Maternity  Cottage  was  established  for  the  care 
of  needy  wives  at  the  time  of  confinement.  Our  most 
successful  physicians  agree  that  the  safest  and  best 
place  for  confinement  cases  is  a  good  hospital.

who  live  in  lonely  ranch  houses,  in  one-room  apart- 
ments or  in  small  and  meagerly  equipped  homes,  often 
with  a  family  of  children!  These  women  are  entitled 
to  a  physician's  care  and  good  ncrsing,  in  a  clean, 
comfortable,  homelike  place,  which  their  children  in 
after  years  will  not  be  ashamed  to  claim  as  their 
birthplace.  The  future  of  the  whole  world  depends 
upon  the  babies  that  are  born  now — not  upon  a  few 
of  them,  but  upon  all  of  them,  so  it  is  wise  to  give 
them  all  a  good  start. 

Wives  from  all  walks  of  life  come  to  the  Cottage, 
and  they  all  receive  the  same  attention.  Every  effort 
is  made  to  eliminate  the  idea  of  dispensing  charity. 
The  Cottage  aims  to  help  these  families  over  a  hard 
place  in  their  lives,  and  expects  them  to  pay  what  they 
can  afford.  , 

THE   SERVICE 

There  are  no  student  physicians  in  charge  of 
patients.  Any  licensed  physician  may  have  his 
patients  cared  for  at  the  regular  rates,  provided  his 
fees  comply  with  the  rules  of  the  Cottage.  The  best 
physicians  donate  their  services  to  free  patients. 

It  has  been  determined  that  $2.00  per  day  and  a 
charge  of  $5.00  for  the  use  of  the  birth  room  will 
cover  the  expense  of  a  normal  case  in  the  Community 
rooms,  including  beard,  laundry,  medical  supplies,  use 
of  clothing,  and  nursing  for  the  mother  and  baby.  To 
secure  the  best  results,  we  urge  mothers  to  remain  at 
least  twelve  days  after  the  birth  of  the  child.  The 
charge  for  twelve  da3's  in  the  Community  rooms  is 
$29.00.  The  expense  in  the  rooms  having  two  beds 
is  $2.75  per  day,  and  in  the  single  rooms  $3.50  per 
day,  with  $5.00  for  the  birth  room  charge,  making  the 
rates  for  twelve  days  $38.00  and  $47.00  respectively. 
If  patients  can  pay  nothing  or  only  a  small  amount 
at  the  time,  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  remember  the 
Cottage  later,  as  it  has  no  desire  to  pauperize  families. 

Over  3,500  mothers  have  been  cared  for  since  March, 
1907,  with  the  loss  of  but  three — a  record —  unequaled, 
as  far  as  can  be  learned. 

SUPPORT 

Repairs,  improvements,  expense  of  free  patients,  pay 
roll  of  employees,  and  household  bills  are  met  by  sub- 
scriptions, donations,  memberships,  the  proceeds  of  the 
Salvage  Store  and  the  payments  made  by  patients. 

There  is  a  mortgage  of  $4,000  on  the  place,  which 
it  is  hoped  can  be  burned  April  16,  1922. 
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SALVAGE  STORE 
The  receipts  from  the  Store  help  to  pay  the  expenses 
of  the  Cottage,  but  this  assistance  is  small  in  com- 
parison with  that  given  the  people  of  the  neighbor- 
hood, to  whom  the  Store  has  been  a  blessing  for  many 
years.  You  are  earnestly  requested  to  contribute 
articles  of  any  kind  for  which  you  have  no  further 
use.  Please  telephone  411-81  and  your  salvage  will  be 
called  for;  or,  better  yet,  bring  your  salvage  and  visit 
the  Cottage  and  Store. 

CLUBS  HAVE   HELPED 

Mrs.  Baurhyte,  who  is  a  Past  President  of  the  Los 
Angeles  District,  C.  F.  W.  C,  has  had  the  assistance 
of  many  of  the  district  clubs  in  carrying  on  the  big 
work. 

The  heart-throb  of  the  little  Maternity  Cottage  is 
heard  in  the  following  little  story  by  Mrs.  Baurhyte, 
told  a  number  of  years  ago  to  someone  who  said  there 
were  no  poor  in  Los  Angeles  and  vicinity.

There  was  a  glorious  sunset  last  night;  great  bil- 
lows of  white  clouds  surged  over  Mt.  Lowe,  and  the 
whole  west  was  a  blaze  of  red  and  gold.  High  above 
the  gorgeous  bands  of  color,  a  few  tiny  clouds  edged 
with  pink  and  cream  and  pearl  fluttered  about  like 
gaily  clad  children.  The  air  was  full  of  electricity, 
and  over  old  San  Gorgonio  a  dull  purple  mass  of 
color  betokened  the  return  of  last  night's  storm.  "And 
this  is  your  excuse  for  living  in  this  out-of-the-way 
part  of  town,  is  it?"  said  one  of  a  merry  group  who 
had  gone  to  the  Heights  to  see  this  wondrous  common- 
place sight,  this  southland  sunset.  "Well,  it  is  worth 
coming  to  see.  Your  California  winters  are  ideal,  and 
a  comforting  thought  is  that  they  are  so  good  to  the 
poor,  if  there  be  any  poor  here,  for  in  my  three  months' 
stay  there  has  not  fallen  a  drop  of  rain  until  that 
cloudburst  last  night,  and  I  haven't  seen  a  really  poor 
person    yet.      No   wonder   you    seem   so   care-free    and 
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contented,  for  this  is  surely  Nature's  playland."  "No 
poor  in  Los  Angeles?  Come  with  me  for  a  twenty- 
minute  ride  and  see  for  yourself,"  said  another  of  the 
group.  Across  the  river,  the  view  is  different.  On 
three  city  blocks,  eight  hundred  human  beings  exist  in 
shacks  made  of  tin  cans,  old  boards  and  worn-out 
canvas.  Facing  each  other  across  narrow  alleys,  these 
miserable  homes  are  the  breeding  places  of  all  kinds 
of  disease,  moral  and  physical.  One  faucet  in  each 
alley,  the  depth  of  the  block,  affords  the  water  supply 
for  the  ten  or  twelve  families  ,  and  the  sanitary 
arrangements  are  beyond  description.  The  cloudburst 
of  the  night  before  had  not  cleared  the  air  down  here 
nor  made  the  beautiful  picture  seen  from  the  Heights. 
It  had  spent  its  force  on  the  leaky  roofs,  saturating 
the  poor  belongings  of  the  inmates  of  the  shacks, 
making  the  alleys  pools  of  black,  sticky  mud  and 
garbage,  and  beating  down  the  struggling  vines  that 
are  trying  to  grow  over  every  Mexican  hovel.  It  had 
drenched  the  bed  of  this  pitiable  old  woman,  and  the 
wind  today,  down  by  the  river,  has  been  so  keen  that 
she  has  not  been  able  to  be  out-of-doors  so  the  sun 
might  dry  her  few  tatetred  belongings.  Do  you  hear 
her  cough  and  see  the  hectic  flush  on  her  withered 
cheek?  Uptown,  a  case  like  that  would  be  treated 
differently,  but  the  spread  of  the  great  white  plague 
does  not  make  so  much  difference  down  here  in  the 
lowlands. 

In  this  two-room  apology  for  a  home,  seven  people 
exist.  The  baby  used  to  sleep  in  this  potato  box, 
suspended  from  the  ceiling.  He  doesn't  sleep  there 
now,  for  last  week  he  was  badly  burned,  when  the 
ropes  broke  and  he  fell  into  the  charcoal  burner  that 
was  under  the  box,  and  now  lies  hovering  between  life 
and  death  at  the  hospital,  while  the  loving,  ignorant 
mother  mourns  and  sobs  for  her  little  one,  whom  she 
fears  will  never  return.  "There  are  so  many  little 
ones  there,  they  may  not  remember  where  he  lives, 
even  if  the  Blessed  Mother  cures  his  burns,"  she  wails. 
The  sixteen-year-old  sister  stands  near,  her  great 
somber  eyes  full  of  tears,  for  she  has  been  her  mother's 
only  helper  when  the  last  three  babies  came,  and 
loves  them  with  a  love  that  comes  with  such  service. 
For  the  past  five  years  the  family  has  lived  on  the 
line  of  the  new  railroad,  where  the  father  had  work, 
but  the  work  is  finished,  and  they  came  to  the  city,  and 
just  now  life  seems  rather  dreary  to  the  girl,  for  in  a 
little  time  she  will  be  a  mother.     "Juan  was  good  and 


kind  to  me  at  first,  out  on  the  road,  but  when  we  came 
in  from  the  desert  the  lights  and  the  music  and  the 
good  company  made  him  forget  me."  One  wonders 
what  these  ignorant  people  think  of  our  boasted  civ- 
ilization. Induced  to  come  here,  then  herded  together 
in  the  worst  parts  of  town,  afforded  all  kinds  of 
temptations,  then  arrested  and  imprisoned  when  they 
succumb  to  the  lures  that  are  spread  for  them,  as  long 
as  their  hard-earned  money  lasts. 

For  months  old  Pedro  has  lain  on  this  shelf,  built 
against  the  wall.  There  is  no  lack  of  air  in  the  bare 
room,  for  the  rain  drives  through  the  cracks  in  the 
walls  and  the  wind  moans  dismally  these  stormy 
nights.  Rheumatism  racked  his  poor  old  frame,  but, 
despite  his  sufferings,  he  clings  to  life,  for  Tomasa  is 
old,  too,  and  for  more  than  a  half  a  century  they  had 
been  all  in  all  to  each  other.  They  lived  in  the  happy 
past,  in  those  care-free  days  before  the  gringo  came, 
when  the  nights  in  the  old  pueblo  rang  with  music, 
and  Pedro  and  Tomasa  swayed  through  the  mazes  of 
the  old  Spanish  dances.  But  one  night  last  week 
Pedro  failed  to  answer  when  Tomasa  spoke  to  him, 
and  when  in  the  cold,  gray  morning  the  long  black 
wagon  came  to  take  him  from  her,  she  fought  the 
men  till  her  strength  was  spent,  "for  the  heretics  will 
cut  his  poor  body  in  pieces  for  the  cruel  doctors,  and 
I  have  no  money  for  the  padre,  no  money  for  the 
padre."  Just  a  broken-hearted,  ignorant,  old  Mexican 
woman  who  had  been  faithful  and  true  for  over  fifty 
years,  and  at  last  the  worst  had  come  to  her,  no  money 
to  buy  repose  for  the  soul  of  her  lover. 

Concha  Carillo,  a  proud  name  in  the  old  days,  eats 
and  sleeps  in  this  hovel.  The  eldest  of  a  family  of 
nine,  and  until  last  Saturday  she  had  never  been 
across  the  river.  A  friend  invited  her  to  luncheon 
up  on  the  Heights.  In  all  her  life  she  had  not  seen  a 
table  properly  prepared  for  a  meal.  Her  eyes  were 
big  with  wonder  at  the  sight  of  it.  "Does  everyone 
have  a  knife  and  fork?  You  must  be  very  rich,"  she 
said.  Her  amazement  knew  no  bounds  when  she  was 
taken  through  the  simple  little  home.  "It  seems  a 
great  deal  of  room  for  just  three  people.  We  have 
only  three  rooms  for  eleven  of  us,  and  now  we  must 
take  old  Tomasa,  for  she  has  nowhere  to  live." 
Concha  has  been  to  school  intermittingly,  for  when 
the  babies  come  she  must  care  for  mother  and  the 
other  children.  She  is  invaluable  as  interpreter  to  the 
women    who    for    the    past    year    have    maintained    a 
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second-hand  store,  around  the  corner,  for  the  sale  of 
anything  that  uptown  friends  will  contribute.  This 
store  supplies  good  articles  of  every  kind  to  the  people 
of  the  neighborhood  for  a  very  low  price,  but  the 
price  prevents  further  pauperizing  of  these  people 
and  helps  them  to  a  knowledge  of  self-respect.  It  is 
hard  times  just  now  in  Concha's  home.  When  work 
stopped  on  the  railroads,  pay  stopped  too.  When 
conditions  became  intolerable  down  here,  the  philan- 
thropists who  had  sent  to  Mexico  for  the  people,  to 
secure  cheap  labor,  concluded  to  send  them  back. 
What  to?  Nothing,  only  it  is  good  for  the  city  that 
they  should  go.  Concha  said:  "My  mother  does  not 
want  to  go,  for  there  I  cannot  go  to  school,  and  I  shall 
forget  all  my  American  talk,  and  she  wants  me  to  stay 
here,  so  I  will  not  have  her  kind  of  a  life."  But  they 
sold  their  few  paltry  belongings,  and,  taking  old 
Tomasa  with  them,  started  for  the  train.  Then  some- 
thing happened,  nobody  knew  what.  There  was  not 
room,  or  they  went  to  the  wrong  place,  or  the  philan- 
thropists  forgot   to  make   arrangements,    and   so   these 


twelve  ignorant,  unthrifty,  child-minded  human  beings 
are  stranded,  with  absolutely  nothing  but  a  few  old 
blankets  and  their  apologies  for  clothing.  It  is  cold, 
too,  down  by  the  river  these  nights  and  mornings. 
Last  night  the  stork,  probably  confused  by  the  storm, 
left  two  tiny  girl  babies  to  a  seventeen-year-old 
mother,  in  this  squalid  shack.  The  good  doctors  who 
brave  snuch  scenes  arrived  at  four  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  to  give  their  help  to  this  suffering  that  is  the 
common  lot  of  mothers.  The  bed  was  a  door  laid  on 
the  earthen  floor,  with  one  blanket  for  mattress  and 
covering,  the  light  was  a  candle  in  a  bottle,  and  water 
was  heated  in  an  oilcan  over  a  smouldering  fire  in 
the  rain-soaked  alley.     The  mother  died. 

Around  the  corner  is  a  tiny  shingled  cottage,  warm 
and  clean  and  bright.  Inside  is  a  white-gowned 
nurse  tending  a  wee  baby,  the  mother  faintly  smiling 
from  the  comfortable  white  bed.  She  has  four  other 
children,  the  husband  is  now  out  of  work,  and  little 
can  be  asved  from  a  wage  of  a  dollar  and  a  half  a

OFFICIAL  VISIT  TO  MEXICO 


Taken  from  Mrs.  Burdett's  story  of  Mexico  in  the 
December  number  of  "Pasadena  Calif ornia  Life." 

Editor's  Note:  A  voice  has  recently  been  raised  in 
the  National  Capital  in  behalf  of  our  sister,  the 
Republic  of  Mexico.  Mexico  could  have  no  abler 
advocate  at  the  bar  of  the  world  than  Mrs.  Robert  J. 
Burdette,  who,  as"  a  guest  of  the  Mexican  Republic 
during  its  thirty-day  centennial  celebration,  had  a  rare 
opportunity  for  observation. 

Mrs.  Burdette  has  been  in  Washington  recently  and 
has  witnessed  the  epochal  events  of  the  Disarmament 
Conference.  She  saw  "the  world  around  a  square 
table,"  with  Balfour  of  England,  Kato  of  Japan, 
Briand  of  France  and  Schanzen  of  Italy  offering 
approval  to  the  United  States  plan  for  the  limitation 
of  navies.  She  also  had  a  conference  with  President 
Harding  and  numerous  talks  with  Secretary  Hoover. 
Knowing  Mrs.  Burdette,  we  are  very  sure  she  took  this 
occasion  to  present  a  plea  for  Mexican  recognition,  if 
such  be  possible  under  the  recent  Mexican  Constitution 
and  the  much  mooted  "Article  27." 


To  return  from  Mexico  to  the  beauty  and  quiet  of 
these  hotel  gardens  is  truly  to  be  at  home  in  Maryland 
Bungalow  Land.  Mexico  is  radiant  with  a  beauty  and 
a  charm  of  its  own,  but  Mexico  City  at  Fiesta  Time  is 
hot  a  restful  place  if  one  be  a  guest  of  the  Federal 
Government,  with  all  the  functions  and  hospitality 
which  that  implies.  "Government  Functions"  means 
more  than  social  affairs,  for  while  there  were  recep- 
tions and  balls  and  banquets  and  concerts,  there  were

also  the  formal  opening  of  new  buildings  for  educa- 
tional purposes,  the  dedication  of  new  parks,  the 
opening  of  Mexican  Art  Exhibits,  floral  parades  in 
the  streets  and  canals,  national  outdoor  sports,  open- 
ing of  new  roads,  renaming"  of  streets  with  official 
ceremony,  and  many  other  official  acts  which  were 
intended  to  stimulate  national  and  local  progress. 

When  one  talks  or  writes  of  Mexico,  having  seen 
only  the  country  from  the  car  window  and  visited 
only  "Mexico  D.  F.,"  as  they  write  it,  it  is  like  talking 
of  the  United  States  by  describing  Washington. 

Mexico  is  a  territory  of  766,929  square  miles, 
divided  into  twenty-seven  states,  a  fact  of  which  we 
must  not  lose  sight,  for  it  may  be  a  pertinent  ques- 
tion some  time  to  ask,  When  will  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment be  strong  enough  to  speak  for  the  entire  Republic 
of  Mexico  with  the  assurance  we  are  seeking?  To 
report  on  conditions  in  Mexico,  it  should  be  definitely 
stated  as  to  what  portion  the  information  applies,  for 
it  is  so  diversified  a  country,  there  can  be  no  observa- 
tion that  blankets  the  true  condition  of  the  people. 

My  reflections  on  Mexico  are  those  gathered  under 
the  spirit  of  celebration,  under  the  spell  of  Latin  hos- 
pitality, and  from  a  woman's  viewpoint. 

First  I  want  to  say  that  the  spirit  of  the  people 
which  after  a  few  months'  cessation  of  a  ten-year  war 
could  plan  and  undertake  an  entire  month's  celebra- 
tion of  the  one-hundredth  anniversary  of  Mexico's 
independence  indicates  their  adaptability  to  readjust- 
ment and  argues  hopefully  for  future  progressive 
undertakings.

Well  begun,  indeed,  is  the  dinner  which  com- 
menccs  with  soup  and  Snow  Finite* — the  crisp. 
delicately  flavored  soda  wafer.  And  (or  the 
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They  extended  invitations  for  their  Centennial  Cele- 
bration to  those  countries  which  had  given  recognition 
to  their  present  government.  Hitherto,  men  from  other 
countries  have  visited  Mexico  because  of  their  own 
invested  interests,  for  political  reasons,  or  as  tourists. 
The  Mexican  officials  were  persuaded  that  it  would 
be  desirable  at  this  time  to  invite  women  with  trained 
minds  to  look  at  Mexico  from  a  viewpoint  of  purely 
human  interest.  An  official  invitation  was  sent  to  the 
largest  organized  group  of  women  in  the  United 
States,  the  General  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,  to 
appoint  five  women  to  be  the  guests  of  the  Mexican 
Government  on  Mexican  soil  during  the  month  of 
September,  with  an  assurance  that  invitations  would 
be  extended  to  them  for  all  celebration  functions.  It 
was  as  chairman  of  this  delegation  that  I  went  to 
Mexico,  and  in  all  justice  I  want  to  say  we  received 
unstinted  hospitality,  regardless  of  expense,  and  an 
unusual  and  intimate  opportunity  for  observation  of 
those  who  form  the  present  administration,  and  their 
appointees  of  the  Centennial  Celebration  Committee. 
We  received  nothing  but  hospitality  and  diplomatic 
courtesy  on  the  part  of  the  officials,  and  curiosity  on 
the  part  of  the  masses,  with  whom  we  frequently 
mingled,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  were  from  the 
country  that  has  not  given  the  recognition  which  the}' 
so  much  desire,  and  that  we  were  women  occupying  a 
unique  position  as  viewed  by  Mexican  social  stand- 
ards  or   Mexican  comprehension   of  political   equality. 

(Of  personal  experience  and  observation  I  can 
speak  only  of  Mexico  City — but  this  was  not  confined 
to  the  program  of  the  Centennial  Celebration  Com- 
mittee. Although  there  was  something  arranged  for 
interest  and  entertainment  for  every  hour  of  the  day 
and  night  while  I  was  there  as  a  guest,  opportunity 
was  furnished  for  independent  observation,  which  I 
made  use  of  by  visiting  the  Federal  Prison,  which  had 
a  construction  of  buildings  and  features  of  policy  that 
might  be  commended  to  our  Sister  Republic  of  the 
North;   the   General   Hospital,   which  covers  forty-two 


acres,  with  its  1,000  free  beds  and  300  pay  beds,  for 
which  President  Obregon  has  furnished  one  of  the 
finest  equipped  X-ray  rooms  I  have  ever  seen;  one  of 
the  four  Industrial  Schools,  where  an  exhibition  was 
held,  showing  a  variety  and  quality  of  instruction 
which  equalled,  if  it  did  not  exceed,  any  similar  edu- 
cation in  our  industrial  schools;  Orphanages,  where  I 
saw  hundreds  of  well-cared-for,  happy  children,  with 
a  very  low  death  rate  and  only  five  per  cent  illness — 
these  institutions  being  somewhat  of  an  index  of  their 
welfare  work  and  educational  advancement.)

And    now    it   is    dark.      Overhead,   the    larger   stars 
shine   out,   and   it  is   almost  time   to   see   the   moonrise 


from  the  Heights;  time,  too,  for  the  welcome  dinner, 
with  the  merry  company  and  the  music  afterward  in 
the  firelit  room ;  but  it  is  different,  down  here  by  the 
river. 

When  one  has  gone  about  and  seen  the  lives  of  the 
poor,  and  the  wretchedness  of  it  all,  and  the  misery 
and  pain  so  patiently  borne,  one  wonders  if  it  isn't 
worth  while  to  know  whether  or  not  there  are  any 
really  poor  in  Los  Angeles,  and,  knowing,  try  to  help, 
even  in  a  small  way.

SOUTHWEST  MUSEUM  ENTERING  WIDER  SPHERE  OF 
USEFULNESS  IN  THE  COMMUNITY

A  most  interesting  collection  of  paintings,  represent- 
ing the  best  known  of  the  English,  French,  Dutch  and 
American  schools  of  modern  art,  is  being  shown  this 
month   at  the   Southwest   Museum   of  Los   Angeles. 

Representing  the  French  schools  of  art  there  are 
two  canvases  by  Corot,  one  representing  his  earlier 
work  and  the  other,  "Trees",  his  later  effort.  There 
is  a  good  collection  illustrative  of  the  Barbison  school 
among  which  are  a  landscape  by  Rousseau  and  a 
sketch  by  Jules  Depre;  also  a  forest  scene  from  the 
brush  of  Ceramano,  the  last  of  the  Barbison  group 
of  painters.  The  period  of  Oriental  art  is  represented 
by  a  canvas  by  Gerome  entitled,  "Algerian  Girls", 
and  another,  "In  the  Conservatory",  by  August  Toul- 
mouche,  which  is  a  fine  example  of  that  artist's  figure 
work.  Another  representing  the  same  period  is  Paul 
Pavy's,  "The  Algerian  Market."  "Distant  iVllage", 
by  Eugene  Boudin,  one  of  the  most  famous  of  the 
modern  French  school,  and  a  child's  head  by  Eugene 
Carriere  enrich  this  fine  collection  of  French  paintings. 

The  Dutch  school  is  represented  by  a  canvas  from 
the  brush  of  Ter  Meulen;  another,  by  Willy  Martens, 
entitled,  "Sunday";  a  landscape  by  Bernard  Hoppe 
and  another  by  Theophil   de  Bok. 

Representing  the  English  school  are  three  canvases 
by  Peppercorn,  the  English  Corot;  two  pictures  by 
Frank  Mura,  one  being  a  landscape  and  the  other  a 
scene  entitled,  "The  Thames."  There  is  a  landscape 
by  Priestman;  also  another  picture  entitled,  "The 
Sowers",    by    the    same    artist.      This    same    period    is 


again     represented     by     George     Boughton's     famous 
"Forest  Interior." 

The  American  school  is  represented  by  a  fine 
example  of  the  work  of  Elizabeth  Nourse,  an  American 
much  of  whose  work  has  been  purchased  by  the  French 
government  for  exhibition  in  the  Luxemburg  and  other 
famous  French  galleries.  There  is  also  a  canvas  from 
the  brush  of  J.  F.  Bundy,  one  of  the  great  living 
landscape  painters  of  America. 

This  exhibition  is  the  Blanche  Dugan  collection,  of 
which  there  are  thirty-six  paintings,  each  of  them 
being   especially   interesting   to    art   students. 

The  Southwest  Museum,  in  keeping  with  the  thought 
of  the  hour  as  to  the  function  of  such  an  institution, 
is  entering  a  wider  sphere  of  usefulness  in  this  com- 
munity through  contact  with  the  schools,  the  clubs, 
and  other  organizations.  In  this  manner  the  museum's 
vast  sources  of  information  may  be  utilized  by  all 
groups  for  their  educational,  social  and  cultural 
development.  The  museum,  desiring  especially  to  be 
helpful  to  the  women's  club  movement,  is  cooperating 
with  program  committees  by  furnishing  speakers  from 
its  regular  lecture  staff.  It  urges  all  clubs  in  preparing 
their  annual  programs  to  arrange  at  least  one  meet- 
ing or  visit  to  the  museum  each  year.  It  invites  clubs 
having  no  club  house  to  hold  regular  meetings  at  the 
museum.  It  encourages  the  fullest  use  of  the  museum 
facilities  in  fostering  and  developing  community  spirit 
and  cooperation.

I  hereby  submit  the  following  report  of  the  work 
accomplished  by  the  Tuolumne  County  Welfare  Club. 
The  club  was  organized  April  14,  1917,  with  Mrs. 
Edith  Mouron  its  President.  Our  first  work  was  the 
placing  of  service  cans  on  the  main  street  of  Sonora, 
paying  $8.00  per  can.  The  city  realized  the  benefit 
derived  therefrom,  and  has  since  supplied  several 
others.  We  then  fitted  up  quarters  in  the  Free  Library 
building,  and  met  there  until  year,  when  we  were 
compelled  to  move  on  account  of  our  increase  of  mem- 
bership. We  are  now  located  in  the  First  National 
Bank  Hall.  We  left  our  old  quarters  furnished,  and 
it  is  now  being  used  as  a  free  reading  room.  We 
next  went  as  guarantors  for  Chautauqua,  thereby 
assisting  the  committee  in  making  it  a  great  success. 
We  have  signed  up  every  year  since  then.  We  were 
also  instrumental  in  having  hot  lunch  served  in  the 
Grammar  School,  where  many  undernourished  chil- 
dren were  given  the  proper  food.  We  assisted  the 
American  Legion  to  make  the  Fourth  of  July  cele- 
bration a  success  by  serving  hot  lunch  and  soft  drinks. 
We  had  two  floats  in  the  parade,  both  of  which  took 
a  prize,  from  whcih  we  realized  $175,  which  was 
turned  over  to  the  Memorial  Hall  fund.  We  are  still 
working  hard  for  a  Memorial  Hall.  We  are  meeting 
with  some  obstacles,  and  while  it  appears  to  be  rather 
uphill  work,  we  are  not  at  all  discouraged,  and  are 
still  willing  to  work  hard  to  accomplish  what  we 
have  started  in  memory  of  the  boys  who  served  so 
valiantly.  We  have  purchased  a  lot,  paying  $3,500  for 
same,  and  have  $2,800  in  the  bank,  and  $2,300  out- 
standing pledges  which  are  perfectly  good.  This 
money  is  being  raised  by  popular  subscription,  food 
sales,  dances  and  entertainments.  We  have  estab- 
lished a  custom  of  holiday  community  Christmas  tree, 
and  prepared  for  six  hundred  kiddies  last  Christmas. 


It  was  a  great  task,  to  be  sure,  but  we  were  full}' 
repaid  for  our  work,  seeing  so  many  little  ones  made 
happy,  and  truly  realized  then  that  it  is  more  blessed 
to  give  than  to  receive.  We  also  distributed  goodies  to 
the  inmates  of  the  County  Hospital  on  New  Year's 
Day,  bringing  a  little  cheer,  joy  and  sunshine  into 
their  lonely  hearts.  Our  next  venture  was  not  so 
pleasant,  especially  in  a  small  community  like  ours. 
The  City  Trustees  appealed  to  us  to  assist  them  in 
passing  the  anti-gamblnig  ordinance.  Needless  to  say, 
it  passed.  We  were  then  called  the  Farewell  Club, 
instead  of  the  Welfare  Club,  but  it  did  not  halt  us  in 
the  least,  and  am  glad  to  say  that  the  Welfare  Club 
has  become  quite  an  important  factor  in  the  com- 
munity. A  committee  was  next  appointed  to  select  a 
site  for  free  camp  grounds.  It  was  no  easy  task  to 
find  a  desirable  location.  We  finally  found  a  pretty 
spot,  however,  and  leased  the  grounds  for  five  years, 
with  the  privilege  of  buying  or  re-leasing  at  a  rental 
of  $20  a  year.  We  have  paid  the  first  year's  rent. 
We  realized  the  sum  of  $59.51  by  giving  a  card  party, 
$404  by  popular  subscription,  making  a  total  of 
$463.31.  Our  expenditures  were  $454,  leaving  a  sur- 
plus of  $9.51.  This  amount,  with  the  lease,  the  camp 
grounds  fully  equipped  and  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  has  just 
been  turned  over  to  the  City  of  Sonora  as  part  of  its 
holdings.  We  are  now  contemplating  giving  monthly 
entertainments  to  swell  our  Memorial  Hall  fund.  We 
cleared  $60  at  the  last  party  given.  The  club  has 
adopted  the  slogan  "We  Serve"  as  our  motto,  and  now 
we  feel,  since  the  Bi-County  Federation  has  just  been 
organized,  that  one  more  link  has  been  added  to  our 
chain,  which  unites  us  more  closely  and  makes  us 
more  neighborly.

During  the  week  preceding  the  scoring,  samples  are 
collected  from  each  dairy  in  such  a  way  as  to  be  sure 
they  are  representative  of  the  dairy's  daily  product.  In 
scoring  the  weights  assigned  by  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry, 
are  followed.  This  makes  the  perfect  score  one  hun- 
dred, divided  as  follows:  Bacteria  count,  35;  flavor 
and  odor,  15;  absence  of  sediment,  10;  butter  fat  con- 
tent, 15;  solids  not  fat,  15;  acidity,  5;  appearance  of 
package,  5.

which  is  raw  milk  guaranteed  by  the  producer  with 
the  written  permission  of  the  city  health  commissioner, 
and  which  contains  not  more  than  25,000  bacteria  per 
cubic  centimeter;  grade  A,  raw  milk,  the  natural  prod- 
uct from  tuberculin-tested  cows  and  containing  not 
over  100,000  bacteria  per  cubic  centimeter;  grade  A, 
raw  milk,  canned;  grade  A,  pasteurized  milk,  retail, 
milk  pasteurized  at  a  temperature  of  about  142  de- 
grees, Fahrenheit,  and  rapidly  cooled  to  below  50  de- 
grees, Fahrenheit,  and  containing  not  over  200,000  bac- 
teria per  cubic  centimeter  before  pasturization  and  not 
ever  15,000  after;  same,  wholesale,  being  bottled  milk 
sold  in  quantities  to  restaurants,  etc.;  grade  B  milk, 
put  out  in  cans  to  restaurants  and  wholesale  trade  and 
containing  less  than  1,000,000  bacteria  per  cubic  centi- 
meter before  pasteurization  and  less  than  50,000  aft- 
erward.

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PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 

PRESIDENT  SAYS,  "PLEASE  NOTE" 


Dear  Clubwomen  of  California: 

This  brief  message — which  might  better  be  called  a 
"Please  Note" — is  sent  you  from  the  San  Joaquin 
Valley  District,  where,  in  company  with  the  District 
President,  Mrs.  George  W.  Turner,  I  am  having  the 
opportunity  of  contacting  all   County  units. 

Added  to  the  gratification  of  finding  such  splendid 
interest  in  Federation — the  clubs  in  each  county  pre- 
senting very  fine  reports — is  the  joy  and  happiness  of 
meeting  the  many  friends  who  made  my  twenty  years' 
residence  in  this  great  valley  such  a  precious  memory.

And  now  the  last  "please  note":  February  has  been 
set  aside  as  "Endowment  Month",  and  your  State 
Ciairman,  Mrs.  D.  W.  Mott,  has  asked  that  you  give 
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25c  per  capita  to  this  fund,  the  interest  on  which  will 
be  used   for  departmental  work. 

Two  district  presidents  have  announced  that  their 
clubs  will  be  100  per  cent  in  this  campaign.  Will 
you  not  lend  your  individual  support  to  make  this 
effort  a   real   success?

ACTIVITIES  OF  STATE  FEDERATION 

By  Mrs.  Finlay  Cooke,  Press  Chairman 


The  State  Chairman  of  International  Relations,  Miss 
Catharine  Morris  Cox  of  Stanford  University,  formu- 
lated the  following  resolution,  which  was  endorsed  by 
the  last  state  board  meeting,  and  copies  ordered  for- 
warded to  Secretary  Hughes  and  Mrs.  Winter  at 
Washington: 

"Resolved,  that  an  expression  of  thanks  and  appre- 
ciation be  sent  to  Secretary  Hughes  for  his  fearless 
proposal  to  limit  naval  armaments  as  a  first  step  to 
permanent  peace;  and  that  he  be  further  informed 
that  the  California  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  sin- 
cerely hopes  that  the  United  States  may  use  its 
influence  in  the  present  conference  for  the  abolition  of 
the  use  of  submarines  and  poisonous  gases  as  a  means 
of   war;     and 

"That  the  California  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs 
supports  the  idea  of  periodic  conferences  of  all  nations 
that  will  lead  to  a  continuous  international  co-opera- 
tion." 

General  discussion  was  had  regarding  a  plan  for 
an  educational  campaign  in  the  different  districts 
toward  raising  the  dues  of  the  State  Federation  to  an 
amount  sufficient  for  its  proper  support.  With  a  mem- 
bership of  over  55,000  women,  the  federation  is  in 
need  of  permanent  headquarters  with  a  full  time  sec- 
retary to  take  care  of  a  correspondence  that  covers  the 
United  States,  besides  many  other  duties  incident  to 
the  proper  and  systematic  conduct  of  its  business.  The 
district  presidents  will   be  asked  to  take  up  this   cam- 


paign   with    the    county   presidents. 

Our  Mrs.  Robert  J.  Burdette,  General  Federation 
Director  and  the  "Mother"  of  the  California  Federa- 
tion, was  a  welcome  visitor  at  this  meeting.  Mrs. 
Burdette  brought  a  message  from  the  General  Federa- 
tion. She  gave  a  stirring  account  of  Armistice  Day 
celebration  in  Washington  and  ot  the  peace  confer- 
ence. She  spoke  of  the  recognition  which  women  had 
on  that  conference,  our  General  Federation  President, 
Mrs.  Winter,  being  the  only  woman  to  represent  an 
organization.  Mrs.  Burdette  stressed  the  needs  of 
General  Federation  headquarters,  and  asks  the  help 
of  everv  clubwoman  in  this  regard. 

Mrs.  George  W.  Turner,  President  of  the  San  Joa- 
quin Valley  District,  announced  that  the  convention  of 
that  district  would  be  held  on  March  22,  23  and  24, 
at   Modesto: 

The  January  meeting  of  the  state  board  will  be  held 
in  Fresno  under  the  auspices  of  the  San  Joaquin  Valley 
District. 

Two  new  clubs  have  been  admitted  into  member- 
ship in  the  Federation:  District  No.  10,  California 
State  Nurses  Association  of  Stockton,  and  Jacinto 
Wednesday  Afternoon   Club  of  Willows.

UNIVERSITY  OF  SOUTHERN  CALIFORNIA  PRESIDENT 
INDORSE  HOME  PRODUCTS  PLAN 

By  Dr.  Rufus  Bernard  von  KleinSmid,  President  University  of  Southern  California 


Home  industry  is  a  topic  of  absorbing  interest.  To 
ask  a  man  so  new  to  the  state  to  give  his  ideas  on  what 
it  would  mean  to  Los  Angeles  and  Southern  California 
if  we  dealt  entirely  in  home  products  is  perhaps  strain- 
ing a  point.  It  seems  presumptuous  for  me,  as  Presi- 
dent of  the  University  of  Southern  California,  to  begin 
to  dictate  to  those  who  have  been  for  so  long  a  time 
in  close  touch  with  this  question.  However,  I  expect 
to  become  accustomed  to  my  surroundings  quite  rapidly 
because   of   having  been    a    resident   of   the   Southwest. 

Unemployment,  as  far  as  it  relates  to  California, 
is  a  topic  on  which  I  am  not  competent  to  express 
myself  at  this  time.  As  in  all  other  great  States,  it  is 
a  problem  here,  and  while  there  are  those  who  will 
not  work,  no  matter  whether  jobs  are  provided,  good, 
bad  or  indifferent,  there  are  those  who  are  conscien- 
tious seekers  of  employment,  and  to  such  I  think  the 
question  of  home  industry  is  an  appealing  one.  The 
moment  we  begin  to  increase  our  home  products  we 
demand  additional  labor.  The  wage  earner  has  an 
opportunity  for  employment  that  is  not  offered  under 
a  limited  production  of  home  industry.  The  loyal 
Californian  must,  of  course,  always  be  a  booster  for  his 
city.  It  does  not  take  a  great  stretch  of  the  imagina- 
tion to  realize  California  is  soon  to  have  seven  mil- 
lion people.  To  provide  for  these  people  we  must 
have  additional  resources.  When  we  begin  to  take 
stock  of  what  we  have  here  in  Los  Angeles  and 
California  it  is  easy  to  see  that  a  concentrated  eftorr 
on  our  part  to  attract  attention  to  our  home  products 
would  at  once  provide  additional  employment  for 
those  who   are   now  out  of  work. 

"I  will  lift  up  mine  eyes  unto  the  hills  from  whence 
cometh  my  help."  These  words  apply  to  California 
as  they  do  to  no  other  country,  unless  it  is  Palestine. 
Here  we  have  the  rolling  hills  covered  with  verdure 
for  vast  herds  to  feed  upon.  Flocks  of  sheep 
the    meat    necessary    for    the    upkeep    of    large    cities. 

This  is  a  big  subject.  I  can  see  wonderful  oppor- 
tuniites  for  those  who  desire  to  make  of  this  campaign 
something  decidedly  worth  while.  The  rain  this  year 
has  provided  an  abundance  of  green  feed,  and  has 
given  us  an  exceptional  opportunity  which  perhaps 
would  not  obtain  in  other  years,  and  we  should 
capitalize  the  advantages  that  are  placed  in  our 
hands.  The  farmer  is  even  now  beginning  to  plow 
the  acres  of  fertile  soil.  Soon  we  will  have  vast 
grain   crops    ready.     The   wheat    and    rye,   the   barley 
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and  oats,  together  with  all  the  other  products  so 
necessary,  will   be  garnered   into  our   granaries. 

Proper  conservation  will  mean  that  our  barns  will  be 
bulging  out  with  the  fatness  of  the  land,  and  because 
of  this  the  additional  work  to  be  provided  will  be  the 
means  of  making  many  families  happy  and  will  at  the 
same  time  cut  down  the  standing  army  of  unemployed. 

Prosperity  is  here.  It  is  ours  to  make  the  most  of. 
One  of  the  ways  to  help  those  who  sometimes  cannot 
help  themselves  is  to  provide  additional  employment 
for  the  husband  and  the  father  and  thus  add  many 
more  providers  for  the  families  in  need. 

This  topic  thrills  the  philanthropist  and  appeals  to 
the  business  man.  It  gives  the  loyal  citizen  an  oppor- 
tunity to  help  make  our  State  an  ideal  commonwealth. 

Industrial  wealth  is  measured  in  dollars  and  cents, 
but  the  resources  of  California  can  be  estimated  by 
a  count  of  the  chimneys  rising  skyward  in  all  of  our 
cities.  There  is  nothing  that  can  be  manufactured 
anywhere  in  this  country,  or  perhaps  in  the  entire 
world,  that  cannot  be  made  in  our  State.  An  additional 
advantage  we  have  is  that  our  wheels  of  industry  can 
turn  every  working  day  of  the  entire  year.  Our 
manufacturing   resources   are    boundless    and   limitless.

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COMMITTEE— INDIAN  WELFARE 

Mrs.   H.  A.  Atwood,   Chairman,  Riverside,   Calif. 


There  is  no  work  in  the  State  Federation  that  relates 
more  closely  to  the  dominant  note  of  the  year,  Ameri- 
canization, than  the  problem  of  the  Indian,  the  first 
American.  It  is  none  too  soon  for  us  to  realize  that 
the  presence  of  a  dependent  and  more  or  less  helpless 
people,  whom,  through  our  self  assumed  guardianship, 
we  are  holding  as  wards,  places  on  us  a  responsibility 
that  can  no  longer  be  ignored.  It  is  a  regrettable  fact 
that  the  Indians  of  California  have  suffered  at  our 
hands  in  the  past  through  unratified  treaties  which 
despoiled  them  of  their  lands,  through  the  maladmin- 
istration of  incompetent  officials  endowed  with  discre- 
tionary powers,  and  through  the  ignorance  and 
indifference  of  our  own  people  who  have  allowed  the 
Indian  to  suffer  from  poverty  and  disease,  a  menace 
not  alone  to  himself  but  to  our  body  politic. 

It  follows  that  our  plan  of  work  contemplates  a  cor- 
rection of  these  unfortunate  conditions.  We  must  first 
make  a  survey  of  the  situation,  the  results  of  which, 
through  publicity,  must  be  used  to  educate  the  general 
public.  It  should  develop  health  conditions,  including 
hospital  facilities,  housing  conditions  and  opportunities 
for  instruction  through  field  matrons  and  other  agen- 
cies in  sanitation  and  correct  living.  We  must  study 
the  problem  of  preparing  the  Indian  for  citizenship. 
We  have  educated  and  civilized  him  for  fifty  years. 
Many  of  the  younger  generation  are  asking  for  citizen- 
ship, and  when  they  show  themselves  competent,  they 
should  have  it.  We  must  watch  the  legislation,  for 
there  lies  the  crux  of  the  matter  in  the  final  adjust- 
ment. There  is  legislation  now  pending  in  Congress 
asking  that  the  Indians  of  California  be  allowed  to 
present  their  claims  to  the  United  States  Court  of 
Claims  for  adjudication.  There  is  a  bill  asking  for 
an  appropriation  for  land  for  our  homeless  Indians. 
This  legislation  is  of  the  greatest  importance.  It 
merits  our  most  serious  consideration.  The  Indian  is 
one  of  our  national  assets — the  ethnologist,  the  archae- 
ologist, the  artist,  the  musician,  the  author  are  coming 
to  a  tardy  realization  of  the  wealth  of  material  that 
lies  untouched  at  their  door. 

CLEANED  UP  ON   INDIANS,   CHARGE 

The  following  information,  taken  from  an  Okla- 
homa paper,  is  one  of  the  most  apparent  results  of  the 
work  of  the  California  committee.  The  Howl  men- 
tioned in  the  story  was  from  that  committee,  and  had 
to  go  clear  up  to  President  Harding  before  it  was 
acted  upon.     The  story  reads: 

After  twenty-three  years  of  service  with  the  Indian 
Bureau,  Charles  T.  Coggeshall,  a  native  of  New  York 
state,  and  until  recently  superintendent  of  the  Canton- 
ment Indian  school  and  agency  near  Watonga,  in 
Blaie  County,  is  facing  the  penitentiary,  charged  with 
the  robbery  of  his  Indian  wards. 

Of  the  approximately  $400,000  known  to  have  been 
expended  by  the  Indians  at  Cantonment  during  the 
past  14  months,  at  least  $40,000  of  it  is  said  by  federal 
officials  to  have  found  its  way  into  the  pockets  of 
Coggeshall,  who  they  say  was  a  high  liver,  a  lover  of 
high-powered  automobiles,  a  toyer  with  booze  and  a 
purchaser  of  oil  stocks  which  failed  to  make  him  a 
millionaire. 

Bankers,  real  estate  men,  automobile  salesmen  and 
merchants  are  said  to  be  involved  with  Coggeshall  in 
the  alleged  grafting  of  the  Indians  under  his  charge. 
According  to  a  government  man  here  Cogeshall  didn't 
overlook  any  opportunity  to  grab  while  the  grabbing 
was  good,  and  it  is  intimated  that  his  share  of  the 
swag  may  be  in  excess  of  $40,000,  his  alleged  grafting 
operations  having  been  very  extensive. 


Among  Cogeshall's  methods  of  operation  was  to  buy 
an  automobile  and  dispose  of  it  to  one  of  his  Indian 
charges  for  $1800.  Indians,  escorted  to  the  banks  by 
Coggeshall  to  borrow  money  would,  for  instance,  be 
handed  $250  while  signing  a  note  at  the  bank  for 
$500.  In  some  instances,  Coggeshall,  not  desiring  to 
split  with  the  bankers,  would  make  a  loan  in  his  own 
name  and  in  return  loan  the  money  to  an  Indian,  who 
would  sign  a  note  for  double  the  amount  of  the  loan. 
Forty-five  autos  are  said  to  have  been  disposed  of  in 
this  way. 

Along  in  July  of  this  year  the  Indian  Bureau  at 
Washington  got  wind  of  Coggeshall's  alleged  opera- 
tions at  Cantonment,  after  he  had  been  transferred  to 
the  superintendency  of  the  Southern  Mission  Indian 
agency  at  Banning  in  Southern  California.  Coggeshall 
had  been  stationed  at  Banning  before,  and  upon  his 
return  to  that  agency  a  howl  went  up  that  reached  all 
the  way  to  Washington,  as  a  result  of  which  he  was 
transferred  to  Reno,  Nev.,  within  two  weeks  after  his 
arrival    at   Banning. 

Soon  after  his  arrival  at  Reno  with  his  wife  and 
two  sons,  Coggeshall  purchased  a  very  handsome  home 
and  this  is  said  to  have  aroused  the  suspicions  of 
Indian  Commissioner  Charles  H.  Burke.  Several 
months  ago,  Major  Charles  L.  Ellis,  an  inspector  work- 
ing out  of  the  office  of  Secretary  of  the  Interior  Fall, 
arrived  in  Muskogee,  and  soon  afterward  left  for 
Cantonment.  Inspector  E.  B.  Linnen  of  the  Indian 
Bureau,  who  has  been  stationed  in  and  about  Musko- 
gee for  a  month  or  more,  was  advised  of  conditions 
at  Cantonment,  and  is  said  to  have  run  down  some  of 
the  evidence  against  Coggeshall,  who  is  out  on  $5,000 
bond. 

The  arrest  and  suspension  of  Coggeshall  was  an- 
nounced simultaneously  recently,  but  the  extent  of  his 
graft  was  not  generally  known  at  the  time,  and  prob- 
ably never  will  be,  as  much  of  the  evidence  worked 
up  by  the  government  men  has  been  withheld  from 
the  United  States  attorney  for  the  western  district  of 
Oklahoma. 

According  to  a  statement  issued  yesterday  afternoon 
by  B.  L.  Tissinger,  Assistant  United  States  Attorney  at 
Oklahoma  City,  Coggeshall  was  released  on  $5,000 
bond  by  Federal  Judge  John  H.  Cotteral,  before  whom 
Coggeshall  appeared  at  Guthrie  early  this  week  to 
answer  to  the  indictment  against  him.  When  he 
appeared  before  Judge  Cotteral,  Coggeshall  asked  per- 
mission to  return  to  his  home  at  Reno,  Nev.,  to  make 
arrangements  for  his  family,  following  which  he 
would  return  to  Oklahoma,  withdraw  his  plea  of  not 
guilty  and  enter  a  plea  of  guilty  to  the  graft  charges. 

Coggeshall  was  indicted  by  a  federal  grand  jury 
on  charges  of  defrauding  the  Indians  whom  he  was 
charged  to  protect  on  the  Cantonment  reservation.  He 
was  arraigned  before  Judge  Cotteral  at  Guthrie  on 
December  6,  and  released  on  $5,000  bond  to  await  trial 
at  the  January  term  of  court. 

Coggeshall  is  alleged  to  have  received  "big"  com- 
missions on  the  sale  of  Indian  lands  to  favored  pur- 
chasers, for  whom  he  would  secure  the  sections  they 
wished  on  payments  ranging  from  $200  to  $1000.  He 
is  also  charged  with  accepting  bribes,  according  to 
Assistant  United  States  District  Attorney  Tissinger  at 
Oklahoma  City. 

Whether  charges  will  be  filed  against  the  bankers, 
merchants,  real  estate  men  and  automobile  men  said 
to  be  imhplicated  with  Coggeshall  has  not  as  yet 
been  determined.  It  is  rumored  that  Coggeshall  may 
turn  state's  evidence  and  expose  his  alleged  partners 
in  crime. 
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CURRENT  MAGAZINE  COMMENT

zine to  call  the  public's  attention  to  the  seriousness  of 
the  problem.  His  articles  are  still  running  in  the 
magazine,  and  reprints  of  back  numbers  may  be 
ordered.  The  Good  Housekeeping  has  been  publish- 
ing a  series  of  articles  on  household  administration 
and  furnishing  that  are  most  worth  while  and  thought 
provoking.  Have  you  seen  them? 
LEGISLATION 
The  maternity  bill  is  now  a  law,  thanks  in  part  to 
the  work  that  the  women  have  done.  Will  you  attempt 
to  familiarize  yourself  with  the  details  of  the  law  so 
that  you  can  help  make  it  work?

HOUSEHOLD  FURNISHINGS 
Program  of  Work  for  January,  1922 
After  the  tinsel  and  tissue  paper,  red  ribbon  and 
excitement  of  the  holidays,  the  pendulum  swings  to 
sober  prosaic  subjects — house  furnishings  and  substan- 
tial, foundational  matters  like  sheets  and  pillow  cases, 
towels  and  table  cloths.  February  is  the  month  of 
"white  sales".  It  is  going  to  be  easier  to  restock  this 
year  than  it  has  been  for  some  time.  The  shops  are 
showing  goods  that  remind  us  of  what  we  bought 
before  the  war. 


Suppose  we  start  with  a  kitchen  and  go  through  the 
house,  refurnishing  each  room  with  its  linen,  woolen 
and  cotton  supplies.  The  kitchen  needs  dish  cloths, 
dish  towels,  pot  holders,  curtains.  Dusters,  ironing 
board  covers,  dust  mops  usually  are  kept  in  the  room 
or  in  an  adjacent  one.  Do  you  use  a  dish  mop,  or 
have  you  considered  paper  dish  cloths?  The  first 
saves  your  hands  and  the  second  saves  boiling  and 
sunning  and  sterilizing  the  dish  cloth.  They  are 
especially  manufactured  for  the  purpose.  Many  people 
consider  dish  towels  unnecessary.  They  pour  boiling 
water  on  the  dishes  and  let  them  dry  themselves.  That 
also  is  more  sanitary.  No  one  knows  the  countless 
colds  that  have  become  "family  affairs"  through 
infected    forks    and   tumblers   and    dishes. 

Dish  towels  must  be  absorptive.  A  closely  woven 
material  will  not  absorb  as  much  as  loosely,  roughly 
woven  cloth  (within  bounds,  of  course).  For  that  rea- 
son we  use  crash,  and  since  we  want  a  crash  free  from 
lint  and  with  absorptive  powers,  we  use  a  linen  one 
for  glass  ware  particularly.  This  toweling  comes  by 
the  yard.  Seventeen  to  eighteen  inches  is  a  satisfac- 
tory width  and  approximately  a  yard  in  length  gives 
a  usable  towel.  Before  the  war  we  used  flour  sacks 
for  dish  towels,  but  they  achieved  the  aristocracy  of 
smocks  and  aprons  and  "undies"  and  lunch  cloths — 
and  the  kitchen  knows  them  no  more.  Possibly,  how- 
ever, as  a  cloth  for  the  breakfast  nook  table,  you  might 
take  four  of  them,  joining  with  machine  hemstitching 
or  fagoting.  Japanese  toweling  makes  very  useful 
and  ornamental  sets,  especially  for  breakfast  or  lunch- 
eon. Japanese  crepe  now  comes  in  stripes  and  checks 
in    good    combinations    and   for   kitchen    curtains   it   is 
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delightful.  The  ease  with  which  it  may  be  laundered 
is  one  of  the  points  in  its  favor.  Unbleached  muslin, 
dyed  a  sunshiny  yellow  or  orange  will  lighten  a  dark 
kitchen  and  a  tired  worker.  The  dustless  dusters  are 
nothing  more  than  cheesecloth  impregnated  with  a 
dust-holding  material.  "The  Manual  of  Home  Mak- 
ing", page  124,  and  "Housewifery"  Balderston,  give 
methods  for  home  manufacture.  Pot  holders  made  of 
pads  of  unbleached  muslin  are  most  satisfactory.  They 
may  be  easily  laundered.  They  do  not  catch  fire  so 
easily  as  those  made  of  canton  flannel.  A  padding, 
such  as  old  blankets,  under  the  ironing  board  cover 
makes  it  easier  to  do  good  ironing.  Of  course  you  all 
know  that  a  thick  bath  towel  upon  which  you  place, 
wrong  side  up,  an  embroidered  article,  will  cause  the 
embroidery  to  stand  up  after  ironing,  and  also  permits 
of  ironing  the  article  dry.  The  patent  ways  for 
holding  the  ironing  cloth  on  the  board  are  worth 
investigating. 

The  dining  room  is  the  pride  of  the  housewife  when 
her  cloth  is  smooth  and  shining.  The  table  cloth  may 
be  of  cotton,  or  mercerized  cotton,  or  union  goods  (part 
linen  and  part  cotton),  or  linen.  A  cotton  cloth  will 
never  take  the  gloss  of  a  linen.  Cotton  fibre  treated 
with  strong  alkali,  rinsed  under  tension,  is  called  mer- 
cerized. It  is  stronger  than  cotton,  and  if  well  mercer- 
ized will  hold  its  gloss.  Although  this  process  of 
mercerizing  has  removed  part  of  the  fuzziness  of  the 
cotton  fibre,  it  has  not  entirely  done  so.  On  page  92 
of  "Department  Store  Merchandise  Manuals",  Cotton 
and  Linen  Volume,  is  given  a  list  of  distinguishing 
characteristics  of  Irish,  Scotch,  French,  Belgian,  Ger- 
man, Austrian,  Russian,  and  English  linen.  Its  prop- 
erties are  also  listed.  The  United  States  has  never 
been  able  to  successfully  manufacture  linen  goods, 
owing  to  expensive  hand  labor  and  lack  of  moist 
atmosphere   needed   for   the   best   development  of  flax. 

It  is  wiser  when  buying  linen  to  go  to  a  reputable 
store,  where  you  can  trust  the  stock  and  the  clerks. 
The  test  of  moistening  the  textile  and  judging  as  to 
whether  it  is  linen  or  cotton  by  the  rapidity  with  which 
moisture  comes  through  is  not  always  a  safe  guide. 
The  linen  may  be  very  heavy,  or  there  may  be  too 
much  "sizing",  such  as  starch,  dextrin,  glue,  or  clay. 
The  quality  to  be  avoided  is  poorly  spun,  flat,  rather 
thin  yarn,  heavily  sized  cloth  loosely  woven  and  light 
in   weight. 

"Damask"  is  so  named  from  Damascus,  where  it 
was  first  made.  In  the  best  damask  there  are  two 
hundred  twenty  thread  warps  per  inch,  in  medium 
quality,  one  hundred  eighty  thread  warps.  Patterns 
that  are  conventional — snowdrop,  fleur  de  lis,  Roman 
or  Greek  key,  satin  banded — are  staple  patterns.  The 
placing  of  the  monogram  on  cloth  and  napkins  varies 
from  time  to  time.  The  same  reputable  store  that 
sells  linen  can  also  tell  you  of  the  present  custom  in 
monograms.  Naturally  a  very  flowery,  scroll-like 
design  would  not  take  a  stiff,  angular  or  severely 
plain  monogram.  Table  padding  or  silence  cloth  may 
be  purchased  by  the  yard.  The  padding  that  is  quilted 
closely  is  more  satisfactory  than  the  heavy  canton 
flannel  surfaced  material.  Mats  to  be  placed  under 
hot  dishes  are  of  various  kinds.  The  asbestos  covered 
mats,  when  placed  on  the  bare  polished  table  some- 
times blister  the  table  top.  The  mats  made  of  beads 
may  be  efficacious,  but  they  are  certainly  are  not  an 
addition  to  any  well  set  table.  Unless  one  has  the 
most  elaborately  carved  mahogany  or  Jacobean  furni- 
ture in  the  dining  room,  the  cover  of  the  buffet,  side 
board  or  serving  table  should  be  plain  and  of  rather 
heavy  linen.  In  some  dining  rooms,  a  linen  cover 
with  an  applied  hem  of  another  color  will  prove  a 
satisfactory  covering.     The   small  squares  of  crepe  or 


linen,  with  a  heavy  bead  at  each  corner,  are  unusually 
good  covers  for  the  sugar  or  creamer  or  sandwich 
plate,  if  one  is  eating  out  of  doors.  The  beads  weight 
the  cover  and  keep  insects  and  dust  out,  and  do  not 
themselves  blow  in.  The  dining  room  should  be  the 
cheeriest  room  in  the  house;  of  course,  gaily  colored 
china — but   that   belongs   in   the   February   bulletin. 

The  bath  room  calls  for  towels,  good,  big,  thick 
generous  towels,  not  thin,  sleazy  ones;  face  towels 
not  too  large,  and  guest  towels — that  so  few  guests 
use.  Why?  A  bath  mat  (on  which  one  does  not  step 
first  with  street  shoes  and  then  with  bare  feet)  is  not 
necessary,  but  decidedly  enjoyable.  There  are  stand- 
ard makes  of  towels,  especially  the  Turkish  toweling. 
A  good  store  or  a  perusal  of  advertisements  in  a 
woman's  magazine  will  solve  the  problem.  The  only 
disadvantage  of  large  bath  towels  is  their  great  weight 
when  being  laundered.  It  almost  breaks  a  woman's 
back  to  handle  them.  If  you  send  your  flat  wash  to 
a  laundry  though,  that  difficulty  is  overcome,  and  I 
have  yet  to  find  a  man  who  does  not  vote  for  big, 
generous  bath  towels.  Huckaback — so  called  because 
the  English  huckster  in  olden  days  used  to  carry  it  on 
his  back — is  a  good  towel  material,  particularly  if 
there  are  young  boys  in  the  house,  with  the  young  boy 
dirty   hands.      Huckaback   stands   frequent   tubbings. 

The  bedrooms' "need  for  sheets,  pillow  cases,  spreads, 
blanket  comforters,  dresser  covers  and  hangings  make 
a  white  sale  almost  necessary  in  itself.  Sheeting 
eighty-one  inches  wide  can  be  purchased,  and  then 
the  desired  length  may  be  made.  A  generous  length 
is  ninety-nine  inches.  Pillow  slip  tubing  is  also  on 
the  market.  If  you  are  kept  at  home  a  great  deal, 
it  is  cheaper  to  make  the  bedding,  but  it  is  poor  econo- 
my otherwise.  The  easiest  spreads  to  launder  are  the 
crinkled  dimity.  They  muss  easily,  however,  and  for 
that  reason  many  housekeepers  prefer  a  heavier  one, 
such  as  Marseilles.  The  Jacquard  blanket,  the  cotton 
one  with  the  fleecy  finish,  is  a  very  nice  blanket  to  fold 
and  lay  at  the  foot  of  the  bed.  An  advertising  cam- 
paign is  being  put  on  for  that  make  of  blanket.  Do 
you  read  the  advertisements  in  the  magazines?  It's 
part  of  your  job  as  household  manager  to  see  what 
new  things  are  offered. 

Do  you  plan  for  simplicity  in  your  rooms?  Have 
you  reached  the  point  where  it  is  a  physical  delight  to 
have  and  to  hold  "real"  stuffs?  Imitation  laces,  cheap 
embroideries,  pin  cushions  all  done  up  in  gold  lace, 
hair  pin  holders  made  of  a  scrubbing  brush  bound  in 
a  ruffled  ribbon,  pin  cushions  made  of  a  wire  strainer 
padded  with  ribbon  and  cotton,  are  not  in  good  taste. 
A  room  does  not  need  to  look  austere  and  bare  because 
there  are  no  gimcracks  and  folderols,  it  can  express 
real  character.  It  was  many  years  ago  that  Wagner's 
phrase,  "the  simple  life",  was  so  popular.  Let's  revive 
it  in  our  housekeeping.  There  are  so  many  other 
things    crying   to   be   done.

Club  presidents  and  representatives,  eagerly  anxious 
to  take  advantage  of  the  program  scheduled  for  the 
January  President's  Council,  filled  to  overflowing  the 
pretty,  homelike  clubhouse  of  the  Woman's  Pathfinder 
Club  of  Compton. 

Of  course,  the  Los  Angeles  District  Convention,  to 
be  held  in  Santa  Honica,  March  28,  29,  30,  was  upper- 
most in  the  minds  of  all,  and  convention  suggestions 
occupied  the  first  half  of  the  morning  business  meeting. 

It  was  the  concensus  of  opinion  that  a  president 
devoting  a  year  of  service  to  her  club  should  have  an 
interesting  report  to  give  at  convention  time  and  an 
opportunity  to  give  it.  Two  minutes  seems  a  very 
short  time  in  which  to  tell  of  a  year's  activities,  but 
with  170  clubs — and  each  one  should  have  something 
important  to  tell — there  will  be  something  over  five 
hours  of  reports.  Pertinent  suggestions  regarding  the 
possibility  of  "boiling  down"  reports  were  made, 
among  them  were  the  elimination  of  formalities  such 
as  the  usual,  "Madame  President,  I  bring  you  greet- 
ings" variety.  Rewriting  reports  between  now  and 
convention  time  until  details  were  eliminated  and  only 
definite  facts  remained,  and  the  practicing  of  regular 
rehearsals  to  be  able  to  say  the  most  in  the  specified 
time.  It  was  decided  that  club  representatives  should 
introduce  themselves  before  reading  their  reports  and 
should  go  forward  to  the  platform  two  by  two  (in  the 
approved  old  fashion)  so  that  as  soon  as  one  report 
was  finished  another  would  be  ready,  and  no  time  lost 
between    reports. 

Presidents'  reports  will  probably  be  scheduled  alpha- 
betically for  certain  hours  and  days  of  the  convention; 
probably  an  hour  will  be  devoted  to  this  at  each 
session. 

Mrs.  J.  C.  Urquhart  announced  the  appointment  of 
committee  chairmen  as  follows:  Mrs.  Arthur  Weir 
of  Friday  Morning  Club  will  be  Chairman  of  Resolu- 
tions; Mrs.  Charles  Holland  of  Wednesday  Morning 
Club,  Chairman  of  Credentials;  Mrs.  Charles  McKel- 
vey  of  Ebell,  Chairman  of  Rules,  and  the  Los  Angeles 
District  Board,  Programm   Committee. 

The  second  half  of  the  business  meeting  was  devoted 
to  discussion  of  how  the  woman's  club  can  best  serve 
the  community  in  which  it  is  located.  Compton 
Woman's  Club,  for  instance,  gives  its  clubhouse  free 
to  its  members  for  entertainment  purposes.  Each 
member  is  allowed  its  use  once  every  four  months. 
Santa  Monica  Bay  Club  makes  things  interesting  for 
the  young  people  of  the  Bay  district  by  giving  commu- 
nity dances.  Sierra  Madre  clubhouse  is  used  for  all 
school  activities,  parties,  etc.,  at  commencement  time. 
These  are  only  a  few  of  the  ways  in  which  the  club- 
women stimulate  community  interest. 

Some  very  interesting  informal  reports  were  given 
on   "evolution   in   home   opposition  to   club  work." 

Mrs.  John  Collier,  representing  child  help  organi- 
zations, was  one  of  the  luncheon  speakers,  and  told 
of  Cho  Cho,  the  health  clown,  who  will  be  here  the 
third  week  in  February.  This  clown's  performance  is 
designed  to  arouse  the  interest  and  enthusiasm  of  chil- 
dren in  the  simple  details  of  health  hygiene. 
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SAN  JOAQUIN  VALLEY  DISTRICT

Reports  from  the  various  clubs  of  the  San  Joaquin 
Valley  District  show  continued  activity  and  vigilance 
on  the  part  of  the  members.  All  clubs  "were  especially 
concerned  with  the  tuberculosis  seal  drive  and  Christ- 
mas tree  parties  for  poor  children,  and  the  distribution 
of  food  and  clothing  to  needy  families  during  the 
holiday   season. 

The  Friday  Club  of  Fresno  has  donated  the  sum  of 
ten  dollars,  or  25  cents  per  capita,  from  the  member- 
ship of  forty,  toward  the  endowment  fund.  The  club 
entertained  forty  indigent  children  from  the  foreign 
section  with  a  Christmas  tree  and  gave  away  toys, 
fruits,  candy,  nuts  and  all  that  goes  to  make  up  a 
happy  time  for  youngsters. 

In  promoting  a  civic  "cleanup  day",  the  Woman's 
Improvement  Club  of  Selma  has  taken  a  firm  stand  for 
cleanliness,  proper  garbage  removal,  improvement  of 
auto  camp  sites,  and  a  general  furtherance  of  the  city 
beautiful  idea.  The  club  is  sponsoring  a  child's  clinic 
and  the  Mexican  women  of  the  community  have  been 
given  the  use  of  one  of  the  club  rooms  to  be  used  as 
a  sewing  center  where  they  may  learn  to  sew,  and  at 
the  same  time  assimilate  other  ideas  for  their  improve- 
ment  under  helpful   leadership. 

The  Progressive  Home  Club  of  Fresno,  in  addition 
to  other  civic  work,  is  endeavoring  to  secure  a  model 
community  clubhouse  to  be  erected  on  one  of  the  local 
playgrounds. 

Tulare  Woman's  Club  recently  gave  a  bazaar  that 
cleared  $260  for  club  work.  The  Neighborhood  Club 
of  Lindsay  has  donated  seventeen  dollars  to  charity 
and  is  making  plans  to  support  a  child  in  kiddie  kamp 
next  season. 

A  bazaar  given  by  the  Terra  Bella  Improvement 
Club  increased  their  building  fund  about  $400. 
Arrangements  are  being  made  by  the  members  to 
establish  a  hot  lunch  in  the  school  there. 

A  modern,  five-room  bungalow  is  being  erected  at 
Exeter,  through  the  co-operation  of  the  Woman's  Club, 
the  local  school  and  business  men.  The  manual  train- 
ing class  of  the  high  school  are  doing  the  work,  super- 
vised by  their  instructor,  without  cost  for  labor  to  the 
club.  The  material  was  secured  at  cost  plus  ten  per 
cent,  and  the  hauling  was  donated.  When  the  build- 
ing is  finished,  it  will  be  sold  at  a  price  determined  by 
the  three  trustees  in  charge  and  the  returns  added  to 
the  building  fund  of  the  Exeter  Woman's  Club.  A 
chrysanthemum  fair,  a  salvage  sale,  a  concert  and 
many  other  affairs  have  added  to  the  building  fund. 
The  Exeter  Club,  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  voted 
every  school  teacher  in  the  town  an  associate  member 
of  the  club. 

The  event  most  anticipated  and  elaborately  planned 
for  throughout  the  Valley  during  January  was  the 
visit  of  Mrs.  W.  A.  Fitzgerald,  State  President.  The 
Parlor  Lecture  Club  gave  a  luncheon  on  January  21st, 
at  the  Hotel  Fresno,  followed  by  a  reception  to  which 
all   members  of  federated  clubs  were  invited. 

Mrs.  George  Turner,  President  of  the  district,  ac- 
companied Mrs.  Fitzgerald  on  her  tour  of  clubs  in  the 
district. 

John  Collier  was  afternoon  speaker,  and  told  of 
the  psychological  and  fundamental  reasons  why  con- 
sideration should  be  given  the  American  Indian  ques- 
tion. He  recommended  the  reorganizing  and  modern- 
izing of  American  administrative  methods  of  governing 
the  Indian,  and  attacked  the  complicated  civil  service 
system  that  makes  intelligent  investigation  and  punish- 
ment of  dishonest  and  brutal  Indian  agents  impossible. 

Belgian  Congo  conditions  were  compared  to  Ameri- 


can treatment  of  the  Indians,  and  Mr.  Collier  ques- 
tioned the  advisability  of  taking  on  the  burden  of  the 
"aborignees  of  the  Pacific"  unless  a  better  standard  of 
procedure  could  be  found  than  that  of  ours  in  dealing 
with  the  American  Indian.  He  told  of  Pueblo  groups 
motivated  by  spiritual  values  entirely,  and  decried  the 
brutal  and  venal  bureaucracy  that  destroys  these 
values. 

Like  a  dainty  bouquet  of  spring  flowers  were  the 
girls  of  the  Los  Angeles  Quartette  who,  under  the 
direction  of  Ruth  Ellen  Miller,  gave  the  musical  pro- 
gram. Strauss'  "Greetings  of  Spring"  with  whistling 
obligato,  "Will  o'  the  Wisp"  and  "Peggy  O'Neil"  were 
given,  with  Myra  Belle  Vicais  at  the  piano. 

Mrs.  Robert  Burdette  "California  clubwomens  con- 
necting link  with  the  General  Federation",  gave  some 
interesting  personal  glimpses  of  the  peace  conference,- 
which  she  characterized  as  unique  in  the  fact  that  it 
was  not  of  the  footlights  and  gold  braid  variety.  She 
told  of  the  group  sitting  around  the  peace  table  in  the 
D.  A.  R.  hall  at  Washington,  and  of  the  families  of 
the  foreign  delegates  and  the  simple  social  affairs  at 
the  White  House.  Mrs.  Burdette  said  that  nations 
would  never  again  feel  the  same  distrust  of  each  other 
after  this  conference,  where  barriers  of  misunder- 
standing  have   been   broken   down. 

Regarding  the  many  conflicting  newspaper  reports, 
Mrs.  Burdette  quoted,  "It  is  a  thousand  pities  so  many 
people  know  so  many  things  that  are  not  so." 

Clubwomen  were  congratulated  upon  having  so  effi- 
cient a  representative  as  Mrs.  N.  O.  Winters  at  this 
peace  conference.  "Women  will  never  again  be  elim- 
inated where  great  questions  are  to  be  considered," 
said  Mrs.  Burdette,  "so  let  us  have  the  right  kind  of 
women.  Do  not  put  women  in  official  position  until 
you  know  you  have  the  right  kind  of  efficient  women." 

Mrs.  Burdette  was  one  of  the  committee  of  three  to 
choose  the  newly  acquired  headquarters  of  the  General 
Federation.  She  questioned  the  possibility  of  carrying 
on  the  work  on  a  ten  cent  basis,  and  said  clubwomen 
should  not  think  that  support  for  the  General  Federa- 
tion would  come  out  of  the-  air. 

Attention  of  the  presidents  was  called  to  several 
measures  on  which  they  were  aske  dto  withhold  action 
for  the  present.  Among  them  were  the  Barber  bill, 
the  Sterling  Towner  bill,  the  Independent  Citizenship 
bill,  and  the  Johnson  bill.  Clubwomen  were  asked  to 
reserve  judgment  on  the  entry  of  the  postmaster 
general  into  the  motion  picture  industry.  Mrs.  Bur- 
dette spoke  in  glowing  terms  of  Will  Hays'  accom- 
plishments in  "harmonizing"  the  Republican  party  and 
"humanizing"  the   postal   department. 

Some  interesting  information  was  given  on  the 
Woman's  Foundation  Movement,  a  two  million  dollar 
enterprise  which  gained  support  of  many  clubwomen 
under  the  mistaken  idea  that  it  was  distinctly  a  club 
movement. 

In  closing  her  address,  Mrs.  Burdette  gave  a  plea 
from  the  music  department  of  fine  arts  of  the  General 
Federation  for  the  elimination  of  jazz  music. 

The  Compton  meeting  was  probably  the  last  general 
meeting  of  presidents  until  the  convention  in  Santa

One  of  the  most  worth-while  activities  in  Los  An- 
geles District  is  the  Music  Settlement  School  on  Mozart 
Street,  which  came  into  existance  a  few  years  ago  un- 
der the  direction  of  Carrie  Stone  Freeman,  who  was 
at  the  time  chairman  of  music  in  the  Los  Angeles  Dis- 
trict of  the  Federation. 

This  school  is  situated  in  the  quarter  inhabited  by 
the  Italians,  Russians  and  other  foreginers.  The  chil- 
dren of  these  families  pay  the  small  sum  of  thirty-five 
cents  a  lesson  from  some  of  the  best  teachers  in  the 
city.  All  branches  of  music  are  taught  and  if  the 
pupil  is  in  good  circumstances  and  able  to  pay  more  he 
is  not  eligible.  Many  pupils  of  talent  who  are  not  able 
to  pay  even  so  small  an  amount  are  taken  gratis.  Prac- 
tice rooms  are  provided  for  those  who  have  no  instru- 
ments in  their  homes.  Heretofore  this  school  has  been 
supported  by  yearly  memberships  of  $1.00  and  paid 
scholarships  from  the  different  clubs  in  the  district. 
This  work  has  been  growing  very  rapidly  lately  and 
the  needs  are  growing  in  proportion.  This  year  we 
are  making  a  determined  effort  to  finish  paying  for 
the  property,  and  to  meet  at  least  the  most  imperative 
demands,  by  giving  a  series  of  musical  and  social 
events.  We  shall  enlist  the  help  of  many  more  pat- 
rons and  patronesses,  knowing  they  will  do  all  in 
their  power  to  give  these  children  their  chance  at  some 
of  the  beauty  and  joy  of  life  despite  their  sordid  sur- 
roundings. 

Our  first  benefit  will  be  a  ball  and  card  party  on 
February  18th  at  the  Men's  City  Club.  Aside  from 
the  dancing  and  cards  there  will  be  some  real  thrillers. 
A  beautiful  Victrola  will  be  given  away,  and  many  of 
the  movie  favorites  will  be  present.

Miss  Christabel  Pankhurst,  who,  with  her  mother, 
Mrs.  Emmeline  Pankhurst,  founded  the  famous 
Women's  Social  and  Political  Union,  has  had  a  career 
of  exceptional  interest,  which  has  given  her  a  special 
insight  into  the  problems  of  our  time. 

While  still  a  law  student  at  the  University  (where 
she  took  a  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Law  with  honors) 
Miss  Pankhurst  initiated  the  masterful  policy  which 
by  its  political  seriousness  and  its  dramatic  quality 
brought  the  Woman  Suffrage  question  to  the  fore- 
front of  politics  and  made  the  world  ring  with  the 
doings  of  the  suffragettes.  This  great  campaign  con- 
tinued until  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  when,  in  the  face 
of  national  danger,  Mrs.  and  Miss  Pankhurst  declared 
the  truce  which  later  ended  so  happily  in  the  peaceful 
granting  of  the  vote  to  British  women. 

Meanwhile  the  whole  strength  of  the  organization 
was  devoted  to  war  work. 

Despite  her  intense  concentration  upon  the  women's 
cause,  Miss  Pankhurst  has  interested  herself  deeply 
in  general  politics,  especially  in  the  industrial  and  in- 
ternational spheres.  In  her  course  of  lectures  Miss 
Pankhurst  will  cover  a  wide  range  and  present  day 
events  will  be  used  to  illustrate  the  principles  she 
upholds.

San  Francisco  District,  C.  F.  W.  C,  held  its  monthly 
meeting  on  January  10th  at  the  Bellevue  Hotel.  Mrs. 
H.  M.  Tenny,  President,  presiding.  There  was  a  good 
attendance  of  the  County  Presidents  and  Chairmen,  all 
having  splendid  reports  as  to  the  work  in  each 
county. 

Mrs.  Hamilton  Riggins,  Chairman  of  Civics,  sug- 
gests that  in  all  communities,  large  or  small,  co-opera- 
tion with  public  officials  and  the  placing  of  representa- 
tive women  on  such  committees  as  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, parks  and  supervised  playgrounds.  To- attend 
all  meetings  of  supervisors-  or  councilmen.  That 
reports  of  such  meetings  be  followed  with  discussion. 
These  discussions  tend  not  only  to  an  intelligent  under- 
standing of  how  to  vote  on  community  problems,  but 
also  to  the  growth  of  the  club ;  not  merely  increased 
membership,  but  growth  of  usefulness  and  service. 
One  of  the  main  things  the  various  clubs  of  the  district 
are  particularly  interested  in  is  civics,  and  now  that 
we  have  the  vote  we  should  prize  it  and  use  it.  At  all 
elections  let  the  campaign  slogan  be  "Every  Woman  at 
the  Polls."  While  every  community  may  not  be  able 
to  maintain  a  vigilant  committee,  each  club  in  its  civic 
department  can  have  an  organized  committee  for  this 
special  work. 

Mrs.  Dyer,  Chairman  of  Country  Life,  has  sent  out 
a  letter  to  the  clubs  in  the  district  urging  the  club 
women  to  do  more  for  the  amusement  of  the  young 
people  of  the  community;  have  playgrounds  for  the 
school  children;  rest  rooms  for  the  rural  women  when 
they  come  to  town  shopping;  public  camping  grounds 
for   automobile   parties;    eliminate   the   billboards,    and 


do  everything  to  make  your  community  clean  and 
sanitary. 

Mrs.  Josephine  Wilson,  Chairman  of  Literatufe,  re- 
ported that  the  first  of  a  series  of  Book  Conferences 
was  given  under  the  direction  of  the  Department  of 
Literature  at  the  Fairmont  Hotel  on  December  9, 
1921. 

Mrs.  Tenny,  President  of  the  District,  was  an  honor 
guest,  with  members  of  her  board.  Mrs.  Wilson  pre- 
sided at  the  conference.  An  address  was  given  by 
Mrs.  Daniel  Lothrop,  regional  director  of  the  western 
division,  League  of  American  Pen  Women,  and  well- 
known  as  the  author  of  "Five  Little  Peppers." 

Poems  written  by  Elizabeth  Mills  Crothers  were 
read  by  Mrs.  Vard  Hulen.  The  compositions  written 
by  Mrs.  Crothers  were  sung  by  Eugenia  Kazan,  with 
Mrs.  Philip  Aaronson  at  the  piano.  An  address  on 
"Literature"  was  given  by  Mrs.  Grace  Hyde  Trine. 

An  open  forum,  with  a  discussion  on  books  of  the 
hour,  completed  the  conference — the  success  of  this 
event  proclaiming  the  interest  in  such  events  and  regis- 
tering anew  an  urge  for  more  distinctive  "Literary 
Days."  The  next  conference  will  be  held  at  the  Fair- 
mont Hotel  on  Saturday,  February  11th,  to  which  all 
club  women  are  invited. 

Miss  Jane  Partridge,  President  of  the  City  and 
County  Federation,  spoke  on  the  minimum  wage  reduc- 
tion, and  the  district  adopted  a  resolution  in  the  form 
of  a  telegram  sent  to  the  Industrial  Welfare  Com- 
mission convening  in  Sacramento  protesting  against 
the  reduction  of  the  minimum  wage  below  sixteen 
dollars  per  week.

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SOUTHEWEST  MUSEUM  CLOSES  MOST  ACTIVE  YEAR 

IN  HISTORY 


By  Frances  Headlee 


The  past  year  has  been  the  most  active  one  in  the 
history  of  the  Southwest  Museum,  according  to  the 
annual  report  now  in  press.  Through  the  establish- 
ment of  an  educational  department  designed  to  reach 
the  schools,  clubs,  and  other  organized  activities  of 
the  community,  a  general  interest  in  the  institution  has 
been  awakened  and  a  marked  increase  in  attendance 
has  been  noted. 

A  new  gallery  of  fine  arts  was  completed,  and  so 
arranged  as  to  serve  temporarily  as  an  assembly  hall. 
This  gallery  was  prepared  especially  to  accommodate 
the  first  annual  competitive  exhibit  of  paintings  by 
California  artists.  During  the  year,  four  additions  to 
the  exhibit  features  of  the  tunnel  entrance  have  been 
installed.  These  are  a  model  of  a  portion  of  the  Hopi 
village  of  Mishongnavi ;  a  repb-a  of  a  prehistoric 
cliff  dwelling  in  Southern  Colorado;  a  group  of  Nava- 
jo Indians,   showing   their   summer   and   winter  dwell- 


ings, and  a  model  of  a  court  scene  in  a  Zuni  village. 

Some  work  of  a  research  nature  has  been  accom- 
plished by  staff  members,  the  results  of  which  have 
been  published  in  scientific  journals.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Golish,  the  donors  of  the  fine  Conchological  collection, 
are  prosecuting  active  field  work  in  Florida,  and  Mr. 
E.  D.  Jones,  curator  of  the  entomological  department 
is  collecting  in  Brazil.  The  most  valuable  acquisition 
of  the  year,  however,  in  this  department  has  been  that 
of  eleven  mountain  goats  from  the  Yukon  Territory, 
through  the  efforts  of  Dr.  Edward  Jones,  the  curator  of 
the  big  game  habitat  work. 

The  Bird  Study  Club,  which  is  affiliated  with  the 
Museum,  has  arranged  and  maintained  an  exhibit  of 
bird  skins  that  has  been  of  great  value  to  students  of 
bird    life. 

The  Wild  Flower  Club  has  arranged  for  its  annual 
exhibit  to  be  held  this  year  at  the  Museum.

The  Child  Welfare  Division  of  the  General  Fed- 
eration of  Women's  Clubs  has  put  itself  on  record  as 
standing  for  three  things  fundamental  in  their  rela- 
tion to  child  life: 

1.  The  public  protection  of  maternity  and  infancy. 

2.  Universal   child   health. 

3.  Abolition  of  child  labor. 

The  Child  Welfare  Department  of  the  California 
Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  following  in  line  intends 
to  concentrate  its  efforts  on  No.  3 — Abolition  of  child 
labor   in   its   broadest   interpretation. 

Education  and  labor  are  inseparable  problems.  The 
enforcement  of  the  Compulsory  School  Law  in  Cali- 
fornia would  eliminate  the  child  labor  problem. 

As  a  result  of  children's  year  activities  and  follow 
up,   Nos.   1   and  2  have  been  well  established   and   are 


now   successfully   functioning  throughout   our  state. 

Childhood  and  adolescence  are  the  years  of  social 
construction  in  a  human  life,  the  years  in  which  char- 
acter is  built  and  the  foundations  of  education  are 
laid.  This  is  society's  greatest  responsibility  and  is 
today  its  chief  business.  The  public  schools  must 
offer  to  all  children  of  our  republic  the  opportunity  to 
prepare   for  citizenship. 

The  school  is  the  first  social  agency  in  which  the 
child  makes  a  conscious  effort  to  adjust  itself  to  hu- 
manity, therefore  the  school  must  be  potent. 

Public  opinion  has  developed  far  enough  so  that  we 
recognize  the  value  of  public  agencies.  Individual 
efforts  count  only  when  public  and  private  groups 
work  together  continuously  and  understandingly  for  a 
common  goal.

MRS.  WINTER'S  LETTER 

My  Dear  Federation  Friends: 

First,  let  me  thank  you,  east,  west,  south,  north,  for 
the  trust  and  loyalty  that  made  you  petition  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  United  States  to  place  me  on  the  arma- 
ment committee.  As  you  know,  your  petitions  led  to 
the  appointment,  and  the  fact  that,  of  the  four  women 
placed  on  a  committee  of  twenty-one,  your  president 
is  the  only  one  who  represents  a  great  organization 
is  a  tribute  to  that  organization.  You  will  be  inter- 
ested that  the  committee  is  to  sit  in  the  conference 
with  the  plenipotentiaries,  and  that  your  president  is 
placed  on  a  special  committee  on  "general  informa- 
ti'on,'  which  is  eyes  and  ears  for  the  conference. 

Meanwhile,  something  wonderful  has  been  happen- 
ing in  Washington  in  the  past  four  years.  It  is  rap- 
idly becoming  more  than  the  city  where  Congress  sits 
and  the  President  lives.  It  is  becoming  the  nation's 
thinking  capital.  There  is  a  steady  tendency  for  all 
active  organizations  to  center  their  work  here,  and  as 
one  goes  about  one  sees  on  dignified  building  after 
building  the  names  of  societies  with  which  we  are  all 
familiar.  But  one  does  not  see  "General  Federation 
of  Women's  Clubs."  We  are  still  functioning — we 
the  strongest  and  stablest  of  women's  organizations — 
in  three  modest  little  rooms  on  the  third  floor  of  a  sec- 
ond class  office   building. 

During  these  years  our  headquarters  has  steadily 
made  itself  of  growing  importance  both  to  us  and  to 
other  groups;  it  is  constantly  called  on  for  leader- 
ship in  legislative  matters  in  which  all  women  are 
interested;  a  stream  of  people  who  touch  all  phases 
of  American  life  pours  through  its  little  rooms  every 
day.  But  all  this  time  it  is  humiliating  to  feel  how  it 
falls  short  of  its  possibilities  because  it  is  so  inade- 
quately supported. 

You  may  sometimes  feel  that  the  general  federation 
is  remote.  You  are  mistaken.  It  is  YOU — made  na- 
tional. Therefore,  you  ought  to  serve  your  own  in- 
terests better.  You  ought  to  make  possible  a  better 
and  more  constant  stream  of  club  hel^s  both  printed 
and   personal. 

You  ought  to  be  getting  more  out  of  it.  It  is  your 
servant. 

•  Even  more  important  than  what  you  could  receive 
is  what  you  could  give. 

Just  now  every  radical  and  destructive  group  is  or- 
ganizing, working  day  and  night,  and  givine  tongue 
to  its  propaganda,  in  order  to  tear  down  the  things 
you  believe  in.  Anarchy  in  any  part  of  America 
threatens  all  America.     We  are  all  linked  together. 

The  only  remedy  is  for  those  who  love  the  ideals 
and  care  for  the  future  of  America  to  be  equally  on 
the  job.

Let  it  have  a  center  that 
shall  radiate  usefulness,  usefulness  commensurate  with 
its  vast  extent.  '  Put  life  blood  into  your  organized 
body  for  the  sake  of  the  great  potential  service  during 
America's  turmoil. 

There  is  a  dignified  house  in  Washington  near  the 
White  House,  which  could  be  purchased  now  for  this 
noble  purpose.  We  could  have  a  down-town  office 
(and  a  downtown  locality  is  necessary  for  our  pur- 
pose), easy  of  access,  where,  when  you  club  women 
come  to  the  capital  you  could  find  a  place  to  live  and 


fall  at  once  info  relations  with  your  own  kind.  Such 
club  houses  are  very  paying  propositions  in  Washing- 
ton where  several  organizations  less  important  in  size 
and  function  than  ours  are  running  them.  (The  club 
where  I  am  staying  pays  all  its  overhead  expenses 
by  renting  rooms  to  visitors  and  women  living  there.) 
Won't  you  "stand  by"?  You  cliib  women  respond 
to  the  call  of  every  noble  purpose.  Just  now  some  of 
you  are  contributing  to  a  large  nroject  in  Washington 
not  connected  with  the  Federation.  Will  you  not  sup- 
port your  own  organization  first?  Man"  of  you  have 
told  me  you  believed  in  me  and  would  back  me  in  any- 
thing I  asked,  so  I  am  apoealing  to  «ou  personally. 
It  is,  however,  not  for  me  but  for  the  sake  of  this 
vitalizing  of  our  womanhood  that  I  ask  you  to  sun- 
port   a    national    headquarters.

Mrs.  F.  A.  Steiger,  county  president,  spoke  at  the 
Rio  Vista  Club  on  December  6  and  at  a  mass  meet- 
ing in  Benicia  on  December  14.  Rio  Vista  Improve- 
ment Club  recently  presented  a  group  of  Sacramento 
artists  in  a  concert  program  which  was  open  without 
charge  to  the  public.  This  was  a  fine  piece  of  com- 
munity service. 

The  Saturday  Club  of  Vacaville  reports  the  follow- 
ing delightful  out-of-town  visitors  this  season:  At 
September  meeting,  Dr.  Theresa  Meekle,  chairman  of 
legislation.  In  November,  Dr.  Chas.  E.  Chapman, 
professor  of  California  History,  U.  of  C,  gave  an  ad- 
dress open  to  the  public  and  spoke  at  the  club  meet- 
ing.

A  statement  from  the  chairman  of  the  Department 
of  California  History  and  Landmarks,  Mrs.  E.  C. 
Crystal,  is  as  follows: 


"The  California  history  and  landmarks  committee 
held  its  first  regular  meeting  in  Suisun,  Monday,  De- 
cember 5,  with  Vallejo  and  Rio  Vista  members  absent. 

"The  success  of  'The  History  of  Solano  County,' 
which  they  have  been  asked  to  compile,  depends  on 
the  interest  taken  by  the  individual  clubs. 

"The  introduction  and  preliminary  chapters  are 
provided  for,  but  it  is  desired  that  each  club  presi- 
dent in  co-operation  with  her  representative  on  the 
committee  supervise  the  gathering  of  the  material  for 
the  history  of  the  township  in  which  their  club  is  lo- 
cated. 

"Another  piece  of  work  which  the  committee  will 
undertake  is  to  secure  the  restoration  of  the  old  Stone 
Church  at  Rockville,  one  of  the  oldest  and  perhaps 
the  most  universally  loved  landmarks  in  Solano 
County. 

"Their  plan  for  the  raising  of  the  necessary  funds 
having  been  approved  by  the  County  Federation  Ex- 
ecutive Board,  will  now  be  presented  to  the  several 
clubs  for  their  co-operation. 

"They  hope  to  give,  early  in  the  summer,  a  picnic 
in  some  centrally  located  place,  where  each  club  will 
have  some  part  of  the  program  to  prepare,  and  by  a 
small  entrance  fee  secure  funds  for  the  beginning  of 
their  work.  This  picnic  would  be  for  the  entire 
county  and  with  the  several  clubs  interested  working 
for  its  success,  would  be  a   hardship  on  no  one. 

"Other  landmarks  are  also  to  be  remembered  as 
funds  will  permit,  and  the  size  of  the  fund  will  de- 
pend on  the  interest  shown  by  the  clubs  in  their  efforts 
of  co-operation."

The  following  letter,  though  sent  out  in  October 
to  club  presidents,  is  of  such  -vital  importance  to  every 
clubwoman,  that  Mrs.  If'illiam  Fitzgerald,  State  Presi- 
dent, calls  special  attention  to  its  appearance  in  this 
issue  of  the  "Clubwoman":

My  dear  Madam  President: 

Another  Club  year  has  opened,  and  as  your  Gen- 
eral Federation  Director,  I  want  to  congratulate  you 
on  being  a  leader  at  this  time  when  we  are  dowered 
bv  tremendous  opportunities  for  service,  coupled  with 
serious  responsibilities.  It  becomes  my  privilege  to 
present  to  you  some  of  the  problems  which  confront 
our  group  of  organized  womanhood  to  the  end  that  we 
may  all  share  in  being  solvers  of  these  problems  and 
together  bring  to  pass  an  efficiency  that  shall  be  -valu- 
able, a  vision  that  shall  be  inspiring,  and  an  accom- 
plishment that  shall  everywhere  advance  the  world  of 
women. 

Permit  me  to  call  to  your  attention  again  the  Gen- 
eral Federation  reorganization  of  the  Department  of 
Work  under  the  grouping  of  five  departments.  Each 
of  these  departments  approaches  life  from  a  different 
angle  that  all  phases  of  club  life  may  be  combined  in 
a  conscious  enrichment  without  overlapping  and 
wasted  effort.  If  every  Club  in  the  State  will  build 
its  program  and  departments  to  this  general  outline 
there  will  be  uniform  preparation  for  any  definite 
piece  of  work  which  this  large  and  splendid  body  of 
women  might  desire  to  stress. 

Outlines  of  group  work  should  have  reached  the 
various  State  Chairmen  of  Departments,  Divisions  and 
Committees,  and  been  passed  on  to  you,  or  if  your 
Club  is  in   direct   membership   with  the   General   Fed- 


eration, should  have  reached  you  directly  from  the 
General  Federation.  Expert,  careful  thought  has  been 
given  to  the  preparation  of  these  outlines,  and  it  may 
be  your  possible  loss  if  they  are  passed  lightly  by. 
Due  to  the  constant  changing  of  State  and  Club  of- 
ficials, it  may  be  you  have  failed  to  receive  them.  If 
you  have  not  received  any  communication  from  the 
General  Federation  Department  Chairman  of  the  Di- 
vision corresponding  to  those  you  have,  will  you  not 
advise  me  in  order  that  your  name  may  be  forwarded 
to  such  Chairman ;  or,  better  still,  will  you  not  write 
directly  to  your  Corresponding  General  Federation 
Chairman  and  ask  for  outlines  desired.  Her  name 
and  address  have  been  printed  in  the  General  Fed- 
eration News.

MEMBERSHIP    IN    GENERAL    FEDERATION 

Every  Club  needs  intimate  relationship  with  its  Dis- 
trict, that  it  may  have  full  knowledge  of  local  condi- 
tions and  needs,  and  may  be  able  to  help  with  in- 
telligence and  without  lost  effort;  a  conscious  relation- 
ship with  the  State,  that  it  may  be  a  vital  factor  in 
State  life  activities;  and  a  definite  relationship  with 
the  General  Federation,  that  it  may  have  directly  na- 
tional and  international  information  and  be  a  co- 
operating  factor  which   alone  can   assure  that  Club  a 
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place  in  the  world  of  women's  activities.  This  can 
be  accomplished  by  the  Club  either  becoming  a  mem- 
ber of  the  General  Federation  in  the  usual  prescribed 
manner  and  paying  dues  directly,  or  voting  to  allow 
the  State  to  raise  its  dues  sufficiently  to  pay  dues  to 
the  General  Federation  for  every  Club  in  the  State, 
thsu  making  every  Club  which  is  a  member  of  the  State 
Federation,  automatically  a  member  of  the  General 
Federation. 

FINANCING  THE  GENERAL  FEDERATION 
The  matter  of  financing  the  General  Federation  is  a 
very  serious  one.  Ten  cents  per  capita  will  no  longer 
finance  the  national  and  world  undertakings  in  which 
the  General  Federation  is  enlisted.  Isn't  it  a  humilia- 
tion to  admit  that  you  belong  to  the  largest  organiza- 
tion of  women  in  the  United  States  with  all  that 
means  to  you,  and  through  you  for  the  forward  look- 
ing activities  and  influences  of  women,  and  that  you 
pay  only  ten  cents  for  that  privilege?  What  organi- 
zation of  men  would  undertake  any  movement  what- 
ever on  a  ten  cent  per  capita  basis?  They  know  it  is 
an  impossible  situation,  and  because  we  are  willing  to 
undertake  it  they  sometimes  rate  us  on  a  ten  cent 
basis,  and  our  influence  is  in  danger  of  being  the  dime 
type. 

The  income  for  the  General  Federation  can  be  in- 
creased in  three  ways: 

(1)  Iowa  voted  to  increase  the  State  dues  to  thirty- 
five  cents  per  capita,  ten  cents  of  this  amount  to  pay 
dues  for  the  General  Federation,  thus  making  all  the 
Clubs  in  the  State  members  of  the  General  Federa- 
tion. If  a  number  of  States  adopt  this  method,  it  will 
be  necessary  to  recommend  a  General  Federation  By- 
Law,  making  States  responsible  for  the  personnel  of  its 
clubs,  which  would  do  away  with  a  great  deal  of  la- 
borious effort  for  the  General  Federation  Membership 
Committee.    The  individual  Clubs  would  still  be  in  di- 
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rect  membership  with  the  General  Federation,  but  pay- 
ing dues  to  the  State. 

(2)  Montana  has  undertaken  to  bring  in  to  the 
General  Federation  all  the  Clubs  in  the  State,  through 
the  old  method  of  direct  application  and  payment  of 
dues  to  the  General  Federation. 

If  every  Club  in  all  the  States  were  paying  dues  to 
the  General  Federation,  by  whatever  method,  even  at 
ten  cents  pr  capita,  the  General  Federation's  activi- 
tis  could  be  financed  with  the  additional  help  of  the 
interest  on  Endowment  Fund  and  Life  Memberships 
and  Bequests.  WHAT  DO  YOU  WANT  TO  DO 
ABOUT  IT?  Send  me  your  application  for  member- 
ship in  General  Federation  or  consider  increasing 
State  dues  for  the  benefit  of  the  General  Federation. 

I  would  like  to  suggest  a  uniform  method  for  col- 
lecting dues,  thus  decreasing  secretarial  burdens  and 
giving  to  every  member  of  a  club  a  conscious  invest- 
ment in  the  affairs  of  the  Club,  the  County,  the  Dis- 
trict, the  State,  the  Nation,  e.  g. : 

For  the  privileges  and  opportunities  which  the 
membership  in  Club  affords,  the  dues  for  the 
Club  and  its  affiliated  organizations  are  as  fol- 
lows: 

Semi-annual    Club   dues   now   payable....   $3.00 

Annual   County   dues  now   payable 10 

Annual  District  dues  now  payable 10 

Annual   State   dues  now  payable 15 

Annual  General  Federation  dues  now  pay- 
able   10 

$3.45 
Last,  half  of  Club  annual  dues  payable  Febru- 
ary 1st. 

Each  Club  member  having  invested  her  money  in 
the  affiliated  organizations,  would  have  a  right  to  ex- 
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pect  to  realize  on  her  investment,  and  would  make  an 
effort  during  the  balance  of  the  year  to  see  that  she 
got  her  money's  worth.  We  believe  this  would  stim- 
ulate a  personal  interest  in  all  activities. 

Has  your  County  a  HOME  DEMONSTRATION 
AGENT?  If  not,  help  combine  the  Club  strength  to- 
ward securing  one  at  once.  If  you  have  one,  bring 
your  united  influence  to  bear  on  a  plan  for  making 
her  work  more  effective.  This  is  more  than  a  local 
matter.  It  is  a  national  effort,  urged  as  an  absolute 
NATIONAL  SAFETY  MOVEMENT.  You  can  learn 
more  of  this  through  your  State  Home  Demonstration 
Director  and  increase  interest  by  giving  your  pro- 
grams for  a  Home   Demonstration   speaker. 

Heed  the  urgent  call  of  our  General  Federation 
President,  Mrs.  Winter,  in  the  matter  of  club  and  in- 
dividual responsibility  concerning  the  coming  Confer- 
ence for  Reduction  of  Armaments.  Give  a  November 
meeting  to  the  consideration  of  this  issue,  and  see  that 


the  delegates  to  the  conference,  the  President  of  the 
United  States  who  has  called  the  conference,  and 
your  Represntatives  and  Senators  know  where  you 
stand.  "The  voice  of  the  people  must  speak  clearly 
and  persistently  just  now  to  those  who  hold  destiny  in 
their  hands." 

My  dear  Madam  President:  Having  read  this  let- 
ter through  carefully,  will  you  present  it  to  your  Ex- 
ecutive Board  for  consideration;  and  to  the  Club  itself, 
that  an  understanding  spirit  and  co-operation  may  be 
created  when  these  matters  shall  be  presented  to  the 
Club  for  action. 

It  will  afford  me  pleasure  to  hear  from  you  soon, 
or  at  any  time  when,  in  the  capacity  of  your  Director, 
I  can  be  of  service  to  you.

OFFICIAL  VISIT  TO  MEXICO 

(Continued   from  January  Number  of  Clubwoman) 


DEDICATION    OF    AGRICULTURAL   SCHOOLS 

On  special  days  set  aside  for  the  dedication  of  a  new 
agricultural  school  at  Chipinga  Farm,  some  thirty-five 
miles  from  Mexico  City.  The  hacienda  building,  for- 
merly occupied  by  the  owners  of  Chipingo,  had  been 
converted  into  this  educational  institution.  The  table 
had  been  set  under  the  trees  in  front  of  the  building, 
and  a  typical  lunch  was  provided  by  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  and  Development.  The  guests  were 
entertained  with  various  sports.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  in  this  connection  that  another  agriclutural  school, 
that  will  provide  for  300  students,  was  opened  at 
Toluca  on  September  20,  and  the  cornerstone  was  laid 


in  Leon,  September  16.  Carrying  out  this  program  of 
rural  education  in  an  effort  to  induce  Mexican  agri- 
culturists to  adopt  modern  farming  methods,  an 
average  of  forty-two  carloads  of  modern  farm  machin- 
ery, purchased  in  the  L'nited  States  by  the  Mexican 
Department  of  Agricluture,  passes  across  the  border 
into  the  Southern  Republic  every  month,'  according  to 
Samuel  Torres  Elorduy,  of  the  City  of  Mexico. 
Grange  schools  have  been  established,  where  the 
technical  farmer  is  instructed  along  practical  lines, 
and  where  the  practical,  plodding  tiller  of  land  is 
taught  the  technical  side  of  farming.  Correspondence 
schools  in  bee  culture  have  been  introduced,  as  well  as 
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courses  in  cheese  and  butter  making.  It  means  much 
with  the  now  improved  railway  facilities  for  trans- 
portation. He  further  states:  "We  are  improving 
thousands  of  purebred  cattle,  hogs  and  other  stock. 
These  also  we  offer  the  farmers  at  cost."  The  devel- 
opment of  agriculture  in  some  localities  has  its  dis- 
couragements, however,  because  of  climatic  condi- 
tions. The  uncertain  rainfall  and  the  fact  that  much 
of  what  falls  is  so  irregular  or  comes  at  such  time  as 
to  be  useless,  creates  a  condition  where  intensive 
farming  only  adds  to  the  expense  without  making  the 
crop  sure.  The  only  assurance  of  success  must  be 
found  in  an  intensive  irrigation  system,  and  irrigation 
systems  cost  money,  and  the  necessary  funds  must  be 
coincident  with   a   stabilized  government. 

On  another  day  we  visited  one  of  the  National 
Schools  of  Arts  and  Industries — there  being  four  such 
schools  in  the  city — where  the  boys  and  girls  are  being 
fitted  for  wage-earning.  This  one  had  1,500  girl  stu- 
dents— for  they  never  have  boys  and  girls  in  the  same 
school — and  their  exhibit  filled  the  classrooms  in  a 
building,  which  permitted  so  large  a  group  to  work. 
There  is  no  public  school  with  which  I  am  familiar 
in  the  United  States  which  could  approach  this  exhi- 
bition in  general  scope.  The  Home  Economics  Depart- 
ment was  a  revelation  for  variety  and  attractiveness. 
No  French  chef  could  have  prepared  a  more  tempting 


array.  Each  article  was  a  picture  in  itself — if  that 
may  be  said  of  food.  It  was  artistic  and  looked  too 
good  to  eat.  There  were  gowns  made  after  New  York 
patterns,  millinery,  artificial  flowers,  furs  prepared 
and  made  up  by  the  students;  in  the  Department  of 
Perfume — soaps,  creams,  toilet  waters;  Department  of 
Hair  Work,  of  fancy  satin  boxes  for  candies,  gloves, 
etc.,  and,  of  course,  all  kinds  of  candies.  There  was 
an    exhibition    of    paintings    in    oil    and    water   colors,

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drawings,  art  works  in  marble  and  in  metal,  artistic 
wood  carving,  needle  embroidery  in  colors  that  were 
works  of  art  under  glass,  and  all  kinds  of  drawn 
needlework.  Gardening  was  also  taught.  I  brought 
home  an  example  of  their  artistic  metal  work — a  jewel 
or  glove  box  for  which  a  girl  of  sixteen  had  won  the 
prize,  and  it  is  most  attractive.  I  met  the  principal, 
Senorita  Maria  de  la  Luz  Uribe,  who  was  justly 
proud  of  her  pupils'  demonstrated  ability,  which  had 
attracted  10,000  visitors.  Nine  new  schools  have  been 
opened  in  Mexico  City  in  the  last  few  monhts,  and  ten 
large  schools  are  to  be  added  this  year.  Increased 
school  facilities  were  made  necessary  by  the  compul- 
sory education   bill,   which   is  being  better   enforced — 

Article    31    of   their   Constitution and   the   result   of 

an  article  in  the  Constitution  which  has  a  clause 
requiring  all  children  to  attend  school  under  Federal 
control  instead  of  parochial  schools. 

President  Obregon  called  for  volunteer  teachers 
who,  without  compensation,  would  teach  the  illiterate 
to  read  and  write,  and  hundreds  offered  themselves. 
He  seems  to  fully  realize  that  education  will  be  the 
making  of  the  future  of  Mexico  and  will  solve  so 
many  of  her  problems  that  it  will  bring  progress, 
prosperity  and  contentment  to  the  people  and  will  in 
time   make   possible   actual   democracy   in   government. 

The  American  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  Mexico  has 
formed  a  committee  to  promote  the  exchange  of  edu- 
cational opportunities  between  the  two  countries  for 
deserving  young  men  in  college  and  university,  com- 
mercial and  technical  courses,  and  in  apprenticeships 
in  factories  and  business  houses  in  the  United  States 
and  Mexico.  As  trade  relations  between  the  United 
States  and  Mexico  have  already  become  verv  impor- 
tant, it  is  most  useful  to  bring  the  people  of  the  two 
countries  into  closer  contact  along  these  practical 
lines. 

AMAZING  INSTITUTIONS 

If  the  educational  institutions  are  indicative  of  the 
progress  in  Mexico,  so  are  the  hospitals,  prisons  and 
orphanages.  We  visited  the  General  Hospital  that 
covers  forty  acres  and  has  1,000  free  beds,  together 
with  300  pay  beds,  which  is  supported  by  the  Federal 
aid  and  private  contributions.  Five  million  pesos,  or 
$2,500,000,  has  been  given  for  the  care  of  tubercular 
patients.  Due  to  the  lack  of  Federal  appropriation 
during  the  war,  we  found  some  portions  of  the  hos- 
pital are  now  being  restored  under  Obregon's  admin- 
istration. New  boilers  are  going  in  and  the  buildings 
are  being  repaired.  I  saw  the  finest  X-ray  room  I 
ever  saw — the  gift  of  President  Obregon,  who  had 
fitted  it  up  at  an  expense  of  100,000  pesos,  we  were 
told.  There  is  a  complete  cooling  system  which  leads 
to  all  the  wards,  and  a  ventilating  system  in  the  wall 
with  an  opening  under  each  bed.  A  gymnasium  with 
full  equipment,  massage  and  steam  baths — and  tiled 
plunge.  In  the  Maternity  Department  they  receive 
expectant  mothers  two  months  before  confinement,  and 
care  for  them  afterward  until  they  are  fully  able  to 
go  home.  Cottages  for  contagious  diseases  were  segre- 
gated and  surrounded  by  high  brick  walls  overgrown 
by  vines.  The  eight-hour  law  for  nurses  is  enforced, 
and  these  nurses  accept  less  than  one-half  what  they 
would  receive  for  private  nursing,  because  they  feel 
they  are  doing  welfare  work.  We  found  many  things 
of  interest  in  this  survey  which  are  not  to  be  written 
of  now. 

MODEL  PENITENTIARY 

We  also  visited  the  Federal  Penitentiary,  where  we 
saw  the  buildings  constructed  with  the  maximum  of 
light  and  air.  The  corridors  are  open  to  the  sun  and 
air,  and  the  cells  have  modern,  sanitary  plumbing. 
Mrs.  Obregon  has  presented  to  each  cell  a  mattress 
and  pair  of  blankets,  so  the  wire  beds,  which  go  up 
against  the  walls   in   the   daytime,   are   more   comfort-

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able  at  night.  There  were  flower  beds  and  grass 
plots  within  the  enclosure,  and  as  a  law  requires  each 
prisoner  to  have  at  least  two  hours  of  sunshine  every 
day,  although  he  may  be  one  in  close  confinement,  the 
sick  rate  is  only  five  to  six  per  cent.  We  went  into 
the  shops  where  they  were  laboring  at  carpenter  work, 
forging,  making  toys,  electrical  appliances,  tailoring, 
show  making;  and  into  the  schoolroom,  where  they 
were  being  taught  English  and  music.  In  the  school- 
room were  hung  social  hygienic  charts,  showing  the 
effect  of  alcoholism  and  venereal  diseases,  first  on  the 
man,  then  on  the  woman,  and  then  on  the  child  born, 
of  such  parents,  and  it  certainly  ought  to  impress  a 
moral  lesson,  as  well  as  one  of  health.  Scores  of 
Singer  sewing  machines  with  electrical  attachments 
were  standing  in  the  Department  for  Contract  Work. 
The  work  is  done  under  government  contract,  and  they 
are  paid  75  centavos,  a  trifle  less  than  38  cents,  per 
day,  of  which  they  have  10  per  cent  for  personal  use, 
60  per  cent  is  for  their  families,  and  the  balance  is 
held  on  account  for  them  when  they  leave  the  peniten- 
tiary. The  warden  of  this  particular  prison  seemed  to 
consider  his  job  one  of  human  interest. 

A  REMARKABLE  ORPHANAGE 
An  orphanage  where  800  boys  and  girls  were  cared 
for  interested  us  very  much.  We  saw  their  luncheon 
being  cooked  and  served.  There  was  an  ample  sup- 
ply. They  were  reasonably  clean,  looked  happy,  and 
they  had  the  low  rate  of  sickness  of  one  per  cent. 
They  not  only  had  regulation  schoolrooms,  but  they 
were  taught  telegraphy.  They  furnished  them  moving 
pictures.  They  were  taken  on  to  the  eighth  grade  in 
their  studies.  We  were  told  there  had  not  been  a 
death  in  one  and  one-half  years  in  that  orphanage, 
which  was  a  most  remarkable  statement,  when  it  is 
recorded  that  of  the  deaths  in  Mexico  in  1910,  30  per 


cent  were  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  and  50  per 
cent  were  children  under  seven  years  of  age.  It  is 
further  true  that  75  per  cent  of  the  population,  accord- 
ing to  the  registered  births  and  deaths,  die  before  they 
are  forty  years  old.  To  compare  with  the  United 
States — only  17  per  cent  of  our  death  rate  are  under 
one  year;  25  per  cent  under  five  years,  and  50  per  cent 
is  not  reached  until  we  are  forty-two  years  old. 

obregon's  words 

Perhaps  the  comment  on  all  this  might  be  briefly 
stated  in  the  words  of  President  Obregon  himself, 
who,  in  his  address  at  the  closing  banquet  the  night 
before  we  left  Mexico,  said :  "We  believe  that  moral- 
ity, constructive  and  generous  intelligence  and  culture 
are  the  force  destined  to  govern  the  world  in  our 
modern  life;  that  the  countries  which  build  cannon  of 
the  greatest  range  are  not  the  ones  who  will  make  the 
greatest  conquest,  but  those  who  present  to  humanity 
thinkers  whose  genius  will  allow  them  to  look  into 
the  future  and  point  out  the  catastrophes  that  may 
arise  from  lack  of  forethought  and  selfishness.  Men 
have  become  convinced  that  they  should  govern  them- 
selves, and  in  order  to  fulfill  that  noble  mission  those 
who  are  elected  by  their  fellows  should  fully  comply 
with  all  the  dictates  of  morality  and  always  subordi- 
nate all  their  material  interests,  so  it  may  be  possible 
to  distribute  in  an  equitable  manner  the  productive- 
ness wihch  nature  has  given  to  this  earth."  This,  I 
take  it,  is  a  Spanish  rendition  of  the  American  con- 
fession of  faith  that  just  government  rests  upon  the 
consent  of  the  governed,  but  it  goes  further,  demand- 
ing that  those  who  are  elected  to  office  should  scrupu- 
lously comply  with  all  the  dictates  of  morality.  An 
ethical  standard  which  is  worthy  of  being  applied  to 
governments  of  all  states.

With  the  specific  purpose  of  providing  work  for  the  unemployed  -of  Cali- 
fornia and  thereby  diminishing  crime  in  this  state,  the  California  Federation  of 
Women's  Clubs  has  undertaken  a  campaign  to  promote  the  use  by  all  Califor- 
nians  of  California  products  and  to  place  behind  the  movement  the  entire  buying 
power  of  its  membership  of  55,000  women.

Purchasing  California  Products  will, 
by  creating  extra  demand  for  these 
commodities,  help  to  solve  the  very 
serious  problem  of  unemployment,  and 
employment  will  help  to  lessen  crime 
in  a  very  noticeable  degree.  More  em- 
ployment will  advance  the  welfare  of 
chidren  through  better  nourishment  and  clothing  and  improved  home  conditions; 
it  will  tend  to  help  public  health  conditions;  will  increase  school  attendance;  will 
mean  more  books  and  music  in  the  home  and  will  make  for  better,  happier  lives 
among  large  groups  of  people. 

Our  participation  in  this  campaign  seems  to  me  a  splendid  opportunity  of 
furthering  our  "Citizenship"  program — to  help  create  jobs  for  every  individual 
willing  to  work  will  result  in  a  higher  standard  of  living  and  a  finer  type  of 
citizenry. 

By  securing  the  co-operation  of  all  merchants  in  each  community  in  dis- 
playing in  their  windows  special  California  Products  handled  by  them,  much 
interest  may  be  stimulated  in  the  campaign.  But  let  these  displays  cover  all 
California  Products,  not  just  our  favorite  fruits  and  cereals.

If  our  women  will  take  as  their 
slogan:  "Know  Your  California  Better  and  Add  to  Her  Progress  and  Prosperity 
by  Buying  Home  Products,"  we  shall  succeed  ultimately  in  making  every  week 
"A   Home  Products  Campaign."

It  was  to  be  expected  that  the  most  prac- 
tical and  splendid  idea  for  the  relief  of  unem- 
ployment should  have  its  origin  in  the  brain  of 
one  of  our  California  women.  It  follows,  as 
a  matter  of  course,  that  that  idea  should  be 
taken  up,  enlarged  upon,  and  put  into  execu- 
tion by  the  California  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs. 

When  I  heard  of  the  unique  campaign 
launched  by  fifty-five  thousand  of  the  state's 
most  influential  women  I  was  glad,  because  I 
knew  then  that  the  problem  of  unemployment, 
which  has  been  giving  me  considerable  con- 
cern, was  about  to  be  solved. 

The  plan  to  use  California  products,  and 
thereby  make  work  for  the  unemployed  of 
the  state,  and  at  the  same  time  abate  the  prev- 
alent wave  of  crime,  certainly  is  not  only 
practical,  but  very  appealing  to  anyone  who 
will  stop  to  give  the  matter  a  thought. 

We  Californians  are  loyal  to  our  state.  While  we  cannot  claim  a  monopoly 
of  the  state  spirit,  yet  I  believe  that  in  no  other  locality  of  our  great  country  is 
the  spirit  of  state  loyality  and  helpfulness  so  greatly  emphasized  and  developed. 
I  am  frank  in  saying  that  in  this  matter  I  believe  that  the  club  life  of  our  women 
has  had  a  large  and  helpful  influence. 

It  should  not  be  difficult,  with  the  existing  spirit  so  prevalent  among  Cali- 
fornia people,  to  put  into  practical  operation  the  suggestion  that  we  buy  and  use 
largely  our  own  products.  Our  people,  as  a  class,  receive  good  wages.  They 
live  well,  and  spend  liberally.  The  combined  purchasing  power  of  the  Women's 
Clubs  alone  would  give  a  wonderful  impetus  to  business  throughout  the  state. 
This  purchasing  power,  plus  the  added  impulse  that  would  come  through  the  ap- 
peal to  the  general  public  could  only  result  in  one  thing — a  tremendously  in- 
creased inquiry  for  the  products  of  our  factories,  farms  and  orchards.  The  result 
would  be  that  renewed  activity  would  follow  such  demand  throughout  every  line 
of  industry  represented  in  the  state.  It  naturally  follows  that  with  the  increased 
demand  comes  increased  manufacture,  the  enlarging  of  plants  and  facilities,  and 
a  greater  area  of  cultivation,  or  at  least  more  intensive  cultivation.  Responding 
to  these  renewed  activities,  there  will  be  hundreds  and  thousands  of  places  for 
our  unemployed  workers. 

It  has  occurred  to  me  that  a  considerable  percentage  of  the  crime  that  seems 
to  be  unusually  prevalent  at  this  time  is  due  to  the  fact  that  there  are  so  many  idle 
hands.  Idleness  breeds  discontent,  and  in  the  wake  of  discontent  follows  a  dis- 
regard for  the  law;  and  violence  and  crime  are  the  natural  fruits  of  such  a  con- 
dition. Therefore,  if  by  any  means  we  increase  employment  and  decrease  idle- 
ness,  it  follows  that  there  should  be  less  crime,  and  fewer  offenders  to  deal  with. 

The  plan  of  the  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  meets  with  my  hearty  ap- 
proval and  commendation.  It  will  give  me  pleasure  to  co-operate  in  any  possi- 
ble way  to  help  the  elect  women  of  this  state  in  so  commendable  an  undertaking.

PRESIDENT'S   MESSAGE 


Dear  Clubwomen  of  California: 

The  space  allotted  to  me  this  month  could  not  be 
filled  by  anything  of  as  great  importance  as  the  letter 
of  our  General  Federation  President,  Mrs.  Thomas  G. 
Winter,  and  I  ask  your  earnest  consideration  of  Mrs. 
Winter's  letter,  as  appears  below.

My  dear  Board  of  Directors,  State  President  and 

Legislative   Chairmen: 

The  Armament  Conference  ended  Monday  with 
the  dramatic  signing  of  the  treaties  by  delegates 
and  the  address  of  the  President,  who  appeared  in 
Continental  Hall  for  the  first  time  since  the  open- 
ing day.  I  am  deeply  grateful  to  the  club  women 
of  America  for  the  privilege  of  being  their  repre- 
sentative during  these  history-making  days. 

But  the  matter  which  I  am  now  writing  you  is 
not  an  analysis  or  description  of  the  Conference, 
but  an  appeal  to  you  to  play  your  part  in  the 
results.  The  treaties  framed  by  the  Conference 
are  only  recommendations  agreed  upon  by  the 
representatives  of  the  nine  nations.  Whether  the 
treaties  become  actual  working  agents  depends, 
as  far  as  our  responsibility  goes,  upon  their 
ADOPTION  BY  THE  SENATE.  No  other  power 
in  the  United  States  can  make  a  treaty.  And 
what  the  Senate  does  with  the  treaties  recom- 
mended by  the  Conference  depends  upon  what  the 
people  of  the  United  States  demand. 

Here  is  a  summary  of  the  treaties  recommended : 

A  FIVE  POWER  TREATY,  involving  the 
scrapping  of  68  capital  ships,  the  restricting  of 
the  tonnage  of  navies,  a  ten  years'  naval  holiday, 
and  the  restriction  of  fortification  in  the  Far  East. 

A  FIVE  POWER  TREATY,  outlawing  the  use 
of  submarines  as  an  agency  of  attack  on  merchant 
ships  and  prohibiting  the  use  of  poison  gas. 

A  NINE  POWER  TREATY,  stabilizing  the 
conditions  of  the  Far  East,  safeguarding  the  rights 
and  interests  of  China  and  providing  equality  of 
opportunity — the  "open   door." 

A  NINE  POWER  TREATY,  revising  Chinese 
customs  (a  fertile  cause  of  dispute  in  the  Far 
East). 

A  FOUR  POWER  TREATY,  to  respect  each 
others'  territory  and  to  confer  when  the  peace  of 
the  Pacific  is  threatened  (abrogating  the  existing 
Anglo-Japan   treaty). 


Undoubtedly  the  signing  of  these  treaties  will 
be  fought  in  the  Senate.  You  will  decide  whether 
you  are  in  favor  of  these  efforts  to  lessen  the  dan- 
gers of  misunderstanding,  destroy  agencies  of  war- 
fare and  create  harmony  in  the  Far  East,  where 
the  interlocking  interests  and  conflict  of  national 
ambitions  marked  the  next  great  danger  spot  in 
our  national  history.  You  will  decide  what  are 
the  elements  and  interests  opposed  to  the  treaties 
and  which  side  appeals  to  you  as  the  reasonable 
one.  And,  YOU  OUGHT  TO  LET  YOUR 
SENATORS  KNOW  YOUR  STAND  IMMED- 
IATELY. Insist  that  the  discussion  of  the  whole 
question  shall  be  free  from  partisanship  or  special 
interests.  Insist  that  the  decision  shall  be  a  real 
contribution  to  the  stability  of  the  world. 

Those  of  you  who  have  followed  the  Conference 
closely  know  that  many  more  matters  have  been 
discussed,  and  that  recommendations  and  resolu- 
tions of  tremendous  import  have  been  spread 
upon  the  minutes,  that  the  good  offices  of  the  Con- 
ference have  brought  about  a  lessening  of  antag- 
onisms and  relinquishing  of  claims  that  were 
breeding  antagonisms.  You  know  that  the  Con- 
ference has  dealt  with  all  the  question  for  which 
it  was  summoned,  and  that  its  success  has  been 
owing  to  the  fact  that  it  has  stuck  to  those  limited 
aims,  hoping  that  this  initial  success  may  be  but 
the  precursor  of  later  conferences  that  will  carry 
the  will-to-peace  further  on  its  way. 

But  the  treaties  are  the  immediate  matter  with 
which  all  of  us  have  to  deal — for  or  against;  and 
no  American  citizen  can  escape  responsibility. 

To  quote  Senator  Underwood,  Democratic 
leader  of  the  Senate  and  one  of  the  four  Amer- 
ican plenipotentiaries  at  the  Conference:  "In 
this  twentieth  century  treaties  have  ceased  to  be 
compacts  of  governments,  and  if  they  are  to  live 
and  survive  must  be  the  understandings  of  the 
peoples  themselves." 

Mr.  Hughes'  closing  words  at  the  last  open  ses- 
sion of  the  Conference  were:  "Whatever  govern- 
ments want,  the  peoples  of  the  earth  want  justice, 
peace   and   security." 

We  may  well  take  these  two  sentences  as  our 
guide.

PHILANTHROPY  AND  CIVICS     CLUB    PROVES   THAT 
WHILE  LOVE'S  GOD  MAY  BE  BLIND  HIS  BOOKS 

SHOW   NO  LOSES

One  of  the  most  effective  and  worth-while  clubs  in 
the  Los  Angeles  District  is  the  Philanthropy  and 
Civics *Club  of  Los  Angeles.  Organized  with  a  defi- 
nite purpose — to  render  aid  to  the  needy  and  des- 
titute, to  assist  boys  and  girls  who  are  desirous  of 
an  education,  and  to  study  civic  problems — this  club 
is  unique  in  its  purpose.  Since  June,  1919,  when  the 
club  was  organized  with  twenty-three  members,  it 
has  grown  to  a  powerful  organization  numbering 
six  hundred  members.  Lillian  Burkhart  Goldsmith 
is  president  and  no  small  measure  of  the  success  of 
the  club  is  due  to  her  generalship.  Every  week  at  the 
Elks'  clubhouse,  300  South  Olive  Street,  a  dozen  or 
so  sewing  machines  are  busily  humming  from  10  a.  m. 
to  1  p.  m.,   after  which  luncheon   is  served  and  a  pro- 


gram along  civics  or  timely  subject  is  given.  Pro- 
grams are  never  paid  for  and  yet  artists  of  the 
highest  rank  appear  on  their  platform,  the  finest  speak- 
ers coming  to  Los  Angeles  are  heard  there  and  every 
cent  this  club  earns  goes  for  charitable  purposes.  Last 
year  $14,000.00  was  spent  in  reconstruction  work  and 
education,  and  more  than  $3500.00  worth  of  little  gar- 
ments were  made  and  given  to  the  Orphans'  fund  of 
the  Elks'  lodge. 

Some  of  their  accomplishments  and  undertakings  are: 
Eleven  young  people  are  this  year  receiving  college 
scholarship  to  help  them  obtain  higher  education. 
Committee  on  work  reported  448  dresses,  143  night- 
gowns, 220  bloomers,  217  rompers,  103  underskirts, 
total  1,131  garments.     The  knitting  committee  reported 
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88  sweaters,  and  quilting  committe  24  quilts  made. 
The  Who-so-ever  fund  committee  reported  2500  quarts 
of  milk  supplied  poor  children.  Thirty  families  were 
given  hospital  care,  food,  clothing,  etc.  One  family 
was  outfitted  with  tent,  stove,  food  and  clothing.  One 
ex-service  man  was  given  a  payment  on  his  furniture. 
One  expectant  mother  was  placed  in  a  maternity  home 
and  four  children  were  taken  to  a  hospital  every  week 
for  treatment  for  more  than  a  year.  New  braces  were 
supplied  a  little  crippled  boy.  Santa  Rita  clinic  was 
given  money  for  anaesthetics.  Near  East  Relief  dona- 
tion amounted  to  $60.00. 

Every  member  of  the  club  is  to  be  depended  upon 
when  any  big  social  affair  is  planned,  as  evidenced  by 
the  fact  that  their  Christmas  bazaar  and  card  party 
netted  the  club  fund  about  $2,000.00,  and  a  like  amount 
was  realized  from  the  Ambassador  card  party  on  the 
afternoon  early  in  the  year  when  the  club  folks  in- 
vaded that  hostlery.  At  this  last  affair,  a  prominent 
clubwoman  standing  in  the  lounge  at  the  entrance  of 
the  big  palm  room  that  was  rilled  even  to  the  stage 
with  enthusiastic  card  players,  was  heard  when  she 
remarked,  "No  one  but  Mrs.  Goldsmith  could  accom- 
plish  that!"

As  no  nominations  were 
made  from  the  floor,  the  secretary  was  instructed  to 
cast  the  ballot  for  the  nominees  presented,  and  they 
were  declared  elected. 

Reports  from  the  various  clubs  of  the  federation 
were  given,  and  brief  accounts  of  activities  of  the  past 
year,  and  others  planned  for  the  coming  year. 

A  short  business  meeting  after  the  luncheon  hour 
was  held  to  consider  applications  for  membership  in 
the  federation,  and  the  Healdsburg  and  Petaluma 
W.  C.  T.  U.  Unions  were  admitted  to  membership.

Good  publicity  is  to  Woman's  Club  Activities  what 


good  advertising  is  to  business :  a  promoter,  a 
"booster";  simultaneously  it  awakens  the  mind  of  the 
reading  public  to  the  knowledge  that  woman  is  an 
accomplishing   factor   for  private   and   public   welfare. 

Publicity  is  illuminative  and  promotive;  turn  the 
light  of  publicity  on  a  good  cause  and  it  immediately 
receives  an  impetus  toward  the  desired  goal.  The 
best  medium  for  publicity  is,  of  course,  the  newspaper; 
after  that,  the  periodical.  The  newspaper  is  really  a 
public  utility  and  is  not  owned,  managed  and  edited 
by  its  owner,  manager  and  editor,  but  by  the  public; 
which,  having  furnished  its  rapacious  self  with  food 
to  suit,  satisfies  the  appetite,  and  at  once  throws  out 
octopus-like  tentacles  for  more  nourishment.  That 
woman  who  occupies  a  place  on  the  official  staff  of  a 
news-medium  and  gives  it  her  best,  honest-to-good- 
ness  efforts,  is  a  public  benefactor.  The  representa- 
tive newspaper  woman  is  an  asset  of  importance  to 
the  club  with  which  she  is  affiliated  and  should  be  co- 
operated with  for  the  benefit  of  the  club  and  its  aims. 

Publicity  pays  and  is  the  why  of  a  press  chairman. 
To  be  appointed  a  press  chairman  is  to  be  put  in  touch 
with  a  fine  educational  system,  the  functioning  of  which 
automatically  develops  the  mentality  of  the  one  so 
privileged.  She  learns  to  focus  the  attention  upon 
what  is  being  said  or  done,  to  mentally  tabulate  for 
future  use;  to  consider  the  subject  matter  with  dis- 
crimination; to  select  the  "high  lights"  and  play  up 
the  details;  finally,  to  arrange  the  material  thus  col- 
lected in  brief  consecutive  sentences  that  will  convey 
information  intelligently  and  directly  appeal  to  and 
interest  the  reader,  any  reader. 

The  young  beginner  in  press  work  should  scan  well 
the  club  columns  of  her  favorite  and  other  news- 
papers; learn  the  technique;  note  the  many  different 
ways  of  expressing  practically  the  same  thought;  get 
the  fundamental  principles  of  "who,  what,  how,  where, 
and    when"    of    reporting.      Then,    putting    her    indi-

It  is  hoped  that  State  Superintendent  of  Schools 
Will  C.  Woods  will  give  his  consent  that  school  time 
may  be  used  to  show  said  films.  Miss  Bertha  E. 
Roberts,  Deputy  Superintendent  of  San  Francisco 
Schools  and  Director  of  Visual  Education,  is  to  get 
in  touch  with  the  San  Francisco  District  in  connection 
with  various  civic  clubs,  and  arrange  a  concrete  sys- 
tem of  circulating  the  films  and  to  prepare  programs 
appropriate   to  the  character    and   nature   of  the   work

Mrs.  A.  W.  Stokes,  Chairman  of  Endowment,  re- 
ported that  she  had  sent  letters  to  all  clubs  in  the 
District  urging  them  to  work  for  the  Endowment  Fund 
and  hopes  to  have  splendid  returns  from  the  February 
drive.

"Peace  is  a  state  of  mind — of  mind  your  own  busi- 
ness," quotes  the  Literary  Digest  from  the  Wall  Street 
Journal. 

What  is  our  business — how  are  we  to  mind  it  and 
how  are  we  thereby  to  produce  in  other  people  and 
in  ourselves  that  universal  state  of  mind  that  is  spelled 
"Peace"  and  is  the  basis  for  progress  and  develop- 
ment. 

Mrs.  Katherine  Phillips  Edson,  California  woman 
representative  at  the  Washington  Conference,  would 
have  us  cease  from  talking  "peace,  peace — where  there 
is  no  peace."  She  would  have  us  inform  ourselves, 
study  the  causes  which  produce  wars,  find  the  origins 
of  future  national  disagreements,  understand  the 
economic  conditions  that  underlie  national  misunder- 
standings. 

she  sees  little  hope  for  true  cooperation  where  there 
is  no  mutual  knowledge  of  the  motives  and  intent  of 
those  who  wish  to  cooperate.  And  so  her  message  to 
women  in  California  is  "study  and  discuss.  Learn 
the  development  of  the  great  nations  that  must  unite 
in  the  will  to  adjust  future  disagreements  on  a  basis 
of  understanding.  Learn  to  recognize  the  obstacles 
to  peace,  so  that  we  may  understand  how  to  remove 
them."

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IN  CONVENTION  PROGRAM,  OF  LOS  ANGELES 
DISTRICT,  LIES  THE  VERY  HEART  OF  PEACE 


In  a  few  days  the  Los  Angeles  District,  California 
Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,  -will  have  passed  an- 
other sign  post  down  the  highway  to  a  future  of 
great  promise.  Peace  is  the  word  emblazed  on  every 
club  thought;  Peace  that  has  its  victories  far  greater 
than  war;  Peace  standing  on  the  threshold  of  the 
United  States,  faciny  the  world,  symbolizing  our 
friendship  for  all,  and  our  passionate  yearning  for 
a  united  nations  of  the  world. 

Around  this  central  theme  of  Peace  has  been  built 
the  splendid  program  of  the  convention,  to  which  Mrs. 
John  C.  Urquhart,  district  president,  has  given  so  much 
thought  and  planning.  The  Peace  program  does  not 
include  a  long  list  of  platitudes  uttered  in  the  form  of 
mother-of-pearl  epigrams;  but  a  program  built  about 
industry,  art,  education,  music,  science,  etc.,  in  which 
lies  the  very  heart  of  Peace.  It  is  hoped  by  this  pro- 
gram to  give  further  impetus  to  the  establishing  of  a 
Permanent  Peace  organization  in  Los  Angeles;  and 
that  such  an  organization  may  be  completed  before  the 
end  of  the  club  year. 

The  ideal  of  a  Permanent  Peace  organization  grew 
out  of  the  recent  pilgrimage  to  the  Hollywood  Bowl  on 
Armistice  Day,  when  thousands  of  women  gathered  to 
voice  a  demand  for  a  diplomatic  peace  out  of  which 
must  flower  the  fine  spirit  of  man's  humanity  toward 
man. 

A  meeting  called  for  the  purpose  of  advancing  the 
Peace  ideal;  preparatory  to  organizing  the  permanent 
organization,  was  held  recently  in  Los  Angeles,  with 
Mrs.  Urquhart  in  the  chair. 

Mrs.  Urquhart,  presiding,  stated  that  in  calling  the 
meeting  she  was  acting  in  conformity  with  the  clearly 
expressed  wish  of  the  Armistice  Day  resolution;  that 
out  of  that  meeting  should  grow  a  permanent  con- 
structive thought  of  peace;  and  that  the  fine  spirit 
which  flamed  so  high  on  that  day  should  not  be  allowed 
to  die  down  into  ashes  of  indifference.  The  represen- 
tative women  responding  to  the  call  were:  Mrs. 
Frances  Noel,  chairman  of  Women's  Council  of  Labor; 
Mrs.  Gray,  of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.;  Mrs.  Seward  Simons, 
of  the  League  of  Women  Voters,  and  of  the  Inter- 
national Association  of  Conciliation  and  Arbitration; 
Mrs.  Shelly  Tolhurst;  Mrs.  Nadine  Crump,  of  the 
University  of  California  Extension ;  Mrs.  Allie  S. 
Wheeler,  W.  C.  T.  U. ;  Miss  Elsie  Newton,  Inter- 
national Institute ;  Mrs.  J.  B.  Stearns,  Woman's  City 
Club;  Mrs.  J.  H.  Stewart,  Woman's  Democratic 
League;  Mrs.  M.  C.  Grant,  Post  S,  American  Legion; 
Mrs.  Charles  Trippet,  Ebell  Club;  Mrs.  Judson,  repre- 
senting the  Protestant  churches;  Mrs.  E.  I.  Fuller,  Wo- 
man's Auxiliary,  Victory  Post  No.  54;  Mrs.  Helen 
Mathewson  Laughlin,  Dean  of  Women,  University  of 
California,  Southern  Branch;  Dr.  Vida'  J.  Somerville, 
Federation  of  Colored  Women's  Clubs;  Mrs.  Koons, 
Friday  Morning  Club;  and  Mrs.  Wright,  Hollywood 
Woman's   Club. 

A  request  from  the  chair  asking  for  expressions 
as  to  the  desire  and  need  of  a  permanent  organization, 


led  up  to  a  number  of  inspirational  short  talks  from 
those  present,  embodying  the  sentiment  of  all  that 
"Nations  shall  not  lift  up  a  sword  against  nations, 
neither  shall  they  learn  war   any  more." 

"The  time  to  be  a  pacifist  is  in  time  of  peace,"  said 
Mrs.  Seward  Simons;"  and  this  is  the  time  to  push  the 
peace  idea  and  enroll  the  women  of  Los  Angeles  for 
a  permanent  peace  program.  We  should  have  a  local 
organization  for  world  peace  and  also  join  the  na- 
tional body.  This  is  not  the  time  to  settle  back  and 
think  the  work  is  done.  We  must  continue  to  be 
vigilant,  to  keep  public  opinion  aroused  and  vitalized. 
Over  6,500,000  letters  in  behalf  of  peace  were  sent 
to  the  Conference  at  Washington,  and  I  believe  that 
conference  was  forced  by  the  weight  of  public  opinion 
to  go  as  far  as  it  has  in  its  peace  program.  I  do 
think  it  is  important  that  we  should  have  a  mass 
meeting  with  good  speakers  to  bring  emphatically  to 
the  women  of  Los  Angeles  the  importance  of  being 
articulate  in   their  desire  for  peace. 

Miss  Crump  said  now  is  the  time  to  preach  the 
gospel  of  peace.  That  we  should  have  a  local  organ- 
ization, with  a  workable  program  to  keep  the  spirit 
alive,  because  it  will  not  savor  of  the  dramatic  and 
spectacular  aspect  of  the  work  done  to  prosecute  the 
war.  "Let  us  get  our  most  silvertongued  men  and 
women  to  speak,  and  keep  alive  the  imagination  tend- 
ing toward  peace,"  said  Miss  Crump. 

Mrs.  Koons  said  all  women's  work  should  be  subor- 
dinated to  this  peace  program. 

"It  is  a  great  work,  and  there  is  a  great  need;  I 
believe   that  covers   it   all,"   said   Mrs.   Laughlin. 

Mrs.  Fuller  said  if  we  get  together  we  can  be 
educators. 

Mrs.  Grant  spoke  of  reconstruction  work  among  the 
soldiers,  and  if  the  great  object  lesson  there  to  keep 
women   reminded  that  wars  shall   be  no  more. 

Mrs.  Newton  promised  the  aid  of  the  foreign-born 
women   in  carrying  out  the  peace  program. 

"We  are  on  the  threshold  of  the  greatest  opportun- 
ity ever  known,"  said  Mrs.  Stearns.  "The  hour  for 
changing  the  thought  of  the  world  in  general,  is  here, 
and  it  is  the  privilege  and  opportunity  and  work  of 
women  to  do  their  part." 

Mrs.  Wheeler  said  that  for  years  a  peace  pro- 
gram had  been  one  of  the  departments  of  work  of  the 
W.  C.  T.  U..  and  they  had  never  ceased  their  activities 
along  that  line. 

Mrs.  Tolhurst  said  she  believed  it  would  be  a  diffi- 
cult thing  to  have  large  mass  meetings  often  ;  but  the 
organization  could  include  a  live  representative  group 
of  women  ever  on  the  alert  to  keep  the  public  in- 
formed, and  ready  to  carry  the  word  to  other  organ- 
izations when  the  time  is  ripe.  She  does  not  believe 
the  time  for  a  permanent  organization  can  come  until 
we  are  readv  for  the  League  of  Nations,  but  believes 
we  should  be  alive  and  ready  to  work  whenever 
needed.  She  suggested  a  big  mass  meeting  for  the  near 
future  with  some  brilliant  speaker  to  furnish  the  big 
dramatic  incident  of  the  meeting.

EXCERPTS    FROM    SUMMARY   OF    BOARD    MEETING, 
GENERAL   FEDERATION  IN  CHICAGO 


Fifty-one  members  out  of  a  possible  sixty-five  were 
present,  including  all  officers,  and  five  of  the  six  de- 
partment chairmen. 

The  Reorganization  Committee  proposed  four 
changes  that  will  call  for  new  by-laws:  (1)  that 
every  club  must  be  a  member  of  its  State  Federation 
before  it  can  become  a  member  of  the  General  Federa- 
tion; (2)  that  the  General  Federation  hold  a  conven- 
tion annually,  though  officers  shall  be  elected  bien- 
nially; (3)  that  all  State  Presidents  be  admitted  to  all 
board  meetings  as  conference  members;  (4)  that  all 
Division  Chairmen  be  admitted  to  Board  meetings  as 
conference  members.  N.  B. — The  opinion  was  uni- 
versal that  there  should  be  very  close  relations  between 
the  State  Presidents  and  the  Board  of  the  General 
Federation.  Some  would  like  to  see  the  president 
made  a  director  ex  officio,  but  many  presidents  feel 
the  double  burden  is  too  heavy,  and  the  fact  that 
times  of  election  and  terms  of  office  differ  in  different 
states  complicates  matters.  This  by-law  would  still 
enable  states  that  so  desire  to  elect  their  presidents 
directors,  and  would  enable  all  other  presidents  to 
attend   board   meetings   and   enter   into   discussion. 

The  Revision  Committee  reported  further  proposed 
changes  of  by-laws:  the  elimination  of  the  auditorship, 
as  all  funds  are  audited  by  public  accountant — a 
blanket  method  of  admitting  clubs  in  the  case  of  the 
states  who  have  voted    all   clubs   in   the  state   into   the 


General  Federation,  as  Georgia  and  Iowa  have  already 
done  and  as  others  are  contemplating — making  the 
membership  committee  three  instead  of  five.  N.  B. — 
The  Revision  Committee  intends  sending  a  bulletin 
soon  with  a  full  statement  of  all  proposals. 

The  matter  of  Permanent  Headquarters  was  made 
the  subject  of  one  whole  session.  Circular  letters  and 
an  informal  vote  by  mail  had  already  proved  that 
there  was  a  wide  and  predominant  sympathy  with 
the  project.  It  was  decided  without  a  single  dissent- 
ing vote  that  we,  the  General  Federation,  should  go 
ahead  with  the  purchase  of  the  house  recommended  by 
the  committee  that  was  appointed  to  canvass  the  situ- 
ation, namely,  1734  N  St.,  Washington.  That  com- 
mittee was  discharged  and  a  large  committee  appoint- 
ed and  given  authority  to  make  the  purchase  and  raise 
the  money,  a  minimum  of  $100,000  being  authorized. 
A  few  interested  individuals  offered  to  loan  money 
in  order  that  immediate  measures  might  be  taken. 
The  total  of  these  loans  amounted  to  $13,000.  Also 
certain  gifts  had  already  been  pledged,  $1,000  from 
the  Woman's  Club  of  Orange,  New  Jersey,  and  $600 
from  individuals.  Members  of  the  Board  added 
$2,000.  It  was  voted  to  advance  a  loan  from  the 
General  Federation  treasury  sufficient  to  make  the 
initial  payment  of  $20,000.  N.  B. — As  circulars  are 
in  preparation  by  the  committee,  fuller  information 
will  shortly  be  given.

In  accordance  with  recommendations  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Department,  it  was  voted  to  endorse  the  request 
for  backing  made  us  by  the  D.  A.  R.,  calling  for  a 
national  fireproof  hall  of  records  and  for  making  a 
National  Park  of  Yorktown.  The  movement  looking 
toward  the  training  and  appointment  of  women  to 
under-secretaryships  in  foreign  consulates  (where 
women  in  trouble  may  apply  for  assistance)  was  en- 
dorsed. The  six  measures  approved  by  the  Parent- 
Teachers'  Association  were  also  approved,  being  all 
matters  in  which  the  General  Federation  had  alrady 
taken  interest.  As  the  matter  of  the  entire  reorganiza- 
tion of  the  United  States  Departments  of  Government 
is  under  consideration  it  was  voted  to  hold  the  pushing 
of  such  bills  as  the  Towner-Sterling,  the  Fess-Capper 
and  the  Fess  Home  Economics  in  abeyance  until  we 
know  whether  the  reorganization  plans  are  to  be  put 
through.  It  was  also  recommended  that  the  matter 
of  taking  the  Forestry  Service  out  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  and  placing  it  in  the  Interior   and  the 


so-called  Twentieth  Amendmest  be  referred  to  the 
states  for  further  study  and  action.  The  Chairman  of 
Legislation  stated  that  she  would  issue  bulletins  giving 
pro  and  con  of  some  such  controverted  measures,  be- 
lieving that  it  would  often  be  better  for  clubwomen 
to  be  more  thoroughly  informed  before  giving  their 
adherence   to  law-making  effort. 

It  was  voted  to  constitute  the  moneys  left  in  the 
War  Victory  Fund  a  War  Service  Trust  Fund  and  to 
place  it  in  the  treasury  with  the  same  guards  about  it 
as  are  constituted  for  the  Endowment  Fund. 

It  was  voted  to  create- a  committee  on  International 
Relations,  with  a  view  to  cementing  our  relations  with 
the  women  of  other  countries  in  the  movement  looking 
toward  peace.  Mrs.  Horace  Mann  Towner  was  ap- 
pointed chairman. 

It  was  voted  to  endorse  the  "Four  Power"  treaty 
formulated  by  the  Conference  on  Limitation  of  Arma- 
ment, and  to  ask  the  states  to  urge  their  senators  to 
sign  the  treaty. 


ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  STATE   FEDERATION

The  California  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  went 
on  record  at  its  February  meeting  endorsing  and  ap- 
proving the  program  as  carried  out  by  our  country's 
representatives  at  the  Limitation  of  Armament  Confer- 
ence at  Washington.  The  achievements  of  this  Con- 
ference are  as  follows: 

Scrapping  of  millions  of  dollars  worth  of  battle- 
ships. 

Ten   years'    recess    without   building   new    first- 
class  fighting  ships. 

Treaty   which    holds    the    first   class    powers    to 
confer  before  appealing  to  arms. 

Acknowledgment   in   theory   of   the    integrity   of 
China. 


Abolition   of  foreign   postoffices  which   are  used 
as  opium   distributors. 

Decision  not  to  erect  fortifications  on  the  Pacific. 
Outlawing   of   poison    gas. 

Limitation    of    submarines    and    insistence    that 
they    shall    live    by    the    same    international    code 
other  naval  vessels  are  bound  by. 
Race  track  gambling  in  California,  and  its  attendant 
evils,    are    not    looked    on    with    favor    by    our    State 
Federation.      The    proposition    to   establish    a    track    at 
Tanforan  in  San  Mateo  County  with  the  pari-mutual 
system  of  betting  has  been  condemned  by  the  Woman's 
Vigilant  Committee,  which  has  asked  the  State  Federa- 
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tion  to  look  into  the  matter  and  give  its  endorsement  or 
veto,  and  the  latter  prevailed. 

The  Motion  Picture  Industry  has  also  been  receiv- 
ing a  good  share  of  attention.  Mrs.  B.  F.  Walker, 
of  Stockton,  Chairman,  has  several  plans  in  view  for 
the  improvement  of  the  films  in  the  different  com- 
munities. A  Better  Film  Week  is  proposed  for  some 
time  in  March  or  April. 

Plans  are  going  forward  for  the  annual  Child  Wel- 
fare Week  in  San  Francisco  under  the  auspices  of 
the  San  Francisco  District.  Dr.  Bertola,  Past  Presi- 
dent of  the  San  Francisco  District,  now  Vice-President 
of  the  State  Board,  whose  whole  soul  has  been  in  this 
work,  has  been  chosen  to  direct  the  energies  of  the 
committees  towards  their  usual  successful  week.  The 
death  rate  among  the  babies  of  San  Francisco  has 
been  smaller  than  for  many  years,  and  it  is  conceded 
that  the  clubwomen  who  have  worked  so  hard  in  Child 
Welfare  may  claim  much  of  the  credit  for  this  im- 
provement in  the  condition  of  our  children. 

Mrs.  Amanda  Ebert  Schlesinger,  State  Child  Wel- 
fare Chairman,  states  that  the  Children's  Bureau  Bul- 
letin and  Weekly  Summary  is  proving  a  great  help 
in  the  districts.

message. 

Mrs.  Hickcox  also  reports  that  Georgia  has  sent  for 
good  study  programs  for  community  service  work ;  also 
much  progress  in  the  Civic  Guard  movement,  over 
twelve  hundred  children  in  Los  Angeles  having 
pledged  themselves  to  this  work.  Mrs.  Hickcox  also 
referred  to  the  recent  visit  of  our  President,  Mrs.  Fitz-

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MINUTES  OF  THE    EXECUTIVE   BOARD  MEETING 

C.    F.    W.  C. 


A.  Due  notice  having  been  given,  the  regular 
monthly  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  was  held 
January  21,  1922,  at  the  Hotel  Fresno,  Fresno  .  Meet- 
ing called  to  order  at  10:15  a.  m. 

B.  Members  present:  Mrs.  W.  A.  Fitzgerald, 
President,  presiding;  Dr.  Bertola,  and  Mesdames 
Uhquhart,  Turner,  Rigg,  Lawhead,  Beebe,  Piatt, 
Hickox  and  Hilger. 

C.  Minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and 
with  slight  changes   approved. 

D.  Minutes  of  Conference:  The  reading  of  the 
conference  minutes  brought  forth  considerable  discus- 
sion regarding  the  choice  of  headquarters  and  audi- 
torium (or  auditoriums)  for  the  coming  state  conven- 
tion to  be  held  in  Los  Angeles  in  May. 

Mrs.  Urquhart,  President  of  the  Los  Angeles  Dis- 
trict, explained  that  at  a  meeting  held  with  four  presi- 
dents of  clubs  who  had  extended  invitations  for  the 
State  Convention  it  was  decided  to  hold  the  sessions  in 
three  different  clubhouses — Ebell,  Friday  Morning  Club 
and  Hollywood  Woman's  Club. 

After  discussion  at  length  as  to  headquarters  and 
meeting  place,  Dr.  Bertola  speaking  of  the  success 
of  the  S.  F.  District  Convention,  when  sessions  were 
held  in  different  towns  and  clubs ;  Mrs.  Beebe  suggest- 
ing that  a  hotel  be  secured  for  headquarters  and  that 
all  members  of  State  Board  be  housed  under  one  roof; 
Mrs.  Urquhart  suggesting  that  Trinity  Auditorium 
might  be  secured.  It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Lawhead, 
seconded  and  carried,  that  the  selection  of  headquar- 
ters and  place  of  holding  convention  sessions  be  left 
to  Mrs.  Urquhart  to  take  up  with  members  of  the  local 
board   in  Los  Angeles. 

Mrs.  Beebe  spoke  of  the  need  of  more  definite  in- 
structions for  chairmen  from  the  General  Federation 
chairmen  and  the  need  of  a  handbook  of  instructions.

Co-operated  with  State  Board  of  Health 
regarding  presentation  of  "Cho  Cho,  the  Health 
Clown,'  'and  co-operated  with  National  Child  Labor 
Committee   for   observance   of  Child  Labor  Day. 

Mrs.  Devin,  Chairman  of  Emblem,  reports  receipt  of 
5  gold  and  60  silver  emblems  since  last  report  and  the 
sale  of  2  gold  and  17  silver  emblems  since  that  time, 
the  profit  on  the  19  pins  sold  being  $9.25. 

Mrs.  Flagg,  Chairman  of  Country  Life,  reports 
splendid  interest  and  work  in  her  department.  The 
problems  emphasized  being  the  Home  Demonstration 
Agents  and  the  co-operative  marketing  and  buying 
agencies.  She  urges  the  importance  of  women  inform- 
ing themselves  on  the  California  Power  and  Water 
Act,  which  will  be  a  great  issue  for  the  rural  part  of 
the  state  and  directs  their  attention  to  the  coming 
National  Agricultural  Conference  being  called  at 
Washington  by  President  Harding  at  the  request  of 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  Wallace. 

Miss  Barnwell,  Chairman  of  American  Citizenship, 
reports  splendid  activity  in  the  citizenship  work  in 
Alameda  District,  where  a  number  of  "Coming  of 
Age"  parties  are  being  planned  in  co-operation  with 
the  Oakland  schools  and  the  American  Legion,  also 
the  completion  of  the  Nationality  maps  is  being  pushed.

ON   BIG  VITAL  SUBJECTS 


Traveling  down  the  highways  and  byways  of  world 
thought,  Mrs.  Robert  Burdette,  director  from  California 
of  the  General  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,  is  home 
again,  after  a  whirlwind  speaking  tour  that  gave 
intimate  glimpses  behind  the  curtains  to  world  activi- 
ties, and  Federation  ideals  and  working  plans. 

In  this  pregnant  year  of  1922,  when  News  has  as 
many  conflicting  voives  as  the  Tower  of  Babel  knew, 
it  is  a  splendid  education  to  hear  Mrs.  Burdette,  who 
uses,  in  her  talks,  the  chemicals  out  of  which  truth 
is  made;  and  clubwomen  are  looking  forward  eagerly 
to   her   appearance  on   the  convention   program. 

Recently  from  Washington,  where  she  attended  the 
Conference  and  heard  the  brilliant  discussions  on 
changing  guns  and  swords  to  ploughshares  and  prun- 
ing forks,  Mrs.  Burdette  is  carrying  to  the  clubs  some 
very  valuable  information — first-hand  and  authorita- 
tive.    At  the  convention   in   Santa  Monica   her   subject 

CLOVIS  WOMAN'S  CLUB 

Clovis  Woman's'  Club  opened  its  doors  to  the  com- 
munity in  the  interest  of  Indian  Welfare  on  February 
1st,  giving  their  friends  the  privilege  of  hearing  Mrs. 
F.  C.  Huebner  of  Fresno  lecture  on  "The  Indians  of 
the  Painted  Desert."  The  house  was  filled  to  capacity, 
and  the  deep  interest  in  the  lecture  was  attested  by 
the  close  attention  of  the  audience,  by  a  rising  vote  of 
thanks  afterwards,  and  by  the  continued  discussion 
and  expressions  of  approbation  that  followed. 

Mrs.  Huebner  brought  to  her  hearers  the  charm  and 
mystery  of  the  desert,  took  them  with  her  on  the  jour- 
ney, its  hardships  as  well  as  its  joys.  She  told  of  the 
home  life  of  the  Hopi  and  the  Navajo,  of  their  tribal 
customs  and  religion,  and  told  of  being,  with  her  fam- 
ily, a  privileged  spectator  at  the  weird  and  terrible 
snake  dance. 

An  interesting  collection  of  Indian  arts  and  crafts 
illustrated  the  talk,  and  were  exhibited  and  explained 
in  more  detail  during  the  reception  that  followed  to 
the  money  who   crowded  around  the  speaker.. 

Mrs.  George  G.  Carr,  Chairman  of  Indian  Welfare 
for  the  San  Joaquin  District,  arranged  the  program 
interest  o  fthe  audience.  Mrs.  Carr  spoke  briefly  on 
the  legislation  now  pending  in  the  interest  of  Cali- 
fornia Indians.  She  believes  that  the  powerful  influ- 
ence of  the  women's  clubs  will  be  felt  in  the  interest 
of  belated  justice  to  the  original  California  land  own- 
ers, if  the  subject  is  brought  to  them  interestingly. 

The  four  Cadman  Indian  songs  were  sung  by  the 
Clovis  Woman's  Chorus,  directed  by  Mrs.  Carr,  with 
Miss  Hester  Gove  and  Mrs.  Carr  as  soloists,  and  the 
music  added  greatly  to  the  success  of  the  day.

The  California  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  will 
hold  its  coming-of-age  convention  in  Los  Angeles, 
May  3rd,  4th  and  5th,  1922,  and  very  appropriately 
its  theme  will  be  "Citizenship  at  Work  and  at  Play." 
Everything  which  Los  Angeles  has  to  do  with  citizen- 
ship will  be  correlated  by  its  clubs,  its  civic  organi- 
zations and  its  industrial  enterprises  for  the  edifica- 
tion and  entertainment  of  visiting  delegates  and 
guests. 

Banquets,  receptions,  teas,  picnic  luncheons,  auto- 
mobile trips,  and  sightseeing  excursions  are  being 
planned  to  fit  in  with  the  convention  meetings.  All 
points  of  interest  in  the  Southland  may  be  visited  by 
the  delegates,  and  southern  hospitality  will  be  show- 
ered upon  them.  Their  time  from  sunrise  until  mid- 
night will  be  crowded  full  of  interest  and  enchant- 
ment. Beautiful  music,  festivals,  flowers,  plays  and 
arts  and  crafts  will  be  furnished  those  fortunate 
enough  to  be  in  attendance  at  this  twenty-first  con- 
vention. 

Some  of  the  good  citizenship  ideas  will  be  fea- 
tured by  Woman's  Club  of  Hollywood  in  its  com- 
munity-spirit program;  the  Indians  of  the  Southwest 
in  the  program  at  Southwest  Museum,  in  Dr.  von 
KleinSmidt's  address  to  the  convention,  and  the  lec- 
ture on  Indians  by  John  Collier. 

From  the  moment  when  arrangements  began  to  be 
made  for  this  important  convention,  a  wonderful 
spirit  of  co-operation  and  co-ordination  sprang  into 
being,  which  is  carrying  all  detail  work  along  with 
a  rush  and  a  swing,  an  enthusiasm  and  a  complete- 
ness for  which  Los  Angeles  is  justly  famous.  The 
Chamber  of   Commerce,  the   Park   Commissioners,   the 


railway  officials,  the  mayor,  the  council  and  the 
churches  are  all  joining  hands  with  the  women's 
clubs  to  make  this  convention  one  never  to  be  for- 
gotten. Delegates  attending  will  be  sure  of  a  royal 
welcome,  a  royal  entertainment,  and  a  royal  good 
time. 

At  the  Yosemite  convention  last  year,  only  fifteen 
Los  Angeles  clubs  were  represented  upon  the  invita- 
tion extended  to  the  State  Board  to  hold  this  year's 
convention  here,  but  this  invitation  expressed  the  de- 
sire of  every  club  in  the  city.  All  Los  Angeles  clubs 
belonging  to  the  Federation  are  the  hostess  clubs  for 
the  convention.  These  fifty-four  clubs,  feeling  that 
with  their  large  membership  they  were  able  to  finance 
the  convention  entertainment,  decided  not  to  call  upon 
other  clubs  in  the  district,  but  such  is  the  co-operative 
spirit  existing  between  all  sections  that  many  of  the 
clubs  outside  of  the  city  have  asked  to  be  allowed  to 
furnish  their  pro  rata  of  assessment. 

The  local  board  in.  charge  of  all  arrangements  is 
in  the  capable  hands  of  Mrs.  Sidney  Thomas  Exley, 
State  vice-chairman-at-large,  acting  as  chairman. 
With  her  she  has  such  experienced  women  as  Mrs.  J. 
S.  Trewhella,  vice-president  of  the  Los  Angeles  Dis- 
trict, acting  as  vice-chairman  for  the  local  board ; 
Mrs.  F.  T.  Bicknell,  auditor  both  in  the  district  and 
on  the  local  board,  and  Mrs.  Warren  Holden,  treas- 
urer on  both  boards.  Mrs.  P.  H.  Greer,  president  of 
Cosmos  Club,  is  secretary.  Chairman  of  different 
committees  make  up  the  remaining  personnel  of  the 
board. 

Ways  and  Means  Committee  in  the  hands  of  Fri- 
day Morning  Club,   Mrs.   Andrew   S.  Lobingier,  pres- 
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ident,  and  Mrs.  Emma  L.  Reed,  chairman,  levied  a 
pro  rata  assessment  upon  the  city  clubs,  which  was 
promptly  met  with  offers  from  smaller  clubs  of 
amounts  more  than  their  number  called  for,  showing 
their  eager  co-operation. 

Woman's  Club  of  the  University  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia, Mrs.  Sue  B.  Reynolds,  president,  offered  Bo- 
vard  Auditorium  for  the  use  of  the  convention.  This 
offer  was  accepted  and  the  Woman's  Club  of  U.  S.  C. 
appointed  Hospitality  Committee.  Bovard  Audito- 
rium, located  on  the  university  grounds,  will  seat 
2100  people.  The  university  faculty  has  offered  every 
courtesy  to  the  clubwomen  while  in  session.  The 
great  organ  in  this  new  auditorium  is  at  their  dis- 
posal, and  morning  sessions  will  open  with  a  fifteen- 
minute  organ  recital,  which  in  itself  will  give  har- 
many  and  peace  to  all  deliberations  and  joy  and  de- 
light to  all  listeners.  The  music  for  the  convention 
will  be  in  charge  of  the  Wa-Wan  Club,  of  which 
Mrs.  William  R.  Mabee  is  president.  Mrs.  Mabee 
has  secured  the  finest  organists  in  the  city  for  the 
morning  recitals.  She  will  also  furnish  other  music 
on  the  program  and  will  arrange  an  evening  musicale 
to  be  held  Thursday  evening,  May  4th,  at  Ebell 
Auditorium.  The  Wa-Wan  Club  will  feature  a 
Ramona  memorial  at  Southwest  Museum  Thursday 
afternoon,  after  which  delegates  will  be  the  guests 
at  tea  of  Highland  Park  Ebell,  Mrs.  Wm.  R.  Myers, 
president. 

Hotels  are  in  charge  of  Wednesday  Morning  Club, 
Mrs.  F.  W.  Fuller,  president.  Headquarters  will  be 
at  the  Rosslyn  Hotel,  past  which  cars  direct  for  the 
university  go  every  few  moments.  The  Los  Angeles 
City  Railway  Company  will  furnish  extra  cars  each 
morning  from  nine-fifteen  in  front  of  the  Rosslyn,  to 
carry  delegates  to  Bovard  Auditorium,  and  in  the 
afternoon  extra  cars  will  be  on  hand  for  the  return 
to  the  hotel.  Hotels  which  will  accommodate  guests 
with  rates  from  $1.50  and  up  are:  Rosslyn,  Trinity, 
Southland,  Lee,  Woman's  Hotel;  and  from  $2  to  $4, 
Gates,  Stillwell,  Savoy  and  Lankershim;  $2.50  to  $6, 
Alexandria,  and  from  $4  to  $8,  the  Ambassador.  The 
Woman's  Club  of  U.  S.  C.  will  provide  pplenty  of 
cafeteria  service  at  the  university,  and  several  clubs 
will  serve  picnic  lunches  which  can  be  taken  to  Ex- 
position Park  and  eaten  in  the  open. 

An  'abundance  of  automobiles  will  be  provided  by 
the  Catholic  Woman's  Club,  Mrs.  M.  J.  McGarry, 
president,  and  Mrs.  E.  C.  Higgins,  chairman.  These 
machines  will  have  banners,  and  delegates  will  be 
given  every  courtesy  by  club  members  furnishing 
autos.  Two  special  auto  trips  will  be  given,  one 
through  San  Fernando  Valley,  when  the  Park  Com- 
mission, Martha  Nelson  McCan  as  chairman,  and 
San  Fernando  Women's  Clubs  will  be  hostesses,  and 
one  through  Elysian  Park.  The  Automobile  Commit- 
tee will  have  a  booth  at  Bovard  Auditorium,  at 
which  all  information  may  be  secured.  Two  official 
cars  will  transport  the   State  officers  on   all  occasions.

Press  and  Publicity — Southern  California  Woman's 
Press  Club,  Georgina  S.  Townsend,  president;  Emilie

Mrs.  L.  L.  McCoy,  president  of  the  Woman's  Im- 
provement Club  of  Red  Bluff,  reports  a  very  satis- 
factory meeting  of  recent  date,  at  which  Mrs.  Fred- 
erick T.  Robson  of  the  Vina  Ranch  charmed  her 
hearers  with  her  whistling  and  delighted  them  with 
an  exhibition  of  P.  P.  I.  E.  pictures  photographed 
and  tinted   by  herself. 

The  Maywood  Woman's  Club  of  Corning,  at  a 
March  meeting,  had  the  pleasure  of  hearing  one  of 
the  best  Federation  speakers  they  have  had  this  sea- 
son, Mrs.  Florence  Albery  of  Colusa,  Northern  Dis- 
trict Chairman  of  Music.

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LOS  ANGELES  DISTRICT  CONVENTION  PLACES  NEW 
SIGN-POSTS  ON  CIVILIZATION'S  HIGHWAY 


I   gave   a   beggar  from  my   little   store 
Of   well-earned    gold.     He   spent   the    shining   ore 
And    came    again,    and    yet    again,    still    cold 
And  hungry  as  before. 

I  gave  a  thought,  and  through  that  thought  of 
mine 

He    found    himself    a    man,    supreme,    divine, 

Bold,  clothed,  and  crowned  with  blessings  mani- 
fold, 

And    now    he    begs    no    more. 

The  long  march  from  tribal  isolation,  and  hatred 
of  the  stranger  without  the  gates;  to  the  fine  robust 
friendliness  of  that  new  internationalism  coming  to 
pass  by  the  will  to  peace;  was  fittingly  celebrated 
in  the  twenty-first  annual  convention  of  the  Los 
Angeles  district,  C.  F.  W.  C.  held  in  Santa  Monica 
March  28,  29,  30.  There  was  nothing  of  the  spirit 
of  antiquarianism  in  the  convention  deliberations. 
No  desperate  hunting  about  for  past  achievements 
to  relate.  Just  a  bit  about  the  work  accomplished; 
and  then  visions  of  the  long,  long  trail  to  the  future, 
over  the  stepping-stones  to  PEACE.  The  women  who 
attended  the  convention  invested  big  in  something  that 
will  bring  large  dividends  payable  every  day  in 
the  years  to  come. 

DISTRICT  PRESIDENT 
Mrs.  John  C.  Urquhart,  president  of  the  dis- 
trict, and  presiding  genius  of  the  convention,  sound- 
ed the  keynote  of  the  sessions  in  each  introduction 
of  speaker  and  subject.  In  simple,  unadorned  sen- 
tences she  drove  home  a  twentieth  century  applica- 
tion of  the  truths  taught  by  the  Man  who  walked 
by  Galilee— that  spiritual  torpor  is  not  peace,  though 
there  may  be  a  spurious  peace  which  is  the  fruit 
of  ignorance.  That  we  cannot  be  content  with  build- 
ing up  a  fabric  of  peace  ideas  inside  which,  as  in  a 
fortress,  we  sit  out  of  danger  all  our  lives;  that  the 
will  to  peace  means  striving  and  ceaseless  effort  to 
attain,  an-d  one  must  travel  long  and  far  to  place 
new  sign-posts  on  civilization's  highway. 
MRS.  EXLEY  SPEAKS 
Denying  that  peace  is  a  negative  quantity,  Mrs. 
Sidney  Thomas  Exley,  vice-president-at-large  C.  F. 
W.  C,  asked  that  women  engage  peace  and  hand 
it    down-    as    a    rich    legacy    to    their    children. 

The  urged  the  thought  that  peace  is  not  static, 
that  peace  is  not  inertia,  where  nothing  is  doing 
and  nothing  happening.  Instead  it  is  the  result 
of  measureless  forces,  the  equahbrium  of  omnipo- 
tence. Instead  of  suggesting  weakness,  peace  sug- 
gests strength.  It  means  control  and  complete  mastery 
of   all  that  is  wayward   and   unruly. 

THE   PEACE    HIGHWAY 
Each  speaker  that  followed   entered   by  every  high- 
way  of   peace   ideals.      Every   greeting   was    the    lay- 
ing   of    new    building    material    on    the    cornerstone 
of    this    great    faith. 

MORNING  SESSION 
The  first  morning  session  was  presided  over  by 
Mrs.  John  C.  Urquhart  and  Mrs.  William  Fitzger- 
ald. Invocation  by  Rev.  William  H.  Cornett,  fol- 
lowed by  a  greeting  from  Mrs.  Fitzgerald  and  re- 
ports of  local  board,  chairmen,  standing  commit- 
tees and  treasurer's  report;  followed  by  assembly 
singing   led   by   Sam   V.   Carlisle. 

Mrs.  J.  S.  Trewhella,  first  vice-president  of  the 
district,  presiding,  the  roll  call  of  clubs  concluded 
the    morning    session. 

CLUB    REPORTS 
One   of   the    most    interesting    features    of    the    con- 
vention   was    the     report    of    clubs.      Talk    about    a 


grain  of  musk  scenting  a  room  for  twenty  years, 
reminds  one  that  those  splendid  brief  histories  of 
accomplishment  contained  much  of  that  lasting  frag- 
rance. With  a  keen  sense  of  humor  that  some- 
times rode  the  surface  and  at  other  times  buried 
itself  deep  under  the  powerful  sway  of  an  earnest 
appeal,  the  women  of  large,  small  and  in-between 
clubs  gave  reports  that  were   truly  amazing. 

"They  stressed  the  material  prosperity  of  their 
clubs  and  their  intellectual  achievements,  they  talked 
of  the  new  club  houses,  and  the  acquisition  of  new 
furniture,  but  again  and  again  was  heard  the  note 
of  charity  towards  the  less  fortunate. 

"Club  after  club  reported,  'we  have  been  support- 
ing a  widow  with  three  children;  we  have  done  our 
part  in  relieving  want;  we  have  assisted  disabled 
soldiers;  we  have  provided  food  and  clothing  for 
children;  we  have  made  possible  an  education  for 
worthy  boys  and  girls;  we  have  contributed  milk 
for  the   undernourished   children   in   our   schools.'" 

These  club  presidents  and  representatives,  some  of 
them  very  young  and  inexperienced,  some  of  them 
fledglings  just  learning  to  fly  on  club  wings,  gave 
to  the  convention  its  most  stimulating  feature.  Their 
brief  outlines  showed  a  challenge  to  obstructive 
and  destructive  established  ideas.  They  are  blazing 
new  paths  along  the  folkways  of  thought.  Particu- 
larly in  the  smaller  clubs  are  they  living  close  to 
the  great  realities,  and  working  and  striving  to 
bring  forth  fruit  after  their  own  kind. 
MRS.  BURDETTE  SPEAKS 
Personal  force  never  goes  out  of  fashion,  which 
is  perhaps  one  of  the  reasons  why  Mrs.  Robert 
Burdette— mother  of  the  C.  F.  W.  C,  director-general 
of  California,  brilliant  thinker  and  speaker,  is  always 
a  convention  drawing  card.  That  she  was  the  last 
on  the  Tuesday  afternoon  program  kept  everyone  in 
their  seats,  to  hear  the  message  from  the  disarma- 
ment conference  at  Washington. 

Mrs.  Burdette's  talk  on  "setting  the  square  table 
at  Washington"  was  more  to  give  the  spirit  and  the 
motive  of  the  nations  gathered  about  it,  which  after 
all  was  more  important  than  the  details  of  treaties, 
for  upon  the  spirit  depends  the  fulfillment  of  the  writ- 
ten agreement.  She  pictured  in  stirring  terms  the 
observance  of  the  anniversary  of  Armistice  Day, 
which  has  not  only  a  deep  psychological  significance, 
but  furnished  a  dramatic  setting  for  the  gathering 
that  opened  the  conference  the  following  day.  Re- 
ferring to  the  previous  Armistice  Day  celebration, 
with  all  its  noise  and  hilarity,  she  said  this  one  was 
noticeably  greater,  in  that  the  "unknown  soldier 
called  to  religious  observance"  when  they  responded 
to  President  Harding's  request  that  the  "wheels  of 
commerce  stand  still  and  a  few  moments  be  given 
to  meditation." 

A  description,  with  very  personal  references,  was 
given  of  the  opening  of  what  might  be  properly 
called  a  Conference  of  Renunciation,  referring  par- 
ticularly to  the  fact  that  President  Harding,  in  his 
opening  speech  at  the  Conference,  expressed  only 
hopes,  did  not  point  the  way,  or  suggest  the  meth- 
ods, but  gave  a  clarion  call  to  the  nations  of  the 
world,  when  he  said,  "One  hundred  million  people 
want  less  of  armament  and  none  of  war."  For  the 
summary  of  the  Conference  she  quoted  Mr.  Hoover: 
"To  me,  this  is  the  first  effective  step  in  the  moral 
reconstruction  of  the  world.  It  is  a  response  to  a 
world  prayer  for  the  substitution  of  good  will  for 
measures  of  force  in  the  settlement  of  international 
difficulties." 

She   then   pointed   out   that  the   end    of   the   Confer- 
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ence  was  but  the  beginning  of  the  conquest.  It  has 
developed  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  English 
speaking  world ;  it  gave  the  guarantee  of  a  moral 
leadership  of  the  world  under  standards  of  English 
civilization;  gave  the  assurance  of  dominance  in  the 
largest  affairs  of  the  world  by  a  people  committed 
sentimentally,  traditionally,  historically  to  good  faith, 
standards  of  honor  and  respect  for  Christian  vir- 
tues. The  Conference  has  finished  its  work;  it  has 
started  nations  facing  toward  a  warless  world;  it 
has  stimulated  plans  for  peace;  it  has  scrapped 
navies,  but  this  will  not  be  effective  until  the  treaties 
are  ratified  by  the  various  nations  involved.  There- 
fore, a  persistent  drive  for  public  opinion  to  re- 
quire this  ratification  must  continue  and  the  campaign 
must  go  on  until  war  is  outlawed  by  the  joint  ac- 
tion of  all  nations  through  an  effective  peace  sys- 
tem  finally  established. 

It   becomes    the    business   of    organized    womanhood 


to  help  the  people  to  understand  what  a  mighty  vic- 
tory has  been  won,  in  which  none  were  defeated 
and  not  a  life  was  lost.  Three  things  must  be  defi- 
nitely undertaken:  the  study  of  the  declaration  of 
international  ideals  and  policies,  looking  toward  a 
world  without  war;  organizations  in  every  com- 
munity and  state  for  international  justice  and  good 
will;  and  the  arousing  of  a  powerful  public  opin- 
ion by  the  support  of  which  the  administration  will 
venture  to  take  steps  to  associate  itself  with  other 
nations  of  the  world  to  create  and  maintain  inter- 
national peace.  "You  cannot  inculcate  in  others 
that  which  you  do  not  yourself  possess."  Peace 
must  abide  in  your  heart  before  you  can  effectively 
imbue  with  peace  ideals  the  community,  the  state 
and  the  nation.  "The  will  to  peace  on  the  part  of 
the  people  is  the  most  necessary  of  all  factors  in 
securing  peace."     God  strengthen  the  will  to  peace.

The  stars  come 
out  and  hang  like  lanterns  in  the  sky.  The  day 
is  done.  Such  was  the  local  color  for  the  recep- 
tion given  Tuesday  evening  of  the  Los  Angeles  dis- 
trict convention  March  28  at  Santa  Monica.  The 
guests  of  honor  w;re  State  President  Mrs.  William 
A.  Fitzg;ra!d  ;  Vice-President-at-Large  Mrs.  Signey 
Thomas  Exley;  District  President  Mrs.  John  C. 
Urquhart:  officers,  delegates  and  visiting  clubwomen 
The  greeting  from  Mrs.  Frank  J.  Wagner,  president 
of    the    Santa    Monica    Bay    Woman's    Ciub,    sprang 


from  an  inexhaustible  fund  of  graciousness,  which 
even  the  severe  test  of  being  commander-in-chief 
of  the  hostess  club,  could  not  dim.  S.  L.  Berkeley, 
mayor  of  Santa  Monica,  officially  welcomed  the  visit- 
ors, and  Mr.  H.  M.  Gorham,  president  of  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce,  brought  greetings  from  that  civic 
body. 

MRS.  STEPHENS  SPEAKS 
Mrs.  D.  G.  Stephens,  mother-Emeritus,  spoke  to 
the  subject  "My  Children."  Out  of  her  years  of 
experience,  from  the  days  of  long  ago  when  she 
was  the  still,  small  voice  in  the  beginning  of  club 
affairs,  to  the  present  day  of  diversified  interests, 
Mrs.  Stephens  believes  the  child  should  be  the  cen- 
tral  theme    of    club    activities.      She    placed    emphasis 
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upon  the  needs  of  the  child,  its  demand  upon  civili- 
zation to  recognize  its  rights  to  be  well-born,  to  be 
educated,  to  be  protected  from  the  tooth  and  claw 
of  commercialism,  to  be  trained  in  civic  duty — not 
to    be    as    Topsy — "just    growed    up." 

MRS.    URQUHART    SPEAKS 

Selecting  the  women  of  the  Bible  as  a  background 
for    her    address,    Mrs.    Urquhart    said: 

"Here  and  there  throughout  history  we  find  just 
a  few  accounts  of  woman's  work  and  woman's  plans. 
But  today  there  are  a  thousand  Miriams  singing 
for  their  people,  a  thousand  Esthers  pleading  for 
their  people,  a  thousand  Marys  loving  their  people 
and  a  thousand  Marthas  working  for  her  people. 
And  the  world  is  heeding  the  singing,  the  pleading, 
the  loving  and  working  of  women.  Woman  has 
gained  a  new  grace  for  her  recognition  from  her 
brothers.  They  are  beginning  to  understand  that 
she  is  not  trying  to  set  herself  above  him.  She  is 
merely  working  for  a  greater  equalization  of  power 
between   the   sexes." 

She  pointed  out  that  though  there  have  been  wom- 
en all  through  history  who  have  accomplished  things 
for  their  people,  their  accomplishment  has  not  been 
attained  in  the  name  of  womanhood  and  so  has 
lacked  the  strength  of  co-operation.  Today,  she 
said,  women  are  expressing  their  power  through 
their  sex.  This  does  not  mean,  she  made  plain,  that 
women  wish  to  work  separately  from  men,  but  that 
in  working  in  the  name  of  womanhood  they  can 
gain    greater    equalization. 

This  new  woman,  the  speaker  said,  is  nothing 
to  be  afraid  of. 

"She  is  the  same  woman,"  she  declared.  "But 
she  has  an  added  charm,  because  her  ability  and 
powers  have  at  last  been  recognized." 

She   gave    this    thought,    incident   to    saying   that   to 


her  the  most  important  feature  of  the  convention 
is  that  it  reflects  the  spirit  of  womanhood.  Wom- 
en now  come  into  their  work  with  more  confi- 
dence because  they  know  that  they  are  capable  of 
fulfilling   that   which   is   expected   of   them. 

She  declared  that  the  sweetness  and  hospitality 
of  the  local  club  is  a  light  of  hope,  for  on  such 
friendships  world  peace  is  built. 

STATE  PRESIDENT   SPEAKS 

"The  time  has  gone  when  there  is  an  excuse  for 
a  club  that  does  not  make  its  impress  on  the  life 
of  the  community,"  said  Mrs.  Fitzgerald.  "The 
most  important  ambition  for  the  clubs  of  this  year," 
she  said,  "should  be  to  study  legislation  with  a 
view  to  making  it  better,  and  to  urge  its  enforce- 
ment." She  declared  that  women  can  do  much  in 
staying  the  immense  amount  of  unimportant  issues 
that  interfere  with  the  enactment  of  momentous  mat- 
ters   in    the    legislature. 

She  pointed  out  the  importance  of  increased  ac- 
tivity in  the  field  of  Child  Welfare  and  dwelt  on 
the  necessity  for  wholesome  supervised  recreation 
for    boys    and    girls    of    all    classes. 

That  women's  clubs  should  sow  an  increased  in- 
terest in  the  matter  of  rehabilitating  the  overseas 
men,    the    speaker    considered    of    utmost    importance. 

She  then  talked  for  some  moments  of  the  necessity 
of   club  women   serving   in   a   civic   way. 

"But  the  value  of  all  these  things,"  she  con- 
cluded, "will  be  wiped  out  in  the  twinkling  of  an 
eye,   if   we   do   not  work   for   world   peace." 

"This  is  the  testing  time  of  our  strength,  faith 
and   courage,"   she   avowed. 

WEDNESDAY  MORNING 

Wednesday  morning  brought  its  full  quota  of  de- 
lights. Mrs.  C.  I.  Ritchey's  splendid  minutes  helped 
everyone    to    sort    out    their    impressions    of    the    pre- 
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vious  day's  sessions;  and  3tev.  Willsie  Martin's 
address,  "The  American  Foundation  of  Peace," 
opened  a  new  avenue  of  peace  thought.  Short  talks 
by  Mrs.  Bret  H.  Brigham,  president  of  Ventura 
County;  Mrs.  M.  O.  Winter,  president  of  Santa 
Barbara  County;  Mrs.  Andrew  Hansen,  president  of 
San  Luis  Obispo  County,  and  Mrs.  Jess  Hession, 
president  of  Inyo  County,  offered  flashlights  of  clubs 
and  club  activities  of  some  of  the  district's  most 
active   women. 

WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON 

Our  country,  the  peace-loving  giant  among  na- 
tions, could  have  no  finer  champion  of  peace  than 
Theresa  Z.  Bailey,  who  spoke  Wednesday  afternoon 
in  the  Peace  Jubilee  meeting  of  the  convention,  held 
at  Santa  Monica  high  school.  Mrs.  Bailey  was  one  of 
California's  two  delegates  to  the  General  Federation 
Overseas  Unit,  and  speaks  with  authority  when  she 
speaks  of  peace.  She  said  that  the  peace  thought 
is  not  a  thing  come  to  blow  up  like  a  bubble.  Poets 
and  great  thinkers  have  long  sung  of  peace.  That 
America  is  a  great  stripling  loosed  to  roam  at  will 
on  the  face  of  the  earth,  and  what  we  do  will 
make  the  waiting  years.  The  future  pages  of  his- 
tory are  in  our  hands,  to  make  or  mar.  "The  seed 
of  peace  has  been  planted;  so  fine,  so  healthful, 
so  full  of  promise,  it  can  only  be  held  from  fruition 
by  neglect  alone.  If  the  women  who  worked  so 
faithfully  for  the  success  of  the  war  would  turn  that 
energy  to  the  winning  of  peace,  what  could  they  not 
accomplish?" 

THURSDAY    MORNING 

"For  what  we  know,  we  owe,"  said  Mrs.  Cecil 
Frankel,  president  of  California  Federation  of  Music 
Clubs,  speaking  for  her  organization  in  the  Sym- 
posium of  Women's  organizations.  This  group  of 
speakers  appeared  under  the  head  of  "Our  Com- 
bined  Responsibility"    and   they   pooled   their   interests 


to  pay  the  great  debt — "For  what  we  know,  we 
owe." 

Miss  Lloy  Galpin,  president  of  the  Business  and 
Professional  Women's  federation,  touched  upon  their 
feeling  of  responsibility  for  the  business  girl,  and  their 
establishment   of   a   vocational   bureau. 

Mrs.  Frankel  plead  for  the  elimination  of  song 
parodies,    and   the   furtherance   of   American   music. 

"Women  can  no  longer  be  static,  they  must  be 
dynamic;  too  long  we  have  been  negative,  we  must 
now  be  positive,"  said  Mrs.  William  A.  Fitzgerald, 
president   C.   F.  W.   C. 

"If  we  are  negatively  good  we  allow  a  small  mi- 
nority, that  is  positively  had,  to  dominate.  It  is 
not  enough  to  be  good,  we  must  be  good  for  some- 
thing. 

"People  who  stand  for  vice,  for  things  that  are 
not  right,  are  always  organized  and  always  articu- 
late. They  always  register,  they  always  go  to  the 
polls   and   vote. 

"If  the  women  of  California  will  take  an  active 
interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  state  and  the  nation 
and  wield  their  franchise,  they  will  find  themselves 
an   irresistible    influence   for    right   and    justice." 

Mrs.  Pearl  Lawry  Winters,  president  Colored  Fed- 
eration of  Women's  Clubs,  spoke  earnestly  of  the 
necessity  of  the  spirit  of  love  and  justice  at  home  be- 
fore world  peace  may  be  hoped  for.  She  request- 
ed that  the  federated  clubs  write  to  their  legislators 
concerning   the   anti-lynch   law   coming   up   soon. 

Mrs.  Frances  Noel,  speaking  for  the  Council  of 
Trade  Union  Women,  asked  that  club  women  study 
that  movement  without  prejudice.  At  the  end  of  her 
speech  she  introduced  Miss  Consuelo  Gonzales  of 
Mexico,  who  told  briefly  of  women's  activities  in 
her  country,  and  asked  the  help  and  understanding 
of  American  women.

physical  attention  is  given  for  a  fee  of  10  cents, 
or  for  nothing,   were  also  outlined   by  Mrs.   Crail. 

Mrs.  Juiia  Phelps  speaking  for  the  W.  C.  T.  U. 
asked  for  woman's  help  in  behalf  of  the  Wright 
bill.  She  said  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  allowed  no  form 
of  evil  to  go  unattacked  nor  any  form  of  good  not 
upheld. 

Mrs.  Arthur  A.  Heineman,  chairman  of  Los  An- 
geles County  League  of  Women  Voters,  gave  inter- 
esting facts  of  her  organization's  object  and  work, 
emphasizing  the  fact  that  it  served  no  special  political 
party. 

Mrs.    Herbert    A.    Cable    designated    her    organiza- 
tion,   Women's    Athletic    Club,    as    the    one    to    serve 
all    women,    and    to    offer    a    club    home    to    the    ones 
having   no   home    of   their   own. 
PUBLICITY 

Under  the  head  of  publicity  Mary  Holland  Kin- 
kaid  took  for  her  subject  "Woman's  Next  Task." 
She  made  a  stirring  plea  for  peace  publicity  to  re- 
place the  war  propaganda  for  which  we  did  so 
much.  "Our  next  task  is  not  an  independent  one," 
she  said,  "but  a  task  to  help  men  make  war  impos- 
sible. We  helped  to  win  the  World  War,  we  are 
ready  now  to  help  win  world  peace." 
INDIAN  LECTURE 

The    American    Indian,    "one    of   the    five    races    of 


man,"  with  his  fifty  legitimate  stock  languages  and 
his  deeply  religious  nature,  was  the  subject  of  a 
beautifully  illustrated  lecture  by  Edward  S.  Curtis, 
on  the  last  afternoon  of  the  convention.  Mr.  Curtis' 
intimacy  with  the  Indians,  his  real  friendship  for, 
and  admiration  of  them,  gave  deep  significance  to 
his  talk.  He  spoke  feelingly  of  the  Indian's  re- 
ligion, a  something  instinctive  even  beyond  reason; 
and  of  his  language  which  is  not  mere  gibberish 
as  many  believe.  His  stereopticon  views  of  Indians 
and  Indian  life  are  rare  works  of  art,  richly  colored; 
with  spiritual  interpretations  of  Indian  life  seldom 
found   in  photographs.

Redlands.  "Times  are  too  big  to  warrant  small 
motifs  and  with  the  stupendous  responsibility  of 
citizenship  woman  should  do  something.  The  great- 
est mistake  that  can  be  made  is  to  make  no  mis- 
takes, that  is,  not  attempt  anything  big  for  fear  of 
making  mistakes.  Civilization  itself  is  the  result  of 
mistakes  made  by  earnest,  active  people  ambitious 
to  do." 

The  speaker  urged  women  to  exercise  initiative; 
"there  are  plenty  of  followers  and  imitators  but  very 
few  pioneers  and  initiators,"  he  said.  "The  world 
needs  today  the  self  starters;  women  should  study 
politics;  the  ballot  box  is  the  receptacle  from  which 
must  come  our  laws  and  we  can  never  make  politics 
clean  unless  clean  people  cast  clean  ballots."  There 
were  many  fine  passages  in  the  address  that  women 
do   well    to   ponder. 

Mrs.  Dorothea  Stewart,  school  nurse,  addressed 
the  Grand  Terrace  Women's  Club  on  Child  Welfare, 
her  talk  being  based  on  the  teachings  of  Dr.  Emer- 
son of  Boston.

ANNUAL  INDIAN  EXHIBIT  AT  SOUTHWEST  MUSEUM 
TO  BE  A  LIVING,  VITAL  THING 


The  Citizenship  Department  of  the  Los  Angeles 
District  of  Federated  Clubs  and  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Indian  Welfare  League  have  almost  com- 
pleted their  plans  for  the  Second  Annual  Indian  and 
Crafts  Exhibit  to  be  held  at  the  Southwest  Museum 
from  April  15th  to  May  15th.  This  affair  promises 
to  be  unique  in  its  general  excellence. 

Mrs.  J.  C.  Urquhart,  president  of  the  L.  A.  District, 
has  as  her  able  lieutenants  Dr.  John  Comstock,  Cura- 
tor, Southwest  Museum,  Mrs.  Stella  Atwood,  Chairman 
of  Indian  Welfare  Committee  of  the  National  Federa- 
tion of  Women's  Clubs,  and  Mrs.  Randall  Hutchin- 
son, Chairman  of  Art.  The  latter  is  assisted  by  Miss 
Leta   Horlocker.     Mr.   Nelson   and   Mrs.   C.  L.  Powell. 

The  members  of  the  Indian  Welfare  League,  who 
are  working  in  conjunction  with  the  Federation,  are 
Mrs.  Martha  Ellis  Ryan,  Mrs.  Anita  Baldwin,  Mrs. 
Gene  Stratton  Porter,  Miss  Ida  May  Adams,  Mrs. 
Cleveland    Moffatt,    Mr.    William    S.    Hart,    Mr.    Ed- 


ward S.  Curtis,  Mr.  Edward  A.  Dickson  and  Dr.  John 
A.  Comstock. 

The  general  plan  is  designed  to  feature  the  Amer- 
ican Indian  Arts  and  Crafts,  and  special  emphasis 
will  be  placed  on  the  work  of  the  Southwest  tribes. 
The  purpose  of  the  exhibits  is  to  portray  the  Indian 
of  today,  his  art,  music,  and  mode  of  life,  his  con- 
tribution to  the  social  order  and  his  possibilities  eco- 
nomically,  artistically   and   poetically. 

It  is  hoped  to  bring  the  handcrafts  of  Indian  tribes 
with  perhaps  a  few  family  groups  to  make  the  exhibit 
a  vital,  living  thing.  Appropriate  Indian  pictures 
will  form  a  portion  of  the  background  with  games, 
sports  and  music  in  the  natural  setting  of  the  canyon 
where    the    Indians    will    probably   be   housed. 

The  main  object  is  to  bring  a  humanizing  effect, 
not  only  upon  the  Indian,  but  on  the  general  American 
public;    also    to    make    us    conscious    of    our    duty    to 
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the  Indian;  to  renew  their  art  and  make  a  market 
for  their  craft. 

The  General  Chairman  of  Indian  Welfare  of  the 
National  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,  Mrs.  Stella 
Atwood,  will  probably  arrange  for  afternoon  educa- 
tional conferences  for  the  three  weeks  other  than 
the  convention  work.  There  are  more  than  fifty 
thousand  women  in  the  State  Federation. 

Exhibits  at  the  Southwest  Museum  which  will  form 
a  part  of  the  exhibits  to  be  shown  include: 

The  stone  work  of  our  Catalina  and  offshore 
Channel  Islands  Indians,  which  is  of  a  character 
superior  to  anything  produced  north  of  the  Mexi- 
can line.  This  collection  includes  ceremonial  stones 
of  weird  shapes,  the  meaning  of  which  was  lost 
when  these  tribes  were  exterminated  by  the  Russians 
and    Spaniards. 

The  bead  work  of  the  Plains  Indians,  including 
their  ceremonial  robes,  war  bonnets,  saddles  and 
other  trappings.  In  contrast  with  this  is  the  primi- 
tive bead  work  of  the  California  Indians  made  of 
drilled   and  polished  stones  and  native  shells. 

A  remarkable  collection  of  beads  taken  from  the 
graves  of  Catalina  tribes,  but  originally  manufac- 
tured in  Venice,  traded  to  the  Spanish  conquistadores 
who  brought  them  to  the  California  Coast  and  traded 
them  to  our  Indians. 

Several  hundred  baskets  will  be  included  in  the 
exhibit,  the  greater  portion  of  them  representing  the 
work  of  the  California  Indians,  who  were  masters 
of  this  art.  Nowhere  in  the  world,  were  better 
baskets  produced  than  those  made  by  the  Pomo  In- 
dians of  our  own  state.  Many  examples  of  the 
feather  baskets  are  included.  This  was  one  of  nine 
varieties  of  baskets  made  by  the  Pomos.  These 
feather  baskets  have  not  in  the  past  been  appreciated 
by  our  own  citizens  with  the  result  that  the  finest 
collection   in  the   world   is   a   museum   in  Berlin,   Ger- 
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many. 

Miniature  groups  showing  the  life  of  the  Southwest- 
ern tribes  will  be  another  feature  of  the  exhibit. 
These  have  been  created  in  miniature  proportions  but 
in  absolute  accuracy  of  detail  so  that  one  may  see 
at  a  glance  the  characteristic  architecture,  costumes 
and  customs  of  the  ancient  Cliff  Dwellers,  the  Pueblo 
Indians,  both  Zuni  and  Hopi,  the  Navajos,  etc. 

One  of  the  most  complete  collections  of  pottery,  both 
of  our  prehistoric  and  historic  American  Indians, 
that  is  to  be  found  in  the  Southwest  will  be  shown! 
This  includes  the  ancient  Cliff  Dweller  work  and 
the  contemporaneous  Pueblo,  together  with  their  mod- 
ern descendants,  the  Hopis  and  Zunis. 

With  this  is  an  excellent  showing  of  the  Mayan 
potteries  produced  before  the  Christian  era  with  ex- 
quisite detail  of  form  and  line.  In  this  same  exhibit 
are  the  knives,  sacrificial  spears  and  stone-cutting 
tools  made  of  black  volcanic  glass  by  these  same  pre- 
historic tribes,  one  of  which  is  a  long-bladed  knife 
used  in  sacrificing  human  beings  on  the  altar  of  the 
sun  god. 

One  of  the  largest  examples  of  Blackfoot  tepees 
extant  will  be  erected  in  the  main  hall.  This  tepee 
will  be  set  up  in  the  exact  manner  in  which  they  are 
erected  by  the  Indians,  using  the  wing  poles  which 
were  employed  to  regulate  the  draught  in  such  a  way 
as  to   rid   the  tepee   of  smoke. 

Attractive  and  imposing  posters  featuring  the  In- 
dian status  will  be  arranged  by  Mrs.  Kate  Vos- 
burg  and  Mrs.  Stella  Atwood,  assisted  by  Mr.  S.  S. 
Kingsman. 

An  attractive  feature  of  entertainment  will  be  the 
enacting  of  an  Indian  play  presented  by  Miss  Virginia 
Calhoun  as  a  Helen  Hunt  Jackson  memorial.  This 
will  be  given  on  May  3,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Wa-Wan   Club,  of  which  Mrs.   Mabie   is   president. 

There  will  be  a  display  of  mural  posters  by  Henry

Also  an  exhibit  of  the  famous  Edward  S.  Curtis 
Indian  prints,  of  these  the  late  Colonel  Roosevelt 
says,  "These  photographs  have  the  qualities  of  fine 
paintings.  They  stand  by  themselves  both  in  won- 
derful artistic  merit  and  in  their  great  value  as  his- 
toric documents.  I  know  of  no  others  which  ap- 
proach  them   in    an}'   respect." 

A  real  achievement  has  been  effected  in  the  se- 
curing of  representative  pictures  from  the  paintings 
of  the  following  well-known  artists:  E.  Irving  Couse, 
Joseph  Henry  Sharp,  Warren  Rollins,  Charles  Russell, 
Gerald  Cassidy,  and  Hart  M.  Schultz  (Lone  Wolf). 
These  pictures   are   loaned   by  Mr.   J.   F.   Kantz. 

Of  general  interest  will  be  a  lecture  by  Dr.  Edgar 


L.  Hewett,  noted  archaelogist  of  the  Institute  of 
America  at  Santa  Fe  and  the  Museum  of  San  Diego, 
in  which  he  will  show  the  art  impulse  to  be  similar 
in  all  regions  and  at  all  times  and  that  modern  art 
found  its  source  in  the  art  of  the  ancients.  The 
ancient  Maya  City  of  Quirigua,  Guatemala,  and  the 
ancient  Cliff  Dwellers  of  the  Southwest  were  excavat- 
ed under  his  supervision. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  both  pleasure  and  profit 
will  be  derived  from  this  month's  activities  in  so  ex- 
cellent a  cause.  As  Mrs.  Urquhart  happily  puts  it 
"It  will  do  us  good  to  get  close  to  the  ancient  life  and 
civilization.  We  are  realizing  the  need  of  a  closer 
knowledge  of  the  guidance  of  Spirit.  The  American 
Indian  lives  in  a  spirit  world,  thinks  in  terms  of 
Spirit.  Have  we  tried  to  understand  him  and  his 
language?  Perhaps  after  all  our  attempts  to  educate 
and  civilize,  it  is  for  our  Red  Brothers  to  help  us  to 
understand  the  omnipresence  of  the  Great  Spirit, 
that  Spirit  which  to  us  all  means  fulnss  of  life." 


LET  US  SUBSTITUTE  FOR  OUR  BELIEF  IN  WAR,  A  WILL 
TO  PEACE,  SAYS  MRS.  SIMONS 


"Let  us  substitute  for  our  belief  in  war  a  will  to 
peace,"  said  Mrs.  Seward  Simons,  speaker  of  the 
evening  at  the  Los  Angeles  District  Federation  ban- 
quet on  the  evening  of  March  29,  in  Sunset  Inn, 
Santa  Monica.  As  a  member  of  the  International 
Association  of  Conciliation  and  Arbitration,  Mrs. 
Simon's  subject,  "The  Will  to  Peace,"  it  not  an  idea 
of  recent  birth.  "We  meet  here  tonight  to  celebrate 
because  the  United  States  has  shown  herself  brave 
enough  to  trust  her  neighbors,  wise  enough  to  plan 
for  peace,"  said  Mrs.  Simons.  "Theoretically  the  ma- 
jority of  people  are  for  peace,  against  war.  But 
we  are  such  creatures  of  habit  that  we  think  it 
necessary   to   prepare    for   war." 

Mrs.  Simons  made  many  remarkable  statements  in 
which  figures  showing  that  the  expenditure  for  car- 
rying on  wars  has  been  set  at  98.2  per  cent  with 
67.8  per  cent  for  pensions  of  past  wards,  25  per  cent 
for  army  and  navy,  3.2  per  cent  for  administration, 
3  per  cent  for  public  works  and  but  1  per  cent  for 
education,  scientific  research,  agriculture,  public 
health  and  other  important  issues. 

As  an  example  of  "Will  to  Peace"  and  how  it  might 
be  brought  about,  Mrs.  Simons  related  the  story  of 
the  treaty  at  Ghent  made  over  100  years  ago,  which 
is  still  in  force  and  it  is  a  mere  scrap  of  paper 
agreement.  It  is  absolutely  impossible,  she  declared, 
to  contemplate  such  a  thing  as  war  with  Great 
Britain,  and  then  went  further  to  show  examples  of 
Peace  by  referring  to  the  statue  of  Christ  on  the 
highest  point  of  the  Andes  which  was  made  from 
the  cannons  of  Chili  and  Argentine  as  a  pledge  of 
remembrance  of  the  peace  between  the  two.  A  beau- 
tiful poem  by  Edward  Markham  called  "The  Christ 
of   the   Andes"    was    read    by   her. 

Woman's  greatest  burden  is  to  make  herself  use- 
ful by  being  intelligent.  We  must  have  intelligence, 
understanding  and  courtesy  to  understand  the  peo- 
ple of  the  world.  Women  must  do  some  real  hard 
study  and  thinking  to  that  end,  Mrs.  Simons  re- 
marked. 

In  answer  to  her  own  question  what  women  can 
do  toward  peace,  Mrs.  Simons  said,  "Women  must 
encourage  good  citizenship,  enter  the  parliaments  of 
the  world,  occupy  executive  positions  in  world  af- 
fairs, not  be  merely  satisfied  to  accept  in  advisory 
capacities,  as  only  in  executive  positions  can  woman 
give  definite  utterance  to  her  views  of  the  world. 
Set  an  example  of  high  standards,  stand  against  a 
larger  army  and  navy  than  is  actually  required.  What 
Japan    is    doing   in    China    is    only   what   other   older 


nations  have  done  before  but  on  a  modified  scale  and 
while  it  is  not  to  be  condoned,  if  any  condemning 
is  to  be  done  all  must  be  condemned,  not  the  one 
who   is   most  recently  guilty. 

In  her  closing  words  Mrs.  Simons  urged  that 
woman  put  forth  her  best  efforts  to  dedicate  and 
live  with  her  slogan  "The  Will  to  Peace,"  as  only 
combined   efforts   of   the   many   can   attain   this   end.

CONVENTION     UNCONVENTIONALITIES 


If  it  were  not  for  the  press-chairmen  many,  if 
not  most,  of  the  fine  club  activities  would  be  still- 
born. To  back  up  this  statement  one  has  but  to  have 
carefully  followed  the  press  work  of  Mrs.  H.  La  Salle 
Aldrich,  introductory  to  the  District  Convention  held 
in    Santa   Monica    March   28,   29,    30. 

Though  Santa  Monica  has  always  held  her  beau- 
tiful, charming  place  in  the  eyes  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia, and  the  Woman's  Club  there  is  one  of  which 
the  entire  state  is  proud,  it  was  left  for  Mrs.  Aid- 
rich  to  send  the  praises  ringing  far  and  wide  in  her 
splendid  publicity  work.  In  her  stories  to  the  news- 
papers and  official  club  magazines,  one  had  the  op- 
portunity of  seeing  the  club  mind   visibly  functioning. 

With  always  a  forward-looking  publicity  ideal, 
Mrs.  Aldrich  used  a  very  delicate  brush  to  sketch 
in  a  bit  of  continunity  between  past  generations  of 
her  club's  life  and  the  present,  leaving  the  impres- 
sion  that   the   future   beckons   most   alluringly. 

Babies  have  not  gone  out  of  style  in  clubdom.  They 
really  offered  a  counter  attraction  at  the  convention, 
and  perambulaters  and  go-carts  held  just  as  con- 
spicuous a  place  in  front  of  the  clubhouse  as  did 
limousines    and    Ford    coupes. 

During  the  convention  on  Wednesday  afternoon  Mrs. 
William  Mattern,  Chairman  of  Child  Welfare  of  the 
Santa  Monica  Bay  Woman's  Club,  held  her  regular 
weekly  clinic  in  the  clubhouse,  and  35  babies  gurgled 
and  cooed,  and  shed  tears,  while  they  were  weighed 
and    charted,    and    made    a    fuss    over    by   the   guests. 

It  has  been  said,  on  the  best  of  authority,  that 
the  greatest  surprise  in  history  was  registered  when 
the  ass  turned  'round  and  spoke  to  Baalam  on  the 
road  to  a  city  of  Mohab.  But  that  really  was  feeble 
amazement  compared  with  the  experience  of  the  dis- 
trict Press  Chairman  and  those  who  aided  and 
abetted  her  in  arranging  the  press  luncheon,  when 
she  found  that  scores  of  press  chairmen  had  de- 
veloped over  night  and  were  out  in  full  force  for 
the  Wednesday  Jinks.  Some  ambitious  clubs  must 
really  have  an  over-abundance  of  press  chairmen, 
and  if  they  have  any  to  lend  or  give  away  please 
notify   the   editor   of   the   Clubwoman. 

The  twenty-first  annual  convention  of  the  Los  An- 
geles district  C.  F.  W.  C.  came  and  passed  with- 
out the  crash  of  a  single  thunderbolt.  To  those  who 
had  an  ear  to  the  ground  there  came  a  feeble  mur- 
mur of  a  gathering  storm,  but  it  passed  by,  just 
touching   the    edges    of   the    convention   serenity. 


One  sort  of  chortles  with  glee  at  the  thought  of 
the  thrills  of  horror  that  must  have  run  up  and 
down  some  Victorian  spines  over  the  daring  wit  of 
James  Foley  as  he  poked  a  gentle  satiric  humor  at 
his  feminine  audience.  But  most  of  them  liked  it 
mighty  fine.  The  seemingly  naive  way  he  has  of 
getting  chummy  with  his  listeners,  broke  through  the 
first  line  defense  of  club  dignity;  and  after  that 
speaker  and  spoken-to  traveled  alone  together  over 
an  unbroken  trail  of  fun  and  laughter.  Mrs.  Ruth 
McClintock  and  Mrs.  H.  La  Salle  Aldrich  were  re- 
sponsible for  the  success  of  the  press  jinks   luncheon. 

California  club  women  didn't  exactly  feel  proud 
when  Mrs.  Burdette  told  them  of  the  poor  showing 
they  had  made  in  the  matter  of  helping  to  establish 
national  headquarters  in  Washington.  In  fact  Mrs. 
Burdette's  little  talk  to  them  in  convention  was  with- 
out frills  or  thrills,  but  it  went  home  to  the  vul- 
nerable spot,  and  many  of  the  women  at  least  prom- 
ised themselves  to  do  their  bit  for  the  parent  or- 
ganization, as  all  good  children  should. 

Al  Already  Texas  has  contributed  $5000  toward 
this  central  headquarters  for  federated  club  work 
and  women's  interests;  Florida,  $500,  and  others  in 
like  amounts  and  more,  but  from  California  the  re- 
sponse had  to  date  been  $3,  contributed  by  three 
women,   according  to   Mrs.   Burdette. 

For  which  reason  Mrs.  Burdette  said  that  al- 
though in  all  other  things  she  could  be  most  proud 
of  her  own  state  and  what  its  women  have  done 
in  this  she  could  not  but  hang  her  head  in  shame. 

That  brevity  is  still  popular  with  listeners  was 
evidenced  in  the  manifest  delight  everyone  took  in 
hearing  the  click  of  the  timekeeper's  signal,  when 
a    speaker    went    beyond    the    alloted    time. 

If  you  were  fortunate  enough  to  have  been  invited 
to  that  delightful  dinner  party  given  by  South  Side 
Ebell  Club  on  Tuesday  night,  you  surely  felt  a  bit  as 
Jack  Horner  did  when  he  pulled  out  the  plum.  It 
was  one  of  the  most  charming  of  all  the  convention 
festivities,  presided  over  by  their  winsome  presi- 
dent, Mrs.  George  Salm.  These  were  a  few  short  talks 
and  words  of  greeting,  and  the  gastronomic  proprie- 
ties  were   happily  observed   in   the   dinner  menu. 

Life  for  us  is  just  one  convention  after  another. 
Next  comes  the  State  Convention  holding  in  Los  An- 
geles,   May    3,   4,    5. 


CLUBHOUSES  AND  GROUNDS  EXHIBIT,  INTERESTING 

FEATURE

A  distinctive  feature  of  the  Los  Angeles  District 
Convention  in  Santa  Monica  was  the  exhibit  of  plans 
of  clubhouses   and   grounds. 

It  sprang  from  the  desire  on  the  part  of  the  Dis- 
trict President,  Mrs.  J.  C.  Urquhart,  to  give  some 
practical  help  in  solving  clubhouse  problems. 

With  only  approximately  one-fourth  of  the  162 
clubs  of  the  district  owning  club  homes,  many  an- 
ticipating building  in  the  near  future  and  nearly  all 
having  building  funds,  it  seemed  that  such  an  exhibit, 
if  it  could  include  both  results  of  experience  and  new 
ideas,  might  bring  benefits  in  several  ways: — ac- 
quaintance with  present  club  architecture  and  grounds; 
assistance  in  economical  and  wise  planning;  inspira- 
tion to  reach  above  the  mediocre  to  the  best  in  archi- 
tecture   and    landscaping. 


With  these  aims  in  view,  the  committee  assembled 
the  exhibit,  provided  a  reading  table  with  the  best 
architectural  and  landscape  architectural  magazines 
and  arranged  for  conferences  conducted  by  experts 
in    both    subjects. 

Photographs  of  present  club  homes  furnished  by 
the  different  clubs,  as  well  as  those  gathered  from 
various  parts  of  the  U.  S.  and  loaned  by  the  Ebell 
Club,  formed  an  interesting  basis  of  comparison. 

In  a  separate  unit  of  the  exhibit,  leading  architects 
of  Los  Angeles  and  vicinity,  well  known  to  clubdom, 
were  represented:  Hunt  and  Burns  with  exquisite 
photographs  of  clubhouses  of  their  design,  Ebell  of 
Los  Angeles,  Highland  Park  Ebell,  Shakespeare  Club, 
Santa  Paula  Ebell,  Whittier  Woman's  Club,  etc. — to- 
gether   with    floor    plans    of    each    building;    Allison 
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and  Allison  with  marvelous  exterior  and  interior 
sketches  of  the  University  Club  of  Los  Angeles,  now 
nearing  completion;  Arthur  Benton  with  photo- 
graphs and  plans  of  the  present  Friday  Morning 
Club  house;  Wm.  Lee  Woolett,  Richard  King,  Cyril 
Bennett,  Meyer  and  Holler,  De  Luxe  Bldg.  Company 
and  others  with  sketches  and  plans  for  prospective 
club  houses,  the  most  elaborate  of  which  was  done 
by   Mott   Marston. 

Keen  interest  was  evinced  in  the  study  of  plans 
of  buildings  about  to  be  built,  such  as  those  of 
Long  Beach  Ebell,  with  Clark  Phillips  as  architect; 
the  Tuesday  Afternoon  Club  of  Glendale,  Alfred 
Priest,  designer;  and  the  smaller  but  much  admired 
building  for   the   Burbank    Club. 

Paul    Howard's    wonderful    plaster    paris    model    of 


a  five  acre  estate  in  color,  a  smaller  but  interest- 
ing one  by  Cook  and  Hall,  with  photographs  of  gar- 
dens by  both  these  firms;  water  color  sketches,  show- 
ing different  treatments  for  same  grounds,  by  Ralph 
Cornell;  an  effective  design  for  grounds  and  build- 
ing for  the  Civic  Club  of  Balboa  by  Aurele  Ver- 
meulen  and  other  sketches,  presented  unusual  oppor- 
tunities for  study  of  possibilities  of  landscaping  club 
grounds. 

Altogether,  the  exhibit  was  a  factor  in  acquaint- 
ing the  clubs  with  each  other  and  an  impetus  toward 
more  thoughtful  planning  to  make  the  club-home  a 
joy,  both  to  club  women,  in  its  adaptability  to  club 
activities,  and  to  the  community,  in  its  architectural 
beauty  of   building   and   grounds.

ing.  Gloria  Mayne,  chairman  of  music,  L.  A.  Dis- 
trict, C.  F.  W.  C,  must  have  received  much  praise 
of  her  exceptionally  fine  workmanship  in  arranging 
the  program  and  in  lending  her  own  voice  to  join 
the  hundreds  of  melody-makers  who  sang  their  way 
into  the  hearts  of  the  audience.  The  Santa  Monica 
Municipal  Band,  the  High  School  Orchestra,  Van 
Nuys  Chorus,  Ebell  Club  Chorus,  Ganesha  Quartette 
of  Pomona,  Hollywood  Chorus,  Glendale  Chorus,  and 
last  but  by  no  means  least,  Hugo  Kirchofer,  director, 
brought  together  an  assembly  of  songs  whose  charm 
was  quickly  felt  by  even  the  most  inexperienced 
music-lover.  Many  of  the  old  delightful  tunes  were 
rescued  from  neglect  and  oblivion,  and  the  audi- 
ence sang  the  breezy  songs  of  yesterday  with  throat- 
splitting  energy.  There  were  national  songs  that 
played  upon  the  heart-strings;  songs  brimming  over 
with  jollity;  songs  that  marched  and  danced  and 
caught  the  magic  of  Spring;  sleepy  songs  and  sun- 
rise songs,  all  of  which  shook  the  profound  dignity 
of   the   big   audience   out   of   existence. 

We  think  of  Gloria  Mayne  as  born  to  do  just  this 
rare  and  luminous  thing  in  a  musical  setting;  and 
when  she,  herself,  gave  Gounod's  "Love's  Spring- 
time" there  was  the  sparkle  of  morning  in  her  voice. 

WEDNESDAY     EVENING 

Wednesday  evening,  and  the  banquet,  brought  an- 
other musical  treat.  "The  Four  Embers,"  a  profes- 
sional group  of  male  singers,  who  fairly  won  all  the 
praise  they  received,  brought  a  happy  response  from 
the  audience.  Their  repertoire  included  a  variety 
of  numbers ;  but  as  it  was  a  banquet  and  play-time, 
the  favorites  were  some  absurd  little  things  that 
contained  all  the  fascination  absurdity  has  when  set 
to  music. 

Little  Peggy  Warren,  a  bit  of  a  girl  with  a  bird- 
like whistling  voice  as  sweet  as  the  notes  of  a  linnet, 
was  encored  again  and  again ;  and  only  because 
she,    and    not   the    audience,    grew    tired    was    she    al-

Sam  V.  Carlisle,  Santa  Monica's  chorus  leader, 
led  the  assembly  singing  in  the  clubhouse,  and  coaxed 
music  from  voices  that  had  not  indulged  musically 
for  years. 

Miss  Charlena  Welde,  who  gave  several  whistling 
solos  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  claimed  the  entire  audi- 
ence as  her  admirers,  for  everyone  bent  to  the  rich 
loveliness  of  her  voice. 

The  artistic  and  music  abilities  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Arthur  Gripp  are  not  cast  in  a  single  mold.  Their 
several  numbers  gave  opportunity  for  a  display  of 
musicianship  in  which  no  smallest  shade  of  color  or 
beauty  went  unperceived  or  unportrayed. 

Possessor  of  a  glorious  voice  that  has  won  for  her 
the  laurels  of  other  lands,  Vivian  Strong  Hart,  a  tiny 
bit  of  a  sprite,  made  up  of  dark  curls  and  laughing 
eyes,  was  the  soloist  of  Tuesday  evening.  Her 
maestro  must  have  been  the  lark  who  taught  her  to 
put  into  her  voice  the  beauty  of  bird-song,  the  rustle 
of  leaves,  the  spirit  of  the  sea,  and  the  fragrance  of 
flowers. 

The  cantata  given  by  the  music  section  of  the 
Santa  Monica  Bay  Woman's  Club  as  the  concluding 
attraction  on  Tuesday  evening,  reflected  much  credit 
on  those  who  conceived  the  idea.  All  were  fascinated 
by  the  witchery  of  the  dancers  and  the  thrilling  tim- 
bre of  Edeth  Scott  Burritt's  voice  in  the  solo  parts. 
The  ensemble  singing  of  the  chorus  was  very  at- 
tractive.

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INDIAN  WOMEN   HAVE 
CLUB  OF  THEIR  OWN

The  women  of  the  Kelseyville  Woman's  Club,  Lake 
County,  paid  a  visit  recently  to  the  Mission  Ranch- 
eria  near  that  town  to  ascertain  if  the  condition  of 
the  children  there  was  as  unsanitary  as  had  been  re- 
ported, in  order  to  take  some  steps  either  toward 
admitting  them  to  the  Kelseyville  Union  School  or 
having   a   separate   school. 

The  mission  of  the  women  was  explained  through 
an  interpreter  and  the  mothers  expressed  a  keen  de- 
sire for  a  school  "just  for  Indians,  with  a  white 
teacher."  The  Indian  women  were  interested  in  the 
idea  of  a  club  and,  following  the  suggestion  of  Mrs. 
C.  E.  Cumberson,  an  Indian  Woman's  Club  was  or- 
ganized, with  the  nice-appearing  young  woman  in- 
terpreter as  president.  They  hold  regular  meet- 
ings, and  while  somewhat  under  the  protectorate  of 
the  Kelseyville   Club,   are   progressing  nicely. 

The  solution  of  the  school  problem  has  not  come 
yet.  "Uncle  Sam"  is  very  slow,  in  giving  his  share 
of  money  toward  the  education  of  his  wards  and  the 
districts  are  not  able  to  bear  the  burden  of  the  sep- 
arate school  alone.  The  matter  is  in  charge  of  the 
County  Federation  chairman  on  Indians,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  soon  these  little  ones  will  receive  some 
consideration. 

One  of  the  things  the  squaws  expressed  a  desire 
to  accomplish  was  to  cook  like  white  people  and 
make  white  bread  and  chocolate  cake.  The  Kelsey- 
ville women  have  given  their  aid  in  this  work  and 
have  also  given  much  needed  help  and  advice  as  to 
sanitation   and    cooking.

Migra- 
tory bird  observation  notes  have  been  sent  to  each 
issue  of  Bird-Lore  and  stand  as  authority  for  Los 
Angeles  and  vicinity.  All  measures  for  the  preser- 
vation of  our  forests  and  establishing  of  Wild  Game 
Preserves  have  been  indorsed. 

Two  hundred  and  nine  Trail  Trips  led  by  differ- 
ent members  for  the  benefit  of  teachers  and  tour- 
ists have  been  made.

PURE  MILK 


Dr.  Wm.  Veit,  Chief  Milk  Inspector  and  City  Vet- 
inarian,  reports  the  results  of  the  tabulation  of  a  milk 
scoring  period  which  started  December  1,  1921.  Dur- 
ing the  week  ending  April  1,  1922,  samples  of  milk 
have  been  collected  from  every  milk  dealer  and  dairy- 
man having  over  five  cows  and  delivering  milk  in 
Los  Angeles.  These  were  scored  at  the  Health  De- 
partment by  Dr.  F.  P.  Wilcox,  State  Department  of 
Agriculture;  C.  A.  Phillips,  University  Farms,  Davis, 
Cal.,  and  R.  J.  Posson,  U.  S.  Department  of  Agri- 
culture. This  score  card  allows  100  points  for  per- 
fect, of  which — 

35  points  are  for  bacteria  count 

15  points  are  for  flavor  and  odor 

10  points  are  for  absence  of  sediment 

15  points  are  for  butter  fat 

15  points  are  for  solids  not  fat 


5  points  are  for  acidity,  and 

5  points  are  for  appearance  of  package. 

By  the  use  of  this  system  with  disinterested  judges, 
the  standing  of  the  dairies  is  placed  before  the  con- 
sumer in  a  fair  and  impartial  manner. 

It  is  the  custom  of  the  judges  to  allow  points  as 
arrived  at  from  the  score  card  adopted  by  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  Division,  as  stated  above.

PRESIDENT'S   MESSAGE 


Dear  Clubwomen  of  California: 

Much  interest  and  comment  have  arisen  regarding 
the  decision  of  the  Industrial  Welfare  Commission 
to  lower  the  minimum  wage  of  women  one  dollar  per 
week  in  certain  industries.  This  will  make  $15.00 
per  week  the  lowest  wage  that  can  be  paid  any  ex- 
perienced woman  in  the  industries  affected  by  this 
decision;  $16.00  still  being  the  minimum  wage  which 
must  be  paid  to  experienced  women  in  stores,  offices, 
hotels,  restaurants,  and   laundries. 

Your  State  and  District  Chairmen,  anticipating  this 
action,  as  early  as  November,  1921,  sent  letters  to 
nearly  all  of  the  clubs  in  the  districts,  urging  them 
to  make  cost  of  living  studies  that  the  club  women 
might  be  informed  as  to  the  facts  involved  in  this 
question.  In  all  of  the  state  of  California  only  one 
club  has  responded  to  this  call.  The  natural  inference 
to  be  drawn  is  that  the  women  were  not  interested. 

After  action  has  been  taken  there  are  those,  as  al- 
ways, who  are  ready  to  criticize.  May  I  urge  you,  as 
club  women,  to  withhold  your  criticism  from  the  Com- 
mission, and  especially  from  the  only  woman  member 


of  that  Commission,  until  you  are  in  possession  of  the 
facts  relating  to  this  decision? 

Our  Chairmen  of  Education  are  urging  that 
through  our  clubs  and  as  individuals  we  make  strong 
pleas  to  our  representatives  for  the  passage  of  the 
Towner-Sterling  Bill.  Do  not  delay  in  sending  your 
wire  for  this  important  measure. 

It  is  time  to  begin  planning  for  your  Citizenship 
Program  on  July  Fourth.  Splendid  suggestions  will 
be  sent  for  such  a  program  by  your  State  Chairman 
of  American  Citizenship,  Miss  Sue  Barnwell,  945  S. 
Union  St.,  Los  Angeles.

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MORE  MONEY  FOR  EVERYB 


The  response  of  buyers  and  business  generally 
throughout  the  State  in  the  Home  Products 
campaign  of  the  California  Federation  of  Wom- 
en's Clubs  gives  promise  of  results  far  beyond 
the  expectations  of  the  women  who  launched  it 
as  a  means  to  combat  prevalent  unemployment 
and  crime.  While  the  campaign  is  yet  too  young 
for  its  actual  fruits  to  have  become  visible  in 
federal  employment  statistics,  the  reports  of  in- 
dividuals, of  clubs,  of  jobbers  and  retailers  al- 
ready show  an  increase  in  the  popular  demand 
for  California-made  products.  As  was  to  be  ex- 
pected, this  increase  first  manifested  itself  in 
general  foodstuffs,  the  most  sensitive  of  staple 
commodities.  That  the  movement's  influence 
will  promptly  extend  itself  to  all  branches  of 
manufacture  is  not  to  be  doubted,  in  view  of  the 
earnestness  and  determination  with  which  the 
clubwomen  of  the  State  are  carrying  their  cam- 
paign forward. 

Complete  data  is  in  process  of  compilation 
showing  the  exact  relation  between  the  employ- 
ing capacity  of  California  factories  and  the  mar- 
ket demand  for  the  product  of  those  factories. 
While  the  actual  figures  are  not  yet  available  the 
reports  of  individuals  and  representative  manu- 
facturers plainly  show  this  fact: 

IF  CALIFORNIANS  WILL  BUY, 
WHEN  IT  IS  POSSIBLE  AND  PRAC- 
TICABLE TO  DO  SO,  THE  PRODUCT 
OF  A  CALIFORNIA  MANUFACTURER 
IN  PREFERENCE  TO  THAT  FROM 
SOMEWHERE  ELSE,  ASSUMING  THE 
TWO  TO  BE  EQUAL  IN  QUALITY 
AND  PRICE,  SUCH  A  DEMAND  WILL 
BE  CREATED  FOR  CALIFORNIA- 
MADE  GOODS  AS  TO  PROVIDE  EM: 
PLOYMENT  AT  GOOD  WAGES  FOR 
EVERY  WORKER  IN  THE  STATE. 
SUCH  EMPLOYMENT  WILL  BRING 
IMMEDIATE  AND  GENERAL  PROS- 
PERITY TO  EVERY  BUSINESS,  PRO- 
FESSION. INDUSTRY  AND  INDIVID- 
UAL IN  CALIFORNIA  AND  WILL  RE- 
DUCE CRIME  AND  CRIMINALS  BY  AT 
LEAST  SIXTY  PER  CENT. 

In  the  beginning,  obviously,  the  success  of  the 
campaign  is  up  to  the  buyer.  The  householder 
shopping  for  a  new  broom,  or  a  sack  of  flour,  or 
a  dining  room  set,  or  a  pair  of  shoes  or  pretty 
much  anything  else  to  eat  or  to  wear  or  to  use 
must  ask  for  a  California-made  article  and  see 
that  she  gets  it.  If  the  storekeeper  hasn't  it,  a 
few  demands  of  the  kind  on  the  part  of  good 
customers  who  will  not  be  satisfied  with  an 
Eastern-made  substitute  will  quickly  put  the 
home  product  on  his  shelves. 

A  serious  obligation  rests  upon  the  California 
manufacturer    as   well.      He   must    see    that    his 


product  is  such  as  to/compe^^airlv  in  the  open 
market  with  out-of-lfctt^^oods  in  quality  and 
price.  Otherwise  the  campaign  will  fail  at  the 
source.  It  may  be  stated  as  a  fact  that,  as  a 
general  thing,  California-made  goods  are  as  good 
or  better  than  importations  of  the  same  grade 
and  are,  as  a  rule,  cheaper  because  of  the  fact 
that  freight  costs  are  not  added  to  their  price. 
Where,  by  reason  of  high  wages  now  paid  to 
artisans  in  California,  production  costs  are  now 
higher  here  than  in  the  East,  they  will  be  low- 
ered by  increase  in  volume. 

It  is  up  to  the  manufacturer  and  distributor 
to  see  that  the  buying  public  generally  is  made 
aware  of  the  fact  that  they  can  get  California- 
made  shoes,  for  example,  or  furniture,  or  cloth- 
ing, or  foodstuffs,  thereby  correcting  a  general 
impression  that  there  are  many  classes  of  com- 
modities not  manufactured  in  California  at  all. 
The  makers  and  distributors  of  these  goods  must 
acquaint  prospective  buyers  with  the  names  of 
California  brands  of  goods  so  that  they  will 
know  what  to  ask  for.  Ninety-nine  per  cent  of 
the  advantage  now  enjoyed  by  Eastern  products 
over  Californian  is  due  to  the  fact  that  Eastern 
products  have  been  extensively  advertised.  Our 
manufacturers  and  distributors  must,  in  their 
turn,  advertise  and  advertise  liberally  the  fact 
that  the}r  have  California-made  goods  to  sell  that 
are  as  good  or  better  and  as  cheap  or  cheaper 
than  anything  else  on  the  market. 

The  jobber  and  retailer  have  important  parts 
to  play.  The  jobber  must  push  California-made 
goods  to  the  retailer  and  the  retailer  must  push 
them  to  the  public.  On  shelves  and  in  windows 
let  home  products  be  prominently  displayed.  Ad- 
vertising should  feature  them.  Salesmen  should 
urge  them  on  the  road  and  across  the  counters. 
With  a  sympathetic  public  the  result  is  assured. 

While  the  campaign  is  one  to  appeal  to  the 
loyalty  and  patriotism  of  every  Californian  it  is 
not  necessary  to  appeal  to  either.  As  a  matter  of 
mere  personal,  dollars-and-cents  profit  it  is  to  the 
interest  of  every  single  person  living  in  the  State 
to  get  back  of  the  movement  and  push.  Why? 
Because  it  does  not  only  mean  more  business  for 
the  manufacturer  and  the  jobber  and  the  retailer, 
it  does  not  only  mean  more  work  at  better  wages 
for  every  worker  in  the  State,  it  does  not  only 
mean  better  goods  of  every  kind  at  lower  prices 
for  the  consumer — 

It  means  general  prosperity.  It  means  more 
money  for  everybody.  One  need  not  be  in  the 
direct  line  of  manufacturing-consuming  to  feel 
the  benefit  of  such  a  movement.  The  farmer  will 
feel  it  in  better  prices  for  his  products,  in  easier 
money  for  improvement  loans,  in  lower  costs  of 
the  commodities  he  must  buy.  The  professional 
man  will  feel  it  in  more  clients  with  more  money, 
in   easier   collections,    in   the   dozens   of   wavs   in 
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which  favorable  business  conditions  are  reflected 
in  his  vocation.  The  wage-earner,  even  though 
not  directly  concerned  in  the  production  of  Cali- 
fornia-made goods,  will  largely  benefit  through 
easier  living  conditions  made  possible.  The 
banker  will  profit  through  the  greatly  increased 
volume  of  California  monev  kept  in  circulation 
in  California  instead  of  being  diverted  to  eastern 
markets.  The  law  enforcement  official  will  find 
his  work  immensely  lessened  through  the  removal 
of  crime-breeding  unrest  due  to  unemployment. 
The  investor  will  find  his  field  of  operations  en- 


larged and  made  more  profitable  through  the  in- 
crease of  capital  available  for  extensions  and  bet- 
terments of  existing  institutions  and  for  the  crea- 
tion of  new  enterprises.  The  cost  of  government 
will  be  decreased  through  the  increase  of  taxable 
property  and  assessed  valuations,  expressed  in  a 
lower  general  tax  rate.  The  list  of  potential 
beneficiaries  of  the  movement  could  be  indefi- 
nitely expanded  did  space  permit.  As  there  is  no 
individual  resident  of  California  who  will  not  di- 
rectly profit  by  the  movement,  so  is  there  no 
Californian  who  cannot  and  should  not  contrib- 
ute to  its  success. 


HOME  PRODUCTS  IN  THE  YOSEMITE 


Yosemite  generally  is  defined  in  terms  of  El 
Capitan,  Yosemite  Falls,  Half  Dome,  the  Big 
Trees  and  other  objects  of  great  beauty  and 
scenic  interest. 

Few  persons  ever  interpret  the  greatest  of  the 
National  Parks  as  a  California  industry,  bring- 
ing into  the  State  tens  of  thousands  of  visitors 
and  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  that  other- 
wise might  go  to  Switzerland  or  Canada  or  some 
other  section  of  this  country. 

What  does  Yosemite  mean  to  California  in  a 
business  way?  Where  go  the  dollars  that  are 
spent  by  tourists  the  year  around  for  transporta- 
tion and  living  accommodations  while  in  the 
park? 

Answering  the  last  question  first,  because  of 
its  timely  interest  in  connection  with  the  cam- 
paign of  the  California  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs  to  promote  the  purchase  of  California 
products  by  Californians,  it  is  of  interest  to  know 
that  the  income  of  the  Yosemite  National  Park 
Company  goes  at  once  to  California  workers  and 
business  firms. 

Everything  eaten  by  the  visitor  to  Yosemite 
Lodge,  Sentinel  Hotel,  Glacier  Point  Hotel,  and 
other  resorts  of  this  company,  is  purchased  in 
California,  with  the  exception  of  such  articles — 
coffee,  cocoa  and  the  like — as  necessarily  come 
from  other  climates. 

Automobiles  in  which  visitors  make  trips  from 


Yosemite  Valley  to  the  Mariposa  Grove  of  Big 
Trees,  Hetch  Hetchy,  Tuolumne  Meadows  and 
other  scenic  places,  are,  as  far  as  possible,  Cali- 
fornia products. 

All  the  groceries  sold  at  the  Yosemite  store  to 
the  thousands  of  campers  who  enjoy  outdoor  life 
in  the  park  every  summer  are  purchased  in  Cali- 
fornia. 

The  company  employs  nearly  1,000  persons  in 
the  summer  season,  all  of  them  Californians. 

From  Stockton  last  year  the  park  purchased 
more  than  $70,000  worth  of  gasoline  and  nearly 
$5,000  worth  of  flour,  in  addition  to  other  sup- 
plies. From  Fresno  came  nearly  $7,000  worth  of 
ice  cream,  an  equal  amount  of  baking  products, 
fresh  produce  and  miscellaneous  goods.  Milk, 
cream,  alfalfa  hay  and  grain  for  the  riding  sta- 
bles, and  hardware  brought  $25,000  worth  of 
trade  to  Merced.  Lumber  and  paper  came  from 
Oakland.  Pasadena,  San  Diego,  Emeryville,  Le 
Grand,  San  Rafael  and  many  other  communities 
profited  in  various  lines.  Los  Angeles  firms  sold 
thousands  of  dollars'  worth  of  goods  to  the  com- 
pany, and  from  San  Francisco  were  received 
three  express  refrigerator  cars  of  meat,  vegetables 
and  other  perishable  foods  every  week  during 
the  summer. 

Construction  work  undertaken  by  the  com- 
pany is  done  by  California  workmen  with  Cali- 
fornia materials. 


NORTHERN   DISTRICT  C.  F.  W.  C.  HOLDS  ANNUAL 

CONVENTION

The  Twentieth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Northern 
District  C.  F.  W.  C,  just  adjourned  in  Colusa,  is  de- 
clared to  be  the  most  successful  in  the  history  of  the 
Northern  District.  Fully  600  people  were  in  attend- 
ance for  morning  and  afternoon  meetings,  and  the 
large  auditorium  was  crowded  to  capacity  for  the 
evening  meetings.  The  convention  moved  forward 
with  clock-like  precision,  no  delay  or  confusion,  every- 
thing on  time.  When  the  convention  opened  there 
were  fully  four  times  as  many  delegates  p'resent  than 
were  necessary  to  open  the  convention. 

The  program  was  planned  upon  a  slogan  that  Mrs. 


Miller,  District  President,  who  is  a  pianist,  has  spoken 
on  repeatedly  during  the  year  that:  "We  cannot  ex- 
pect to  have  good  citizenship  without  cultivation  of 
that  fine  appreciation  of  delicacy  of  feeling  which 
the  fine  arts  develop  in  man."  The  program  was 
therefore  a  combination  of  Citizenship  and  Art,  and 
speakers  were  carefully  chosen  who  would  carry  out 
this  idea  in  detail.  As  a  result,  the  interest  of  dele- 
gates was  intense  throughout  the  convention. 

There  was  scarcely  a  dry  eye  when  the  Northern 
District  Convention  opened  by  children  from  6  to  10 
years   of   age,    representing    10   different   nationalities, 
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marched  to  the  platform  carrying  the  American  flag, 
and,  standing  at  attention,  solemnly  recited  the  oath 
of  allegiance  to  the  flag.  As  a  practical  demonstra- 
tion of  Americanization  this  was  a  thrilling  event. 

Mrs.  W.  A.  Fitzgerald  gave  a  wonderful  address 
the  first  evening,  giving  a  message  of  comfort,  cheer, 
and  understanding  of  those  women  whose  problems 
prevent  them  from  taking  more  active  part  outside 
in  the  world.  She  opened  new  vistas  of  possibilities 
that  will  inspire  many  a  weary  heart. 

"Annie  Laurie,"  newspaper  writer,  received  an 
ovation.  Upon  her  appearance  the  convention  rose 
and  sang  "Annie  Laurie,"  and  then  this  noted  writer 
appealed  to  the  hearts  of  that  vast  audience  and  drew 
from  the  hearts  of  all  that  tenderness  and  tolerance 
that  we  too  often  pack  away  for  future  reference. 
The  convention  responded  with  cheers,  but  cheers 
through  tears.  "Annie  Laurie"  was  the  great  out- 
standing speaker  of  the   convention. 

Mrs.  Rose  V.  S.  Berry,  General  Federation  Chair- 
man of  Fine  Arts,  and  Mr.  Tully  Knoles,  President 
of  the  College  of  the  Pacific,  gave  the  most  scholarly 
addresses  of  the  convention. 

Mrs.  Berry  spoke  for  an  hour  on  Art  from  the 
broadest  philosophical  standpoint,  going  into  detail 
over  the  painting  of  the  ceiling  of  the  Cistine  Chapel 
at  the  Vatican,  and  paying  tribute  to  the  teaching  of 
Michael  Angelo.  The  audience  sat  entranced  and 
Mrs.  Berry  could  have  talked  another  hour  and  held 
the  interest. 

Mr.  Tully  Knowles  gave  the  most  vital  address  of 
the  convention.  It  was  a  brilliant,  scholarly  and  con- 
vincing description  of  the  Conference  on  Limitation 
of  Naval  Armaments.  Having  been  present  at  all 
public  meetings,  Mr.  Knoles  was  able  to  give  a  most 
intimate  picture  of  those  seated  around  the  council 
table,  and  the  manner  of  handling  questions. 

The  Northern  District  has  a  trophy — a  silver  cup — 
for  the  music  department.  A  club  wins  the  cup  that 
has  provided  the  best  year"s  program  in  music,  and 
tnat  has  done  the  most  for  its  community  in  fostering 


better  appreciation  of  good  music,  remaining  in  pos- 
session of  the  club  only  so  long  as  that  club  continues 
having  the  best  music  work.  The  Maywood  Women's 
Club  of  Corning  won  the  cup  this  year.  They  organ- 
ized a  choral  of  56  voices,  give  vesper  services  for 
the  churches,  concerts,  music  for  the  club,  and  other 
events  in  the  town,  besides  having  good  talks  on 
worth-while  musical  topics. 

A  number  of  innovations  were  introduced  by  Mrs. 
A.  L.  Miller,  District  President.  One  was  to  have  all 
business  transacted  mornings,  leaving  chairmen's  re- 
ports and  speakers  for  the  afternoons,  with  entertain- 
ment for  the  evening  meetings.  Mrs.  Miller  also  in- 
troduced an  innovation  in  reports,  which  prevented 
the  usual  repetition  and  overlapping  of  club  activities. 
County  Federation  Presidents  spoke  on  their  "Greatest 
Problems"  ;  Club  Presidents  reported  what  their  clubs 
had  done;  while  Department  Chairmen  looked  for- 
ward and  spoke  upon  what  they  wished  done  in  the 
future.     This  plan  was  a  great  success. 

There  was  a  stir  of  excitement  when  three  invita- 
tions for  the  next  convention  were  given.  Mrs.  Walter 
Longbotham  gave  an  invitation  for  Sacramento,  and 
Mrs.  Scadtmueller  gave  an  invitation  from  Wood- 
land. Then  Mrs.  Ackerly  Penhall  of  Grass  Valley 
read  six  or  eight  letters  and  telegrams  from  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  three  federated  clubs  and 
other  organizations  of  the  town,  inviting  the  1923 
District  Convention  to  Grass  Valley.  From  all  over 
the  auditorium  came  cries  of  "We  want  to  go  to 
Grass  Valley,"  and  a  motion  was  carried  to  hold  the 
next  convention  there,  amid  cheers  from  the  delegates. 

The  music  of  the  convention  was  splendidly  pre- 
sented by  Mrs.  Florence  Albery,  District  Chairman 
of  Music.  A  half  hour  of  music  preceded  each  after- 
noon program  and  one  evening;  while  a  profession- 
ally given  concert  was  the  entertainment  of  the  second 
evening.  These  concerts  have  been  given  for  the 
last  sevn  years  and  are  one  of  th  looked-forward-to 
events  of  each  convention.  Mrs.  Albery  is  one  of  the 
finest  pianists  in  Californa,  and  will  play  at  the  next 
convention. 
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Mrs.  Miller,  District  President,  complimented  all 
chairmen  for  their  splendid,  faithful  work,  several 
having  invaded  other  districts.  She  also  thanked  her 
officers  for  their  support,  and  the  local  committee  for 
the  smooth   arrangements  for  the  convention. 

The  spirit  of  good  cheer  and  harmony  of  this  con- 
vention was  a  notable  feature,  every  one  being  happy 
and  enjoying  the  program.  Many  an  old-timer  de- 
clared this  to  be  the  most  successful  and  harmonious 
convention  held  in  the  Northern  Disrict.  Every  spe- 
cial speaker  presented  was  a  master  in  his  or  her 
line,  .the  program  committee  giving  more  time  to 
fewer  speakers,  which  made  for  success. 

The  Resolutions  adopted  were  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  California  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs  in  annual  convention  assembled  in  Yosemite 
Park,  May,  1921,  renewed  its  allegiance  to  the  pres- 
ervation and  protection  of  national  parks  and  monu- 
ments, and  pledged  itself  to  encourage  the  extension 
of  park  areas ;   and 

Whereas,  The  Chambers  of  Commerce  of  North- 
ern California  have  united  in  plea  to  congress  for  a 
suitable  appropriation  for  the  opening  and  develop- 
ment of  Lassen  Volcanic  National  Park;  there- 
fore, be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Northern  District  California 
Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,  in  convention  assem- 
bled, April  4  to  6,  1822,  favor  the  appropriation  by 
Congress  of  such  funds  as  may  be  necessary  to  open 
the  park  to  tourists  from  all  the  world ;  we  further 
pledge  tourselves  to  bring  before  our  members  and 
their  friends  the  wonders  of  this  region  and  to  do 
our  utmost  to  aid  Northern  California  in  the  opening 
and  development  of  the  same. 

Whereas,  We  believe  in  upholding  the  constitution 
and  in  the  enforcement  of  all  law,  and 

Whereas,  The  Wright  bill  which  passed  the  last 
legislature  and  which  provides  for  the  enforcement 
of  the  Volstead  act  has  been  referended  and  will  be 
voted  on  at  the  next  election,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  hte  Northern  District  of  California 
Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,  in  convention  assembled 
April  4th  to  6th,  1911,  endorse  the  principles  of  the 
Wright  bill  and  pledge  assistance  in  educating  citi- 
zens to  an  understanding  of  this  bill. 


Whereas,  We  are  very  much  interested  in  securing 
better  films,  and 

Whereas,  The  chairman  of  the  movie  department 
of  the  State  Federation  has,  with  the  approval  of  the 
executive  board,  designated  the  second  week  of  May 
as  better  films  week;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Northern  District,  California 
Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,  in  convention  assembled 
April  4  to  6,  1922.  approve  better  films  week  and 
pledge  its  co-operation  in  making  this  plan  successful.

EBELL  GIVES  RADIO  PROGRAM 

Ebell  Club  took  the  initiative  among  women's 
clubs  in  the  radio  fields,  when  at  a  recent  luncheon, 
Ebell's  members  and  guests  not  only  heard  the  radio, 
but  heard  all  about  the  radio,  and  were  allowed  to 
handle  the  small  but  very  important  part  of  the 
radio's  anatomy,  the  vacuum  tube.  The  four  sons  of 
Mrs.  Toll,  Ebell  Club's  brilliant  and  charming  presi- 
dent, could  not  have  shown  more  interest  in  their  own 
radio  machine,  which  they  have  constructed  in  their 
basement,  than  did  these  women  in  this  marvelous 
new  invention. 

Mrs.  Toll  introduced  Mr.  Robert  Thistlewhite, 
head  of  the  science  department  of  the  Jefferson  High 
School,  who  explained  the  theory  and  the  workings 
of  the  radio  to  his  enthusiastic  auditors.  Then  he  en- 
abled them  to  receive  greetings  from  one  of  the  large 
broadcasting  stations  as  well  as  to  hear  records  of 
Caruso  and  McCormack.  Mr.  Thistlewhite  concluded 
his  talk  by  saying:  "The  radio  has  come  to  stay  and 
in  twelve  months  it  will  be  an  absolute  necessity." 
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PIONEER  WOMEN  OF  CALIFORNIA  GIVE  VALUABLE 

HISTORICAL  FACTS

A  young  girl  was  sitting  upon  the  curb  of  a  side- 
walk in  Sacramento  in  April,  1860,  watching  the  ar- 
rival of  the  first  pony  express. 

The  approaching  event  had  long  been  anticipated, 
and  the  city  was  in  holiday  attire,  gaily  decked  with 
flags  and  bunting,  and  across  the  business  street  were 
floral  arches.  Brass  bands  played  their  liveliest,  can- 
non boomed  from  the  hills,  everybody  came  in  from 
the  camps  and  joined  the  busy,  happy  throng.  State 
officials  and  local  orators  made  the  event  one  of  the 
grandest  and  greatest  of  early  California  days. 

The  utmost  excitement  prevailed  when  the  sounds 
of  horses  hoofs  came  from  along  the  river  bank,  and 
a  white  horse  and  t.is  rider  were  seen  speeding  up 
on  their  way.  Certainly  it  was  "universal  joy  and  a 
hilarious  success."  Simultaneously  a  jet  black  horse 
and  his  rider  were  winding  their  way  eastward 
toward    St.  Joseph,   Missouri. 

Later  in  life,  this  young  girl  who  watched  the  first 
pony  express  arrive  in  Sacramento,  became  the  wife 
of  Hiram  Cutter  Patridge,  owner  of  that  old  historic 
landmark,  the  International  Hotel,  on  Jackson  St., 
San  Francisco.  From  its  roof  could  be  seen  Marshal 
Doane,  riding  a  white  horse,  leading  the  earnest  vol- 
unteers for  Law  and  Order.  Also  the  wooden  plat- 
form, a  yard  long,  extending  from  a  second  story 
window  on  Sacramento  St.,  where  Casey  and  Cora 
had  paid  for  their  crimes. 

David  C.  Broderick  was  a  Democrat.  His  father, 
a  stonecutter,   worked   on   the  marble   columns   on   the 


east  side  of  our  State  Capitol.  Judge  Terry,  of  the 
Supremen  Bench,  the  man  with  a  "smooth  upper  lip 
and  a  long  political  beard,"  was  known  to  be  one  of 
the  most  fervent  of  Broderick's  political  opponents. 
Terry's  fighting  blool  was  always  on  tap.  The  Brod- 
erick-Terry  duel  was  the  next  step,  and  several 
thousand  people  followed  Broderick's  casket  to  Lone 
Mountain,  where  "so  much  of  San  Francisco  history 
was  crowded  into  a  final  chapter." 

I  also  well  remember  William  T.  Coieman,  whose 
oath  of  pledging  "life,  liberty,  property  and  honor," 
became  a  part  of  California  history.  Hall  McAllis- 
ter, William  T.  Sherman  and  Dr.  Beverley  Cole  were 
all   a  part  of  early  San  Francisco. 

CALIFORNIA'S  FIRST  ADMISSION  DAY

My   first    recollection   of   a   real    historical    event    in 
the  early  days  of  San  Francisco  is  the  celebration  of 
California's   admission   into   the   Union,   the   first  Ad- 
mission Day. 

From  the  second  story  window,  a  very  little  but  ex- 
tremely excited  girl,  I  watched  the  great  pageant 
from  my  father's  law  office  in  Brenham  Place,  facing 
the  Plaza.  Children  though  we  were,  a  jealous  and 
patriotic  father  had  duly  impressed  on  us  the  im- 
portance of  the  great  day. 

Famous  Monumental  Engine  No.  6  was  lodged  next 
door  to  father's  office,  so  we  had   a  close  view  when

it  came  out  in  glittering  splendor,  decorated  with  flags 
and  ropes  of  evergreen.  The  sight  of  the  volunteer 
fire  fighters  drew  shouts  of  greeting  from  the  crowds 
of  people  so  densely  packed  in  the  streets  below,  such 
crowds  it  seemd  to  me  that  all  the  people  in  the  world 
must  have  been  there. 

After  the  engine  came  the  hook  and  ladder  where 
several  lucky  boys  rode  in  state,  standing  like  senti- 
nels on  the  ladders.  They  wore  black  trousers,  flesh 
colored  silk  shirts  and  big  red  sashes. 
■  As  the  flag  was  raised  and  the  Stars  and  Stripes 
spread  out  on  the  wind,  a  great  salute  was  fired  and 
the  procession  moved. 

The  bands  played  martial  music,  the  soldiers,  the 
firemen,  enthusiastic  citizens  in  line  waving  flags  and 
banners  and  the  cheering  that  greeted  the  parade  as 
it  marched   around  the  Plaza  was  wonderful. 

"You  must  never  forget  this  day,"  said  father. 
"California  is  now  part  of  our  great  country,  and  we 
have  all  seen  her  come  in." 

AN   OLD  TIME  CELEBRITY

One  of  my  earliest  teachers  was  Mrs.  Parker,  for- 
merly Mrs.  Wills,  who  kept  a  Select  Private  School 
for  Young  Ladies  on  Clay  near  Stockton  street,  in  San 
Francisco. 

Mrs.  Wills  wrote  the  Ode  which  sung  to  the  tune 
of  The  Star  Spangled  Banner  at  the  first  celebration 
of  the  Admission  of  California  into  the  Union.  The 
words  were  printed  on  small  slips  of  blue  paper  on 
a  hand  press  on  the  grounds  in  the  Plaza  and  distri- 
buted to  the  crowd  and  all  joined  in  the  singing. 

She  was  presented  by  the  Committee  of  Invitation 
to  the  Admission  Ball  with  a  beautiful  silver  wreath 
of  grapes  and  wheat,  a  gold  medal  presented  by  the 
Council  of  the  city,  and  a  gold  bracelet  set  with  dia- 
monds, pearls,  emeralds  and  rubies. 


THE  PRESIDENTS'  ASSEMBLY 
By  Nancy  Place  Probasco 
Press  Chairman,  San  Francisco  District 
The  Presidents'  Assembly  came  into  being  through 
the  pleasant  relations  established  at  the  annual  break- 
fasts  and   other   functions   of   various   clubs   to   which 
the    presidents    of    clubs    were    invited,    during    their 
terms  of  office. 

In  the  spring  of  1913,  at  a  breakfast  of  the  San 
Francisco  District  of  Clubs,  presided  over  by  Mrs. 
Percy  Shuman,   Mrs,  J.   D.  Jessup,   president  of   Cor- 


ona, Miss  Christine  Hart,  president  of  Laurel  Hall, 
and  Mrs.  George  A.  Mullin,  president  of  To  Kalon, 
who  were  seated  together,  agreed  that  the  pleasant 
friendships  formed  should  be  perpetuated  and  that 
a  club  should  be  organized.  To  that  end  a  notice  was 
sent  to  all  presidents  of  city  clubs,  requesting  that  all 
who  were  interested  meet  in  Calvary  Presbyterian 
Church  on  May  5,   1913. 

The  enthusiastic  response  was  more  than  gratify- 
ing. Miss  Christine  Hart  was  elected  temporary 
President,  Mrs.  J.  D.  Jessup  temporary  Vice-Presi- 
dent and  Mrs.  George  A.  Mullin  temporary  Secre- 
tary. These  temporary  officers  were  later  elected  as 
the  permanent  officers  for  the  first  year. 

Various  names  for  the  Club  were  proposed,  but 
none  met  with  general  approval  until  Mrs.  A.  P. 
Black  suggested  "The  Presidents'  Assembly,"  which 
name   was   adopted   unanimously. 

The  object  of  the  Assembly  is  to  continue  the  so- 
cial and  friendly  relations  established  among  Presi- 
dents during  their  terms  of  office,  and  to  promote  any 
other  purpose  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers. 

Since  the  first  year,  more  has  been  done  than  simply 
to  continue  social  and  friendly  relations.  During  the 
war,  on  each  Friday  evening,  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
building  in  the  Presidio,  the  soldier  boys  were  enter- 
tained with  delightful  programs,  under  the  chairman- 
ship of  Mrs.  Harold  Seager. 

A  room  at  the  Outside  Inn  was  furnished  for  visit- 
ing relatives  of  the  soldiers;  also  a  room  at  the  new 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  building,  on  Sutter  street;  and  another 
room   at  the   Seamens  Institute. 

In  September,  1921,  a  card  party  was  given  at  the 
Fairmont  Hotel  and  a  handsome  sum  realized.  This 
money  was  placed  in  a  Fund  known  as  "The  Presi- 
dents' Assembly  Disabled  Soldiers'  Loan  Fund"  and 
was  placed  in  the  hands  of  an  officer  at  the  Presidio 
and  the  money  loaned  to  disabled  soldiers  in  need  of 
temporary  assisstance.  While  a  soldier  may  not  al- 
ways be  able  to  return  the  loan,  in  most  cases  it  is 
returned  and  some  times  more  than  the  amount  bor- 
rowed. 

With  these  few  things  done  we  feel  that  the  Presi- 
dents' Assembly  has  made  good  and  has  done  more 
than  continue  the  friendly  relations  although  it  still 
has  an  important  part  in  the  meetings  of  this  unique 
association  of  women. 

The  presidents  of  the  assembly  have  been:  Miss 
Christine  Hart,  Mrs.  Alice  Fredericks,  Mrs.  Louis 
Hertz,  Mrs.  Harold   Seager,   Mrs.  George  A.   Mullin.

"ENGLISH  AS  IS" 

Georgina  S.  Townsend 
President  Southern  California  Woman's  Press  Club 

Oh,  this  "English  as  is"  weirdly  contorted  and  con- 
structed by  those  making  reports  and  addresses  at 
the  Convention!  What  can  women  say  in  defence 
of  the  slovely  English  they  are  using?  Not  that 
women  alone  are  guilty,  because  I  heard  a  noted 
English  lecturer  at  the  Ebell  Club  say,  "None  of 
them  was  necessary,"  but  to  listen  to  many  women 
telling  of  plans  for  the  education  of  the  children, 
and  to  hear  debates  about  the  necessity  of  a  cabinet 
office  for  education,  couched  in  faulty  English  stirs 
one    to    protesting    articulation! 

Over  and  over  again  we  heard  the  following  from 
delegates    and    speakers: 

"Our   Club   are   to   have — " 

"The  club  who  will  have  charge — " 

"The  club  were  invited — " 

Women   dear,   your   club   is   "it." 

No,  I  am  not  using  that  expression   as  slang. 

"Club"  is  singular.  You  all  know  that.  And  a 
singular  noun  must  have  a  singular  verb,  and  the 
pronoun  for  a  singular  noun  common  gender  antece- 
dent  must   agree   in   gender    and   number. 

But  if  this  slip  occurred  more  than  frequently, 
other  more  reprehensible  lapses  occurred,  either 
from  speakers  or  in  private  conversation,  and  this 
from  a  body  of  intelligeut  educated  women,  at  a  con- 
vention where  the  very  foundation  of  good  citizen- 
ship which  was  the  theme,  is  education.  And  these 
were    inaccuracies    heard: 

"The  acoustics  are  not  good."  This  from  many, 
musicians    and    others. 

"There  was  quite  an  argument  between  she  and 
the   secretary."   This   from   a   president   elect. 

"And  it  succeeded  because  of  we  women."  This 
from  an  eloquent  speaker  from  the  floor. 

In  speeches  and  reports  such  simple  old  rules  as 
"the  adverb  of  time  preceeds  the  verb"  seemed  to  be 
wholly  forgotten   if   ever   known. 

But  if  we  cringe  at  the  plural  verb  after  the  sing- 
ular noun,  and  the  personal  instead  of  the  impersonal 
pronoun  and  other  simple  rules  defied,  how  like  a 
blow  "as  though"  falls  upon  our  ears,  especially 
after  our  attention  has  been  called  to  the  fact  that 
such  an  expression  isn't — universally  used  as  it  is, 
"as  though"  simply  isn't.  How  to  account  for  its  use 
both  by  American  and  English  writers  and  speakers 
is  inexplicable.  So  constantly  is  the  expression  used, 
that  perhaps  not  one  in  a  hundred  realizes  it  is 
faulty,  and  may  not  know  why  it  is  so.  "As  though" 
used  instead  of  "as  if,"  always  comes  in  an  elided 
sentence.      Suppose  you   wish   to   say, 

"She   looks  as  if  she  were   about  to  speak." 

What  you  mean  is,

"She  looks  as  she  would  look,  if  she  were  about 
to  speak." 

Supposing  you  say  it  carelessly  as  many  do, 

"She  looks  as  though  she  were  about  to  speak." 

What  your  sentence   means   is  this: 

"She  looks  as  she  would  look,  though  she  were 
about  to  speak." 

That  does  not  make  sense.  And  yet  "as  though" 
is  used  by  every  one.  In  a  story  recently  appearing 
in  a  standard  publication  "as  though"  was  used 
thirty-two  times ! 

Our  grandparents  took  great  pride  in  their  "parts 
of  speech."  Correct  grammar  was  indicative  of  re- 
finement and  culture,  as  well  as  education.  To  "parse 
a  sentence"  was  a  notable  pastime  with  them.  How 
many  of  this  present  generation,  with  all  its  facilities 
for  education,  can  "parse  the  sentence."  Few  indeed. 
And  to  what  better  help  to  good  citizenship  could 
club  women  devote  themselves,  than  that  of  perfect- 
ing the  use  of  our  language  among  ourselves.  If 
writers,  and  preachers,  and  speakers  and  those  to 
whom  the  multitudue  listens  persist  in  using  slovenly 


English,  other  expressions  as  useless  as  "as  though" 
will  become  so  ingrained  in  our  language  that  it  will 
lose  all  semblance  to  purity  and  become  mongrel. 
A  bas  the  thought!

"The  prohibition  amendment  was  not  adopted  in  a  hurry  nor  in  a  corner.  It  was  adopted  by  45 
of  the  48  states,  and  by  Congress.  There  is  no  way  to  get  it  out  except  by  the  same  process.  It 
is  part  of  the  organic  law  of  the  land. 

"Americanism  is  not  keeping  the  laws  I  like  ;  and  breaking  and  disregarding  the  laws  I  do  not 
like.     Americanism  is  honestly  obeying  the  law — all   the   law. 

"The  man  who  seeks  exemption  from  the  law,  because  of  his  position — or  numbers,  is  not  a 
good   American. 

"The  man  who  disregards  or  disobeys  sells  his  country  for  a  drink  of  whiskey.  He  places  his 
stomach   above  the  constitution,   and  makes   his  appetite   superior   to   the    flag." 


In  a  ringing  declaration  as  to  the  ideal  on  which 
the  American  Foundation  For  Peace  must  rest,  Rev- 
erend Willsie  Martin  addressed  a  large  audience  of 
club  women  during  the  Los  Angeles  District  Fed- 
eration Convention  in  Santa  Monica.  He  said  the 
American  foundantion  for  peace  rests  on  American- 
issm,  the  rulue  of  the  majority,  respect  for  the  law, 
and   altruism. 

"There  may  be  some  sleepers  "who  do  not  know 
it.  But  the  wind  of  a  New  World  Morning  is  afoot," 
said  the  speaker.  "A  new  hope,  a  new  purpose,  a 
new  will  is  stirring  the  hearts  and  registering  itself  in 
the  acts  of  men.  This  hope,  this  purpose,  this  will 
was  felt  and  uttered  amid  the  crash  of  death.  Mul- 
titudes of  men  facing  the  guns,  facing  the  gas,  facing 
every  sort  of  horror  said  we  will  carry  through  until

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"As  a  result  a  step  of  permanent  value  has  been 
taken.  For  the  first  time  in  history,  great  nations 
have  voluntarily  scrapped  war  equipment.  War  has 
been   unmasked   and  Peace  has  been   exalted. 

"The  achievements  of  the  Disarmament  Confer- 
ence are  real  advances  toward  a  world  of  good-will 
and  the  ratification  of  the  past  by  the  United  States 
is  a  victory,  a  harbinger  of  the  dawn  of  a  new  and 
better  day,  when  men  the  world  around  shall 
brothers   be. 

"A  discordant,  bickering,  class-seamed  America,  a 
crime  swept,  selfish,  venal,  law-breaking  America  is 
a  menace  and  not  an  aid  to  world  peace.  An  Amer- 
ica that  lives  in  a  house  of  order  and  good-will  an 
America  that  keeps  her  own  door-steps  and  parlor 
and  kitchen  of  domestic  life  clean,  an  America  free 
from  violence,  from  disorder,  an  America  that  works, 
that  keeps  the  law,  that  lives  in  the  glow  of  great 
ideals,  an  America  animated  by  good-will  and  moved 
by  kindness  is  the  finest  contributioin  to  world  peace. 

"In  other  words  Good  Americanism  is  the  best, 
aye,  the  only  enduring  material  that  we  can  bring 
to  build  our  part  of  the  foundation  of  permanent 
world  peace.  In  emphasizing  Good  Amerircanism 
therefore  this  morning  let  none  feel  that  a  discordant 
or  selfish  note  is  struck  in  a  World  Peace  program. 
Good  Americanism  is  our  best  effort  for  World  Peace. 
By  Good  Americanism  I  do  not  mean  little  American- 
ism, nor  chauvantistic  Americanism,  nor  mean  Amer- 
icanism,  nor   selfish   Americanism. 

"I  have  known  some  foreign  born  citizens  of 
America  who  were  infinitely  better  Americans  than 
some  descendants  of  the  Mayflower  stock.  I  have 
known  some  men  who  called  themselves  good  Amer- 
icans who  by  their  ideas,  their  lives  and  their  prac- 
tices struck  at  the  very  vitals  of  the  republic,  such 
men  are  enemies,  mere  residence,  ownership  of  prop- 
erty or  franchise  privileges  do  not  make  such  good 
Americans. 

"There  are  three  features  that  are  necessary  if  we 
are  to  have  that  America  which  is  worth  living  in 
and  that  America  which  can  help  contribute  to  the 
foundations  of  peace. 

"The  first  of  these  is  government  by  the  will  of  the 
Riajority. 

"That  has  been  characteristic  of  the  American 
republic  from  the  beginning.  If  we  are  to  continue 
with  safety  it  must  continue  to  be  characteristic  of  us. 

"It  has  been  axiomatic  with  us  that  the  seat  of 
power  was  in  the  people.  .  That  the  people  expressed 
their  will  by  selecting  representatives  who  were  to 
carry  out  the  registered  purpose  of  the  people.  On 
practically  every  issue  there  is  bound  to  be  a  division 
of  opinion,  with  a  minority  and  a  majority  against 
and  for.  It  is  very  basic  of  our  government  that  the 
majority    shall    rule.  .    Now    it    is   conceded    that    the 
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people  are  not  always  right  in  their  decisions  and  the 
majority  which  represents  the  people's  wish  may  be 
wrong  while  the  truth  lies  with  the  minority.  But  it 
has  been  the  very  foundation  of  our  governmental 
structure  that  that  minority  shall  not  rule  though  it 
be  right.  That  it  may  not  resort  to  force  or  violence 
or  war  to  secure  its  ends  even  if  the  end  be  the  right 
one.  The  only  way  the  government  of  the  majority 
may  be  changed  is  to  change  through  an  orderly  pro- 
cess the  will  and  purpose  of  the  majority. 

"The  changes  therefore  that  are  wrought  in  the 
government  are  those  that  are  brought  about  in  an 
orderly  fashion  by  information  and  education,  which 
cause  a  change  of  ideas. 

"It  is  perfectly  legitimate  in  America  to  change 
the  legislation,  even  to  completely  alter  it,  or  nega- 
tive it,  but  it  can,  it  must  be  done  only  by  the  power 
of  an  aroused  or  changed  public  opinion  which  re- 
gisters itself  through  the  franchise.  No  little  group 
can  take  the  reins  into  their  hands  and  do  it,  no 
large  group  can  seize  the  nation  by  the  throat  and  say 
this  must  be  done.  .  That  is  not  American.  The 
majority  will  often  do  things  that  you  will  not  like, 
that  you  will  not  uphold.  .  Are  you  gagged,  are  you 
helpless?  No.  You  are  free  to  change  that  decision 
provided  you  do  it  through  the  proper  channels  and 
in  the  right  fashion.  You  cannot  attempt  to  do  it  by 
breaking  the  rules  and  be  a  good  American.  John 
Brown  may  believe  in  slavery  but  he  has  no  business 
to  start  an  insurrection.  Carrie  Nation  may  be  a 
woman  with  a  moral  passion  to  see  men  and  homes 
freed  from  the  curse  of  the  saloon,  but  she  has  no 
business  nor  right  to  act  in  violation  of  the  expressed 
will    of    the    people. 

"The  American  government  must  not  be  preverted 
into  a  government  of  force  or  coercion.  The  minor- 
ity may  not  like  the  legislation,  may  not  like  the  course 
that  is  being  taken.  They  have  two  channels  for  re- 
dress. One  is  through  the  courts  and  the  other  is , 
through  the  polls.  The  one  is  by  an  appeal  to  con- 
stitutional   rights.     The   other   is   by   education. 

"But  government  by  whim,  by  passion,  by  impuls- 
iveness, by  irrationality,  by  coercion,  by  force  or  dic- 
tatorship is  not  American.  Against  all  that  tide  we 
need  to  set  our  faces  like  a  flint. 

"Our  government  must  be  a  government  by  the  will 
and  suffrage  of  the  majority,  registering  its  desires 
and  purposes  through  laws. 

"In  the  second  place  Americanism  is  marked  by  a 
recognition  and  observance  of  the  law.  Ours  is  a 
government   by  law. 

"The  law  is  over  all.  Mr.  Harding  is  president  of 
the  United  States,  but  he  is  not  free  to  do  as  he 
pleases.  He  is  under  the  law  of  the  land.  A  U.  S. 
senator  is  answerable  to  the  law.  No  group  of  men 
in  America  however  powerful  have  any  right  or 
business  to  try  to  live  beyond  or  above  the  law. 
Even  the  majority,  the  law  making  force  may  not  do 


an   illegal   thing  because  they   are   the  majority. 

"We  are  all  of  us  undner  the  law.  The  paramount 
duty  of  Americans  must  be  to  continue  the  reign  of 
the  law.  The  law  is  like  the  dykes  in  front  of  Hol- 
land, if  they  go  down  then  the  towns  and  farms  and 
schools  and  homes  are  ruined.  If  the  law  be  not  ob- 
served, if  the  law  be  not  respected,  then  the  very 
foundation  of  the  republic  is  ruined.  Contrasts,  agree- 
ments, are  void  and  valueless.  Property  has  no  safe- 
guard, life  no  protection  save  force,  there  is  no  secur- 
ity for  the  home,  all  things  are  in  danger,  all  in  chaos 
and  disorder.     Life  becomes   worse  than  the  jungle. 

"More  deadly  than  the  attacks  of  an  open  foe  is 
the  destructive  force  of  law  violation.  History  shows 
that  the  break  down  of  most  great  nations  began  by 
p  disregard  for  the  law  of  the  land.  Therefore  the- 
most  deadly  foe  of  America  is  he  who  by  act 
or  connivance  or  apathy  permits  the  laws  of  the  na- 
tion  to   be   disregarded   or   broken   with   impunity. 

"The  hope  of  America  lies  in  Americanization. 
That  means  not  only  indoctrinating  the  foreigners 
with  a  surface  knowledge  of  our  history  but  im- 
pipanting  in  every  new  citizen  native  born  and  for- 
eign born  the  eternal  principles  on  which  alone  the 
republic  can  rest  secure.  Americanization  means 
producing  law  respectors   and  law   keepers. 

"That  means  a  new  veneration  for  the  law.  A  new 
respect  for  law  and  authority  and  finer  obedience  to 
rhe  law. 

"I  am  not  the  judge  and  you  are  not  the  judge  as  to 
whether  I  will  or  you  will  or  will  not  keep  the  law. 
If  it  is  the  law  we  are  to  keep  it.  Keep  it  as  long  as 
it  is  the  law.  Law  observance  is  not  an  optional 
matter.  It  is  obligatory.  All  good  citizens  will  keep 
the  law.  None  others  are  desired  in  America.  I  am 
not  free  because  I  do  not  like  it  to  violate  a  law. 
Being  the  law  I  am  to  keep  it. 

"Every  law  has  its  foes.  Shall  they  be  permitted 
to  violate  the   statute  because    they    find    it    unpleas- 
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ant,  because  it  impinges  upon  their  lusts  or  their 
predations?  Thieves  do  not  like  laws  about  steal- 
ing, white  slavers  do  not  like  the  Mann  act,  the 
I.  W.  W.  do  not  like  the  provisions  against  sabotage. 
Shall  these  dictate',  these  minorities,  that  there  shall 
be  no  moral  and  protective  codes  for  the  safe  guard- 
ing of  life,  property  and  happiness? 

"Not  as  long  as  there  be  Americans.  A  true 
American  does  not  laugh  at  the  law.  He  does  not 
wink  at  its  evasion.  He  does  not  seek  for  its  break- 
down   that   he   may   please    his   own    appetite. 

"If  any  group  of  Americans  grow  lax  in  the  up- 
holding of  the  majesty  and  sacredness  of  the  law  that 
moment  the  forces  of  disintegration  and  destruction 
take  new  life  and  lift  their  hideous  heads  to  do  vio- 
lence  and   work  injury. 

"Our  task  to  see  that  the  laws  are  enforced  and 
observed.  If  they  need  to  be  repealed  let  that  repeal 
come  in  the  legal  and  lawful  channels,  but  while 
the  law  is  the  law  it  becomes  my  duty  and  yours  to 
see  that  it  is  honestly  and  impartially  and  fully  en- 
forced. Less  than  that  is  unfair  to  America.  To 
do  less  than  that  or  to  desire  to  do  less  is  to  be  false 
to  our  civic  responsibilities.  This  is  your  job  and 
it  is  mine.  The  very  life  of  our  republic  depends 
on  it.  The  well-being  of  all  whom  we  love  is  af- 
fected by  it.  The  sceurity  of  all  we  possess  hinges 
upon  it.  Every  dictate  of  self  interest,  every  senti- 
ment of  patriotism,  every  motive  of  love  combine 
to  make  us  observers  and  keepers  and  enforcers  of 
the  law  of  the  land. 

The   position   of   an   official   is   a   hard   one.     There 


are  ten  people  to  one  who  come  to  him  urging  him 
to  put  on  the  soft  pedal.  Do  not  hurt  business.  The 
Gaderenes  and  Christ,  the  money  changers  in  the 
temple.  So  today  our  money  changers  who  traffic  in 
the  holiest  of  places  and  with  the  most  sacred  things 
grow  lachromose  about  business  being  hurt.  The 
only  thing  that  every  permanently  hurts  business  is 
law  evasion.  Chicago  is  suffering  more  from  thug- 
gery than  from  hard  times. 

"Take  the  18th  amendment.  Perhaps  the  best  il- 
lustraton  at  hand.  You  may  not  believe  in  prohibi- 
tion. I  do.  If  you  do  not  believe  in  it  there  are  or- 
derly ways  by  which  you  can  change  it.  Just  as  I 
lived  when  there  were  saloons  and  did  not  wreck 
them,  though  I  saw  them  spew  death  and  disease  and 
crrime  upon  a  community,  so  now  living  under  prohi- 
bition it  is  up  to  any  who  do  not  like  prohibition  to 
be  good  American  citizens  and  observe  the  law  while 
it  is  a  law. 

"I  saw  you  can  attempt  to  change  the  law  if  you 
do  not  like  it.  But  the  chances  of  changing  it  are 
about  as  great  as  producing  ice  in  the  lowest  and 
hottest  region  of   Dante's   inforno. 

"The  question  before  us  is  not  whether  we  like 
prohibition,  but  whether  we  shall  respect  and  honor 
and  maintain  the  Constitution.  For  if  you  permit 
one  section  of  the  Constitution  to  be  flouted  and  be- 
trayed and  disgraced  what  is  there  to  protect  any 
other  section  of  the  Constitution  with  equal  force 
being  disgraced  by  some  other  band  of  law  assassins. 

"The  18th  amendment  is  a  part  of  the  fundamental 
law  of  the   land." 
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Mrs.  A.  P.  Finan,  Chairman 
Solano  County  has  a  model  Baby  Welfare  Center 
in  the  city  of  Vallejo.  Its  success  is  due  largely  to 
the  executive  ability  and  organiaztion  methods  of 
Mrs.  Morgan  Jones,  who  was  Child  Welfare  chair- 
man for  the  Vallejo  Civic  League,  before  she  received 
her  appointment  to  the  position  she  now  holds  in 
S.  F.  District,  as  an  associate  chairman  of  Child 
Welfare. 

Vallejo's  Baby  Welfare  Center  was  organized  one 
year  ago  by  Mrs.  Jones  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Civic  League,  and  on  this  first  anniversary,  March 
21st  and  22nd,  held  a  two  days'  exhibit  and  celebra- 
tion which  attracted  the  attention  of  Childl  Welfare 
workers  of  the  surrounding  country  and  the  state  and 
district  federations. 

In  the  commodious  rooms  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Center  in  the  new  Presbyterian  church  building, 
sixteen  booths  were  constructed  in  dainnty  colorings 
of  baby — pink  and  blue  and  white.  Each  booth  was 
presided  over  by  a  specialist  and  during  the  two 
afternoons  of  the  exhibit,  the  rooms  were  crowded  by 


interested  visitors,  who  were  many  of  them  much 
surprised  to  learn  how  many  things  enter  into  the 
plans  of  a  modern  Children's  Health  Center.  Follow- 
ing is  a  list  of  the  booths,  and  their  exhibits:

HOME  ECONOMICS  AND  FOOD  VALUE  DEMONSTRA- 
TION COURSE  LOS  ANGELES  DISTRICT  C.  F.  W.  C.

The  attention  of  the  Los  Angeles  District  Board 
C.  F.  W.  C.  was  recently  called  to  some  of  the  eco- 
nomic problems  which  face  the  housewives  of  today, 
embracing  such  matters  as  the  investigation  of  the 
cost  of  cooked  and  uncooked  foods ;  buying  of  home 
products;  inspection  of  foods  (especially  pertaining 
to  the  sale  of  frozen  oranges)  ;  setting  resale  prices, 
and  more   intelligent  purchasing. 

As  a  result  of  the  board's  deliberations  on  these 
problems,  and  in  response  to  a  communication  from 
the  Los  Angeles  City  Health  Department,  expressing 
a  desire  to  co-operate  with  the  women's  clubs  in  a 
plan  to  give  housewives  a  greater  knowledge  of  food 
values,   thereby   insuring   more   intelligent   buying,  the 


Page,  Chairman 
board  decided  to  send  a  committee  to  confer  with  the 
health   department   on   these   matters. 

This  committee  met  on  March  21,  at  the  office  of 
the  Los  Angeles  City  Board  of  Health,  where  the 
city  food  inspectors  demonstrated  the  testing  of 
frozen  oranges.  There  was  discussed,  also,  the  feas- 
ibility of  giving  a  course  of  instruction  for  house- 
wives. 

Another  meeting  was  held  for  the  further  discus- 
sion of  the  latter  question  on  March  25,  at  which 
time  it  was  definitely  arraLged  to  conduct  such  a 
course,  to  be  known  as  the  "Food  Value  Demonstra- 
tion Course,"  conducted  by  the  Los  Angeles  City 
Health    Department,   the   Los   Angeles    District   Board 
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C.   F.  W.  C,  and  other  organizations,  for  the  house- 
keepers of  Los  Angeles  and  vicinity. 

This  course  is  absolutely  free  of  charge  and  is  open 
tc  all  women,  whether  or  not  they  are  affiliated  with 
any  club  or  other  organization. 

All  clubs  and  other  organized  bodies  of  women 
are  urged  to  interest  in  this  move,  which  is  expected 
to  be  very  far-reaching.  In  fact  it  is  hoped  that  this 
is  merely  the  nucleus  around  which  a  structure  may 
be  built  whose  scope  will   become  state-wide. 

The  course  comprises  ten  talks  by  noted  food  ex- 
perts, with  practical  demonstrations  of  meats,  poul- 
try, fish,  milk,  fruits,  vegetables,  canned  products  and 
bakery  goods. 

The  classes  will  be  held  at  Normal  Hill  Center  on 
Wednesday  of  each  week  at  two  o'clock  P.  M.,  be- 
ginning on  April   5th. 

It  is  planned  to  start  this  class  with  one  hundred 
members ;  membership  may  be  obtained  by  signing 
up  with  the  committee  in  the  lobby  of  the  clubhouse 
during  the  convention,  or  by  telephoning  the  Los 
Angeles   City  Board   of  Health   office.

"Here    is    the    world    humanity    has    made: 
luill  you  take  full  citizenship  in  it?" 

Lighting  their  lamp  before  the  sanctuary  in  which 
dwells  the  new  ideal  of  citizenship,  the  California 
Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  met  in  twenty-first  an- 
nual convention  in  Bovard  Hall,  University  of  South- 
ern California,  Los  Angeles,  May  3-6. 

Will  you  take  full  citizenship  in  the  world  humanity 
has  made?  was  the  keynote  of  every  address  and  pa- 
per given  before  the  convention;  the  theme  of  the 
music  and  play.  The  attitude  of  the  convention  theme 
was  not  of  utopianism,  but  of  statecraft.  Will  you 
fight  crime  and  uncleanliness,  and  all  the  destructive 
forces  that  gnaw  at  the  heart  of  our  happiness ;  and 
will  you  work  and  strive  and  stand  shoulder  to 
shoulder  and  heart  to  heart  for  the  best  interests  of 
community,  state,  nation  and  world?  were  the  ques- 
tions asked.  And  the  answer  came  in  every  resolu- 
tion passed,  in  every  word  spoken  from  platform  and 
floor   of  the  convention. 

A  triple  entente  of  the  three  great  powers  of 
peace — love,  education,  service — was  made  articulate 
and  given  expression  by  hundreds  of  women  who 
read  stirring  reports,  gave  thrilling  little  talks ;  who 
with  cleaving,  dissective  strokes  cut  clear  through  to 
the  bone  and  sinews  of  sham  and  pretense,  and  false- 
hood, and  shame.  New  life  currents  were  brought  in 
touch  with  each  other.  The  women  of  the  North  and 
of  the  South,  of  the  East  and  of  the  West  parts  of  the 
state  found  that  all  roads  still  lead  to  Rome,  though 
some  may  travel  across  the  mountain  tops  and  others 
along  the  valley  highways. 

Going  on  the  theory  that  all  work  and  no  play  re- 
sults in  Jack  being  a  dull  boy,  the  convention  pro- 
gram planners  made  play  and  entertainment  one  of 
the  features  of  the  convention;  all  delightfully  a  part 
of  citizenship  education,  without  a  sugar-coated  pill 
in  evidence. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

In  her  report  before  the  convention — with  nothing 
poverty-stricken  in  past  activities,  or  in  forward- 
looking  prospects — Mrs.  W.  A.  Fitzgerald,  State  Pres- 
ident C.  F.  W.  C,   said   in  part: 

"Shortly  after  my  return  from  our  never-to-be-for- 
gotten convention  in  glorious  Yosemite,  it  was  my 
great  pleasure  and  honor  upon  my  first  official  ap- 
pearance to  introduce  our  General  Federation  Presi- 
dent, Mrs.  Thomas  G.  Winter,  to  a  splendid  gather- 
ing of  clubwomen  at  the  Fairmont  Hotel  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. Mrs.  Winter's  address  was  universally  ac- 
claimed as  one  of  the  most  brilliant  and  inspiring 
ever  heard  in  the  state,  and  though  it  was  not  possi- 
ble to  have  Mrs.  Winter  with  us  at  this  convention, 
no  effort  will  be  spared  to  have  her  visit  California 
during  the  coming  year. 

"The  Council  Meeting  of  the  General  Federation 
of  Salt  Lake  City  was  intensely  interesting  and  help- 
ful and  the  pleasure  of  the  occasion  was  increased  by 
the  company  of  Mrs.  Schloss,  Past  State  President, 
and   Dr.  Bertola,  new  elected  Vice-President. 

"Perhaps  more  than  any  other  one  feature  of  the 
Council  Meeting  the  conferences  of  the  State  Presi- 
dents appealed  to  me,  as  it  was  very  helpful  to  find 
the  various  methods  which  different  states  had  used 
to  solve  the  same  problems.  Two  topics  which  aroused 
the  most  discussion  were  "finance"  and  the  club  maga- 
zine or  bulletin. 

"To  try  to  tell  briefly  of  the  program  is  impossible, 
for   justice    could    not    be    done    the   various    speakers 


and  subjects,  but  I  must  mention  that  California's 
contribution  to  that  program  was  a  matter  of  pride 
and  gratification  to  all.  Mrs.  Robert  J.  Burdette,  Di- 
rector for  California  in  the  General  Federation;  Dr. 
Aurelia  Reinhardt,  Chairman  of  Literature;  Mrs. 
Rose  V.  S.  Berry,  Chairman  of  Fine  Arts;  Mrs.  Aaron 
Schloss,  Past  President,  and  Mrs.  H.  A.  Atwood  (now 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Indian  Welfare)  all 
stood  out  as  bright  particular  stars  among  the  galaxy 
at  that  great  gathering. 

"Early  in  the  club  year  visits  to  clubs  began  and 
sixty-one  individual  club  meetings,  twenty-two  county 
conventions,  two  bi-county  meetings,  six  district  con- 
ventions have  been  attended.  I  have  written  over 
one  thousand  letters  and  at  the  close  of  the  club 
year  will  have  held  State  Executive  Board  Meetings 
or  Conferences  in  every  district. 

"The  need  that  the  county  units  are  meeting  is  evi- 
denced by  their  splendid  growth  and  success.  Each 
County  President  reports  the  accession  of  clubs  be- 
cause of  this  new  unit  which  makes  possible  the  closer 
contact  of  all  clubs  with  our  district  and  state  or- 
ganizations. 

"It  has  been  most  gratifying  to  note  how  univer- 
sally the  clubs  have  responded  to  emphasizing  "Amer- 
ican Citizenship,"  the  key-note  of  our  year's  program. 
The  keen  interest  that  club  women  have  taken  in 
stressing  the  dignity  and  importance  of  the  granting 
of  citizenship  and  their  friendly  welcome  to  the 
newly-made  citizens  is  making  for  a  steady  growth 
of  friendship  and  understanding  and  promoting  a 
better  community  spirit.  I  urge  that  during  the  next 
year  the  Nationality  Maps  be  completed  in  every  dis- 
trict. The  General  Federation  states  that  California 
is  the  first  state  to  undertake  such  an  important  con- 
tribution and  our  State  Chairman  has  been  asked  to 
present  this  plan  at  the  coming  biennial.  Also  I  hope 
that  many  more  clubs  will  plan  during  the  next  year 
for  an  Arts  and   Crafts  Exhibit. 

"During  the  past  year  a  number  of  Girls'  Auxil- 
iaries have  been  formed  and  it  has  been  my  privilege 
to  hear  numbers  of  these  girls  express  their  apprecia- 
tion of  the  opportunities  and  privileges  that  they  were 
receiving  through  this  medium.  It  seems  to  me  the 
auxiliary  offers  a  splendid  avenue  for  better  under- 
standing between  the  young  and  older  people  of  a 
community.  And  at  a  time  when  so  much  is  said  in 
criticism  of  the  forms  of  recreation  provided  for 
youth,  I  think  every  woman's  club  can  render  a  dis- 
tinct service  to  its  community  in  assisting  to  secure 
worth-while  and  wholesome  entertainment.  Many 
clubs  are  giving  the  use  of  their  buildings  for  mu- 
sicals, picture  shows  and  dancing  parties  for  the 
amusement  of  their  young  bays  and  girls. 

"Another  community  service  that  I  note  with  pride 
is  constantly  growing  is  the  evening  meeting  when 
public  questions  are  presented  and  the  community  is 
invited  to  attend.  What  an  opportunity  there  will  be 
afforded  for  some  such  interesting  sessions  during  the 
coming  Autumn  when  great  interest  should  be  aroused 
in  the  twenty-five  measures  that  will  appear  on  the 
ballot.  With  good  speakers  to  present  opposite  sides 
of  the  issues  involved  and  with  time  allowed  for 
questions  and  discussion,  such  meetings  would  be  of 
value  to  every  resident  in  the  community. 

"Music,  Art  and  Literature,  which  suffered  some 
neglect  (as  was  very  natural)  during  the  past  few 
years,  are  again  taking  their  important  place  in  our 
work,  and  we  realize  more  fully  than  ever  before 
that  a  love  and   appreciation  for  the  beautiful  should 
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be  specially  stressed  at  a  time  when  there  seems  to 
be  a  tendency  to  sacrifice  too  ruthlessly  the  esthetic 
to  the  practical  and  material. 

"Following  the  plan  of  the  General  Federation,  one 
new  department — Motion  Pictures — and  one  new  com- 
mittee— Cooperation  With  Ex-Service  Men  and 
Women — have  been  added  to  our  regular  depart- 
ments of  work.  And  we  are  proud  to  report  that  the 
General  Federation,  following  the  California  Federa- 
tion, has  created  in  their  great  organization  a  Com- 
mittee on  Indian  Welfare,  and  we  are  gratified  that 
one  of  our  California  members,  Mrs.  H.  A.  Atwood 
of  Riverside,  has  been  chosen  for  this  committee  by 
the   General   Federation. 

"Better  Film  Week  was  observed  the  second  week 
in  May,  and  the  chairman  of  this,  department,  who 
has  taken  her  work  with  a  very  serious  appreciation 
of  its  importance,  has  secured  much  important  ma- 
terial and  data  that  will  be  most  helpful  in  a  con- 
structive and  outstanding  program  for  this  depart- 
ment next  year.  So  far  as  I  am  able  to  ascertain, 
California  leads  in  observing  Better  Film  Week.  It 
is  encouraging  to  report  that  in  one  county  the  ex- 
hibitors joined  in  the  giving  of  prizes  for  slogans  and 
essays  to  stimulate  interest  in  the  better  movie  work. 

"In  a  recent  pamphlet  issued  by  the  General  Fed- 
eration Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Cooperation 
With  Ex-Service  Men  and  Women,  California  was 
given  prominent  mention  because  of  the  splendid 
work  accomplished  by  our  State  Chairman  and  her 
workers. 

"To  fill  a  long-felt  need,  a  Business  Committee  has 
been  created,  and  during  its  first  year  has  proven  its 
splendid  worth,  and  through  the  advice  and  sugges- 
tions of  the  members  of  this  committee  (composed  of 
women  who  are  not  alone  experienced  in  Federation 
but  with  splendid  financial  experience  and  judgment 
as  well)  we  feel  assured  that  the  funds  of  the  Fed- 
eration, through  a  well  thought  out  budget  plan,  will 
be  wisely  and  economically  administered. 

"So  that  the  film  of  the  pageant,  'Calfiornia, 
Land  of  Dreams,'  might  have  its  bookings  properly 
taken  care  of  in  a  prompt  and  business-like  manner, 
a  Pageant  Committee  was  appointed  and  you  will 
later  hear  the  report  of  its  chairman  during  the  con- 
vention. 

"Time  does  not  permit  me  to  mention  the  splendid 
work  of  all  our  departments,  and  I  have  touched  only 
upon  those  that  are  new  this  year. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

"In  my  judgment  the  greatest  need  of  our  organ- 
ization for  its  future  success  and  growth  is  to  pro- 
vide a  plan  that  will  make  possible  the  sending  of 
more  officers  and  State  Chairmen  to  visit  the  county 
units  and  individual  clubs  when  possible.  This  calls 
for  increased  funds,  and  as  this  subject  will  be  pre- 
sented on  our  program,  I  ask  your  earnest  considera- 
tion of  this  important  step  forward  in  our  work. 

"The  Endowment  Fund  has  been  added  to  materi- 
ally this  year  through  the  splendid  enthusiasm  of  our 
State  Chairman  and  her  workers,  and  I  trust  that 
this  campaign  will  continue  with  increased  success 
during  the  coming  year.  The  fact  that  (he  fund  is 
no  larger  is  due,  I  feel  confident,  to  lack  of  stressing 
its  importance  and  the  object  to  which  it  will  be 
devoted. 

"The  itineraries  planned  by  the  District  Presidents, 
which  enable  a  group  of  speakers  to  visit  every  county 
unit  in  the  district  in  a  few  days  with  the  least  possi- 
ble expenditure  of  time,  money  and  effort  add  much 
to  the  efficiency  of  our  organization.  I  hope  that  all 
county    units    will    consider    having   constitutions    that

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are  flexible  enough  to  allow  their  meetings  to  follow 
in  order  of  the  meetings  of  their  neoghboring 
county  units. 

"At  this  time  I  would  emphasize  the  importance  of 
clubs  carrying  out  the  request  of  the  General  Federa- 
tion Chairman  of  American  Citizenship  in  Fourth  of 
July  Citizenship  programs.  Full  instructions  with 
suggestions  for  your  program  will  be  furnished  by 
your  State  Chairman  of  American  Citizenship. 

"Next  fall  there  will  be  many  measures  on  the  bal- 
lot for  your  consideration.  I  urge  every  club  very 
early  in  the  new  club  season  to  feature  legislative 
programs  setting  forth  arguments  for  and  against  the 
measures  to  be  voted  upon.  I  know  of  no  better  way 
that  we  can  practically  demonstrate  our  loyalty  and 
sincerity  in  carrying  out  our  program,  'American  Cit- 
izenship, than  by  being  prepared  to  cast  an  intelli- 
gent vote  next  fall,  and  in  order  that  you  may  vote, 
DO  NOT  FORGET  TO  REGISTER  NOW. 

"That  the  great  majority  of  our  clubs  are  heartily 
in  sympathy  with  "The  Home  Products  Campaign" 
inaugurated  by  our  State  Federation  is  evidenced  by 
the  resolutions  passed  at  District  Conventions  and  by 
the  number  of  cards  sent  in  by  individual  clubs 
pledging  support  to  the  movement.  Those  who  are 
most  familiar  with  the  cause  of  the  crime  wave  state 
that  unemployment  is  largely  responsible.  I  urge 
your  earnest  support  of  a  plan  to  help  solve  our  un- 
employment problem  by  purchasing,  insofar  as  prac- 
ticable, California  products,  and  thus  lessen  crime, 
and  in  so  doing  promote  the  interest  of  every  depart- 
ment of  work  in  our  organization  for  Child  Welfare. 
Public  Health,  Better  Home  Conditions,  American 
Citizenship,  will  be  better  served  when  we  have  all 
our  people  working. 

"My  sincere  appreciation  at  the  close  of  this  year 
goes  out  to  the  members  of  the  California  Federation 
for  their  fine  spirit  of  loyalty  and  cooperation.  To 
the  members  of  my  Executive  Board  and  to  the  in- 
dividual club  women  I  extend  my  heartfelt  thanks 
for  their  unfailing  courtesy  and  kindness.    The  count- 
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less  words  of  encouragement  and  appreciation,  the 
numberless  acts  of  friendship  and  loyalty  have  made 
the  year  one  of  joy  and  happiness. 

"In  closing  I  would  emphasize  the  fact  that  though 
we  succeed  in  our  every  endeavor  and  fail  to  work 
and  pray  and  plan  for  World  Peace;  if  we  through 
our  indifference  and  neglect  fail  to  do  our  part  in 
making  forever  impossible  the  recurrence  of  the 
world  tragedy  of  1914,  all  our  cherished  work  of  years 
may  be  destroyed  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye.  May 
we  bend  our  efforts  with  conscration  and  devotion  to 
the  winning  of  a  World  Peace."

The  Chairman  of  Federation  Extension,  who  has 
spent  much  time  at  her  work,  has  brought  in  six  new 
clubs,  all  anxious  to  do  their  share  to  help  Alameda 
District  live  up  to  her  motto:     To  be — not  to  seem. 

LOS  ANGELES  DISTRICT  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 
Mrs.  John  C.  TJrquhart,  President 

The  past  year's  work,  with  its  activities  centered 
upon  American  Citizenship,  has  seemed  but  an  en- 
larged opportunity  to  continue  the  work  in  which  I 
was  so  keenly  interested  while  serving  the  district  as 
Americanization  Chairman.  Those  two  years  im- 
pressed upon  me  the  need  of  tolerance,  of  understand- 
ing, of  appreciation,  of  deep  study  of  present  day  liv- 
ing conditions,  and  past  historical  settings  and,  above 
all,  the  need  of  training  for  leadership.  My  work  as 
executive  of  the  Los  Angeles  District  has  increased 
these  impressions  a  hundred  fold,  and  been  responsi- 
ble for  the  little  sermon  which  is  ever  in  my  heart 
and  on  my  lips. 

Our  work  has  gone  smoothly.  We  have  tried  to 
build  on  the  accomplished  facts  of  the  last  adminis- 
tration. We  have  striven  to  proceed  logically.  Our 
aim   has   been — not   to   start   NEW   things,   but  to   be

ready  to  do  the  next  thing  which  was  in  logical  se- 
quence. 

We  incorporated  in  our  yearly  directory,  a  hand- 
book of  procedure  from  each  of  our  department  chair- 
men, hoping  to  thus  reach  each  president  early  in  the 
year  and  place  our  combined  policy  at  her  disposal. 

The  demands  upon  the  time  of  officers  and  chair- 
man, in  a  district  as  large  as  this  are  very  exacting. 
Many  of  our  chaimen  are  professional  women  and 
could  not  spare  the  time  to  minister  to  the  individual 
club.  The  idea  of  conducting  their  work  in  the  form 
of  monthly  conferences  was  put  forth  as  a  possible 
solution.  The  remarkable  success  of  the  venture 
proves  that  whatever  is  worth  going  for  is  worth 
vastly  more  than  that  which  is  brought  to  us.  As  an 
evidence  I  mention  two — the  Press  Conference,  with 
an  average  attendance  of  40,  and  Federation  secre- 
taries  averaging  40. 

While  this  relieved  the  situation  it  was  not  equal 
to  the  demands.  Simply  not  enough  days  in  the  week. 
In  some  cases  the  work  seemed  to  overlap  and  there 
was  danger  of  duplication  Joint  conferences  of  de- 
partments whose  work  was  allied  was  tried  and  seems 
to  be  the  solution  to  the  conservation  of  time  and 
energy  so  necessary  in  theso  busy  days.  Such  combi- 
nations as  Political  Science,  Civics,  Citizenship  and 
Legislation  ,  or  the  various  kinds  of  welfare  work  or 
Home  Economics,  Country  Life  and  Public  Health. 
These  are  some  of  the  combinations  we  have  tried 
with  success. 

I  recommend  the  grouping  of  department  work 
whenever  possible,  carrying  out  the  plan  of  the 
General  Federation  but  amplifying  to  suit  the  needs 
of  locality  and  demands  of  clubs.  The  ease  with 
which  these  groupings  were  effected  bore  tribute  to 
the  broad  mindedness  of  the  women  on  the  board. 
Each  was  willing  to  seek  her  own  in  anothers  good. 
Their  interdependence  anJ  spirit  of  cooperation 
means  they  are  seeing  life  as  a.  whole,  which  after  all 
is   the   meaning   of   citizenship 
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The  conference  plan  will  not  yield  as  many  fine 
individual  reports  of  things  accomplished,  but  I  feel 
the  saving  of  time,  gain  in  energy,  the  desire  evinced 
by  the  coming,  the  vitilization  of  the  participants  and 
the  consequent  responsibility  resting  upon  them  to 
give  out  what  they  have  received  is  of  more  value 
and  will  result  in  more  trained  workers.  Following 
along  this  line  of  group  work, — we  suggest  programs 
given  by  the  group ;  short  vivid,  talks  on  each  in- 
dividual's subject  but  correlated  to  a  central  theme. 
Such  programs  taken  to  newly  federated  clubs  will 
be  a  stimulant  and  an  excellent  means  of  giving  a  big 
refreshing  draft  of  Federation  Spirit. 

Our  Motion  Picture  Department  must  be  com- 
mended for  its  patient,  intelligent,  tolerant  but  at  all 
times  alert  work.  The  subject  with  its  unlimited 
possibilities  for  good,  but  beset  with  the  temptations 
of  Mammon  is  one  requiring  our  untiring  vigilance 
and   discretion. 

To  our  Press  department  with  its  bright  news  sheet 
carrying  the  coming  events  and  chronicling  the  good 
in  the  past  ones,  and  its  monthly  conferences  with  a 
competent  newspaper  woman  conducting  class  in- 
struction in  the  technique  and  value  of  news,  belongs 
much  of  the  credit  for  the  esprit  de  corps  of  our  dis- 
trict. Truly  the  scripture  behest  to  "let  our  light  so 
shine  before  men  that  they  may  see  our  good  works" 
is   the   motto   of   our  Press   chairman. 

One  more  step  in  the  structure  of  citizenship  which 
we  are  building  on  past  achievements  is  the  Second 
Annual  Art  and  Craft  exhibit  now  being  held  at 
Southwest  Museum  and  featuring  the  Indian  of  the 
Southwest.  This  purposeful  exhibit  we  expect  to  be 
the  forerunner  of  legislation  for  the  betterment  of 
living  conditions  and  social  justic  for  our  first  Amer- 
icans which  in  turn  may  help  in  shaping  our  future 
national-colonial   policy. 

Our  vear   has   been  marked   bv  harmonious   action.

Can  it  be  because  of  the  great  desire  for  universal 
peace  which  is  throbbing  in  every  woman's  breast; 
On  Armistice    Day  this   great   pulse   beat   of   woman- 
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kind  took  form  in  a  Woman's  Mass  meeting  held 
at  Hollywood  Bowl.  Its  one  purpose  was  to  allow 
WOMEN,  women  of  all  color,  race  and  creed  to 
express  themselves  for  peace.  Fully  15,000  women 
sang  and  prayed  together.  Messages  from  all  of 
the  nations  assembled  at  the  peace  table  at  Washing- 
ton were  given  by  the  women  of  those  lands.

It  was  my  great  privilege  to  be  chairman  of  the 
day  and  to  me  was  entrusted  the  duty  of  carrying 
out  this  wish.  Preliminary  steps  have  been  taken 
and  when  the  time  seems  right  the  organization  will 
be  effected.  The  idea  has  been  strongly  expressed 
and  within  its  mighty  purpose  I  think  I  see  our  next 
step   as   a  Federation  of   earnest  women. 

From  citizenship  as  we  are  beginning  to  know  it, 
to  world  understanding  is  but  a  step  and  I  believe 
our  next  duty  is  to  be  an  active  vital  part  of  that 
great  naval  holiday,  that  ten  year  surcease  from  war 
building  and  leave  no  stone  unturned  which  can  bring 
to  the  war  sick  and  over  stimulated  world  any 
measure  of  peace.  Let  the  next  year  be  our  Inter- 
national year,  a  year  in  which  we  study  what  the 
other  woman  is  doing.  Pan-American,  German, 
French,  British,  Black,  Yellow,  Red,  all  women  of  all 
the  world,  wishing,  wanting,  working,  waiting,  for  a 
common  cause,  the  cause  of  justice  and  peace.  It 
takes  all  to  complete  the  work,  and  on  those  who  are 
surrounded  by  the  most  privileges  rests  the  greatest 
responsibility,  and  those  who  have  caught  the  vision 
must    lead. 

It  is  but  a  study  of  the  great  woman's  movement 
of  the  day.  It  is  the  logical  outgrowth  of  the  work 
of  the  past  few  years.  It  is  but  the  next  step  which 
he  Questing  Spirit  of  Womanhood  must  take, — the 
firm  courageous  step   into  the   realm   of  world   peace. 

SAN   JOAQUIN    DISTRICT 
Mrs.  George  Turner,  President 

Madam  President:  In  reporting  the  work  of  the 
San  Joaquin  Valley  District  for  the  past  year,  a  short 
report  of  County  work  will  first  be  given  with  the 
idea  that  it  will  bring  the  County  organization  a  lit- 
tle closer  to  the  State  organization. 

Stanislaus  County,  12  clubs.  Mrs.  Cora  L.  Abbott 
reports:  One  new  club  house,  value  $3,600,  contract 
let  for  one  new  club  house,  $30,000.  Federated  three 
new  clubs.  Have  done  much  in  the  way  of  civic  work 
such  as  planting  trees  and  shrubs  in  parks,  planting 
ten  miles  of  trees,  improving  cemetery,  placing  street 
signs,  putting  cafeteria  in  Hughson  school.  The 
money  value  in  the  County  during  the  past  year 
amounts  to  about  $10,000,  for  civic  work. 

Merced  County  is  not  federated  as  a  County  but 
has  three  federated  clubs,  two  cultural  clubs  and  one 
civic,  the  Women's  Improvement  Club  of  Dos  Palos. 
This  club  has  improved  churches  and  bought  furni- 
ture for  the  same.  This  is  all  they  have  accom- 
plished in  the  way  of  civic  work. 

Madera  County,  6  clubs.  Mrs.  Geo.  N.  Nickel 
reports  all  clubs  active  and  interested  in  Federation 
work.  Two  or  three  are  planning  to  build  club 
houses,  having  funds  already  started  toward  that  end. 
Civic  work  consists  of  tree  planting,  improving 
school  grounds,  fair  grounds  and  highway,  amounting 
in  money  value  to  $650.  As  a  County  they  have 
stressed  clean  movies,  tree  planting,  securing  County 
Home  Demonstrator.  Philanthropic  work  consists  of 
Christmas  trees,  Christmas  packages,  and  donations 
to  charitable   organizations. 

Fresno  County,  29  clubs.  Mrs.  J.  Frank  Wright  re- 
ports three  new  clubs  this  year.  .  No. new  club  houses.

Civic  work  consists  of  planting  trees,  buying  pictures 
for  schools,  supplying  school  lunches,  instituting 
clean-up  days,  keeping  up  parks,  helping  boy  scouts 
buy  uniforms,  working  for  community  club  houses. 
The  philanthropic  works  consists  of  creating  a  Pre- 
ventorium fund,  Red  Cross  seal  sale,  contributing  to 
girls  welfare  home,  community  Christmas  tree,  and 
helping  ex-service  men. 

Tulare  County,  16  clubs.  Mrs.  William  Hilger  re- 
ports one  new  club  house  and  one  new  club.  Civic 
work  consists  of  helping  Kiddie  Kamp,  community 
Christmas  tree,  installing  lighting  system  in  a  hall, 
organizing  Sunday  Schcool,  planting  trees,  several 
miles  of  native  oaks  planted  along  the  highway, 
installing  drinking  fountains,  helping  tubercular  sani- 
torium,  serving  hot  school  lunches.  Philanthropic 
work  consists  of  stork  showers  and  helping  expect- 
ant mothers,  work  with  needy  children,  remembering 
sanitorium  children  at  Christmas  time,  contributing 
to  scholarship  fund,  operating  with  probation  officers, 
petitioned  County  Supervisors  for  new  county  hos- 
pital, formed  girls'  auxiliaries.  The  club  houses  in 
this  County  are  valued   at  above  $75,000. 

Kings  County,  6  clubs.  Mrs.  L.  J.  Mitchell  re- 
ports one  new  club  house.  Civic  work  amounts  to 
$700.  Clubs  have  stressed  American  citizenship  and 
community  service.  Have  been  active  with  girls' 
auxiliaries,  planted  trees,  beautified  parks  and  helped 
tuberculosis    sanitorium. 

Kern  County,  10  clubs.  Mrs.  V.  D.  Black  reports 
one  new  club  house,  valued  at  $75,000.  Several 
clubs  own  their  own  ground  nad  are  planning  to 
build  soon.  Civic  work  consists  of  planting  trees, 
cooperating  with  civic  bodeis.  One  little  club  in  this 
County  fifty  miles  from  a  railroad  owns  a  club  house 
valued  at  $1,000.  This  little  club  took  a  decided 
stand  against  liquor  being  bought,  sold  or  given  away 
and  are  just  recovering  from  the  set-back  received  at 
that  time.     The  clubs  in  this  County  are  active  in  pro- 
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viding  recreation  for  young  people  and  help  in  any 
philanthropic  work  when  called   upon. 

The  District  President  reports  a  very  successful 
and  harmonious  year  with  American  Citizenship 
as  the  keynote,  stressing  the  fact  that  Americaniza- 
tion problems  would  practically  be  solved  if  Amer- 
ican born  were  100  per  cent  American.  Seven  new 
clubs  have  jointed  the  Federation  this  year,  making 
SI  clubs  in  all.  The  San  Joaquin  Valley  has  taken 
a  great  step  forward  in  Federation  work  by  financ- 
ing their  officers.  The  District  pays  the  expenses  of 
the  recording  secretary  and  corresponding  secretary 
to  three  board  meetings  during  the  year,  pays  the  ex- 
penses of  all  elected  officers  to  the  District  Conven- 
tion. This  year  paid  the  railroad  fare  and  hotel 
rooms  for  six  County  Presidents  at  District  Conven- 
tion. The  Cunty  Presidents  report  for  all  clubs  in 
their  County,  thus  insuring  a  report  from  each 
club  reaching  the  convention  and  conserving  time. 

During  the  trip  through  the  District  with  the 
State  President,  County  Presidents  exchanged  visits. 
The  expenses  of  County  Presidents  were  met  by  the 
District.  The  District  paid  the  expenses  of  the  Chair- 
man of  Indian  Welfare  to  a  conference  in  Sacramento 
where  she  gained  much  information  helpful  in  carry- 
ing on  this  Department's  work.  The  board  voted 
$50  to  the  General  Federation  Headquarters  fund  and 
voted  to  allow  money  for  stamps  for  the  district 
chairman  of  this  fund  for  carrying  on  her  work.  We 
have  left  in  the  treasury  over  $400.  We  hope  soon 
to  go  over  the  top  in  the  Endowment  Fund. 

As  District  President  I  have  attended  seven  State 
Board  meetings,  one  special  State  Board  meeting, 
seven  County  Conventions,  and  have  spoken  to  sixty 
individual  clubs.  In  addition  I  have  spoken  to  sev- 
eral  clubs    and    organizations   outside   of   the   Federa- 
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tion  and  have  helped  organize  three  clubs.  I  have 
held  several  president's  council  meetings.  These 
councils  consist  of  the  District  President,  vice  presi- 
dent at  large,  and  county  presidents.  All  matters  of 
importance  are  discussed  and  passed  upon,  thus  in- 
suring perfect  harmony  in  the  District.  I  have  sent 
copies  of  extracts  from  the  State  Board  minutes  to 
the  county  presidents  when  the  minutes  contained 
items  of  interest  to  the  District. 

The  District  is  interested  in  the  civic  guard  move- 
ment and  hope  to  accomplish  much  along  that  line 
next  year. 

In  March  we  held  a  very  successful  convention,  the 
keynote  of  which  was  Citizenship  and  Education. 
The  keynote  of  the  District  work  for  next  year  will 
be  child  welfare  and  girls'  auxiliary  in  every  club. 
We  hope  to  interest  our  young  people  in  something 
more  substantial  than  Jazz  music  and  Jazz  dancing 
and  suggestive  movies  and  to  cultivate  a  high  ideal. 
We  also  expect  to  cooperate  with  the  General  and 
State   Federation   along   any   line   suggested.

Madam  President,  Members  and  Friends  of  the 
California  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs: 

In  presenting  this  report  of  the  year's  wort  as 
President  of  the  San  Francisco  District  I  find  it  im- 
possible enter,  even  briefly,  into  the  detailed  activ- 
ity of  the  115  clubs  in  the  District  but  shall  confine 
myself  to  information  and  impressions  received  dur- 
ing my  official  visits  during  the  year  and  at  the 
Annual  Convention  just  closed. 

It  has  been  my  privilege  to  attend  ten  County 
Conventions  of  Federated  Clubs  and  to  visit  individ- 
ual club  meetings  in  three  counties  thus  covering 
thirteen  of  the  fourteen  counties  in  the  District. 
In  all  I  have  made  thirty  official  visits.  I  have  also 
been  present  at  five  State  Board  Meetings  and  have 
presided  at  ten  District  Board  meetings.  My  cor- 
respondence has  called  for  the  answering  of  twenty- 
five  letters  and  post  cards  per  week  since  the  begin- 
ning of  the  Club  year. 

As  evidence  that  the  Federation  spirit  is  strong  I 
am  happy  to  announce  that  twelve  new  club  have 
been  received  into  our  fellowship  during  the  year 
thus  making  the  number  of  Federated  Clubs  in  the 
district  115.  The  clubs  of  Mendocino  and  San  Ben- 
ito counties  have  also  formed  County  Federations  this 
year  and  with  these  additions  I  am  able  to  report 
that  our  district  is  100  per  cent  federated  as  the  only 
remaining  county  has  but  one   club  within   its   limits. 

Our  District  Baord  Meetings  have  been  universally 
inspiring  and  helpful  and  the  attendance  most  grat- 
ifying.      Our    District    Chairmen,    having    been    sel- 


ected for  their  special  fitness  in  their  own  particular 
lines,  have  never  failed  in  their  willingness  or  effi- 
ciency in  the  District  meeting  or  in  their  service  to 
individual  clubs.  Our  officers  have  worked  shoulder 
to  shoulder  with  the  President  and  have  always  res- 
ponded when  called  upon  for  any  service.  The  de- 
lightful spirit  of  harmony  which  has  prevailed  in  all 
our  relations  has  made  it  a  joy  to  work  with  them  in 
all  the  causes  we  have  espoused. 

During  this  somewhat  strenuous  year  I  have  re- 
ceived certain  definite  impressions  as  to  the  character 
of  the  Club  work  of  this  District. 

First.  I  have  noted  with  interest  the  great  var- 
iety of  purposes  in  the  club  organizations  as  an  indi- 
cation of  the  breadth  of  the  modern  woman's  think- 
ing and  activity.  A  glance  at  the  names  of  the  clubs 
emphasizes  this  fact.  Social  life,  amusement,  study 
of  distinct  authors,  and  of  literature  in  general, 
study  of  art,  of  music,  of  history,  of  travel,  village 
improvement,  county  improvement,  civic  betterment, 
etc.  What  breadth  and  possible  depth  of  life  there 
is  in  all  this  as  compared  with  old  time  conception  of 
woman's   sphere ! 

Secondly.  I  have  been  deeply  impressed  by  the  fact 
that  amid  all  this  variety  of  interests  there  has  been 
developing  a  spirit  of  service  to  community,  state  and 
naion  as  contrasted  with  devotion  to  the  social  or  cul- 
tural benefits  to  be  derived  from  club  life. 

While  this  -evolution  of  this  spirit  is  not  as  far 
advanced  in  some  clubs  or  some  counties  as  in  others, 
I  believe  there  is  no  club  which  has  not  caught  some 
vision  of  service  as  the  noblest  purpose  of  club  life. 
I  hail  this  fact  as  of  great  significance  as  to  the  trend 
of  club  development,  and  as  a  promise  of  the  in- 
creasing influence  of  our  organization  in  the  im- 
provement of  our  American   civilization. 

As  an  illustration  of  this  spirit  the  luncheon  in 
honor  of  our  State  President  and  Vice  President  at 
which  were  gathered  nearly  three  hundred  guests  had 
for  its  theme  "the  New  Crusade,"  which  was  only 
another  way  of  saying  that  we  were  setting  our- 
selves as  organized  women  to  the  task  of  the  better- 
ment of  the  age  in  all  its  needed  reform  and  advance- 
mens.  Those  present  will  not  easily  forget  how  each 
speaker  lent  herself  to  this  great  theme  and  helped 
to  make  the  occasion  an  inspiration  for  the  year's 
work. 

I  am  convinced  that  the  County  Federation  holds 
the  key  to  many  community  problems  and  is  manifest- 
ly to  be  the  medium  for  many  lines  of  advanced 
work.  What  the  individual  club  can  not  accomplish 
in  the  county  can  frequently  be  secured  by  a  federa- 
tion of  all  the  clubs.  .  This  in  part,  at  least,  because 
the  county  officers  are  amendable  to  the  influence  of 
his  new  and  increasing  body  of  voters  really  inter- 
ested   in   the   betterment   of   community   life. 
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At  our  last  Distritct  Convention  a  resolution  was 
adopted  asking  the  Governor  to  sign  Senate  bill  No. 
981  which  provides  for  the  maintenance  extension  of 
Home  Demonstration  work  in  California.  This  bill 
was  signed  and  already  three  counties  in  our  District 
are  now  in  possession  of  this  new  factor  in  home  life. 
One  of  these,  at  least,  was  secured  by  the  active  co- 
operation of  the  County  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs. 

In  keeping  with  the  watchword  of  our  State  Fed- 
eration, "American  Citizenship,'"  it  has  been  my  aim 
to  emphasiz,e  not  only  the  making  of  ourselves  bet- 
ter Americans  but  to  urge  the  employment  of  a  Home 
Teacher  as  a  means  of  bringing  about  a  better  under- 
standing between  the  foreign  element  and  the  native 
born.  Our  slogan  is  "a  Home  Teacher  in  every  com- 
munity where  the  foreign  element  creates  the  need." 
The  Department  of  Citizenship  has  for  its  head 
Mrs.  Anne  Godfrey,  Educational  Representative  of 
the  Naturalization  Service.  By  her  deep  interest  and 
her  strong  personality  she  has  rendered  very  efficient 
service  not  only  in  San  Francisco  with  its  complex 
populations  but  in  our  smaller  towns  and  communities 
where   the   population   is   largely  foreign. 

A  Nationality  Map  of  San  Frarncisco  has  been 
prepared  by  Mrs.  Arthur  Flood  which  shows  the 
pressing  demand  for  Americanization  work  if  the 
diverse  elements  are  ever  to  be  united. 

Child  welfare  which  has  always  been  a  strong 
feature  of  the  San  Francisco  District  receives  a  large 
impulse  each  year  by  the  co-operation  of  the  Club 
Women.  In  San  Francisco  the  drive  just  closed  was 
the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  District.  This  was 
under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Mariana  Bertola,  my 
predecessor,  who  has  personally  directed  this  work 
for  years  and  has  commanded  the  assistance  of  the 
ablest  physicians  and  dentists  in  the  city.  The  latest 
reports  of  infant  mortaility  for  the  whole  country 
place  San  Francisco  among  the  cities  having  the  low- 
est per  cent  of  deaths  in  this  class  in  the  United 
States.  We  feel  that  this  is  due  in  part  to  the 
activity  of  the  club  women.  In  smaller  towns  child 
welfare  drives  have  been  initiated  and  fostered  by 
our  organization.  We  have  urged  everywhere  that 
when  a  Community  Nurse  is  employed  by  the  Red 
Cross  or  the  municipality  the  women's  clubs  stand 
back  of  her  ready  to  render  their  assistance.  The 
promotion  of  children's  playgrounds  and  day  nur- 
series for  the  children  of  working  women  has  been 
taken  up  with  marked  success  by  some  of  our  clubs. 
The  Yosemite  Pageant  Picture  has  been  shown  in 
San  Francisco  and  various  interior  towns.  Under 
the  supervision  of  Mrs.  E.  J.  Wales,  who  graciously 
added  this  work  to  her  other  duties  as  First  Vice 
President,  it  was  shown  in  San  Francisco  on  Febru- 
ary 14  and  15.  Over  1,300  tickets  were  sold  and  the 
net  proceeds  were  applied  to  the  Alice  Fredricks 
Memorial   Fund. 

Owing  to  various  causes  the  raising  of  our  share  of 
the  Endowment  Fund  has  not  been  completed.  In 
some  cases  the  purpose  of  the  Fund  was  not  under- 
stood and  this  delayed  action.  The  prevailing  sick- 
ness during  February,  the  Endowment  month,  kept 
many  presidents  from  pushing  it  during  that  period. 
Hurry  letters  were  sent  out  during  the  last  two  weeks 
urging  action  before  the  close  of  the  club  year.  En- 
couraging responsives  have  been  received  and  we 
are  confident  that  within  six  months  the  quota  of 
San  Francisco  District  will  be  nearly  100  per  cent 
pledged. 

In  the  Department  of  Conservation  Mrs.  William 
Kent  has  done  most  earnest  and  devoted  work  in  the 
interest  of  forest  preservation  and  the  conservation 
of  the  natural  water  power  for  the  people. 

In  the  Department  of  Literature  Mrs.  Joseph  Wil- 
son, chairman,  has  introduced  as  a  new  feature   reg- 
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ular  book  conferences  at  which  writers  of  distinction 
resident  in  San  Francisco  or  vicinity  have  contrib- 
uted their  interpretations  and  criticisms.  As  a  fit- 
ting climax  to  this  successful  venture  she  secured  an 
address  from  Peter  Clark  MacFaarlane  at  the  literary 
hour  of  the  convention,  which  was  greatly  enjoyed. 

Our  District  Convention  which  has  just  closed  in 
San  Rafael  was  a  fitting  climax  to  a  year  of  notable 
work.  By  its  attendance,  by  the  reports  presented,  by 
the  spirit  of  enthusiasm  which  prevailed  it  presented 
convincing  evidence  of  a  rising  tide  of  interest  in  the 
Club   work  of  the   District. 

The  attendance  was  fully  duoble  what  we  had 
planned  for  and  was  by  far  the  largest  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  District.  Every  county  but  one  was  re- 
presented. Out  of  a  possible  430  delegates  entitled  to 
be  present,  about  300  registered  and  were  in  at- 
tendance. 

The  innovation  in  the  method  of  making  reports, 
by  which  each  county  appeared  as  a  unit,  proved  a 
great  success.  .  The  strict  holding  of  reports  to  the 
time  alloted  emphasized  the  outstanding  features  of 
club  worked  and  enabled  us  to  hear  from  all  counties 
represented  without  extending  the  time  of  our  ses- 
sions. 

The  reports  not  only  indicated  an  activity  in  our 
clubs  which  is  increasing  with  each  year  but  strongly 
confirmed  the  impression  received  that  the  trend  of 
club  activity  is  in  the  line  of  unselfish  service.  Com- 
munity betterment  seemed  to  be  the  great  objective. 

Mrs.  Riggins'  excellent  report  on  Civics  emphasized 
this  fact.  The  splendid  activities  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Federation  under  the  lead  of  Miss  Jennie 
Partridge  in  all  lines  of  Civic  reforms  was  a  strik- 
ing illustration  of  this  spirit. 

They    co-operated    with    the    Vigilance    Committee, 


did  active  work  in  closing  disreputable  dance  halls, 
worked  with  might  for  an  ordniance  that  would  con- 
troll  all  classes  of  public  dances,  took  a  determined 
stand  against  slot-machines.  The  department  was  in- 
vited to  co-operate  with  the  Mayor's  committee  on 
the  unemployed   situation. 

The  philanthropic  work  of  all  the  large  clubs  in 
San  Francisco  has  been  a  distinctive  feature  of  their 
activity  during  the   last  year. 

A  new  emphasis  is  being  placed  upon  the  value  of 
their  co-operation  with  the  school  board  in  the  in- 
terests of  better  conditions  in  the  public  schools. 

What  is  true  of  the  city  clubs  is  true  also  of  the 
County  Federations  and  the  individual  clubs.  In 
accord  with  their  numbers  and  their  opportunities 
they  are  ready  to  serve. 

A  desire  of  the  women  for  club  houses  is  growing 
in  most  communities.  The  San  Mateo  Club  has 
realized  its  long  cherished  dream  and  has  dedicated 
its  $25,000.00  building  which  is  not  only  to  house  the 
club  but  is  to  be  a  center  for  civic  life. 

The  San  Francisco  clubs  are  dreaming  of  a  great 
central  club  house  and  woman's  hotel.  How  in- 
tensely we  all  wish  that  their  dream  also  may  become 
true. 

The  principal  resolutions  of  the  Convention  re- 
peated the  condemnation  of  the  Arbuckle  films,  and 
ordered  a  letter  of  approval  to  send  to  W.  H.  Hayes 
for  his  action  in  putting  a  ban  upon  them,  endorsed 
the  Wright  Bill,  favored  the  establishment  of  a  Na- 
tional Conservatory  of  Music  at  Berkeley,  urged  the 
extended  employment  of  Home  Teachers. 

In  conclusion  I  believe  that  with  all  the  strenuous- 
ness  of  effort  and  with  the  weariness  of  detail  which 
the  workers  have  sometimes  experienced  they  now 
rejoice   in  the   service   rendered   during  the  year   and

count  it  well  worth  while.  I  am  sure  also  that  they 
wish  to  make  all  the  successes  of  the  past  but  the 
vantage  ground  for  greater  achievements  in  the  year 
to  come. 

As  we  turn  our  faces  to  the  future  there  are  three 
great  principles   that  we  are  to  take   for  guidance. 

First.  We  will  seek  to  be  constructive.  We  must 
sometimes  condemn  and  seek  to  destroy  that  which 
is  evil,  but  to  destroy  evil  is  only  a  negative  suc- 
cess, the  positive  method  of  building  up  the  good 
alone  gives  permanent  victory,  and  it  too  is  the  best 
method  of  destroying  the  evil.  Let  this  be  our  motto: 
"Be  not  overcome  of  evil,  but  overcome  evil  with 
good." 

Secondly.  We  should  work  with  the  enthusiasm  of 
optimists.  Yes!  I  know  that  a  thousand  things  are 
going  wrong,  but  there  are  ten  thousand  that  are 
growing    better. 

"Truth   crushed   to   earth   will   rise   again 
The  eternal  years  of  God  are  here." 

Thirdly.  Let  us  be  both  independent  and  depend- 
ent. 

Independent  of  criticism  if  we  are  sure  we  are 
right.  Independent  of  prejudices  that  blind  our  vis- 
ion and  bar  our  progress.  Independent  even  of 
praise  if  it  must  be  won  by  the  surrender  of  convic- 
tions or  the  abatement  of  energy  in  a  cause  that  is 
just. 

But  over  against  this  independence  which  is  the 
expression  of  our  human  ability  must  be  dependence, 
in  our  thinking,  in  our  judgments,  in  our  strength 
for  service,  dependence  upon  the  spiritual  power  wlio 
is  above  us,  who  is  in  us  and  must  work  through  us 
if  our  work  is  to  stand  the  test  of  the  ages. 

NORTHERN    DISTRICT 
Mrs.   A.   L.   Miller,   President 
Although  we  all  know  that  clubs   in  the  California 


Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  do  an  immense  amount 
of  worth-while  work  during  the  years;  still  it  is 
astonishing  to  sum  up  the  work  actually  accom- 
plished  during  one   year. 

Club  presidents  reports  at  conventions  are  the  pulse 
of  the  district  ,and  should  never  be  omitted.  By  re- 
porting actual  work  done,  many  a  new  and  timid  club 
has  been  inspired  to  do  great  things.  Here  are  a  few 
of  the  accomplishments  of  clubs  in  the  Northern  Dis- 
trict. 

Miles  and  miles  of  trees  have  been  planted  on  the 
highways,  in  school  grounds   and   parks. 

Many  clubs  have  added  men  members,  who  have 
no  vote,  but  who  are  welcome  and  enthusiastic  sup- 
porters of  women's  activities. 

Clubs  have  staged  carnivals  and  circus  to  raise 
money,  often  clearing  from  $300  to  $700  with  a 
single   event. 

Girls  clubs  are  organized  ;  regular  Sunday  concerts 
for  the  community  and  now  radio  concerts  are  feat- 
urued    by   numerous   clubs. 

Clubs  have  assisted  the  American  Legion  with 
money  and  work. 

Clubs  have  assisted  Chambers  of  Commerce;  Red 
Cross;  Near  East  and  Russian  Relief;  Orphanages; 
Public  Libraries,  giving  money,  books  and  furniture; 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  Y.  W.  C.  A.;  hospitals  for  dis- 
abled soldiers,  giving  programs,  books  and  dainties; 
Tuberculosis  hospital  at  Wainar,  Placer  County,  giv- 
ing a  motion  picture  machine  to  them;  aided  schools 
securing   sports   and   domestic   science   equipment. 

Clubs  have  been  instrumental  in  securing  county 
and  school  nurses;  organizing  dental  clinics;  and  sell- 
ing thousands  of  tuberculosis  seals. 

Some  clubs  have  provided  open  air  dances,  well 
chaperoned,  during  the  summer  months;  selecting 
only  that  dance  music  with  clean  and  harmless  words. 
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They  have  provided  public  camping  grounds  for 
tuorists;    and   boosted   all   civic  improvements. 

Clubs  have  given  citzenshp  programs  for  old  and 
new  voters.  They  have  given  financial  aid  to 
churches. 

Many  clubs  have  co-operated  with  county  officials 
in  suppressing  the  narcotic  evil,  and  insisting  upon 
law   enforcement. 

Sacramento  has  an  organization  of  club  women 
composed  of  35  clubs  affiliated  together  for  civic 
betterment,  called  the  Women's  Council.  They  gave 
specal  support  helpng  to  carry  school  bond  electons  to 
the  sum  of  over  one  million  dollars,  which  was  over- 
whelmingly carried. 

A  committee  is  investigating  why  young  voters  are 
not  apparently  interested  in  political  matters.  Poli- 
tical meetings  are  usually  attended  by  those  voers 
over  35  years  of  age;  and  of  those  registered  less 
than  one-third  vote  on  public  questions.  Recommen- 
dations and  plans  to  create  more  interest  are  being 
considered. 

In  September,  1921,  a  committee  on  better  motion 
picture  films  reported  on  several  months'  investiga- 
tion. This  committee  is  composed  of  members  from 
the  35  affiliated  clubs,  whose  duty  it  is  to  visit  all 
first  showings  of  pictures.  They  post  the  names  of 
the  films  recommended  as  good  in  hotel  lobbies, 
schools,  parks  and  public  playgrounds,  community 
club  houses,  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  candy 
shops  and  railway  stations.  The  idea  of  advertising 
the  good  films  and  ignoring  the  poor  ones  was  orig- 
inal in  the  Woman's  Council  of  the  Northern  District, 
and  is  being  copied  not  only  in  other  cities,  but  let- 
ters of  inquiry  have  come  from  other  states  and 
even  Australia. 

As  a  result  of  the  Council's  work,  not  a  news  stand 
in  Sacramento  carries  the  current  obscene  magazines. 


This  Council  has  a  membership  of  over  11,000 
women,  and  the  president,  Mrs.  Chas.  Gilmore,  was 
elected  on  a  board  of  15  freeholders  to  prepare  a 
County  Charter  for   Sacramento   County. 

The  Northern  District  has  raised  a  great  deal  of 
money,  which  was  used  for  immediate  improve- 
ments  and   for  charity. 

One  small  town  of  1,000  inhabitants  has  a  club 
with  $1,500.00  in  the  bank.  Another  club  with  150 
members  went  in  debt  for  $7,000  for  a  club  house, 
and  paid  more  than  half  the  debt  in  one  year.  Many 
clubs  are  adding  regularly  to  a  club  house  or  piano 
fund. 

Although  this  district  is  not  100  per  cent  to  the 
good  of  the  Endowment  Fund,  yet  collections  are 
deemed  successful  for  a  first  year's  effort.  Especially 
is  this  so  as  the  chairman  was  very  ill  during  part 
of  the  Endowment  Fund  drive  in  February. 

Chairmen  have  done  exceptionally  fine  work,  some 
having  as  many  as  13  topics  for  the^ecture  platform, 
and  have  even  visited  other  districts.  These  splen- 
did chairmen  have  made  the  district  work  a  success. 

The  Indian  Welfare  Chairman,  Mrs.  Miller,  of 
Greenville,  has  worked  steadily  for  the  rebuilding  of 
the  Indian  school  that  was  burned  in  Greenville  last 
fall,  and  hope  is  entertained  that  an  appropriation  of 
$60,000  will  be  given  for  this  purpose. 

The  Northern  District  has  a  trophy  for  the  music 
department,  a  silver  cup  which  is  held  by  the  club 
that  presented  the  best  music  program  for  the  year, 
and  which  has  done  .the  most  to  cultivate  appreciation 
of  the  best  in  music  in  the  community.  The  cup  was 
awarded  to  the  Maywood  Woman's  Club  of  Corning. 
This  club  organized  a  choral  of  mixed  voices  of  56 
members,  gave  full  verper  services  for  the  churches ; 
concerts,  and  presented  first  class  speakers  on  the  art 
of  music. 
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Conferences  of  club,  county  federation  presidents, 
and  the  district  board  will  be  held  during  the  year. 
Clubs  will  be  urged  to  wage  war  on  obscene  litera- 
ture, suggestively  bad  music,  law  enforcement  and 
better  films  will  be  actively  pressed. 

It  is  suggested  that  state  and  district  officers  who 
are  members  of  a  club  be  invited  to  that  club's  board 
meetings  and  given  opportunity  to  tell  of  federaton 
work. 

Everything  will  be  done  to  encourage  more  wo- 
men to  be  active  in  club  work,  urging  exclusive  clubs 
to   open   their   membership    and    federate. 

Three  new  county  federations  have  been  added: 
Amados,  Yolo  and  Colusa  counties ;  and  two  new 
clubs. 

Mrs.  A.  L.  Miller,  district  president,  accompanied 
by  Mrs.  W.  A.  Fitzgeraldl,  state  president,  will  tour 
the  mountain  clubs  in   October. 

Mrs.  Miller  has  spoken  before  57  clubs  on  many 
topics,  and  for  all  the  county  federations  in  the  dis- 
trict. She  will  route  state  and  general  federation  of- 
ficers through  the  district  next  season. 


A  history  of  th  Northern  District  is  now  being 
written,  which  will  give  the  main  events  of  each  of 
the  76  clubs  of  the  district,  names  of  faithful  mem- 
bers, and  pictures  of  leaders  and  club  houses.  This 
history  will  be  on  sale  by  the  next  annual  District 
Convention  to  be  held  at  Grass  Valley,  at  which  time 
the  Northern  District  will  celebrate  its  21st  birthday. 
This  history  was  thought  to  be  a  fitting  birthday  gift 
to  the  district. 

SOUTHERN   DISTRICT 

Mrs.  F.  W.  Haman,  President 

Mrs.  F.  W.  Haman  of  the  southern  district  has  been 
in  office  only  four  months,  but  she  had  much  to  re- 
port for  that  part  of  the  State.  A  club-building  epi- 
demic seems  to  have  struck  the  district,  she  said,  and 
nearly  "every  one  is  doing  it."  Vista  Club  of  only 
twelve  mmbers  has  built  a  community  hall,  and  the 
Women's  Club  of  Yucalpa,  way  up  in  the  San  Ber- 
nardinn  Mountains,  with  a  membership  of  less  than 
100,  has  built  a  $10,000  club  house. 


HAVE  WE  WIPED  OUR  BOOTS  ON  THE   SOUL  OF 

THE  INDIAN? 


Removing  the  embargo  from  the  tree  of  knowledge 
is  not  always  the  most  enviable  task  imaginable,  but 
one  that  a  brave  man  like  John  Collier  does  not  shirk. 
In  his  splendid  address,  "The  Indian;  a  Challenge 
to  our  Present  and  Future,"  Mr.  Collier  gave  his- 
torical facts  to  show  that  the  United  States  has  . 
wiped  is  boots  on  the  soul  of  the  first  Americans — the 
red  men  of  the  reservations.  Mr.  Collier's  address 
was  the  high-light  event  of  the  21st  Annual  Conven- 
tion  C.   F.   W.   C. 

"If  one  desired  to  make  out  a  case  for  feminism,  he 
could  not  find  a  better  foundation  for  it  than  to  con- 
trast the  action  of  American  women  toward  the  In- 
dian with  that  of  the  American- man.  There  is  a 
movement  which  is  now  felt  all  over  the  United 
States,  which  was  started  here  in  California  by 
women,  with  Mrs.  Atwood  as  its  originator,"  said 
Mr.   Collier. 

"A  movement  not  only  to  rectify  the  ancient  wrongs 
of  but  to  conserve  for  the  future  the  American  Indian. 
To  do  this  great  thing  it  requires  a  wide  range  of 
knowledge,  a  certain  amount  of  legal  equipment,  a 
statesmanlike  and  a  sympathetic  interest  in  the  In- 
dian. 

"The  task  has  gone  beyond  imaginative  sentiment- 
alism  or  even  philanthropy.  The  women  are  the  only 
ones  who  have  advanced  toward  the  legal  solution 
to  the  problem,  a  solution  that  must  be  dealt  with  by 


the  whole  country.  The  men  must  get  back  of  you 
and  help  to  lessen  the  evils  of  an  autocratic  bureauc- 
racy. 

"We  look  abroad  to  India,  to  the  Congo,  and  Ire- 
land, and  we  blame  England  and  Belgium  for  the 
treatment  of  the  people  of  those  lands,  but  they  all 
possess  a  less  unbroken  story  of  shame  and  stupidity 
than  the  story  of  our  treatment  of  the  American  In- 
dian. 

"What  does  the  red  man  represent?  His  civiliza- 
tion was  created  on  the  American  continent.  The 
Indian  is  a  living  organism — growing,  training.  He 
is  not  dead  as  a  cultural  group,  and  a  new  spring- 
time could  come  to  him  out  of  which  might  flower 
art  forms  and  spiritual  beauty  of  which  the  white 
man    never    dreamed. 

"I  lived  among  the  Indians.  I  never  saw  a  child 
struck  or  humiliated  before  his  fellows.  I  never 
saw  an  adult  made  to  feel  himself  an  outcast,  the 
old  lack  of  respect,  nor  a  widow  left  in  want.  While 
we  turn  .  loose  our  young  people  of  the  adoles- 
cent age  to  go  out  from  family  control,  to  street  life, 
to  commercialized  amusement,  the  Indians  give  to 
youth  at  that  time  a  concentrated  effort  for  his  in- 
dividual personality.  .  They  strenuously  and  elabor- 
ately prepare  to  help  him  through  that  period  of 
development." 

Mr    Collier    quoted    from    that    Indian    authority,

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Charles  Lummis,  to  show  that  it  is  possible  to  pre- 
serve the  Indian  race  if  America  will  only  grant 
him  his  own  community  life.  He  spoke  in  apprecia- 
tion of  the  scientists  who  had  studied  the  art  of  the 
Indian  and  his  history  and  speech,  but  the  result  has 
been  that  they  take  the  rare  piece  of  Indian  pottery 
and  put  it  on  a  shelf  in  a  museum.  The  woman  on 
the  contrary  understands  that  this  art  is  not  a  thing 
apart  of  the  Indian,  but  a  very  part  of  his  life.  The 
adulterating  and  faking  curio  collectors,  the  land 
grabbers,  the  Indian  grafters  of  the  past  have  been 
men.  .  Men  have  discovered  in  the  sands  a  rare 
piece  of  pottery,  but  women  have  found  the  clay  of 
which  it  was  made,  the  pigments  and  then  have  en- 
couraged Hopi  women  to  make  others  like  it.  From 
men  has  come  no  suggestion  how  to  put  the  Pueblos 
on  their  feet  industrially,  but  already  women  are 
making  markets  for  the  Indian  craft.  They  have 
shifted  the  aspect  of  the  Indian  from  the  archaeolog- 
ical toward  the  future  of  the   race. 

"The  Indian  has  the  same  view  of  property  as 
the  primitive  Christian  had.  The  idea  of  hoarding 
his  grain  in  a  time  of  community  want  is  so  queer  to 
him  he  can't  understand.  The  having  of  goods  is 
always  subordinate  to  the  having  of  community  good 
will. 


"The  Indian  has  in  him  to  day  the  glamor,  the 
romance  of  the  great  golden  age,  that  which  in- 
dustrialism  has   killed    in   the   westenr   world. 

"We  can't  keep  the  beauty  of  Indian  life  unless 
we  keep  his  community  life,  and  that  is  still  possible. 
The  old  fallacy  that  we  can  not  have  prosperity  ex- 
cept that  we  lose  our  souls — is  dead.  The  Pueblo 
life  could   be  preserved  through  the  centuries. 

"We  call  the  Indian  our  ward,  which  means  he  is 
our  pawn.  Our  policy  towards  him  has  no  paralell 
even   in   a   slave   country. 

"The  problem  before  you  women  today  is  to  de- 
cide in  your  own  souls  if  you  are  willing  to  accept 
what  the  men  have  done.  Will  you  arise  and  say 
you  believe  in  a  justice  that  will  treat  the  Indian  as 
a  human  being.  And  having  decided  nothing  less 
than  a  sustained  organized  will  do.  This  work  in- 
volves a  study  of  the  educational  system  now  forced 
on  the  Indian,  a  study  of  the  health  conditions  on 
the  reservations,  and  many,  many  other  questions 
of   this   many   sided   study. 

"The  women  will  be  as  they  have  been  the  torch 
bearers  in  this  new  work  for  the  conservation  of  the 
Indian  and  the  splendor  and  beauty  of  his  art  and 
crafts,  his  literature  and  his  music."

WOMAN'S  LIGHT  AND   POWER  CO.,  MRS.  BURDETTE'S 

CONVENTION  THEME 


The  timid  folks  whose  thrills  are  in  their  ankles — 
that  deep  will  they  wade  and  no  deeper — must  have 
experienced  the  sensation  of  being  thrown  in  to  get 
wet  up  to  their  eyebrows  in  the  whirlpool  of  facts 
and  figures  offered  them  by  Mrs.  Robert  Burdette  in 
her  talk  on  "The  Woman's  Light  and  Power  Co.," 
given  on  Thursday  afternoon  of  the  State  Conven- 
tion. Are  we  willing  to  pay  for  the  big  bright 
light  to  guide  us  through  Federation  channels,  or  are 
we  satisfied  to  use  the  strong  light  whlie  we  pay  only 
for  the  faint  glimmer  of  a  candle  flame,  asks  Mrs. 
Burdette.  "Is  it  worth  while  for  us  to  belong  to  a 
club  that  breaks  its  connection  loose  from  the  great 
light  and  power  company  because  some  of  its  members 
are  not  willing  to  sacrifice  for  the  better  illumina- 
tion? 

"Today  I  have  an  idea  I  wish  to  sell  to  you.  High 
up  in  the  mountains,  in  the  shadow,  in  a  little  cleav- 
age in  the  rocks  is,  the  source  of  the  tremendous 
power  that  runs  our  industries  and  of  the  light  that 
illuminates  our  city  at  night.  Left  to  itself,  that 
source  of  power,  gathering  impetus  in  its  journey 
toward  the  sea,  would  be  only  destructive  in  its  nature 
and  its  results.  It  is  only  when  we  organize,  har- 
ness, control,  develop  and  direct  it  that  it  becomes 
a  source  of  inestimable  usefulness. 

"The  lesson  should  be  plain  enough.  In  the  heart 
of  woman  is  the  potential  power  and  light  that  the 
world  needs  today,  but  until  that  source  of  power 
is  combined,  organized  and  placed  in  right  channels 
it  is  impotent  to  produce  the  results  which  make  for 
the  progress  of  humanity. 

"If  the  women  of  this  nation  were  fully  organized 
there    is    nothing    in   the    moral   world    which    women 


want  that  they  could  not  have.  If  women  would 
stand  together,  for  instance,  is  there  any  reason 
why  the  Eighteenth  Amendment  should  not  be  en- 
forced ?  The  trouble  is  we  do  not  stand  together. 
We  only  sit  together  and  nod  our  heads  in  the  affirm- 
ative to  almost  any  resolution  proposed  instead  of 
getting  up  and  working  and  fighting  for  those  things 
which  meet  our  approval. 

"Reforms  are  needed  along  many  lines.  For  one 
thing,  the  women  of  this  country  should  demand  that 
the  newspapers  stop  printing  those  things  that  make 
light  of  the  laws  and  of  the  finest  and  best  things 
in  society.  We  have  power  to  place  in  the  judge's 
chairs  such  men  as  shall  see  to  a  just  administration 
of  the  law.  We  have  power  to  bring  about  a  uniform 
national  divorce  law  with  a  minimum  number  of 
causes  for  divorce,  looking  toward  a  higher  standard 
for  American  family  life. 

"Jazz  music,  immodesty  in  dress,  and  many  other 
undesirable  customs  and  institutions  could  be  changed 
and  eraditcated  would  we  but  use  the  power  that  is 
ours  We  have  light  that  would  change  moral  stand- 
ards and  bring  about  the  peace  of  the  world.  It 
is  public  opinion  only  that  can  accomplish  these 
things   and  we   are  the  creators  of  public  opinion. 

"The  reason  that  we  have  failed  is  because  we 
have  been  content  to  be  candles,  instead  of  arc 
lights.  Too  long  we  have  considered  club  life  as  a 
pastime  instead  of  a  responsibility.  We  are  growing 
out  of  the  childhood  of  club  life,  it  is  true,  but  there 
is  need  of  the  cultivation  of  a  greater  sense  of  res- 
ponsiblity,  need  for  greater  sacrifice  on  our  part,  need 
for  dvelopment  and  support  of  leadership,  for  a 
stronger  solidarity  of  womanhood  in  the  advancement 
of   the   things   worth   while."

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WATER— ANCIENT  THEME 

OF  CONVENTION  TALK 

"A  river  went  out  of  Eden  to  water  the  garden." 
— Genesis. 

As  old  as  the  beginning  of  time  irrigation  was  the 
problem  and  debate  of  the  people.  How  to  bring 
water  to  the  arid  lands  where  under  the  spell  of  its 
coming  the  soil  might  be  wakened  from  its  centuries 
of  slumber.  Today  as  then  it  is  the  subject  of  pas- 
sionate debate — not  alone  as  to  its  coming,  but  how 
it   shall   come,   and   who   shall   bring   it. 

Coming  before  the  California  voters  at  the  next 
general  election  will  be  the  "California  Water  and 
Power  Act"  giving  the  voters  an  opportunity  to  say 
if  California  shall  have  a  water  and  power  com- 
mission dominating  the  situation  or  shall  the  water 
power  of  the  State  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  private 
interests. 

Realizing  the  great  importantce  as  well  as  the 
grave  importance  of  the  issue,  both  the  affirmative 
and  negative  sides  of  the  question  were  given  on 
Friday  morning  of  the  State  Convention.  Dr.  Horace 
Porter,  of  Riverside,  upheld  the  affirmative,  and 
Eustace  Cullinan  the  negatvie  side  of  the  debate. 


THREE  BIG  "C's"  IN 

FEDERATION  AFFAIRS 

The  three  big  "C's" — character,  capacity,  capital, 
offered  the  keynote  of  Mrs.  Edward  Dexter  Knight's 
discussion  in  Financing  the  Federation,  given  on 
Thursday  afternoon   of  the   State   Convention. 

"Twenty-two  years  ago  we  agreed  to  give  10  cents 
as  dues  to  the  State  federation.  We  raised  the 
amount  to  15  cents.  We  also  agreed  to  allow  10  cents 
to    the    general    federation — and    we    have    never    in- 


creased it,"  said  the  speaker.  "It  is  time  we  were 
waking  up  to  the  necessity  for  properly  financing 
this  organization  which,  in  spite  of  its  ideals  and 
capacities  for  good,  cannot  function  to  the  best  ad- 
vantage without  financial  support,"  said  Mrs.  Knight. 

"Can  we  go  another  year  without  an  effort  to- 
wards some  achievement  of  economic  independence? 
We,  the  largest  organized  body  of  women  in  the 
world,  are  giving  less  towards  our  State  and  General 
Federation  than  any  other  organized  body  in  Califor- 
nia. All  that  we  have  needs  backing,  and  the  only 
efficient  way  to  secure  financial  backing  is  for  each 
to  share  alike  in  the  contribution,  through  dues.  In 
this  great  organization  of  ours  if  we  do  not  have 
capital  as  well  as  character  and  capacity — the  char- 
actr  will  become  warped,  and  the  capacity  handi- 
capped." 

Mrs.  Knight  likened  the  Federation  to  a  great  busi- 
ness concern  of  character  and  capacity,  but  lacking 
the  capital  with  which  to  make  it  a  sound  working 
power — or  giving  it  any  rating  from  a  financial  stand- 
point. 

Though  changes  in  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
of  the  Federation  seem  to  some  folks  almost  as  ser- 
ious as  changing  the  text  of  their  last  will  and  testa- 
ment, Mrs.  Knight's  comprehensive  discussion  led 
the  convention  through  the  short  cut  to  a  more 
stable  future  and  Article  13,  section  I,  was  revised  to 
read  25   cents  in  place  of  15  cents   as  heretofore.

Article  III,  after  Section  6,  add  a  new  section  to 
read   as   follows: 

Section  7.  "Other  state  organizations  of  women 
may  affiliate  at  the  discretion  of  the  Executive  Board, 
followed  by  the  ratification  of  the  convention." 

Article  IV,  Section  1,  add  to  the  end  of  the  last 
sentence,  "and  each  member  of  which  must  belong  to 
a   federated   club." 

Article  VI,  Elections.  The  Revision  Committee  re- 
commends that  the  districts  give  serious  thought  to  a 


change  in  the  election  laws ;  and  that  from  sugges- 
tions from  the  several  districts  a  new  plan  be  worked 
out  and  submitted  to  the  convention  in  1923,  to  be 
acted  upon  the  following  year. 

Article  IX,  Section  2.  In  the  first  sentence  strike 
out  "regular  monthly  meetings,"  and  insert  "not  less 
than  ten  meetings  during  the  year." 

Article  XI,  Section  7.  Add  the  following  sentence 
to  Section  1 :  "Affiliated  organizations  have  no  voting 
privilege." 

Article  XIII,  Section  1.  In  first  sentence  strike 
out   15c   and    insert   25c. 

Section  1.  Add  the  following  sentence  after  first 
sentence:  "The  dues  of  a  given  club  must  be  based 
on  the  membership   listed   in  the  state  directory."

AMERICAN   CITIZENSHIP  ADDRESS,  21ST  ANNUAL 
CONVENTION  C.  F.  W.  C.

The  greetings  of  the  University  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia were  presented  by  Dr.  Rufus  B.  Von  Klein- 
Smid,  the  newly  inaugurated  president,  in  the  open- 
ing address  of  the  convention,  "American  Citizen- 
ship." 

"The  California  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs," 
said  Dr.  Von  KleinSmid,  "is  the  largest  single  poten- 
tiality for  good  citizenship  in  the  state..  It  is  no  won- 
der that  this  body  with  many  others  is  dedicating 
itself  to  peace.  We  are  just  beginning  to  appreciate 
the  tremendous  price  of  war.  As  days  go  on  it  is 
borne  in  upon  us  more  and  more  that  the  most  stupid 
thing  in  organized  humanity  is  strife.  The  most  cost- 
ly thing  in  every  sense  is  war. 

"New  fields  must  be  entered,  new  problems  appre- 
ciated, new  ideals  sounded,  and  new  relationships 
and  contacts  made.  It  is  no  wonder  we  are  baffled 
in  the  presence  of  things  new,  strange,  and  unaccus- 
tomed. We  must  be  as  thoroughly  dedicated  to  the 
demands  of  peace  as  we  were  to  those  of  war  for  the 
needs  are  equally  momentous.  We  must  undertake 
first  tasks  first.  To  do  this  we  must  take  account  of 
stock.  We  must  appreciate  the  newness  of  the  situa- 
tion the  necessity  for  study,  the  absolute  demand  for 
adequate-prepared   leadership. 

"Geographical  boundaries  have  been  annihilated. 
A  new  sense  of  brotherliness  has  been  borne  in  upon 
the  consciousness  of  the  people.    Recognizing  this  that 


great  statesman,  greater  than  whom  in  the  last  cen- 
ury  there  was  none  save  Lincoln,  called  the  Washing- 
ton Conference.  And  with  the  opening  of  this  con- 
ference a  new  day  dawned,  not  only  for  the  Amer- 
ican people,  but  for  the  peoples  of  the  whole  world. 
America  assumed  the  place  of  unquestioned  leader- 
ship among  the  nations  of  the  world.  But  leader- 
ship means  responsibility.  America  faces  the  greatest 
responsibility  of  the  ages. 

"It  is  as  important  to  set  things  right  at  home  as 
abroad.  Adjustments  suggested  by  the  experiences 
of  the  last  five  years  are  necessary  in  our  own  nation. 
There  is  no  excuse  for  a  nation  whose  constitution 
expresses  the  wish  and  will  of  the  people  to  stand 
for  any  rule  save  that  of  law  and  order.  The  source 
of  power  means  government.  Can  not  laws  be  modi- 
fied by  the  same  means  by  which  they  were  made? 
Mob  rule  in  a  democracy  is  a  disgrace  and  a  re- 
flexion not  only  upon  the  intelligence  but  upon  the 
purpose  of  our  people.  How  can  we  hold  up  a  dem- 
ocracy to  others  when  we  tolerate  the  Ku  Klux  Klan? 
Last  year  there  were  83  lynchings  in  this  country,  of 
these  76  were  of  colored  men.  I  have  nothing  to  say 
of  the  provocation  for  this  action,  but  I  do  re- 
member the  service  rendered  by  our  colored  citizens 
in  the  war  and  I  call  merely  for  emphasis  upon  law 
and  order.  Let  us  bring  about  whatever  is  desirable 
in  the  course  of  law.

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"He  is  provincial  indeed,  who  does  not  see  in  the 
sacrifice  (jf  the  nations  of  the  world  the  death  of  nar- 
rowness. It  is  a  situation  which  challenges  the  best 
that  is  in  us  today." 

Dr.  Von  KleinSmid  then  paid  a  tribute  to  Frances 
Willard  and  the  amendment  to  the  constitution  which 
has  grown  out  of  her  work,  emphasizing  that  it  re- 
mains for  women  to  help  to  form  subsequent  public 
opinion  which  shall  make  it  not  only  distasteful  but 
dishonorable  to  sneer  at  the  constitution  and  to 
openly  flout  the  Eighteenth  Amendment. 

"The  great  problem  confronting  us  today,"  con- 
tinued Dr.  Von  Kleinsmid,  "consuming  more  time  and 
thought  than  any  other  is  that  of  Education.  The  in- 
satiable appetite  for  education  today  is  crowding  our 
campuses  and  causing  Los  Angeles  alone  to  need 
$17,400,000  additional  money  for  her  schools.     We  are 


constantly  hearing  the  cry  that  too  much  money  is 
being  spent  on  education.  Surely  we  need  not  worry 
until  the  cost  of  education  at  least  equals  the  amount 
spent  on  tobacco  or  cosmetics.  The  future  of  the 
democracy  depends  on  the  intelligence  of  its  citizens. 
Only  an  intelligent  citizenship  can  shoulder  the  res- 
ponsibilities of  a  democracy  like  ours. 

"The  United  States  must  give  itself  now  as  never 
before  to  a  serious  and  sober  consideration  of  the 
problems  of  reconstruction.  We  should  pray  our 
great  national  anthem  with  deeper  fervor  than  ever 
before: 

"  'Our  father's   God,  to  Thee, 
Author    of    liberty, 
To  Thee  we  sing. 
Long  may  our  land   be   bright 
With  freedom's  holy  light, 
Protect  us  by  Thy  might, 
Great  God,  our  King!'"

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PAY  SPLENDID  TRIBUTE  TO  WOMAN  WHO   DARED 
PERFORM  UNPOPULAR    DUTY

The  problems  of  the  minimum  wage  girl  and  the 
Industrial  Welfare  Commission  claimed  the  attention 
of  the  women  at  the  Friday  afternoon  session  of  the 
Convention.  The  first  shot  had  been  fired  during  a 
previous  session  when  the  resolutions  had  their  first 
reading.  A  resolution  presented  by  the  Friday  Morn- 
ing Club  was  read,  expressing  regret  in  the  lowering 
of  the  minimum  wage,  but  confidence  in  the  integritj 
of  the  Industrial  Welfare  Commission  and  especial- 
ly the  only  woman  member  of  that  Commission,  Mrs. 
Katherine  Phillips  Edson. 

This  gave  an  opportunity  for  those  who  did  not 
believe  in  a  minimum  wage  to  attack  indirectly  the 
proponents  of  the  legislation.  It  was  with  great  dif- 
ficulty that  the  text  of  the  resolution  was  kept  before 
the  women.  Many  thought  that  they  were  to  decide 
the  question  of  what  a  minimum  wage  ought  to  be. 
If  such  had  been  the  case,  the  club  women  would 
have  voted  for  no  reduction,  which  vote  might  have 
resulted  in  an  ultimate  abolishment  of  the  minimum 
wage.  This  is  what  the  opponents  of  such  legisla- 
tion would  rejoice  in.  When  the  question  was  finally 
cleared  up,  a  splendid  tribute  was  paid  to  woman's 
desire  for  fair  play  toward  one  who  had  conscien- 
tiously done  her  duty  as  she  saw  it,  and  the  resolu- 
tion   was   passed    by    a    decisive   vote. 

The  vote  was  taken  before  Mrs.  Edson  appeared 
upon  the  program  and  thereby  speaks  strongly  for 
women's  support  for  those  whom  they  have  forced 
into  leadership. 

Mrs.  Edson  made  a  strong  appeal  for  the  human 
problems  which  confront  her  office.  She  made  it  very 
clear  that  it  was  the  desire  of  the  Industrial  Welfare 
Commission  to  maintain  the  highest  wage  that  would 
keep  women  employed,  stating  that  the  Commission 
took  action  only  after  they  were  convinced  from 
actual  inspections  that  many  factories  were  working 
short  weeks  and  others  employing  less  than  one-half 
of  their  usual  force.     She  stated  that  California  could 


not  build  a  Chinese  wall  around  itself  and  keep  out 
the  goods  manufactured  more  cheaply  in  states  hav- 
ing no  minimum  wage. 

A  recent  report  of  the  Women's  Bureau  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Labor  shows  that  the 
going  wage  for  women's  labor  in  states  having  no 
regulating  commission  is  only  half  the  present  Cali- 
fornia minimum.  Mrs.  Edson  briefly  told  of  the  fate 
of  the  minimum  wage  commission  of  Washington  in 
endeavoring  to  establish  an  $18,000  minimum  and  of 
their  final  reduction  to  $13.20.  California  still  has  the 
highest  minimum  wage  existing  in  the  United  States. 
She  also  spoke  of  the  various  groups  of  women  in 
industry  and  said  that  the  Commission  in  adopting  a 
basis  for  fixing  the  minimum  wage  had  disregarded 
the  women  with  some  other  means  of  support  as  well 
as  women  with  dependents,  considering  only  the 
wholly  self-dependent  woman  with  no  dependents. 
She  stated  that  costs  of  living  statistics  would  prove 
that  $15.00  had  as  great  a  purchasing  power  today 
as  $16.00  had   in   1920  when  that  rate  was  fixed. 

Mrs  Edson  made  an  appeal  to  the  women  to  extend 
and  support  Federal  laws  for  the  protection  of  women 
in  industry,  for  only  in  such  a  way  can  the  greatest 
success  come  to  our  California  women.  She  also  com- 
mended the  Federation  for  its  stand  in  the  home  pro- 
ducts campaign  and  urged  the  women  heartily  to 
support  it. 

The  applause  which  she  received  was  a  second  ex- 
pression of  the  confidence  of  the  women  in  her  honor 
and    integrity. 


VOICE  OF  THE  AGES 

Deeplpy  scholarly  in  conception  and  theme;  making 
her  word  pictures  both  realistic  and  lyrical,  Mrs. 
Rose  V.  Berry,  General  Federation  Chairman  of  Fine 
Arts,  spoke  to  the  convention  on  Thursday  morn- 
ing. Her  subject,  "Music,  Literature  and  Art,  Voice 
of   the    Ages." 


LONG~BEACH7CAi:: 
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Mrs.  Berry  speaks  spiritually.  She  began  her 
talk  by  going  back  to  the  arts  of  the  Grecians,  calling 
them  our  greatest  poets  and  artists,  and  that  today 
they  are  our  highest  standard  of  the  art  and  liter- 
ature and  music  of  ages.  "Every  time  civilization 
rises  or  falls  it  is  by  the  voice  of  her  arts,  all  the 
expression  of  life  comes  to  us  through  these  three 
channels,"  said  the  speaker. 

"When  we  have  gone  out  into  the  open  to  think 
and  to  worship  then  we  hear  the  message,  in  the 
murmur  of  the  brooks  and  the  voices  of  the  leaves. 
Six  years  ago  we  almost  obliterated  all  we  had  of 
civilization." 

Mrs.  Berry  said  it  is  woman's  task  today  to  carry 
on  this  great  civilizing  influence.  That  women  must 
save  this  idealized  primitive  language  of  the  people  ; 
that  art  is  life  in  its  fullest  abundance;  that  all  who 
would  might  enter   and  no  one  is  denied.

Children,  those  interesting  specks  of  humanity,  all 
perpetual  motion  and  kindling  intelligence,  were  the 
objects  of  deep  interest  on  Friday  afternoon  when 
the  small  players  from  the  Ninth  Street  School  pre- 
sented the  "Carpenters  Union,"  under  the  super- 
vision of  Lucy  Wood  Collier,  of  the  Child  Health 
Organization  of  America;  directed  by  Miss  Orpha  A. 
Miller. 

Making  the  study  of  health  a  jolly  game  is  Mrs. 
Collier's  purpose.  And  never  did  children  enter  into 
the  play  spirit  with  more  enthusiasm,  while  at  the 
same  time  they  are  being  indelibly  impressed  with 
the  idea  that  correct  exercise  and  body-building  foods 
are  necessary  to  make  strong,  healthy  children  to 
dance  in  the  sunshine  and  frolic  with  straight  limbs, 
and  studv  with  keen  minds. 


BIRDS  AND  WILD  LIFE 
By   Helen   Pratt 

Birds  and  Wild  Life  Exhibit  at  the  State  Convention 

The  Exhibit  of  Birds  and  Wild  Life,  at  the  State 
Convention,  was  instigated  by  Mrs.  W.  R.  Myers, 
Chairman  of  the  subject  for  the  General  Federation. 
To  many  the  most  interesting  event  noted  was  the 
forthcoming  publication  from  Macmillan's  of  Harriet 
Williams  Myers  semi-popular  book  on  Western 
Birds.  Mrs.  Myers  writes  of  song  birds,  perhaps  the 
most  interesting  to  women,  and  lavishly  illustrates  it 
with  direct  photographs  of  live  wild  birds;  some 
from  her  own  work  and  some  from  observers  in  the 
Los  Angeles  Audubon  Society  who  have  been  "hunt- 
ing with  a  camera." 

The  four  posters  using  the  Macmillan  advance 
sheets  of  illustrations  promise  a  beautiful  book,  as 
well  as  an  informative  one.  As  women  we  are 
pleased  that  out  of  a  considerable  group  of  Western 
ornithologists,  a  woman  shall  be  the  first  to  publish 
her  results  of  years'  patient  and  skillful  study.  As 
students  of  the  subject,  we  are  relieved  to  be  able 
to  answer  inquiries  for  a  readable  book  authentic 
for   western   birds. 

Mrs.  Myers  was  assisted  in  putting  on  the  exhibit 
by  Mrs.  F.  T.  Bicknell,  President  of  the  Los  Angeles 
Audubon  Society.  Just  as  Wa  Wan,  a  Federated 
Club,  is  devoted  to  a  particular  subject,  Music,  and 
enhances  conventions  with  its  art,  so  the  Los  An- 
geles Audubon  Society,  devoted  to  "Birds  and  Wild 
Life,"  is  federated  and  embroidered  one  corner  of 
stately  Bovard  Hall,  the  Convention  Exhibit  room, 
with   Nature's  own  treasure. 

Not  the  vast  throng  who  stormed  the  heights  of 
Southwest  Museum  to  Wa  Wan's  Indian  Pageant, 
came   to   this   corner,    but    all    through    Convention,    a 
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steady  quiet  flow  of  visitors  in  small  groups,  exam- 
ined, listened  and  noted  definite  treasure.  Some  were 
seen  taking  note  of  the  best  book  for  bird,  flower, 
tree  or  butterfly.  Some  paused  full  of  wonder  at  the 
aesthetic  or  informative  value  of  photographs  of 
pictorial  tree  and  cloud,  gull  and  sea,  or  a  bit  of 
life  history  of  the  elusive  Canyon  Wren,  and  shining 
Phainopepla.  Always  some  were  absorbed,  listen- 
ing to  the  explanations  given  by  the  chief  exhibitor, 
Mrs.  F.  T.  Bicknell,  who  with  untiring  enthusiasm 
presented  this  or  that  bit  of  assistance.  According 
to  Mrs.  Bicknell,  visitors  were  most  interested  in 
the  natural  objects,  nests,  cones,  flowers. 

Even  the  photographs,  which  to  those  who  know, 
are  remarkable  achievements  in  "catching"  wild  life, 
did  not  excite  popular  remark  as  did  the  actual 
bird's  nest  and  the  beauty  and  skill  shown  in  con- 
struction and  ornament.  The  sewing  of  the  Oriole 
with    palm   fiber,    and    of   the    Hummer   with    cobweb, 


seemed   to   make   a   particularly  feminine   appeal. 

Besides  the  wild  flowers  contributed  by  Lincoln 
Park  Study  Club,  Highland  Park  Ebell  and  by  the 
District  Chairman  of  the  subject,  there  were  water 
color  paintings  of  wild  flowers  loaned  by  the  Gar- 
vanza  Public  Library.  Incidentally  these  had  been 
presented  this  library  by  the  Highland  Park  Ebell. 
An  idea!  There  were  magazines,  suggestive  leaf- 
lets from  the  General  Federation,  which  were  eagerly 
accepted,  "one  for  your  President,  one  for  your  Pro- 
gram  Chairman,   and   one  for  you." 

With  the  new  wave  of  Nature  Study  swelling  over 
the  country,  with  various  District  Chairmen  of  this 
subject  called  for  programs  three  to  eight  times  a 
week,  and  with  Nature  Sections  being  formed  in 
clubs,  it  would  seem  that  a  new  evaluation  of  depart- 
ments might  sanction  for  Birds  and  Wild  Life  a 
separate  department,  in  the  State,  as  it  has  in  the 
General  Federation  and  in  three  California  Districts. 


CLUBHOUSE  PICTURES  AND  PLANS  OF  CLUB- 
HOUSES POPULAR  EXHIBIT

Innate  in  the  heart  of  every  true  woman  is  a  love 
of  home, — not  only  for  her  own  comfort,  but  for  the 
well-being  of  her  loved  ones.  The  little  child  plays 
house  with  her  dolls;  the  young  girl  weaves  vague, 
sweet  dreams  of  an  ideal  future  home-nest;  the 
young  wife  sees  this  dream  materialized  and  is  happy 
under  her  own  vine  and  fig  tree, — so  it  is  with  the 
clubwoman.  The  ultimate  aim  of  every  band  of 
women  grouped  together  for  a  common  purpose  is  to 
meet  in  its  own  club  home.  No  task  is  too  hard,  no 
obstacle  too  great  to  be  overcome  in  order  that  the 
big  purpose  of  acquiring  a  club  home  may  be  an 
accomplished   fact. 

Realizing  this  urge,  and  realizing,  too,  that  a  Con-

vention,  in  order  to  be  a  success,  must  meet  every 
need  of  the  delegates,  if  possible,  an  exhibition  of 
clubhouse  plans — exteriors  and  interiors  and  land- 
scape architecture  was  planned  and  carried  out  at 
the  Los  Angeles  District  Convention,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Mrs.  J.  B.  Lorbeer.  This  exhibition  met  with 
such  instant  approval  that  a  similar  exhibition  was 
called   for   at  the   State   Convention. 

In  reviewing  this  exhibition,  the  Committee  felt 
with  gratification  that  it  was  a  helpful  one  to  the 
delegates,  and  one  very  much  worth  while.  Inter- 
ested groups  of  women  constantly  passed  and  re- 
passed   before    the    plans, — now    pausing    beside    this 
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small  club  home,  since  it  met  their  particular  need, — 
now  earnestly  studying  this  larger  club,  since  their's 
was  a  dream  of  bigger  proportions.  Photographs  of 
ninety-six  clubhouses  of  California  were  received,  as 
well  as  a  most  interesting  collection  of  clubhouses 
from  all  over  the  United  States, — from  Worchester, 
Mass.,  from  Salt  Lake  City,  from  Philadelphia,  from 
Erie,  Pittsburgh,  etc.  This  collection  was  loaned  to 
us  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Ebell  Club  of  Los 
Angeles,  and  proved  interesting  as  a  basis  of  com- 
parison. The  beautiful  photographs  of  club  homes 
planned  by  Mr.  Sumner  Hunt  of  the  firm  of  Hunt 
and  Burns  were  greatly  admired.  The  wonderfully 
complete  new  Friday  Morning  Club  of  Allison  and 
Allison,  and  the  stately,  spacious  new  auditorium  of 
the  Woman's  Club  of  Hollywood  by  Walker  and 
Eisen,  drew  many  exclamations  of  approval.  It  is 
impossible  to  enumerate  all  the  splendid  plans  that 
were  exhibited  by  some  of  our  most  noted  architects, 
■ — but  such  a  gratifying  interest  was  aroused,  that 
on  Thursday  morning  the  conference  for  free  discus- 
sion on  "Ways  and  Means  of  Raising  Money  for  the 
Building  and  Furnishing  of  Club  Homes"  was  re- 
markably well  attended  by  a  number  of  women  to 
whom  this   subject  was   most  vital. 

Mrs.  D.  G.  Stephens,  charter  member  of  the  Friday 
Morning  Club  and  President  Emeritus  of  the  Santa 
Monica  Bay  Woman's  Club,  was  the  first  speaker  and 
so  definite  and  concise  were  her  suggestions  that 
pencils  and  note  books  came  out  hurriedly  so  that 
no  precious  thought  might  be  lost.  "Not  so  fast, 
please" — "Oh,  wait  until  we  put  that  down,"  came 
the  quick,  little  cries.  Mrs.  Stephens  laid  special 
emphasis  on  the  dividing  and  subdividing  of  com- 
mittees so  there  should  be  no  duplication  of  effort 
either  in  obtaining  money,  or  spending  the  money 
after   it  was  collected ;   another  point  was   the   neces- 


sity for  a  wise  choice  of  Chairman  of  entertainments, 
and  finally,  the  goal  reached,  the  appointment  of  a 
General  Chairman  who,  in  turn,  would  name  eighteen 
sub-chairman  to  work  along  various  lines, — heating, 
electric  fixtures,   stage  furnishings,   etc.,   etc. 

The  next  speaker  was  Mrs.  Anna  Lobingier  of  the 
Friday  Morning  Club,- — who  should  look  weighed 
down  by  her  tremendous  responsibilities  but  didn't 
seem  a  bit  overwhelmed.  The  new  Friday  Morning 
Club  House,  a  stupendous  $600,000  project  when 
completed,  has  not  proven  a  colossal  task,  so  said  its 
"building  president,"  for  a  wonderful  spirit  of  co- 
operation has  pervaded  the  entire  membership.  There 
is  nothing  so  contagious  as  courage,  nor  is  there  any- 
thing so  contagious  as  giving.  With  reference  to  the 
raising  of  funds,  it  was  not  so  much  how  it  was 
done  as  the  spirit  back  of  it.  The  Friday  Morning 
Club  has  run  the  gamut  of  food  sales,  dancing  parties, 
card  parties,  parties  for  big  folks,  parties  for  little 
ones,  etc.,  etc.  Three  methods  of  helping  were  sug- 
gested to  the  members  through  circular  letters:  one. 
give  money;  two,  give  a  bond;  three,  loan  money 
without  interest.  One  wonderful  old  lady  of  86  sent 
a  gift  of  $100  in  a  letter  full  of  love  and  enthusiasm 
that  surely  proved  "a  torch  in  a  dry  stubble  field." 
The  men  of  the  community  are  staunchly  behind  the 
Friday  Morning  Club  and  have  shown  their  interest 
in   manv   substantial   ways. 

Mrs.  Charles  Toll,  of  the  Ebell  Club  of  Los  An- 
geles, emphasized  the  need  of  careful  preparation 
before  beginning  things  in  a  big  way.  Let  the  enthu- 
siasm spread  of  itself,  from  group  to  group.  It  will 
gradually  increase  and  from  this  enthusiasm  will  be 
born  a  natural  leader  who  will  sweep  all  before  her. 
If  the  appeal  for  funds  is  to  be  made  from  the  plat- 
form, the  speaker  must  be  like  a  fine  autioneer,  full 
of  good  stories  and  personal  magnetism.     The  solici- 
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tor  must  have  immense  kindness,  unlimited  tenacity, 
overwhelming  tact.  There  must  never  be  the  slight- 
est misstatement  of  facts,  and  she  must  learn  to  ask 
as  though  the  gift  were  alreadys  her's.  The  benefits 
and  entertainments  for  raising  money  must  fit  the 
locality — so  there  can  be   no  hard   and   fast  rule. 

The  conference  closed  all  too  soon  in  a  general  dis- 
cussion, but  so  great  was  the  enthusiasm  that  an  extra 
conference  was  proposed  so  that  the  smaller  clubs 
could  thresh  out  their  problems.  It  was  scheduled  for 
Saturday  morning  at  9:15  at  the  Friday  Morning 
Club  House,  and  Mrs.  Lorbeer  presided.  Each  dele- 
gate presented  one  way  in  which  her  club  had  been 
particularly  successful  in  raising  money.  One  slim 
member  caused  much  merriment  when  she  suggested 
that  instead  of  the  usual  admission  fee, — or  as  many 
pennies  as  one's  age,- — a  change  might  be  made  by 
charging  according  to  one's  waist  measure;  the  cor- 
pulent delegates  were  rather  dubious  and  earnestly 
hoped  that  this  would  not  prove  very  popular  as  it 
sounded  expensive.  Birthday  dinners,  blossom  par- 
ties, auctions,  hope  chests,  all  sorts  of  unique  ideas 
were  suggested.  The  meeting  adjourned  with  ex- 
pressions of  gratitude  toward  Mrs.  Lorbeer  who  had 
given  these  delegates  so  much  that  was  practical  to 
take  back  to  their  clubs. 

After  this  discussion,  the  delegates  were  most  in- 
terested ■  in  Mr.  Davis  C.  Allison's  illustrated  lec- 
ture, showing  slides  of  clubhouses  from  St.  Augustine, 
Florida,  up  the  Atlantic  Coast,  through  the  Carolinas, 
to  New  York,  then  across  the  continent  to  the  Pacific 
Coast.  Mr.  Allison  pointed  out  not  only  the  good, 
but  the  poor  features  also  in  these  clubhouses.  The 
interiors  and  exteriors  of  the  University  Club  of  Los 
Angeles  were  most  beautiful.  Everyone,  however, 
was  particularly  interested  in  the  details  of  the  new 
Friday  Morning  Club  House.  This  really  represents 
the  last  word  in  clubhouses  and  embodies  the  experi- 
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ences  of  many  years'  work  on  public  buildings.  The 
lecture  was  a  very  clear,  concise  lesson  in  architec- 
ture. Mr.  Allison  demonstrated  the  futility  of  trying 
to  inculcate  a  brand  new  type  of  architecture — rather 
he  laid  emphasis  on  the  constant  building  upon  that 
which   is  good. 

The  importance  of  the  second  part  of  the  exhibit — 
landscape  architecture — was  explained  in  a  most  de- 
lightful conference  with  Mr.  Aurele  Vermeulon.  The 
landscape  architect  should  be  first  on  the  ground, 
said  Mr.  Vermeulon,  he  should  precede,  not  follow, 
the  building  architect  in  order  that  the  building  may 
not  only  have  artistic  surroundings,  but  should  be 
most  advantageously  placed.  Mr.  Vermeulon  told  a 
little  of  the  plan  of  the  women  of  Newport  Beach 
for  a  clubhouse  and  library  combined,  while  in  front 
and  dominating  the  site,  is  an  inspiring  tribute  to 
Service.  The  memorial  is  triangular  in  form,  the 
three  representing  the  three  branches  of  the  service, 
army,  navy  and  marine.  In  the  center  is  a  drinking 
fountain  and  crowning  all  a  winged  statue  of  service. 
The  building  and  statue  are  to  be  placed  to  the  great- 
est advantage  in  the  park  and  a  harmonious  whole 
is  planned  since  both  building  and  landscape  architect 
work  as  one. 

In  closing  the  review,  it  has  been  a  gratification 
to  find  that  the  exhibit  and  the  conferences  were 
considered  very  much  worth  while  by  the  many  visit- 
ing building  committees.  All  agreed  that  the  enthu- 
siasm and  quickened  interest  brought  forth  by  con- 
tact with  other  minds  will  be  most  beneficial  in  their 
future  work.

THE  CITY'S  BREATHING  SPACES 
By  Ruth  McClintock 

"National  safety  means  more  than  military  ef- 
ficiency," said  Martha  Nelson  McCann,  in  speaking 
on  "Our  City's  Breathing  Spots,"  at  Friday  Morning 
Club  House  the  last  morning  of  the  State  Convention. 
"The  war  taught  us  many  valuable  lessons;  one  of 
the  greatest  was  that  in  preparedness  in  building  a 
stalwart  national  physical  manhood  by  making  living 
conditions  in  the  cities  the  best  possible. 

"The  more  I  know  of  park  work,  the  more  I  realize 
that  proper  planting,  developing  and  advertising  of 
a  city's  breathing  spaces  is  fundamental.  Such  places 
are  essential  to  the  establishing  and  growth  of  a 
community  spirit,  which  is  the  greatest  asset  a  city 
can  have  for  the  making  of  good  citizens. 
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"Community  spirit  grows  faster  out  in  the  sunshine 
than  within  four  walls.  The  early  great  nations 
realized  this  as  shown  by  the  gardens  of  Babylon, 
Celon,   Greece   and  Rome. 

"Parks  are  a  good  investment  for  any  city — ad- 
joining real  estate  increases  one  hundred  per  cent  in 
value. 

"Yesterday — firty  years  ago — ninety-seven  per  cent 
of  the  people  of  the  United  States  were  rural  resi- 
dents. Now — in  1921 — fifty-four  per  cent  of  the  peo- 
ple live  in  cities.  More  than  one-third  of  our  people 
live  in  the  large  cities.  Now  more  irrevocably  than 
ever  it  must  be  realized  that  the  prosperity  of  the 
people  in  the  cities — and  in  consequence  the  pros- 
perity of  the  nation,  for  the  majority  of  the  people 
live  in  the  cities — depends  upon  well-ordered 
municipal  development." 
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stressed  the  fact  that  we  must  be  "doers  as  well  as 
talkers." 

Mrs.  Gladstone  Massey,  speaking  on  the  proposed 
organization  of  a  club  for  foreign-born  women,  told 
oi  this  sort  of  a  club  which  she  had  organized  and 
worked  with  in  Detroit,  Mich.,  and  said  that  the 
good  features  passed  on  to  the  foreign  women  bright- 
ened for  them  many  a  dreary  day.  Mrs.  Massey 
advocated  an  organization  formed  along  similar  lines 
for  these  peoples  of  another  soil,  which  could  be 
fostered  and  helped  by  the  parent  club  in  all  ways 
but  not  in  a  spirit  of  patronage,  and  asked  that 
such  activity  be  included  in  the  Woman's  Club  pro- 
gram next  year.  This  will  probably  be  done,  with 
Mrs.  Massey  herself  as  leader  of  the  movement. 

Miss  Grace  Southwick  urged  the  need  of  organiz- 
ing a  club  for  the  young  girls  of  today,  where  some 
definite  purpose  of  service  to  humanity  could  be  fol- 
lowed to  the  exclusion  of  careless  friendships  and  an 
irresponsible  and  undisciplined  outlook  on  life  and 
love. 

Dean  Westcott  of  the  State  Teachers'  College  gave 
opportunity  for  definite  action  by  clubwomen  of  the 
city  in  providing  during  the  summer  season  the  right 
sort  of  social  pleasures  and  pastimes,  co-operating 
with  the  college  in  providing  housing  accommoda- 
tions and  a  clubroom  for  the  girls  attending  there, 
and  in  other  ways  becoming  of  great  service. 

SOUTHERN  DISTRICT

The  year  with  club  women  of  Southern  District 
has  been  a  delight  to  the  District  reporter.  She 
feels  an  intimacy  with  them  all  that  usually  comes 
by  close  association  but  which  is  none  the  less  de- 
lighftul  because  it  is  a  mere  uniting  acquaintance. 
The  reports  have  been  so  full  and  satisfactory  as 
they  come  from  month  to  month  that  the  difficulty 
has  been  to  decide  as  to  what  is  most  worthy  to  be 
passed  on  to   "Clubwoman." 

The  San  Bernardino  clubs  have  had  a  high-water 
year  judging  from  the  reports  of  Mrs.  George  Tilton.

She  tells  in  it 
of  how  she  secured  co-operation  of  all  of  her  clubs 
in  the  publicity  plan  which  was  outlined  for  County 
Press  Chairmen  by  the  District  Chairman  in  the 
early  autumn,  and  which,  in  her  case,  resulted  in  an 
interesting  and  sustained  publicity  in  all  sections  of 
her   territory. 

"The  programs,"  she  says,  "are  typical  of  the 
broader  horizon  of  woman,  which  enables  her  to  see 
the  beauty  of  service  and  grasps  its  full  meaning." 
Here  are  subjects  she  mentions  as  having  been  given 
by  the  clubs  of  San  Bernardino  County:  "World 
Peace,"  "International  Relations,"  "Conservation  of 
National  Resources,"  "Public  Education,"  "Public 
Health,"  "Industrial  Problems,"  "Home  Making," 
"Child  Welfare,"  "Americanization,"  "Legislation  for 
Women  and  Children,"  "Indian  Welfare,"  etc.  The 
programs  have  been  interspersed  with  Musical  and 
Art  days  and  other  features  which  have  been  enter- 
taining  and   enjoyable. 

The  following  officers  were  elected  at  the  County 
Convention  held  last  month  in  Highland:  President, 
Mrs.  J.  J.  Seuss,  Redlands;  Vice-President,  Mrs.  W. 
W.  Burke,  Fontana ;  Second  Vice-President,  Mrs.

Resolutions  were  passed   at  the  county  meeting  con- 
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demning  the  showing  of  Arbuckle  pictures  and  the 
minimum  wage  scale  as  fixed  in  the  report  of  the 
State  Industrial  Commission. 

Interesting  reports  are  at  hand  from  the  Beau- 
mont, Rialto,  Grand  Terrace,  Colton,  Ontario  Friday 
Afternoon,  Highland,  San  Bernardino,  Redlands  Con- 
temporary and  Bloomington  clubs,  all  in  Mrs.  Til- 
ton's  jurisdiction.

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THE  RETAILER  AND  HOME  PRODUCTS 

A  papular  chord  has  been  struck  in  the  campaign  of  the  California  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  to  lessen 
unemployment  and  crime  through  the  general  use  by  all  Californians  of  products  made  in  the  State,  thereby 
stimulating  manufacturing  to  a  point  where  there  will  be  work  for  everyone.  Since  the  last  number  of  The 
Clubwoman  was  printed  letters  have  been  received  from  retailers  in  every  large  city  in  California  and  from 
about  one  hundred  smaller  ones  pledging  the  earnest  support  of  these  dealers  to  the  movement. 

The  importance  of  the  part  to  be  played  by  the  retailer  is  obvious.  Without  his  whole-hearted  co-opera- 
tion any  general  distribution  of  California-made  products  would  be  impossible.  The  retailer  is  the  man  be- 
tween the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  the  ultimate  consumer.  The  retailer  has  his  established  place 
of  business  to  which  buyers  are  accustomed  to  go  to  fill  their  personal  and  household  needs.  To  meet  these 
demands  the  retailer  keeps  in  stock  a  large  quantity  of  goods  of  various  kinds,  qualities  and  prices.  He  is, 
in  turn,  supplied  with  these  goods  by  traveling  agents  of  the  wholesaler  or  perhaps  from  the  factory  direct. 
There  is,  of  course,  keen  competition  for  his  business  on  the  part  of  the  manufacturer  and  jobber.  Profits  are 
cut  small — occasionally  quality  is  sacrificed  for  the  sake  of  a  showy  article  to  sell  at  a  low  price.  All  sorts  of 
inducements  are  offered  the  retailer  to  buy  one  particular   brand   in  preference  to   another. 

Now,  the  retailer  is  not  in  business  exclusively  for  his  health.  He  has  a  large  overhead  to  pay  before  he  can 
even  begin  to  wonder  how  much  of  a  profit  he  can  squeeze  out  of  his  turnover  and  at  the  same  time  give  his 
customers  a  square  deal.  Naturally,  his  impulse  is  to  buy  from  traveling  salesmen  those  brands  which  expe- 
rience has  shown  him  to  be  most  in  demand.  If  no  brand  in  particular  is  known  to  his  customers  then  the 
retailer  wants  the  kind  that  gives  him  the  largest  profit  without  sacrifice  of  quality.  His  tendency  is  then  to 
"push"  these  articles,  to  give  them  favorable  window  display,  to  direct  the  attention  of  the  customer  to 
them  in  particular  and  in  other  legitimate  ways  to  promote  their  sale. 

This  is  where  the  co-operation  of  the  manufacturer  and  the  consumer  will  operate  to  the  benefit  of  the 
retailer.  To  compete  in  the  open  market,  the  California  manufacturer  bends  every  effort  to  the  production 
of  a  high-grade  article  at  the  lowest  possible  price.  He  has  the  freight  rate  on  his  side,  combined  with  fre- 
quently more  favorable  manufacturing  conditions.  He  is  also  able  to  concentrate  his  advertising  in  California 
instead  of  diffusing  it  over  the  entire  country.  He  is  on  "home  grounds,"  as  it  were.  The  combination  is  one 
that  gives  him  an  edge  on  the  situation.  He  is  usually  able  to  go  to  the  retailer  with  lower  prices  for  the 
same  quality  of  goods  or  better  goods  for  the  same  price.  He  can,  if  he  exerts  himself,  make  it  an  object  for 
the  retailer  to  handle  California-made  goods. 

Note,  now,  the  other  end  of  the  chain,  that  in  the  hands  of  the  ultimate  consumer.  The  average  house- 
holder wants  the  best  she  can  get  for  the  least  money.  She  appreciates  the  fact  that  it  will  redound  to  the 
financial  advantage  of  everybody  in  California,  herself  included,  if  everybody  buys  California  goods  so  far 
as  possible.  But  she  has  to  count  her  pennies  and  buy  with  them  goods  of  real  quality.  Other  things  being 
equal,  she  will  buy  California-made  goods  because  she  realizes  that  by  so  doing  she  is  helping  herself  as 
well  as  other  people  and   the  business  of  the  state  at  large. 

This  collective  Mrs.  Buyer,  representative  of  the  million-odd  women  who  do  seventy  per  cent  of  all  the 
retail  buying  that  is  done  in  California,  goes  then  to  the  store  and  asks  for,  say,  a  California-made  broom. 
The  retailer  has  no  California-made  brooms.  Perhaps  he  does  not  even  know  that  brooms  are  made  in  Cali- 
fornia. But  he  observes  that  this  is  the  fourth  call  for  a  California-made  broom  he  has  had  that  day.  He  is 
further  interested  in  helping  along  the  campaign  to  increase  the  output  of  California  factories  so  far  as  pos- 
sible. He  stocks  a  rush  order  of  California  brooms  and  finds  that  he  is  able  to  do  so  on  a  basis  financially 
advantageous  to  himself.  He,  therefore,  "pushes"  the  California  brooms  to  his  customers.  They  go  well,  for 
they  are  good  brooms  and  good  value,  and  the  customers  are  inclined  to  buy  them  anyway,  having  learned 
at  their  community  women's  club  of  the  campaign  and  its  purposes.  This  dealer  and  his  counterparts  in  other 
parts  of  the  state  begin  to  send  in  more  and  bigger  orders  for  California  brooms.  The  factory,  which  has 
been  running  on  part  time,  increases  to  full  time  and  then  to  night  operation  to  keep  up  with  the  orders.  The 
force  of. workmen  is  doubled  and  jobs  are  given  to  several  hundred  men  who  have  been  walking  the  streets 
in  vain  search  of  employment.  A  large  potential  source  of  unrest  and  worse  is  removed  and  business  of  all 
kinds  through  the  district  is  stimuated  by  the  larger  amounts  of  money  put  into  circulation.  The  results  are 
typical  of  those  to  be  obtained  in  any  line  of  California  industry  in  which  articles  are  manufactured  for 
general  consumption.

Mrs.  J.  H.  Pettis 
succeeds  Mrs.  C.  H.  Hotaling  as  president  of  the 
club,  the  latter  having  served  as  president  for  the 
last  two  years. 

The  Fresno  County  Federation  held  a  convention 
in  May  when  the  organization  went  on  record  as  en- 
dorsing the  Towner-Sterling  Bill,  and  the  retiring 
president,  Mrs.  J.  Frank  Wright,  made  a  report  of 
the  activities  in  the  county  during  her  two  terms  of 
office.

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THE  MANUFACTURER  AND  HOME  PRODUCTS

The  "Use  by  Californians  of  California  Products"  campaign  now  being 
carried  on  by  the  California  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,  is  the  biggest 
stride  yet  taken  in  support  of  the   "Straight  Ahead"   California   movement.

This  has  brought  more  people 
to  our  state  and  given  employment  to  those  already  living  here.  Large 
sums  are  being  invested  every  day  to  build  up  industries  in  the  West, 
giving  employment  to  Pacific  Coast  labor. 

Manufacturers  naturally  look  to  the  support  of  the  people  of  these 
States  for  these  new  industries.  The  success  of  these  industries  and  con- 
sequently the  upbuilding  of  the  community  depends  entirely  upon  the 
buying  public. 

Therefore,  the  campaign  to  buy  California-made  products  will  not  only  support  and  stimulate  the 
industries    already    located    here,    but    will    induce    others   to   come    into   the    field. 

The  American  Aluminum-Metal  Products  Company  will  give  employment  to  more  than  three  hundred 
men  and  women,  with  an  annual  payroll  of  about  $500,000.  This  company  was  organizd  to  supply  the 
Pacific   Coast   market.

JULY    FOURTH — CITIZENSHIP    DAY- 
HOW    TO    CELEBRATE    JULY    4TH 

(Extract  from  an  address  delivered  by  Mrs.  Percy 
V.  Pennybacker,  at  a  Conference  of  the  Feneral  Fed- 
eration Biennial,  1902.  Delivered  also  at  the  St. 
Paul   Biennial,    1906.) 

I  am  no  prophet,  no  seer  of  visions,  but  in  my 
day-dreams  there  has  come  a  picture  which,  God 
grant,   sometime  may  come   true. 

It    is    the    morning    of    our    national    birthday,    and 


even  in  the  early  hours,  while  the  freshness  of  the 
day  is  still  new,  the  town  is  all  astir  as  if  making 
ready  for  some  gladsome  holiday.  The  school  build- 
ings are  wide  open,  and  from  everywhere  come  rosy 
cheeked  boys  and  girls  laden  with  flowers.  At  the 
sound  of  martial  music  a  great  procession  forms; 
there  are  men  of  low  and  high  degree,  women  clad 
in  silks  and  satins,  and  the  toiling  mother  about 
whose  skirts  do  many  little  children  cling;  there  are 
fair  maidens  crowned  with  garlands,  youths  bearing 
wands  of  authority — all  united  in  one  common  civic 
interest.  At  a  signal  the  ranks  open  and  divide. 
Who  are  these  stalwart  youths,  broad  of  shoulder 
and  high  of  glance?  Who  are  these  fair  young 
women  who  come  down  the  center?  Are  they  the 
city's  guests  of  honor?  Yes,  they  are  the  guests  of 
honor  and  they  are  more,  they  are  the  sureties  for 
the  future;  these  are  the  young  men  and  women  who 
during  the  past  twelve  months,  have  passed  their 
twenty-first  birthday,  and  who  at  the  coming  election 
are  to  cast  their  first  vote,  and  this  day  has  been 
set  aside  to  honor  them,  to  welcome  them  to  the 
ranks  of  citizenship.  And  who  are  these  men  and 
women  of  foreign  birth  who  come  with  wondering 
eyes   after  the  youth   of   our   land?      These   are   those 
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born  overseas  who  have  taken  out  their  naturaliza- 
tion papers  and  who,  at  the  coming  election,  also 
will  cast  their  first  vote,  and  the  community  honors 
and  welcomes  them  to  the  ranks  of  citizenship  even 
as  it  does  its  native  sons  and  daughters.  Into  the 
Temple  of  Justice  sweeps  the  great  multitude,  while 
the  guests  of  honor  are  escorted  to  special  seats 
marked  by  our  country's  colors  and  guarded  by  our 
country's  flag.  Then  rises  a  great  orator,  the  best 
that  love  and  money  can  procure,  for  nothing  is  too 
good  for  this  occasion  and  for  these  guests.  As  the 
speaker  holds  up  before  the  new  citizens  not  alone 
the  military  heroes  of  our  land,  not  along  the  mili- 
tary ideals  of  our  country,  but  also  the  great  men 
and  women  who,  in  civic  "ways,  have  nobly  served 
America.  Look  at  their  flashing  eyes,  their  inspired 
new  faces.  For  near  that  these  citizens  will  not 
respond  to  every  noble  impulse,  for  who  are  these 
young  men  and  women  but  our  little  boys  and  girls 
grown  tall?  When  the  orator  finishes,  the  Chief 
Magistrate  of  the  town  or  county  or  state,  READS 
ALOUD  the  names  of  the  new  citizens  and  admin- 
isters to  them  the  solemn  civic  oath.  He  then  charges 
the  community  to  see  to  it  that  they  do  everything 
in  their  power  both  by  example  and  by  precept  to 
help  the  voter  realize  the  honor  and  dignity  and 
responsibility  of  the  privilege  that  is  now  to  be  his. 
Ah  if  we  really  place  such  honor  upon  the  entrance 
into  civic  life,  it  would  be  no  idle  dream  to  think 
that  the  day  would  come  when  each  person  on  the 
eye  of  casting  his  vote,  would  feel  as  did  the  squire 
of  old  on  the  eve  of  knighthood,  and  if  he  spent  that 
night  in  fasting  and  prayer,  so  much  the  better. 
When  on  the  morrow  he  holds  in  his  hand  for  the 
first  time  the  bit  of  paper,  the  badge  of  his  citizen- 
ship, he  may  well  say,  "This  is  my  sword,  and  I 
would  scorn  to  cast  it  for  any  ignoble  person  or  any 
unworthy  cause,"  even  as  Sir  Galahad  would  have 
blushed  to  have  drawn  his  matchless  blade  in  a 
disgraceful   quarrel. 

The  Mother's  Club  and  the  Woman's  Club  of 
Waltham,  Massachusetts,  formed  a  joint  committee 
from  their  respective  clubs  to  arrange  for  the  cele- 
bration. The  Knights  of  Columbus  had  already  ar- 
ranged for  a  parade,  and  cordially  welcomed  the 
"New  Citizenship"  section  planned  by  the  women's 
clubs,  placing  at  its  head  in  the  parade  the  Italian 
band.  Quoting  from  the  report,  "We  asked  all  men 
or  women  over  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  newly 
naturalized  citizens  to  parade,  and  to  have  floats 
characteristic  of  the  celebration.  As  a  result  our 
section  had  in  line  six  foreign  color  bearers  and  two 
hundred  marching  new  citizens,  a  decorated  float 
from  the  Woman's  Club,  "Founders  of  American  Cit- 
izenship," one  from  the  French  organization,  "Joan 
of  Arc,"    and    a   float  from  the   Mother's    Club,    deco- 


rated in  yellow  and  white,  representing  an  American 
mother  with  her  baby  and  nurse  helping  the  Italian 
mother  and  baby.  This  float  received  the  prize  of 
$100  offered  for  the  best  float.  As  the  Citizenship 
Section  passed  the  reviewing  stand  at  the  Public 
Library,  they  swung  out  of  column  and  formed  in 
front,  our  color  bearers  leading,  the  foreign  bearers 
on  either  side  with  dipped  flags,  the  new  citizens 
led  by  the  Italian  band  and  the  decorated  floats 
drawn  up  at  the  curbing.  The  pastor  of  the  Church 
of  Ascension,  himself  a  new  citizen,  addressed  them 
briefly  on  the  purpose  of  Independence  Day  and 
their  duties  to  the  country.  At  the  close  Mayor 
George  -  R.  Beal  led  the  new  citizens  in  pledging 
allegiance  to  the  ?>tars  and  Stripes.  The  exercises 
were   brief   but  impressive." 

I  suggested  that  at  the  end  of  such  exercises  the 
roll  of  new  citizens  be  called,  provided  such  roll;  is 
not  too   large.

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THE  EDITOR'S  WORK  BENCH 


Once  upon  a  time,  a  great  artist  visited  the  Pacific 
Coast  and  when  he  wrote  about  the  wonders  seen  he 
said:  "You  can't  tell  the  truth  about  California  with- 
out lying."  Seems  as  though  "Good  English  is  sur- 
rounded by  just  such  a  paradoxic  situation.  Some 
one  arises  to  give  an  example  of  good  English,  some 
one  arises  to  contradict — both  quoting  authorities  who 
are  among  the  anointed.  In  these  days  of  shifting 
boundaries  in  ideas  and  morals  and  in  life  itself; 
when  the  lovliest  things  in  humanity — our  young 
girls — are  likened  to  something  that  flaps;  when 
bobbed  hair  has  become  a  national  issue  that  stands  to 
outrival  in  importance  the  debate  on  the  League  of 
Nations,  or  the  Soldiers'  Bonus  Bill,  how  do  we  know 
which   apostle  is   right? 

The  editor  of  the  Clubwoman  has  been  asked  to 
say  something  about  Good  English.  But  living  such 
a  glass-house  sort  of  a  life,  even  though  built  on  the 
foundation  of  a  good  education;  and  experience  hav- 
ing taugh  her  the  A.  B.  C.'s  of  discretion — she  has 
nothing  very  personal  to  say  about  "English  as  Is." 
Except  to  rise  and  remark  that  she  believes  Kirs. 
Townsend  has  done  us  all  a  great  service.  Her  ar- 
ticle in  the  May  Clubwoman  has  opened  up  a  rapid- 
fire  discussion  that  is  proving  to  be  a  valuable  men- 
tal stimulus. 

Though  a  firm  believer  in  the  gospel  of  good  Eng- 
lish, I  would  dislike  seeing  such  arbitrary  devotion 
to  its  principles  as  would  stand  in  the  way  of  the 
development  of  a  great  cause.  True  it  is  the  two 
may  go  together,  but  not  always  is  such  the  case. 
In  a  draw  between  the  correct  parts  of  speech  and  a 
passionate  devotion  to  child  welfare,  community  ser- 
vice, aid  for  disabled  veterans,  etc.,  I  would  cast  my 
vote  with  the  latter  group.  It  is  possible  to  turn  out 
something  in  the  most  cultured  English  entirely  de- 
humanized ;    and   of   little   worth   to   mankind. 

I,  too,  have  heard  high  salaried  speakers  use  poor 
if  not  positively  bad  English,  and  know  high  salaried 
writers  who  write  poor  if  not  positively  bad  English, 
but  the  message  was  so  big  and  vital,  the  bad  Eng- 
lish didn't  even  grate.  The  speaker  and  writer  had 
ridden  upward  on  the  magic  carpet  of  service-to- 
humanity.  They  had  enriched  their  minds,  and  their 
vocabularies  in  doing  fine  things  for  mankind.  Their 
very  mistakes  were  hallowed   by  their  love. 

This  is  not  in  any  way  intended  as  a  defense  of 
bad  English.  I  hate  bad  English  though  I  am 
oftimes  guilty  of  indulging  in  its  careless  freedom. 
It  would  be  a  dreadful  thing  for  our  womankind  to 
set  the  stamp  of  approval  on  indifference  to  the  right 
use  of  our  beauitful  language:  "If  we  have  no 
strength  to  burn  and  diffuse  the  light,"  at  least  let  us 
not  stand  in  the  way  of  its  shining. 

WINDING  ROADS  TO   GOD 

How  terrible  it  would  be  to  be  mentally  blind  and 
deaf  in  these  wonderful  days.  I  am  thinking  in  par- 
ticular if  one  could  not  hear  and  understand  that 
powerful  message  which  Lillian  Burkhardt  Goldsmith 
gives  in  her  dramatic  lecture,  "Winding  Roads  to 
God."  That  lecture  with  its  message  of  spiritual  in- 
dependence ;  that  glimpse  of  the  winding  road  that 
each  must  travel  in  his  own  way,  that  path  to  the 
sure  refuge;  strong  and  invincible  as  the  everlasting 
hills. 

It  is  good  to  know  that  the  roads  to  God — though 
it  be  your  road  or  mine — do  wind.  That  when  we 
set  forth  on  our  journey  we  need  only  to  set  forth; 
we  do  not  have  to  see  all  the  road  ahead,  the  next 
step   ahead  in  the  path  is  all  that  is  necessary. 

It  is  good  to  learn  from  that  beautiful  sermon,  that 
all   roads  that  lead  to  God   are  good.     That  one  may 


step  out  confidently  from  behind  the  granite  walls 
of  heredity,  and  just  start.  We  learn  soon  enough  of 
the  mountains  of  pain  we  must  travel  over,  the  high 
peaks  that  are  always  dark.  All  these  we  must  pass 
on  our  way.  But  all  along  the  winding  road  are  rest- 
ing places  cool   and  shady. 

THAT  UNBROKEN  TRAIL 

Oftimes  the  pioneer  who  breaks  away  from  the 
broad  highway  to  follow  a  new  unbroken  trail  is  for 
a  time  lost  to  sight.  These  pioneers  of  ideas  and 
ideals,  I  wonder  if  many  of  their  names  can  be  found 
heading  the  list  of  those  who  later  subscribe  to  the 
faith  for  which  the  former  sounded  the  trumpet  call? 

The  idea  which  is  taking  form  and  substance 
among  clubwomen  today  in  a  plan  for  bringing  their 
husbands  and  sons  and  daughters  into  their  Club 
lives,  was  started  a  number  of  years  ago  by  Mrs. 
William  H.  Anderson;  prominent  member,  and  I  be- 
lieve officer,  of  the  Wa-Wan  Club  of  Los  Angeles. 
Mrs.  Anderson  was  at  that  time  president  of  the 
Venice  Woman's  Club,  a  small  but  vital  organization 
that  cleaned  up  politics,  beautified  the  streets  and 
ocean  front,  and  gave  aid  to  the  municipality  in  every 
civic  righteousness.  It  was  uphill  work,  but  the 
courageous  president — whose  brilliant  talents  would 
have  shown  resplendent  in  the  larger  city — never 
faltered,  and  only  resigned  when  her  husband's  pro- 
fessional interest  made  necessary  their  move  to  Los 
Angeles. 

It  was  in  those  days,  fully  ten  years  ago,  that  this 
far-sighted  woman  saw  what  so  many  are  seeing 
now,  that  entire  families  must  meet  on  a  common 
ground,  must  have  the  same  interests.  And  she  con- 
verted the  day-time  Club  meeting  into  evening  ses- 
sions where  the  husbands  and  sons  were  invited — and 
they  came.  At  first  timidly  as  if  not  quite  sure  of 
their  welcome.  But  they  stayed.  And  they  joined 
hands  with  wives  and  mothers  and  sisters,  and  they 
put  through  some  fine  constructive  work  that  could 
not  have  been  accomplished  by  the  men  alone,  nor  by 
the  women   alone. 

Mrs.  Anderson  broke  away  from  the  well-paved, 
well-lighted  highway  of  thought  to  follow  a  new  un- 
broken trail.  There  were  thorns  that  reached  out  to 
hurt  her  as  she  passed,  and  weeds  that  choked  the 
path;  but  she  passed;  /eaving  behind  smooth  places 
for  the  ones  who  follow  after. 


PARLIAMENTARY  LAW  PRINCIPLES 

AND  THE  GOLDEN  RULE 

Mental  myopia  might  prevent  many  from  discov- 
ering that  praliamentary  law,  and  law  enforcement 
and  order  go  hand  in  hand  in  the  interests  of  peace 
and  harmony.  In  her  annual  report  before  the  Los 
Angeles  District  Convention,  Mrs.  I.  W.  Gleason, 
President  of  the  Gleason  Parliamentary  Club,  was 
the  valuable  optician  who  fitted  glasses  to  mental 
sight,  so  that  all  might  discover  the  connecting  link. 
She  said: 

"At  this  crucial  time  in  the  history  of  our  coun- 
try law  enforcement  should  be  stressed  everywhere, 
unless  laws  are  respected  and  enforced  they  are 
worse  than  useless.  Efficiency  and  Parliamentary  Law 
is  the  object  of  this  club,  and  to  teach  and  train  its 
members   to   respect   and   conform   to   law   and   order. 

"If  we  practice  the  parliamentary  principles,  which 
are  justice  and  equality  to  all,  order  and  courtesy 
for  all,  one  thing  at  a  time,  the  will  of  the  majority, 
the  right  of  the  minority  to  be  heard,  partiality  to 
none,  we  will  then  be  living  the  'Golden  Rule'  among 
men." 
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HOME  PRODUCTS  AND  FUTURE  BUSINESS 

By  D.  M.  Reynolds,  Junior  Vice-President,  The  First  National  Bank  of  Los  Angeles 

The  plan  of  the  California  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs  for  increasing  the  use  of  California  products 
should  not  alone  aid  in  the  furnishing  of  employ- 
ment throughout  California  and  in  the  development 
of  California  industries  now  existent,  but  the  results 
should  go  much  deeper  into  the  economic  life  of  the 
State.  _ 

A  few  years  ago  the  city  of  Seattle  began  to  de- 
velop its  foreign  trade  and  to  build  itself  up  as  a 
port.  The  result  was  that  it  drew  to  itself  trans- 
continental and  trans-Pacific  shipments.  Its  rail- 
way terminals  and  its  harbors  became  busy  and 
many  of  its  people  were  employed  in  the  handling  of 
shipments,  both  by  warehousing  and  in  trans-ship- 
ment. Unfortunately  for  Seattle,  much  of  her  effort 
was  spent  in  facilitating  shipment  and  not  enough  at- 
tention was  given  towards  the  manufacture  of  raw 
materials  that  passed  over  her  docks.  The  result 
has  been  that  the  falling  off  in  ocean  freight  has  had 
a  serious  effect  upon  the  prosperity  of  the  city  itself. 

California  should  not  face  the  shipping  problem  alone  from  one  standpoint.  In  the 
end,  shipments  that  terminate  in  a  port  are  better  for  the  territory  surrounding  that  port 
than  goods  which  simply  pass  through.  There  are  many  railway  stations  along  the  trans- 
continental lines  through  which  trains  pass,  but  it  is  only  in  those  industrial  centers  where 
goods  are  unloaded,  manufactured  and  there  re-marketed  that  industrial  development 
and  riches  accumulate. 

The  campaign  for  the  use  by  Californians  of  California  products  should  in  the  end  not 
only  increase  the  market  for  the  present  California  products,  but  should  build  up  a  de- 
mand for  additional  products.  If  such  a  demand  is  created  it  will  be  filled  and  the  meet- 
ing of  this  demand  will  bring  here  additional  factories,  additional  investment,  additional  in- 
terest paid,  and  additional  pay  rolls.  These  investments  and  payments  will  in  turn  have 
their  collateral  effect  in  the  upbuilding  of  other  businesses — businesses  needed  to  supply 
the  workers  employed  in  primary  production,  and,  in  the  end — if  there  can  be  an  end  to 
such  development — every  dollar  invested  by  the  people  of  California  in  California 
products  will  be  returned  not  once  but  many  times  to  the  users  of  those  products  them- 
selves. 


'ENGLISH  AS   IS"— IS   NOT 


The  following  letter  is  by  Mrs.  Josephine  Shute, 
retired  High  School  Principal;  President  Woman's 
County  and  City  Council,  Civic  Section  Town  and 
County   Club — Woodland    California: 

Editor   of   "Clubwoman": 

You  will  have,  I  suppose,  a  shower  of  notes  about 
"English  as  Is,"  Page  24,  of  the  May  Clubwoman. 
I  do  not  see  how  you  are  to  "save  the  face"  of  the 
author,  for  Club  is  like  "committee,"  "school"  and 
other  collective  nouns.  Each  may  by  correct  usage 
have  a  plural  verb  and  may  be  the  antecedent  of  a 
plural  pronoun.  For  example:  Carpenter  in  Prin- 
ciples of  English  Grammar  gives  "the  committee  differ 
as  to  what  report  they  shall  make,"  and  states,  "It 
is  good  usage  to  regard  a  collective  noun  as  plural. 
West,  an  authority  used  at  U.  C,  says  the  same. 

In  the  first  paragraph  of  the  Clubwoman  article 
permit  me  to  call  attention  to  the  quotation,  "None  of 


them  was  necessary,"  which  is  given  as  an  incorrect 
expression.  It  is  correct.  None  is  an  indefinite  pro- 
noun, as  are  one,  anyone,  anybody,  someone,  etc.  None 
of  these  words  is  correctly  used  in  the  plural. 

I  am  in  fullest  sympathy  with  the  thought  that  it 
is  the  duty  of  a  patriot  to  keep  the  language  of  his 
counry  pure,  as  he  hands  it  over  to  the  younger  gen- 
eration, and  I  lament  the  indifference  of  Americans  to 
correct  English ;  but  when  Keats  uses  "as  though," 
and  also  Wm.  E.  Aytoun,  professor  of  rhetoric  and 
belles  letters  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  and  edi- 
tor of  Blackwood's  magazine,  and  author;  an  Ameri- 
can using  "as  though"  finds  himself  in  distinguished 
company   and   among  cultivated   persons. 

The  "Clubwoman"  has  improved  wonderfully,  may 
it  continue  to  do  so  and  kept  up  to  a  high  level.

INDIANS'  BEHALF 


From  the  L.  A.   "Times,"  June   1,  1922

There  are  a  hundred  reasons  why  I  should  not 
attempt  to  write,  but  when  I  think  of  the  Indian — I 
cannot   remember   one   reason. 

"Lest  we  forget,"  wrote  a  great  master  of  English 
literature.  Would  that  he  of  that  giant  brain  and 
prolific  pen  had  a  knowledge  of  and  would  write  of 
the  wrongs  of  our  red  brothers,  our  American  Indians. 

"There  were  an  Antony  that  would  ruffle  up  your 
spirits."  Instead  of  one  who  loses  his  mind  when  he 
tiies  to  wield  a  pen. 

The  Indian — the  red  American  Indian — who  once 
was  monarch  of  all  he  surveyed  ;  who  once  was  the 
host  and  the  white  man  the  guest;  who  once  owned 
nothing  except  all  the  land  that  the  United  States 
stands  on,  and  who  now  lives  a  suppliant  for  Ameri- 
can citizenship   and   is   denied. 

Living  in  the  dark  does  not  help  one  to  see  the 
light.  And  our  red  brothers  are  living  in  the  dark. 
They  cannot  understand.  How  can  they?  How  can 
they! 

When  first  they  fought  us  in  defense  of  their  land 
and  homes — and  whipped  us — it  was  called  a  mas- 
sacre. When  we  fought  and  whipped  them — even  to 
shooting  down  old  Indians,  squaws  and  papooses  in 
the  snow- — it  was  called  a  battle.  The  battle  of  the 
Washita!  And  when  a  tender-hearted  officer  re- 
monstrated at  firing  on  children  hiding  in  the  brush 
he  was  told  by  his  commander — "nits  breed  lice."  Yet 
in  the  late  war  ten  thousand  of  these  red  people  vol- 
unteered, went  overseas  and  fought  like  what  they 
are — Americans. 

When  I  spoke  on  a  Liberty  Loan  trip  at  Brook- 
lyn, N.  Y.,  the  whole  City  Hall  Square  was  packed 
with  over  twenty  thousand  loyal  Americans — all  with 
upturned,  eager  faces,  ready  and  anxious  to  do 
their  bit. 

An  example  of  the  war's  cruelty  was  carried  to 
the  platform.  One  of  the  committee  informed  me, 
"Here's  a  poor  mangled  guinea — show  him  to  the 
crowd."  I  looked  at  the  "poor,  mangled  guinea."  He 
was  an  American  Indian — and   they  did  not  know! 

There  are  many  different  Indian  languages,  but 
I  took  a  chance.  I  spoke  to  him  in  Sioux,  the 
language  of  the  Dakotas,  which,  as  a  boy,  I  could 
speak  fluently.  It  was  the  language  of  his  people. 
He  straightened  his  bent  body.  His  blue,  sweated, 
trembling  chin  stood  still — and  a  heavenly  light  came 
into  his  clear,  brown  eyes.  Tears  came  forth  and 
they  must  have  come  from  heaven,  too! 

I  asked  him  in  English  if  he  was  in  pain.  He 
replied,  with  _  a  pitiable  attempt  at  smiling,  "She 
feel    better — sometime — when    she    stop    hurtin'." 

I  could  not  speak.  My  hand  gripped  his  shoulder. 
He  looked  at  me  and  saw  my  weakness.  And  to 
this  broken  soldier  of  the  trenches  must  have  come 
a  vision  of  the  far-away  prairies  and  the  stocism 
of  his  people,  for  he  said  in  Sioux,  slowly,  deliber- 
ately, proudly — "A  ta,  nena  O  he  ta  ka" — (Our  fa- 
thers were  brave  men.) 

We  have  left,  scarcely,  three  hundred  thousand  of 
these  Americans.  They  are  decreasing  at  the  rate  of 
over  two  thousand  a  year.  "Lord  God  of  Hosts — 
lest  we  forget.     Lest  we  forget." 

They  worship  the  sun,  the  moon  and  the  stars. 
They  climb  to  the  highest  mountain  peaks  to  talk  and 
to  pray  to  the  great  Wakan  (our  God).  Their  lan- 
guage is  beautifully  expressive  and  seems  to  signify 
its  meaning  in  the  sound — and  because  they  talk  so 
little  their  words  have  a  peculiar  force. 


Their   morals    are    beyond    question. 

They  love  their  children.  1  have  never  seen  a 
greater  picture  than  a  Sioux  infant  at  its  mother's 
breast,  while  she  crooned  to  it — "Ko  Ke  pa  Shna — 
Ko  Ke  pa  Shna" — (Do  not  be  afraid — do  not  be 
afraid). 

Their  word  once  given  is  never  broken.  The  much- 
quoted  term — "Lie  like  a  Sioux" — is  an  infernal,  vil- 
lainous falsehood  that  found  birth  in  some  charlatan's 
brain. 

They  are  hospitable,  kind  and  generous  and  their 
courage  is  God-given. 

I  have  seen  this  in  the  handwriting  of  Gen.  B.  F. 
Benteen,  Seventh  Cavalry,  U.  S.  A.,  who  fought  all 
through  the  Indian  wars,  in  commenting  on  the 
Custer  fight,  in  which  he  took  part  as  captain:  "We 
were  outnumbered,  and  by  Sioux  warriors — the  great- 
est fighters  that  the   sun   ever   shone   on." 

These  Americans  want  American  citizenship.  What 
can  we  do?  Abolish  the  Indian  Bureau — where  mil- 
lions are  being  spent  yearly  to  keep  the  Indian  in 
subjugation. 

He  is  subjated.  What  he  wants  is  freedom  and 
the  endowment  of  his  birthright — American  citizen- 
ship ! 

Let  us  spend  some  of  those  millions  now  being 
squandered  on  political  jobs  in  the  Indian  depart- 
ment on  the  Indians  themselves.  Let  us  give  them 
something  for   all   that   we   have   taken   from  them.

"PASSING  BY" 

By  Susannah  Blake  Bray 
Association    of   Pioneer    Women   of   California 


In  the  early  clays  when  a  structure  sufficiently  im- 
posing to  be  termed  the  Capitol  of  California  was 
found,  it  acquired  the  government  headquarters  until 
another  town  offered  something  better,  when  the  legis- 
lature would  move  to  it.  Thus  Benicia  was  the 
fourth  capital  of  California,  voted  as  such  by  the 
third   legislature   in   1853. 

The  big  stone  structure  in  the  heart  of  Benicia  is 
still  an  excellent  building  and  is  now  used  for  a  City 
Hall.  At  the  next  session  of  the  following  year, 
1S54,  the  capital  was  again  moved  for  the  fifth  time 
to   Sacramento,   where   it   has   remained. 

Benicia  has  the  distinction  of  being  one  of  the 
first  military  outposts  on  the  Western  coast,  thirteen 
frame  structures  were  erected  by  the  government  in 
the  early  '+0s.  Here  General  John  C.  Fremont  com- 
manded and  battled  with  the  Indians  in  one  of  the 
last  wars  at  Rockville,  near  the  present  town  of 
Cordelia.  In  1854,  General  U.  S.  Grant,  who  led 
the  Union  forces  in  the  Civil  War  and  later  became 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  was  stationed  at 
this    post   for    several   months. 

The  lumber  used  for  this  cavalry  outpost  was 
brought  from  the  Eastern  coast  in  sailing  vessels 
around  the  Horn.  The  buildings  were  erected  in  a 
quadrangle  with  the  main  parade  ground  in  the 
center,   around    which   were   tall   eucalyptus   trees. 

There  were  also  erected  officers'  quarters,  bar- 
racks  for    enlisted    men,    besides    a    chapel    and    crude 


prison.  The  cells  of  the  guardhouse  were  of  iron 
wood  with  walls  four  inches  thick.  Small  openings 
near  the  ceiling  permitted  only  a  little  air  and  less 
light  to  filter  through  into  the  dingy  bastile.  To 
shut  off  the  buildings  from  view  of  hostile  vessels 
the  original  barracks  were  built  in  a  ravine  over 
a   row   of  low   hills. 

After  the  Civil  War,  and  when  hositlities  with  the 
Indian  tribes  had  been  checked,  a  small  comple- 
ment of  men  was  kept  stationed  at  the  barrack  and 
storehouses  were  built  from  time  to  time  for  sup- 
plies on  the  Pacific  Coast.  When  the  Spanish-Amer- 
ican War  started,  soldiers  were  again  stationed  at 
the  arsenal,  and  among  the  noted  military  organiza- 
tions that  occupied  these  old  buildings  was  the  regi- 
ment of  General  Shatter  that  gained  fame  later  in 
the  famous  Cuban  campaign.  Many  noted  military 
organizations  have  been  stationed  here  from  time 
to  time,  and  the  old  army  post  holds  much  of  inter- 
s  in  the  making  of  Pacific  Coast  history.  Benicia  is 
a  landmark  inseparably  associated  with  the  history 
and   traditions   of   our  glorious   state. 

On  March  10,  1922,  these  interesting  landmarks  of 
California,  linking  the  past  with  the  present,  recalling 
the  time  the  early  settlers  contended  for  the  posses- 
sion of  the  Pacific  Coast,  were  sold  at  auction.  The 
contract  was  awarded  to  the  Stockton  Wrecking 
Company,  which  immediately  began  to  raze  the  bar- 
racks.

The  League,  founded  five  years  ago  by  the 
Los  Angeles  School  of  Lip-Reading,  now  independent 
of  any  school,  has  outgrown  its  present  quarters  and 
a  new   center   is   an   imperative   need. 

The  readjustment  which  becomes  necessary  to  deaf- 
ened adults  who  have  hitherto  enjoyed  normal  hear- 
ing  is   one   of   the    league's   greatest   concerns.     Their 


needs  can  be  met  in  no  other  way  and  we  desire  to 
enlarge  the  social,  philanthropic  and  economic  work 
already  being  extended  to  a  large  number  of  people 
who  require  just  this  sort  of  "happiness  insurance." 
The  league  desires  to  extend  the  greatest  good  to 
the  greatest  number  of  deafened  people.  Hundreds 
of  people  come  to  Los  Angeles  in  search  of  better 
climate  in  order  to  cure  their  deafness  or  at  least 
arrest  it,  so  this  letter  should  appeal  to  the  East 
as  well  as  to  the  West. 

In  order  to  launch  this  undertaking  we  are  desir- 
ous of  raising  at  least  $5000.  This  sum  will  be  used 
to  lease  and  to  equip  the  club  house  nad  to  put 
the   league's   enlarged    activities   on   a   firm   basis. 

We  appeal  to  the  civic  pride  of  Los  Angeles.

MARY  HARTWELL— A  TRIBUTE 


Santa   Barbara,  June    19,   1922. 
My  Dear  "Clubwoman": 

May  I  join  with  other  friends  of  Mrs.  Mary  L. 
Hartwell,  in  affectionate  tribute  to  her  work,  and 
our  friendship? 

All  of  my  associations  with  Mrs.  Hartwell  were  in 
her  public  activities  as  a  club  president,  and  as  vice 
president  of  the  C.  F.  W.  C.  for  the  years  1912-1913. 

Ever  since  our  service  together  on  the  executive 
board  as  fellow  officers  we  have  continued  our  friend- 
ly intercourse  through  the  medium  of  occasional  let- 
ters. In  the  nature  of  things  we  both  have  been 
interested  observers  of  the  club  movement,  its  growth 
and  development;  and  yet,  as  it  transpired,  through 
illness,  were  deprived  of  the  pleasure  of  active  par- 
ticipation. 

Just  before  the  recent  state  convention  in  Los 
Angeles,  I  wrote  Mrs.  Hartwell  asking  her  to  rep- 
resent our  administration  at  the  banquet  of  the  Emeri- 


tus club,  and  her  last  letter  of  the  date  of  April  8th, 
still  lying  upon  my  desk,  unanswered,  alas,  ex- 
pressed her  keen  desire  to  participate  on  that  occa- 
sion: "How  I  would  enjoy  that  reunion,"  she  wrote, 
"also  to  attend  the  convention — but  it  cannot  be,  I 
have  no  reserve  strength.  I  am  obliged  to  live  very 
quietly,  but  I  wish  you  could  go,  for  your  friends 
would  be  so  happy  in  meeting  you  once  more." 

I  like  to  think  so,  as  my  friendship  with  Mrs. 
Hartwell  was  one  of  many  which  have  been  not  the 
least  of  my  compensations,  for  Mrs.  Hartwell  felt  as 
I  do  that  the  service  of  years  in  the  Federation  was 
not  only  an  honor  but  a  privilege. 

Our  friend  was  a  woman  of  strong  convictions, 
with  a  clear  concept  of  duty,  and  faithful  to  all 
obligations.

In  a  recent  meeting  of  the  board,  C.  F.  W.  C, 
there  was  a  lengthy  discussion  concerning  a  forma- 
tion of  a  legislative  committee  as  suggested  to  the 
Federation   by  the  League   of  Women   Voters. 

Mrs.  Knight  asked  for  enlightenment  from  Mrs. 
Burdette  as  to  what  relation  we  hold  to  the  League 
of  Women  Voters.  Mrs.  Burdette  said  that  the  Con- 
gressional Legislative  Committee  was  composed  of 
one  member  from  each  national  organization  includ- 
ing the  General  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs, 
League  of  Women  Voters,  Women's  Trades  Unions. 
This  committee  met  each  day  and  a  report  was  made 
as  to  which  bills  were  to  come  up  for  the  day.  The 
organization  which  had  stressed  the  bill  was  asked 
to  see  the  congressional  committee  concerning  it.  It 
would  be  helpful  ot  have  a  committee  in  the  state 
composed  and  operating  in  the  same  way  so  as  to 
stop  overlapping  and  save  expense.  The  League  of 
Women  Voters  is  taking  the  initiative  in  forming 
such  a  committee.  It  would  not  be  an  affiliation,  but 
would  be  a  number  of  organizations  oh  a  parity 
meeting  in  committee. 


The  League  of  Women  Voters  in  the  State  of 
California  is  interested  in  National,  State  and  Local 
Legislation. 

Mrs.  Burdette  moved  and  it  was  carried  that 
the  board  reaffirm  the  action  taken  at  a  previous 
Board  meeting  instructing  the  president  of  the  State 
Federation  to  co-operate  with  the  president  of  the 
California  Civic  League  of  Women  Voters  in  the 
plan  for  a  proposed  State  Legislative  Committee,  the 
plan  being  authorized  by  the  Board  of  the  California 
Civic  League  of  Women   Voters.

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MRS.  GIBSON  WELCOMES  OLD    FRIEND    IN    PERSON 

OF  CHINESE   SCHOLAR 


Mrs.  Frank  Gibson,  chairman  of  Americanization 
in  the  Educational  department,  General  Federation 
of  Woman's  Clubs,  is  taking  a  deep  interest  in  the 
honors  being  conferred  on  Dr.  Fong  Foo  Sec  who  re- 
cently received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Law  from 
Pomona  college.  Dr.  Sec  was  the  schoolmate  of  Mrs. 
Gibson's  son,  Hugh,  who  played  so  big  a  diplomatic 
part  in  the  World  War  and  is  at  present  our  minister 
to  Poland  ;  and  Mrs.  Gibson  knew  the  young  Chinese 
boy  when  he  first  came  to  California  for  his  Ameri- 
can  education. 

Young  Sec  came  to  California  just  prior  to  the  en- 
forcement of  the  Chinese  Exclusion  Act;  and  what  he 
has  gained  from  Americanization  and  what  he  has 
given  to  this  country  proves  Mrs.  Gibson's  theory — 
that  racial  prejudice  is  the  graveyard  of  advancement 
and   progress. 

Los   Angeles   "Saturday   Night"   says   of   Dr.   Sec: 

One  of  the  notable  events  in  educational  circles  this 
week  was  the  conferring  of  the  degree  of  doctor  of 
laws  by  Pomona  College  on  Fong  Foo  Sec,  who  has 
risen  from  a  penniless  coolie  boy  to  a  national  figure 
in  his  native  land.  It  was  his  life  in  California  that 
gave  Dr.  Fong  his  vision  and  Pomona  College,  par- 
ticularly, where  in  five  formative  years  were  laid 
the  moral  and  educational  foundation  of  his  useful 
life.  "Fong  Foo  Sec,  I  greet  you  a  citizen  of  the 
world,  a  statesman,  a  teacher,  a  Christian  leader," 
declared  President  James  A.  Blaisdell,  and  in  this 
wise  he  well  epitomized  the  achievements  and  service 
of  the  talented  but  modest  Oriental.  Dr.  Fong,  who 
received  his  bachelor's  degree  from  Berkeley  and  his 
master's  degree  from  Columbia,  aftr  five  years  at  Po- 
mona,  is   now   editor-in-chief  of  the  English  editorial 


department  of  the  great  Commercial  Press  of  Shang- 
hai. This  is  one  of  the  largest  publishing  houses  in 
China;  it  is  capitalized  at  $5,000,000  and  has  a  plant 
of  the  most  modern  type,  employing  several  thousand 
persons.  Text  books  prepared  by  or  under  super- 
vision of  Dr.  Fong  are  used  in  public  schools  through- 
out China  where  English  is  taught. 

In  addition  to  this  important  editorial  work  Dr. 
Fong  is  author  of  several  books,  chairman  of  the  edu- 
cational committee  of  the  Pan  Pacific  Association ; 
chairman  of  the  national  committee  of  the  Y.  M.  C. 
A.,  of  China,  honorary  secretary  of  the  Institute  for 
Chinese  Blind  ;  president  of  the  Advertising  Club  of 
China,  member  of  the  executive  committee  of  the 
China  Christian  Education  Association,  of  the  China 
Continuation  Committee,  of  the  Forestry  Fund  Com- 
mittee, of  the  American  Junior  Red  Cross  Society  in 
China  and  an  elder  in  the  Cantonese  Union  Church. 
Dr.  Fong  has  held  his  present  position  with  the  Com- 
mercial Press  of  Shanghai  since  1908.  Great  as  has 
been  his  service  in  that  capacity,  perhaps,  equally 
fruitful  will  be  his  untiring  work  in  the  cause  of 
progress  in  his  native  land.  In  the  midst  of  the 
political  turmoil  which  has  torn  his  land  asunder  in 
recent  years  he  has  striven  without  ostentation  to  aid 
in  reuniting  discordant  factions.  He  has  a  personal 
acquaintance  with  the  outstanding  political  and  mili- 
tary figures  in  China  today  and  while  having  a  warm 
personal  friendship  for  Dr.  Sun  Yat  Sen,  he  believes 
that  Sun's  recent  elimination  from  power  in  south 
China  means  the  speedy  justification  of  the  republic 
and  a  restoration  of  peace  and  prosperity.  Just  at 
this  time  China  offers  wonderful  commercial  possibili- 
ties  to  American   and   other   interests,   he   declares.

In 
the  twinkling  of  an  eye  it  can  produce  a  great 
musician,  a  cultured  scholar,  a  writer  a  painter  of 
rare  pictures,  a  poet.  In  its  membership  is  found 
the   fine   flowering  of   art. 

On  Tuesday  night,  May  2,  preceeding  the  open- 
ing of  the  state  convention,  the  club  entertained  at 
banquet  in  honor  of  the  visiting  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  the  state  board.

There  does  not 
live  a  man  who  has  been  higher  paid  in  the  coin 
of  gratitude  than  Mr.  Warde.  As  he  arose  to  his 
feet  at  the  Press  banquet,  everyone  stood  to  pay 
tribute  to  the  man  who  is  making  California  early 
history  live  as  a  rich  legacy  to  be  handed  down 
through  the  generations.  This  old  actor,  who  looks 
like  a  boy  masquerading  in  a  white  wig,  gave  to 
his  audience  the  three  great  principles  for  success — 
health,  love,  and  work.  He  told  of  his  early  days 
on  the  stage,  when  the  theatre  was  the  standard 
of  pronunciation  of  the  English  language.  Of  his 
association  with  John  McCullough,  Edwin  Booth, 
Charlotte  Cushman  and  others.  "Winter  is  on  his 
head,    but   eternal    spring   is    in    his    heart."

Much  talent  is  discovered  in  this  sifting  for  mate- 
rial and  the  teachers  are  busy  for  weeks  training 
the  participants.  This  year  the  attractive  programs 
were  printed  by  the  Sentous  class  in  printing  and 
the  clever  little  sketch  on  the  front  page  was  de- 
signed by  Dan  Johnson,  10  years  old,  who  is  in  a 
special  class  for  talented  children  in  the  public 
schools.  After  being  printed,  the  programs  were 
turned  over  to  one  of  the  lower  grades  who  colored 
the  sketch.  Miss  Florence  Bently  of  Vine  Street 
School  dyed  all  the  material  for  the  costumes  in  the 
Pixies'  dance  and  Miss  Hortense  Williams  sat  up 
into  the  wee  sma'  hours  of  the  night  that  some  of 
the    fairies    might    glow    with    happiness    at   the    pos- 


session of  dainty  little  wings.  The  music  was  fur- 
nihed   by  Lincoln  High   School  band. 

Under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Gladys  Case  of  the 
public  library  story  telling  started  at  10:30  in  the 
morning  at  the  picnic  grounds  and  then  games 
were   indulged-  in   until   the   noon   hour. 

"Peter  Pan,"  a  pantomime  in  three  parts,  pre- 
sented under  the  direction  of  Miss  Ellen  Galpin, 
was  the  feature  of  the  day.  When  the  bugle  sounded 
at  1:30  a  thrill  of  interest  swept  over  the  gathered 
multitude  and  every  eye  turned  toward  the  trail 
where,  headed  by  a  small  bugler  winding  down  foot 
and  wing  into  Fairy  Town,  came  hundreds  of  dainty 
fairies,  wicked  pirates,  lively  pixies,  ugly  gnomes 
and  painted  Indians,  not  to  mention  the  tiny  balloon 
girls  with  their  yellow  aprons  bearing  in  black  an 
inscription  inviting  votes  for  the  school  bond.

ANNUAL  MEMORIAL  FESTIVAL

As  Southwest  Museum's  dominant  exhibt  is  nec- 
essarily that  of  our  ancient  people,  the  Redman,  it 
was  a  fitting  place  for  this  programme.  And  Helen 
Hunt  Jackson  was  foremost  among  America's  pio- 
neer patriots  whose  major  appeal  was  in  behalf  of 
the  Indian's  federal  and  civic  interests.  However, 
Wa-Wan  Club's  music,  drama  and  dance  sections 
consider  her  findings,  primarily  as  inspirational 
studies  for  their  original  compositions.  The  musical 
insignia  of  the  club  is  the  Omaha  Love  Call,  and 
its   name   is   that  of    an   intertribal   peace   ceremonial. 

After  welcome  by  the  host,  Director  Comstock, 
on  behalf  of  Southwest  Museum  Directors  and  his 
official  staff,  and  responses  by  the  State  Federation 
president,  Mrs.  William  Fitzgerald,  District  Presi- 
dent Mrs.  John  C.  Urquhart,  and  Wa-Wan  Club 
President  Mrs.  William  Mabee,  came  the  festival 
programme,  Indian  and  Spanish-Colonial  selections 
on  the  harp  and  violin  by  Barbara  Taylor  Kierulff 
and  Mrs.  Paul  Heydenriech,  a  suit  of  Carlos  Troyer's 
Indian  songs  by  Gloria  Mayne,  and  Indian  compo- 
sitions by  Homer  Grunn,  composer  at  the  piano.  The 
speaker  of  the  day,  Joseph  Scott,  in  his  inimitable 
style,  gave  salient  facts  of  our  great  Southwest  relic 
history,  demonstrating  beyond  doubt  or  quibble, 
Southwest    Museum's    necessity    to    fulfill    its    destiny 


as  a  popular  educational  institution,  of  the  people, 
for   the   people,   and    by  the   people. 

The  dramatic  offering  was  a  one-act  archaic  In- 
dian •  fantasy — the  Prenuptial  Journey  Fast,  or  Re- 
covery of  the  Lost  Song  of  Peace — written  and  pro- 
duced by  Wa-Wan  Club  "H.  H."  Memorial  Festival 
Chairman,    Virginia    Calhoun. 

In  his  literal  translations  from  Zuni  Life,  Lieu- 
tenant Frank  Hamilton  Cushing  tells  the  Indian's 
story  of  his  race's  fall.  This  was  the  failure  of 
the  first  prenuptial  journey  fast  by  Indian  youth 
and  maiden  betrothed.  Conditions  of  the  fast  were: 
The  betrothed  were  to  go  alone  together,  for  not  less 
than  four  days,  over  mountains,  through  forests, 
valleys  and  deserts,  during  which  time  they  must 
strictly  fast  from  food  and  all  expression  of  the 
passion  of  their  love.  And  the  first  fall  of  the  race 
was  when  the  youth  during  the  journey  embraced  the 
maiden's   hand   while   she  slept. 

The  originality  and  inherent  purity  of  this  tradi- 
tion, its  character — it  was  not  an  arbitrarily  imposed 
law,  but  sprang,  a  priori,  out  of  the  hearts  of  the 
betrothed — and  which  had  occurred  a  sufficient  num-

It  also  indicates 
an  archaic  people,  who  recognized  that  indifference 
to  and  direct  violaiton  of  the  purity  and  permanency 
ol  the  marriage  state  was  suicidal  and  express  their 
belief  in  this  axiom:  "The  fall  of  the  Indian  woman 
is  the  fall  of  the  Indian  race."  In  view  of  wide- 
spread conditions  that  are  today  at  work  under- 
mining home — our  unit  of  existence,  social,  racial 
and  national — by  loose  virtue  and  the  dissolution  of 
home  made  easy,  this  archaic  tradition  imposes  a 
world    of   reflection. 

The  drama-fantasy  took  place  in  the  ancient  forest 
of  Wingandacoa,  in  the  middle  world  of  the  great 
mystery,  evoked  by  the  good  magic  of  Charles  G. 
Adams,  on  the  little  hill  at  the  Museum  door.  Miss 
Calhoun  wove  into  her  drama  the  mock-bird  legend 
of  the  bird-imprisoned  chieftain  who  during  the  ages 
had  collected  the  scattered  and  lost  song  of  peace. 
To  this  forest  the  songster  came,  impersonated  by 
the  whistler,  Ruth  Zody,  in  hopes  that  the  lovers 
in  seclusion  there  because  of  their  purification  by  love, 
through  love,  for  love,  would  hear  the  ancient  song, 
discover  his  identity,  and  conduct  him  to  the  council 
fires,  and  help  him  to  deliver  it  to  his  people.  It  is 
the  third  nad  most  difficult  day  of  the  fast  when  the 
play  begins,  and  consists  of  a  prologue  and  two 
scenes.      First,    comes    the    Spinner    of    Meshes,    in    a 


recitative  she  spreads  confusion  through  the  forest 
and  netangles  the  senses  of  the  youth  by  her  bad 
magic.  This  was  magnificently  enacted  by  Gloria 
Mayne.  She  departs  as  her  magic  of  evil  prepares 
the  way  for  the  war  priests  and  hunter,  who  come 
seeking  the  place  of  the  lover's  seclusion.  They  are 
rejected  suitors  of  the  heroine  because  they  refused  the 
love  test,  derided"  the  idea,  following  only  the  false 
allure  of  what  they  call  their  "fredom,"  and  plot  for 
her  death,  in  order  to  prove  their  claim.  They  are 
of  her  father's  tribe  and  force  him  to  comply  with 
their  demands.  These  parts  were  effectively  played 
by  Booth  Franklin,  Mr.  Toy  and  Teddy  Pittman, 
a  Cherokee  Indian. 

In  the  midst  of  their  conspirary  the  Chief  Priest 
Father  is  led  to  the  forest  by  an  apparition  and  the 
magic  of  the  Songster's  Song.  He  dispatches  the 
plotters  to  their  homes.  This  part  was  played  with 
force  and   dignity  by  Mr.  James  Parker. 

Scene  2  is  the  arrival  in  the  forest  of  the  lovers 
with  their  prayer  plumes  and  sacred  meal,  replenish- 
ing their  altars  at  the  pool,  and  among  the  trees  and 
flowers. 

The  betrothed  maiden  Olivilla  (White  Shell)  was 
played  convincingly  wiht  poetic  fire  and  picturesque- 
ness  by  Miss  Margarite  Daily,  a  Cherokee  Indian. 
The  youth  Yoholo  (Well  Born)  was  played  by  Ray 
Clifford  with  many  telling  points  for  the  staggering, 
stumbling  boy,  victim  of  bad  magic  and  his  own 
carnal  appetites  of  hunger  and  the  passion  of  his 
love.  The  drama  is  realized  when  the  maiden  suc- 
ceeds in  keeping  the  youth  true  to  the  prenuptial 
journy  fast  vow,  when  they  discover  the  bird-im- 
prisoned Chieftain,  hearing  and  understanding  the 
lost  song  of  peace,  and  conduct  him  back  to  their 
council  fiires,  there  to  challenge  the  ancient  war  dance 
and  song  with  this  more  ancient  and  more  glorious 
song  of  peace,  calculated  to  make  the  people  happy, 
happy,  happy,  in  which  eventuality  the  betrothed 
will   escape   death   and   live   happily  ever   afterwards.

CLUBWOMEN  PROTEST 

New  York  clubwomen  and  leaders  in  civic  affairs 
have  sent  out  what  may  prove  to  be  a  feminine  battle 
cry  against  sculpture  of  Fred  MacMonnie's  depiction 
of  "civic  virtue"  as  a  nude  and  thoroughly  muscled 
young  man  enthusiastically  kicking  the  prostrate 
forms  of  two  women,  representative  of  urban  tempta- 
tion and  vice. 

Protest  was  made  by  Mary  Garrett  Hay  and  Mrs. 
James  Laidlaw,  noted  suffrage  workers,  on  announce- 
ment that  the  MacMonnies  sculpture  was  near  com- 
pletion and  soon  was  to  be  erected  in  City  Park  Hall. 

"I  think  it  is  a  trifle  ridiculous,"  Miss  Hay  declared. 
"Perhaps  the  true  symbolism  lies  in  the  fact  that  'civic 
virtue'  is  depicted  as  nude.  That  strikes  one  as  rea- 
sonable, after  thinking  of  what  civic  virtue  has  had  to 
undergo  from  the  City  Hall  politicians.  No  wonder 
the  poor  thing  has  not  any  clothes. 

"Why  should  Mr.  MacMonnies  have  used  a  male 
figure  in  trampling  down  tempting  women?  Why 
not  represent  civic  virtue  as  a  man  and  a  woman, 
hand  in  hand,  traveling  confidently  and  happily  a 
difficult  path?"

Mr.  Walter  G.  Mathewson,  state  labor  commissioner, 
for  his  recent  ruling  refusing  permits  to  children  un- 
der  12  years  of   age   in  theatrical   employment. 

Mrs.  H.  A.  Cable  spoke  of  child  labor  in  the  amuse- 
ment world  and  said  that  over  7,000  permits  a  year 
are  issued  to  children  in  Los  Angeles  city  to  appear 
in  moving  pictures,  and  she  expressed  the  hope  that 
the  recent  ruling  refusing  permits  to  children  under 
12  years  of  age  might  include  employment  in  moving 
pictures   also.

Dr.  M.  E.  Jaffa,  professor  of  Nutrition  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  California,  says  on  the  subject  of  milk  and 
milk-products: 

"I  am  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  no  one  set  of 
food  products  the  nutriment  value  of  which  has  been 
enhanced  by  recent  scientific  investigation  as  have 
milk  and  milk-products.  Too  much  can  not  be  said 
with  reference  to  the  advisability  and  the  desirability 
of  spreading  the  good  word  in  every  possible 
way.     .     .     ." 

Dr.  Jaffa  has  devoted  many  years'  study  to  the  sci- 
entific investigation  of  the  nutrition  of  foods  for  hu- 
man consumption, — babes,  children,  and  adults.  In 
the  scientific  determination  of  foods  the  foremost  thing 
by  which  we  are  to  be  guided  in  our  use  of  them  is: 
Are  they  really  nutritional  foods,  or  simply  stomach- 
fillers?  This  is  the  point  to  bear  in  mind  in  our  food 
selection.  It  should  be,  in  fine,  a  dependable,  all- 
'round,  correct  food,  fit  for  body  and  for  brain. 

Good  health  comes  from  the  good  things  we  eat, — 
the  things  that  are  nutritionally  and  protectively  good 
for  one's  welfare.  Among  fundamental  foods,  milk 
easily  takes  the  lead;  at  least,  it  has  no  superior.  It 
is  absolutely  without  any  substitute.  So  it  is  in  full 
confidence  that  a  freer  and  fuller  use  of  milk  and  of 
milk-products  is  recommended.  Milk  and  milk-prod- 
ucts are  as  common  as  an  old  shoe,  and,  economically 
considered,   are   about   as   "easy"   on  the   purse   as  old 


shoes  are  on  the  feet.  It  is  surprising  how  many 
thousands  of  years  milk  and  milk-products  have  been 
carried  on  the  bill-of-fare  in  Mother  Nature's  board- 
ing-house. Likewise,  it  is  surprising  how  many  mil- 
lions of  people,  from  time  immemorial,  have  used 
milk  and  milk-products  in  sustaining  and  saving  life. 
It  is  now  known  that,  over  200,000  years  past,  the 
Heidelberg  race  of  Europe  were  users  of  milk  and 
milk-products;  75,000  years,  the  Neanderthals,  of 
Rhodesia;  60,000  years,  the  Swiss  Lake-Dwellers,  of 
Lake  Neuchatel,  Switzerland  (no  wonder  the  Swiss 
know  so  much  about  the  making  of  delicious  nubbins 
of  Neuchatel  cheese!),  and  30,000  years,  the  Cro- 
Magnons,  the  race  who  were  the  forerunners  of  our 
own  race.  Yet,  with  all  this  aeon-like  use  of  milk 
and  milk-products  in  the  human  dietary,  it  is,  amaz- 
ing to  tell,  only  within  very  recent  years  that  peo- 
ple have  begun  to  awaken  to  the  vitalizing  values  of 
milk  and  milk-products.  But  late  though  this  awak- 
ening is,  it  is  gratifying,  in  knowing  the  good  accru- 
ing to  the  country,  to  see  and  learn  of  the  energetic 
and  educational  way  communities,  towns,  counties, 
cities,  and  States  are  taking  hold  of  the  subject  hav- 
ing to  do  with  proper  edible  nutrition  among  babes, 
children  and  adults.  In  homes,  in  schools,  and  via 
all  other  avenues  where  the  necessity  exists  for  hu- 
man-welfare work,  municipal  and  country,  "the 
spreading   of   the   good   word"    about   milk   and    milk-

products,  in  line  with  Doctor  Jaffa's  suggestion,  is 
carried   on  "in  every  possible  way." 

In  efforts  to  educate  people  in  the  business  of  us- 
ing milk  and  milk-products,  it  is  astonishing  to  dis- 
cover that  there  are  thousands  of  families  in  the 
United  States  who  are  using  very  little,  if  any,  milk, 
and  as  many  who  eat  virtually  no  leafy  vegetables, 
except  an  occasional  serving  of  cabbage.  It  is  no 
wonder,  that  there  was  so  large  a  percentage  of  "re- 
jects" among  the  men  offering  themselves  as  soldiers 
for  the  world  war.  Had  we  been,  the  past  twenty 
or  twenty-five  years,  a  nation  of  more  substantial 
users  of  milk  and  milk-products,  the  soldier  story 
would   have   been  different. 

When  we  say  to  some  one  that  milk  is  good  for 
him,  we  have  had  the  response:  "But,  milk  doesn't 
agree  with  me.  I've  tried  it,  and  I  know."  "All 
right,  then,"  we  answer,  "take  it  in  agreeing  quanti- 
ties, and  it  will,  and  you'll  feel  better  with  it  than 
without  it."  The  reason  for  this  is,  milk  is,  as  we 
have  said,  Mother  Nature's  human-welfare  food, 
chemically  fixed  and  fit  for  everybody,  young  or  old. 
Herein  is  the  explanation  why  milk  diets  have  become 
so  increasingly  prescribed  in  homes.  Herein,  too,  is 
the  story  why  in  sanitariums,  through  milk,  fresh  air 
and  sunshine  and  rest,  thousands  of  cases  of  "nerves" 
and  "tired  feelings"  are  scrapped  into  the  waste 
basket,  cured  and  forgot.  Milk,  probably,  was  the 
last  medicinal  resort;  it  should  have  been  the  first. 
Happily,  doctors  and  nurses  are  now  recognizing  and 
realizing,  more  and  more,  as  education  in  the  use  of 
dairy  products  broadcasts,  the  wonderful  curative 
powers  of  milk.  The  diseaseless  communities,  they 
find,  are  the  milk-drinking  and  milk-products'  using 
communities. 

Milk  carries  all  the  growth  and  health-sustaining 
elements  required  in  correctional,  nutritional,  and 
protectional  requirements  in  human  dietaries.  In  no 
other  single  food  are  the  vitamines,  "A,"  "B,"  and 
"C,"  so  importantly  blended. 

The  only  thing,  therefore,  is  to  use  all  the  milk 
you  can;  and,  if  that  isn't  enough,  use  a  little  more. 
You  will  be  better  off  in  health  and  in  resisting 
disease.

The  City  and  County  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs 
of  San  Francisco,  of  which  Miss  Jennie  Partridge  is 
the  efficient  President,  has  held  monthly  meetings  ever 
since  the  opening  of  the  club  season  last  autumn. 
Miss  Partridge  has  presided  at  every  meeting  and 
much  business  of  importance  has  been  transacted. 
These  monthly  meetings  are  fraught  with  interest, 
tor  every  department  is  usually  represented  and  the 
point  of  contact  thus  established  works  for  good  to 
all. 

One   of   the   notable   events   of   the    City   Federation 
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was  the  giant  card  party  for  the  benefit  of  disabled 
soldiers.  Quite  a  substantial  sum  was  raised,  and 
Miss  Florence  Musto,  the  indefatigable  chairman, 
felt  great  satisfaction  for  her  untiring  efforts. 

The  Citizenship  Department  under  the  manage- 
ment of  Mrs.  Arthur  Flood  has  been  doing  excellent 
work.  It  is  slow,  but  much  good  has  already  been 
accomplished. 

The  Civic  Section  of  which  Miss  Rusella  Ward  is 
chairman  is  making  itself  felt  in  the  community  and 
the  outlook  is  flattering. 

The  Educational  Department  gave  a  luncheon  some 
time  ago  and  inaugurated  the  first  of  a  series  of 
pleasant  and  instructive  functions.  It  has  been  de- 
cided that  each  department  in  turn  shall  have  one  of 
these  beneficial  luncheons  as  they  have  proved  a 
pleasant   feature. 

The  Literature  Department  under  Mrs.  William 
Harold  Wilson  has  had  several  enjoyable  afternoon 
affairs   at  which   notable  speakers   have  been   present. 

One  of  the  splendid  activities  of  the  City  Federa- 
tion has  been  the  establishing  of  the  Federated  Salv- 
age Shop  in  Sixteenth  Street — a  district  ideally  situ- 
ated for  just  such  work.  Mrs.  Henry  Sahlein,  with  a 
staff  of  capable,  earnest  workers,  is  the  chairman, 
and  owing  to  their  strenuous  and  wise  efforts  the 
Salvage  Shop  has  cleased  several  hundred  dollars 
since  its  start.  The  Salvage  Shop  is  operated  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Children's  Hospital  and  Federation  of 
Women's   Clubs   Social   Department. 

The  City  Federation  has  endorsed  the  abolishing 
of  raffles,  games  of  chance  and  other  gambling  de- 
vices; resolutions  regarding  better  films  and  matters 
pertaining  to  public  welfare  have  been  issued,  which 
have  received  the  cachet  of  their  approval. 

The  Public  Health  Department  with  Mrs.  Adolph 
Graupner  as  Chairman  has  decided  on  weekly  meet- 
ings, and  the  betterment  of  health  conditions  has  been 
earnestly  discussed  and  adequate  ways  of  enforcing 
more  careful  consideration  of  public  health 
considered. 

A  number  of  clubs  have  been  added  to  the  City 
Federation. 

The  convention  held  early  in  the  year  was  well 
attended  and  was  productive  of  much  good.  Every 
session  was  crowded  with  earnest  women  and  a  large 
number  of  men  attended.

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CALIFORNIA'S  PRESIDENT  RETURNS  FROM  BIENNIAL 

WHERE   SHE   TOOK   PART  IN  THE  SESSIONS 

OF  THAT  GREAT  CLEARING-HOUSE 

OF  IDEAS  AND  IDEALS 


Dear  Clubwomen  of  California: 

Again  it  has  been  my  proud  and  happy  privilege 
to  represent  the  California  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs  at  a  General  Federation  meeting  and  I  realize 
anew  the  honor  and  joy  that  is  mine  in  serving  such 
a  splendid  organization  of  women. 

To  attempt  a  brief  resume  of  such  an  important 
and  interesting  gathering  as  the  Chautauqua  Biennial 
is  not  an  easy  task,  for  one  is  tempted  to  give  a  more 
detailed  account  than  space  conditions  permit;  how- 
ever, I  shall  endeavor  to  mention  briefly  what  were 
to  me  the  outstanding  features  of  this  notable  gath- 
ering. 

In  considering  the  program  presented,  the  addresses 
emphasizing  our  opportunity  and  responsibility  in 
developing  an  international  consciousness  that  will 
enable  us  to  work  constructively  and  intelligently  for 
World  Peace  were,  in  my  judgment,  by  far  the  finest 
contributions  to  a  very  comprehensive  and  varied 
program. 

Mrs.  Winter,  in  her  masterly  address,  "The  Arms 
Conference  and  Afterward,"  thrilled  and  held  spell- 
bound her  great  audience,  and  expressions  of  pride 
and  gratification  that  the  General  Federation  had  a 
leader  so  eminently  qualified  to  sit  at  the  Washington 
Conference  were  voiced  on  all  sides. 

On  International  Evening  Honorable  Theodore  E. 
Burton,  of  the  Committee  of  Foreign  Affairs,  U.  S. 
House  of  Representatives,  spoke  on  "The  Growing 
Importance  of  America's  International  Relations,"  and 
"Pan  American  Relations"  was  the  subject  of  a  most 
interesting  address  by  Dr.  L.  S.  Rowe,  Director  Gen- 
eral, Pan  American  Union. 

Mr.  Raymond  Robins'  "The  Outlawry  of  War  the 
Next  Step  in  Civilization"  was  an  impassioned  and 
forceful  presentation  of  the  subject. 

Never  have  I  heard  a  speaker  whose  sincerity  and 
earnestness  more  deeply  impressed  me  than  did  Count 
Ilya  Tolstoy,  whose  address,  "The  Truth  About 
Russia,"  was  all  too  short  for  an  enthusiastic  audi- 
ence that  would  have  gladly  listened  to  him  for  an 
entire  evening  instead  of  the  brief  time  given  him  on 
a  very  full  program. 

Next  to  the  group  of  addresses  touching  on  Inter- 
national affairs,  perhaps  that  of  Mr.  Will  H.  Hays 
on  "Upbuilding  the  Nation's  Life  Through  Motion 
Pictures"  was  of  paramount  interest  and  provocative 
of  much  general  comment  and  discussion. 

Conferences  a  Vital  Factor  of  Gathering 

While  the  prepared  program  with  brilliant  speak- 
ers and  delightful  incidental  music  was  most  enjoy- 
able; after  all,  the  Conferences  were  of  greater  inter- 
est and  benefit  to  me  and  I  regretted  my  inability  to 
attend  every  one  but  wth  three  scheduled  for  each 
afternoon  this  was  not  possible,  but  I  think  that  we 
did  have  one  California  delegate  at  each  conference 
so  that  we  might  compare  notes  and  in  the  main  get 
the  gist  of  each. 

California  Well  Represented 

Distance  considered,  I  think  California  had  the 
largest  delegation  of  any  state,  as  on  one  day  we 
had  25  representatives  and  23  for  the  entire  session. 
And  such  a  splendid  group  of  women  as  our  dele- 
gates were — each  anxious  to  do  anything  to  be  help- 
ful, however  arduous  the  task. 

And  then,  too,  how  proud  we  "were  of  the  part  con- 
tributed to  the  program  by  our  California  wpmen.     It 


was  a  source  of  great  satisfaction  to  us  that  Mrs. 
Josiah  Evans  Cowles,  California's  General  Federa- 
tion President,  was  in  attendance  and  we  rejoiced  in 
the  honor  conferred  on  her  of  being  made  an  Hon- 
orary President  of  the  General  Federation.  And  I 
wonder  if  any  other  State  Federation  can  boast  that 
its  First  President  is  serving  the  organization  as 
General  Federation  Director  during  the  twenty-first 
year  of  its  existence,  as  Mrs.  Burdette  is  thus  serving 
the  California  Federation?  Mrs.  Burdette  was  made 
Honorary  Vice-President  of  the  General  Federation 
to  the  gratification  of  her  many  friends.  Her  address 
on  "Mexico  as  I  Saw  It"  was  splendid,  though  it  is 
to  be  regretted  that  so  often  it  is  necessary  to  limit 
the  time  on  very  important  topics. 

Mrs.  Rose  V.  S.  Berry  held  several  splendid  con- 
ferences for  the  Fine  Arts  Department  and  her  ad- 
dress, "The  Gift  of  the  Fine  Arts  Department  to  the 
General  Federation,"  was  a  magnificent  effort. 

Mrs.  H.  A.  Atwood,  Chairman  of  the  Indian  Wel- 
fare Committee,  led  the  discussion  at  her  conference 
on  this  important  subject,  and  the  splendid  exhibit 
of  Indian  work  was  due  to  the  effort  of  Mrs.  Atwood. 
Though  this  committee  is  but  a  year  old  it  has  ac- 
complished much   under  Mrs.  Atwood's  guidance. 

At  the  Americanization  Conference  Mrs.  Edwin 
Pond  James,  District  Chairman  for  Alameda,  gave 
California's  report  and  explained  the  Nationality 
Map,  which  is  a  distinct  contribution,  as  no  other 
state  has  yet  attempted  this  work.  Mrs.  James'  expe- 
rience in  Americanization  work  in  California  made 
her  contributions  to  the  conference  of  practical  value. 

Mrs.  John  A.  Aicher,  of  San  Francisco,  presented 
the  report  for  the  committee  of  "Cooperation  With 
Ex-Service  Men  and  Women."  This  committee  has 
done  splendid  work  in  California  and,  as  Mrs.  Aicher 
has  been  active  on  this  committee,  she  was  in  posi- 
tion to  ably  represent  this  phase  of  Federation  work. 

Much  praise  was  heard  of  the  address  given  by 
Mrs.  Mabel  Willebrandt,  of  Los  Angeles,  Assistant 
Attorney  General  of  the  United  States.  Mrs.  Wille- 
brandt addressed  the  Legislative  Conference  and 
much  favorable  comment  was  accorded  her. 

"Home  Demonstration  Work  in  California"  was 
splendidly  presented  by  Miss  Harriet  G.  Eddy,  State 
Leader,  State  College  Agriculture,  Berkeley,  Cali- 
fornia. Miss  Eddy  particularly  emphasized  the  val- 
uable cooperation  she  had  received  in  her  work 
through  the  California  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs. 

You  may  be  sure  that  your  president  felt  very  much 
handicapped  in  trying  to  give  an  account  of  "Women 
as  a  Working  Power  in  California"  in  three  minutes, 
but  as  this  morning's  mail  brought  a  request  for  a 
copy  of  her  talk,  to  be  used  in  an  educational  pam- 
phlet, she  feels  that  perhaps  she  set  forth  at  least 
some  of  your  splendid  accomplishments. 

California  Wins   1924  Biennial 

Never  do  I  anticipate  a  greater  honor  than  was 
mine  when  I  extended  the  invitation  from  Los  Ange- 
les, California,  for  the  next  Biennial,  and  the  enthusi- 
astic reception  that  the  invitation  received  encour- 
aged me  to  believe  that  the  decision  of  the  Executive 
Board  would  be  favorable,  as  I  think  everybody 
present  had  the  making  of  a  regular  "California.' 
I  know  we  can  make  1924  a  year  memorable  in  Gen- 
eral Federation  history.

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MANY  BANKS  TO  USE  CALIFORNIA-MADE  GOODS 


A  notable  impetus  has  been  given  the  Federation's  campaign 
to  promote  the  use  of  California  products  by  an  order,  the  effect 
of  which  will  be  to  give  to  California  manufacturers  the  pref- 
erence in  supplying  their  products  to  45  important  banking  insti- 
tutions of  the  Southwest,  affiliated,  through  a  recent  merger,  with 
the  First  National  Bank  of  Los  Angeles  and  its  subsidiaries.  This 
order  means,  in  a  word,  that,  wherever  possible,  California-made 
goods  will  be  used  exclusively  by  these  45  institutions.  The  sup- 
plies required  by  these  banks,  the  principal  ones  in  more  than  a 
score  of  cities,  form  an  impressive  aggregate.  The  effect  upon 
other  potential  users  of  California-made  goods  of  this  example 
will  be  of  great  importance  to  the  campaign  at  large. 

The    text    of    the    announcement    made    by    the    First    National 
Bank  of  Los  Angeles  follows: 

In  line  with  the  campaign  instituted  by  the  women's  clubs  of 
California    for   the    purchase    by    California    people    of    California 
products,  and  as  a  direct  result  of  the  launching  of  that  campaign, 
Henry  M.  Robinson,  president  of  The  First  National  Bank  of  Los 
Angeles,   the   Los   Angeles   Trust   &    Savings    Bank   and    the   First 
Securities   Company,   has    issued   the   following   order   to   the   Pur- 
chasing Department  of   these   institutions   and   the  45    branches  of 
the   Los  Angeles   Trust   &  Savings   Bank,   which   cover   California 
from  Fresno  south: 
"In  the  purchase  of  supplies  for  the  use  of  The  First    National   Bank   of   Los    Angeles,   the   Los    Angeles 
Trust  &  Savings  Bank  and   the  First  Securities  Company,  the  Purchasing  Department  will   always  give  pref- 
erence to  American  products.     Whenever  possible,  price    and    quality  being   equal,   western   products   shall   be 
purchased  in  the  following  order  of  preference: 

"(a)  From  manufacturers  and  dealers  located  in  cities  in  which  we  have  banking  institutions  and 
depositing  with  these  banks; 

"(b)      From   manufacturers    and   dealers    in   California  territory  from  Fresno  south; 
"(c)      From  manufacturers   and   dealers   in   California,  Arizona,  Nevada,   Utah  and  New  Mexico. 
"It  is  desired  that  when  materials  and  supplies  purchased  for  these   institutions   are   not   produced   within 
the  area  above  specified,  the  best  efforts  of  these  institutions    be    used    to    induce    local    production,    either    in 
establishments   already   located   here   or  by  inducing  the  establishment  of  branch  factories  of  eastern  concerns 
from  whom  we  may  purchase  because  of  the  non-production  of  these  articles  in  California. 

"Based  upon  the  foregoing  principle,  it  is  desirable  to  distribute  purchases  as  impartially  as  possible  on 
the  basis  of  price,  quality  and  deliveries,  and  without  discrimination  as  between  communities  where  our 
banks  are  located.

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THE  EDITOR'S  WORK  BENCH 


We  can't  any  longer  hide  behind  a  can  of  out-of- 
the-State  packed  tomatoes  when  our  own  are  as  good, 
if  not  better,  and  may  be  had  for  the  same  price. 
We  can't  any  longer  carry  flamboyant  resolutions  to 
buy  home  products  if  we  don't  get  busy  and  follow 
up  the  resolution  with  action.  To  build  theoretical 
air-castles  is  mighty  easy,  and  a  fine  cold  cream  to 
one's  sense  of  responsibility,  but  to  put  a  shoulder  to 
the  wheel  and  make  a  resolution  come  to  pass  is  more 
effective  and  of  more  general  use  in  the  places  where 
air-castles  have  lost  caste.  . 

Platitudes  are  sometimes  truisms,  but  just  as  often 
they  are  lies,  and  have  certainly  outlived  any  useful- 
ness they  may  ever  have  possessed  in  the  minds  of 
California  clubwomen.  So,  stripped  of  all  its  trim- 
mings, a  resolution  passed  several  months  ago  by  the 
California  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,  to  buy 
home  products  and  thereby  give  employment  to  Cali- 
fornia men  and  women — is  largely  responsible  for 
California  being  able  to  hold  the  white  spot  on  the 
map  of  the  industrial  and  business  situation  of  our 
country.  But  the  struggle  has  just  begun,  and  con- 
stant  vigilance   is  the   watchword. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  campaign  of  the 
California  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  for  Home 
Products  has  already  been  felt.  We  all  know  that  as 
yet  many  commodities  must  come  from  the  East.  Cali- 
fornia manufacturers  are  still  in  their  infancy  com- 
pared with  the  East.  But  more  and  more  products 
with  the  California  brand  are  finding  their  way  into 
the  marts  of  trade. 

Just  as  the  Buy  at  Home  urge  has  been  found 
effective  in  the  small  towns,  so  in  a  larger  way  the 
insistence  upon  California-made  products  makes  its 
impression  upon  the  retailer.  Naturally  enough  he 
must  carry  in  stock  the  lines  for  which  is  the  decided 
call.  As  a  business  man  he  cannot  yield  to  his  own 
feelings  in  the  matter. 

Some  California  products  are  now  being  widely 
advertised.  One  has  only  to  stop  and  think  of  a 
number  of  well  known  brands  of  canned  goods  put 
up  here  in  California.  There  is  no  need  to  dwell 
upon  their  excellence.  There  is  no  reason  why  home 
made  products  cannot  compete  upon  equal  footing 
with  eastern  brands  as  time  goes  on,  and  the  more 
emphasis  the  clubwomen  lay  upon  the  benefits  to  be 
gained  by  insisting  upon  California-made  articles,  the 
more  energy  will  our  manufacturers  display.  It  goes 
without  saying  that  what  benefits  our  manufacturing 
interests  helps  all  of  us.  California  woolens,  cot- 
ton goods,  canned  fruits,  olives,  pickles,  cement, 
underthings,  neckwear  and  shirts — all  the  numerous 
things  in  the  line  of  manufacture — can  be  pushed  to 
better  advantage  as  the  demand  grows.  And  the 
retailer  is  always  quick  to  sense  the  increasing  de- 
mand for  this  or  that  particular  line. 

There  is  no  intent  to  create  a  commercial  barrier 
against  the  eastern  goods,  but  other  things  being 
equal,  there  seems  to  be  no  sound  reason  why  one 
should  not  be  loyal  to  one's  own  State  and  seek  to 
create  a  demand  for  the  product  of  the  home  factory, 
shop,  loom  or  plant. 

When  one  recalls  the  market  created  for  California 
raisins,  oranges  and  lemons  by  well  directed  publicity, 
it  is  easy  to  see  how  this  determined  Home  Products 
campaign  fostered  by  the  clubwomen  is  bound  to  be 
effective. 

HOW  TO   BE   READY 

"To  know  how  to  be  ready, — a  great  thing — a  pre- 


cious gift, — and  one  that  implies  calculation,  grasp 
and  decision.  To  be  always  ready,  a  man  must  be 
able  to  cut  a  knot,  for  everything  cannot  be  untied  ; 
he  must  know  how  to  disengage  what  is  essential 
from  the  detail  in  which  it  is  enwrapped,  for  every- 
thing cannot  be  equally  considered ;  in  a  word,  he 
must  be  able  to  simplify  his  duties,  his  business  and 
his  life.  To  know  how  to  be  ready  is  to  know  how 
to  start. 

"It  is  astonishing  how  all  of  us  are  cumbered  up 
with  a  thousand  and  one  hindrances  and  duties  which 
are  not  such,  but  which  nevertheless  wind  up  about 
with  their  spider  threads  and  fetter  the  movement  of 
our  wings.  It  is  the  lack  of  order  which  makes  us 
slaves;  the  confusion  of  today  discounts  the  freedom 
of  tomorrow. 

"Confusion  is  the  enemy  of  all  comfort,  and  con- 
fusion is  born  of  procrastination.  To  know  how  to 
be  ready  we  must  know  how  to  finish.  Nothing  is 
done  but  what  is  finished.  The  things  which  we 
leave  dragging  behind  us  will  start  up  again  later 
on  before  us  and  harass  our  path.  Let  each  day  take 
thought  of  what  concerns  it,  liquidate  its  own  affairs 
and  respect  the  day  which  is  to  follow,  and  then  we 
shall  be  always  ready." 

It  is  interesting  to  note  in  Mrs.  Morrow's  article 
on  the  activities  of  San  Francisco  City  and  County 
Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  that  the  foreign  women 
have  joined  their  Federation.  Surely  those  San  Fran- 
cisco Federated  women  have  beautifully  understood 
that  "Americanization  is  not  a  call  to  a  new  propa- 
ganda but  to  a  new  spirit  of  friendship."

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"PASSING  ON  THE  TORCH  OF  CITIZENSHIP  LIT  WITH 
THE  FIRES  OF  LOVE  AND   JUSTICE   TO   ALL" 


A  great  poet,  Emerson,  sought  to  set  forth  this 
passionate   devotion   to    liberty?, 

"Wliat  the  tender  poetic  youth  dreams,  and  prays, 
and  paints  today,  but  shuns  the  ridicule  of  saying 
aloud,  shall  presently  be  the  resolutions  of  public 
bodies,  then  shall  be  carried  as  a  grievance  and  bill 
of  rights  through  conflict  and  war,  and  then  shall  be 
triumphant  law  and  establishment  for  a  hundred 
years,  until  it  gives  place,  in  turn,  to  new  prayers 
and  pictures."  So  all  the  ideals  of  Liberty,  like  seed 
in  the  souls  of  mankind,  take  root  and  bear  fruit  in 
good  time." 

Just  a  few  short  years  since  the  great  poet  uttered 
this  great  prophecy;  and  today  the  new  ideal  of 
liberty,  like  seeds  in  the  souls  of  mankind,  takes  root 
and  bears  fruit. 

With  this  new  ideal  of  liberty  as  a  guide  the  club- 
women of  the  nation  saw  the  need  of  a  new  spirit  of 
celebration  on  Independence  Day.  The  old  fire  and 
gun-play  had  grown  obsolete.  Liberty  is  more  than 
a  kind  of  government  or  rule  or  action;  it  is  a  polit- 
ical religion,  a  worship,  and  inspiration ;  and  Its 
day  of  days  must  be  celebrated  fittingly.  And  so  the 
plan  was  evolved  to  make  it  a  day  of  consecration 
to  ideals,  dedicated  to  the  thought  that  God  hath 
made  of  one  blood  all  nations  of  men;  brother  build- 
ers, brother  creators  aiding  each  other  toward  the 
dawn.  And  out  of  this  dream  of  unity  grew  the  plan 
to  celebrate  the  Fourth  by  inviting  the  young  people — 
those  who  had  reached  their  majority  during  the 
year,  both  American  and  foreign  born — to  join  in 
a  celebration  that  would  leave,  not  alone  treasured 
memories,  not  alone  a  vision  of  the  future,  but  the 
hope  of  the  here  and  now. 

Los  Angeles  District  C.  F.  W.  C.  placed  special 
emphasis  on  the  July  4th  celebrations.     Mrs.  John  C. 


Urquhart,  President,  whose  fine  endeavor  and  dis- 
tinguished achievement  as  an  apostle  of  the  new 
American-Citizen  ideal  has  won  her  a  large  follow- 
ing in  the  State,  assisted  the  several  communities  in 
plans  for  the  day.  Miss  Mary  Workman,  American- 
Citizenship  Chairman  of  the  district  and  one  of  the 
pathfinders  in  the  work,  who  has  organized  several 
Coming  of  Age  Clubs,  urged  that  the  day  be  spent 
to  re-affirm  our  birthright  as  native  sons  and  daugh- 
ters of  the  nation,  or  renew  our  oath  of  allegiance 
as  children  by  adoption. 

Mrs.  W.  L.  Peck,  Chairman  of  International  Rela- 
tions, furnished  the  inspiration  for  the  splendid  pro- 
gram at  Compton.  Mrs.  Peck  sees  the  problem  as  a 
whole,  but  recognizes  that  the  vitality  must  come 
from  the  small  or  community  group  or  spirit. 

TO    THE    NEW    VOTERS 

In  her  address  to  the  new  voters,  delivered  at 
Compton,  Mrs.   Urquhart  said: 

"It  is  certainly  a  glorious  privilege  to  be  alive  on  a 
day  like  this,  to  be  alive  and  interested  in  putting 
life  and  reality  into  one  of  the  New  Movements  of 
the  day,  a  movement  which  is  destined  to  preserve  to 
America  the  principles  of  brotherly  love,  tolerance 
and  mutual  freedom,  upon  which  the  government  of 
our  beloved  country  was  founded. 

"And  may  I  congratulate  Compton  upon  being  one 
of  the  first  towns  in  California  to  realize  the  great 
benefits  to  come  from  such  a  celebration  and  to  turn 
the  nation's  birthday  into  a  welcome  to  the  new 
citizens? 

"Compton  has  proven  herself  a  good  citizen,  ever 
looking  forward  to  the  good  of  her  community  and 
ever  ready  to  fall  in  line  with  good  and  far-sighted 
suggestions.     To  our  clubwomen  I  want  to  commend 
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their  confidence  in  their  leaders.  You  have  shown 
two  great  characteristics  of  good  citizenship — obedi- 
ence and  courage.  You  are  not  afraid  to  undertake 
things  and  we  can  trust  your  good  sense  to  do  those 
things  which  appeal  to  you  as  unifying  influences  in 
your  town. 

"This  new  movement  to  which  I  refer  is  the  cele- 
bration of  Citizenship  Day,  a  day  designed  for  the 
welcome  into  the  honor  and  privilege  of  voting,  the 
young  men  and  women  who  have  come  of  age  during 
the  past  year.  May  I  take  just  a  moment  to  tell  you 
how  the  movement  started?  It  sometimes  takes  a 
surgical  operation  to  awaken  countries  to  their  needs, 
and  such  an  operation  was  performed  for  us  by  the 
World  War.  It  was  a  costly  and  horrible  operation 
costing  millions  of  precious  lives  and  property,  but  it 
did  open  our  eyes  to  some  of  our  national  needs. 
First  among  these  was  the  necessity  of  a  more  uni- 
versal education.  Twenty-five  per  cent  of  our  phys- 
ically firt  young  men  were  illiterate.  This  knowl- 
edge led  to  the  great  Americanization  movement.  You 
are  all  familiar  with  the  efforts  made  to  make  all 
people  living  in  this  land  and  calling  it  home,  more 
familiar  with  its  principles.  We  clubwomen  spent 
two  years  in  studying  the  methods  of  Americanization 
and  have  realized  how  much  more  the  foreign-born 
has  to  prepare  for  his  citizenship  in  the  land  of  his 
adoption,  than  our  own  boys  and  girls.  The  foreign- 
born  must  put  time,  hard  study,  money,  often  great 
inconvenience,  and  pass  a  rigid  examination,  before 
receiving  his  papers  of  citizenship,  while  our  own 
boys  and  girls,  simply  take  their  citizenship  as  a 
natural  right  (which  it  is),  and  in  many  instances 
do  not  appreciate  the  privileges  into  which  he  has 
been  born.  And  so  to  impress  the  fact  that  America 
needs  preparation  from  her  native-born  as  well  as 
her  foreign-born  children,  we  are  urging  the  forma- 
tion of  Citizenship  Clubs  in  every  community,  where 
the  members  will  put  in  one  year's  preparation  for 
the  duties  of  voting,  prior  to  the  casting  of  the  first 
vote,  and  further  request  the  celebration  of  Citizen- 
ship Day,  where  the  older  voters  may  welcome  the 
newly  arrived  voters,  both  native  and  foreign  born. 

"Last  year  there  were  300  such  gatherings  held. 
This  year  the  number  will  run  into  many  thousands. 
Just  such  meetings  as  this — and  from  which  we  hope 
to  see  the  new  clubs  formed. 

"Each  year  fully  two  million  boys  and  girls  come 
of  age  in  the  United  States.  Isn't  this  a  tremendous 
force  and  shouldn't  we  demand  some  preparation  for 
the  duties  they  are  to  assume?  There  is  no  other 
part  of  life,  no  other  work  which  we  undertake 
without  being  somewhat  fitted  for  it,  and  there  is  no 
more  important  job  in  life  than  of  running  a  govern- 
ment. 

And  so,  my  dear  young  voters  and  my  dear  Mrs. 
Portia  E.  Reed,  whom  I  now  present  to  you,  we 
older  people  realize  that  we  cannot  teach  you  patriot- 
ism any  more  than  we  could  teach  you  love  or  re- 
ligion. These  are  things  which  each  must  experi- 
ence, things  which  must  be  born  in  your  hearts  and 
lived  in  your  lives.  We  realize  we  will  not  live  to 
see  the  full  fruits  of  our  labors  and  that  we  must 
pass  on  to  you  the  responsibilities  which  we  are  en- 
deavoring to  creditably  carry.  We  are  doing  our 
best  to  make  of  this  world  a  little  better  place  to 
live  in  and  to  pass  on  to  our  children — a  land  where 
they  may  justly  exercise  that  inalienable  right  to 
"pursuit  of  happiness." 

"It  is  to  you  and  your  children  and  to  your  chil- 
dren's children  that  we  must  pass  on  the  torch  of 
citizenship.  In  the  race  of  life  there  is  no  finer  goal 
than  to  fulfill  our  civic  duties.  America's  torch  is 
lit  with  the  fire  of  love  and  justice  to  all.  Into  your 
hands  we  older  citizens  pass  the  torch  and  ask  that 
you  strive  to  learn  the  full  meaning  of  your  citizen- 


ship ;  that  you  remember  all  in  the  race  are  entitled 
to  share  in  the  prize,  and  that  by  patiently  mingling 
with  others  in  the  race  and  trying  to  understand 
what  impedes  the  course  of  your  more  halting  brother, 
weighing  life's  problems  from  the  other  fellow's 
standpoint,  you  will  be  rekindling  the  fire  of  Democ- 
racy; you  will  prolong  the  life  of  America  and  will 
enable  all  to  cross  the  line  of  life  with  their  torches 
burning." 

*  *     *     * 

Andrew  Herskind,  foreign-born,  who  has  made  so 
fine  an  American  citizen,  said: 

"I  hasten  to  furnish  you  with  what  we  might  term 
'The  Ten  Commandments  of  Patriotism.'  I  am  sure 
that  this  term  is  not  at  all  out  of  the  way,  because 
religion  and  patriotism  are  so  closely  allied,  in  fact 
our  churches  and  schools  are  cradles  of  patriotism. 
In  our  Bible  we  find  the  following  passage:  "The 
land  which  the  Lord  thy  God  giveth  thee.'  The  Lord 
our  God  has  given  to  us  our  America;  therefore, 
patriotism  must  go  hand  in  hand  with  religion. 
Understanding  this,  we  surely  must  realize  that  the 
duties  we  perform,  conscientiously,  for  our  nation 
are  also  part  of  our  duty  to  our  great  God,  the  Lord 
of  creation. 

"I  do  not  remember  where  I  saw  these  command- 
ments written,  but  if  I  am  not  mistaken  they  are 
credited  to  Rabbi  Eichler,  of  Boston. 

"  '1.  Love  thy  country,  which  lias  redeemed  thee 
from  tyranny  and  bondage. 

"  '2.  Thou  shalt  not  worship  any  political  idols, 
nor  bow  down  to  them,  nor  serve  them;  for  their 
iniquity  will  be  visited  on  thee  and  thy  children  until 
the  third  and  fourth  generation. 

"  '3.  Thou  shalt  not  take  the  name  of  patriotism  in 
vain  nor  use  it  to  hide  thy  selfish  motives. 

"'4.  Remember  the  day  of  election — to  keep  it 
holy. 

"  '5.  Honor  the  sanctity  of  the  ballot,  that  the 
days  of  the  Republic  may  be  prolonged. 

"'6.  Thou  shalt  not  kill  the  spirit  of  freedom  by 
neglecting  to  exercise  the  prerogatives  of  a  freeman. 

"  '7.  Thou  shalt  not  adulterate  the  purity  of  civic 
life  by  entering  politics  for  gain. 

'"8.  Thou  shalt  not  let  greed  for  political  reward 
bear  false  witness  against  the  spirit  of  patriotism. 

"'9.  Thou  shalt  not  encourage  public  servants  to 
steal  by  thy  indifference. 

"  '10.  Thou  shalt  not  covet  a  public  office  which 
thou  art  not  fit  to  fill.' 

"Now,  Mrs.  Peck,  in  conclusion,  I  wish  to  compli- 
ment the  city  of  Compton  highly  for  having  shown 
their  wisdom  by  selecting  people  like  yourself  and 
the  other  indefatigable  workers  of  your  Fourth  of 
July  committee. 

"You  certainly  took  a  step  in  the  right  direction 
when  you  placed  on  your  excellent  program — "Our 
New  Citizens."  So  far  as  I  know  Compton  stands 
first  in  this  feature  and  it  is  bound  to  have  a  bene- 
ficial effect  on  the  entire  nation  in  causing  an  awak- 
ening to  the  fact  that  our  native-born  citizens  need 
education  and  preparation  for  citizenship  as  well  as 
do  the  foreign-born.  When  we  realize  that  patriot- 
ism is  in  reality  the  foundation  upon  which  our  home 
life  is  built,  and  instill  in  the  minds  and  hearts  of 
our  children,  from  the  cradle  up,  the  right  brand  of 
patriotism,  impress  our  new  voters  with  the  responsi- 
bility and  power  that  comes  to  them  with  the  ballot, 
most  of  the  problems  that  now  confront  us  will  be 
solved."

Speech  of  Andrew  Xeres  Mahy;  born  in  the  Phil- 
ippines; lived  in  China  to  the  age  of  11  years;  since 
in  America. 

"I  stand  before  you  today  representing  a  great 
throng  of  people  from  every  land   and  nation  on  the 
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globe.  Some  have  already  come  and  others  are  look- 
ing with  longing  eyes  toward  this  land.  The  land 
where  hope  has  a  chance  of  being  realized  and  where 
life  has  its  best  chance  to  expand. 

"Life  at  its  best  is  made  up  of  ties  of  duty  and 
devotion,  binding  us  in  ways  millionfold  to  one 
another  and  to  our  common  interests  and  faith.  But 
of  all  human  relations  none  today  is  so  inclusive  as 
that  c«f  citizenship,  particularly  the  citizenship  of  an 
American.  For  to  be  a  true  American  is  to  be  a 
true  neighbor,  a  true  friend,  a  good  workman,  a 
considerate  employer,  a  just  dealer,  a  lover  of  free- 
dom, upholder  of  the  law,  servile  to  no  man  and  to 
none  oppressive,  revering  the  republic's  fathers  and 
their  wisdom,  but  remembering,  too,  that  they  looked 
not  back,  but  forward,  with  courage  for  tasks  that 
come  forever  new  to  each  age  and  each  people. 

"To  be  a  true  citizen  of  America,  moreover,  is  to 
be  a  true  citizen  of  the  world,  of  that  wide  world  of 
human  needs  and  hopes  which  no  continent  can  im- 
prison, no  seas  divide,  no  man  or  nation  escape. 

"In  cutting  away  from  narrow  tyranny  the  signers 
and  defenders  of  the  great  'Declaration'  embarked 
upon  a  principle  as  broad  as  humanity.  'All  men,' 
they  avowed,  'all  men,  are  endowed  by  their  Creator 
with  certain  unalienable  rights' — a  truth  against 
which  no  king  or  cast  could  prevail  and  to  which, 
ultimately,  all  nations  must  give  fealty. 

"As  adopted  citizens  we  will  never  bring  disgrace 
to  this,  our  country,  by  any  act  of  dishonesty  or  cow- 
ardice ;  we  will  fight  for  the  ideals  and  the  sacred 
things  of  our  country  both  alone  and  with  many; 
we  will  revere  and  obey  its  laws  and  do  our  best  to 
incite  a  like  respect  and  reverence  in  others;  we  will 
strive  unceasingly  to  quicken  the  public's  sense  of 
civic  duty;  that  thus  in  all  ways  we  may  transmit 
this  country  greater,  better,  and  more  beautiful  than 
it  was  transmitted  to  us. 

"We  believe  in  the  United  States  of  America  as  a 
government  of  the  people,  by  the  people,  for  the 
people,  whose  just  powers  are  derived  from  the  consent 
of  the  governed,  a  democracy  in  a  republic,  a  perfect 
nation,  one  and  inseparable,  established  upon  the 
principles  of  freedom,  equality,  justice  and  humanity 
for  which  American  patriots  sacrificed  their  lives  and 
fortunes.  We,  therefore,  believe  it  is  our  duty  to 
our  country  to  love  it,  to  obey  its  laws,  to  respect  its 
flag  and  to  defend  it  against  all  enemies."

TALK  OF  PORTIA   RYAN   REED,   GIVEN  JULY  4-TH,   1922, 
AT    COMPTON 

"America  has  often  been  called  the  land  of  promise, 
and  we  who  love  our  country  and  believe  in  her 
know  how  true  that  statement  is.  'Promise' — How 
much  that  means  and  has  meant  to  thousands  who 
have  come  to  us  expecting  to  have  every  letter  of 
the  word  fulfilled,  and  they  have  not  been  disap- 
pointed. 

"The  P  stands  for  people,  all  the  people  who  have 
honesty  of  purpose  and  a  willingness  and  ambition 
to  attain  the  higher  things  of  life. 

"The  R  is  for  the  results  which  are  bound  to  come 
with  effort  and  self  reliance. 

"The  O  stands  for  opportunity  of  which  there  is 
plenty  in  this  beautiful  land  of  ours.  And  then  comes 
M — and  M  means  mighty,  and  mighty  means 
America: 

"The  I  stands  for  interest,  and  that's  what  every 
one  of  us  has  in  our  country;  otherwise  we  are  not 
true  Americans. 

"The  S  is  for  the  high  standards  of  living  of  all 
sincere  and  loyal  citizens,  and  S  stands  also  for  our 
brave  soldiers  and  sailors  of  both  past  and  present. 
We  are  proud  of  every  one  of  them.     And 

"The  E  is  for  everybody — that  means  you  and  me, 
and    E    stands    also    for    everything   that   people    may 
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The  CLUBWOMAN 


wish  for,  and  it  is  all  here,  folks,  if  they  are  willing 
to  go  and  get  it." 

AT    SIERRA    MADRE 

In  response  to  a  call  from  the  General  Federation 
of  Women's  Clubs  urging  a  community  celebration 
of  the  Fourth  of  July,  Mrs.  J.  Milton  Steinberger, 
President  of  the  Sierra  Madre  Woman's  Club,  assisted 
by  the  young  people  of  the  town,  made  the  day  all 
that  it  should  be,  a  dignified  expression  of  love, 
loyalty  and   good   fellowship. 

Promptly  at  11  o'clock,  amidst  flying  banners  and 
the  martial  strains  of  the  Sierra  Madre  band,  22  sol- 
diers from  the  balloon  school,  preceding  the  colors, 
carried  by  Capt.  J.  A.  Osgood,  veteran  of  the  Civil 
War;  George  Cox,  veteran  of  the  Spanish-American 
War,  and  Harvey  and  Robert  Steinberger,  veterans 
of   the    World   War,   marched    to   the   flagpole    in   the 


center  of  the  town.  The  bugler  gave  the  call  to  the 
colors,  and  as  the  flag  touched  the  top  of  the  pole  a 
double  salute  of  21  rifles  rang  out,  after  which  the 
band  played  "The  Star  Spangled  Banner,"  two  verses 
of  which  were  sung  by  the  citizens.  Captain  Osgood 
gave  an  address  reminiscent  of  the  Independence 
Day  of  his  own  childhood,  expressing  the  obligations 
of  love  and  duty  which  each  citizen  should  feel 
toward  the  flag  of  his  country.  He  then  called  upon 
Mrs.  Steinberger,  President  of  the  Sierra  Madre 
Woman's  Club,  who  recited  "The  Birth  of  the  Ameri- 
can Flag."  This  was  followed  by  the  announcement 
that  William  Olsen,  a  member  of  the  Young  People's 
Citizens'  Club,  had  been  awarded  the  prize  for  the 
best  paper  on  the  fundamental  principles  of  good 
citizen  ship.  Amid  loud  applause  a  beautiful  medal, 
showing  the  great  seal  of  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica suspended  from  a  ribbon  of  red,  white  and  blue, 
was  pinned  on  this  proud  young  man. 


C.  F.  W.  C.  ENDORSES  THE  CHILD-LABOR  BILL 


In  the  June  Board  meeting,  C.  W.  F.  C,  Mrs. 
Schlesinger,  State  Chairman  of  Child  Welfare,  re- 
ported a  program  of  Normal  Life  Factors,  and  moved 
the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions,  which 
were  passed  unanimously: 

Whereas,  The  California  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs  has  consistently  supported  every  effort  to  pro- 
tect the  children  of  America  from  industrial  exploi- 
tation, and, 

Whereas,  The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
has  recently  declared  the  existing  Federal  statute 
regulating  the  employment  of  child  labor  to  be  un- 
constitutional, and,     . 

Whereas,  This  decision  makes  it  obvious  that  only 
a  constitutional  amendment  will  permanently  save 
the  childhood  of  America  from  wage  slavery,  and, 

Whereas,  A  joint  resolution  proposing  the  sub- 
mission of  a  constitutional  amendment  for  this  pur- 
pose has  been  introduced  in  the  Senate  of  the  United 
States, 

Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  That  the  California 
Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  hereby  earnestly  en- 
dorse  the   proposed  constitutional   amendment. 

Endorsed  by  the  State  Executive  Board  of  the 
California   Federation   of   Women's    Clubs. 


Whereas,  Dr.  Ethel  Waters  has  been  appointed  to 
the  Federal  Children's  Bureau  to  help  administer  the 
Sheppard  Towner   act,   and 

Whereas,  California  thereby  loses  an  able  and 
efficient  public  officer,  and 

Whereas,  Her  integrity,  human  understanding,  tact 
and  ability  made  the  services  of  the  Child  Hygiene 
Bureau    sought    and    valued    by    every    community    in 
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California  and  know  far  beyond  the  confines  of  the 
State, 

Be  It  Resolved,  That  the  California  Federation  of 
Women's  Clubs,  through  its  Executive  Board,  extend 
to  Dr.  Waters  its  deepest  appreciation  and  thanks 
for  her  valuable  counsel  and  splendid,  untiring  and 
exceptional  work  and  co-operation  at  all  times,  and 
express  pride  in  the  recognition  of  her  ability  as 
shown  by  this  call  to  a  larger  field  for  her  activities 
and  hereby  pledge  our  loyal  co-operation  and  assist- 
ance in  furthering  her  work,  locally  and  nationally, 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  copies  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to 
Dr  Waters,  to  His  Excellency  Governor  Stevens,  to 
the  State  Board  of  Health  and  to  the  State  Board  of 
Control. 
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BRILLIANT   ATTORNEY   URGES    VOTERS'    DUTY 

PLEDGE,   AS   ONLY   LESS  IN  IMPORTANCE  OF 

THAT  TO  THE  FLAG 


To  the  Federated   Clubwomen   of  California: 

I  feel  that  the  enfranchisement  of  the  women  of 
the  nation  is  the  one  great  step  of  the  age  in  gov- 
ernmental betterment.  I  know  from  close  observa- 
tion that  as  a  class  the  women  of  America  give  far 
more  earnest  and  intelligent  thought  and  study  to 
our  civic  problems  than  do  the  men;  and  that  they, 
as  a  class,  have  a  deep-rooted  desire  to  come  up  to 
the   full   measure   of   good   citizenship. 

For  years  I  have  noted  with  growing  alarm  a 
fundamental  weakness — at  least  what  seems  to  me 
to  be  such — in  our  form  of  government;  or,  more 
accurately  perhaps,  not  in  our  form  of  government 
as  such,  but  in  its  practical  working.  That  weak- 
ness, which  seems  to  have  grown  at  an  increased 
ratio  with  our  growth  in  population  and  in  diversity 
of  interests  and  with  our  growing  absorption  in  our 
individual  concerns,  is  a  marked  tendency  on  the 
part  of  the  more  substantial  elements  among  our 
citizenry  to  neglect  the  ballot,  particularly  insofar 
as  our  business  and  professional  men — our  supposedly 
busy  men — -are  concerned.  It  is  not  so  true,  as  yet, 
of  our  busy  women,  both  because  they  take  their  du- 
ties in  every  walk  in  life  more  seriously  than  do  we 
of  the  opposite  sex,  and  because  the  right  to  vote 
is  a  comparatively  new  and,  to  most  of  them,  an 
intensely  interesting  thing.  1  hope  and  believe  that 
the  first  of  these  reasons  is  the  dominant  and  pre- 
vailing one.  The  result  of  this  indifference  to  and 
consequent  neglect  of  the  ballot  by  those  elements 
who  should  be  the  very  backbone  of  our  government, 
and  who  should  furnish  the  best  of  its  life-blood,  is 
the  inevitable  tendency  of  all  things  governmental 
to  drift  into  the  hands  of  the  professional  politicians 
and  the  selfish  interests  who  are  always  active  for 
their  own  private  ends  to  the  detriment  of  the  people 
at  large.  Moreover,  while  I  believe  that  a  much 
larger  percentage  of  voting  is  done  by  those  in  the 
ordinary  walks  of  life  than  by  those  who  are  more 
capable  by  education  and  experience  to  vote  intelli- 
gently, I  also  believe  that  many  of  the  former  class 
of  voters  are  voted  by  organizations  which  control 
them  or  by  the  big  interests  which  employ  them, 
and  that  this  is  a  most  dangerous  state  of  affairs 
which  can  only  be  circumvented  and  guarded  against 
by  an  intelligent  exercise  of  the  right  of  franchise 
by  the  whole  people,  and  particularly  by  those  best 
able  to  judge  of  what  is  to  the  best  interest  of  the 
country  as  a  whole,  and  who  are  not  subservient  to 
the  influence  of  the  practical  politicians  nor  con- 
trolled  by  the   self-seeking   interests. 

For  these  reasons  I  am  suggesting  to  the  various 
organizations    throughout    the    State    who    are    either 


directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  civic  matters  and 
the  betterment  of  our  governmental  condition  (and 
hope,  if  the  idea  is  sufficiently  encouraged,  to  en- 
deavor to  spread  the  suggestion  throughout  the  na- 
tion- the  adoption  of  resolutions  requiring  each  mem- 
ber of  such  organizations  to  take  a  CITIZENSHIP 
PLEDGE  obligating  himself  or  herself  to  register  and 
to  vote  at  every  election  and  upon  every  issue,  no 
matter  of  how  little  seeming  importance. 

A  copy  of  such  a  pledge  prepared  by  me  and  con- 
taining the  spirit  of  the  idea  follows.  That  portion 
of-  it  in  brackets  may  be  omitted  if  deemed  too 
onerous. 

If  the  clubwomen  of  California  and  elsewhere 
would  adopt  such  a  resolution  and  take  such  a 
pledge,  it  would  arouse  an  interest  in  voting  that 
would  bring  every  American  citizen  to  a  realization 
of  the  fact,  which  is  now  largely  ignored,  that  he 
or  she  is  a  vital  unit  in  the  scheme  of  government 
and  that  his  or  her  voice  in  the  administration  of  its 
affairs  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the  successful 
maintenance  of  our  democratic  form  of  government 
of,  by  and   for  the   people. 

This   is   the   proposed   pledge: 

"CITIZENSHIP  PLEDGE 

"(Suggested  by  Mr.  IV.  H.  Anderson,  of  the 

Los  Angeles  Bar- 

"Realizing  the  grave  importance  of  the  duties  of 
citizenship,  the  inestimable  value  of  the  right  of 
franchise,  that  civic  inertia  is  an  insidious  and  dan- 
gerous disease  of  the  body  politic,  and  that  every 
citizen  should  consider  his  right  to  a  voice  in  the 
government  one  of  his  most  sacred  privileges,  I, 
,  as  a  member  of 

HEREBY  SOLEMNLY  PLEDGE  MYSELF  TO  DO 
MY  FULL  DUTY  AS  A  CITIZEN  at  all  times,  and 
faithfully  promise  to  that  end  that  I  will  register 
as  a  voter  whenever  and  as  often  as  the  law  requires 
me  to  do  so;  that  I  will  vote  at  every  election  at 
which  and  upon  every  question  upon  which  I  may 
have  the  legal  right  to  vote,  unless  prevented  from 
doing  so  by  illness  or  absence  [and  that  I  will  re- 
port to  this  Club  (or  Association)  the  fact  of  having 
so  voted  immediately  after  any  such  election;  or,  if 
I  have  not  so  voted,  my  reasons  for  not  having  done 
so],  with  the  hope  that  my  own  interest  in  govern- 
mental affairs  may  be  stimulated  and  kept  actively 
alive,  and  that  by  example  I  may  help  to  encourage 
a   healthy  civic  interest   and   activity  in  others.

SAN   FERNANDO   MISSION,   WHICH    HAS    ENRICHED 
THE   HISTORY  OF  CALIFORNIA,  CELE- 
BRATES JULY  4TH

Many  clubwomen,  particularly  those  interested  in 
hisstory  and  landmarks  work,  are  giving  of  their 
precious  vacation  time  to  work  for  the  preservation 
of  the  old  San  Fernando  Mission.  Prominent  Ebell 
and  Friday  Morning  women,  Native  Daughters  and 
the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  are  work- 
ing with  representatives  of  many  other  federated 
clubs  to  the  end  that  the  old  administration  build- 
ing, commonly  called  "the  mission,"  may  be  pre- 
served for  a  museum,  in  connection  with  the  new 
park  which  was  given  to  the  city  by  L.  C.  Brand, 
and  which  was  part  of  the  mission  garden  when 
San  Fernando  was  called  "the  flower  garden  of  all 
the  Missions."  The  park  is  being  made  a  replica 
of  the  original  mission  garden  and  shrubs  and  seeds 
of  plants  that  originally  grew  there  are  being  used 
in  its  planting. 

Miss  Elspeth  McNeill  was  instrumental  in  getting 
the  proceeds  of  one  performance  of  the  McGroarty 
Mission  Play  at  San  Gabriel,  for  the  Restoration 
fund.  Under  the  auspices  of  the  Los  Angeles  Center 
Drama  League,  of  which  Mrs.  Herbert  Peery  is 
president,  the  Mission  play  house  was  comfortably 
filled  with  clubwomen  who  were  interessted  in  the 
restoration  of  San  Fernando  Mission  as  well  as  the 
Mission   Play. 

A  committee  of  three  from  the  Allied  Architects' 
Association,  among  them  Sumner  P.  Hunt,  will  pre- 
pare plans  and  oversee  the  restoration  work.  One 
prominent  artist  has  donated  paintings  and  sketches 
to  be  disposed  of  in  various  ways  to  help  swell  the 
resstoration    fund.

The  Restoration  Committee  arranged  a  very  un- 
usual celebration  for  the  Fourth  of  July  at  the  old 
Mission  grounds.  This  was  happily  and  unavoid- 
ably part  of  the  Brand  Park  and  old  fountain  exer- 
cises of  the  morning  of  the  Fourth,  from  eleven 
o'clock  to  twelve,  under  the  direction  of  Park  Com- 
missioners Mrs.  Martha  Nelson  MacCan  and  Mr. 
Sherer.  The  incomparable  environment  of  the  old 
Mission  in  the  midst  of  San  Fernando  Valley,  girt 
round  with  soft  hills  and  yet  more  distant  curtain- 
let-down-from-the-sky  of  lofty  mountains  put  on  for 
the  occasion  and  enacted  the  truly  mystical  dance  of 
the  veils,  for  from  hour  to  hour,  from  moment  to 
moment,  there  came  and  went,  like  vast  soft  veils, 
myriad  tinted  color  panoramas,  until  the  pale  moon 
and  great  stars  came  out,  burning  like  primaeval 
fires  in  blue  and  green  mazes  of  sky  and  earth. 

The  actual  Fourth  celebration  began  in  the  after- 
noon at  the  call  of  mounted  trumpeters,  and  the  lively 
music  of  gay  Spanish  strolling  Troubadours  who 
played  and  sang  and  danced  their  Spanish  songs 
and  dances.  After  the  thousands  of  guests  had 
partaken  of  the  good  old  barbecued  meat,  caused 
to  disappear  many  hundreds  of  watermelons  and 
many  hundreds  of  gallons  of  ice  cream  and  cellars 
and  cellars  of  cold  drinks — according  to  constitu- 
tional law,  be  it  understood — then  the  ceremonial 
program  began  in  Mission  Way,  just  in  front  of  the 
old  cloistered  veranda  of  the  Administration  build- 
ing. Over  this  space,  reserved  for  the  program,  a 
canopy  of  wide  bands  of  red,  white,  blue  and  green 
were    stretched     high     overhead,     leaving    the     ever- 
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changing  sky-spaces  between.  The  effect  against 
the  old  Mission  walls,  and  the  feathery  pepper  trees 
and  palms,  was  delightful  and  mysterious,  especially 
when  the  light  fragrant  breezes  caused  the  best  flag 
in  the  world— the  Red,  White  and  Blue — with  the 
many  suspended  under  it,  to  float  out  their  full 
length  and  then  furl  back  again  as  if  in  sweet  con- 
tentment. 

The  platform  was  directly  in  front  of  an  old  stone 
founutain,  whose  right,  left  and  back  perspectives 
were  the  flowers,  trees  and  shrubs  of  Brand  Park 
and  its  tiled  Mission  entrance-way.  Hosts  of  the 
day  were  among  San  Fernando  Valley's  leading  citi- 
zens, and  who  wore  the  California  Spanish-colonial 
costume. 

They  included  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  H.  Dace,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Hubbard,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  MacClay,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Arthur  G.  Munn,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Whitsett,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Wilson,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Taylor,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Wright,  Miss  Isabel  Villeges,  the  Misses  Het- 
tinger and  Mr.  Hettinger,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Prince,  Mr. 
Allen  and  Mr.  Busenius,  and  Miss  Virginia  Calhoun 
of  the  Association's   program  committee. 

The  Major  Domo  of  the  festival  was  Senor  Don 
T.  Roland  Lopez-Wilson,  who  was  a  striking  figure 
in  his  old  Spanish  charro  suit  and  with  the  historic 
staff  of  office,  but  then  being  in  direct  descent  from 
the  Spanish  dons  of  old  San  Fernando  Mission  days, 
why  not?  Strolling  among  the  guests  here  and  there 
were  some  half-dozen  Franciscan  Padres,  one  might 
say,  somewhat  too  young  for  those  empire  builders, 
still  they  were  grave  and  distinctly  devotional.  The 
program  began  when  the  Spanish  national  hymn 
swelled  forth  and  the  Major  Domo  greeted  the  ar- 
rival of  the  honored  guests  to  the  festival,  including 
the  President  of  the  Association,  Hon.  R.  F.  Del  Valle, 
and    his    daughter,    Mrs.   Lucretia    Grady,   vice-presi- 
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dent,  and  Mrs.  Lichtenburger,  Mrs.  Dodson,  and 
others,  conducting  them  to  the  hosts  awaiting  them 
on  the  platform  by  the  fountain,  who,  after  greet- 
ings, accompanied  them  to  their  seats  under  the 
cloister,  in  the  box  of  honor,  draped  with  red,  white 
and  blue.  Every  foot  of  available  space  was  occu- 
pied within  the  immediate  enclosure  and  of  the  clois- 
tered veranda.  Then  the  program  took  place.  It 
was  delightful  and  entertaining,  and  because  of  the 
Spanish-colonial  costumes,  songs  and  dances,  for  the 
most  part  done  by  Spanish-Californians,  and  the  In- 
dian episode  with  Mr.  Webster  and  his  wonderfully 
well  trained  group  of  Indian  impersonators,  in  pan- 
tomime, war  dance  and  song,  and  also  because  of 
that  other  inimitable  Indian  impersonator  in  Indian 
costume  and  song,  Gloria  Mayne,  L.  A.  District 
Chairman  of  Music,  the  time  recalled  was  distinctly 
not  of  the  present  but  of  a  past  contemporary  with 
events  that  brought  into  being  our  Fourth  of  July — 
1772  to  the  beginning  of  the  nineteenth  century.  The 
speakers  of  the  day,  including  Hon  R.  F.  Del  Valle 
and  Sheriff  William  I.  Traeger,  Dr.  Von  KleinSmid, 
and  others,  were  as  if  pleading  with  Washington 
for  the  Constitution  in  those  far-away  days  of  our 
beginning,  for  the  burden  of  the  theme  of  one  and 
all  was,  keep  inviolate  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  of  America — that  is  our  only  hope.  The 
logical  climax  of  the  day  was  the  Star-Spangled 
Banner,  which  seemed  to  have  some  new  inspiration 
in  it  as  the  human  mass  stood  while,  with  uncovered 
heads,  the  San  Fernando  Band  proved  itself  the 
pride   of   the   valley. 

Later,  as  day  faded  into  night  and  the  newly  in- 
stalled electric  lights  were  turned  on,  and  again  the 
people  refreshed  themselves  with  more  barbecue, 
melons  and  ice  cream,  and  afterwards  walked  among 
the  ruins  and  through  the  gardens,  and  Mission  way, 
and  rested  and  talked  of  many  beautiful   and   inspir- 
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ing  things,  including  the  history  of  our  country  about 
one  hundred  and  twenty-five  years  ago,  when  old 
San  Fernando  Mission  was  founded,  friendship  and 
patriotism  were  quickened  into  a  better  and  stronger 
thing. 

No  firecrackers  and  no  casualties — no  cannon  nor 
big  drum-beats  or  smell  of  powder  to  stir  up  blood- 
thirsty thoughts ;  only  suddenly  when,  after  some 
time,  enough  darkness  crept  in  to  make  it  visible, 
while    the    ramada    at    the    end     of    the    walk    was 


crowded  with  merry  but  orderly  dancers  to  the  pride 
of  San  Fernando  Valley  Band  music,  suddenly  show- 
ers of  delightful,  noiseless  but  many-figured  scintil- 
lations burst  forth  in  the  sky  over  the  distant  field, 
and  the  fireworks  part  of  the  day  began.  But  it 
was  all  to  music,  and  no  other  vibrations  disturbed 
the   fragrant   breezes    of   the   evening. 

So  ended  the  first  Fourth  of  July  celebration  with 
Los  Angeles  and  her  San  Fernando  Valley  acquisi- 
tions  of   the   old   Mission   and   Brand   Park. 


A  WORD   OF  THE   ACTIVITIES   OF   CLUBWOMEN   IN 
NORTHERN   SANTA  BARBARA  COUNTY

Clubwomen  of  Northern  Santa  Barbara  County 
are  determined,  through  efforts  of  the  clubwoman's 
Americanization  work,  to  make  this  end  of  the 
county  the  healthiest  spot  on  the  map.  They  have 
co-operated  with  the  newly  organized  free  baby  clinic 
formed  by  the  Parent-Teachers'  Association  for  this 
aim.  The  good  work  being  accomplished  in  the 
clinic  is  largely  due  to  the  chairman  of  American- 
ization. 

Miss  Dimmick,  our  county  nurse,  has  been  in  at- 
tendance on  the  first  meetings  of  the  clinic  and  helped 
in  its  formation.  The  clinic  is  giving  assistance  to 
Guadalupe,  Betteravia,  Los  Alamos,  Orcutt,  Cas- 
malia,  the  Oil  Fields,  and  Santa  Maria,  and  club- 
women of  these  respective  little  cities  have  been 
working  through  their  Americanization  department 
in  encouraging  the  free  baby  clinic  of  Santa  Maria. 
This  shows  the  co-operation  of  the  clubs  in  the 
county's  northern  cities  with  the  Parent-Teachers  to 
foster  this   wonderful   move  for  Americanization. 


Since  the  organization  of  the  free  baby  clinic  from 
four  to  ten  children  have  been  brought  in  daily  to 
various  meetings  at  the  Red  Cross  Rooms  for  med- 
ical examinations  and  advice.  These  children  have 
been  given  full  medical  examinations.  A  number 
have  been  sent  to  the  general  hospital  at  the  county 
seat,  where  complete  medical  care  could  be  given 
them,  because  their  home  surroundings  did  not  per- 
mit it.  The  children  were  well  taken  care  of  and 
were  given  a  certain  period  to  rest  up  and  bring 
back  their  healthy  conditions.  It  was  found  that 
each   child   brought   in   needed   medical   assistance. 

Those  at  the  head  of  Santa  Maria's  Free  Baby 
Clinic  are  pleased  with  its  rapid  work  and  in- 
creasing popularity  with  mothers  of  these  communi- 
ties who  see  the  accomplishments  already  brought 
about.  Clubwomen  are  sure  that  this  organization 
will  be  the  most  wonderful  for  citizens  of  the  north- 
ern  district   of   the   county. 
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Another  very  important  part  being  done  by  club- 
women in  Santa  Maria  for  its  growing  citizens  is 
the  organization  of  the  Summer  Play  Grounds.  Chil- 
dren every  day  are  given  supervised  play.  Each 
Friday  of  every  week  a  story  hour  is  held  for  the 
youngsters  at  the  Public  Library  Park,  and  the  most 
prominent  clubwomen  of  our  city  have  supervision 
over  the  story  telling,  which  the  youngsters  greatly 
enjoy.  The  story  hour  has  proven  very  popular.  On 
Mondays  Mrs.  Anna  Richards  gives  older  girls  in- 
struction in  folk  dancing.  Clay  modeling  is  also 
taught  the  children. 


Mrs.  M.  O.  Winters,  our/  county  president  of 
Federated  Clubs,  is  endeavoring  to  promote  another 
important  move  among  the  clubs,  and  that  is  to  beau- 
tify the  highways  in  the  State  of  California.  She 
has  asked  all  clubs  to  co-operate  in  making  our  high- 
ways the  most  beautiful.  Shrubbery  can  be  planted 
near  the  highways,  or  flowers  that  throw  their  seed 
so  they  will  come  up  each  year  and  make  the  roads 
worth  traveling  through  for  the  stream  of  tourists. 
This  has  been  a  banner  year  for  tourists,  and  club- 
women must  keep  the  record  name  for  our  beautiful 
roads.

The  Los  Angeles  Section,  Council  of  Jewish  Wo- 
men, was  organized  ine  June,  1909,  and  has  a  mem- 
bership of  750.  It  is  a  part  of  the  national  organi- 
zation, numbering  45,000  women.  The  National 
Council  was  first  organized  at  the  World's  Fair,  in 
Chicago,  in  1893.  The  work  of  the  Council  is  both 
national  and  international.  Its  committee  on  recon- 
struction work  in  Europe  has  been  productive  of 
splendid  results. 

The  department  on  Immigrant  Aid  has  rendered 
assistance  in  cases  requiring  international  co-opera- 
tion. Its  work  at  Ellis  Island  has  been  invaluable, 
and  during  the  war  was  the  only  committee  requested 
by  the  Government  to  continue  operations. 

The  Los  Angeles  Section  has  organized  the  fol- 
lowing committees,  all  of  which  are  functioning:  The 
Committee    on   Religion,    promoting   the    study   of    the

principles  of  Judaism,  the  Bible,  literature,  compara- 
tive religions,  etc. ;  the  Committee  on  Religious 
Schools  has  given  instruction  to  the  children  of  the 
Orphans'  Home,  besides  establishing  a  school  on 
Central  avenue;  the  Committee  on  Social  Welfare 
has  co-operated  with  the  Federation  of  Jewish  Chari- 
ties, the  Council  of  Community  Service,  having  fur- 
nished a  room  at  the  Monte  Vista  Vacation  Camp, 
besides   donating   $100   to   its   building   fund. 

Twenty-five  complete  layettes  were  donated  to  the 
Red  Cross,  and  a  phonograph  to  a  bed-ridden  child. 
Gift  boxes  of  clothes,  comforts  and  "goodies"  were 
provided  for  ex-service  men  in  hospitals.  Ten  dol- 
lars was  given  to  the  house  furnishing  fund  of  dis- 
abled veterans.  The  Junior  Council  has  furnished 
a  room  in  the  Orthopaedic  Hospital.  In  the  various 
drives   last   year   the   Council   turned    into   the    Salva- 
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tion  Army  $3000;  to  the  Red  Cross  $4700.83.  The 
Council  assisted  in  the  sale  of  tuberculosis  stamps,  the 
Jewish  War  Relief,  the  Keren  Hayesod  drives.  Last 
but  not  least,  it  organized  and  directed  a  committee 
that  raised  the  sum  of  $20,000,  saving  200  war  or- 
phans from   starvation. 

The  Committee  on  Civic  and  Communal  Affairs 
co-operates  with  all  movements  for  civic  betterment. 
The  Committee  on  Immigrant  Aid  co-operates  with 
the  national  department,  extending  friendly  aid  and 
counsel  to  the  unprotected  woman  who  reaches  Los 
Angeles.  In  Americanization  work  special  tsress  is 
laid  on  the  dissemination  of  English  among  the  im- 
migrants by  placing  them  in  contact  with  the  adult 
English  classes  specially  provided  for  them  by  the 
Board  of  Education.  Provision  has  been  made  in  the 
three  Jewish  centers  for  the  care  of  little  children 
accompanying  their  mothers  to  these  classes,  by  the 
establishment  of  nurseries.  When  it  is  impossible 
for  the  mother  to  attend  these  classes  the  members 
of  the  committee  visit  the  home  and  give  free  in- 
struction. The  Committee  on  Education  has  estab- 
lished a  scholarship  and  at  present  is  giving  two 
girls  a  college  education.  Subcommittees  on  Purity 
of  the  Press;  Soldiers'  Welfare;  Legislation;  Council 
Extension;  Peace  and  Arbitration;  War  Orphans' 
Relief;  Hospital  Visiting;  Students'  Welfare,  and  a 
Children's  Welfare  Bureau,  are  all  active  and  doing 
good   work. 

The  monthly  programs  are  presented  by  the  ablest 
speakers  procurable,  and  music  of  the  highest  order 
is  a  part  of  every  program.  The  various  chairmen 
present  two-minute  reports  at  every  meeting.  We 
carefully  bring  all  communal  and  civic  questions  to 
our  platform.

American  Citizenship  being  the  keynote  of  Federa- 
tion, Alameda  District,  of  which  Mrs.  George  Rigg 
is  president,  fell  in  line  and  was  ably  sustained  by 
Fruitvale  Woman's  Club  of  Oakland.  Mrs.  Luella 
Ketchum,  chairman  of  American  Citizenship,  staged 
a  very  wonderful  program  May  18,  at  Fruitvale 
school  house.  A  display  of  foreign-born  women's 
work  was  most  interesting,  among  them  being  some 
beautiful  table  linen  and  other  articles  made  by  a 
Swedish  woman,  who  had  sown  the  seed,  spun  the 
flax  and  woven  it  into  exquisite  designs.  The  wool 
in  some  of  her  display  articles  came  from  the  backs 
of  her  own  sheep,  of  her  own  shearing,  her  own  dye- 
ing and  carding.  She  has  become  an  American  citi- 
zen and   is  married  to  an  American. 

A  dear  old  Portuguese  grandmother  stood  guard 
over  some  handsome  work,  two  or  three  dozen  towels 
which  were  her  own  weaving,  and  sheets  with  four 
or   five   inches   of   edging. 


The  American  Indian  was  represented  by  about 
fifty  Indian   baskets   and   a  number   of   blankets. 

The   Mexican  display  featured   drawn  work. 

The  Samoan  exhibit  was  furnished  by  a  member 
of  the  royal  family,  and  contained  some  wonderfully 
fine  feather  mats,  handed  down  for  several  genera- 
tions. 

The  school  children  were  marched  in  and  the  ex- 
hibits explained  to  them  by  their  teachers,  and  were 
included  in  the  program  given  in  keeping  with  the 
day.  Mrs.  Edwin  Pond  James,  American  Citizenship 
chairman  of  Alameda  District,  gave  a  talk  on  that 
subject.  Two  young  Portuguese  girls  illustrated  their 
folk  dance.  Mrs.  Fred  Kayser,  in  Indian  costume, 
gave  some  Indian  songs,  and  Miss  Caroline  Jump 
gave  'cello  numbers. 

Mrs.  R.  C.  Young,  president  of  the  club,  presided. 
It  was  unanimously  voiced  one  of  the  most  delightful 
affairs  the   club   had   ever   given.

Mrs.  Schloss  moved  that  a  committee  be  appointed 
to  have  charge  of  the  California  badge  for  the  bi- 
ennial at  Chautauqua,  the  number  of  badges  to  be 
500.     The   motion   was   carried. 

The  recommendations  concerning  the  Clubwoman 
from  the  Los  Angeles  District  were  read  and  Mrs. 
Schloss  moved,  and  it  was  carried,  that  copies  of 
this  be  sent  to  every  State  Board  member. 

Mrs.  Longbotham  extended  an  invitation  to  the 
State  Board  to  meet  in  Sacramento  some  time  in  No- 
vember. She  reported  a  conference  with  Mr.  Hecke, 
State  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  and  his  board.  He 
urged  co-operation  of  clubwomen  with  his  work  and 
offered  speakers.  It  was  suggested  that  a  communi- 
cation be  sent  to  Mr.  Hecke  from  the  State  Board 
expressing  interest  in  his  work  and  a  desire  to  co- 
operate. 

Mrs.  McLean,  State  chairman  of  Co-operation  with 
Ex-Service  Men  and  Women,  reported  four  district 
chairmen  doing  good  work,  and  suggested  that  the 
department  work  in  co-operation  with  the  American 
Legion. 

Mrs.  Beebe,  State  chairman  of  Industrial  and  So- 
cial Conditions,  reported  interest  in  her  department 
and   discussed   legislation  regarding  it. 

Mrs.  Lawhead,  State  chairman  of  Education,  sug- 
gested putting  through  a  program  on  Government 
and  its  organization,  especially  relating  to  finance,  an 
outline  in  bulletin  form  to  go  to  every  club. 

Mrs.  Tenney,  president  of  the  San  Francisco  Dis- 
trict, reported  seven  new  county  presidents  and  stated 
that  plans  were  being  perfected  for  celebration  of 
Independence  Day;  that  women  of  her  district  are 
being  urged  to  register ;  and  that  her  clubs  are  hav- 
ing speakers   on  the  Water   and   Power  Act. 

Miss  Curry,  State  chairman  of  Revision,  asked 
that  all  district  presidents  send  in  ideas  on  Election 
Laws. 

Mrs.  Rigg,  president  of  Alameda  District,  reported 
that  she  was  planning  a  conference  in  August  with 
all  district  chairmen,  a  conference  of  the  Federation 
Extension  chairman  with  the  district  chairmen  to 
form  a  publicity  committee  for  the  purpose  of  get- 
ting new  clubs.  District  Board  meetings  are  to  be 
held  in  each  county  with  the  county  boards  to  bring 
the  county  into  closer  touch  with  the  district  and 
State. 

Mrs.   Barry   reported    visits   to   county   conventions. 

Mrs.  Fitzgerald  read  a  draft  of  the  letter  con- 
cerning   a    joint    legislative    committee    to    be    sent    to 


presidents  of  State  organizations.  She  also  suggested 
that  she  have  two  press  chairmen,  one  in  the  south 
and  one  in  the  north. 

Mrs.  Haring,  State  corresponding  secretary,  re- 
ported that  Miss  Eddy,  California  State  leader  of 
Home  Demonstration,  had  accepted  the  invitation 
from  the  General  Federation  to  speak  at  the  biennial. 

Mrs.  L.  A.  Miller,  president  of  the  Northern  Dis- 
trict, reported  an  inspiring  conference  of  club  presi- 
dents   and   her   District   Board. 

Mrs.  Hickox  and  Mrs.  Alverson  sent  outlines  of 
constructive  plans  for  their  departments. 

Mrs.  Devin,  State  chairman  of  Emblem,  submitted 
the  month's  report  of  the  sale  of  emblems   and   seals. 

G — Communications. 

1.  A  letter  from  Mrs.  Schermerhorn,  chairman  of 
the  Volunteer  Service  Committee  of  the  General  Fed- 
eration, asked  for  a  report  from  California  regard- 
ing the  formation  of  such  a  committee  in  the  State. 
It  was  decided  that  suggestions  pertaining  to  this 
work  be  referred  to  the  department  of  Community 
Service   rather   than   to   organize   a   new   committee. 

2.  A  letter  from  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Club  of  San  Francisco,  through  Mrs.  Frank 
M.  Stark,  corresponding  secretary,  extended  the  hos- 
pitality of  the  club  to  the  State  Board  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  for  its  meetings 
during  the  year. 

Mrs.  Schloss  moved,  and  it  was  carried,  that  w 
accept  the   invitation  of  the  California  Club. 

3.  A  letter  from  the  California  Club  correspond- 
ing secretary  asked  for  a  ruling  regarding  the  pay- 
ment of  the  per  capita  tax  on  honorary  and  life 
members. 

It  was  stated  that  club  dues  to  the  State  be  based 
on  the  number  of  active  members  only. 

4.  The  resignation  of  Miss  Florence  La  Ganke, 
State  chairman  of  Home  Economics,  was  tendered 
because   she  is   leaving  the   State. 

Mrs.  Barry  moved  that  the  resignation  be  accepted 
with   sincere  regret. 

5.  A  communication  was  received  from  Mr.  T.  D.

The  City  and  County  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs 
of  San  Francisco  has  held  monthly  meetings  ever 
since  last  autumn.  At  present  the  long  vacation  is 
at  hand  and  clubwomen  are  resting  from  their  ardu- 
ous  duties. 

Miss  Jennie  Partridge,  the  efficient  and  genial 
president  of  the  City  Federation,  has  presided  at  all 
the  meetings  that  have  been  held,  and  the  immense 
amount  of  business  has  been  conducted  with  marked 
celerity.  The  attendance  has  been  large  and  great 
interest   has   been   evinced    at   every  meting. 

Several  important  features  have  been  introduced 
since  Miss  Partridge's  regime:  One  of  the  first  of 
these  has  been  the  lunchceons  given  by  the  various 
departments.  Mrs.  Archibald  J.  Cloud,  chairman 
of  Education,  had  the  honor  to  give  the  first  one, 
and  under  her  capable  management  the  affair  was 
a  delightful  success.  Another  important  event  was 
a  card  party  given  for  the  benefit  of  Disabled  Sol- 
diers. Miss  Florence  Musto  was  one  of  the  leading 
spirits  in  that,  and  a  goodly  sum  was  rarised  for 
the  soldiers.  It  was  something  that  appealed  to 
every  woman's  heart,  and  one  and  all  endeavored 
to  make  it  a  success.  Miss  Musto  is  also  chairman 
of  Child  Welfare  and  her  zeal  for  that  cause  has 
been   untiring. 

Mrs.  Arthur  Flood's  work  on  Citizenship  deserves 
a  medal,  for  she  has  shown  wonderful  interest  and 
industry  in  that  field. 

One  of  the  salient  points  of  the  work  that  the  City 
Federation  is  the  opening  of  the  Salvage  Shop  un- 
der the  head  of  Social  Service,  of  which  Mrs.  Henry 


Sahlein  is  the  splendid  chairman.  The  money  col- 
lected every  month  has  run  up  into  hundreds  of 
dollars,  and  has  been  faithfully  distributed  between 
the  Children's  Hospital  and  the  Social  Service  work. 
The  Salvage  Shop  has  been  a  marked  success  since 
its  incipiency.  Many  needy  people  have  been  helped, 
employment  secured  for  ex-service  men  and  other 
needs.  Articles  of  every  description  have  been  do- 
nated and  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  these  have 
been  carefully  used. 

Mrs.  L.  M.  Culver  of  the  Woman's  Court  has 
proved  a  tower  of  strength  to  needy  women  and 
girls  who  were  out  of  employment.  Assistance  has 
been  given  those  who  lived  at  a  distance  to  return 
to  their  homes,  as  well  as  the  befriending  of  those 
hapless  ones  who  found  themselves  in  restraint  at 
the   Woman's   Court. 

Several  clubs  have  been  added  to  the  City  Fed- 
eration. Every  month  the  Federation  is  augmented 
by  three  or  more  clubs,  and  a  gradual  building  up 
of    the    City    Federation    by   the    new    clubs    is    noted. 

Miss  Rusella  Ward,  chairman  of  Civics,  has  been 
indefatigable  in  her  department,  while  Mrs.  A.  E. 
Graupner  of  the  Public  Health  section  has  been 
equally  zealous. 

Mrs.  J.  A.  Aicher  has  been  very  busy  in  her  de- 
partment, often  doing  her  own  work  and  the  work 
of  others,  in  her  desire  that  all  should  go  well. 

Mrs.  W.  B.  Hamilton,  the  past  president,  has  been 
a  faithful  co-worker  with  the  present  president,  and 
has  also  given  much  time  and  thought  to  the  Vigilant 
Committee. 
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Mrs.  William  Harold  Wilson  as  chairman  of  Lit- 
erature has  given  several  talks,  and  Mrs.  W.  E. 
Blanchard,  the  Music  chairman,  has  furnished  at- 
tractive music  for  the  two  conventions  held.  The 
last  convention,  held  in  May,  was  a  most  successful 
one  and  a  delightful  day  was  enjoyed  by  all  who 
participated.  The  speakers  were  all  in  good  form 
and  had  many  entertaining  and  illuminating  topics 
to    discuss. 

Miss  Partridge,  the  president,  gave  at  each  meet- 
ing a  resume  of  her  many  and  varied  activities,  and 
her   reports   gave   evidence   of   her  busy  life. 

Mrs.  A.  P.  Black,  the  secretary,  had  her  notes  al- 
ways well  in  hand,  and  the  corresponding  secretary, 
Miss  Margaret  Curry's  office  is  no  sinecure,  judging 
from  the  many  letters  written  every  month.  Miss 
Unger,  the  treasurer,  is  a  strict  disciplinarian  and 
guards  the  treasury  as  effectively  and  conscientiously 
as  would  a  bank  official. 

In    every   department    faithful    and    excellent    work 
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has  been  done,  and  the  opening  of  the  club  year  in 
the  autumn  will  find  every  officer  and  chairman  back 
at  her  post. 

Since  the  first  of  the  year  over  fourteen  new  clubs 
have  joined  the  City  Federation — 1500  members  in 
all.  One  club  that  came  in  has  a  membership  of  800. 
There  are  now  ninety-two  clubs  in  all,  and  the  num- 
ber of  subscribing  members  has  materially  increased. 
One  new  department,  of  Americanization,  and  a 
committee  on  Motion  Pictures  have  been  added ;  also 
one  new  secretary  of  departments. 

It  was  decided  at  the  last  meeting,  which  was  held 
in  May,  to  issue  a  monthly  bulletin. 

Three  past  presidents  have  been  added  to  the 
honor  roll:  Miss  Jennie  Partridge,  the  present  in- 
cumbent; Mrs.  W.  B.  Hamilton,  past  president,  and 
Dr.  Cora  Sutton  Castle,  who  succeeded  Mrs.  D.  J. 
MacMasters,  founder  and  honorary  president.  These 
officers'  names  have  been  added  to  the  Honor  Roll 
of   the   State   Endowment  Fund. 

Several  foreign  clubs  have  joined  the  City  Fed- 
eration, among  them  being  the  Czecho-Slovak  Club, 
of  which  Miss  Margaret  Miriam  Krsak  is  the  charm- 
ing   president. 

Miss  Jennie  Partridge  has  recently  returned  from 
a  visit  to  Los  Angeles  and  Palo  Alto,  and  is  now 
visiting  the   Grand   Canyon.

FOR  THE  SPIRIT  MUST  SPEAK  WHEN  MATERIALISM 

IS  DUMB 


[Editor's  Note — The  different  articles  concerning 
the  General  Federation  meeting  found  in  this  issue 
of  the  Clubwoman  are  reprinted  from  the  Christian 
Science  Monitor,  with,  of  course,  the  exception  of  the 
general  resume  by  Mrs.  Fitzgerald.] 


Mrs.  Winter's  report  at  Biennial  showed  the 
amounut  of  detail  work  required  to  maintain  an  or- 
ganization such  as  the  Federation.  She  stated  that 
19,000  letters  had  been  received  at  her  office  and 
23,000  letters  sent  out,  that  she  had  visited  37  states 
and  made  313  speeches. 

"I  am  constantly  more  and  more  aware  of  a  great 
reaction  that  is  taking  place  all  over  America," 
said  Mrs.  Winter.  "A  reaction  at  least  among  Amer- 
ican women,  namely,  that  all  our  problems  of  so- 
ciety, of  industry,  of  education,  of  life  itself,  shall 
be  answered  in  terms  of  the  spirit.  We  are  repudi- 
ating materialism  and  mechanical  views.  We  are 
realizing  that  all  our  activities  are  part  of  the  great 
spiritual  push  and  that  when  we  look  at  them  in  the 
large  way,  in  spite  of  all  their  complications,  they 
take  on  a  certain  simplicity.  They  are  interrelated 
parts  of  a  single  whole.  To  my  mind,  this  is  the 
great  reason  for  being  a  clubwoman.  It  makes  us 
see  both  the  multitude  of  manifestations  and  the  sin- 
gleness of  the  central  problem.     God  grant  us  vision." 

Continuing,  Mrs.  Winter  said: 

"The  Washington  Arms  Conference  laid  out  for 
itself  a  definite,  a  concrete,  a  limited  task.  It  did 
not  undertake  to  abolish  war,  but  only  to  abolish  the 
next  war,  and,  by  taking  this  tremendous  step,  to 
swing  us  into  that  long  path  that  leads  toward  ulti- 
mate  and   universal  peace.     One   has  only  to   look   at 
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the  map  of  the  Pacific  with  its  interlocking  mandates 
and  spheres  of  influence  to  see  that  this  in  itself  is 
a  demonstration  of  the  fact  that  here  is  a  fertile  field 
for  misunderstandings,  antagonisms  and  mutually  in- 
compatible  ambitions. 

"The  Government  of  the  United  States  recognized 
that,  so  far  as  we  were  concerned,  the  next  great 
menace  of  war  lay  in  the  Far  East.  The  purposes  of 
the  conference  were,  then,  twofold — first,  to  minimize 
the  hatred  and  sources  of  conflict,  and,  second,  to 
lessen  the  economic  and  military  burdens  entailed  by 
that  threat  of  war.  It  laid  down  definite  agenda. 
Its  records  show  that,  with  one  exception,  those 
agenda  have  been  covered,  and  that  exception  had 
to  be  made  in  deference  to  the  will  of  one  of  two 
powers. 

"It  is  evident  that  such  a  conference  has  not  the 
free  scope  of  a  legislative  body.  If  one  nation  ob- 
jects to  a  course  of  action,  that  action  has  to  be 
abandoned.  It  is  not  a  case  of  majority  rule.  No 
group  of  nations  could  compel  another  to  swing  into 
line.  Unanimity  is  the  basis  of  all  agreements.  The 
common  denominator  mind  must  be  found. 

"The  conference  did  many  things.  The  stabilizing 
of  Far  East  conditions,  the  'open  door,'  the  pledges 
given  of  just  methods  of  international  dealings,  the 
scrapping  of  68  great  battleships,  the  10  years'  naval 
holiday,  the  holding  of  submarines  down  to  legiti- 
mate usages,  the  outlawing  of  chemical  gas,  the  ab- 
rogation of  the  Anglo-Japanese  Treaty,  with  its 
covert  threat  against  the  United  States — these  are 
among  the  outstanding  achievements. 

"When  before  did  a  conference  do  so  much?  More 
subtle,   but  more   significant,   was   the    steadily   devel- 
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oping  openness  of  mind,  the  approach  toward  each 
other  of  these  peoples  whose  outlooks  are  as  far  as 
the  East  is  from  the  West.  When  before  was  'war 
talked   in  terms  of   peace", 

"The  generous  and  magnanimous  temper  that  per- 
vaded the  discussions  was  a  greater  achievement 
than  the  scrapping  of  ships.  Guns  and  gas  are  sym- 
bols of  international  hatred.  When  hatred  disap- 
pears they  will  disappear. 

"The  subcommittee  on  General  Information  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  classified  and  grouped  nearly 
14,000,000  opinions  expressed  in  resolutions  and  let- 
ters, and  examined  several  hundred  newspapers  a 
day  in  its  effort  to  get  at  the  things  America  was 
thinking  concerning  conference  affairs.  These  were 
daily  boiled  down  in  a  little  communique  which  went 
to  every  member  of  the  American  delegation.  The 
growth  of  international  understanding  in  the  United 
States   was   marked. 

"The  main  lesson  that  we  should  learn  from  the 
conference  is  that  peace  finds  its  only  secure  founda- 
tion in  international  understanding.  What  Monsieur 
Briand  facetiously  called  'moral  disarmament'  lies 
behind  every  legitimate  effort  toward  permanent 
peace.  It  is  folly  for  one  nation  to  think  that  it  can 
secure  its  own  future  alone  in  this  world  wherein 
we  are  all  linked  indissolubly  together.  It  takes 
more  than  one  to  make  a  quarrel,  and  it  takes  more 
than  one  to  make  peace. 

"Our  future  efforts,  efforts  in  which  we  women 
have  a  large  and  significant  share,  must  all  be  bent 
toward  such  international  understanding  and  toward 
a  repetition  of  such  frank  and  friendly  discussion  of 
all  our  difficulties  as  characterized  the  recent  confer- 
ence in  Washington.  We  must  build  up  the  habit 
of  conferences,  knowing  that  it  is  true  of  nations  as 
it  is  of  individual  men  that  the  more  thoroughly  they 
understand  each  other,  the  less  they  hate  each  other."

BEING  MADE  ARE   THE    INDUSTRY'S 

TEST  OF  SINCERITY 


The  films  which  are  now  being  made  are  the  test 
of  the  sincerity  of  the  industry  in  its  claim  that  it 
will  do  better  things,  declared  Will  H.  Hays  in  an  ad- 
dress. "Responsibility  for  the  pictures  now  being 
made  by  the  members  of  our  association  cannot  be 
avoided,"  he  said.  "They  will  be  the  proof  either 
of  our  honesty  of  purpose  or  of  our  failure;  they 
will  be  the  proof  either  of  our  ability  to  correct  our 
evils  ourselves  or  of  our  inability  to  run  our  own 
business." 

Referring  to  censorship,  Mr.  Hays  said:  "The 
people   of  this   country  of   course   are   against   censor- 


ship fundamentally — against  censorship  of  press, 
against  censorship  of  pulpit  and  against  censorship 
of  pictures.  But  just  as  certainly  is  this  country 
against  wrongdoing,  and  the  demand  for  censorship 
will  fail  when  the  reason  for  the  demand  is  re- 
moved." 

There  is  one  place  and  one  place  only,  he  said, 
where  the  elimination  can  be  accomplished  success- 
fully, and  "that  is  at  the  point  where  and  when  the 
pictures  are  made."  "It  can  be  done  then  and  there," 
he  declared.  "There  is  no  twilight  in  this  matter. 
Right  is   right,   and   wrong   is  wrong,   and   men   know

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right  from  wrong.  The  corrections  can  be  made,  and 
the  highest  standards  of  art,  taste  and  morals  can 
be  achieved,  and  it  is  primarily  the  duty  of  the  pro- 
ducers to   do  it." 

Mr.  Hays  flung  a  challenge  to  his  hearers  in  these 
words:  "We  will  not  be  stopped,  mark  you,  nor  will 
we  be  deterred  either  by  any  possible  machinations 
or  obstacles  developed  or  planted  by  any  interest 
that  might  from  any  wrong  purpose  want  to  prevent 
the  success  of  our  effort,  or  by  those  who  with  good 
motives,  yet  mistaken  judgment,  expecting  too  much 
quickly,  would  unconsciously  put  barriers  in  our 
way." 

He  pointed  out  the  work  which  individuals  can 
do  for  better  films  by  giving  patronage  to  good  pic- 
tures and  withholding  it  from  bad  pictures.  Clean- 
ing up  the  movies,  he  said,  "is  not  a  one-man  job, 
nor  the  job  of  one  group.  It  is  the  multitude's  job 
and  in  doing  it  there  is  work  for  all." 

Politics  and  culture  clashed  at  the  convention,  and 
politics  met  with  defeat.  During  the  ten  days'  ses- 
sions political  problems  have  struggled  for  a  place 
on  the  crowded  program  with  music,  art,  home  eco- 
nomics and  literature.  On  one  day  resolutions  of 
pressing  political  import  filled  the  few  minutes  al- 
lotted to  them  and  threatened  the  time  of  speakers 
on  cultural  topics.  Then  the  delegates  rallied  to  the 
call  of  Mrs.  Robert  J.  Burdette  of  Pasadena,  Cal., 
who  said:  "The  strength  of  the  Federation  lies  in 
the  fact  that  it  has  never  been  used  either  politically 
or  commercially." 

On  these  grounds  they  refused  to  pass  resolutions 
which  might  be  construed  as  criticism  of  those  in  au- 
thority in  the  Government  or  in  high  places  else- 
where.

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CARE  OF  MILK  IN  SUMMER 


By  O.  T.  Mitchell 
California   Dairy  Council 


The  care  of  milk  in  summer  is  an  important  factor 
in  health.  In  the  morning,  upon  its  delivery,  we 
should  take  in  the  milk  while  it  is  fresh  to  keep  it 
clean,  cool,  and  fresh.  We  should  also  guard  against 
animals,  canine  and  feline.  Then,  too,  milk  should 
never  be  exposed  to  the  sun.  Sun-exposed  milk 
changes  its  flavor,  color,  and  bacterial  content.  In 
these  changes  we  have  the  cause  for  abnormal  flavors 
that  some  times  are  detected  in  milk  and  cream.  At 
all  seasons  they  should  have  every  protection  from  all 
direct  sunlight.  It  is  unfortunately  a  very  common 
sight  to  see  filled  bottles  standing  out,  exposed  to 
strong  sunlight,  at  front  doors,  on  porches,  or  at 
back  doors  in  yards,  from  three  to  four  hours  before 
they  are  taken  inside  the  house  and  put  into  the 
refrigerator.  In  late-delivery  city  districts,  milk  left 
at  7,  8,  or  9  o'clock  frequently  remains  outside  till 
noon.  Then,  when  it  is  taken  inside,  instead  of  put- 
ting it  into  the  refrigerator,  it  is  put  on  the  kitchen 
table !  Self-service  like  this  is  not  the  service  squar- 
ing with  the  intentions  of  the  milkman. 

Neglecting  so  good  a  food  as  milk  is  neglecting 
one's  own  health.  Of  course,  from  such  neglect  do 
we  have  the  sun-rayed  flavors  in  milk — the  abnormal 
flavors — and  this  no  matter  how  normal  the  milk 
was  when  the  milkman  left  it.  If  milk  cannot  be 
coolingly  cared  for  reasonably  soon  after  delivery, 
arrangements    should   be    made   with   the    milkman   to

put  it  in  some  place  unexposed  to  the  sun.  That 
"some  place"  should  be  a  specially  covered  box.  Or, 
if  not  a  box,  the  milk  can  be  put  under  a  blanket. 
The  main  idea  centers  in  keeping  the  milk  entirely 
protected  from  the  sun.  Such  protection,  too,  pre- 
vents the  chalky,  dead-white  appearance  that  is 
sometimes  seen  in  sunned  milk.  Again,  it  has  been 
found  that  milk  or  cream  sun-exposed  yields  a  much 
lighter-colored  fat  than  milk  or  cream  from  the  same 
lot  unexposed.  The  better  the  butter-fat,  the  better 
the  butter  fattening. 

Definite  tallowiness  of  flavor,  caused  by  sunlight- 
exposure,  tends  to  decrease  if  the  milk  is  placed  in 
the  refrigerator  as  soon  as  may  be  after  delivery, 
and  thus  give  the  milk  the  benefit  of  a  similar  tem- 
perature it  enjoyed  when  delivered. 

Consider,  too,  in  the  protection  of  milk  from  sun 
and  air,  the  absorbing  qualities  of  milk  or  cream.  As 
an  absorber,  milk  or  cream  is  second  only  to  an 
easily  resilient  sponge.  Truly,  in  reaching  out  into 
the  atmosphere,  and  yanking  hold  of  "things,"  visible 
or  invisible,  lurking  or  floating,  in  its  vicinity,  milk 
is  a  wonder!  Its  vitality  in  hanging  onto  them,  too, 
is  wonderful.  Then,  also,  as  a  dust-collector,  milk  or 
cream,  in  its  activities  and  affinities,  compares  well 
with  a  good  carpet-sweeper.  Thus  it  becomes  essen- 
tial for  us  to  guard  against,  not  only  the  sun  and 
air,  but  also  this  sensitive  absorption. 
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In  the  old  days  of  milk  delivery,  when  the  unsani- 
tary dipping,  ladling  and  fauceting  of  what  is  dairily 
known  as  "loose  milk"  was  in  vogue.  It  was  difficult 
to  give  necessary  and  healthful  protection  to  milk  as 
it  moved  from  cow  to  barn  to  pail  to  can  to  wagon 
and  to  consumer.  But,  happily,  through  the  influen- 
tial efforts  of  the  California  Board  of  Health,  sup- 
plemented by  the  auxiliary  efforts  of  the  women  of 
California,  the  old  methods  are  now  in  the  unreturn- 
able  past. 

Though  the  cow  has  been  Mother  Nature's  milk- 
factory  for  thousands  and  thousands  of  years,  it  is 
only  within  the  past  twelve  or  fifteen  years  that  the 
scientific  world  has  been  bestirring  itself  on  the  sub- 
ject of  milk-nutrition.  That,  too,  came  naturally  and 
consequentially.  Peoples  of  many  nations  were  suf- 
fering from  malnutrition  and  deficiency  diseases,  for 
which  neither  the  cause  nor  the  cure  was  known.  In 
time,  in  bio-chemical  investigations,  nutritionists  dis- 
covered the  wonder-working  values  of  milk  as  a  food- 
neutralizer,  dietary-corrector,  and  health-protector. 
Malnutrition  and  deficiency  diseases  ceased  on  the 
use  of  milk. 

This  is  why  milk  has  become,  within  so  few  years, 
a  food  of  gold  for  wealth  of  health.  This  is  why,  too, 
in  protecting  milk  from  the  sun,  air,  dust,  vitiating 
odors,  and  other  objectionable  influences  inimical  to 
the  normal  quality  and  chemical  character  of  milk, 
we  are  protecting  our  health. 

For  instance,  consider  the  serving  of  milk  as  a 
beverage,  whether  to  families  in  the  homes  or  to 
diners  in  hotels,  cafes,  restaurants,  or  boarding- 
houses:     Milk   should   be,   preferably,   as   far   as   may 


be,  in  the  original  bottle.  Then  it  can  be  poured 
into  pitchers  or  glasses,  or  other  receptacles,  all  of 
which  should  be  spotlessly  clean.  Furthermore,  be 
careful   of   drinking   milk   that   is   served   from    large- 
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mouth  pitchers  or  pans  or  other  similar  vessels  that 
have  stood  in  room  or  restaurant  or  boarding-house, 
uncovered,  dust  and  odor-collecting.  Milk  protection 
is  health  protection.  Health  protection  is  where  you 
live.  Uncovered  milk  is  unsanitary.  Besides,  the 
first  serving  of  milk  from  large-mouth,  uncovered 
receptacles  exhausts  a  lot  of  the  cream.  Then,  too, 
the  fewer  pourings  milk  has  that  fewer  the  streamfuls 
of  aerial  bacteria  it  catches.  Catching  tends  to  ten- 
tative contamination.  Any  pans,  bowls,  pitchers,  or 
other  vessels  into  which  milk  is  poured  from  its 
original  bottle  should  therefore  be  sanitarily  clean, 
well  covered  with  damp,  clean  cloths,  and  kept  cool 
till  required  for  use. 

Milk  kept  in  a  temperature  of  50  degrees  Faren- 
heit,  or  less,  will  keep  nice  and  fresh,  after  delivery 
in  bottles,  in  warm  weather,  if  not  sunstruck,  from 
12  to  24  hours.  It  will  keep  longer  if  it  be  kept  on 
or  next  the  ice  in  the  ice  compartment.  If  there  is 
no  room  for  this,  keep  the  milk  on  the  bottom  floor 
of  the  refrigerator.  In  well-iced  refrigerators,  the 
cold  air  settles  rapidly,  and  it  is  therefore  colder  and 
steadier  at  the  bottom,  and  at  the  bottom  the  milk 
will  keep  cooler.  Have  in  your  refrigerator  a  depend- 
able thermometer.  Guessing  temperatures  is  simply 
quesswork.  Guesswork  does  not  lend  to  successful 
refrigeration.  Clean  your  refrigerator  weekly  with 
scalding  water.  Clean  the  milk  bottles  daily.  Pro- 
tect the  milk,  and  the  milk  will  protect  you. 

LATEST    MILK    SCORE 

Dr.  William  Veit,  chief  milk  inspector  and  city 
veterinarian,  yesterday  reported  the  results  of  the 
tabulation  of  a  milk  scoring  period  which  started 
April   1,   1922. 

Samples  of  milk  have  been  collected  from  every 
milk  dealer  and  dairyman  having  more  than  five 
cows  and  delivering  milk  in  Los  Angeles.  These 
were  scored  at  the  health  department  by  Dr.  F.  P. 
Wilcox,  State  Department  of  Agriculture;  B.  A.  Phil- 
lips, University  Farm  at  Davis,  and  Hugh  Asselstine, 
State  Department  of  Agriculture. 

This  score  card  allows  100  points  for  perfect,  of 
which  35  points  are  for  bacteria  count,  15  point  are 
for  flavor  and  odor,  10  points  are  for  absence  of  sedi- 


ment, 15  points  are  for  butter  fat,  15  points  are  for 
solids  not  fat,  5  points  are  for  acidity  and  5  points 
are  for   appearance  of  package.

The  learned  professor  who  wrote  those  lines  was 
himself  wise  in  that  he  did  not  reveal  whether  he 
agreed  with  Pericles  or  with  Mrs.  Catt,  but  the  New 
York  Times  is  less  discreet.  In  response  to  the  re- 
quest of  the  League  of  Women  Voters  for  help  in 
supplying  Miss  Graciela  Mandujano  of  Chile  with 
the  names  of  America's  twelve  greatest  women,  the 
Times  annouunces  that  "the  twelve  greatest  women 
in  the  United  States  are  women  who  have  never 
been  heard  of  outside  of  their  own  home,"  thus 
planting  itself  squarely  beside  the  ancient  sage.  And 
certainly  if  self-abnegation  and  fortitude  and  tire- 
less work  are  the  marks  of  greatness,  great  women 
are  to  be  found  in  the  vast  majority  of  homes  in 
every  city  and  village  and  prairie  in  the  country. 
But  greatness,  as  the  world  judges  it,  does  not  con- 
sist in  a  readiness  to  sacrifice  a  career  for  the  sake 
of  one's  husband's,  to  try  too  late  to  take  it  up  again, 
and  "still,"  as  the  Times  says,  "to  smile."  Martyrs 
may  lean  toward  these  more  domestic  virtues,  but 
greatness  of  other  sorts  demands  active  qualities, 
among  them  a  belief  that  one's  work  is  of  infinite 
importance,  and  a  determination  to  keep  driving  at 
it  at  all  costs. 

Recognizing  this,  the  Times  suggests  the  names  of 
twelve  women  who  have  achieved  greatness  as  great- 
ness goes  in  our  modern  life.  Here  is  its  list:  Ger- 
aldine  Farrar,  Edith  Wharton,  Carrie  Chapman  Catt, 
Molla  Bjurstedt  Mallory,  Alice  Paul,  Ida  Tarbell, 
Jane  Addams,  Amy  Lowell,  Mrs.  Fiske,  M.  Carey 
Thomas,  Mary  Pickford,  and  Agnes  Repplier.  It  is 
a  good  list,  the  more  convincing  because  it  includes 
opponents  as  well  as  friends  of  the  prejudices  and 
policies  of  the  Times.     It  is   a  good   list,  too,  because 
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it  is  calculated  to  arouse  controversy  as  well  as  re- 
spect. Certainly  we  cannot  let  any  contest  in  great- 
ness come  to  a  close  without  casting  about  900,000 
votes  for  Margaret  Sanger,  who,  we  believe,  has 
done  more  for  the  freedom  of  women  than  Carrie 
Chapman  Catt  and  Alice  Paul,  and  both  of  their 
organizations  rolled  into  one.  Consequently,  if  Agnes 
Repplier  will  kindly  step  off  into  obscurity  we  will 
put  Margaret  Sanger  in  her  place.  Cecilia  Beaux 
must  go  in;  we  consider  her  a  greater  artist  than 
Mary  Pickford.  Emma  Goldman  is  a  great  woman 
and  an  American  despite  the  fact  that  we  disagree 
with  her  about  almost  everything  and  that  the  house 
committee  has  stricken  her  from  the  rolls  of  this 
rather  exclusive  country  club  called  the  United  States. 
As  a  publicist  she  makes  Ida  Tarbell  seem  inconsid- 
erable. Florence  Kelley  must  go  in  even  if  it  means 
that  Geraldine  Farrar  goes  out;  and  either  Ethel 
Barrymore  or  Julia  Marlowe  must  take  the  place  of 
Mrs.  Fiske.  Now  the  list  looks  better  to  us,  and  we 
feel  that  Miss  Mandujano  can  safely  approach  her 
task  of  collecting  the  views  of  the  country's  greatest. 
Certainly  if  she  takes  all  the  lists  that  have  been 
offered  her  she  will  have  a  varied  collection.  We 
urge  her  to  pay  no  attention  to  the  opinions  of  Peri- 
cles.    Mrs.  Catt  is   right. 

FROM  THE   LITERARY  DIGEST 

The  fact  that  none  of  the  women  picked  out  by 
The  Times  have  had  any  children,  and  that  prac- 
tically all  of  the  "great  women"  selected  by  other 
authorities  are  childless,  causes  a  degree  of  com- 
ment only  less  imposing  than  that  started  by  the 
original  question.  A  nomination  for  the  list  is  thus 
made  by  the  Philadelphia  Public  Ledger: 

"Our  candidate  is  the  woman  who  will  be  regarded 
as   the  greatest   exponent  of   these   qualifications:     As 


the  mother  of  at  least  two  healthy  children;  as  one 
possessed  of  all  the  lore  of  the  household  that  has 
been  accumulated  by  the  race  following  the  discov- 
ery that  friction  of  two  sticks  produces  fire,  and  suf- 
ficiently master  of  it  to  be  its  administrator,  not  its 
slave;  as  one  who  gathers  her  children  at  her  knee 
and  teaches  them  to  face  the  world  in  faith  and 
unafraid ;  as  a  conserver  of  the  finer  things  of  life, 
its  tenderer  and  more  intimate  susceptibilities.  In 
short,   we   nominate  the   Unknown   Mother.' 

Miss  Mandujano,  who  asked  the  question  that 
started  all  the  list-making,  has  her  own  pertinent 
comment  to  make  upon  the  lists,  especially  the  Times 
list,  with  its  reference  to  the  fact  that  most  of  the 
"great"  women  have  not  been  home-makers.  She 
writes  to  the  editor  of  the  Times: 

"I  wish  to  refer  to  that  little  paragraph  at  the  end 
of  your  article  in  which  you  say: 

"  'It  may  be  remarked  that  six  of  the  twelve  (super- 
women)  have  never  married;  and,  if  memory  is  right, 
the  married  ones  have  not  produced  a  single  child. 
Let  those  who  think  it  is  easy  to  manage  a  first-rate 
home  simultaneously  find  an  explanation  for  that.'  It 
leaves  the  discouraging  impression  that  perhaps, 
after  all,  women's  efforts  are,  if  not  harmful,  at 
least  futile,  vain  and  useless. 

"I  agree  with  you,  and  think  that  everybody  does, 
that  the  greatest  women  of  all  ages  are  probably 
those  who  'have  never  been  heard  of  outside  of  their 
own  homes,  and  seldom  are  appreciated  there.' 

"On  the  other  hand,  millions  of  children  in  your 
big  cities  are  today  growing  healthier,  have  happier 
homes  and  better  schools,  thanks  to  the  efforts  of 
some  women  who,  not  blest  with  a  home  of  their  own, 
have  struggled  and  succeeded  in  securing  for  them 
a  better  chance  in  life.     I  consider  these  to  be  moth-

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ers  in  the  highest  sense  of  the  word. 

"To  manage  a  first-rate  home  is  in  itself  to  man- 
age a  first-rate  career,  which  takes  a  woman's  whole 
efforts.  Unfortunately,  in  these  days,  it  is  econom- 
ically impossible  for  the  great  majority  of  women  to 
to  follow  this  career.  Greater  and  greater  numbers 
of  women  must  work  to  support  the  home  and  even 
neglect  their  children  in  doing  so. 

"Here  again  the  efforts  of  some  women  without  a 
family  are  helping  to  obtain  better  working  condi- 
tions. 

"Of  course,  there  are  those  who  absolutely  refuse 
making  a  home  because  they  prefer  their  work.  Their 
number,  we  may  be  sure,  is  almost  negligible  when 
compared  with  the  large  number  of  men,  bachelors 
either  from  choice  or  because  they  refuse  to  choose. 

"Many  women  have  refused  marrying  because  they 
have  not  met  the  right  man,  and  the  chances  they 
have  had  were  undesirable,  perhaps.  Would  you 
blame  a  woman  who  did  not  go  below  her  standard 
just  for  the  sake  of  marrying? 

"If  we  were  to  apply  the  same  ethical  rule  to  men 
and  women,  would  you  condemn  also  the  type  of  man 
who  avoids  marriage  in  order  to  make  a  successful 
career?  Or  the  man  who  is  successful  in  business  in 
spite  of  his- home,  that  is  to  say,  who  fails  as  a  hus- 
band  and   a  father? 

"Many  women  are  doing  noble  duty  now.  Don't 
be  too  hard  on  them  if  they  fail  to  do  both  things 
well! 

A  woman  who  signs  herself  simply,  "Homemaker" 
criticizes  the  Times  list  on  the  ground  that  it  includes 
"a  tennis  champion  and  a  movie  actress."  They  may 
be  well  known,  she  argues,  but  does  that  make  them 
great  or  even  greatest?  By  way  of  introducing  a  list 
of   her  own,   she  comments: 

"It  is  a  curious  anomaly  of  all  languages  that  the 
superlative  often  has  a  lower  value  than  the  posi- 
tive; for  one  may  be  greatest  of  an  inferior  group 
without  deserving  the  title  of  a  great  woman;  one 
who  must  possess  inherent  qualities  of  mind  and 
character  worthy  to  be  looked  up  to,  as  well  as  a 
clever  accomplishment.  Where  are  the  living  women 
who  can  fitly  be  called  great  in  the  same  breath  with 
Julia  Ward  Howe,  Alice  Freeman  Palmer,  Char- 
lotte Cushman,  Maria  Mitchell,  and  others  of  a  past 
generation?  But  under  the  limitation  of  being  the 
greatest  of  a  secondary  group,  one  might  accept  the 
following: 

"Philanthropist — Jane  Addams. 

"Civic  and  social  worker — Lillian  Wald. 

"Essayist — Agnes  Repplier. 

"Novelist — Edith  Wharton. 

"Poet — Josephine  Peabody  or   Sara  Teasdale. 

"Actress — Mrs.  Fiske. 

"Painter — Cecilia  Beaux.

Other  additions  and  changes  in  the  two  lists  pre- 
sented are  suggested  by  a  number  of  leading  women 
citizens  consulted  by  the  New  York  Evening  Post. 
Mrs.  Catt  heads  most  of  the  lists,  and  votes  are  cast 
for  Julia  Marlowe,  Mabel  Boardman,  Cecilia  Beaux, 
Helen  Keller,  Zona  Gale,  Ella  C.  Boole,  and  Judge 
Jean  H.  Norris.  Other  lists  urge  the  inclusion  of 
Mrs.  Isabelle  M.  Lewis,  expert  astronomer  of  the 
United  States  Naval  Observatory  at  Washington,  a 
woman  scientist  of  high  standing.  The  inevitable 
jakesmith  suggests  a  list  including  "Lydia  Pinkham, 
Mrs.  Jiggs,  Krazy  Katt  (who  appears  to  be  a 
woman),  The  Demi- Virgin,  Beatrice  Fairfax  (though 
I  hear  "she"  is  a  bald-headed  man),  the  powerful

mind    of    the    entire    country,    indeed    of    other    coun- 
tries, as  to  woman's  place. 

"Jane  Addams,  one  of  the  greatest  of  our  women, 
started  the  settlement  movement  which  now  every  city 
has  taken  up,  establishing  not  only  one  settlement 
but  many  settlemens.  She  made  Hull  House  in  Chi- 
cago a  success,  and  she  traveled  in  other  states,  show- 
ing what  could  be  done  in  this  work  and  how  a 
woman  of  the  favored  class  could  become  friendly 
and  helpful  to  the  women  of  smaller  opportunity. 

"Mrs.  Raymond  Robins,  a  woman  of  means,  educa- 
tion and  opportunity,  has  devoted  many  years  to 
organizing  working  women  and  helping  them  to  help 
themselves  to  better  conditions,  and  then  to  secure 
laws  for  their  protection.  She  is  just  retiring  from 
the  National  Woman's  Trade  Union  League,  but  is 
president  of  the   international   organization.

"Julia  C.  Lathrop  is  best  known  as  the  chief  of  the 
Children's  Bureau,  but  she  was  made  Chief  of  that 
bureau  because  of  her  previous  work  for  the  welfare 
of  children.  By  consecrated  devotion  to  this  work 
she  has  lifted  the  whole  plane  of  child  welfare  above 
that  of  any  other  country.  She  went  into  office  be- 
fore the  Wilson  administration  and  remained  all 
through  those  terms. 

"We  have  a  great  many  women  writers  of  note 
and  influence,  and  it  would  be  difficult  to  pick  out 
one  and  say  she  is  superior  to  all  others,  but  my 
favorite  is  Mary  Roberts  Rinehart. 

"Mary  Bradford  was  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction in  Colorado.  She  reorganized  the  schools 
of  that  state  and  graded  all  country  schools  as  town 
schools,  and  was  one  of  the  pioneers  in  doing  that 
kind  of  work.  Her  services  were  recognized  by  her 
election  to  the  presidency  of  the  National  Educational 
Association. 

"Dr.  Katharine  Bement  Davis  is  acknowledged  to 
be  a  leader  and  great  builder  in  the  line  of  social 
reform.  For  many  years  she  was  head  of  Bedford, 
where  for  the  first  time  psychological  experiments 
were  made  with  girls.  Then  she  became  Commis- 
sioner of  Corrections  under  the  late  Mayor  Mitchell, 
of  New  York,  and  now  is  serving  in  her  chosen  field 
under  the  Rockefeller  Foundation,  and  is  known  the 
world  round  as  an  authority  on  the  social  evil. 

"Anne  Morgan  deserves  a  place  in  the  list  of  the 
twelve  greatest  living  American  women.  She  has 
done  a  great  thing  in  helping  to  rehabilitate  France, 
raising  money  here   and   directing  the  work  there. 

"The  temperance  movement  has  ben  one  of  the 
greatest  factors  in  Amrican  life  in  the  last  century 
and  was  led  by  great  women.  The  pioneers  are 
gone,  but  among  those  who  carry  on  I  consider  Ella 
Boole,  President  of  the  New  York  State  Christian 
Temperance   Union,   the  greatest. 

"While  American  art  does  not  as  yet  stand  out 
with  great  distinctness  compared  with  European  art, 
there  have  been  many  creditable  women  artists.  Per- 
haps the  best  known  and  probably  the  most  superior 
is  Cecilia  Beaux. 

"Maud  Wood  Parks  record  of  constructive  for- 
ward building  is  splendid.  As  president  of  the  Na- 
tional League  of  Women  Voters  she  is  laying  a  sound 
foundation  for  the  present  and  future  effective  citi- 
zenship of  women."

Through  the  medium  of  literature,  posters,  the  daily 
press  and  periodicals,  personal  letters,  telephone  and 
telegraph,  visits  to  business  firm,  lectures  and  adver- 
tising, the  plan  of  the  California  Federation  of  Wom- 
en's Clubs  to  deal  with  the  unemployment  problem 
through  promoting  the  general  use  of  California- 
made  products  by  Californians,  has  become  very  gen- 
erally known  throughout  the  business  and  industry  of 
the  State.  Typical  of  the  literature  used  is  the  fol- 
lowing letter  by  Mrs.  Fitzgerald,  more  than  four 
thousand  copies  of  which  have  been  sent  to  repre- 
sentative business  establishments  throughout  the  state: 

"The  California  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  has 
begun  a  campaign  to  promote  by  every  possible  means 
the   use  by  Californians   of   California  products. 

"This  movement  has  the  endorsement  of  Mayors  of 
th  principal  cities  and  the  business  and  civic  organi- 
zations of  the  State,  all  of  whom,  like  ourselves,  are 
deeply  concerned  over  the  growing  number  of  unem- 
ployed men  and  women  who  have  and  are  daily  losing 
their  employment  on  account  of  our  factories  being 
forced  to  curtail  and,  in  many  cases,  to  close  down 
entirely  through  lack  of  support  given  local  industries. 

"Our  organization  has  a  membership  of  over  55,000 
women,  who,  as  purchasers  for  the  home  and  family, 
represent  a  large  buying  power  that  can  do  much  to 
influence  communities  to  co-operate  in  this  "Made  in 
California"  campaign.  The  campaign  is  not  for  a 
day,  a  week  or  a  month  but  it  is  our  aim  to  carry  it 
on  until  individuals  and  business  firms  realize  that 
their  interests  lie  in  promoting  the  sale  of  reputable 
California-made  products. 

"The  future  prosperity  of  every  business  institution 
in  this  State  is  to  a  large  degree  dependent  upon 
prosperity  of  all  classes  of  wage-earners,  and  the  in- 
dustries within  our  State  which  provide  them  with 
employment.  As  merchants  in  every  community  ad- 
vocate to  the  buying  public  that  they  buy  from  their 
local  dealers,  it  seems  to  us  that  these  same  mer- 
chants should  first  follow  out  the  policy  they  advocate 
to  the  buying  public  and  give  preference  to  local 
products. 

"We,  the  women  of  the  State,  are  deeply  concerned 
in  this  work  and  we  believe  by  doing  our  part  in  help- 
ing to  create  this  demand  for  California-made  prod- 
ucts, we  will  help  to  solve  the  very  serious  problem 
of  unemployment.  Employment  will  help  to  lessen 
crime  to  a  very  noticeable  degree  and  will  also  ad- 
vance the  welfare  of  children  through  better  and  im- 
proved home  conditions.  We  believe  that  perma- 
nent good  results  can  be  quickly  secured  by  the  co- 
operation of  all  merchants  in  each  community  buying 
more  California-made  products  and  giving  them 
prominent  display  in  their  store  windows.  This  co- 
operation is  to  be  backed  by  our  members  who  have 
pledged  themselves  to  buy  California-made  products. 

"Will  you  as  a  representative  merchant  in  your 
community  agree  to  do  this? 

"Your  acknowledgement,  together  with  an  expres- 
sion of  your  attitude,  will  be  greatly  appreciated.

The  response  to  this  letter,  both  in  number  and 
tenor,  has  been  highly  gratifying.  Practically  with- 
out exception  the  retailers  have  pledged  their  fullest 
co-operation  to  the  campaign  through  the  stocking  and 
pushing  of  California-made  products  in  preference  to 
those  from  other  manufacturing  centers. 

To   realize  the  purposes   sought,   the    dema"nd    thus 


created  for  home  products  must  be  sustained  through 
the  co-opration  both  of  the  buying  public,  the  whole- 
salers and  the  manufacturrs.  No  one  of  the  four  can 
accomplish  it  without  the  help  of  all  the  others.  First, 
there  must  be  California-made  goods  of  quality  and 
price  to  compete  on  even  terms  with  those  from  other 
markets.  Second,  the  wholesaler  or  jobber  must  put 
these  goods  before  the  trade  with  thorough  sincerity 
and  sympathy  with  the  end  to  be  accomplished. 
Third,  the  retailer  must  stock  these  goods,  display 
them  favorably,  call  the  attention  of  the  buynig  pub- 
lic to  them  and  to  what  is  sought  to  be  done.  Lastly, 
the  public  must  do  its  part  and,  other  things  being 
equal,  must  buy  California  products. 

No  hardship  is  wrought  on  any  of  the  four — in  fact, 
no  greater  general  stimulus  to  business  of  every  kind 
is  conceivable  than  that  which  would  result  from  a 
universal  observance  in  California  of  this  program. 
There  is  no  single  individual  of  whatever  means  of 
livelihood  who  will  not  immediately  and  directly  profit 
in  a  financial  way  therefrom. 

Education  all  along  the  line  is  what  is  chiefly 
needed  now.  Few  California  products  have  had  the 
advantage  of  the  advertising  which  has  made  their 
rivals'  names  familiar  words  in  the  mouths  of  shop- 
pers. Cajifornia  manufacturers  MUST  inform  the 
public,  whose  patronage  they  ask,  exactly  what  goods 
to  ask  for  and  to  insist  upon  getting.  There  is  small 
point,  for  example,  in  urging  a  housewife  to  buy  Cali- 
fornia flour  or  California  furniture  if,  when  she  goes 
to  the  store,  neither  she  nor  the  dealer  have  the  slight- 
est idea  of  what  brands  are  Californian  and  what 
are  not. 

The  club  women  of  California  are  buying  Cali- 
fornia-made products  and  will  continue  to  do  so. 
Signed  pledges  to  this  effect  have  been  returned  from 
nearly  every  club  in  the  state.  The  manufacturers 
have  declared  their  ability  to  equal  or  better  in  qual- 
ity and  price  the  priducts  of  other  makers  of  similar 
goods.  The  retailers  are  eager  to  push  these  goods 
in  the  show-windows  and  across  their  counters. 

The  groundwork  is  well  laid.  Sustained  co-opera- 
tion on  the  part  of  all  concrned  is  all  that  is  needed 
now.

SOLVES  UNEMPLOYMENT  PROBLEM

It  was  to  be  expected  that  the  most  practical  and  splendid 
idea  for  the  relief  of  unemployment  should  have  its  origin  in  the 
brain  of  one  of  our  California  women.  It  follows,  as  a  matter 
of  course,  that  that  idea  should  be  taken  up,  enlarged  upon,  and 
put  into  execution  by  the  California  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs. 

When  I  heard  of  the  unique  campaign  launched  by  fifty-five 
thousand  of  the  state's  most  influential  women  I  was  glad,  be- 
cause I  knew  then  that  the  problem  of  unemployment,  which  has 
been  giving  me  considerable  concern,  was  about  to  be  solved. 

The  plan  to  use  California  products,  and  thereby  make 
work  for  the  unemployed  of  the  state,  and  at  the  same  time  abate 
the  prevalent  wave  of  crime,  certainly  is  not  only  practical,  but 
very  appealing  to  anyone  who  will  stop  to  give  the  matter  a 
thought. 

It  has  occurred  to  me  that  a  considerable  percentage  of  the  crime  that  seems  to  be  unusually  prev- 
alent at  this  time  is  due  to  the  fact  that  there  are  so  many  idle  hands.  Idleness  breeds  discontent,  and 
in  the  wake  of  discontent  follows  a  disregard  for  the  law;  and  violence  and  crime  are  the  natural  fruits 
of  such  a  condition.  Therefore,  if  by  any  means  we  increase  employment  and  decrease  idleness,  it  fol- 
lows  that   there   should   be    less   crime,    and   fewer   offenders  to  deal  with. 

The  plan  of  the  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  meets  with  my  hearty  approval  and  commendation. 
It  will  give  me  pleasure  to  co-operate  in  any  possible  way  to  help  the  elect  women  of  this  state  in  so 
commendable  an  undertaking. 

A  WONDERFUL  OPPORTUNITY

Unemployment  is  a  problem  here  and,  while  there  are  those  who  will  not  work,  no  matter  whether 
jobs  are  provided,  good,  bad  or  indifferent,  there  are  those  who  are  conscientious  seekers  of  employ- 
ment and  to  such  I  think  the  question  of  home  industry  is  an  appealing  one.  The  moment  we  begin  to 
increase  our  home  products  we  demand  additional  labor.  The  wage  earner  has  an  opportunity  for  em- 
ployment which   is   not   offered  under  a    limited   production   of  home   industry. 

It  does  not  take  a  great  stretch  of  the  imagination  to  realize  that  California  is  soon  to  have  seven 
million  people.  To  provide  for  these  people  we  must  have  additional  resources.  When  we  begin  to 
take  stock  of  what  we  have  here  in  California  it  is  easy  to   see   that  a   concentrated  effort   on   our  part  to 
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attract  attention  to  our   home  products  "would  at  once  provide   additional  employment  for  workers. 

I  can  see  wonderful  opportunities  for  those  who  desire  to  make  of  this  campaign  something  de- 
cidedly worth  while. 

Prosperity  is  here.  It  is  ours  to  make  the  most  of.  One  of  the  ways  to  help  those  who  some- 
times cannot  help  themselves  is  to  provide  additional  employment  for  the  husband  and  the  father  and 
thus  add  many  more   providers   for   the  families   in   need. 

This  topic  thrills  the  philanthropist  and  appeals  to  the  business  man.  It  gives  the  opporunity  to 
help  make  our  State  an  ideal  commonwealth. 

Industrial  wealth  is  measured  in  dollars  and  cents  but  the  resources  of  California  -can  be  estimated 
by  a  count  of  the  chimneys  rising  skyward  in  all  our  cities.  There  is  nothing  that  can  be  manufactured 
in  this  country  or  perhaps  in  the  entire  world  that  cannot  be  made  in  our  state.  An  additional  advan- 
tage we  have  is  that  our  wheels  of  industry  can  turn  every  working  day  in  the  year.  Our  manufac- 
turing resources  are   limitless. 


WILL  BENEFIT  WHOLE  STATE

HOME    PRODUCTS    IN   CHAIN    OF   BANKS 

In  line  with  the  campaign  instituted  by  the  women's 
clubs  of  California  for  the  purchase  by  California  people  of 
California  products,  and  as  a  direct  result  of  the  launching  of 
that  campaign,  Henry  M.  Robinson,  president  of  The  First 
National  Bank  of  Los  Angeles,  the  Los  Angeles  Trust  & 
Savings  Bank  and  the  First  Securities  Company,  has  issued 
the  following  order  to  the  Purchasing  Department  of  these 
institutions  and  the  45  branches  of  the  Los  Angeles  Trust  & 
Savings  Bank,  which  cover  California  from  Fresno  south: 

"In  the  purchase  of  supplies  for  the  use  of  The  First 
National  Bank  of  Los  Angeles,  the  Los  Angeles  Trust  & 
Savings  Bank  and  the  First  Securities  Company,  the  Purchas- 
ing Department  will  always  give  preference  to  American 
products.  Whenever  possible,  price  and  quality  being  equal, 
western  products  shall  be  purchased  in  the  following  order  of 
preference : 

"(a)  From  manufacturers  and  dealers  located  in  cities 
in  which  we  have  banking  institutions  and  depositing  with 
these  banks; 

"(b)  From  manufacturers  and  dealers  in  California 
territory  from  Fresno   south; 

"(c)  From  manufacturers  and  dealers  in  California, 
Arizona,  Nevada,  Utah  and  New  Mexico. 

"It  is  desired  that  when  materials  and  supplies  purchased 
for  these   institutions  are   not  produced  within   the   area  above 
specified,  the  best  efforts  of  these  institutions  be  used  to  induce 
local  production,   either  in  establishments  already  located  here 
or  by   inducing  the   establishment  of   branch   factories   of   east- 
ern   concerns    from    whom    we    may    purchase    because    of    the 
non-production  of  these  articles  in  California. 
Based   upon   the   foregoing  principle,   it  is   desirable   to    distribute    purchases   as   impartially   as   pos- 
sible   on    the    basis    of    price,    quality   and    deliveries, and  without  discrimination   as  between   communities 
where  our  banks  are  located. 
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CORPORATIONS  FOR  HOME  INDUSTRY

California  in  California  products  will  be  returned,  not  once, 
but  many  times  to  the   users  of  those  products  themselves. 
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PRESIDENT'S   MESSAGE 


Dear  Clubwomen  of  California: 

During  the  past  year  it  has  been  my  good  fortune 
to  hear  two  addresses  by  Mrs.  Cora  Wilson  Stewart 
on  "Illiteracy."  I  wish  it  were  possible,  even  if  only 
in  a  small  degree,  to  transmit  to  you  through  the 
medium  of  the  printed  page  that  sense  of  personal 
responsibility  in  helping  to  solve  this  great  problem 
that  everyone  must  feel  when  Mrs.  Wilson  in  her 
earnest,  forceful  manner  pleads  the  cause  of  the 
illiterates. 

Mrs.  Wilson's  own  contribution  in  helping  to  eradi- 
cate illiteracy  through  the  establishment  of  the  "Moon- 
light Schools"  in  the  South  is  a  magnificent  illustra- 
tion of  what  can  be  accomplished  when  an  earnest 
woman  with  a  definite  ideal  has  the  "will  to  do." 
Surely  countless  men  and  women  will  rise  to  call  her 
blessed. 

Mrs.  Wilson  has  been  chosen  chaiiman  of  the  Illit- 
eracy Committee  in  the  General  Federation  of  Wom- 
en's Clubs  and  has  issued  an  interesting  pamphlet  on 
"The  Clubwoman's  part  in  the  Illiteracy  Crusade." 
The  campaign  slogan  chosen  by  this  committee  is: 
"No  illiteracy  in  the  United  States  in  1930." 

When  we  realize  that  of  the  5,500,000  illiterates 
in  the  United  States,  California  has  95,000  we  appre- 
ciate the  task  that  is  before  us,  and  yet  with  the  indi- 
vidual   clubwoman    taking   as   her   slogan,    "Each    one 


teach  one"  it  is  easily  possible  to  place  California  in 
the   100   per   cent  literate   column   by   1930. 

Can  you  conceive  of  a  more  splendid  undertaking? 
I  think  no  better  beginning  can  be  made  than  to  ac- 
quaint ourselves  with  the  legislation  that  provides 
for  school  attendance  in  the  state  and  that  governing 
child  labor  and  to  work  untiringly  for  the  enforce- 
ment of  these  laws.  A  recent  bulletin  on  "Child 
Welfare"  sets  forth  that  the  average  attendance  of 
children  at  school  in  the  United  States  is  ninety  days 
a  year  and  that  of  the  children  of  school  age  17.8 
per  cent  are  not  enrolled  in  any  school,  public,  pri- 
vate or  parochial.  What  situation  obtains  in  your 
community? 

CONSTITUTION    DAY 

September  17  is  set  aside  as  Constitution  Day,  and 
I  hope  it  will  be  possible  for  many  clubs  to  have  a 
program  suitable  for  this  special  day  some  time  dur- 
ing the  month  if  all  cannot  observe  the  particular 
date.  Individually  we  can  at  least  take  the  time  to 
read  our  constitution  and  in  so  doing  realize  anew 
how  blessed  are  we  who  share  in  its  protection  who 
participate  in  its  privileges  and  who'  ought  to  feel  it  a 
sacred  trust  and  obligation  to  assist  in  carrying  out 
its  provisions  through  the  enforcement  of  our  laws.

ANGELES    CLUBWOMEN   CONVINCED   OF  WILL 
HAYS'  SINCERITY  FAVORING   "BETTER 
PICTURES"  MOVEMENT

Most  of  those  outside  of  the  moving  picture  indus- 
try, who  have  been  working  for  better  films,  are  be- 
ginning to  realize  that  there  are  many  inside  of  the 
industry  who  are  even  more  desirous  of  better  films, 
and  who  realize  the  great  power  of  the  moving  pic- 
ture and  are  willing  to  accept  the  great  responsibility 
that  is  inseparable  from  great  power.  We  are  agreed 
that  instead  of  seeking  to  curb  that  power  by  censor- 
ship, we  should  seek  to  give  it  an  opportunity  to 
make  a  great  achievement  successful  financially. 

A  picture's  success — as  an  entertaining,  cultural, 
educational  or  inspirational  film,  must  be  measured 
also  by  its  financial  success,  and  therein  lies  our  op- 
portunity to  co-operate  with  the  industry,  for  we  be- 
lieve that  we  can  help  to  bring  the  great  public  to 
show  a  genuine  appreciation  of  the  best,  so  that  our 
slogan,  "Make  Best  Pictures  Pay  Best,"  may  become 
an  actuality.  Censorship  is  surely  only  a  last  resort 
and,  we  believe,  an  unnecessary  one. 

To  educate  the  public  is  an  important  part  of  our 
program,  but  we  also  think  that  we  must  convince 
the  producers  that  they  need  not  be  afraid  that  good 
pictures  will  go  over  the  heads  of  the  public.  We 
are  told  that  one  bugbear  of  Movie  Magnates  has 
been  that  they  believe  that  "they  must  play  to  the 
nine-year-old  mind,"  and  that  a  very  large  per  cent 
of  the  moving  picture  audience  is  composed  of  mo- 
rons." This  belief  is  surely  not  an  inspiration  to 
great  achievement,  but  a  vitiation  of  the  whole  indus- 
try as  well  as  a  sad  reflection  upon  it.  The  motion 
picture  people  have  been  basing  their  judgment  of 
what  the  majority  of  the  people  want — upon  the  gate 
receipts.  We  think  this  judgment  inaccurate  and  un- 
fair, for  the  reason  that  the  part  of  the  audience 
which  is  drawn  to  the  play  because  of  its  suggestive 


sensuousness  or  vulgar  comedy,  is  augmented  by  that 
very  large  per  cent  of  the  audience,  composed  of  those 
who  want  to  go  somewhere — and  who  usually  go  to 
those  picture  shows  which  are  most  accessible  or 
.most  highly  advertised.  The  great  difficulty  here  is 
that  there  has  been  no  dependable  medium  through 
which  the  public  could  find  out  just  what  sort  of  pic- 
ture is  to  be  shown  because  titles  of  pictures  as  well 
as  advertising  have  been  so  adroitly  misleading.  Also 
the  fact  cannot  be  ignored  that  there  have  been  com- 
paratively few  really  fine  pictures  and  the  theatre- 
going  public  has  become  apathetically  tolerant.  There 
is  a  class  of  people  which  is  at  present,  perhaps,  the 
despair  of  progressive  producers,  but  which  is  the 
hope  of  those  who  vision  the  future  development,  and 
that  is  the  class  of  wholesome  homeloving  people 
who  long  since  became  too  discouraged  to  take  the 
chance  of  being  forced  to  sit  through  the  suggestive 
comedy  or  disgusting  vaudeville  that  too  often  is 
given  with  a  really  good  picture,  and  have  altogether 
ceased  going  to  picture  shows.  These  people  we  hope 
to  draw  out  again  by  putting  into  practical  working, 
our  plans  for  oc-oprating  with  the  producers  in  hon- 
est  authentic   advertising   of   good   pictures. 

During  the  week  that  Mr.  Will  H.  Hays  spent  in 
Los  Angeles,  we  held  two  conferences  with  him — the 
first  at  our  solicitation — the  second  at  his  request. 
Those  present  at  the  conference,  besides  Mr.  Hays 
and  his  secretary,  Mr.  O'Neal,  were:

Mrs.  A.  A.  Hummel,  Motion  Picture  Chairman, 
Los  Angeles  District. 

Mr.  Hays  told  the  conference  of  his  hope  that  the 
General  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  might  become 
the  greatest  medium  for  furthering  the  better  pictures 
movement  by  co-operation  between  the  Federation 
Motion  Picture  Department  and  the  Organization  of 
Motion  Picture  Producers  and  Distributors  of  Amer- 
ica. The  chairman  of  the  committee  told  Mr.  Hays 
of  the  visions — the  hopes — and  the  methods  through 
which  the  Federation  wished  to  co-operate  with  those 
in  the  Motion  Picture  Industry.  Mr.  Hays  responded 
with  interest  and  appreciation ;  and  with  most  con- 
vincing enthusiasm  he  suggested  practical  means  for 
carrying  out  the  plans  in  detail.  He  asked  that  the 
chairman  give  a  brief  statement  of  the  plans  and  of 
the  difficulties  of  her  department  to  his  secretary,  and 
that  the  conference  meet  again  on  the  following  day, 
when  he  hoped  to  have  practical  plans  outlined  for 
overcoming  the  difficulties  and  furthering  the  work. 
The  plans,  briefly  outlined  by  the  chairman,  are  as 
follows: 

1.  That  selection — not  censorship — shall  be  our 
policy. 

2.  That  we  shall  seek  to  make  general  irritation  and 
criticism  give  place  to  co-operative  community  de- 
mand  for  better  films. 

3.  That  we  ask  that  a  motion  picture  chairman  be 
appointed  by  every  club  in  the  Federation,  which 
chairman  shall  join  with  better  film  workers  of  all 
other  organizations,  to  co-operate  with  motion  pic- 
ture producers,  distributors  and  exhibitors. 

4.  That  it  shall  be  absolutely  against  our  policy  to 


print  anything  about  bad  pictures. 

5.  That  we  shall  advertise  good  pictures  under  our 
own  responsibility  by  means  of  lists,  printed  in  news- 
papers and  posted  in  clubs,  libraries,  schools,  hotels, 
and  other  public  places — in  some  such  manner  as  the 
following: 

I— PICTURES    NOW    SHOWING 

1.  Excellent — 

Names  of  Picture 

Names  of  Theatres  Where  Shown 

2.  Good— 

3.  Fair 

Explanatory   remarks    as   to   kind   of   picture,   e.   g. : 
Educational,  etc. 
Comedy 
Spectacular 
Suitable  for  families 
Suitable  for  children,  etc. 

II— PICTURES   COMING 
(Classified  in  like  manner.) 

6.  Have  committees  for  pre-viewing  pictures,  com- 
posed of  people  who  are  representative,  broad-minded 
and  tolerant. 

7.  Gain  consent  of  producers  for  pre-view  of  pic- 
tures before  their  release. 

8.  Co-operate  with  exhibitors,  recognizing  that  they 
should  be  the  experts  with  whom  the  film  committees 
confer  to  promote   and   advertise  good  pictures. 

9.  Ask  exhibitors  to  put  best  pictures  for  adoles- 
cents on  Friday  and  Saturday  nights. 

10.  Arrange  for  one  theatre  in  each  community  to 
have  a  Saturday  matinee  for  children,  which  shall  be 
advertised  by  the  motion  picture  chairman  in  all  pos- 
sible ways. 

11.  Ask  exhibitors  to  guard  against  combining  good 
pictures  with  vulgar  comedies  or  cheap  vaudeville. 

12.  At    intervals — to    plan    a    "Go    to    the    Movies" 
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week,  when  people  shall  be  especially  urged  to  at- 
tend picture  shows,  when  exhibitors  will  probably 
show  the  best  pictures  obtainable,  and  when  the  whole 
community  shall  join  in  making  it  a  success. 

13.  Have  articles  published  to  stimulate  interest  in 
pictures  and  publicly  indorse  all  efforts  to  produce 
good  pictures. 

14.  To  ask  producers  and  distributors  to  co-operate 
in  reforming  the  system  of  exchange  so  that  all  ex- 
hibitors may  have  full  choice  and  responsibility  for 
pictures  they  show. 

Chief  difficulties  in  carrying  out  plans  are  as 
follows: 

1.  Under  the  present  system  many  exhibitors,  who 
buy  a  "service"  without  preview  or  choice  of  pic- 
tures, find  it  difficult  to  co-operate  with  chairman  for 
better  films,  because  they  must  pay  for  the  bad  pic- 
tures on  this  contract  program  whether  they  show 
them  or  not. 

2.  Difficulty  in  getting  advertising  space  in  news- 
papers— especially  in  that  community  which  is  the 
center  of  the  industry. 

3.  Difficulty  in  obtaining  previews  before  pictures 
are  released. 

AT  THE    SECOND    CONFERENCE 

Mr.  Hays,  having  considered  the  statement  of  plans 
and  difficulties  outlined  by  the  district  chairman,  gave 
tentative  suggestions  of  plans  which  he  thought  might 
be  carried  out  successfully.  In  essence  they  were  as 
follows: 

First — That  it  seemed  fitting  that  any  widespread 
co-operative  effort  for  better  pictures  should  be  started 
in  the  community  which  is  the  center  of  the  industry 
and  should  be  developed  from  there  into  a  well  or- 
ganized nation-wide  movement. 


Second — -That  he  should  acquaint  some  of  the  lead- 
ers of  the  industry  with  the  plans  outlined  by  the 
chairman  and  request  that  two  or  three  of  them  act 
as  a  committee,  representing  the  industry,  to  co-oper- 
ate with  the  motion  picture  department  of  the  Fed- 
eration. 

Third — That  he  hoped  to  send  someone  to  Los 
Angeles  to  act  as  his  personal  representative  in  this 
committee  and  through  this  representative  to  connect 
the  local  efforts  of  the  clubwomen  with  the  work  of 
the  General  Federation. 

Fourth — That  his  personal  interest  should  be  given 
especially   to   three    lines   of   development: 

1.  Educational  films. 

2.  Activity  of  Federated  Woman's  Clubs  in  the 
better  film  movement. 

3.  Selling  America   to   foreign   lands   through   films. 
Fifth — That   in   his    agreement   with    the   Producers 

and  Distributors  of  America,  there  were  no  fingers 
crossed,"  but  that  these  leaders  in  the  industry  frank- 
ly placed  themselves  in  the  forefront  of  those  seek- 
ing development  and  progress  of  the  uetter  film  move- 
ment. 

The  committee  left  the  office  of  Mr.  Hays,  unani- 
mously convinced  of  his  genuine,  enthusiastic  sin- 
cerity and  of  the  greatness  of  his  vision,  and  of  his 
ability,  not  only  as  the  director  general  of  the  motion 
picture  industry,  but  as  an  unofficial  public  servant. 

Convinced  also  that  there  is  no  reason  to  be  the 
least  discouraged  with  anything  so  young  as  the 
moving  picture,  but  on  the  contrary  that  the  possibility 
for  entertainment,  inspiration,  culture,  and  education 
are  so  vast  that  there  is  joy  and  gratitude  for  the 
opportunity  to  help  ever  so  little  in  the  development 
of  so  great  an  institution. 
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'WORLD   PEACE— THE   GOAL    OF    AMERICAN    CITI- 
ZENSHIP"  KEYNOTE  OF  YEAR'S  WORK  OF 
CALIFORNIA  FEDERATION 


A  two-day  conference  of  the  State  Board  of  the 
C.  F.  W.  C.  was  held  at  Asilomar,  August  15  and 
16,  for  the  purpose  of  outlining  the  year's  work. 
Thirty  members  of  the  State  Executive  Board  attended. 
Among  those  present  were  Mrs.  Fitzgerald,  State 
President;  Mrs.  Exley  of  Los  Angeles,  Vice-President- 
at-Large;  Mrs.  Robert  J.  Burdette,  Director  for  Cali- 
fornia from  the  General  Federation,  all  but  one  of  the 
District  Presidents  were  present;  Mrs.  George  A. 
Rigg,  Alameda  District;  Mrs.  John  Urquhart  of  Los 
Angeles  District;  Mrs.  H.  M.  Tenney  of  the  San 
Francisco  District;  Mrs.  George  W.  Turner  of  San 
Joaquin  Valley  District,  and  Mrs.  F.  W.  Haman  of 
the   Southern  District. 

Two  new  state  appointments  were  announced: 
Chairman  of  Legislation  and  Political  Science,  Mrs. 
Aaron  Schloss  of  Berkeley;  Chairman  of  Art,  Mrs. 
R.   C.   Clarkson-Colman  of   Santa  Ana. 

Mrs.  Fitzgerald  gave  as  the  keynote  of  the  year's 
work,  "World  Peace — The  Goal  of  merican  Citi- 
zenship." An  effort  will  be  made  to  group  all  de- 
partments around  this  subject.  She  urged  that 
Federated  Clubs  observe  Armistice  Day  in  a  fitting 
way  that  it  may  become  an  outstanding  feature  of 
the   club   year    and    of   the   Americanization   program. 

This  being  legislative  year,  the  President  urged 
that  legislative  programs  be  emphasized  in  clubs 
during  September  and  October.  She  urged  that 
measures   endorsed   by  the   Federation,   such   as   Com- 


munity Property  Law  and  the  Wright  Bill  be  fea- 
tured on  programs  and  that  Women's  Clubs  co- 
operate with  other  organizations  in  holding  mass 
meetings  and  doing  precinct  work  in  the  interest  of 
the  Wright  Bill.  Mrs.  Fitzgerald  also  urged  that 
bills  not  endorsed  by  the  Federation,  when  pre- 
sented before  clubs,  have  speakers  on  both  sides  of 
the  question.  Mrs.  Fitzgerald  also  urged  that  the 
idea  of  Junior  Membership  already  successfully  de- 
veloped in  some  clubs,  be  encouraged  in  all,  to  the 
end  that  younger  women  in  the  community  may  be 
trained  for  club  work. 

California  is  reported  to  lead  in  the  General  Fed- 
eration in  the  departments  of  Motion  Pictures,  Con- 
servation and  Indian  Welfare.  The  Nationality  Map 
and  the  exhibition  of  native  arts  and  crafts  at  the 
Biennial  were  unique  with   California. 

Mrs.  Robert  J.  Burdette  reported  the  formation  of 
a  State  Presidents'  Club  in  the  G.  F.  W.  C. ;  splendid 
progress  toward  the  G.  F.  Headquarters  Building 
in  Washington,  and  that  the  G.  F.  W.  C.  will  hold 
its  1924  Biennial  in  Los  Angeles  on  the  invitation 
of  California  made  through  the  State  President, 
Mrs.    Fitzgerald. 

The  Fourth  of  July  was  chosen  for  Citizenship  Day 
and  appropriate  citizenship  programs  will  be  initiated 
throughout  the  state. 

Mrs.  Uruhart  also  described  the  "Coming  of  Age" 
Clubs   so  well   organized   by  clubwomen  in  Los  An-

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geles  District,  to  meet  the  need  of  foreign  born  be- 
tween the  ages  of  18-21  and  recommended  that  the 
co-operation  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  be 
asked  for  this  group  and  that  cluowomen  be  urged 
to   support   it. 

It  was  urged  that  an  effort  bt  made  to  develop 
appreciation  among  school  children  of  both  American 
and  foreign  parentage  for  the  Arts  and  Crafts  of 
other  nations  and  Mrs.  Exley,  vice-president  at  large, 
suggested  that  groups  of  women  be  trained  in  each 
district  to  form  a  speakers'  bureau  on  legislative 
problems  as  was  done  two  years  ago  in  Los  Angeles 
when  the  Women  Lawyers'  Club  undertook  this  train- 
ing by  interpreting  the  bills  to  the  groups. 

Miss  Sue  Barnwell  of  L.  A.,  state  chairman  of 
citizenship,  added  other  suggestions  regarding  co- 
operation with  the  Home  Teacher,  Naturalization 
Courts,  etc.,  and  urged  that  each  club  appoint  a 
citizenship  chairman  and  feature  a  citizenship  pro- 
gram during  the  year. 

Mrs.  Rigg.  president  of  Alameda  district,  called  at- 
tention to  the  fact  that  of  all  states,  California  was 
unique  in  that  clubs  of  foreign  born  women  were 
affiliated  with  the  C.  F.  W.  C,  and  urged  that  spe- 
cial effort  be  made  this  year  throughout  the  state 
to   increase  this   affiliation. 

The  business  committee  of  which  Mrs.  Edward 
Dexter  Knight  of  San  Francisco  is  chairman,  came 
with  a  thoughtfully  prepared  budget  plan  and  sug- 
gestions for  the  business  of  the  organization  which 
was  presented  for  approval.  It  will  be  perfected 
and  voted  upon  at  the  next  regular  board  meeting. 
Each  department  chairman  presented  a  tentative 
budget   with   her   report. 

The  Woman's  Federaltion  has  always  stood  for 
economical  managements.  Last  year  at  state  con- 
vention a  slight  increase  of  dues  was  voted.  But 
with  the  great  increase  of  work  and  the  larger  op- 
portunities for  women  the  business  committee  feel 
that  nothing  but  the  strictest  business  methods  shall 
prevail.  One  of  the  principal  accomplishments  was 
felt  to  be  that  it  has  instituted  a  clearing  house  for 
outlines  of  work  and  suggestions  and  would  be  a 
means  toward  preventing  the  overlapping  of  de- 
partments. 

The  Conference  closed  with  the  unanimous  feeling 
that  it  had  been  one  of  the  most  worthwhile  things 
ever  done  by  the  Federation,  and  that  its  influence 
and  inspiration  would  be  felt  through  the  entire  year 
in  Federation  work. 

Asilomar,  meaning  "Retreat  by  the  Sea,"  the  Con- 
ference grounds  of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  was  an  ideal 
setting.  The  meetings  were  held  in  the  Lodge,  which 
was  given  over  exclusively  to  the  clubwomen.  Mrs. 
H.  M.  Tenney,  San  Francisco  District  President, 
acted   as  hostess.

She 
regretted  to  have  to  announce  that  the  clubs  had  been 
very  remiss  in  filling  out  the  blanks  sent  to  them, 
thereby  greatly  increasing  her  work  and  in  some  cases 
making  it  impossible  to  put  the  names  of  new  club 
officers  in  the  Year  Book. 

Mrs.  Tenney  told  of  the  recent  conference  of  the 
state  executive  board  at  Asilomar,  which  she  regarded 
as  being  of  great  value  as  it  brought  the  members 
together  under  conditions  where  they  had  a  chance 
to  discuss  the  problems  of  their  various  departments 
with  a  much  better  understanding  than  was  possible 
through  correspondence. 

It  was  announced  that  with  a  few  changes  the  same 
chairmen  of  departments  who  served  last  year  had 
consented  to  act  for  another  year.  The  new  members 
are:  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Snell,  Education;  Mrs.  L.  E. 
Aubury,  Home  Economics ;  Mrs.  H.  B.  Stanton, 
Health;  Mrs.  W.  L.  Sales,  Moving  Pictures,  and  Mrs. 
F.   O.  Pryor,  Press. 

Two  inovations  are  to  be  tried  out  this  year  with 
the  idea  of  bringing  the  executive  board  and  the 
clubs  of  the  district  into  closer  touch.  Two  monthly 
meetings  of  the  board  are  to  be  held  outside  of  San 
Francisco,  one  North  and  the  other  South.  Copies 
of  the  minutes  of  all  meetings  of  the  board  are  to  be 
sent  to  the  county  president  so  they  may  keep  the 
clubs  of  their  counties  well  informed  as  to  the  activi- 
ties of  the  district. 

An  innovation  which  the  State  Federation  is  foster- 
ing is  the  formation  of  Junior  Auxiliaries  to  the  clubs 
to  stimulate  the  growth  of  worthwhile  ideals  in  the 
young  girls  and  to  train  them  to  take  up  the  work 
of  the  older  women  as  they  are  forced  to  drop  out. 

Mrs.  J.  M.  Vickerson,  chairman  of  co-operation 
with  ex-service  men,  urged  the  clubs  to  contribute  to 
the  loan  fund  which  is  being  raised  for  the  use  of 
men  in  our  military  hospitals  at  San  Francisco  and 
Palo  Alto.  The  Department  of  Social  and  Indus- 
trial Conditions  urges  the  clubs  as  part  of  their 
year's  work  to  visit  and  investigate  the  public  insti- 
tutions in  their  vicinities. 

Dr.  Theresa  Meikle,  chairman  of  Legislation  and 
Political  Science,  presented  a  synopsis  of  the  legisla- 
tive program  for  the  November  election,  which  has 
been  worked  out  by  her  and  the  state  chairman. 
Copies  of  this  are  to  be  sent  to  all  club  presidents, 
together  with   a  personal  letter  from   Dr.  Meikle. 

Mrs.  Josephine  Martin  Wilson,  chairman  of  Liter- 
ature, is  to  continue  the  monthly  Book  Conferences 
which  proved  so  popular  and  instructive  last  year. 
The  first  one  will  be  held  at  the  Fairmont  Hotel, 
September  25,  at  2  o'clock. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  executive  board  will  be 
held  at  Napa,  Monday,  the  11th  of  September.  It  is 
to  be  an  all  day  session.

Her  spirit  was  undaunted  as  she  faced 
the  fact  that  she  must  leave  all  she  held  most  dear 
in  friends,  in  home,  in  service  and  her  final  days 
were    spent   in    loving   plans    for   their   well-bing. 

It  has  been  said  that  the  time  and  place  of  a 
person's  birth,  the  character  and  extent  of  his  edu- 
cation are  the  instruments  by  which  he  accomplishes 
his  will;  but  back  of  that  lie  inherited  tendencies, 
innate  characteristics,  all  those  impalpable  illusive 
qualities  which  we  call  personality.  No  one  could 
come  in  contact  with  Elizabeth  Arnold  without  real- 
izing the  strength  of  her  personality;  benevolent, 
kindly,  sympathetic,  generous,  lovable,  with  a  keen 
intellect  and  a  far  vision,  she  was  a  natural  leader 
in  social  service,  and  her  constructive  efforts  were 
felt  in  every  circle  in  which  she  moved.  Her  work 
for  her  clubs,  her  entire  absorption  in  social  service 
had  it  fine  flower  in  the  cause  which  she  last 
espoused — the  work  for  the  American  Indian.  Her 
innate  love  for  justice  and  her  vision  led  her  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  women   must  stand   as   a   bulwark 


against  the  further  exploitation  of  the  Indian,  and 
she  threw  herself  passionately  into  the  movement  in 
their  behalf.  She  laid  the  foundation  for  the  great 
monument  that  shall  stand  through  all  time  as  a 
witness  to  her  work.  It  is  for  use,  her  fellow  work- 
ers, to  build  the  superstructure  and  we  must  build 
it  fair  and  fine. 

She  had  a  genius  for  friendship  and  she  drew 
to  herself  her  very  own,  the  good  and  great  of  our 
land.  Jane  Addams  was  a  life-long  friend  and 
through  the  stress  of  the  development  and  upbuild- 
ing of  Hull  House  Mrs.  Arnold  worked  by  her 
side.  At  the  time  of  the  Johnstown  flood,  Clara 
Barton  came  into  her  life  and  they  were  forever 
friends. 

Julia  Lathrop,  Dr.  George  Vincent  and  countless 
other  notable  people  were  proud  to  call  her  friend 
because  they  recognized  a  mate  to  their  own  gallant 
spirits. 

It  is  a  sustaining  thought  that  there  is  an  eternal 
life  in  this  world  as  well  as  the  world  beyond  the 
stars.  Through  all  time  life  will  be  different;  it  will 
be   better  and  fairer  that   such   spirits   have  lived. 

To  the  members  of  our  state  Board,  to  all  who 
have  shared  her  noble  efforts  for  the  good  of  hu- 
manity, to  the  writer  who  knew  and  loved  her  best, 
her  memory  is  a  sacred  heritage  that  will  find  its 
highest  expression  in  constructive  work  for  their 
fellowman.

of  her  life  touched  with  beauty  and  holy  stillness  the 
western  slope  lying  toward  a  new  mansion  in  her 
Father's  house. 

True  to  the  fine  spirit  that  lived  in  her  frail  body. 
True  to  her  family  and  her  friends,  Mrs.  Winkoop 
expressed  every  ounce  of  her  mental,  spiritual,  and 
physical  energy  in  behalf  of  mankind.  Her  life  was 
beautiful  because  her  loves  were  beautiful.  Her  work 
was  glorious  because  her  love  for  her  work  was 
glorious.  According  to  her  love  has  it  been  rendered 
unto  her. 

Mrs.  Wynkoop,  who  was  born  in  Jackson,  Tenn., 
came  to  Los  Angeles  from  New  York  City  twelve 
years  ago.  Being  broadly  read  and  a  progressive 
thinker,  Mrs.  Wynkoop  took  great  interest  in  the 
development  of  the  Southland,  especially  along  social 
and  religious  lines,  and  has  been  of  invaluable  aid 
to  her  daughter,  Mrs.  J.  C.  Urquhart,  who  is  presi- 
dent of  the  Los  Angeles  district  of  the  California 
Federation  of  Women's  Clubs. 

Apparently  in  the  best  of  physical  health  up  to 
within  a  few  hours  of  her  death,  Mrs.  Wynkoop 
maintained  almost  until  her  last  breath  an  optimistic 
mental  attitude  and  a  spirit  of  gladness  that  mini- 
mized the  pangs  of  parting  between  herself  and  her 
loved  ones. 

Mrs.  Wynkoop  leaves  two  daughters,  four  sons  and 
eight  grandchildren.  The  daughters  are:  Mrs.  J.  C. 
Urquhart  and  Mrs.  Agnes  Osborne  Carter  of  Los 
Angeles  and  the  sons  are:  Messrs.  G.  P.  Wynkoop 
of  San  Francisco,  James  Wynkoop  of  San  Francisco, 
and  R.  B.  and  John  Wynkoop  of  New  York  City. 
She  also  leaves  a  daughter-in-law,  Mrs.  Inez  E.  Wyn- 
koop of  Los  Angeles. 

Mrs.  Wynkoop  was  the  wife  of  the  late  Henry  W. 
Wynkoop,  who  was  superintendent  of  telegraphs  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Line.  A  pianist  and  artist  of  excep- 
tional talent,  all  of  her  children  are  known  for  their 
work  along  artistic  lines,  some  of  them  having 
achieved  international  fame.  Mrs.  Carter  is  a  pian- 
ist whose  work  is  recognized  in  Europe  as  well  as 
America;  John  Wynkoop  is  one  of  the  best  known 
architects  in  New  York  City;  James  Wynkoop  is  a 
well  known  newspaper  man  and  author,  and  G.  P. 
Wynkoop  is  vice-president  of  the  Bancroft-Whitney 
Law-book  Publishing  Company.

MARY  GORDON  HOLWAY   PASSES   ON  AFTER 
A   BEAUTIFUL   LIFE    DEVOTED  TO  ADVANCE- 
MENT OF  WOMANKIND

"None   knew   her   but   to   love   her, 
None  named  her  but  to  praise." 

Mary  Gordon  Holway,  state  chairman  of  Art,  C.  F. 
W.  C,  died  July  18,  1922,  at  her  home  in  Berkeley. 
During  the  last  two  months  of  her  life,  although  con- 
fined to  her  bed,  she  was  at  work  on  a  big  Ameri- 
canization idea  for  this  coast  as  the  central  note  of 
her  department  for  the  coming  year. 

Her  interpretation  of  Americanization  through  the 
study  of  Art  is  full  of  promise  and  inspiration,  and 
clubwomen  are  feeling  keenly  the  loss  of  her  leader- 
ship. 

Mrs.  Holway's  power  to  impart  the  love  of  Art  to 
others  is  peculiarly  demonstrated  in  her  new  book, 
"Art  of  the  Old  World  in  New  Spain  and  the  Mission 
Days  of  Alta,  California,"  the  first  edition  of  which 
will  appear  next  week. 

In  one  of  her  recent  art  talks  Mrs.  Holway  ex- 
pressed the  thought  that  "though  we  travel  the  world 
over  to   find   the   beautiful,  we  must  carry  it  with   us 


or  we  find  it  not."  Her  own  life  was  in  itself  beauti- 
ful. It  was  an  exemplification  of  the  Federation  in 
that  the  keynote  of  her  life  was  "Service." 

Among  the  many  kinds  of  service  to  others  in  which 
she  participated,  perhaps  the  most  outstanding  was 
her  service  to  women  students.  She  became  state 
chairman  of  the  State  University  Clubhouse  Loan 
Fund  established  by  the  C.  F.  W.  C.  in  1904.  Between 
1904-1914  five  thousand  dollars  was  given  to  the  Uni- 
versity committee  in  charge  of  the  disbursement  of  this 
fund  and  five  clubhouses  were  furnished  at  a  cost  of 
$1000  each.  After  the  last  $1000  was  paid  to  the 
University  in  1914,  the  Riverside  coonvention  de- 
cided to  continue  the  work  and  promised  $500  more. 
Mrs.  Holway  was  instrumental  in  its  collection  and 
was,  up  to  the  time  of  her  death,  actively  connected 
with  the  disbursement  of  this  revolving  fund.  Last 
fall  she  superintended  the  furnishing  of  six  club- 
houses. 

Mrs.    Holway's    interest    in    women    students    dates 


Mrs.  Mary   Gordon  Holway,  State  Chairman  of  Art. 
Whose  Passing  Away  Leaves  a  Vacancy  Hard  to  Fill 
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back  to  1S88.  The  position  of  her  husband  as  presi- 
dent of  the  State  Normal  school  at  San  Jose  (1888- 
1902)  and  later  as  professor  in  the  University  of 
California  brought  her  in  contact  for  many  years  of 
her  life  with  large  numbers  of  young  pople.  Through 
her  personality,  her  ready  sympathy  and  understand- 
ing, she  won  an  unique  place  for  herself  among  both 
men  and  women  students  in  these  campusses.  She 
became  chaperone,  companion,  advisor  and  fairy  god- 
mother in  innumerable  instances  and  was  appealed 
to  as  a  court  of  last  resort  in  many  a  problem.  Al- 
though mature  in  years  when  she  first  came  to  Berke- 
ley, she  became  a  regular  student  in  the  University 
of  California,  graduating  with  the  class  of   1906. 

Professor  Holway's  interest  in  women's  work  and 
his  eagerness  to  have  her  participate  in  it,  was  always 
an  inspiration  to  her  and  was  also  responsible  in 
part  for  her   large   contribution   to  Art. 

Was  there  ever  a  life  so  appreciative  of  the  beauti- 
ful and  so  full  of  loving  service?

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TIME-MELLOWED    RESIDENCE    TO    BE    NEW    HOME 
OF  GENERAL  FEDERATION 


The  new  national  headquarters  of  the  General  Fed- 
eration of  Women's  Clubs,  at  1734  N  street  north- 
west, will  begin  operation  as  a  clubhouse  for  the  or- 
ganized women  of  the  country  September  1,  accord- 
ing to  an  announcement  made  yesterday  by  Miss  Lida 
Hafford,  general  secretary. 

Work  has  been  in  progress  sinte  the  purchase  of 
the  house  from  Mrs.  John  J.  White,  whose  husband 
was  a  hunting  companion  of  former  President  Roose- 
velt, in  April.  Under  the  guidance  of  Miss  Hafford, 
the  General  Federation  authorized  a  $10,000  budget 
for  the  furnishing  of  the   five-story  mansion. 

Looking  about  for  suitable  furnishings  for  the 
time-mellowed  home,  the  organization  recognized  the 
harmony  of  all  the  articles  already  inside  the  house 
and  purchased  the  major  part  of  them.  No  new  fix- 
tures or  partitions  nor  any  broken-down  walls  be- 
tween rooms  change  the  architects  plan.  All  the  rare 
and  beautiful  things  gathered  by  Mrs.  White  will  re- 
main in  the  national  headquarters  of  American  club- 
women. 

Bronze  knockers,  old  Florentine  lamps,  tall  Span- 
ish chairs,  an  Adam  fireplace,  woven  panels,  all  stand 


to  give  the  atmosphere  of  completeness  to  the  house. 
Even  the  stable,  which  will  be  made  into  a  teahouse, 
will  be  left  as  nearly  the  same  as  possible. 

The  teahouse  will  be  under  the  management  of  Mrs. 
M.  R.  Duvall,  who  conducts  the  old  "Dower  House" 
in  Maryland.  The  stalls  of  the  solid  old  stables, 
never  broken  down  to  fit  automobiles,  will  be  left 
standing,  tables  placed  within  them. 

"Our  idea  is  to  preserve  the  atmosphere  of  the  won- 
derful old  house,"  Miss  Hafford  explained,  "and  to 
retain  a  sense  of  home  about  it.  The  reception  floor 
will  be  rented  occasionally  for  entertainments  and 
special  parties  as  a  source  of  income  for  the  club- 
house." 

Over  $100,000  has  been  raised  for  the  clubhouse, 
which  cost  $70,000.  After  the  furniture  has  been  paid 
for,  a  maintenance  sum  has  been  asked,  and  indica- 
tions are  that  the  fund  will  be  rapidly  provided.  Mrs. 
Thomas  G.  Winter,  president  of  the  General  Federa- 
tion, will  come  to  Washington  in  October,  and  it  is 
thought  that  some  sort  of  first  formal  affair  will  take 
place  at  that  time.  The  board  will  have  its  first  meet- 
ing at  its  own  headquarters  in  January. — Washington 
(D.  C.)  Herald.

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RESUME    OF   ADDRESS    "THE   OUTLAWRY    OF 

WAR,  THE  NEXT  STEP  IN  CIVILIZATION," 

DELIVERED  BY  RAYMOND  ROBINS 

AT  CHAUTAUQUA  BIENNIAL 

To  outlaw  war — this  is  the  one  effective  method  in 
the  "war  against  war."  Gladly  as  we  supported  the 
Limitation  of  Armaments  Conference,  no  limitation  of 
armaments  to  any  effective  degree  is  possible  so  long 
as  war  is  the  legal  method  of  settling  all  questions  of 
justice  and  right  between  the  nations  of  the  earth. 

We  do  not  half  appreciate  the  costs  of  the  Great 
War.  Ten  million  dead,  five  million  permanent  crip- 
ples, thirty  million  casualties,  three  hundred  and  thirty 
billions  of  wealth  destroyed,  anarchy,  pestilence,  fam- 
ine, unemployment,  vast  propagandas  of  hatred  and 
fear,  the  force-spirit  overriding  with  ruthless  vio- 
lence constitutional  liberty  and  due  process  of  law  in 
all  lands, — these  are  some  of  the  visible  fruits  of  the 
war. 

We  do  not  half  appreciate  the  menace  of  the  next 
war.  For  the  first  time  in  human  history  the  scien- 
tific mind,  the  trained  intelligence  of  the  chemist  and 
the  engineer,  have  been  devoted  to  the  development 
of  the  most  effective  means  for  the  wholesale  slaughter 
of  mankind  until  now  we  have  invisible,  odorless 
poison  gas,  instantaneously  deadly;  high  explosives 
with  the  destructive  power  of  an  earthquake,  and 
fleets  of  bombing  airplanes  controlled  by  wireless,  cap- 
able of  destroying  whole  populations  in  a  night.  The 
hext  general  war  will  mark  the  end  of  western  civili- 
zation. The  last  war  left  the  nations  bankrupt,  vic- 
tors as  well  as  vanquished.  There  are  no  longer  any 
noncombatants.  Old  and  young,  women  and  children, 
and  even  animals  and  the  fruitful  earth  itself  suffers

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a  common  devastation  and  ruin.    War  now  is  the  sui- 
cide of  the  nations. 

War  must  be  outlawed  and  made  a  crime  under  the 
international  code.  An  international  court  must  be 
established  with  affirmative  jurisdiction  over  all 
causes  of  war  between  the  nations  of  the  earth. 

How  is  this  to  be  done? 

First.  A  campaign  of  education  to  change  the 
mind  and  conscience  of  the  peoples  of  the  world  in 
relation  to  war.  We  must  work  until  the  mind  of 
.the  people  everywhere  will  cease  to  think  of  war  as 
an  honorable  profession,  as  the  path  to  glory  and 
power  and  national  greatness.  War  must  be  revealed 
as  the  arch  murderer  of  the  youth  of  the  nations,  the 
master  assassin  of  motherhood  and  the  home,  the 
poison  in  the  cup  of  brotherhood  between  nations  of 
the  earth,  the  forerunner  of  pestilence  and  famine, 
the  paralysis  of  production  and  the  suicide  of  com- 
merce— the  common  enemy  and  oppressor  of  the  hu- 
man race  crucifying  Christ  afresh  on  every  battle- 
field. The  militarists  of  all  nations  must  be  un- 
masked and  understood  to  be  what  they  are  in  fact — 
the  superfelons  among  the  criminals  of  mankind.  We 
must  unite  an  aroused  public  opinion  in  support  of 
the  demand  of  President  Harding  and  Premier  Lloyd 
George  for  the  outlawry  of  war. 

Second.  We  must  create  an  irresistible  public 
opinion,  demanding  of  the  politicians,  governments 
and  rulers  of  all  lands  the  establishment  of  an  inter- 
national court  with  affirmative  jurisdiction  to  try  and 
to  give  judgment  in  all  questions  of  international  jus- 
tice and  right  between  the  nations  of  the  earth. 

In  this  campaign  to  outlaw  war,  and  in  the  settle- 
ment of  all  questions  of  justice  and  right  between  na- 
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tions  (after  trial  and  reasoned  judgment  by  a  com- 
petent court)  to  substitute  for  secret  diplomacy  and 
arbitrary  force  the  ordered  process  of  international 
law,  the  women  of  America  were  responsible  in  large 
measure  for  the  limitation  of  armaments  conference, 
and  they  must  now  take  this  next  step  and  demand  the 
outlawry  of  war. 

The  greatest  unused  political  and  social  power  for 
human  welfare  in  this  earth  today  is  the  unorganized 
good  will  for  everyday  men  and  women.  The  will  to 
end  the  curse  of  war  in  the  common  mend  of  all  peo- 
ples everywhere  must  be  made  articulate  until  no  re- 
sponsible government  will  dare  oppose  this  demand  of 
the  sovereign  will. 

Let  us  stress  these  facts: 

1.  The  world-needs  cry  out  for  the  production  of 
food  and  clothes  and  shelter,  while  the  war-system 
spends  the  capital  and  credit  of  the  people  in  all  lands 
for  the  engines  and  machinery  for  their  own  slaughter. 

2.  The  world  hungers  for  peace  and  brotherhood, 
but  the  war-system  demands  that  the  nations  feverish- 
ly aim  for  the  slaughter  of  each  other. 

3.  The  producers  of  the  world  sweat  and  suffer 
under  the  crushing  burdens  of  increased  taxation,  but 
the  war-system  demands  that  these  burdens  be  in- 
creased to  pay  for  armies  and  navies  maintained  in 
costly  idleness  until  they  can  be  used  to  destroy  the 
men  and  ships  of  other  lands. 

4.  All  the  agencies  of  education,  religion  and  the 
relief  of  human  need  suffer  loss  from  the  poverty  and 
high  taxation  resulting  from  the  world  war.  We  can- 
not continue  our  programs  for  the  liberation  of  human 
life  from  ignorance,  vice  and  industrial  slavery,  under 
the  war  systems  of  society.  Let  us  outlaw  war,  re- 
duce taxation,  and  use  our  surpfilus  from  productive 
industry  in  education,  religion  and  industrial  better- 
ments, and  have  done  with  the  war  breeding  arma- 
ments. 
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5.  Wars  of  liberation — all  the  revolutionary  strug- 
gles such  as  our  own  in  1776 — are  illegal.  Every  pa- 
triot in  revolt  against  tyranny  is  guilty  of  a  crime  and 
liable  to  be  tried  and  executed  for  treason.  Wars  of 
aggression  are  all  legal.  Why  were  not  the  Kaiser 
and  others,  charged  with  having  organized  the  great 
war,  not  brought  to  trial?  Because  they  are  guilty  of 
no  crime  known  to  international  law.  War  is  the 
exercise  of  sovereignty — "the  king  can  do  no  wrong." 
Under  the  present  international  law  and  war  custom 
of  society,  the  Kaiser  is  guilty  of  no  crmie  known  to 
the  law  of  nations.  If  I,  as  a  mere  citizen,  begin  a 
conflict  with  a  fellow  citizen,  and  kill  him,  I  am  guilty 
of  murder.  If  I  am  a  king  or  a  diplomat  and  start  a 
war  that  kills  ten  millions  of  the  youth  of  the  world, 
I  am  guilty  of  no  crime. 

6.  The  power  to  conscript  the  people  is  indispen- 
sable to  modern  war.  If  war  were  made  a  crime  un- 
der the  law  of  nations,  conscription  would  be  impos- 
sible. You  could  not  conscript  the  youth  of  a  nation 
to  execute  a  public  crime. 

7.  Resolutions  and  rules  against  submarines  and 
poison  gas  are  useless  for  two  reasons.  First,  it  is  im- 
possible to  control  human  passions  after  they  are 
legally  let  loose.  If  it  is  lawful  to  kill,  it  becomes  im- 
possible to  control  the  method  of  killing.  Under  the 
war  system,  in  time  of  conflict  even  the  ten  command- 
ments are  suspended.  When  you  admit  that  it  is  law- 
ful to  kill,  then  of  course  it  is  lawful  to  steal  or  to  lie. 
Propaganda  is  the  organized  lying  of  the  war  system, 
and  annexations  are  the  organized  stealing  of  the  war 
systems.      Second,   under   the   well   known    doctrine   of 


"military  necessity,  realization  and  uprisal"  (all  of 
which  can  be  invoked  by  any  nation  under  present  in- 
ternational law),  all  the  pious  rules  and  limitations 
on  how  you  shall  kill  and  rob  and  steal  are  auto- 
matically revoked.  Under  these  circumstances  hitting 
below  the  belt  becomes  a  patriotic  duty.  Let  us  make 
rules,  not  FOR  war,  but  AGAINST  war. 

8.  So  long  as  war  continues  to  be  the  only  method 
whereby  nations  can  compel  the  settlement  of  inter- 
national disputes,  just  so  long  does  war  serve  a  social 
function,  and  however  bloody  and  cruel  and  destruc- 
tive, it  will  remain,  because  it  is — THE  ONLY  WAY. 
Civilization  has  discovered  only  two  ways  to  compel 
settlements  of  human  disputs.  One  is  by  arbitrary 
force  and  violence,  and  the  other  is  by  law.  In  in- 
ternational affairs  shall  we  live  by  violence  or  by  law? 
We  have  no  other  alternative. 

9.  The  theory  of  conference  as  alone  effective  to 
prevent  war  has  been  entirely  exploded.  The  attempt 
to  regulate  the  legalized  savagery  known  as  war  has 
been  and  in  the  nature  of  things  must  always  be  an 
utter  failure.  War  must  be  outlawed  and  made  a 
crime  punishable   under  the  international  code. 

Let  us  enlist  ni  this  great  crusade  the  genuine  "War 
to  end  War."  By  spoken  word  and  written  resolution 
and  letters,  by  meetings,  discussions  and  debates,  let 
us  unite  to  outlaw  war,  thus  liberating  mankind  from 
the  age-long  thralldom  of  the  sword  and  proving  that 
the  countless  dead  upon  the  battlefields  of  the  Great 
War  did  not  die  in  vain.

Approving  the  work  of  the  Near  East  Relief  or- 
ganization. 

Advocating  the  teaching  of  Citizenship  in  all  the 
schools  of  the  country.

Urging  the  active  employment  of  all  prisoners 
along  lines  of  fitness,  for  which  fair  wages  shall  be 
paid. 

Asking  the  physical  and  mental  examination  of 
every  criminal  with  the  idea  of  putting  each  one  in 
the  institution  best  fitted  to  make  a  better  citizen  of 
him. 


Urging  the  development  of  professional  standards 
for  penal  administrators  and  officers. 

Urging  that  General  Federation  and  all  State  Fed- 
erations co-operate  with  the  state  branches  of  the 
National  Committee  on  Prisons  and  Prison  Labor  to 
bring  about  the  adoption  of  the  fundamental  prin- 
ciples of  this  program. 

Offering  active  support  of  all  constructive  projects 
for  the  solution  of  the  problem  of  flood  control  and 
waterway  development. 

Asking  the  U.  S.  government  to  fulfill  promises 
made  to  the  people  to  observe  the  rule  and  extend 
the  scope  of  the  Civil  Service. 

Urging  all  clubwomen  to  protest  individually  and 
collectively  against  the  ill-placed  sign  boards. 

Urging  the  observance  of  July  4  as  Citizenship 
Day. 

The  support  of  the  Bureau  of  Women's  Relations 
in  the  war   department. 

Recommending  that  the  present  administration  select 
women  for  executive,  legislative  a  nd  judicial  offices 
on  the  same  basis  as  men,  thereby  recognizing  their 
equality. 

Urging  uniform  marriage  and  divorce  laws  through- 
out  the    United    States.

DOES  IT  PAY  TO  BELONG  TO  A  FEDERATED  CLUB? 


By  Mrs.  J.  L.  Bracken,  Tama,  la. 


Does  it  pay  to  be  in  good  society  once  in  a  while? 
Does  it  pay  to  have  some  variety  once  in  a  while? 
Does  it  pay,  out  of  a  rut  to  be  taken,  once  in  a  while? 
Out  of  my  own  self  conceit  to   be  shaken,   once  in   a 

while? 
And  to  see  what  the  other  folks  are  doing,  once  in  a 

while? 
What    the    aims,    and    the    methods    they're    pursuing, 
once   in   a   while? 

It  certainly  does  pay.  It  is  the  biggest  investment, 
making  the  largest  returns,  for  the  smallest  outlay 
of  money,  that  I  know  anything  about;  and  all  this 
you  get  by  joining  the  Federation  of  Women's   Clubs. 

When  I  was  a  girl  (to  go  back  to  ancient  history) 
— when  I  was  a  girl,  there  was  a  young  man  in  our 
town  who  happened  to  be  invited  to  a  very  elegant 
function ;  and  he  never  got  through  talking  about  it. 
He  always  wound  up  by  saying,  "All  the  elite  were 
there,   and  I  was  there." 

And  so  it  is  with  me — whenevr  I  attend  one  of 
these  conventions,  (be  it  national,  state  or  district), 
I  look  around  at  ail  those  splendid  cultured  women, 
and  listen  to  the  fine  addresses  and  inspiring  music 
that  has  been  provided  for  our  instruction  and  en- 
tertainment— and  I  say  to  myself,  "All  the  elite  are 
here,  and  I  am  here."  It  certainly  does  pay  to  be 
in  such  good  society,  even  though  it  be  "once  in  a 
while." 

Of  course,  right  at  home,  in  our  local  clubs,  we 
are  in  excellent  society  all  of  the  while;  but  even  so, 
one  wants  some  variety,  in  good  society,  once  in  a 
while,   don't  you  think? 

Every  organization,  every  line  of  business,  holds 
their  conventions  nowadays,  in  order  to  exchange 
ideas,  and  to  find  new  methods  for  carrying  on  their 


business ;  to  get  out  of  the  old  rut,  and  to  see  "what 
the  other  folks  are  doing."  Every  man  wants  his 
business  to  be  right  up-to-date,  or  as  nearly  so  as 
possible.  And  women — right  now — I  want  to  warn 
you,  never  let  your  children  get  the  idea  that  you  are 
a  back  number;  if  you  do,  it  is  goodbye  to  your 
influence  over  them. 

A  short  time  ago  a  mother  was  demonstrating 
with  her  daughter  about  the  ridiculous  immodest  style 
of  dress  that  she  and  her  chums  were  wearing.  The 
daughter  said,  Why,  mother,  you  must  remember 
times  have  changed  since  you  were  young.  The 
mother  replied,  Look  here,  daughter,  women  dressed 
just  as  you  are  dressed,  way  back  in  the  time  when 
the  pyramids  of  Egypt  were  built.  That  mother  be- 
longed to  a  club,  and  she  had  seen  figures  of  women 
carved  on  the  pyramids,  who  were  dressed  exactly 
as  our  so-called  up-to-date  girls  are  garbed  nowa- 
days. 

The  club  to  which  this  woman  belonged  was  a 
federated  club ;  and  when  the  national  convention 
was  held  in  New  York  City,  she  visited  the  Metro- 
politan Museum  and  saw  Egyptian  mummies  that 
were  dressed  just  like  her  up-to-date  daughter.  Now 
that  woman  knew  what  she  was  talking  about;  and 
she  did  not  propose  to  be  brow-beaten  by  any  silly 
little  slip  of  a  girl.  So  you  see  that  it  does  pay  to 
federate. 

But,  seriously,  my  friends,  when  you  ask  the  ques- 
tion, "Does  it  pay?"  are  you  sure  that  you  have 
tried  to  make  it  pay.

Let  our  local  clubs  in  their  year  books 
set  aside  one  day,  and  call  it  Federation  Day,  where 
we  can  study  the  ins  and  outs,  the  whys  and  where- 
fores, of  the  Federation,  and  learn,  at  first  hand,  that 
it  does  pay  to  belong  to  this  progressive  institution. 

No  woman  who  has  been  a  delegate  to  one  of 
these  conventions  ever  asks  the  question,  "Does  it 
pay?";  she  knows  it  does,  and  for  that  reason,  our 
local  clubs  ought  to  send  different  women,  from  time 
to  time,  as  delegates  to  these  affairs,  in  order  to 
bring  the  greatest  knowledge  to  the  greatest  number.

The  first  bit  of  pep  we  show  when  we  make  our 
atmospheric  debut  into  this  world  of  mother-love  and 
other  kinful  and  kindly  treasures  is  the  pep  in  which 
we  voice  a  whine  or  a  cry,  or  make  signs,  for  some- 
thing to  eat.  Eating,  then,  is  among  the  foremost  es- 
sentialities of  life.  Milk  too,  nature's  foremost  food, 
is  among  the  potentialities  making  for  living  our  life. 
Herein  we  have  the  reason  why  milk  has  been  so  long 
on  the  world's  bill-of-fare  as  a  superior  food-beginner, 
and  why,  moreover,  instinctively,  our  initial  noise  or 
sign  makes  for  having  milk.  After  all,  what  we  eat, 
we  are.  From  infanthood  to  adulthood  this  applies. 
Clearly  and  unmistakably,  then,  we  don't  know  of  a 
better  food  for  anybody — everybody,  in  fact — than 
good  milk.  It  is  the  friendliest  food  in  the  whole 
dietary  list.  Especially  is  this  true  in  the  growing 
period  of  our  lives.  Then,  when  we  have  attained 
our  growth,  milk  becomes,  in  all  its  virtues  and  values, 
a  health-stabilizer  or  conditioner.  Keeping  condi- 
tioned enables  one  to  keep  the  pace. 

In  dealing  with  the  subject  of  milk  for  children,  for 
instance,  it  is  indubitably  up  to  the  parents  to  give 
their  children  all  the  milk  they  can  eat.  Mark  we 
use  the  word  "eat."  Milk  is  a  food,  just  as  meat,  or 
vegetables,  or  anything  else  edible  is  a  food.  We 
trim  twigs  to  insure  proper  training.  By  similar 
token,  we  give  children  milk  to  insure  proper  growth. 
Growth  is  begot  from  the  many  miscellaneous  nutri- 
tional qualities  in  milk.  Milk  is  so  rich  in  growth- 
qualities,  it  may  be  termed  in  a  class  all  its  own.  If 
this  were  not  true,  Nature  wouldn't  have  us  crying  or 
whining  or  making  signs  for  milk  as  a  food-beginner 


in  launching  us  on  life.  Therefore,  remember  ever 
your  children  with  milk.  No  other  food  has  a  greater 
influence  in  forfending  disease  and  in  fortifying  for 
future  welfare  of  a  child.  In  body-  and  brain-build- 
ing, in  general  nourishment  of  tissue,  we  know  of 
nothing  comparable  with  the  qualities  of  milk.  Com- 
plete as  it  is  in  its  own  character  as  a  food,  milk  is 
even  more  complete  and  makes  more  nutritious  other 
foods  when  with  other  foods  it  is  combined.  Children 
who  are  undernourished,  children  who  are  sick  and 
undersized  from  sickness,  respond  ever  in  stronger, 
happier,  and  healthier  children  from  the  regular  use 
of  milk.  In  countries  where  the  death-rate  in  infants 
o.'  in  children  is  high,  investigation,  in  accounting  for 
this  mortality,  always  shows  a  scarcity  of  milk  as  re- 
sponsible. Many  parents,  when  their  children  are  sick, 
give  them  medicine.  Medicine  is  but  an  insidious  way 
of  taking  from  the  well  in  one  to  help  or  cure  the  ill. 
Medicine-giving,  so  far  as  it  has  to  do  with  children, 
is  not  a  good  practice.  If  children  be  given  milk  in- 
stead of  medicine,  it  will  be  materially  better,  safer, 
and  prompter  in  normalizing  children's  health.  The 
quantity  of  milk  children  should  have  is  a  quart  daily. 
Healthy  children  are  naturally  active.  Inactive 
children,  usually,  are  unhealthy.  In  this  activity,  chil- 
dren need  fuel-foods,  foods  with  sugar,  starch,  and 
fat,  in  sensible  proportions.  Fuel  foods  help  to  keep 
the  circulation  in  trim.  Proper  circulation  is  life. 
Fuel-foods  are  more  required  for  children  than  for 
grown  persons  because  children  are  more  active.  In 
building  bones  and  developing  teeth  good  and  strong, 
minerals  in  foods  take  part.  The  red  cells  of  the 
blood  are  the  iron  cells.     Other  minerals  in  the  blood

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regulate  the  heart  and  the  muscles.  If  children  do  not 
have  the  proper  minerals  in  foods,  or,  rather  foods 
carrying  a  good  mineral  content,  children  become  pale 
and  listless.  Milk  is  especially  rich  in  phosphorus  and 
lime,  and,  in  combination  with  other  mineralized  foods, 
such  as  vegetables,  fruits,  and  cereals,  figures  to  the 
fore  as  a  "safety-first"  law  in  the  feeding  of  children. 
In  addition  to  the  leafy  vegetables  as  carrying  the 
vitamine-substances,  there  may  be  mentioned  butter- 
fat,  cream,  cod-liver  oil,  carrots,  yellow  corn,  fish,  the 
yolk  of  eggs,  raw  cabbage,  bananas,  potatoes  with 
their  jackets  on  and  preferably  baked,  unpolished  rice, 
and  peanut-oil.  No  vitamines  have  been  found  in 
lard,  olive-,  cottonseed-,  cocoanut-,  or  linseed-oils, 
coco-butter,  hardened  fats  (animal  or  vegetable  in 
origin),  margarin  from  vegetable-fats  or  lard,  pol- 
ished  rice,  white   wheaten   flour,   pure   corn-flour,  cus- 
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tard  powders  (egg  substitutes)  prepared  from  cereal 
poducts,  pea-flour,  or  meat  extract.  Waterless  milks 
with  vegetable-oils  as  fillers  have  neither  food-value 
nor  vitamins.  Vitaminless  foods  can  be  vitaminized 
by  mixing  raw  milk,  so  far  as  practicable,  with  such 
foods.  Milk  can  be  advantageously  and  beneficially 
used  in  preparing  breads,  cakes,  puddings,  and  other 
similar  desserts;  in  cooking  vegetables,  and,  for  a 
creamier,  richer  result,  in  cooking  (preferably  in  a 
double  boiler)  cereals,  such  as  oatmeal,  rice  (unpol- 
ished), cornmeal  (pure),  hominy  grits,  and  other 
similar  foods.  Milk,  too,  is  nicely  combined  in  mak- 
ing soups,  creamed  and  scalloped  servings,  souffles, 
croquettes,  creamed  toasts,  and  gravies. 

We  therefore  have  the  following  tabulation  show- 
ing the  range  of  calories  for,  say,  an  adult,  in  daily 
diet,  of  from  3,000  to  3,500,  which,  of  course,  is  gradu- 
atable  in  estimating  the  required  calories  for  children:
